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PREFACE. 


"T^HIS  Volume  contains  the  princi- 
uk.  I       pal  Events  of  tl^  iiraft  rcni^^ 
^  •■*      Reign  in  the  Hifibp*f  i-of /?> 
en  without  excepting  tha^^f  Charles 
11.     We  fee  here  one  oi^thf^i^oft  power- 
mi  Monarchies  of  Eiiir^ey\X0Y  near  fell- 
ing under  a    foreign-  Domination,  or  of 
being  difmemberd,  to  fatiate  the  Ambi- 
tion  of   feveral    private  Perfons,    more 
through   his  Negligence    who  governd, 
who  took  no  meafures  to  prevent  the  am- 
bitious Defigns  of  a  Houfe,    which    had 
fworn  his  Ruin,  and  the  Royal  Family's, 
than  through  any  other  Caufe.     To  ex- 
plain this,  we  muft  obferve,  that  foon  af- 
ter Henry  Ill's  Aceeflion  to    the  Crown 
oi  France^  the  Kingdom  was  divided  into 
three  Parties,     i^.  The  Duke  oiGuife^xA 
all  the    Princes  of  his^  Houfe.     2^.   The 
King.     3^.  The  King;pf  iV^a;^rr^.  •  The 
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firft  was  the  greateft  5  one  cannot  deny  its 
being  a  Member  of  that  monftrous  Body 
which  was  formed  in  Europe^  by  the  Junc- 
tion of  all  the  Catholick  Powers  united  to- 
gether under  the  Pope's  Authority,  in  order 
to  extirpate  the  Proteftants,  and  Reform- 
ed, and  to  take  away  their  very  Name  from 
the  face  of  the  Earth,  had  it  been  poffible. 
*  There  were  in  France  of  this  Party,  the 
Dukes  Qi  Mayenne,  Aumale^  Elbieuf^  and 
Mercoeur^  with  a  numerous  Train  of  Lords, 
who  for  difFerentReafonsfoIIowedthe  Duke 
of  Guifes  Fortune  5  a  great  number  of  Pre- 
lates illuftrious  for  their  Birth,  as  well  as  for 
their  Dignities,  the  Cardinals  oi  Bourbon y 
of  Lorrain,  of  Guife^  of  Joyeufe^  &c. 
The  Archbifliops  of  Lyons^  of  Thouloufe^ 
of  BourdeauXy  of  Sens,  of  Roueny  &c. 
Many  Bifhops,  moft  of  the  Secular,  and 
Regular  Orders,  not  to  mention  Swarms 
of  Priefts,  and  Preachers,  who  were  the 
Trumpeters  of  Rebellion.  There  were  Par- 
liaments, fuch  as  thofe  of  Pmx,  o^Thou- 
hufiy  of  ^ijonry  and  others,  which  al- 
though they  had  not  afted  fo  openly,  bore 
the  Reformed  no  lefs  ill-will  than  the  reft, 
but  were  reftrained  for  fear  of  the  Gover- 
nors of  the  Provinces,  who  remain  d  fted- 
faft  in  their  Duty.  This  Party  was  alfo 
the  greater  becaufe  it  was  formed  among 
the  Catholick^,  who  were  fnuch  more  nu- 
merous in  France  than  the  Reformed  5  and 
although  they  were  not  all  of  the  League 
in  every  thing,  they  ncvcrthelefs  agreed  as 
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to  this  PoiPxt,  viz.  the  Prcfcrvation  of 
their  Religion.  And  as  that  wais  the  Pre- 
tence under  which  the  Chiefs  of  that  Party 
conceard  their  pernicious  Defigns,  by  this 
means  it  was,  that  they  found  it  fo  eafy  a 
matter  to  impofc  iipon  fo  many  Provinces, 
and  Cities 5  there  being  nothing,  generally 
fpeaking,  which  touches  Men  fo  nearly  as 
Religion,  for  the  Prefervation  of  which^ 
they  arc  always  ready  to  make  the  greateft 
Sacrifices,  and  to  carry  things  to  the  grcat- 
cft  Extremities. 

The  fecond  Party  Was  the  King's,  which, 
it  is  true,  was  the  liioft  lawful,  fincc  by 
the  Laws  of  the  Kingd&m,  he  was  the  law- 
fiil  Poffeffor  of  the  Croi?irn,  but  this  Party 
was  the  weakcft.    i  ^.  Becauie  of  the  Laaine^ 
of  its  Chief,  and  other  fcandalous  Vicpsj 
inftead  of  being  adive,  watchful,  firm,  cou- 
ragious,  magnanimous^  Henry  lov  d  Idle- 
nefs.  Sloth]  Was  without:  Refolution  and^ 
Firmnefs,  fearful- leireii -to  Stupidity,   not. 
daring-  to'^mndertake-  any  thing,   and  on 
whom  on  the  contra;ty,  <fvery  body  might 
boldly  form  Pretences  5  -  fuch  a   one  in  a 
Word,  that  he  feemed  to  have  been  raised 
to  the  Crown,  only  to  convince  the  whole 
World,  that  of  all  Princes  he  was  the  moft 
unworthy  to    wear  it.     2^.    Having  no 
Children^  and  by  his  diforderly  Life  havr 
ing  rendered  himfelf  uncapable  to  have  any, 
they  were  accuftom'd  to  look  upon  him  as 
the  fetting  Sun  of  his  Kingdom  5  Debates 
were  rais'd  about  his  Suoccflion,  when  he 
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had  fcarce  rcach'd  the  Age  of  being  Father^ 
It  was  by  bearing  fuch  Indignities,  that  lie 
ruin'd  himfelf:  His  Weaknefs  was  fuch^ 
as  made  People  afliam'd  to  declare  for  him^ 
aj:id  for  thiat  reafon  he  was  contemned  both 
at  honje  and  abroad.  3^.  His  Ciowardife 
and  Pufillanimity  were  fo  great  and  fo  well 
known,  that  he  was  not  fure  even  of  any  of 
thofc  whom  he  thought  were  of  his  Party, 
becaufe  nobody  dar'd  to  rely  upon  him  5 
they  fear'd  to  declare  for  him  againft  his 
Enemies,  becaufe  that  he  hipftfelf  df  eaded 
thofe.  who declaxdi  againft  him3  and  durfl 
fcarce  complain  thereof  A  KiQg  that 
{hewstbjtthe  is  afraid  o£  any  body  in  his 
Kingdom,  that  there  is.fomc  body  greater 
than  himfelf,  fuch^  3  King  lo.les;  aU  his  Ma- 
jpfly,  heknolongcargood  for  "afly  thing, 
and  it  is  very  natural'  t<o  run  to  th9  grieareft. 
If  we  cannot  be.  fr^c^  we  *  wouW  at  leaft 
have  but  one  Maftec.  And  if  that  Mailer 
has  one  greater  than  himfelf,  We  iiooicdir 
ately  leave  the  firft,  and  go  ovci:  totthe^lafl. 

The  third  Pany  was  thfe  Kiag  of  Ka- 
vanre%.Qom^i3sAi  of  the  Prince,  of .0»//<?, 
of  almoft  all  the  Princes  of  the:  Blood,  al- 
though Catholick,  of  all  the  Reformed 
Churches  of  France^  of  the  ^plitjcians 
headed  by  the  Duke  tk  MAntmirnrbcy .  This 
Party  was  certainly  the  moft  juft  \  the  be- 
ginning of  the  Civil  War&  witmeffeth  this  ^ 
they  were  only  on  theddenftve>  andJEkiencc 
is  juft  and  natural  in  the  Cafe  andCircum- 
dances  of  thofe  of  that  Party.    But  they 
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defciide^l  thcmfelvcs  ^  after  fiiqh  a  manner, 
that  forgettin!^  ,S11  the  juft  j^eafons  they 
kd  to  cdmpMin,  they  always  made  it  a 
point  of  Conscience  not  to  attack  the  King 
while  he  was  bufied  elfewhere,  arid  was  ob- 
ligcd  to  defend  himfelf  againft  thq  League  i 
and  eveti  though  they  did  not  doubt  but 
that  if  the  King  and  the  League  fhould 
once  agree  together,  they  would  unite 
their  Forces,  in  drdei^  to  reprcfs  them. 
They  did  not  flop  here}  but^  whenever 
they  could,  they  offered  the  King  their 
Services,  id  help  hini  to  recover  his  Au- 
thority againft  his  Enemies,  being  ready 
to  fuBmit  afterwards  to  any  Condi- 
tions of  Peace  which  his  Majefty  wcftild 
f>leafc  to  grant  them,  provided  only  that 
hey  ftiduld  en)oy  a  full  Liberty  of  Cori- 
fcicrice;  What  cduldbemore  jiift?  Now 
we  add  nothing  to  the  Truth  5  Thuanus 
may  be  confulted  upon  the  feven  or  eight 
laft  Years  of  Henry  111.  and  j^tcr  fuch  4 
Teftimohy,  what  can  one  thini;  of  thofc 
Hiftorians  who  through  Ignofrance,  or 
through  tod  great  Credulity,  or  Maliccji 
have  accufcd  this  Party  with  aiming  at  the 
Regal  Authority,  arid  endeavouring  its  Dq- 
ftrnftion. 

This  Party  was  riot  only  the  moft  juft  in, 
itfelf,  b^t  it  was  alfo  the  fafcft^  whether 
tegard  be  had  to  its  Chief,  the  firft  l?rincc 
of  the  Bldod,  the  Prcfumptive  Heir  to  the 
CroWn,  a  Prince  endued  with  great  Wif- 
dom  and  Courage,  whether  regard  be  had 
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to  its  Members  united  together  by  the 
Bonds  of  Confcience,  of  the  fame  Religion, 
df  the  fame  Intereft,  and  all  firmly  con- . 
vinced  of  the  Goodnefs  and  Juftice  of  their 
Caufe ;  whether,  laftly ,  regard  be  had  to  the 
.  different  Tryals  they  had  undergone  for  fo 
long  a  time,  and  which  had  fo  hardened 
them  againft  Perfecutions  and  Sufferings, 
that  it  was  morally  impoflible  to  deflroy 
them,  without  the  Kingdom  being  ovet- 
whclm*d  in  their  Ruin. 

If  the  King  had  afted  as  a  Father  to  jiis 
People,  if  he  had  foUow'd  the  Rules  of 
true  Policy,  knowing  that  it  was  impofli- 
ble for  him  to  deflroy  that  Party  by  Force 
and  Violence,  he  would  have  followed  the 
wife  and  prudent  Advice  given  him  by 
the  Emperor y  and  the  Venetians ^  upon  his 
Return  from  Volandh   he   would    have 
granted  them  Peace,  and  that  precious  Li- 
berty of  Confcicnce  which  had  already  oc- 
cafion  d  fo  much  Bloodflied  on  both  fides, 
(free  for  him  to  refufe  them  all  otherFavours) 
he  would  have  made  ufe  of  his  Autho- 
rity to  caufe  the  Edift  which  he  would  have 
granted  for  that  purpofe  to  be  faithfully  ob- 
fervcd ;  and  ought  he  to  have  been  beholden 
for  it  to  their  Fidelity  and  uncorrupted  Af- 
fedion  for  his  Perfon,    he  would  have  ac- 
cepted their  Offers  of  Services,  fo  often  re- 
newed, to  fupprefs  the  Jnfolence  and  Au- 
dacioufnefs  of  the  ambitious  Diflurbers  of  the 
publick  Tranquillity,  had  he  not  been  able 
to  bring  it  about  by  other  Means.     He  was 
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feniiblc  of  thcfc  Truths,  and  would  have 
made  amends  for  his  Faults,  but  too  late 
for  ills  own  good,  and  that  of  all  France. 

It  appears  by  what  we  have  above  faidf 
that  although  this  Party  was  not  the  great* 
eft  by  its  Number,  it  was  neverthclefs  the 
moft  powerful  of  the  three  5  the  Quality, 
and  Character  of  its  Chief,  the  Circumfkn- 
ces  of  the  Members,  and  efpccially  the  great 
Advantages  they  gain'd  under  this  Reign, 
are,  methinks,  unconteflable  Proofs  of  this , 
Though  they  were  infcriour  in  Number  to 
the  Catholicks,  it  is  neverthelefs  true  that 
having  all  the  fame  End  in  View,  viz.  to 
maintain  Liberty  of  Confcicncc,  they  were 
ftrong  enough  to  withfland  all  their  Ad- 
verfaries  Efforts,  who  had  different  Views, 
and  aim'd  at  different  Ends.  Speaking  of 
the  Forces  of  this  Party,  I  have  faid,  p.  367. 
that  in  1^83,  their  Number  mufl  have 
amounted  to  one  Million,  four  hundred 
and  fix  thoufand  and  four  hundred  Souls* 
Tiiis  is  far  lefs  than  their  true  Number, 
fince  that  in  the  firft  Synod  of  Rochelle  held 
in  If  71,  there  were  reckoned,,  as  in  if  61, 
above  zifo  Churches,  many  of  which 
confiftcd  of  ten  thoufand  Members ;  and 
there  were  flill  more  of  fix,  five,  and  four . 
thoufand  Members,  the  greateft  number 
were  of  1000,  and  there  were  very  few 
under  five  hundred  Perfons.  So  that  one 
may  pofitively  affirm  that  at  one  time  their 
Number  exceeded  two  Millions.  The 
great  figure  they  made  under  this  Reign  de- 
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fervcs  that  wc  fhould  take  Nbtice  of  th^ 
Nature  of  thcif  Govcrhtnent. 

It  may  be  confider'd  tinder  thcfe  two 
keads.  Religion,  and  rtitiii  Civil  Go- 

VERNMENt,   or  POLITICAL  StATE. 

As  to  Religion^  even  in  the  Year  iff^^ 
in  the  midft  of  the  cruel  Perfecutibns 
'^hich  Henry  II.  excited  againft  them,  the 
Minifters  ctf  the  Reformed  Churches  of  alJ 
the  Provinces  of  France  affembkd  in  a  Sy- 
nod at  Tatis,  for  the  firft  time,  where 
they  drew  up  that  excellent  Difcipline  in' 
40  Articles,  which  are  the  Foundation  of  all 
the  others  whidi  have  been  added  fincc,  ac- 
cording to  the  Circumftances  of  Time,  to 
jferve  ^s  a  Law  to  thofe  Churches,  by  which 
they  fhould  condud  themfclves  in  fuch 
things  as  concerned  RellgioUj  and  Good 
Manners.  Corruption  and  Vices  increaf- 
ing,  as  the  Time,  wherein  that  vsf'ife  Difci- 
flline  Was  firft  dra'wn  up,  grew  more  diftant  > 
it  was  abfolutely  neceflary  to  make  nevi/ 
Rules  to  rciiiddy  and  corredt  thofe  Vices; 
whereby  it  has  happen  d  that  inftead  of  40' 
Articles,  of  wHich  that  Difciplinfe  coniJfted, 
it  contains  at  prcfent  222,  in  14  Chapters; 
fend  which  are  much  larger  and  prolix  thait 
the  firft. 

Now  to  obferve  fome  Order  in  the  Go- 
vernment of  the  Church,  \i^hich  mighf 
tend  to  its  Edification,  attdto  the  greater 
Glory  of  God,  our  Forefethcrs  thought! 
proper  to  cftablifh  three  Courts,  fufabrdi- 
natc  one  to  another,  and  from  all  which, 
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iathesioflr  grave  and  importailtCaicdy  cUie 
nugbt  appeal  to  a  fourth^  in  xC'hich  ail  Af- 
im  which  concern'd  Dodrine  or  Difci^ 
pline  were  dcfinitiyely  jtidg'd^     * 

The  three  inferiour  Coilrts  were,  iiriJ:^ 
the  Conffftory  $   fecondly,  the  Colloc|uy  i> 
thirdly,  the  Provincial  Synod.    The  fupe* 
rioor    Court    wa^  ths,  Natidhal   Synodi 
One  might  appeal  frodd  the  one  to  the  o* 
ther  wheahe  thought  himftlf  Wrodg'd,  or 
when  an  Affair  was  of  too  great  Impoit-' 
tance  j  aa  when  oni  or  tnore  private  Per^* 
fons  belonging  to  the  Church  of  the  ianae 
Place,  rais'd  Debates  to  break  the  Union  of 
the  Churchy  concerning  fdme  point  of 
Doftrine,  or  Difcipline^  or  concerning  thd 
Eormi  of  the  Catechifm^  of  the  Admini* 
(tratioa    of  the  Sacraments^   or  pablicfc 
Prayers,  or  the  Celebration  of  Matrimony ; 
and   when  the    particular    Admonition? 
of  the  Confiftdry  of  that  Place,  did  noc 
prove  fuffiisient  to  remedy  thcim.     Alfo 
Wien  a  Minifter  or  anfildcr  of  the  Charch 
did  break  its  lUnron  for  the  fame  Reafons  ^ 
in  either  of  thefe  Cafes  they  appealed  from 
the  Confiflkpry  to  the  Colloquy,  from  thc^ 
Colloquy  to  the  Provincial  Synod,    and 
from  the  Provincial  Synod  to  the  Natio- 
nal, whicbjudiged  definitively,  and  withouti 
Appeal.    Bttt-ro  have  a  dearer  and  more- 
diftind):'  Notion  of  thefe  different  Courts, 
it  is  proper* toenter  into  fbnie  Particulars: 

Ifhallbegin  with  the  Conififtories,  which* 
Origin,,  id  iiis:  third  Booh  againil  CHfuH- 

calls 
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calls  the  Ecclefiaftical  Senate.  It  Was  titr 
ccflary  there  fhouid  be  one  in  every  Church^ 
k  confifted  of  the  Minifter,  Elders  and 
Deacons  of  the  faid  Church.  Even  in  the 
Places  where  there  was  no  Temple,  and 
confequently  no  Minifter,  but  the  Inhabi- 
tants were  obliged  to  repair  to  the  neareft 
Place  for  performing  publick  Worfhip, 
there  were  among  them  Elders  and  Dea- 
cons, who  informed  the  Confiftory  of  the 
Place  where  they  met,  of  every  thing  they 
had  obferved,  and  which  was  worth  tak- 
ing notice  of. 

At  that  time  nobody  was  admitted  to 
the  Holy  Miniftry  but  Perfons  of  a  known 
Honefty  and  Virtue,  and  whofe  Capacity 
and  Learning  had  been  often  try'd;  and  al- 
.  though  it  was  the  Synod's  Office  td  pro- 
vide the  Churches  with  Minifters,  the  Mi- 
nifters  were  notwithftanding  never  received 
into  them  without  the  unanimous  Confent 
and  Approbation  of  all  the  Members  of  the 
Church,  or  at  leaft  of  the  greateft  number 
of  them,  after  having  preach'd  before  them 
two  or  three  times,  oroftenerj  but  when 
once  they  were  admitted,  they  could,  not 
be  turnd  out  of  their  Church  without  a 
Sentence  pronounc  d  by  the  Synod,  except  • 
in  criminal  Affairs,  then  the  Colloquy 
might  fulpend  him,  and  that  Sentence  was 
cpnfirm'd  by  the  Provincial  and  Na- 
tional Synod:  and  if  they  gave  undoubted 
Tcftimonies  of  Repentance,  the  National 
Synod,  or  the  Provincial  Synod  by  ips  Or- 
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det,  transfcrr  d  him  to  another  Church  af- 
ter a  certain  time,  unlefs  that  Church 
w&ich  he  fcrv'd  before,  defir'd  to  have  him 
again. 

As  to  the  Elders,  they  were  Laymen, 
none  were  admitted  to  this  Office  but  fuch  • 
as  had  a  good  Teftimony,  and  who  were 
of  an  unfpotted  Life,  endowed  with  great 
Prudence  and  Moderation.  In  the  Places 
where  the  Difcipline  was  not  as  yet  efta- 
bliflied,  they  were  elefted  by  the  People  $ 
Votes  Viththe  Miniftcrsj  but  where  it  was 
cftablifh'd,  the  Confiftory  with  the  Mini- 
ftcrs  chofe  them,  after  having  caird  upon 
God's  holy  Name.  When  any  one  were 
ckaed,  they  were  called  into  the  Confif- 
tory,  where  the  Fundions  of  their  Office 
were  read  unto  them.  After  which  they 
were  named  to  the  People  for  two  or  three 
Sundays  following,for  to  have  their  Confent 
alfo>  and  if  this  was  not  opposed,  they 
were  publickly  received  the  third  Sunday^ 
and  they  ftanding  before  the  Pulpit,  the 
Minifter  made  them  an  Exhortation,  and 
faid  a  Prayer  fuitable  to  the  Occafion  5  they 
were  to  fign  the  Articles  of  their  Belief, 
and  the  ecclefiaftical  Difcipline.  But  if 
they  met  with  Oppofition,  theCaufe  was 
decided  by  the  Confiftory,  and  if  they  could 
not  agree  there,  it  was  referred  to  the  Col- 
loquy, or  to  the  Provincial  Synod, 

Their  Office  was  to  watch  with  the 
Minifters  over  the  Flock,  to  oblige  every 
body  to  come  to  Church,  to  declare  the 

Scandals, 
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Scandals,  and  Faults,  to  cxamin?,  and 
judge  them  with  the  Miniflcrs,  and  in  ge- 
neral to  afiift  them  in  taking  care  of  every 
thing  relating  to  the  Order,  Entertainment^ 
and  Government  of  the  Churcjh  5  and  in 
every  Church  there  was  a  Copy  in  writing^ 
i)f  their  OiRee,  according  to  the  Circum- 
Aanpea  of  Time  and  Place.  Moreover,  in 
(lie  Miniftcr  s  abfence,  they  were  autho* 
riaed  to  read  the  holy  Scripture  and  the 
Common  Prayer  pubUckly. 

A«  to  the  Dcsacons,  they  were  alfo  Lay- 
men, clefted  and  received  after  the  l$mc 
manner  as  the  EWcfs,  enjioying  the  iarae 
Privileges;  but,  they  were chgirg'd,^  bcfides 
that,  with  receiving  and  diftribi^ing,  by 
the  Confiftory's  Oder,  the  Monies  for  th« 
Poor,  thePrtfoncrs,  and  the  Sick,  to  vifit 
and  take  caire  of  themj  in  certain  Places 
'  they  were  accuftom'd  to  catechife  publkk- 
ly  5  the  Synod  condemned  this  Cuftom^^and 
ordered  that  thofe^  who  were  cajpable  fhould 
be  ojodain'd  Minifters,  if  they  thought 
proper,  or  elfe  fbouid  ceafc  teaching  pub- 
Hckly. 

So  much  for  what  concerns  thofe  whom 
tfae  Conftftory,  or  Ecclefiaftical  Senate,  conr- 
£ited  of  s  I  do  not  here  mention,  the  Stu- 
dents: in  Divinity,  who  were  fometimes  ad- 
mitted ther,eto  with  a  great  deat  of  Precau- 
tion, and  when  thicrc  were  good  Afluran- 
ces  of  their  Prudence  and  Difcretion,  be- 
caufe  they  had  no  Vote,  or  if  at  any  time 
their  Opinion  was  afik'd,.  their  Vote  was 

not

pot  deliberative,  and  it  was  only  fp  Inftrud,  * 
and  train  them  up  to  the  Government  of 
ttc  Church. 

The  Cpnfiftory.  of  every  Church  met 

once  a  WeeS;,  to  take  care  of  the  Affairs  of 

the  Church,  ajid  qvcct  oftener  if  there  was  a 

neceffit)r  5  tfje  W(inif^ers  al^ay§  ptefided  in 

the  Co^lUlpfy,  ^  well  as  i^th/c  other  Ecclc^ 

liaftical  Afl[cinhlics,  and  in  thpiie  Churches 

wherQ  w?rc  lii^y  Miniftpi^s,  each  prefided 

in  turn,  anid  ^heii  Oi&ce  lafted  *.  Week  5  it 

confifted  la /bjpginiiiing  and  ending  tlie  At 

fem.hly.   with  i  Player,    in  propofing  or 

auiiAg  to  be  projps'd  in  ordci:,  what  was 

to  be  the.  Spbje^  of  theif  Deliberations  > 

in  gat)iering  tjji^  Votes,  in^  declaring  the 

Majority,  arid  prpfipuncing  the  Conclu- 

fion>     vfx   talking   care  that    every    one

'the  Confiftory  had  the  Cognizance  of 
every  thing,  wherein  the  Honour  and  Wel- 
fare of  its  Church  might  be  conccrn'd^  as 
of  Crimes,  Scandals^  Difputes,   Quarrels 
bred  between  private  Perfons,  they  judgU 
them,  they  pronounc  d  Sentence  even  of 
Excommunicatipji^  and  executed  it,  it  be- 
ing free,  i>everth^icfs,  (as  we  have  already 
faid)    for  thoib.  who  thought  themfclvcs^ 
wrongVl.tohave  recourfeto  the  Colloquy 
or  Provincial  Synod,    for  Redrefs.    And 
they  proceeded  as  follows;    The  Delin- 
quent was  fummon'd  to  appear  in  the  Con- 
fiftory  as  fopn  as  the  ^ccufation  was  fuf- 

ficiently 
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ficicntly  proved,    for  to  prcfume  that  he 
was  really  guilty  5  he  was  exhorted  to  de- 
clare the  Truth,  and  made  to  take  an  Oath : 
If  after  a  thorough  Examination  they  hact 
fufficient  Evidence  to  convince  him,  they 
cenfured  him,  fufpendcd  him  from  the  Sa- 
crament for  a  certain  Time,  according  to 
the  Nature  of  the  Fault,  and  the  Crimi- 
nal's Charader,.  and    the  Scandal  which 
lijs  Fault  had  occafion'd.    There  were  fomc 
Cafes  wherein  neither  the  Siifpcnfion  nor  its 
Caufe  weredeclar'd  to  the  People,  no  more 
than  the  Reftoration  of  the  Sinners    but 
there  were  others  wherein-  all  was  declared. 
The  cafe  of  Rebellion  againft  the  ConfiP 
tory   fuffer'd    no  Alleviation,    no  more 
than  thofe  who  committed  Crimes  Vhich 
dcferv'd   corporal   Punifliments,    or  who 
inarried  themfelves  or  their  Children,  or 
Pupils,  among  the  Papifts,  or  who  carried 
a  Child  to  be  baptized  among  them  >  they 
were  quickly  fufpended  from  the  holy  Sa- 
crament for  a  while,  and  this  Sulpcnfion 
was  declared  to  the  People.     Excommu- 
nication was  ufed  only  in  the  greateft  Ex- 
tremities, when  the  Criminal    refused  to 
follow  the  Exhortations  which  the  Confif- 
tory  made  unto  him,  and  would  not  make 
his  Profit  of  their  Cenfures,  and  Correc- 
tions.    Neverthelefs  we  muft  obferve  that 
the  Difcipline    prefcribed  unto  the  Con- 
fiftories  a  great  deal  of  Prudence,  of  Cir- 
cumfpeftion,  and  Moderation  in  the  Ex- 
crcife  of  that  Authority  which  was  trufted 

to 
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to  thjetrl,  it  did  not  permit  the  Miniflers^ 
or  £l4crSy  to  declare  Faults  to  the  ConfiP 
tory  wicbout  great  Rcafdn,  nor  to  call  anf 
liody  Into  it  without  fuflicicnt  Occafioa 
for  it.  MdrtoVer^  neither  the  Confiftory 
till  tc^hct  were  to  bear  witnefs  before  th^ 
Afagiflraitc  ag^inft  any  ix)dy,  either  bf 
A^  or  dtherwifbj  nor  the  Membetf 
bf  the  Confiftory  were  to  reveal  to 
any  bpdy  the  Cofii^fllons  df  thofe  that 
r^lentcd^  arid  who  wilfully  and  of  thcic 
Qyn  Ao^brcl^  of  by  Admonitictos  giveit 
tbcim^  had  confejOfed  their  Faults  before 
thcrn,  €»:ept  in  cafes  of  High-Treafoh.  The 
Minijil^^s  were  ilfo  cfbiig'd  to  keep  ali 
fuch  Faults  as  weft:  freely  eonibfledto  thco) 
with  theutmoft  Secrecy,  of  whiatever  JsTa- 
tore  thpfe  Faults  might  be^  except  only  iii 
C^fcs  of  High-Treaforii  And  they  w^rc 
to  porqceed  by  £ccleflafl:ical  Cenfures^  even, 
to  Ejccommunicatidn^  ^^g^Hid^  aiiy  body  pjf 
the  Refdrmed  Religion  who  Ihould  ^\  th^ 
Minifters,  or  the  JElders^  or  all  the  Gon- 
iiftory  before  the  Magtftrate  to  make  theis^ 
bear  witoefs  againft  the  Delinquents  wiji^ 
had  cpfifi^Ofed  their  Faults.  M occover,  tho' 
the  Cdnfiftories  wert  obliged  to  exhort; 
tlKife  who  had  any  DiSerenccs  between 
then;^  to  make  it  up  after  a  friendly  Man- 
ner, iWid  to  foUicit  them  unto  it,  never* 

thelefstheDi&ip^i^^^^^  notperi^it  thein 
ton^qae,any  one  of  their  Bddy,  nOr  td  take 
ttppathem  the  quality  of  Umpires  in  thofe 
pif{ereaces  f  that  if  any  oncof  jhcir:fio4y[ 
:  y/lIL  Par*  IL  a  wa^ 
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was  named  for  an  Umpire  by  either  Party/ 
he  might  accept  oY  it  as  a  private  Perfon, 
but  not  as  a  Member  of  the  Confiftory . 
Laftly^  they  were  not  permitted  to  make 
any  particular  Rule  in  their  Church,  which 
"Was  not  agreeable  at  leaft  in  fubftahce  to 
the  general  Articles  of  the  Difcipline,  and 
for  this  End  the  Articles  of  the  Difciplinc 
were  to  be  read  in  the  Confiftory,  at  leaft 
every  time  the  Holy  Communion  was  ce- 
lebrated ;  and  the  Elders  and  Deacons  were 
each  of  them  to  have  a  Copy  thereof,  to 
read,  and  fludy  it  in  private.  As  for  the 
reft,  there  was  to  be  but  one  Confiftory 
or  Eccleftaftical  Council  eftabliflvd  in  each 
Church.  Which  Confiftory  was  free, 
whenever  there  was  a  great  Neceffity,  to 
join  to  itfelf  fuch  Members  of  the  Church 
as  it  pleas'd,  provided  they  ftiould  meet  to 
treat  of  Ecdefiaftical  Affairs  only  in  that 
Place  where  the  Confiftory  was  accuftom'd 
to  meet. 

This  is  in  fubftance,  the  Power  and  Au- 
thority of  the  Confiftoriesj  it  was  not  pof- 
iible  to  extend  it  further,  even  Princes 
were  fubjed  to  it,  the  Confiftory  of  Ro- 
che lie  y  and  that  oiTons  exercifed  it  bn 
the  King  of  Navarre^  and  that  of  Ra- 
chelle  on  the  Prince  of  Condiy  as  we  re- 
late it  in  its  proper  place  5  it  may  be  never- 
thelefs,  that  a  little  lefs  feverity  at  leaft  to- 
wards Perfons  of  that  Rank  would  not  have 
hurt  the  Affair*  of  the  Reformed,  it  may 
be  that  that  Severity  was  not  one  of  the 

leaft 
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IcaftHealbns  which  induced  Henry  IV.  to 
cj^uit  his  Religion,  and  that  knowing  him- 
fd^  and  perceiving  that  his  Temper  coulcf 
i30t  agree  with  that  Striftncfs  of  Morals 
which  the  Difcipline  required,  he  was  afraid 
to  debafe  the  Regal  Majcfty  too  much,  if  he 
fubmitted  his  Condu£t;^  and  his  Anions  to 
the  Judgment  and  Cenfure  of  fome  Divines 
and  Burghers  ailembled  in  Confiftory,  and 
if  lie  (hould  do  in  the  Church  oiOur  Lady 
at  ^ariSy  what  he  had  done  in  that  of  Tans 
in  Saint angey  and  in  that  of  St.  Ton  at 
RocheUei  However  it  be,  we  cannot  de- 
ny, but  that  the  Confiftorics  fhcw'd  for  a 
long  while  an  admirable  Rcfolution  to 
maintain  their  Difcipline,  and  xnade  ufe  of 
their  Rights  to  their  utmoft  Extent,  but 
whether  or  no  this  Conduft  agreed  every 
way,  with  the  true  Intercft  of  the  Reform- 
ed Churches,  I  fhall  not  pretend  to  decide. 

U.  The  fecond  Ecclcfiaftical  Court  was 
nam'd  the  CoLlo  q^u  v  ,  this  was  a  Divi-^ 
fion  of  all  the  Churihes  of  a  Province,  ac- 
cording to  their  Number,  and  the  Conve- 
niency  of  Places,  into  Claflcs  composed  of 
a  certain  Number  of  the  moft  ncigiibour- 
ing  5  for  Example,  having  divided  the  King- . 
dom  into  ilxteen  Provinces^  each  Province 
was  fubdivided  into  fo  many  Parts  which 
formed  the  like  Number  of  \Clafles,  or 
Colloquies.  The  Province  of  the  IJle  of- 
France^  was  fubdivided  into  five  Claflcs, 
The  IJle  of  France  properly  fo  caird,  the 
Qomtry  ofChartreSy  Ticardy^  Cham^aigny 
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and  Erie  J  and  fo  of  other  Provinces.    This 
Diviiion  was  to  be  made  by  the  Authority 
of  the  Provincial  Synod.     Thefc    Collo- 
quies refembled  in  fomc  meafure  the  Dio- 
cefan  Synods  of  each  Bifhop^  in  the  ancient 
Times^   or  elfe  the  Aflemblies  of  fome 
neighbouring  Bifhops  to  terminate  the  Dif- 
putes  bred  between  private  Perfons  within 
their  Diocefe  5  be  it  as  it  will,  the  neigh- 
bouring Churches  were  to  aflemble  in  Col- 
loquies twice  a  Year,  or  four  Times  if  pol^ 
Jible,  according  to  the  ancient  Order,  that 
being  left  to  the  Prudence  of  the  Provinces : 
and  there  met  together,  the  MiniftCr,  or 
Minifters,  and  Elders  of  each  Church  of 
that  Divifton.    Thefe  AiTcmblies  were  or- 
dained for  to  endeavour  to  make  up  the 
Difputes  which  arofe  in  the  j&id  Chtirches^ 
according  to  the  Order  of  the  Disciplines 
as  alfo  to  provide  for  what  was  thought 
I^roper  for  the  Good,  and  Entertainment, 
of  the  faid  Churches.     The  Minifters  were 
to  open  them,  by  a  Difcourfe  upon  fome 
Text  of  the  Holy  Scripture,  each  in  his 
turn,  that  by  ^  that  means  one  might  fee 
what  Progrefs  each  had  made  in  the  Study 
of  the  faid  Scripture,  and  in  the  Method  of 
explaining  it.    And  as  the  Authority  of 
the  ConMories  was  fubordihate  to  that  of 
the  CoUoqui'^irs,  fo  alfo  were  the  laft  to  the 
Provincial  Synods.    At  the  end  of  each 
Colloquy,  Brotherly  Cenfures  were  mada 
both  of  the  Minifters,  and  Elders  who  af^ 
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fiftcd  there,  on  whatever  was  thought  pro- 
per to  be  remonftrated  unto  them. 

m.  The  third  Eccleftaftical  Court  was 
the  Provincial  Synod.  There  have 
been  itxteen.  This  Court  was  composed  of 
one  Minifler,  and  one  or  two  Elders  of  each 
Church  5  thofe  Churches  which  had  more 
than  one  Aiiniiler,  deputed  them  in  turns. 
Thefe  Minifters  and  Elders  which  were  de- 
puted by  the  Churches,  came  thither  at  the 
common  Expence  of  their  Churches;  and 
thoic  Churches  which  refused  to  pay  their 
Deputies  Charges,  after  two  or  three  Ad- 
monitions, were  deprived  of  the  Miniftry, 
and  the  faid  Minifter's  Charges  were  re- 
imburfed  by  the  Churches  to  whom  they 
were  deputed,  free  for  them  to  profccutc 
the  ungrateful  Church  as  the  Provincial 
Synod  fiiould  think  proper.  The  Miftiftcrs 
and  Elders  who  were  deputed,  were  to  pro- 
duce Credentials  from  their  Churches,  to 
the  Synod.  If  a  Minifter  came  alone  with- 
out any  Elder,  or  an  Elder  witliout  any 
MiniAer,  no  regard  was  had.  to  the  Inftruc* 
tion$  which  either  of  them  brought,  except 
in  cafe  of  an  abfolutc  Neccfllty,  as,  of 
Sicknefs,  ^c.  In  thofe  Cafes,  if  the 
Church  fcnt  its  Inftruftions,  they  were  re- 
ceive, if  they  were  fign'd  by  a  Miniftcr, 
and  an  Elder  i  on  the  other  hand,  if  there 
was  no  lawful  Excufe  for  Abfcnce,  they 
were  fiibje^  to  the  Cenfures  of  the  Collo- 
miy,  or  Synod,  even  to  Sufpcnfion  of  the 
MCiamcnt,  according  as  the  Colloquy  or 
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Synod  thought  fit.     The  Provincial  Synodaj 
judged  fovereignly  of  all  the  jCaufcs  brought 
before  tI^em,  except  of  things  wherein  all 
the  Churches  of  France  were  intercfted,  as 
the  Depofition  of  a  Miniftcr,  Controvcrfies 
either  concerning  Doftrine  or  JDifcipline, 
&c.    For  in  thefc  Cafes  there  was  an  Ap^ 
peal  to  the  National  Synod,  which  fudg'd 
definitively.    In  each  Synod  they    chofc 
with  a  low  Voice  ^Moderator  to  prefidc 
therein,  with  one,  or  two  Secretaries.   This 
Moderator's  Office  (who  was  always  a  Mi- 
nifter,)  confifted,  (beJides  what  we  have  al- 
ready (aid,  (peakingof  thePrefidents  oftiie 
Confiftories,)  in  giving  notice  of  tfie  Places, 
Days,  and  Hours  on  which  they  were  to 
meet,  for  the  Seffions  of  the  Synods,  to 
keep  the  Difputers  filent,  to  make  them  re- 
tire in  order  to  confult  about  their  Cen- 
fures,  if  they  refus'd  to  obey ;  in  anfwering 
thofc  who  ask'd  Cqunfel  of  the  Synod  ei- 
ther by  word"  of  Mouth,  or  by  Writing  j 
Ml  according  to'  the  Advice  of  the  AlTem- 
bly,  and  not  other  wife.   The  Moderators  of 
the  Colloquies' and  Synods   were  fubjcd 
themfelves  to  Cenfures,'ahd  their  Office 
ended  with  the  Colloquy,  or  Synod,  but 
might  be  rcchofen  in  tiie  following  Synod 
or  Colloquy;     The  Elders  deputed  to  the 
Synods,   or  CoUbqiiiesi   had  deliberative 
Votes  on  all  the  points  of  Difcipline,  but 
riot  of  Dodrine,  the  Judgment  of  which 
was  referv'd  entirely  to  the  Minifters,  and 
ProfcflTors  in  Divinity .    Whir  was  refolv^d 
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on  in  a  Provincial  Synod,  to  ftrvc  as  a 
Rule  to  the  Churches  of  their  Province, 
u^  to  be  approved  of  by  a  National  Syntbd, 
kforc  it  could  pafi  as  a  Law.  When 
there  were  any  Debates  between  two  Pro- 
vincial Synods,  they  pitched  on  a  third  to 
iccondle  them.  Thefc  Synods  were  to 
make  a  Lift  of  the  Widows  and  Children 
erf*  thole  Minifters  who  had  died  in  the 
Service  of  their  Church,  that  they  might 
be  affifted,  and  entertain  d  at  the  common 
Charge  of  each  Province  5  and  if  the  Pro- 
vince was  ungrateful,  its  Deputy  was  to 
make  his  report  accordingly  to  the  Nation- 
al Synod,  that  they  might  be  provided 
for.  The  Deputies  to  the  Synods  ought 
not  to  depart  from  tlicm  without  LcsLve, 
and  without  carrying  away  with  them  the 
Syaod  s  Decifions.  Laftiy,  the  Provincial 
Synod's  Authority  was  fubordinate  to  the 
National  Synod,  and  the  firft  were  to  meet 
twice  a  Year  in  each  Province. 

IV.  The  fourth  Ecclefiaftical  Court, 
which  I  call  the  Sovereign  Court,  bccaufc 
it  judg'd  definitively  of  every  thing  that 
came  to  their  Cognizance,  was  the  Na- 
tional Synod.  It  was  commonly  com- 
posed of  one  Minifter  and  one  Elder  of  each 
Church  in  the  Kingdom  5  but  in  Times  of 
Perfecution,  or  other  publick  Calamity, 
it  was  fufficient,  that  each  Provincial  Sy- 
nod ftiould  cleft  two  Minifters  and  two 
Elders,  to  appear  therein  in  the  name  of 
die  whole  Pravincc,  and  whofc  Inftruc- 
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rions  were  to  be  fign'd  by  the  Proyinqal 
Synod's  Moderator,  and  Secretary  5   an4 
the  Difcipline  ordain'd  that  the  CsAd  Sy- 
nod fhould  moreover  cled  three  or  fouc 
Miniftets  and  as  many  Elders,  that  in  cafe 
the  firft  nam'd  Ihould  not  bc-^blc  %6go; 
there  fhquld  bp  others   ready  to  fiapply 
their  Places.     This  National  Synod  was  tq 
meet  once  a  Year,  and  at  the  end  of  its 
Scnions  it  chofe  a  Province  which  was  to 
inform  the  others  of  the  Time,  and  Place, 
where  the   enfuing  Synod  was  to  meet. 
Neycrthelefs  there'  were  times  in  whic^ 
thar  Order  could  not  be  obfcrvd,  cither 
becaufc  of  the  Civil  Wars,  or  for  other 
^eafons  there  was  none  from  i  fd/  4  until 
If7i,  rjor  from  if 72    until  1578,  nor 
from  I  f 8  3  until  1 5^p4,    nor  from  1  doj 
until  1607,  nor  from   1631  until  1637, 
nor  from  thence  until  1644$  and  the  next 
to  that,  which  was  the  laft^  was  held  in 
the  Year  16 f p.     Before  the  Year  1 614,  it 
feems  the  Churches  had  aflcmblcd  in  Synod 
without  being  obliged  to  ask  the  King's 
Licence,  but  this  Year  the  Synod  of  Ton^ 
neins  affembled 'with Licence 5  and  in  the 
Year  1623,  the  King  dcclar'^  hisPleafnrc 
to  be,  that  for  the  futqre,  there  fhould  bq 
a  CommiOary  of  the  Reformed  Religion 
•icnt  by  him,  to  affift  at  the  Colloquies, 
^nd  Synods,  to  hinder  them  from  treating 
'any  thing  but  Ecckfiaftical  Affairs':    and 
Accordingly,   his  iMajefty  named  Mr.  Jlu^ 
\i^Jius  Galland  to  affift  at  the  Synod  of 
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Charenton  held  in  the  faiid  Year   162^% 
Wdch  was  in  the  laft  Times  extended 
crai  to  the  Confiftories  which  ccHild  not . 
be  held  without  an  Officer^  no  longer  of 
die  Reformed  Religion,  but  of  the  Roman 
<!latholick,  as  we  Ihall  fay  in  its  proper  Place. 
if  any  Difficulty  happened  in  a  Province,  it 
was  obliged  to  give  notice  thereof  to  that 
Province  which  had  the  care  of  the  Con- 
jrocation,  and  this  one  gave  notice  there- 
jrf  tp  the  other  Provinces,  that  they  might 
pme  to  the  next  Synod,  prepared  to  re- 
iblve  that  Difficulty.    The  Provincial  Sy- 
nods were  not  to  fix  any  Time  for  their 
iDcputies  tp  return  from  the  National  Sy- 
nod, but  were  to  give  them  leave  tpftay  as 
long  as  the  laid  Synod  fhould  be  affembled: 
The  Deputies  Charges  were  paid  at  the 
common  Expence  of  the  Province  whpfe 
Deputies   they    were.    The    firft  Thing 
which  was  dpne  after  the  Invocation  of 
God's  Name,  and  the  Elcdion  of  the  Mo- 
derator,  and  Secretaries,  was,  the  reading 
of  the  Articles  of  the  Confeflion  qf  Fait^ 
and  the  Difcipline,  to  which  every  one  proH . 
mis'd  to  conform  5  but  afterwards  thcA- 
bufes  intrqduced  in  the  Elections,  obliged 
pur  Forefather?  to  follow  another  Method  j 
they  elefted  by  a  Majority  of  Votes  a  Mo- 
derator, an  Affcffor,  and  two  Secretaries,  the 
twoSecretaries  might  bcLaymen;  after  whidi 
the  Moderator  examind    each  Deputy's 
Credentials,  and  each  Deputy  was  oblig'd 
to  take  in  Oath   before  the  Moderator, 

that 
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that  he  had  not  foUicitcd  his  Elcdion  e^ 
thcr  direftly  by  himfelf,  or  indircftly  by 
others  >  after  which  they  proceeded  to  the 
reading  of  the  Confeffion  of  Faith,  &c. 

The  National  Synod  had  Power  defini- 
tively to  decide  all  Ecclefiaftical  Affairs ;  it 
was  to  confim,  or  repeal,  the  Sentences  of 
Sufpenfion,  Excommunication,  or  Depo- 
iition,  pronounced  by  the  Confiftorics, 
.Colloquies,  and  Provincial  Synods,  againft 
Minifters,  Elders,  or  Deacons.  It  was  al- 
io to  judge  of  the  Difputcs  arifcn  between 
a  Churchy  and  its  Minifter,  between  two 
Colloquies,  or  between  two  Provincial  Sy- 
nods, to  transfer  a  Minifter  from  one 
Church  to  another,  which  was  done  com- 
monly, by  giving  that  Commiffion  to  the 
Synod  of  that  Province  in  which  the  faid 
Church  was.  All  the  Provinces  were  ob* 
liged  to  fend  Peputies  from ,  each  Claft 
to  the  laid  Synod,  except  in  cafe  of  thofc 
Calamities  which  I  have  already  mention  d  : 
if  they  fail'd,  thpy  were  fubjcft  to  Cenfures, 
unlefs  they  gave  reafons  for  it  in  a  Letter, 
and  that  thofe  Reafons  were  by  the  Synod 
thought  good.  The  Deputies  from  the 
Provinces  were  to  carry  away  with  them  a 
Copy  of  the  Sypod's  Rcfqlutions,  and  the 
kules  which  they  h^d  made,  (ign  d  by  the 
Moderator,  or  Secretary,  and  a  Month  af- 
ter their  Return  they  were  tQ  give  notice 
thereof  to  the  Colloquies  of  their  Provin- 
ces, that  they  might  fend  for  the  faid  Sy- 
nod s  Ads,  and  that,  a;  eaph.  Colloquy  s 
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Xxpcncc,     To  undcrftand  this,   wc  muft 
obfcrvc,  that  bcfidcs  the  Deputies  of  each 
Clals  which  composed  a  Province,  there 
were  one  or  two  private  Deputies  from 
each  Province,  and  that  it  was  the  Bufinefs 
of  thele  Deputies  to  take  the  faid  Refolu- 
tions  and  Rules  of  the  National  Synod, 
to  give  Copies  thereof  to  each  Colloquy 
of  their  Province,   and  this  was  to  give 
them  to  each  Church  that  composed  their 
tplloquy.     The  National  Synods   clos'd 
their  Seflions  by  a  Friendly  Cenfure  to  all 
the  Deputies  both  Miniftcrs,  and  Elders, 
eiily'bn  what  might  have  happen  d  during 
the'  faid  Synod's  Scffions.    And  they  re- 
ceived' the  Lord's  Supper  with  the  Church 
of  that  Place,  where  the  Synod  had  aflem- 
Bled  in  token  of  their  Union.    I  have  but 
one  Remark  more  to  make,  to  conclude 
this  Article.* 

Vizi  On  the  Reception  qf  the  Stu- 
dents in  Divinity  to  tlic  Holy  Miniftry  :  I 
have  already  faid,  that  they  were  not  ad- 
mitted, till  after  a  rigorous  fixammation 
of  their  Life,  and  Converfatioh,  as  well  as 
of  their  Learning  arid  Capacity.  I  fhall 
add,  Firft,  that  they  were  received  in  a  Col- 
loquy if  there  wcrefcven  Minifters  prefent  > 
if  the  Colloquy  confifted  of  lefs  than  fcven, 
and  that  the  faid  Number  could  not  pof- 
libly  be  got  from  elfcwhere,  then  the  Can- 
didate was  to  addrcfs  himfelf  to  the  Pro- 
vincial Synod,  and  having  exhibited  his 
Certificates,  when  they  were  thought  to 
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be  full  enough,  he  was  admitted  to  be  ex- 
amined, which  was  done  in  the  following 
jjianner  $  firft  of  all,  he  had  a  Text  of  Scrip- 
ture generally  taken  out  of  the  New  Tcfta- 
ment,  to  be  treated  in  French  and  deliver* 
cd  in  the  Synod  without  Notes  5  twenty 
four  Hours  and  no  more  were  aUowed  him 
for  compofing  or  getting  by  heart  his  Di(^ 
courfe :  then  another  Text  out  of  the  Old 
Teflament  was  given  him  to  be  treated  in 
Latin^  and  twenty  four  Hours  were  likewifc 
allowed  him  for  that  as  for  the  other.  That 
done,  Ije  read  a  Chapter  of  the  New  Tefla- 
ment, at  the  opening  of  the  Book,  and 
tranflated  it  from  Greek  into  Latin  y  as  to 
the  Hebrew^  hp  was  obliged  to  read  fome 
part  of  the  Old  Teftampnt,  and  was  to  un- 
derfland  it  well  enough.  To  as  to  be  able  to 
ma)s:e  ufe  of  the  bcft  Aut^iors  for  the  under** 
(landing  of  the  Scriptures,  Which  done, 
he  was  examined  upon  t|ie  moil  neceflary 
Parts  of  Philofophy,  Logick  efpecially. 
Then  he  delivered  in  Latin  his  Confelfion 
of  Faith  in  Writing,  whereupon  he  was 
yery  ftridly  examin  d  by  way  of  Difputa- 
t;on,  each  Minifter  prefcnt  having  a  right 
to  mal^e  dbje<5tions.  When  after  fuch  an 
Examination  he  was  found  capable^  then 
the  Moderator  remonibrated  to  hun  the 
"Duties  of  the  Office  whcrcunto  he  was  call- 
ed, and  he  was  to  be  ordained  only  in  the 
Church  wherein  he  was  to  be  Paftor,  For 
"which  purpofc  the  faid  Church  was  inform- 
\ifA  of  hisEloftion  to  be  their  F^or  byXet* 
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tcts  of  the  Colloquy  or  Synod  brought  un- 
to^thein  by  two  Dq>utic$,  and  read  in  full 
Afimbly*     Then  the  Candidate  was  ob- 
liged to  preach  for  three  Sundays  together  ia 
the  ^d  Church,   that  the  People  might 
knoxr  his  way  of  teaching,  they  being  fitlt 
advertifed,  that  if  any  one  of  them  knew 
of  any  Impediment,  for  wblch  his  Ordi* 
natioa  might  not  be  compleated,  or  why 
he  could  not  be  accepted,  they  fhould  give 
notice  thereof  to  the  Confiftory ,  who  would  - 
judge  of  the  nutter.    When  there  was  no 
Oppofition,  then  he  was  received  before 
the  whole  Church  in  the  following  man- 
aer<.    One  of  the  two  Minifters  deputed 
tiune  op  into  the  Pulpit  and  preached  a  Sei*-*: 
mon  fuitable  to  the  Occaflon,  then  he  read 
the  third  Chapter  of  the  firft  Epifile  toTifM- 
thy  J  thefirft  Chapter  of  that  to  Titus ^  and  the 
fourth  Chapter  of  the  firft  Epiftle  of  St.  Te^ 
ter  swhichdcme,  became  downfrom  the  Pul^ 
pit,  and  fhmding  in  the  Bar  before  the  Pulpit;  * 
tie  prayed,  laying  his  Hands  on  the  Candi- 
date s  Head,  who  was  humbly  on  his  Knees 
before  him ;  then  the  new  Pallor  arifing^ 
the  t^o  Deputies   gave  him   before  the 
Whole  Congr^tion  the  right  hand   of 
fdlowlfup* 

But  when  there  aroie  any  Debate  about 
the  Candidate,  and  that  he  was  not  agreed 
on  bf  the  Majority,  his  Reception  was  fu-^ 
pcrfcded,  and  the  whole  Matter  Was  refer* 
red  unto  the  Colloquy  or  the  Provincial 
Synod«    Ahd  tho'  the  faid  Candidate  was 

then 
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then  and  there  juflificd,  yet  he  was  n6t 
manded  back  to  that  Church  againft  tfa 
Will ,  nor  was  he  forced  to  go  againft  his  o^

verting  the  impending  Danger. 

The  firft  Aflcmbly  of  that  kind  that 
find  recorded  in  our  Hiftory,  is  that 
Healmont'vci  November  1^72^  where  t 
Province  of  Languedoc  and  part  of  G\ 
enne  were  parted  into  fix  Divilions^  ea 
under  a  Captain-Gcneral>  each  of  wh^ 

h 

(a)  Read,  9uick's  Synodicon,  his  Preface*     La  Ro^

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l^  die  Management  of  all  Affairs  in  theic 
Cfoantries  put  under  his  Government,  and 
a  Council  appointed  to  him^  being  bound 
10  undertake  nothing  without  their  Advice^ 
and  the  Confcnt  of  the  Majority. 

Tl^e  Regulations  made  in  that  Aflembly 
were  publifhed  in  thirty  five  Articles,  fomc- 
of  which  I  fliali  infert  here  as  they  are  re- 
lated by  La  Tcpeliniere^  Book  32.    The 
firft  runs  thus  5  That  till  God  Almighty 
fhall  be  pleafed  to    change   the   King's 
Heart,    and   rcftore   the  State  of  France 
into  good  orders  or  to  raifc  unto  them 
fome    neighbouring    Prince    conlpicuous 
for  his  Virtues,   who  will  undertake    to 
be  the  Deliverer   of  this  poor  diftrefled 
People:    After  having  been  fworn,  they 
do  elcd  and  conflitute  fuch  a  one  to  be 
dicir  Mayor  or  Captain  in. fuch  a  Place 
with  power  to  command  them  in  Matters' 
relating  to  War  for  their  own  Defence 
and  Prefervation,  as  alfo  in  Matters  relating 
to  the  CivilGovernment. .  Each  Mayor  was' 
to  have  a  Council  appointed  unto  him,  com- 
pos'd  of  twenty  Perfons  befides  himfelf, 
wha  were  to  be  chofen  Without  any  Re- 
gard to  their  Birth,  either  out  of  the  No- 
bility or  Commoners,  of  the  City  or  of 
the  Country.    Befides  that  CouncU  which. 
was  to  attend  the  Mayor  conftantly,  an-' 
other  was  to  be  had,  compofcd  of  feventy 
five  Perfons  elefted  as  the  former.     Their* 
Charge  of  both  the  Mayor  and  Counfellors 
lafied  bat  a  Year.    By  the  nth  Article  it 
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w&s  enadtcd^  that  out  of  all  thcfe  Chiefs  dt 
Mayors  and  Privy  CbunfclJtof  s,  one  fhould 
be  ekifJied  to  have  the  Supreme  Conunand[ 
of  their  Forces  in  the  Field,  like  a  Ronum 
ddatorr  whom  thofe  of  the  Cities  of 
Towns  wert  to  obey  in  every  thing  relating 
to  their  Charge.  As  to  the  Eloftion  of 
fuch  a  General,  it  is  to  be  -wifhed  that  it, 
might  be  done  as  formerly  In  the  Times  (^ 
the  ^mcictit  lonianSy  ^tfridns^  BceotianSi 
and  other  People  of  the  twelve  flourifhmg 
Cities  oiGracidy  who  met  together  li 
times  in  a  Year,  for  confulting  about  their 
common  Wel&re,  or  as  the  Council  of 
the  Amphi£iidns\n'TaufaniassKi'9fn  Tinifc 
But  whereas  the  Maydrs  aiid  Councils  Sf 
the  Cities  cannot  eaflly  meet  together  in  a 
Place  cbnlmodious  and  fafe  enough^  cye^. 
jMayor  and  Council  for  thp  prefent  fha^, 
meet  together  in  a  Placd  of  his  own  Piftn^^ 
there  to  proceed  to  the  Eledion  of^  Ge- 
neral Chief:  And  each  Mayor  and  Coqji'^. 
dliiiall  fend  their  Votes  to  the  Mayor  of 
that  Place,  which  (hall  be  ajifpointed  by  com^ 
hion  Confent  for  receiving  the  Votes  c^ 
the  Generality,  and  the  faid  Mayor  con* 
jointly  with  his  Council  ihall  declare  aiid 
notify  by  circular  Letters  him  who  Ms  ,tb^ 
Majority  of  Votes,  who  accordingly  rfiak 
be  declared  duly  eleded  in  the  Genei^arj^ 
Charge.  By  the  12  th,  a  Council  was  ap^ 
pointed  to  the  faid  General.  By  the  l^ch|^ 
five  Lieutenant-Generala  were  appointed  tck 
iiiccced  him  by  turns  in  cafe^]^  il^^ld^$li^^ 

refign^ 
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tcXigb^'Or  be  dqpofed.  dB^r  the  iSth^ the  Cc- 
jicial  himflclf  might  be  at raigqed,  before 
lAc  Mayor  and  Council  c^  the  Place  of  his 
Aeftdence,  for  any  Miftlemcanor  foever, 
^uul  be  dibliged  to  anGver  the  Charge ;  and 
if  found  guilty,  to  bepunifhed  ^  if  not,  the 
PlaintiflF  wus  to  be  punifhed  with  all  the  ri- 
gour of  the  Laws  of  his  Country.     By  the 
soth,  the  General  and  his  Lieutenants  were 
obliged    to  rcfign   their  Office   into  the 
Councirs  hands,  and  live  as  private  Men 
as  before,    or  accept  of  feme   inferiour 
Charge,  if  the  Council  thought  proper  to 
dffer  them  any.    By  the  3fth,  which  is 
the  lafl^  this  Maxim  for  negotiating  was 
peculiarly  recommended,  never   to  truft 
in  thofe  who  for  fomany  Times  and  by 
iiieh  enormous  Treafons  have  violated  and 
broken  their  Faith,  anddiAurbcd  thepublick 
Pcaire  s  never  to  difarm  as  long  as  they  fhall 
perfecute  the  Doftrineof  Salvation,  or  thofe 
who  profefs  it  5  avoiding  above  all,   the 
making  any  of  thofe  former  Treaties  that 
flight  (erve  only  as  fo  many  Inftruments 
for  Mal&cres.    But  i^  at  any  time  we  come 
to  fbme  Agreement,  let  whatever  is  expe- 
dient to  the  Advancement  of  the  Glory  of 
God  be  provided  firft  of  all  5  then  the  Reft 
and  Safety  of  our  diftreffcd  Churches,  to 
the  end  that  they  ftiould  not  be  cxpofed 
any  longer  to  the  mercilefs  Fury  of  the 
Wolves  and  Tygers.     The  other  Articles 
regulated  whatever  concerned  the  AffcfT- 
V.  III.  Part  II.  b  meat 
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"Itttrtt  6f  the  Chief  and  each  Individual  for 
the  Maintenance  of  i  the  faid  Governmcni:^ 
the  ijuartering  of  Soldiers,  the  Behaviour 
of  their  Chiefs,  of  >^hat  Denomination  fo- 
cver,  the  military  Difcipline,  &c.  all  which 
'"Regulations  were  moft  wife,  moft  holy, 
and  would  have  much  incrcafed  the  glo- 
rious Fame  of  thofc  for  whom  they  had 
been  framed,  Hhad  they  been  ilriaiy  fol- 
lovi^d  by  them.  Indcai  thefe  Regulations 
deferved  very  well  to  be  inferred  at  their 
full  Length  in  this  Hiftory,  had  I  had  in 
dxxtiimtLaTopeiinieres  Hiftory,  which 
I  received  only  ill  Amuft  laft,  having  wait- 
ed for  it  above  two  Years. 

Thefe  Regulations  were  approved  of  by 

the  next  AflTembly  held  at  Anduze^  and 

then  by  that  held  at  Millaud  in  T)ecem- 

i^er  If  y^,  and  ferved  for  the  future  as  the 

main  Foundation  of  their  political  Govcrn- 

'-  mient.     That  of  Millaud  added  fbmc  new 

•Articles,  and  whereas  fcveral  other  Provin* 

des  had  acceded  to  the  general  Aflociation 

fincethefirftAflemblyati?^'^/w^»^i  I  found 

that  there  was  in  that  Year  twenty  fix  Ge- 

neral-fhips  under  the  Command  of  fo  many 

Chiefs.     That  they  copied  much  after  the 

Church's  Government,  having  likewife  four 

'  different  Courts,  ^iz.  That  of  every  City  j 

'  the  Diocefan,   pr    fcveral    Corporations 

'  united  together;  the  Provincial,  and  the 

*  National.     The  firft  met  together  once  a 

•  AVcek,   the   fccond  once  a  Month,    the 
•third  once  a  Quarter,  and:thc  laftttwicc  a 

Year 
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Year:  The  firft  was  compo3a  of  a  Mayor 
or  a  Chief  of  any  other  Denominatioa, 
and  his  Council;  the  fecond,  of  iheDepu- 
tics  of  the  feveral  Corporations  in  that 
piocefe  5  the  third,  of  the  Deputies  of  the 
Diocefes  5  and  that  Aflembly  anfwcrcd  very- 
well  to  the  Provincial  Synods:  the  fourth 
was  compofed  of  the  Deputies  of  all  the 
Provinces^  for  which  purpofe  each  Province 
held  ah  AiOfemblyj  wherein  the  Nobility 
was  fiimmoned  for  elefting  one  of  their 
iBpdy  5  and  a  Commoner,  and  befides  that, 
aMagiflrate,  to  be  the  Keprefentatives  of 
the  whole  Generality  to  the  National  At 
fcmbly,  otherwife  called  the  States  Gene^ 
ral  of  the  Reformed  Churches.  The  fird 
Thing  to  be  done  in  thoCe  General  Aflcm- 
blies^  was  to  eled  a  Prefident  out  of  the 
JJuhiber  of  the  Deputies,  but  the  faid  Prc- 
jukhc  had  not  the  Precedency  above  the 
Chiefs  of  the  Geneiralitics.  All  thcfe 
Courts  took  cognizance  of  whatever  was 
conducive  to  the  Good  and  Welfare  of  theic 
,Partyl .-  Andasin  the  National  Synods,  a  Pro- 
vince was  charged  with  the  Care  of  appoint- 
ing the  Time  when,  and  the  Place  where, 
the.  next  Synod  was  to  meet,  and  to  fend 
notice  thereof  to  the  other  Provinces  5  fp  in 
riic  General  States,  a  Province  was  likewife 
charged  with  the  fame  Care  for  the  next 
Aflembly.  That  Order  lafted  till  they  ha4 
fixed  upon  a  Protestor,  who  fummoned 
them  as  oftca  as  the  Circumftances  of 
Times  required  it;  that  is,-  to   the  Ycit 
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if/f,  when  the  Duke  oi  Alengon  mzAc 
Itis  efcape  from  Court  5  or  rather  to  i  ^76^ 
when  the  King  of  Navarre  did  the  fame. 
*  For  though  the  Duke  was  acknowledged 
for  Protedor  or  Captain- General,  by  the 
iR^eformed  and  Politicians,    neverthclefs, 
upon  a  ftrid  Inquiry,  I  don  t  find  that  he 
has  ever  afted  in  that  Quality  in  any  other 
Regard   befidcs  the  receiving  the  Com- 
"ttiand  of  the  Reformed  Forces,  which  even, 
remained  almoft   una£live,   and  the  ;pro- 
curirtg  of  the  Treaty  of  Peace  concluded 
in  1^76.    I  have  fpoken  already  of  the 
Proteftor-fnip,  wliat  the  Reformed  meant 
by  that  Title,  in  the  third  Volume,  Article 
CI.  Piage  2p6,  &c.  to  which  I  refer  the 
Reader.    Before  Bartholomews  Day, -  the 
Reformed  had  had  Prote£tors,  the  Prince 
of  Conde^  and  after  his  Death,  the  Prince 
oi  Navarre  h  but  I  find  no  Steps  of  thele 
Political  Aflemblies  I  am  now  fpeaking  of, 
and  their  Origin  is  intirely  owing  to  the 
Treacheries    of  their  Enemies,    aind    the 
dreadful  Maffacre  of  that  Day.     For  the 
reft,  one'muft  not  imagine  that  thejr  in- 
terfered at  all  with  the  Civil  Government 
of  the  Cities  or  Provinces  5  no,   theAflem- 
bly  of  Ms//ai^dhzd  expreifly  forbidden  it, 
at  leaft  a^  long  as  the  Civil  Magiftrate  or 
Governbur  of  Provinces  did  not  ftray  frota 
the  ancient  Laws  of  the  Realm,  or  afted 
not  againft  the  peculiar  Rights  and  Privi- 
leges of  the  Provinces,  or  of  the  Cities  (^)* 
•  Fojf 

(t/  Popclinierc,  Liv.  xxxii.  ct  xjcxvi. 
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Top  a  long  time  thcfe  were  the  only  Po^^ 
liti^  Aflcmblies,  compofed  only  of  Lay- 
Men  5:  but  in  the  Yc^  ifp6,  I  found  2Xkr 
orikr  fort  fettled,  and  that  the  Nation^^ 
Synod  of  Saumur  granted  Liberty  to  thq 
Mmifters  to  be  deputed  to  them,  for  whict^ 
Rcafon   they  were  called  Mix t.     Whefii 
the  King  of  Navarre  came  to  the  Crown 
of  France y  keeping  the  Title  of  Proteftor 
of  the   Reformed  Churches,  he  retained 
likewife  the  Rights  and  Prerogatives  an- 
nexed unto  it,  and  no  Political  Aflemblies, 
cither    Provincial  or  General,   could    be 
held  for  the  future,   without  the  Royal 
Licence,     As  to  the  Chambers  which  I 
have  called  in  thisA^oediune  mifparted,  they 
were  Courts  compo{ed  of  ibme  Catholick 
and  fome  Reformed Ji^?s.   We  fhall  fpeak 
in  its  proper  Place  tif  (^  Chambers  of  the 
Edid,  and  others  granted  by  Henry  IV. 

And  now  I  have  done  with  the  Eccle- 
Haftical  and  Political  Government  of  the 
Reformed  in  France  s  I  have  been  as  full 
upon  that  Subjed  as  the  Nature  of  a  Pre- 
face could  allow  me.  To  make  an  end,  I 
ftall  warn  the  Reader  that  there  is  a  Mif- 
takc  in  this  Volume,  Page  222  where  I 
fiy  that  Chiverny  was  fubrogated  to  Bi- 
r agues  as  Chancellor  of  France^  upon  his 
re%ning  of  the  faid  Office  in  i  f/c)  5  that 
is  not  true,  Biragues  was  Chancellor  to 
his  Death,  which  happened  in  1^83,  and

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•was  then  fuccccdcd  by  Chiverny  %  but  in 
1578  J?iriZ^«fJrcfigncd  the  Seals,  which 
were  given  to  Chivernjr.  I  crave  the 
Reader's  Forbearance  for  all  other  Inad- 
vertencies, and  beg  of  hini  to  take  notice 
ofthe  following  Errata.

The  Lovers  of  Peace  and  of  their  Country 
had  conceived  great  Hopes  of  the  new  King's 
Capacity  ;  for  while  he  was  Duke  of  Jnjou  he 
had  (hewed  himfelf  endowed  with  allthofeQualifi- 
cations  which  adorn  the  Throne,  he  had  been 
fiiccefsful  in  the  Civil  Wafs  arid  gained  two  con* 
fiderable  Battles  at  Jarnac  and  MontcontouTy 
where  he  commanded  in  Perfon.  He  was  thought 
wife,  prudent,  fteady,  fober^  and  moderate ;  able^ 
in  a  word,  to  put  an  end  to  the  State's  Troubles 
and  Miferies. 

But  he  was  quite  altered  at  his  Return  from 

"Poland  \  and  it  was  not  long  before  the  great  O- 

pinion  conceived  of  him  quite  vanifhed  away. 

He  had  entirely  given  himfelf  over  to    his  Fa- 
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Intcrreg.  vourites,  (or  Minions^  as  be  called  tbem)  who  dif- 
7^^^*  honoured  him  by  their  impudent  Behaviour,  and 
P^Qrg.  obliged  his  heft  Friends  and  moft  feithfulSer- 
goryXIlI.  vants  to  fbr&ke  him :  He  knew  neither  how  to 
*-*v**^  wage  War,  or  to  make  Peace  :  He  fiie wed  him- 
felf  timorous,  irrefolute  and  fickle;  being defpifed  . 
by  both  Parties,  he  foon  became  the  Objeft  of 
their  Hatred  and  Perfecutions.  The  Kingdom 
fell  into  fuch  Confufions  and  Miferies  under  his 
Reign,  that  the  fundamental  Laws  of  the  State 
were  trodden  under  foot,  and  theThrone  was  very 
near  becoming  a  Prey  t6  the  firft  Ufurper.  In 
ihort,  he  fully  verified  King  Charles  hisfirothert 
Saying  of  him,  ^at  ih^  great  Hopes  conceived  of 
bimj  not  only  by  the  French,  but  likewife  by  Fo^ 
reigners^  would  be  certainly  fruflrated\  and  that 
be  would  he  thoroughly  known,  fuch  as  be  was 
whenever  he  Jhould  afcend  the  Throne  (a).  But 
that  Prince's  Charafter  will  be  better  known  hy 
his  Adions  during  the  whole  Courfe  of  hh 
Reign. 

Before  entering  into  the  Particulars  of  it,  it 
will  be  proper  to  confider  what  was  done  at 
Courts  and  in  the  Kingdom,  during  the  ^een- 
Mother* s  Regency  for  above  three  Months,  from 
King  Charles's  Death  on  the  30th  of  May,  to 
King  Henry*s  Arrival  into  his  Dominions  on  tHe 
5th  of  September  in  the  fame  Year.

ing  the  King*s  Abfence ;   and  in  the  Evening  of 
tbie  feme  Day,  the  Provoft  of  the  Merchants  and 
the  Efchevins  (Sheriffs)  of  Paris,    with  feveral 
Counfellors  and  notable  Men  of  the  faid  City, 
came  upon  the  feme  Errand  :  the  Queen  received 
fficm  graciouflyj  and  gave  them  a  ready  Satisfac- 
tion, by  granting  their  Requeft. 

On  the  lA  oxjune^  the  Queeti  with  the  Duke     iV. 
di  Alenfon^  tiie  King  of  Navarre,  and  the  reft  of  ^^^  ^^«^'. 
the  Ceurtcame  to  the  Louvre  ^   and  the  next^^f^^^^' 
Day  ih6  caufed  all  the  Gates  and  Entrances  ofti,e  Princei 
it  to  be  hiured  up,  leaving  only  a  Wicket  open  Prifiners. 
to  one  of  the  great  Gates  ;   there  was  a  great 
Number  of  Archers  within^   and  a  Corps-de- 
Guard  without :  Nay,  fhe  caufed  the  two  Ends 
of  Louvre's  Street  to  be  mured  up.    All  this  fhe 
did  to  perfuade  the  People,  that  the  Conlpiracy 
which  La  Molle  and  CocomaS  had  fufFered   for 
laft  April,  was  not  a  ficSitious  one ;  and  that  fhe 
had  ftill  good  Reafons  for  dreading  the  Confe- 
quences  oT  it,  and  for  providing  for  the  Crown's 
Security,  as  well  as  for  her  own.  (i)

thoufand  Men,  Horfe  and  Foot.

To  make 
fcort,  Chenevert  having  furrendeifd  himfelf  Pri- 
foner  of  his  own  accord,  by  the  Interpoiitioti 
of  the  Minifters  his  Colleagues,  and  the  Mild- 
nefs  of  La  Noue  and  other  Chiefs,  whom  he 
had  grieyoufly  offended,  he  was  fentenced  only 
to  make  an  Acknowledgment  of  his  Fault  in 
prefence  of  fome  Perfons  deputed  for  that  pur- 
pofe,  his  Manufcript  and  all  the  Copies  already 
printed,  were  burnt  or  torn  to  pieces  ;  and  foraf* 
much  that  the  Scandal  had  been  publick,  and 
to  blot  out.  of  the  People*s  Minds  the  fad 
Impreflions  Chenevert*^  Notions  had  made  upon 
them,  it  was  ordered.  That  his  Recantation  and 
Reparation  fhould  be  publjfhed  from  the  Pulpits 
in  all  the  Churches  o(  RocbelUj  which  was  accor- 
4ingiy  executed  the  next  day  {d).

RoyanSywh&TQ  four  hundred  Men  of  the  Catholick 
Side  were  killed,  and  eight  Pair  of  Colours  taken  ; 
but  being  gone  to  Die,  which  he  intended  to  fur- 
prife  by  Efcalado,  he  was  betrayed  by  Glandagej 
Son  to  the  Govern  our  of  that  Place,  who,  out  of 
fpite  again  ft  his  Father  had  fled  to  Montbrun. 
This  young  Gentleman,  in  order  to  make  his 
peace  with  his  Father,  fent  him  notice  of  Mont^ 
brujfs  Defignis  ;  whereupon  the  faid  Governour 
put  himfelf  in  fo  good  Pofture  of  Defence,  that 
Montbrun*s  Attempt  was  defeated  with  the  Lofe 
of  many  of  his  Men :  From  thence  he  came  to 
Uriol  {i). 

The  Prince  Dauphin  befieged  Alez,  a  fmall 
Town  which  he  battered,  and  ftormed  it,  but 
was  repulfed  with  great  Lofs :  He  ftormed  it  a 
fccond  time,  and  the  Garifon  being  not  ftrong 
enough  to  cope  with  him,  retired  into  the  Caftle, 
wherein  being  furprized  treacheroufly,  and  a  Fire 
happening  accidentally,  part  pf  them  were  con- 
fumed  by  the  Flames,  and  the  reft  caft  headlong 
upon  the  Rocks.  Then  the  Prince  marched  to 
Ofte,  but  the  Garifon  of  that  Place  retired  in  the 
Nighr-time  thro*  fome  By-ways  to  Livrofiy  a 
fmall  Town  in  the  Diocefe  of  Valence,  which  the 
Prince  befieged  on  the  23d  of  June  -,  but  by  the 
brave  Refiftance  of  the  Befieged  and  Montbrun*^

XVII.        That  unfortunate  Lord  having  been  brought 
Montgom-  td  Paris^  was  tryed  by  Judges  of  the  Queen's 
**«?  '  V  ^^'^  Appointment,  who  condemned  him  as  guilty 
mndexecu'^^  High  Treafon  to  be  beheaded.     Before  he 
ud.  was  led  to  the  Place  of  Execution,  he  was  a 

fecond  time  put  upon  the  Rack  to  force  him  tb 
confefs  the  late  Admiral  de  Coligni*s  pretended 
Plot ;  but  tho*  he  was  moft  cruelly  tortured,  he 
underwent  it  with  the  greateft  Conftancy,  with- 
out faying  or  doing  any  thing  unworthy  of  hinl- 
felf ;  then  he  was  put  upon  a  Cart,  had  his 
Hands  tyed  behind  his  Back,  a  Prieft  and  the 
Executioner  were  on  his  Sides,  and  was  carried 
thro*  the  Streets  to  the  Gr eve.  He  looked 
upon  the  People  round  about  him  with  an  un- 
daunted Countenance,  and  defired  their  Prayers 
for  liim  i  being  arrived  at  the  Place  of  Execu- 
tion, he  came  upon  the  Scaffold,  and  fpake  to 
the  People  to  the  following  Purport :

Haying  done  fpeaking,  he  Avent  to  the;  Poft,  and 
bid  a  laft  Farewel  to  Fer vague s  \  and  having  made 
a  fervent  Prayer  to  God,  his  Head  was  fever'd  and 
fet  upon  a  Pole,  but  taken  off  by  theC^een'S  Com- 
mand, who  had  been  prefent  at  the  Execution. 

So  died  on  the  26th  of  June,  Gabriel  Count 
of  Montgommery  •,    during  his  Confinement  and 
pn  his  Trial,    he  always  behaved  himfelf  like  a 
V.III,  Part II.        C  Noblemajix 
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Intcrreg.  Nobleman  and  a  Chriftian  -,  he  conld  never  liften 
June^    to  any  thing  faid  unto  him  by  Vijacobine^  contrary 
feJeGrt-'^'^  his  Religion  j  and  r^fufed  to  confefs  to  Vi^or^ 
goryXIII.  Archbiftiop  of  Narbonne^  and   to  do  any  thing 
contrary  to  his  Religion.     He  left  nine  Sons  and 
two  Daughters,  that  were   declared    fgnoble  ; 
but  were  reftorcd  to  their  Titles,  Dignities,  E- 
-ftates,  isfc.  by  the  firft  Treaty  of  Peace.     Thua- 
nus  owns,  that  he  was  condemned  for  gratifying 
the  Revenge  of  a  weak  Prince^,  becauif  he  had 
been  the  Occafipn  of    her    Kbyal  Hulband*s 
Death,  tl^x)*  ionpcently  j    whereupon  he. makes 
the  following  Obfery'ation,   That  whoever  ^  does 
any  'prejudice  to,  his  Kingy  tho^  he  intends  no  harm 
to  him^  becdmes  guilty.     I^ow  if  we  confider  how 
that  unfortunate  Lord  came  to  this  tragical  End, 
wc  can  but  own  the  Truth  of  the  Saying,  ^os 
Jupiter  perdere  vult^frius  dement  at ;  and  indeed 
it  is  unconceivable,  how  he  could  accept  of  the 
Terms  offered  at  Domfront^,  that'  he  ftiould  re- 
main Prifoner  of  War  till  the  Pleafure  of  tlje 
Court  fhould  be  known  ;    thb*  at  the  fame  time 
he  was  promifed  his  Liberty  immediately  after 
"the  Courier*s  Return.  Had  he  forgot  already  that 
tho*  the  Duke  of  Nemours  had  granted  an  ho- 
nourable Capitiilation  to  Mazeres  and  CafielnaUy 
when  they  furrendered  themfelves  to  him  at 
Nozai'^  Francis  Ud J   or  rather,  his  Council,  re- 
fufed  to  ratify  the  Capitulation,  and  caufed  thefe  ^ 
two  unfortunate  Gentlemen  to  be  beheaded,  as

I.  Upon  what  Terms  they  fliould  league  them- 
felves with  the  Marftiai  Damville^  and  the  Poli- 
ticians. 2.  What  Anfwer  they  fliould  return  to 
the  Prince  of  Conde's  Letters. 

As  to  the  firft  Article,  many  of  the  Deputies 
looked  upon  that  Aflbciation  as  very  advanta- 
geous to  them  •,  therefore  they  voted  for  it  with 
this  Provifo,  that  the  Marftiai  Ihould  fubfcribe 
to  fome  reafonable  Terms  that  fhould  be  proffer- 
ed to  him :  But  feveral  others  dreaded  the  Con- 
fequences  of  fuch  an  Aflbciation,  and  gave  good 
Reafons  for  their  Fears,  as  for  Example,  that  Dam- 
ville  fhould  make  ufe  of  it  only  to  ferve  his  turn, 
and  obtain  better  terms  from  the  Court  himfelf. 
However  the  firfl  carried  the  point,  and  the  Af- 
fociation  was  refolved  upon.  As  to  thofe  Depu- 
ties who  faid  that  they  iiad  no  Inftrudions  upon

the  Prince  Reception  as  Chief  of  the  Confederates  were 
of  Conde  drawn  up  on  the  i6th  of  July,  the  firft  Day  of 
S/V?''^  their  Seffion.     Amongft  thefe  Articles,  the  fol- 
lowing  were  the  principal:    i.  That  the  Prince, 
whom  they  elefted  for  their  Captain- General, 
fhould  take  his  oath  before  their  Deputies  the 
EleSlor  Palatine^  Prince  Cajimir^  &c.    that  he 
would  live  and  die  in  the  Profeflion  of  the  Re- 
formed Religion,  and  promote  the  Kingdom  of 
God  to  the  utmoft  of  his  power ;  that  he  would 
procure  the  Reftoration  of  the  good  Order,  Dif- 
cipline,  and  Police  of  the  Kingdom,  as  well  in 
the  publ  ick  Adminiftration  of  the  Government, 
as  in  the  private,  and  the  Welfare  of  the  Subjeds 
of  cither  Religion  ;    that  he  would  do  his  beft 
endeavours  for  fctting  at  liberty  the  Duke  of 
Jllen forty  the  King  of  Navarre^  the  Marflials  of 
'Montmorancy  2,nd  Coffe/y   however  if  they  were 
guilty  of  the  pretended  Plot  againft  hi$  late  Ma- 
jefty,  he  would  take. care  to  have  them  tryed  by 
unexceptionable  Judges ;    that  he  would  endea- 
vour to  refcue  the  publick  Adminiftration  out 
of  the  hands  of  Ufurpers,  (the  Queen  being  not 
.  at  all  meant  under  that  Name)  which  he  would 
rgftore  to  the  King  when  arrived  in  his  Do- 

minions, 
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xninions,  or  to  the  Duke  of  Aletifon  in  the  King's  Interrcg. 
Abfehce  ;   that  at  that  time  he  would  procure  an    ^^^^ 
Aflembly  of  the  General  States  of  the  Kingdoni,  plpQre^ 
for  healing,  if  poffible,'  the  wretched  State  where-  goryXf  JI. 
under  it  groaned,  ^^.  \ 

2.  That  the  Prince  would  undertake  nothing 
without  the  Advice  and  Confent  of  a  Council, 
ofthefaid  Aflenibly's  own  Appointment. 

grlrh^t  cphfidering  the  manifold  Mifchiefs 
and  Enormities  that  arofe  from  a  falfe  Notion 
of  Poiver'  knd  Authority,  they  befought  hia 
Highhels  not  to  take  amife  that  they  Ihould  exhort 
him  t6  behave 'himfelf  mo^eftly,  not  like  a 
Tyrant  or  a  dreadful  Prince,  !but  like  a  Judge 
of  Iff  net y  appointed  by  God  for  governing  and 
rote6ling,his  own  People  ;  minding  always  his 
dlyXaws,  and  reading  them  carefully  and  di- 
ligently, and  caufing  them  to  be  kept  all  the 
Whote  courfe  of  his  Life,  (iff. 

'  They  tranfmitted  thefe  Articles  to  the. Prince, 
who  Was  then  at  Bajil^  where  he  was  come  to  be 
riigher  at  hand  for  negotiating  in  Germany^  and 
receiving  News  from  La^guedoc.  As  to  the 
Supply  of  Money^  tho'  they  could  not  do  as 
iftuoi  as  they  wiQied,  for  want  of  Means,  yet 
■  th6  Province  of  Languedoc  fent  him  what  they 
could  afford  ;  then  they  adjourned  themfelves  to 
die  Month  of  Auguft  {m). 

Several  of  the  Politicians  came  to  meet  the 
Prince  at  Bajil ;  he  travelled  through  Switzer- 
landy  and  was  honourably  received  every  where; 
then  underftanding  that  the  King  was  upon  his 
Journey  to  France j  be  wrote  to  him  on  the  2Zd 
of  July  i  he  juftified  his  own  Conduijt,  and  be- 
fought his  Majefty  not  to  take  amifs  what  he  had 
done  in  hiis  own  and  his  Part/s  Defence,  hav-

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Interrcg.  ing  been  forced  to  it;  that  upon  a  thorough 
y^b^  Examination  his  Majefty  would  find,  that  none 
J'flJ/^rc-^^  his  Subjefts  were  fo  well  difpofed  to  promote 
goryXIII.his  own  Glbry  and  the  Welfare  of  his  Kingdom, 
K^^^mmm^  as  he  himfelf,  and  thofe  who  had  undertaken 
the  fame  caufe  with  him. 

On  the  1 8th  of  July,  la  None  znd  Fontenay 
yoiuigeft  Brother  of  Roban^  arrived  at  Rocbelkj 
from  Lujignan  and  Fontenay ;    where  they  had 
been  in  order  to  put  thofe  Places  in  a  Pofture  of 
Defence,  becaufe  it  was  certainly  known  that  the 
Duke  of  Montpenfier's  Army,  having  been  rein* 
forced  with  the  Troops  of  Normandy  ^  were  march- 
.    ing  into '  Poitou^  and  had   already   croiTed  the 
Loire. 
XXII.        And  indeed  tho*  a  Truce  had  been  agreed 
War  car-  \ipon    for  the  Provinces  of  Poitou^  XaintongCj 
^l^'llf^Angoulime,  and  la  Rocbelle,  and  their  Dijiriil 
*     *    for  two  Months,  as  abovefaid,  it  lafted  not  two 
Days ;    Poitou  was  over-run  with  the  Duke  of 
Montpenfier's  Troops  marching  to  the  general 
Rendezvous  of  the  Army,   which  committed 
great  Diforders  in  their  March  ;    therefore  the 
very  firft  of  July,  the  Day  when  the  Sufpenfion 
of  Arms  was  to  take  place,  they  were  fet  upon 
by  the  Garifon  of  Lujignan  \    and  at  the  fame 
time,  that  of  Fontenay  made  Incurfions  to  the 
very  Gates  of  Nantes^  and  intirely  routed  five 
hundred  Harquebufiers,  and  carried  away  two 
Standards. 

In  Perigordj  Langoiran^  Governour  of  Peri- 
gueuxj  routed  two  Companies  of  Foot  ;  feveral 
other  A6ls  of  Hoftility  were  committed  on  both 
Sides,  whereupon  the  Queen  ordered  the  Army, 
under  the  Command  of  the  Duk^  of  Montpen- 
Jier,  to  march  direftly  to  Saumur^  a  very  conve- 
ment  Poft  for  the  Paflage  of  the  Loire^  and  o- 
ther  Rivers.     The  faid  Duke  was  joined  there 

by 
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by  Cbavigfry^  Puygaillard^  Bujfy  d'Amboifej  ZJ^Intcrreg; 
Pleffis  RicblieUj    and  other  Captains   in  great    7*^^ 
Number  ;   and  having  reviewed  his  Army,  he  p^^^©. 
found  it    ten    thoufand    Men  ftrong,  befides  goryXIH. 
eighteen  Cannons :   then  on  the  ift  of  Auguft  ^""v^ 
he  encamped  at  Monftreuil-Bellay^  and  the  next  -^•-^* 
Day  at  Erval. 

He  niade  great  Progrelfe  in  his  March,  and 

took  St.  Maixent^  which  the  Reformed  had  a- 

bandoned ;    he  had  a  mind  to  lay    Siege    to 

Lufignan^  but  having  held   a  Council  of  War 

at  VouilUy    he  was  advifed  to  delay  it  for  a 

while,  and  to  march  to  Fontenay^ '  not  far  from 

Rocbelle^  the  taking  whereof   would    prove  a 

great  Annoyance  to  this  laft  City.     While  they 

were  making  the  neceflary  Preparations  for  that 

Siege,  he  took  the  Caftles  of  la  Foreft-upon-Seure^ 

CJberveux,  and  Aulnay  ;  from  thence  he  marched 

to  Mejk^  and  becaufe  ^ornacoupCj  Commander 

thereof,  refufed  to  furrender  till  the  Cannon  had 

been  levelled,  after  the  Reddition  of  the  Place, 

he  caufed  that  Officer  to  be  hanged,  with  twelve 

or  fifteen  of  his  ftouteft  Men.     From  thence  he 

detached  Chavigny  with  Des  Roches  Baritautj  to 

take  pofleffion  of  Marans^  which  the  Reformed 

had   abandoned  becaufe  it    was  not  fortified; 

wherefrom  the   Catholicks  infefted  much  the 

Rocbellefey  and  that  Lofs  caufed  a  general  Coii- 

fternation  amongft  them. 

Mean-while   the  Queen   feigning    always  a  XXIIL 
great  Inclination  to  Peace,  fent  the  Lady  Bonne-  ^4f  -^««- 
val  to  Rocbelky  to  induce  the  Reformed  NQbi-r^^-^"' 
lity,  and  •  the  Citizens,  to  lay  down  their  Arms,  %,fen  to 
or  at  leaft  to  agree  upon  a  Truce;    beinff  ^vtvi -tSi RocM- 
ed  on  the    15th  of  Auguft,   fhe  exhibited  her^>*- 
Commiffion  and  the  Articles  propofed  by  the 
Queen,

goryXIII.  Majefty,  and  give  them  fome  reft ;  affuring,  tliat 

V"  nr^^  their  Will  and  Jntention  had  always  been  to  pay 

a  willing  and. lawful  Obedience  to  the  King,  to 

promote  his  own  Glory  and  the  Welfare  of  Jxis 

Kingdom  •,  that  they  were  ftill  of  the  fame  mind, 

and  approved  much  of  her  Majefty's  Intentipn  of 

fending  fome  Perfons  qualified,  to  conifer  and 

.  refolve  about  feveral  Difficulties  that  had  arifen 

iince  the  late  Troubles :    Laftly,  they  befougfit 

her  Majefty  to  fend  immediate  Orders  for  the 

releafing  of  their  Deputies  to  the  Churches  of 

Languedoc^  who    had  been    arretted  notwith- 

X         ftanding  the  late  King*s  Safe-Conduft,   They  bad 

teen  releafed  of  late ^  but  the  News  thereof  had  not 

reached  as  yet  to  Rochelle. 

Lady  Bonneval  fet  out  two  Days  after  with 
that  Anfwer,  not  without  being  much  fufpeft^ 
that  ftie  was  come  upon  fome  underhand  Dealjgg 
with  fome  Inhabitants  ;  which  Sufpicions  .  wqre 
altogether  groundlefs,  as  appeared  by  foQ^e 
Letters  of  her  own,  which  were  intercepted  atid 
publiihed. 

During  thefe  Parleys  a  Party  of  Montpenfiet^s 

Army  made  Incurfions  in  the   Neighbourhood 

of  Rochelle ;  they  killed  fome  People  apd  togk 

fome  others  Prifoncrs ;    they  came  fo  near  the 

City  that  it   aflForded  occafion   of   fufpefting 

fpme  Intelligence. 

XXIV.       Whereupon  a  general  Aflembly  was  held  at 

^^^[^-^^^  St.Ton'^  Church  on  the  19th  of  the  fame  Month : 

^fyldatR^^^^^^  told  them,   that  he  had  received  notice 

thilic.       from  very  good  hands,  that  fome  of  the  Citizens 

held  fecret  Correfpondences  with  the  Enemies, 

who  would  not  venture  to  come  fo  near  the  City 

and  in  fuch  fmall  Numbers,  were  they  not  fure 

.    of 
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of  their  Friends  ^  that  it  was  neceflary  to  watch  'i^ten^«i 
narrowly  over  them,  and  not  to  be  ib  far  con-  -^^^ 
cemcd  for  Lufignan  and  Fontenay^  as  to  ncglcd />^^^». 
their  own  Security  \   that  the  Defigns  of  the  Qt-  goiyXIII. 
tholicks  upon  thofe  Places  might  ht  but  a  Feint ' 
for  lurprifing  la  RocbelU  unawares.     Then  it 
^as  propofed  to  expel  from  the  City  all  fufpedbed 
Peribns.  The  Guards  were  doubled,  and  the  Fbr- 
:dfications  confiderably  increafed. 
.   On  the  a  3d  of  the  fame  Month,  another  A{- 
iembly  was  held  at  the  fame  place,  on  account 
of  fome  Letters  of  the  Prince  of  Conde^  dated 
fiom  Strajbourg  the  12th  of  laft  June,  which 
came  by  the  way  of  England. 

The  Princfe,  after  having  praifed  their  Zeal 
and  Affedipn  for  the  Common  Caufe,  and  ex- 
horted them  to  perfevere,  defired  them  to  fend 
him  a  Supply  of  Money  5  ^d  whereas  the  City 
of  Emiden  had  promifcd  to  advance  an  hundred 
thquiand  Crowns,  {provided  the  Racbellefe  would 
eognige  themfelvds  for  that  Sum,  and  that  they 
.would  be  content  to  take  Salt  or  other  Goods 
ia  Payment.  Thefe  Letters  having  been  read, 
thcAflembly  confented  to  the  Propofitions  of 
the  City  of  Embden^  and  fent  the  proper  Inftru- 
mcnt  to  the  Prince  for  that  purpofe,  at  Neuf^ 
<baf€ly  whereby  however  he  could  receive  no 
Benefit,  or  very  little,  because  this  was  a  Year 
of  f^h  Scarcity  of  Salt  and  Wine,  which  is  the 
oaly  Trade  of  Ggienne,  that  an  hundred  weight 
of  Sail  fold  for  two  thoufend  Livres,  which  is 
iwcpty  Livres  per  Pound,  a  prodigious 
Aing(ii)/ 

Five  Days  after  la  Noue  held  another  general 
Aflembly  at  Rocbelliy  on  account  of  the  taking 
^Marans.  After  he  had  difcourfed  fully  upoii 
the  prefent  Occurrences,  he  upbraided  them  for 

their 
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Intemg.  their  Murmurings,  and  the  Jealoufies  they  enter- 
-^V^fi*  tained  one  againft  another ;  he  complained  of 
P^^&e-falic  Brethren,  who  under  a  Shew  of  Religion 
goryXIII.and  an  afFedlied  Love  of  Peace^  aimed  at  nothing 
'clife  but  to  fow  divifion  between  the  Nobility 
and  Citizens,  which  could  but  end  to  their  utter 
IJ^ftrudtion ;  he  complained  likewife  of  the  ill 
Ufige-.  which  fome  Gentlemen  had  received 
from  the  Townfmen,  having  been  refufed  Ad- 
mittance into  the  City,  though  they  came  from 
fome  publicfc  Service :  he  faid,  that  he  had  re- 
ceived intelligence  frotti  three  feveral  places, 
and  by  unfufpc6ted  Perfons,  that  they  kept 
two  Deputies  at  PartSj  with  Inftruftions  and 
full  Powers  for  treating  of  a  feparate  Peace  with 
the  Queen ;  which  was  a  fhameful  thing,  quite 
contrary  to  the  Laws  of  Juftice  and  Conlcience, 
lince  they  had  fworn  of  late  a  ftrift  Union  with 
the  Reformed  Churches  of  the  Kingdom.  He 
warned  them  to  beware  of  fome  Members  of 
the  Mayor*s  Council ;  he  defired  his  Difcharge 
from  any  publick  Employment  amongft  them, 
and  exhorted  them  to  a  ftrid:  Union  and  Con^ 
cord  amongft  themfelves. 

Moved  by  that  Speech,  the  Aflembly  declared 
unanimoufly,  that  the  bad  Counfellors  ought  to 
be  removed  and  expelled  the  City,  with  other 
fufpedled  Perfons  ;  that  they  acknowledged  la 
Noue  for  their  Chief,  during  the  Prince  of 
Conde's  Abfence ;  that  they  were  ready  to  obey 
all  his  Commands,  and  befought  him  not  to  for- 
lakethem.  As  to  any  private  Treaty  with  the 
Queen,  or  as  to  any  Deputy  at  Court,  the  Mayor 
and  Council  declared  that  they  knew  nothing  of 
it,  and  that  fuch  a  Report  might  be  a  Device 
of  their  Enemies  for  creating  new  Jea- 
loufies amongft  them  *,  however,  that   it  was 

necef- 
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neceflary  to  look  into  the  bottom  of  that  Af-  Intwrer. . 
&ir{o).  ^  ^{' 

Now  whereas  it  was  publicldy  known,  thatji^^i^' 
the  King  would    foon  arrive  in  his  own  King-*  goryXni^ 
dom,  and  that  the  Queen  Regent  was  going  to  ^JSI?** 
meet  him  at  Lyons^  that  Princefe  thought  proper  j^  ^^y 
to  play  her  old  tricks  again,  and  to  endeavour  to  gere/entfy 
hrtsik  the  Union  between  the  Rochdlefe  and  the  tif^  ks^in 
Reformed  Churches  of  the  Kingdom  ;   for  that'*-^*'^- 
end  Ihe  fent  Brijfon  de  la  Boifftere  to  Rochellei 
with  Letters  for  the  Mayor,  for  the  Prefidents^ 
Lieutenants,   and   other  Chief  Olficers  of  the 
Town-houfe. 

La  Boifftere  arrived  at  Fontenay  le  Comte^  zn^And  bis 
fent  his  Letters  to  Rochelle  by  a  Trumpet  on  Charge. 
the  29th  of  Auguft,  the  Drift  whereof  after  bit- 
ter Complaints  and  repeated  Exhortations  to 
Submiifion,  was  to  engage  them  to  break  their 
Union  with  the  Reformed  Churches  ;  fair 
Promifes,  of  many  great  Advantages  they  would 
reap  thereby,  were  not  fpared,  as  a  Reward  of 
their  Compliance.  That  Envoy  wrote  likewife 
to  the  Mayor  in  the  fame  ftrain,  and  defired  to 
have  a  Pafs  for  coming  to  Rochelle^  and  conf(^ 
with  them  about  matters  of  great  Moment,  which, 
the  Queen  had  intruded  him  with. 

The  Mayor  and  others,  whom  thofe  Letters 
had  been  direded  to,  were  not  at  all  plcafed  with 
the  Contents  thereof ;  they  took  them  as  a  Con- 
firmation of  la  Nom*s  Sufpicions,  concerning  a 
Negociation  on  foot  unknown  to  the  Nobility 
and  to  them  ;  they  miftrufted  the  Queen,  hay-* 
ing  been  fo  often  deceived  by  her :  Therefore 
they  went  to  la  Noue\  and  defired  his  Advice, 
and  what  Anfwer  they  ought  to  return.  That 
Lord  declined  to  deliver  his  Opinion  in  private ; 
tut  he  told  them,  that  he  would  not  be  dcfi^ 

cient 
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Incerreg.  cient  to  his  Duty,  whenever  his  Opinion  Ihould 

-^*/»    be  publickly  required.     Whereupon  the  Mayor 

j^^fuinmoned  ah  Aflembly  at  St.  Ton's  Church,  and 

foryXlll^  the  Letters  being  read,  they  were  much  furprized 

• ^"at  the  Queen's  direfting  herfelf  only  to  fome 

Citizens  of  Rochelle,  without  mentioning  the 
Nobility,  withv^hom  they  were  fo  ftridly  united : 
They  looked  upon  thofe  Letters  as  a  Snare,  and 
thoy  unanimoiHly:agreed,  that  in  a  matter  of  fo 
great  Importance  as  a  Treaty  of  Peace,  the 
Queen  ought  to  addrefs  herfelf  not  only  unto  them 
who  were  but  JaTniall  part  of  the  whole  Body, 
but  to  the  Prince  of  Conde^  to  the  Judgment  of 
Vhom  they  would  readily '  fubmit ;  that  they 
'  could  nortwould  not  do  any  thing  m  that  refpedt, 
wkhout  the -^d  Prince-s  Confent;  and  in  his 
{Sib§eDJXrioNate%  whom  they  had  appointed 
forlthe  :Prince'3  Lieutenant  >  in  thefe  parts ;  and 
th^t  it  would  be  hiore  honourable  and  glorious 
fir^themix)  die  in  theiDefence  of  fo  juft  a  Caufe, 
than  tado^any  thing  contrary  to  the  Aflbciation 
they: had  iWom  to  with  the  Nobility.  There^. 
fort  J  they  :appointcd  another  Aflembly  for  the 
next  )Day,  whereat  ia  None  and  the  Nobility 
flxxuid  be  defired  to>  be  prefent. 

The  next  Day.  the  Aflembly  being  convened, 
^^airay\  a  Nobleman  of  Poitou^  having  made 
ibme  Remonftcances  and  Exhortations  to  Union 
and  Ct)ncord  in  the;  Nobility's  Name,  told  them^ 
that  the  iaid  Nobility  defired  to  know  of  the 
Mayor  and*  the  People  there  aflembled,  whether 
they  were  willing  toobferve  the  Articles  of  the 
Aflbciation,:  and  join  their  befl:  Endeavours  with 
their  own,  for  repelling  the  Catholicks  ?  He  was 
tniwered  in  the  Affirmative,  by  the  Mayor  and 
the  People  -,  then  he  propofed  certain  Articles, 
concerning  not  only  the  War,  but  alfo  the  Order 
wd  Police  which  the  Nobility  thought  poper  to.

lefted  by  the  Nobility :    They  tbtik  cognizahicfe 
of  all  Caufes,  either  Civil  6r  Crimittal,  during 
(he  War ;  their  Office  Ikftcd  Hut  three  Months. 
But  in  this  Affembly  that  Order  was  altered,  arid 
it  wa&  cnafted,  iTl^at'they  ftioaH  continue  as  Idri^ 
as  their  Service  fhbuld  be  riece^y.     It  "rtras 
iikeWife  enaa^l,  tb'  raife  twoCbfaipanies  mote 
for  the  City*s  Guard  •,  and  that  all  the  Reformed 
Refugees  in  the  City  ftiould  iiilift  thenifelves  un- 
der the  Captains  bf  the  Wards  in  order  to  do 
fonie  fervice.     So  ended  that  Aflenibly,  to  the 
mutual  Satisfaftidn  of  the  Nobility  and  the  Com  • 
mons,  at,  ieaft  outwardly. 

Ld^BorfJiere  came  nearer  the  City  on  the  r^t\i  Septemler. 
of  September,  willing  to  come  in,  but  he  was  XXVII. 
ordered    by  the    Mayor    to  ftay   Miithout  tht^^^^if- 
Gate  of    Cognes ;    Whither  la   Noue    and  t\itf^^\ 
faid  Mayor  rcjiaired,  attended  by  fbme  of  the/^^^^ 
moft  eminent  Citizens.     He  fpake  unto  them 
vety  haughtily,  calling  them  Rebels,  Seditious, 
6f  ^.  whereat  feveral  were  much  provoked  ;  then 
he  defired  to  be  admitted  into  the  City,  that  he 
might  deliver  publickly  his  Meflage,  -which  at 

\aft 
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Interrw;.  hft  was  granted  with  much  ado.     The  next  Day 
Siftimber,  ^^  ^^^^^  j^^  ^j^^  Morning  he  was  conduced  to 

fJeGtt-^^  SherifF-houfe,  where  ,an  Aflembly  having 
l^oryXIII.  been  (ummoned,  he  opened  his  Commiffion  in 
■^  a  fet  Speech,  tending  to  perfuade  them  to  defift 
from  the  general  League  with  the  Reformed, 
and  the  Politicians ;  to  mind  their  own  Concerns, 
which,  if  they  did,  they  would  have  their  Grie- 
vances immediately  redrefe'd,  their  Privileges. 
confirmed,  and  even  increafed ;  and  feveral  o-^ 
ther  fuch  like  ftuff,  very  pi;oper  indeed  to  dazle 
the  Eyes  of  any  other  People  lefs  wife  and  cau* 
tious.than  the  Rocbellefej  who  were  taught  by 
Experience.  They  perfiftcd  in  their  Refolution, 
and  whereas  la  Boiiiiere  produced  no  Credentials 
npr  Inftruftions  in  Writing,  they  let  him  know 
that  they  were  not  obliged  to  believe  a  word  of 
whatever  he  (aid  ;  and  that  when  he  fhould  pro- 
duce his  Propofitions  in  Writing,  figned  with 
the  Queen's  own  Hand,  or  at  leaft  by  one  of  the 
Secretaries  of  State,  they  would  confider  whatAn- 
fwer  they  had  to  return.  However,  uppnfecond 
thoughts,  they  fet  down  their  Anfwer  in  Wri- 
ting, which  they  delivered  on  the  fame  day  to 
la  Boifliere  out  of  the  City,  That  Anfwer  was 
diredledto  her  Majefty ;  they  excufed  thepifelves 
for  not  having  entered  into  any  particulars  with 
that  Man,  feeing  that  he  had  no  Credentials 
'  iigned  by  her  Majefty,  or  one  of  the  Secretaries 
of  State :  They  complained  loudly  of  his  info- 
lent  Behaviour  towards  thehi,  which  he  had  car- 
ried fo  far,  that  had  it  not  been  out  of  r^fpdl  to 
her  Majefty,  they  would  have  punifhed  him  ac- 
cording t6  his  Deferts.  They  declared,  that  if 
her  Majefty  defired  fincerely  the  Peace  of  the 
Kingdom,  (he  would  be  pleafed  to  appoint  feme 
jPerfon  or  Perfons  better  qualified  in  every  refpecS: 
than  Id  Boiffiere  ^^s^  for  treating   about  that; 

and 
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and  that  in  the  mean  while,  the  Duke  of  Mont^  Intcmeg. 
fenfier  OioxxXd  fupcrfede  all  Hoftilities.      They  ^*/'*'^'''' 
ynotc  likewifc  to  the  faid  Duke,  almoft  to  the  p<J/Sre- 
feme  purpofe  (p). ,  I  have  thought  proper  to  fet  goryXIII. 
down  in  a  thread  all  thefe  Occurrences  at  la  Ro^  '--"V**^ 
cbelkj  that  the  Reader  might  know  at   once 
their  Situation  and  Difpofitions  when  the  King 
arrived  at  Lyons.    Now  we  muft  come  back  and 
fee  what  was  tranfaded  at  Milbaud,  where  the 
Deputies  of  the  Churches,  thofe  of  the  Prince 
of  Condi  J  and  Marfhal  Damville's  ;    and  at  laft, 
thofe  of  Rochelle,  met  together  in  the  Month  of 
Auguft,  according  to. their  own  Adjournment. 

La  Popeliniere^  arid  le  Fevre  de  Tillerolesy  had  XXViri. 
been  deputed  by  the  Rochellefe  to  the  Churches  ^^^^"f  ^ 
of  Languedoc  fince  May  laft,  the  firft  in  the  T^o-  Miltaui 
bility's,  the  fecond  in  the  Commons  Name,  for 
to  difpofe  them  to  hearken  to  fome  reafonable 
Agreement  with  the  Court:  the  Queen  had 
much  approved  of  that  ftep,  and  King  Charles 
had  granted  them  Paffes  and  Safe-Condufts  for 
two  Months.  They  {tt  out  on  the  28th  of  May,^ 
and  notwithftanding  their  Paffes,  they  were  ar- 
reted at  Caujfade  and  brought  to  Cahors^  whem 
they  were  detained  for  above  fix  Weeks,  not- 
withftanding their  Remonftrances  to  the  States 
of  Sluercy ;  till  at  laft  they  were  -fet  at  liberty,  by 
the  Queen's  Orders,  and  arrived  fafe  at  Montau-^ 
ban:  Irom  whence  they  proceeded  with  Salignac 
de  Terrides^  and  other  Deputies,  to  Milhaudy. 
according  to  their  Orders. 

The  principal  Reafon,  which  the  Rochellefe 
had  for  fending  their  Deputies  to  that  Affembly,. 
was  to  convince  the  Publick  thait  tho*  they  had 
treated  with  the  Queen*s  Agent,  they  intended 
not  for  all  that  to  break  their  Union  with  the 
Churches;  and  in  the  mean  time  to  try  if  they 
-  V.m.  PartII.  D  coukU 
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Interreg.  could  induce  them  to  enter  into  fome  Treaty^ 
Siptimher,  ^j^j^  ^\^^  Court,  fof  a  general  Pacification  :  Ac-f 
p^*^j.^cordingly  la  Popeiiniere  being  admitted  into  tho 
goryXIII.  Aflembly  explained  his  Charge,  and  in  a  very 
'  fine  Speech  exhorted  them  to  Peace,  telling  them 
that  the  Court  was  willing  to  grant  any  rea-  . 
lonable  Terms,  and  intreated  them  to  fend  their 
Deputies  to  the  Queen. 

But  the  Aflembly  was  not  of  the  fame  opinion 
with  him,  they  conftdered  wifely,  that  by  fend- 
ing their  Deputies  to  Court  in  the  prefent  Cir- 
curaflances,  when  they  bad  every  thing  ready 
for  a  brave  Refif)^ance,  would  ferve  only  to  cool 
the  Zeal  of  their  Party,  and  to  fpin  out  in  friiit- 
lefs  Negociations  a  time  which  might  be  better 
employed  in  Action :  So  they  thanked  the  Ror 
chellefe,  and  thofe  of  Poitjou^  by  a  Letter  in  the 
Name  of  the  whole  Aflembly,  and  proceeded  to 
the  Difpatch  of  other  Bufinefe. 

Thjcy  had  received  Letters  from  the  MarfhaJ 
DamvilUy  dUittd  ^t  Beaucaire  tht  i^  ofAuguft, 
whereby  he  afTured  them  that  he  was  refolved  to 
undertake  the  Defence  of  the  Kingdom,  to  op- 
pose with  all  his  Might  the  Ufurpers  of  the 
King's  Authority,  and  to  retrieve  the  faithful 
Subjedls  of  his  Majefly,  without  exception  as 
to  Religion,  from  the  intolerable  Oppreflion, 
whereundcr  they  groaned ;  therefore  he  defired 
them  to  fend  their  Agent  to  him  without  delay, 
for  fettling  the.  Articles  of  their  Affociation. 

They  fet  then  upon  confidering  again  what 
Articles  they  ought  to  propofe,  which  having  a- 
grced  upon,  they  fent  them  to  the  Marfhal.  It 
was  flipulated  by  thefe  Articles,  that  the  Mar- 
fhal fhpuld  not  alter  any  thilig  in  the  prefent 
Stafe  of  the  Reformed,  at  to  their  Civil  or 
Military  Government,  and  the  Adminiftratioi^ 
of  Juflice,  without  the  Confcnt  of  a  Coimcil  ap- 
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pointed  for  him  by  the  faid  Aflembly,  efpecial-  Interrcg, 
ly  that  he  fhould  not  introduce  the'Exercife  of^^P^^^^''' 
the  Roman  Religion  in  the  Cities  or  Places  held  />^^re- 
by  them  5  that  ail  the  Members  of  that  Council  goryXIir. 
ihould  be  Reformed  ;  that  the  Secretary  of  that 
Council  fliould  be  of  the  fame  Profeflion ;  that  hjs 
own  Secretary,  or  Secretaries,  fhould  be  alfoRefon. 
med;  that  the  faidMarlhal  fhould  deliver  into  their 
Hands  fome-of  the  beft  Towns  of  his  Governi- 
ment,  well  ftored  with  all  Sorts  of  Ammunitions 
for  their  own  Security  ;  that  he  would  furnifh  ait 
Ai^ienal  at  Nime,  with  Artillery  ;  that  no  Go- 
vernment' or  Garifon  fhould  be  put  into  thofe 
Places  but  what  fhould  be  of  the  Reformed 
Religion,  the  free  Profeflion  whereof  fhould  be 
allowed  unto  them,  as  it  was  in  any  other  Place 
already  in  their  PofTeffion  5  and  as  to  the  Places  in- 
habited by  Catholicks  only,  the  Reformed  fhould 
enjoy  therein  the  free  publick  Exercife  of  theb: 
Religion,  without  any  Moleflation  focver :  That 
the  faid  Marfhal  fhould  not  fufFer  in  his  Army^ 
ahyLewdnefe,  Blafphemy,  Curfing,  and  Swearing, 
but  would  puni(h  them  feverely  ;  that  he  would 
refign  his  Power  and  Authority  to  a  Prince  of 
the  Bloodj  in  cafe  any  one  fhould  offer  himfelf 
to  undertake  their  Proteftion,  as  they  had  good 
Heafon  to  hope  for  (f). 

Such  were  the  Articles  agreed  upon  by  the 
Marfhal  Damville,  befides  feveral  others  of  left 
moment,  which  J  have  not  inferted  here.  What 
Alterations  Spite  can  make  in  a  Man,  and  how- 
far  it  may  carry  him,  that  Lord  is  a  great  In- 
ftance  thereof.  We  have  feen  him  in  the  former 
Reigti  as  much  imbittered  againft  the  Reformed,^ 
as  any  body  elfe,  unjufl  and  cruel  in  all  his  Pro- 
ceedings againfl  them  •,  now,  without  changing 
his  Principles  as  to  Religion,  he  becomes  their 
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^'^Z 574  ^^^^  ^^^  "P^^  ^"^^  Terms  as  thofe  juft  men- 
l*i^  Gre>  tioned.  This  likewife  affords  us  an  Inftance  of 
goryXUI.  the  Danger  there  is,  for  a  Prince  to  put  a  power- 
ful Subjed  to  a  nonplus,  without  any  juft  Pro- 
vocation. 

If  the  Houfe  of  Montmorancy  had  great  Obli- 
gations to  the  Crown,  the  Crown  had  no  lefs  to 
the  Houfe  of  Montmorancy ;  their  great  Capacity, 
their  Fidelity^  their  long  Services,  were  pro- 
claimed aloud  throughout  the  Kingdom,  for 
feveral  Centuries  together  i  and  they  cojdd 
not  fee  themfelves  fupplanted  by  new  Comers, 
(I  mfean  the  Guifians)  without  a  juft  Inaigna- 
tion  :  But  what  provoked  them  the  more,  was, 
that  the  Court  took  party  againft  them  in  the 
laft  years  of  the  late  King's  Reign ;  and  that  too 
fo  openly,  and  with  fuch  a  violence,  that  they 
could  not  doubt  but  that  their  Ruin  and  utter 
Deftrudion  was  refolved  ;  and  that  nothing  was 
wanting  but  an  Opportunity  to  compafs  it 
We  have  {^Q,n  in  our  laft  Vol.  pag.  393,  how 
narrowly  they  efcaped  the  Maflacre  of  Bartho- 
lomew's Day ;  wherein  they  would  have  been 
involved,  had  not  the  Marflial  Duke  of  Mont^ 
mo^\ancy^  Head  of  that  Family,  very  prudently 
ufed  the  pretence  of  a  Hunting-match,  at  his 
Country- Seat  of  Cbanlilly. 

Since  that  time,  the  Queen  ceafed  not  to  give 
proof  of  her  ill  Will  againft  that  Houfe,  till  at 
laft  ftie  perfuaded  the  late  King  to  arreft  the 
Duke  of  Montmorancy-y  under  the  falfe  pretence 
of  a  chimerical  Plot  againft  his  Perfon  and  Go- 
vernment •,  and  lucky  was  it  for  the  faid  Duke, 
that  his  three  Brethren  were  out  of  Catherine's 
Reach,  but  elpecially  Damville^  who  was  in  his 
Government.  She  iet't  no  ftone  unturned  to 
draw  him  to  Court,  but  lie  v/^as  too  prudent,  and 
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received  every  day  too   good  Intelligence  from  Tnterr^. 

his  Friends,  for  falling  into  her  Snares  ;    there-  ^'/''^^'''» 

fore  defpairing  of  ever  compaffing  her  ends  by  /><^  (Sre- 

thefe  means,  fhe  betook  herfelf  to  her  old  Flo-  goryXIlL 

rentine  Tricks.     She  gave  Orders  either  to  ar-  '^=— v-*^ 

Tcft  him   in   his  own  Government,    or  to  kill 

him  ;    having  mifcarried  in  this,  a  young  Mu-  • 

ficiati  was  bribed,  who  introduced  himfelf  into 

his  Family,  and  was  taken  in  the  fad  when  he 

was  putting  fome  poifoned  Powder  in  a  Di(h  of 

Meat  s    he  confeflcd  in  the  Torture,  that  he  had 

i)een  bribed  by  the  Court  for  perpetrating  that 

Crime,  and  was  publickly  puniflied  according  to 

his   Demerits.     Notwithftanding  all  thefe  Pro- 

vocations,  Bamville  was  a  long  time  before  he 

took  the  Refolution  of  reyenging  the  repeated 

Injuries  done  to   his  Houfe,  tho'   ftrongly  fol- 

licited  to  it.     At  firft,  he  wrote  to  the  late  King 

«  very  fubmiffive  Letter,  wherein  he  declared  that 

he  was  ready  to  refign  all  his  Dignities  and  Of- 

fees,  and  to  be  tryed  by  competent  and   im- 

TOrtial  Judges  ;   he  reiterated  the  fame  after  the 

•King's  Death  5  he  wrote  to  his  Succeflbr  Henry ; 

•and  now  at  this  time,   he  would  not  publish  his 

Declaration  concerning  his  Aflbciation  with  the 

Reformed,  till  he  had  tryed  once  again  whether' 

he  could  mollify  the  King's  Heart ;    for  which 

purpofe  he  went  to  3ttr/>,   at  the  time  we  are 

now  fpeaking  of,  to   meet  the  King  ;    but  he 

found   that   the   Queen's  Artifices  and  Hatred 

prevailed  everywhere,  which  obliged  him  at  laft» 

much  againft  his  Will,  to  keep  np  further  Mea- 

fures  with  the  Court.     Was  he  fo  much  in  the 

wrong,  confidering  his  Quality  and  the  Circum- 

ftances  of  Time  ? 

Let  us  return  to  our  main  SubjeA.     After  the  XXIX. 
breaking  up  of  the  Affembly  at  Milhaud,  (yfhztCaftresta- 
Day  of  the  Montih  I  can't  find  out)  Sali^nac  de^i"]^  '^f 

^  T-w  r?       ^  ]       Reformed^ 
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Interr^.  Terridesy  with  feveral  other  Gentlemen,  in  their 
September^  Way  home,   had  notice  of  an  Enterprize  intcnd- 
P^Qrt-  ^d  againft  the  City  of  Cajlres ;   and  his  Affif- 
guyXIII.  tance  being  defired,   he  got  together  with  all 
fcf?^  ^poflSble  dihgence  800  Harquebufiers  and  200 
Horfe,    and  furpriz'd  that  City,  tho'  the  Gar- 
rifon  confifted  of  334  Corficans,  two  Companies 
of  Harquebufiers  Foreigners  and  two  French  ; 
befides   a   great    Quantity    of  Provifions  and 
Ammunitions  of  all  Sorts;  and  in  a  few  Hours 
he  was  Mafter  of  it,  with  lofing  only  twenty 
Men  killed,  and  more  wounded  ;     the  Catho^ 
licks  had  200  Men  killed,  and  many  wound- 
ed.    He  put  a  Garrifdn  in  it  of  his  own  ;    and 
that  Succefs  [M-oved  of  vaft  Advantage  tp  the 
Reformed  for  ever  after  (r). 
XXX.       The  King  arrived  at  Lyons  from  Poland  on 
ne  King  ti^g  5|;h  of  September,  after  a  Journey  of  about 
"TZ"  ""'  two  Months  and  a  half. 

When  he  had  received  the  welcome  News  of 
AJhortAc-  his  Acceffion  to  the  Crown  of  France^  he  c<in- 
cmintofbts  yg^ed  together  his  French  Counfellors,  to  con- 
joumey.  fider  what  was  to.be  done  in  the  prefcnt  E- 
mergency  :  Whether  it  was  mqre  convenient  to 
ftay  in  Poland  fome  time  longer,  till  the  Affairs 
of  the  Government  had  been  fettled,  and  the 
Confent  of  the  Polifh  Nobility  for  his  Return 
to  France  obtained  ?  Or,  whether  it  was  not 
better  for  him  to  fet  out  without  taking  leave  ? 
Tho'  the  firfl:  Opinion  was  moft  agreeable  to 
the  Rules  of  Juftice  and  Honour,  neverthelefe 
the  fecond  prevailed  as  more  agreeable  to  the 
King^s  Humour,  who  was  loth  to  live  with  fo 
great  Reftraint  ;  and  bore  impatiently  the  Prin- 
cefs  of  Conde  and  Lady  Chateauneuf^s  Abfence, 
and  was  afraid  left  -  he  fhould  be  compelled  to 
marry  the-  Princefs  of  Poland^  the  laft  of  the  Ja- 

gellonian 
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geHmtan  Houfe,  fo  much  refpefted  by  the  Po-  Henrylir. 
IdnderSf  who  was  neither  young  nor  fair.     Be-  plJ^A'^ 
fides  that,  his  Inclinations  to  a  foft  voluptuous  g^XlIL 
Life  were  much  heated  by  Villequier^s  Converfa-  «    ^  ^ '  • 
tbn.     He  was  a  voluptuous  Man,  and  his  Anti- 
pithy  againft  the  Poles  was  fuch,  that  he  reckon- 
ed the  fix' Months  he  had  lived  amongfl;  them  as 
a  time  of  Penance. 

TheRefolution  taken  fordeparting  clandeftine* 
ly,  was  executed  in  the  Night  between  the  i8th 
and  19th  of  June,  when  the  King  fct  outivith 
a  very  fmall  Retihtie-^^  he  came  to  Peizna  on 
the  Frontiers  of  Aufiridj  and  from  thence  to 
Vienna.  His  Flight  put  the  Court  and  City  of 
Craccw  into  the  utmoft  Confufion  and  Uproar, 
and  expofed  the  French  he  had  left  behind  him 
to  the  moft  inuninent  Danger  of  becoming  the 
ViAims  of  the  Poles  Indignation ;  which  how- 
ever cooled  itfelf  by  degrees,  at  the  interpofition 
of  fome  Palatines  and  Caftellans,  whom  Henry  ^ 
had  won  to  his  Intereft. 

When  the  Emperor  had  notice,  that  the  King 
was  upon  his  Frontiers,  he  fent  two  of  his  Sons 
Mauhias  and  Maximilian^  with  a  numerous 
Retinup  to  meet  and  conduA  him  to  Vienna ; 
and  he  himfelf  went  three  Miles  off  the  City  to 
receive  that  Prince. 

He  ftayed  fix  Days  in  the  Emperor*s  Court, 
during  which  time  his  Imperial  Majefty  enter- 
tained him  with  a  Cordiality  equal  to  his  Mag- 
nificence. It  is  faid,  that  a  Match  was  propofed 
to  him  with  his  Sifter-in-law,  Elizabeth^  Widow 
of  Kin^  Charles ;  but  that  he  put  it  off,  till  he 
knew  his  Mother's  Opinion.  What  is  very  cer- 
tain, is.  That  the  Emperor  advifed  him  and  en- 
treated him  earneftly  to  bring  peace  along  with 
him  into  France,  faying.  That  it  was  the  only 
means  for  blotting  out  of  the  Minds  of  his  Sub- 
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Hcnrylll.  jeds  the  bloody  Repiembrance  of  the  MaflacreSy 
^574-  and  for  cafting  the  Odium  of  them  upon  the  kte 
fforyXIIL  King's  bad  Counfellors.  Rodolpbus  King  of  the 
*  Romans^  and  Archduke  Ernefi,  attended  him  to 
the  Frontiers  of  Frioul :  He  chofe  that  Road  not 
only  for  avoiding  to  pafs  upon  the  Eledor  Pa-- 
latine^s  Territories,  but  alfo  for  gratifying  his 
Curiofity  of  feeing  the  City  of  Venice. 

Whatever  Art  and  Magnificence  could  invent, 
was  put  in  ufe  by  the  Venetians^  for  doing  ho- 
nour to  the  greateft  King  in  their  Alliance.     He 
was  received  as  Sovereign  in  all  the  Towns  and 
Cities  of  their  Territories.     Four  Senators  in 
Robes  of  red  Velvet  met  him  on  the  Borders  of 
xhe  Gulph,  with  as  many  Barges  hung  and  co- 
vered with  Velvet  of  the  fame  Colour,  and  an- 
other for  his  own  Perfon,  all  over  painted  with 
Gold  and  Azure,  and  hung  with  a  Cloath  of 
blue  Silk  jcmbroidcred  with  Gold  :  they  brought 
him  into  the  Mand  of  Moran^  renowned  for 
its  fine  Glafs'Houfes^  where  he  lay  that  Night. 
The  next  Day  he  went  on  board  the  Bucentaur^ 
a  large  Ship,  which  ferves  only  upon  extraordi- 
nary Occafions,    and   fome  great  Ceremonies : 
It  was  furroundcd  with  a  y^ft  number  of  Gon- 
dola's;, amongft  others,  there  were  two  hundred 
lefs  adorned  with  their  rich  Furniture,  than  with 
the  Comelinels  and  tranfcending  Beauty  of  the 
'Ladies.     TheD^^^,  at  the  Landing  in  the  City, 
tendered  a  Canopy,  fupported  by  fix  Procura- 
tors of  St.  Mark^  whereunder  his  Majefty  walked 
.  to  the  Palace  prepared  for  his  Reception. 

During  his  Stay  at  Venice^  the  Dukes  oi  Savoy ^ 
Ferrara^  and  Mantua^  came  to  pay  their  refpefts 
tinto  him,  and  attended  him  every  where.  The 
Republick  paid  his  Expences,  and  his  Retinue's. 
While  Jie  was  in  their  Territories,  he  wasferved 
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by  an  hundred  young  Gentlemen  of  the  Prime  Henrylll. 
Nobility.     He  Went  to  the  Senate  to  fee  the.p^^^^ 
-Balloting,  he  took  his  Seat  above  the  Doge,  and  gorjXIII. 
a<fted  there  as  Sovereign,  (with  their  own  Conferit^ 
however j ;    then  he  went  and  admired  the  Ar- 
fenal,  which  was  three  Miles  in  Circumference. 
But  the  Ladies  were  the  grcatcft  Objeft  of  his 
•Admiration  ;   nay,  he  was  fo  fond  of  the  Cour- 
tefans,  that  he  had  occafion  thereafter  to  curfe 
their  Courtefies  all  the  days  of  his  Life. 

After  nine  Days  of  Inchantment  (for  fo  he 
railed  them)  he  took  his  leavp  of  the  Senate^ 
and  was  attended  by  four  Senators  to  Rodigino^ 
the  laft  Place  belonging  to  the  Republick  on 
Lombardy  Side :  From  thence  he  came  to  Ferraray 
^guarded  by  the  E)uke's  Cavalry  ;  two  Days  after 
he  imbarked  upon  the  PS^  and  came  up  to  ^urtn 
through  Mantua.  Don  Juan  of  Auftria,  Gover* 
nor  of  the  Milanefe^  paid  him  at  Cremona^  and 
in  every  other  Place  of  his  Government  whereby 
he  palTed,  the  fame  Honour  and  RefpeA,  as  he 
iWQuld  have  done  to  the  King  of  Spain. 

He  ftayed  at  ^urin  eight  or  nine  Days : 
Margaret^  Duchefs  of  Savoy  his  Aunt,  one  of 
the.  wifeft  Princefles  of  her  time,  gave  him  the 
fame  Counfel  as  the  Emperor  and  the  Venetians 
had  done,  concerning  the  Pacification  of  hi3 
Kingdom.  The  Marfhal  Damville^  who"  was 
t:ome  thither  upon  the  Duke  of  Savoy's  Parole, 
was  at  firft  gracioufly  received  by  his  Majefty  ; 
nay,  the  Kindnefs  and  AfFcdion  which  he  had 
had  formerly  for  him,  kindled  again  to  that  de- 
gree, that  he  would  have  him  to  lie  in  his  Bed- 
chamber ;  he  liften'd  to  his  Counfels,  and  feemed 
difpofed  to  grant  Peace  to  his  Subjefts,  and  to 
follow  in  every  thing  elfe  the  MarftiaPs  Schemes. 
But  the  Queen,  having  had  the  Scent  of  it,  dif- 
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HsaryllL  pLtched  Cbiverni*^  afterwards  Chancellor  of 
*5^-    i^^«r^,  and  Fifes  Secretary  of  State,  who,  by 

\XtX^xj  their  Subtilties  deftroyed  whatever  Impreffions 
Damoille  had  xnade  upon  his  Mind ;  and  over- 
turned him  to  that  degree,  that  the  Marflial 
would  certainly  have  been  arrefted^  had  it  not 
been  for  the  Intelligence  the  Duchefs  of  Sav&f 
got  of  the  King  her  Nephew's  Intentions,  where- 
of fhe  gave  notice  to  Danyuille^  who  went  away 
under  a  ftrong  Guard  which  the  Duke  gave  him 
to  attend  him  to  Nice^  where  his  Galleys  waited 
for  him,  and  brought  him  iafe  into  Languedbc  f 
where  he  was  no  iboner  arrived,  than  he  vowed 
to  fee  the  King  no  more,  but  in  Pidbure  ;  and 
was  as  good  as  his  word. 

The  Duke  and  Duchefs  in  their  refpeftful  Ci- 
vilities and  Carefles  were  ibmething  {elf-interefted^ 
and  aimed  at  theRefkitution  oiPigneroUSavigliano^ 
and  la  Peroufe^  which  the  King  promifed  to  do.  He 
was  accomponied  as  far  as  Lyons  by  the  Duke% 
Trpops,  and  he  himfelf  attended  his  M^efty  to 
that  Place,  where  he  ftaybd  for  fome  Days ;  but* 
was  obliged  to  depart,  before  he  could  obtain  the 
Performance  of  tne  King's  Promifes,  becaufe  he 
received  the  melancholy  News  of  the  Duchefs's 
Death  on  the  14th  of  September. 

The  King  having  pafTed  the  Alps  at  Mount 
Cents  J  arrived  at  Sl  John  of  Morienne ;  where 
he  gave  Audience  to  the  Eledor  P^latine^s  Em* 
b^i&dor,  who  folicited  him  to  a  Peace  with  the 
Prince  of  Condi.  From  thence  he  proceeded 
thro*  Cbambery^  to  the  Bridge  of  Beauvaijin^ 
which  fepara.tes  Savoy  from  France  ;    where  he 

was

full  liberty  a  few  Hours  after  (j).     The  C^eea  kmnfmi^ 
Modier  had  ftopt  at  Bourgoinj  where  theKing 
arrived  early  the  next  Day  ;    and  gave  at  that 
Place  the  Marlhal's  Staff  to  BeUegarde,  one  of 
his  Favourites,  according  to  his  Promife,   thd^ 
now  he  was  out  of  Favour.     On  the  fame  Hmf 
he  arrived  at  Lyansy  and  mads  his  publick  En- 
try with  great  Pomp,  beir^'  preceded  by  Mom^    . 
delof^  Mayor  of  the  City,  with  the  Militia  :   He 
alighted  at  the  Epifcopal  Palace,  where  he  todc 
his  Lodgings  (/). 

His  Behaviour  at  thefe  Beginnings  cauled  a   XXXI. 
great  Alteration  in  the  People's  Minds ;    inftead  ^'  ^^'^ - 
of  that  Hero  inured  to  the  Labours  of  A£ars,  ^Jj^ 
they  Ikw  in  their  King  but  an  Apprentice  of  jfeaions 
FetuiSj  who  pafled  away  his  time  ihut  up  in  Ws  ^  ^is  Be^ 
aofet  with  a  few  Minions  in  curling'  his  Hairt,  *^'^''*''- 
and  inventing  fome  new  Modes  and  Fafhions  of 
Dreis,  iSc.    He  feemed  to  be  afnud  to  ride  on 
horfeback,  or  to  ihew  himfelf  in  Pubfick  ;    but 
he  went  upon  the  Saone  (hut  up  in  a  Bai^, 
"vnth  Ins  Minions  ;   at  Dinner  inftead  of  follow- 
ing the  Cuftom  of  his  Predeceflbrs,  who  ufed  to 
eat  in  Publick :  His  Table  was  furrounded  witfi 
Ballufters,  and  very  few  were  admitted  to  his 
Prefence.     After  Dinner,  he  allowed  lefs  than 
an  Hour  to  hear  Petitions.     His  Favourites,  tho* 
young  Men  of  no  Merit  or  Virtue,  had  free  ac- 
cefe  to  him  at  all  times,  while  the  Prime  Nobi- 
Kty  and  thofe'  who  had  beft  deferved  of  the 
Crown  for  their  faithful  Services,  were  refufed 
Admittance  ;  by  thefe  means  the  Royal  Majefty 
became  contemptible  by  degrees,  and  the  ancient

/P«J/^te-  ^^'^  Wantonnefs.     To  this  we  may  add  his  mon- 

g^XIJI.ft^^us  Prodigality,   to  gratify   which,  the  firft 

'  !■  m^wmma  Dignities  either  Civil  or  Military,  were  bought 

at  an  extravagant  Price,  of  thofe  who  had  de- 

fcrvedly  obtained  them  from  his  Predeceflbrs, 

and  beftowed  upon,  unworthy  Men  (v). 

The  Nobility  bdbg  much  eftranged  by  thefe 
firft  Beginnings,  left  the  Court   one    after  an- 
other ;   fome  for  fome  private  Offence,  others 
out   of    publick  Indignation,  and  others    for 
faffaion  fake.     The  firft  who  went  away  was  the 
Count  of  Nanf/^y  of  the  Houfe  of  la  Cbajires, 
Colonel  of  the  King's  Guards,  who  had  been  in 
great  fiivour  with'  King  Charles,  not   only  for 
his  Anceftors  Sake,   but  for  his  own  Merits : 
He  was  followed  :by  the  Brothers  D^Angennes 
Rambouilletj   and  by   a  great   Number  of  the 
firft  Nobility;    fo  far,  that  the  Court  which  at 
firft. was  crouded,    became  fuddenly  like. a  De- 
part ;   whereat  the  Favourites  and  new  Counfel- 
lors,  who  had  a  mind  to  rule  at  their  own  dif- 
.  cretioru  and  without  Controul,  were  much  pleaf- 
,ed(«). 
XXXir. .     The  firft  thing  that  came  under  the  Council's 
/fflw  the  Confideration  was,  whether  it  was   proper  to 
Q^^t     treat  for  a  Peace  with  the  Deputies  of  the  Re- 
y?^^  ^^fi  formed  that  were  expefted  every  Day,  or  to 
fid,  proclaim  War  againft  them  as  Rebels  ?  The  mat- 

'  ter  was '  debated  in  the  Queen's   privy  Coun- 
.ciL  and  the  Refolution   taken   to   declare  War 
before  it  was  brought  into  the  King's  Council. 

•  Befides  the  Party  of  the  Guijians  who  then  bore 
.  fway  at  Court,  becaufe  the  King  fided  with  them, 
•and  of  the  Montmorancians^  who,  the' opprefTed 
:  in -their    Chief,    were    ftill  powerful  enough; 

•  there  were  two  other   Parties    which    divided

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the  Court,  and  confequently  the  Council ;  theHimylM- 
one  cried  for  Peace  and  the  Reformation  of  ^^^pl^^Qj^ 
State  above  all  things,  while  the  other  purfucd  g^xill. 
jpagcrly  the  utter  Deftruftion  of  the  Reformed,  s^^^^mS 
Chancellor  de  PHofpital  had  been  in  his  Life- 
time the  head   of  the  firft,  and  Paul  de  Foix^ 
Cbriftopborus  de  Thou  firft  Prefident  of  Paris^ 
Cbriftopborus  du  Harlay^  Baptifta  du  Mefnil^  and 
Pibrac    had  fucccedcd  him   in   that  Opinion. 
Mnrvillters^  Bifhop  of  Orleans^  was  Head  of  the 
ftcond,  tho*  in  other  refpefts  an  honeft  Man  for 
the  times,  he  was  much  addided  to  new  Super- 
ftirions  ;    and   following  all  the  Motions  of  the 
Foreign  Cabals,   which  having  their  Spring  at 
Madrid  and  at  Rome^  made  Religion  (ubfervient 
to  the  Ambition  of  thefe  two  Courts. 

Such  were  the  Difpofitions  and  Inclinations  of  XXXIIL 
the  King's  Council,  when  they  were  fummoned  ^^^  ^^. 
to  deliver  their  Opinion  upon  the  prefent  pofture  ^^^  Rtfir* 
of  Affairs.     Befides  his  Majefty  and  the  Q^t^VL' med deha- 
Mother,  there  were  prefent  the  Cardinal  of  Lor-  *^,  ^f  '^ 
rain,  the  Dukes  of  Guife  and  of  Nemours^tht  Ba-  ^^j, 
ftard  of  Angoulitne^  the  Marfhal  of  Retz,  the 
orher  Marfhals  then  at  Court,  the  King's  Coua-t 
cil,  Pibrac  ex(;epted,  becaufe  he  was  fuipefted. 

After  the  ufual  Ceremonies,  Paid  de  Foix  be- 
ing firft  asked  his  Opinion,  he  delivered  it  in  a 
fet  Speech,which  for  the  Solidity  of  Arguments, 
the  Strength  and  Beauty  of  the  Elocntion  can 
be  parallelled  with  the  beft  Orations  of  that  kind 
in  Antiquity :  He  fet  forth  the  NecelBity  of 
pacifying  the  Kingdom,  of  reftoring  it  to  a  bet- 
ter State,  the  Facility  of  healing  its  Difeafes  by 
reftoring  the  former  Edifts  to  the  Reformed, 
and  ftricSly  performing  v/hatever  fhould  be 
granted  them ;  and  whereas  he  knew  before- 
hand what  Refolution  the  Court  had  taken  al- 
ready, he  ^nfwered  the  Arguments  of  the  con- 
trary 
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Hcnrjrilli  trary  Party*  that  deferved  to  be  taken  notice  of, 
^SZf-  That  great  Man,  always  eager  after  the  publick 
fjKxiiL  Good,  could  not  think  that  whatever  he  could 
tuiiPV*»i  fay  availed  any  thing  for  diverting  the  Fate  of 

his  Country,  without  being  moved  to  Tears. 
War  re-       Whereupon  the  nonfenfical  Villiquier  laughed 
>/w</ «^  ^t  him,  and  fpeaking  th6  fecond,  becaufe   no 
*"•  order  was  kept,  he  wantonly  voted  for  a  defpc- 

rate  War  againft  the  Hugonots :  Whereas  he  wtA 
entirely  fold  to  the  Queen,  and  that  moil  part 
of  the  Cbunfellors  being  fenfible  that  his  Difcourfe 
bad  much  pleafed  her,  they  applauded  it ;  where- 
upon the  King  and  his  Mother  rofe  up,  as  it 
Imd  been  agreed  ^mongft  them :  Jufl:  as  if  it  had 
^^  enough  for  a  matter  of  that  Importance  to 
have  had  it  refolved  between  a  few  Perfons,  in- 
ftead  of  debating  it,  and  ferioufly  perpending  it  in 
the  King's  extraordinary  Council 

However,  on  the  next  Day,  the  King,  fctf 
Gompleatittg  the  Farce,  feigned  that  de  Foix'd 
fttong  Arguments  had  not  been  laid  afide  uncon-» 
iidered  y  for  that  end  he  called  the  fame  Coun- 
cil at  the  fame  place,  and  declared.  That  if  tha 
Reformed  Deputies  c^me,  they  ought  to  bd 
heard  •,  and  then  to  be  told.  That  if  they  would 
lay  down  their  Arms  they  fhould  enjoy  a  Li- 
berty of  Confcience,  but  without  any  public^ 
Exercife  of  Religion ;  if  not,  they  would  be 
perfecutcd  by  Force  pf  Arms  with  the  u^mofS 
Kigour.     ' 

At  the  very  lame  time  he  fent  Orders  to  the 
Duke  of  MontpenfieVy  to  renew  the  War  in 
Poitou^  without  any  further/delay,  as  if  there 
were  no  further  hopes  left  fpr  a  Peace.  He 
tharged  the  Marfhal  of  Bellegarde  with  the  Di- 
reAion  of  the  War  in  Datiphine^  depriving  there^ 
by  the  Frinct  Daupbin  of  the  Honour  he  had  fb 
well  deferved  y  he  did  this  lefs  out  of  any  hopes

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efSttCce&,  than  becaufe  Bellegankvns  fufpefted  Hemyllt; 
at  Court,  and  in  a  view  of  breaking  his  Union  pl^^ 
with  the  Mardial  Damville;  and  likewife  becaufe  g^xill]! 
jH  better  Opportunity  was  wanting  for  exiling  T  -y^ 
him,  at  leaft  for  g  time,  from  Court  (y).  » 

The  King's  firft  Letters  Patents,  dated  at  Lyons  *^IV. 
the  loth  ot  September,  contained  a  Narration  ofZ^^^'^ 
the  Friendftxip  which  ha4  been  between  the  ktcf/^X^^r* 
King  and  himiieif,  {which  hmvever  was  very  far 
frm  heitig  fuih  as  be  /aid)  of  hb  great  Feats^ 
and  Yiftories,    of  the  Peace  concluded  before 
Rficbelle^  of   his    Journey  to  Poland^   whither 
he  would  never  have  gone,    had  it  not  been 
in  hopes  that  the  late  King's  Stilgefts  would  five 
qoiet^y  and  peaceably  one  with  another.     Thea 
he  chai^ged  thoTe  who  had  renewed  the  Troubles, 
without  naming  who  they  were ;   he  allured  all 
^Sut:jeda  of  his  good  Inclinations    to  .their 
Welfare,  and  aboli#ied  whatever  was  pafl,  pro- 
vided that  they  ihoukl  \t^y  down  their  Arms  and 
itftore  unto  him  all  Cities,  Towns,  &r.  then  tti 
dieir  Poireflion  ;   and  that  every  one  fhould  gof 
to  his  own  Houfe  and  live  cuietiy ;  granting  to 
e?ay  one  the  liberty  of  tending  or  bringing 
themfelves  their  Complaints  and  Grievances  untd 
Urn,  in  order  to   be  redrefled,  as  it  would  be 
thought  jufl  and  reafonaUe.    Laftly,  he  threat* 
ned  thofef  Cities  or  Towns  which  would  not  o- 
bey,  without  naming  what  Cities  or  Towns  he 
meant,  nor  mentioning  a  word  of  the  Liberty 
of  Confcience  for  the  Refbvmed,  nor  of    the 
Reformation  of  the  State.    This  was  one  of  the 
ponrupted  Coun<ellor*s  Contrivance,  on  purpofb 
to  foment  the  Fire  of  the  Civil  Wars,  for  nmng 
at  tiicir  diimiion  amidft  the  Conftifions,  awa 
forming  and  ftrengthening  a  third  Plrty,  under 
^ch  at  lafl:  the  King  himfelf  was  cruihed.

w— V-— -i^'the  fecond,  of  the  13th  of  Odbober,  and  to  alter 

XXXV.  their  Style ;  for  the  King  is  made  to  fay,  That. 
fbifecond.  notwithflanding  his  great  Preparations  for  War, 

he  mtended  fincerely  to  pacify  his  Kingdom, 
forgiving  whatever  was  paft,  and  forbidding  that 
no  body  ftiould  be  forced  or  molefted  on  account 
of  his  Religion.  But  thefe  Letters  had  no  better 
Succefs  than  the  firft,  for  as  much  as  the  Re- 
formed were  deprived  by  them  of  the  free  pub- 
lick  Exercife  of  their  Religion  5  -and  that  no 
mention  was  made  either  of  a  national  Council, 
,  wherein  their  Minifters  could  be  heard,  or  of 
the  States-General,  whereby  the  Adminiftration 
of  the  Go vernnient,  could  be  reformed  (2). 

XXXVI.  Befides  thofe  Letters  Patents,  the  King  wrote 
He  writis  j^  prfvate  to  the  Rochellefe,  and  told  them,  that 
^\eUifi.     ^^    granted  them    a   Liberty  of  Confcience ; 

but  as  to  the  publick  Exercife  he  willeth,  that 
it  fhould  be  {uperfeded  for  a  time,  and  in  the 
mean  while  they  fhould  lay  down  their  Arms 
and  reftore  the  Towns  and  Places  then  in  their 
Pofleflion  under.his  own  Obedience. 

XXXVII.  About  the  fame  time  Abbot  Brant otne  was  ar- 
Braniomis  Hved  at  Brouagc^  he  had  a  CommifTion  of  the 
Nigecia-  King  for  making  fbme  Overtures  of  a  Peace  ; 
^u^r'^IIi^^  afTured  the  Rocbellefi^  that  the  King  was  very

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nant  of  Poitou^  attended  Brantme ;  that  Gentle-  Henry Ilf. 
man,  for  fome  private  Offence,  feigned  himfelf  p^74- 
difcohtent,  and  to  fide  with  the  Reformed,  butg^XClL 
iws    no  better  than  the  Queen's  Spy  amongft  Km^^^\^ 
them ;    for  whatever  he  could   learn   of  theii'

But  to  return,  a  Conference  was  appointed  at  jn^i  has  a 
Angoletiy  two  Leagues  from  Kochelle^  httv/ecn  Co/t/etewe 
Bran  fome  the  King's  Deputy,  and  la  Noue\  and]^'^^  ^ 
ibme  of  the  moft  eminent  Merchants  of  that  ^"^' 
City;  who  told  the  Abbot,  thatthty  ought  to 
%ait  for  the  Return  of  their  Deputies  to  the 
King.  They  arrived  three  Days  after,  but 
bronght  nothing  more  from  his  Majefty^  thaA 
what  was  contained  in  his  laft  Letters,  be-ide^ari 
idditional  Exhortation  to  hearken  to  the  means 
of  making  a  folid  Peace  \  and  for  that  end  he 
allowed  them  the  Liberty  of  fending  their  De- 
puties in  Germany^  to  confer  with  the  Prince  of 
CondCj  and  their  other  Allies  and  Confederates^ 
for  which  he  offered  Pafles  and  Safe- conduct. 
To  make  an  end  with  this  Article,  the  Rochel- 
iife  improving  his  Majefty's  Offers,  fent  their 
Deputies  to  the  Prince  \  but  they  wece  attended 
upon  the  Road,  by  Roger  one  of  the  King's 
Valets  de  Chambre,  who  fpied  all  their  Aftions

Gentlemen  that  came  in   as  Voluntiers )   they 
had  two  Culverines,  one  Middle,  ^d  two  Fieldr 
ineces.    After  two  Aflaults  the  To^n  w^  takcHt 
both  by  Capitulation  and  Treachery  ;  for  while 
they  were  upon  parleys,   the  Enemiea  er^tere^ 
by  little  and  little,  and  when  they  were  in   a 
fufficient  Number,  they  made  themfclvesMpfters 
of  the  place.

Nou'i.       of  a  proper  and  fpeedy  Affiftance,  and  loft  thre^

WIS  willing  to  take  upon  hJkn  its  Defence :  He 
•  had  wiHi  him  106  Noblemen  or  Gentlemen,  and 
the  G^rifon  was  600  Men  ftrong ;  they  were  but 
very   indifferently  provided  with  Ammunition 
and  Provifions  for  holding  a  long  Siege,  they 
had'  but  a  fmall  Quantity  of  Wine,  Flefti,  Wood, 
and  odier  fuch  thirtgs  ;    and  their  Water-mills 
having  been  deflroyed  by  the  Cannon-Bails,  they 
were  put  to  a  great  ftrefs,  becaufe  their  Hand- 
mills  Were  not  fuflicient  for  all ;  they  were  forced 
during  tlie Siege, which  lafted  about  four  Months, 
to  feed  upon  Horfes,  Cats  and  Rats  •,    but  the 
great  Ca|:^city  of  the  Chiefs,  and  the  undaunted 
Keiblution  or  the  Soldiery,  fupplied  the  want  of 
other  things.

'574-     not  able  to  hold  out  any  longer,  and  la  Noue 
Jj!L\ll\not  in  a  Condition  to  relieve  them,  they  capi- 
tulated •,  whereby  the  Vifcount  oi  Roh4n^  the 
Nobility,  Gentry,  and  Officers  with  him,  were 
allowed  to  come  out  on  horfeback,  with  their 
Arms  and  Baggage  ;    the  Soldiery  with  their 
Arms,  but  their  Matches  put  out,   and  their 
Colours  folded  were  to  be  led  fafely  to  Rochelle^ 
or  at  any  other  place  not  more  than  fix  Leagues 
diftant  from  that  City.     The  Minifters  with  their 
Family  and  Baggage  were  at  liberty  to  retire  into 
the  fame  Place,  and  under  the  fame  Guard  :    the 
Ladies  and  other  Refugees  who  had  a  mind  to 
retire,  were  to  be  conduded  to  their  own  Habi- 
tation with  fafety  •,  the   Goods  that  had  been 
forfeited  to  the  King,  were  to  be  reftored  to  their 
Owners ;    the  Inhabitants  who  would  remain  in 
the  Town,  fhould  be  received  into  the  Duke*s 
Protedtion,   without  being  molefted  upon   any 
account  whatfoever ;    the  Artillery  and  all  the 
Ammunitions  were  to  remain  in  the  Town,  to  be 
^  difpofed  of  at  the  Duke's  pleafure. 

Thefe  Articles  were  well  enough  obferved, 
becaufe  the  Vifcount  of  Rohan  had  been  careful 
to  require  Hoftages  from  the  Duke,  which  he 
fent  to  Rochelle  till  the  whole  Ihould  be  per- 
formed. The  Royalifts  loft  800  Men,  befides 
many  wounded  ;  and  theBefieged  had  25  No- 
blemen or  Gentlemen,  and  200  Soldiers  killed. 
The  Duke,  being  Mafter  of  that  place,  follicited 
at  Court  to  have  it  difmantled,  the  Citadel  and 
Mcllufina*s  Tower  pulled  down,  i^c.  which  be- 
ing granted,  the  Charge  of  it  was  given  to 
Cbemeraudy  who  executed  it  punftually  ;  fo  that 
one  of  the  ancienteft  and  moil  beautiful  For- 
trtfles  in  Europe,  which  had  attraded  Charles 
the  V'th*s  Admiration,  became  in  an  inftant  one

try  ronnd  about,  with  Orders  to  lay  down  their 
Arms,  and  to  furrender ;  but  Rochegude  and  Pierre 
Gourde  anfwered ,  that  they  were  moft  humble  and 
faithful  Servants  and  Subjects  to  his  Majefty, 
but   fince  their  Goods,  Children,    Lives,    and' 
Confciences  lay  at  ftake,  they  thought  them- 
fclves  obliged  to  oppofe,    with  all  their  Might, 
the  Difturocrs  of  the  publick  Peace,  and  to  re- 
pel Force  by  Force.     Monibrun  anfwered  almoft 
the  lame  to  the  King^s  Letter.     They  prepared 
every  thing  for  their  Defence,  St.  Remain  came 
to  their  Affiftance  from  Languedoc^  with  feme 
Troops  of  Horfe,  and  three  Companies  of  Foot  \ 
and    having  furveyed  the  Places,  he  retired  to

The  Court  feeing  that  the  faid  Marfhal,  his  J^xvol 
]^ethren  Meru  and  ^bor^^  the  Count  of  Venta^ ^^m^0m^ 
dour  his  Brother-in-law,  and  his  Nephew  the^ 
Count  of  TurennCj  had  already  aifembled  a  Iai]gQ : 
Body  of  Troops,  judged  that  ftep  neceflary  tor 
breaking,  if  poi]ible,    his  AiTociation-with  the* 
Reformed  and  Politicians  ;  and  by  their  frequent 
Meflages  endeavoured  to  make  hun  iu^peded  by 
both. 

But  DamviUe,  gueffing  their  Defigns,  refufed  Pr^idfih^ 
to  give  any  private  Audience  to  Belloy^  and  oh^^-fi^^* 
liged  him  to  deliver  his  Commiflion  in  the  pub- 
lick  Aflembly  of  the  States  of  Languedoc^  con* 
vened  at    that  time  at  Montpeliery  which  wa3 
done  accordingly.

for  beddes  paft  Experience,  God  he  thanked^ 
that  out  of  three  Eneniies,  whofe  Power  Teemed 
at  firft  formidable  unto  us,  there  is  but  one  re- 
nuuning  who  maWes  us  afmd/  One  of  them 
wa$  King  Charles^  who  dying  ptematurely,  has 
experienced  what  it  is  to  quarrel  with  God,  and 
hia  own  Church  ;  his  Brother  the  Duke  of  A- 
Jen f  on  is  become  our  Friend  t^irough  the  Wicked- 
nds  of  our  Enemies ;  and  only  the  third  remains, 
mz.  the  King  himfelf  j  If  he  undertakes  to  wage 
War  ^inft  God  and  his  Church,  he  will  fail  at 
his  own  Coft ;  how  dreadful  a  thing  it  is  to 
fall  under  God's  Difpleafure,  and  not  to  grow 
wifisr  by  the  fad  Experience  of  others :  Every 
one  were  furprized  at  this  St.  Romaiifs  Ebld* 
ncfs  (i). 

However  the  Queen  thought  proper  to  conceal 
it  firom  the  King,  when  fhe  became  acquainted 
with  it,  aad  to  fend  back  Belloy  to  the  Marfhal 
with  ihe  fcine  Intention  as  before,  to  wit,  tq 
create  Jealoufics,  and  fow  Diflenfions.  amongft 
the  Aflbciatcs,  but  to  no  purpofe  ;  at  laft,  after 
ftveral  Meflages  to  aiid  fro,  the  Aflembly  agreed 
to  fend  Chavignac  and  two  others,  fpr  conferring 
with  the  King ;  but  they  received  no  other  An- 
fwcr than  this.

obliged  him  to  take  up  Afnia,  to  wit,    for  thi^t9  f^ 
Maintenance  of  the  Crown  of  France,  the  Pro-  ftww«H^, 
tedion  of  the  Subje^  of  either  Religion,  and 
the  Reftoration  of  feveral  Lords  and  Chief  Of* 
ficenof  the  Crown,  that  were  unjuftly  detained 
or  exiled,  and  generally  for  procuring  the  Wel- 
fare of  the  Kingdom,  and  to  reftore  it  to  its  for- 
mer Dignity  and  Splendour ;  till  by  the  Determi** 
nation  of  a  free  general  or  national  Council,  and 
the  Deciiion  of  the  General  States  lawfully  af* 
fembled,  it  fhouid  be  provided.    It  is  very  like- 
ly that  the  States  of  Languedoc  were  then  ad-* 
joumed  to  Nimes^  for  January  next,  in  order  to 
put  the  laft  hand  to  the  Aflbciation.

their  Friend,  than  it  ever  had  been  by  Coligny 

himfelf. 
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himfelf,  their   profefled  Enemy,      At  this  theHcniyllT. 
Cardinal  was  inflamed  j  and  whereas  he  was  ob-'pif^^'je- 
iiged  to  make  fome  Difpatches,    he  fat  downgoryXIII. 
•  late  in  the  Night  writing  himfelf,  then  he  went  Vi-iV**i 
to  bed  ;    but  was  immediately  taken  with  a  vio- 
lent Fever,  and  fell  into  a  delirium,  of  which  he 
.  never  recovered,  and  died  in  that  Condition  on 
the  23d  of  December,  according  to  ^uanus  ; 
but  on  the  26th,^according  to  others,  in  the  51  ft 
Year  of  his  Age,  being  born  the  24th  of  Feb-    • 
ruary,  1524. 

Various  have  been  the  Opinions  about  the 
Caufes  of  his  Death :  Some  have  faid,  that  he 
had  been  poifoned  with  the  Smell  of  a  Link  ; 
others,  with  the  Smell  of  a  poifoned  Purfe  full  of 
Gold  Medals,  •  whereof  he  was  very  curious, 
fent  to  him  by  his  rutural  Brother  Claudius  de 
Guife^  Abbot  oiCiugny  5  others,  by  the  Mildew, 
which  is  very  dangerous  ^t  Avignon,  not  confi- 
dering  that  it  was  in  the  midft  of  Winter,  and 
that  it  froze  very  hard.  The  Caufe  which  I 
have  related,  as  I  found  it  in  my  Author  quoted 
underneath,  .feems  to  me  the  more  natural ;  he 
catched  cold  in  the  Proceflion,  was  in  diforder 
when  he  went  to  the  Council,  flew  there  into  a 
violent  paflion,  whereby,  and. by  his  fitting  late 
at  work,  he  heated  his  Blood,  fell  into  a  fpotted 
■  Fever,  and  died  (/}. 

He  was  a  Man  eildow«d  with  rare  Qualities,  His  dm" 
-of  a  great  Wit,  learned  beyond  his  Condition,  ra^er. 
eloquent,  fit  for  Bufinefs ;  but  naturally  fickle 
and  vain,  ambitious  far  beyond  meafure,  proud 
and  infolent  in  Profperity,  dejefted  to  Bafenefs 
in  Adverfity.  At  firfl:  he  feemed  to  incline  to 
the  Lutheran  Reformation,  and  had  promifed 
the  Duke  of  Wirtemberg  to  promote  it  to  the  ut- 
moft  of  his  power;     but  after  the  Death   of

pointed  by  a  Counter-mine.  On  the  8th  theyg^XIlL 
were  ftormed  a  fecond  time,  at  three  feveral  ' 
Places  at  once  ;  but  the  AflailerB  were  repulfed 
in  the  fame  manner  as  the  firft.  On  the  oth 
and  I  oth  the  Battery  ceafed  playing,  and  the  §e- 
fieged  repaired  chearfully  the  Breaches  in  feveral 
Places ;  and  were  fo  merry,  that  they  caufed  a 
Woman  to  fit  down  at  the  higheft  Pkce  of  the 
Town,  with  a  Diftaf  by  her  Side.  In  the  Night

A  neW  Negociation  for  a  9^^^*' 
general  Peace  was  begun,  intended  only  for  dif* 
arming  the  Reformed,  at  leaft  for  relaxing  their 
Courage.

folutenefs  •,  or  rather,  he  was  no  more  the  great 

and  virtuous  Carnavalet^s  Pupil,  but  the  bafc 

Villequier*s  flavifti  Difciple. 

As  the  Army  was  retired,  the  Befieged  made  two 
Sallies  upon  them,  one  that  very  Night,  and  the

retz.  He  had  profefled  the  Reformed  Religion  g^xill^ 
for  a  long  while,  till  Bartholomew  Day*s  M^f-  <>— i^^^^-^^ 
facre  ;  and  in  all  the  former  Civil  Wars  he  had 
fided  with  the  Reformed,  and  undertook  their 
Defence  with  great  Succefs :  But,  out  of  ipite 
again  ft  Damville^  he  had  taken  party  with  the 
0)urt,  and  declared  openly  that  his  Intention  wsid 
only  .to  wage  War  with  that  Marfhal,  proroifing 
the  Reformed  to  make  their  Appointment  with 
the  King,  if  they  would  only  break  their  Union 
with  the  Politicians.  It  is  even  faid,  that  at  this 
time  he  went  not  to  Mafs,  and  that  he  kept  a 
Minifter  with  him.  Be  it  as  it  will,  it  was  very 
ftrange  to  fee  on  one  hand  the  Proteiftor  of  the 
Reformed  at  the  Head  of  the  Catholick  Party, 
%htingagainft  them  ;  and  on  the  other,  the  great 
Perfecutor  of  the  Reformed,  armed  now  for 
their  Defence  and  fighting  againft  the  Catho- 
ficks :  That  (hews,  that  amongft  the  Great,  Re- 
Kgion  is  but  a  meer  pretence  for  gratifying  their 
Ambition,  and  other  Paiiions.  The  Duke  of 
Ufez  got  but  very  little  by  his  Change  ;  and  in- 
deed the  Court  gave  him  fuch  deftrudive  Corti- 
miflion,  only  in  order  to  compafs  his  own  Ruin : 
We  have  fpoken  of  him  in  our  former  Volume, 
under  the  Name  of  Count  of  Crujfol. 

The  King's  Retreat  reftored   the  Affairs  of   fVt 
the  Reformed  in  Languedoc,  but  the  DifTolute-  „e^lp% 
nels  and  ftrange  Scandals  of  the  Politicians  mix-  Con/ede-

Marftial  Damviile  was  forgetful,  of  the  Articles 
ftipulated  with  him  in  the  AflIbciation*s-Contraft.

Z>  Gfiafty  who  had  fucceeded  to  Bellegarde 
in  the  King's  Favour,  had  been  fent  before  to 
die  Duke  of  Lorrain^  for  treating  about  the 
Marriage  of  his  Niece,  the  Princeis  of  Vaude- 
manf  ;  and  Chiverni  was  fent  after  him  for  paf- 
flag  the  ContraA,  and  prefenting  that  Princefe  . 
with  Jewels  to  a  great  Valtie.  At  his  Arrival  it 
Rbeims  the  King  met  the  Duke  and  Duchefs  of 
hnrrain^  the  Count  of  Vaudefnont^  with  the

Religion  ;    and   in  the    Name   of  the  Marlhal 
fition,       Damvillc,  Lords^  Gentlemen,  and  others  Catho- 
licks,  confederated  with  them  :  By  that  Petition 
they  required  a  free  publick  Exercife  of  the  Re- 
formed Religion  all  over  the  Kingdom  without 
any  Exception  of  Place  or  Places.     New  Cham- 
bers erefted  in  the  Parliaments,  compofed  half 
of  Reformed,  halfofCatholicks,  for  adminiftring 
Juftice  without  Partiality  in  Civil  or  Criminal 
Cafes.     An  exemplary^  Punifhment  of  the  Au- 
thors and  Abettors  of  Maffacres.     A  Diminu- 
tion of  Taxes  and  Impofts.''    A  fyce  Affembly  of 
the  General  States.     A  full  Security  for  the  Ob-- 
fervation  of  whatever  th^y  required  5   and  many 
other  things,    which  indeed  were  too  high  or 
unreafonable. 
Spficha.        D'Arennes  made  a  long  Speech  to  the  Kmg 
ifi  the  Pripce*s  Name,  whcret;o  his  Majefty  was 
pleafe4  to  return  »  moft  gracious  Anfwer.   After  ^ 

that 
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that,  the  Envoy,   direding  his  Speech  to    the  Henry  III. 
Queen-Mother,  intreated  her  to  make  ufe  of  her     'ST^- 
beft  Endeavours  to  procure  a  folid  and  lafting  .^yxiii' 
Pe;ice  to  his  Majefty's  Subjeds.     Then  the  King  ^^■^^^-^J 
having  received  the  Petitions,   ordered  the  De- 
puties to  withdraw  into  his  Anti-chamber  ;   an4 
havuig  perufed  them  with  his  Council,  they  were 
called  ih  again  ;  and  his  Majefty  told  them,  that 
he  had  caufed  the  Articles  of  the  Petition  to  be 
read  before^ him,  and   that  he   was   much  fur- 
prized    to    find    that    they   carried   their  Pre- 
tendons  (b  high,  and  that  they  had  been  fo  bold 
as  to  prefent  fuch  Articles,  efpecially  confidering    • 
that  they  could  not  be  ignorant  of  them  ;  where- 
by it  was  plain,  that  they  were  not  fo  follicitous 
for  the  Peace  and  Welfare  of  the  Kingdom,  as 
diey  would  feign  to  be.     Then  he  afked  them, 
whether  they  had  nothing  elfe  to  propofe  ? 

Whereupon  d^Arennes  befought  moft  humbly  Confertn- 
his  Majefty,  not  to  take  amifs  the  Contents  of  ^^'• 
the  Petitions,  and  to  let  them  know  what  Ar- 
ticles had  offended  him  ;  becaufe  it  might  be,  that 
they  had  been  inferted  by  Miftake,  or  Inadver- 
tency, Whereto  the  King  replied,  that  amongft 
others,  the  firft  was  intolerable.  It  runneth 
thus : 

That  his  Majefty  would  be  pleafed,  that  a  free, 
general,  and  publick  Exercife  of  the  Reformed 
Religion,  fhould  be  allowed  throughout  his 
whole  Kingdom,  Countries,  Lands,  and  Lx>rd- 
(hips  under  his  Obedience  and  ProteAion,  even 
in  the  MeJJine  Country,  Government  of  Metz^ . 
and  Verdurty  Marquifate  of  Saluces^  Country  of , 
Bofnbes  and  Barrois^  acdording  to  the  Confcffion 
of  Faith,  which  had  been,  formerly  prefented  to 
the  late  King,  by  the  Reformed  Churches  pf 
France  \  and  that  too  without  any  Mbdificatidn 
or  Exception  of  Places,  Times  and  Perfons,  to 
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Hcnrylll.the  end  that  Sermons  and  Prayers  ftiould  be 
-  *57^  made  freely  and  publickly,  the  Pfalms  fling  even 
wtixixiy^  the  Shops,  in  the  GoaU,  and  in   the  Fields  \ 
in^^yv^that  they  could  be  ailembled  by  the  Tolling  of 
Bells,  adminifter  Baptifm  and  the  Holy  Supper^ 
marry^  viiit  the  Sick,  bury  their  Dead  in  full 
Day-light,  and  in  the  ufual  Places ;   that  they 
might  have  Schools  and  publick  Leilbns,  print 
^nd  fell  all  Books  written  on  religious  Matters, 
hold  Confiftories,  CoUoques,  and  Synods  Na- 
tional and  Provincial ;  execute  their  Difcipline  ; 
cx)lleft  Money  for  the  Poor,  and  for  the  Necef- 
flties  of  the  Churches  -,  and  generally  whatever 
concerned  the  full  free  Excrcife  of  their  Reli- 
gion, as  it  was  done  in  the  Countries  where  it 
was  eflablifhed  by  Law;    with   ieveral  other 
Claufes  inferted  in  that  Article,  which  i  do  omit 
on  purprfe. 
And  De-       D'Arennes  humbly  befought  his  Majefty  to 
Ifates.       appoint  fome  Commifl&iies  for  examining  that 
and  other  Articles  with  them  ;   whereupon  after 
fome  further  Debates  UDon  the  isxd  Article,  the 
King  named  three  Members  of  his  Privy  Council ; 
and  It  muft  be.  obferved,  that  Chancellor  JS/r^- 
gues  and  the  Marihal  of  Reiz^  had  been  excepted 
againft  by  the  Deputies  5    and  confequently  by 
the  King's  Favour,  they  were  never  adniitted  in 
any  of  their  Conferences.     The  next  Day  the 
Deputies  conferred  with  Morvilliersy  Biihop  of 
Orleans^  and  the  two  others,   which  the  King 
had  appointed  \  the  firil  Article,  and  the  others,^ 
were  agsun  debated  with  great  heat.     By  one  of 
the  Articles  they  required,  that  the  Authors,, 
Counfellors  and  Abettors  of  Maflacres,  efpecially 
the  Parifiatiy  fhould  be  called  to  an  account,  ana

While  they  were  upcm  thefis  Debates,  arrived  g^xitl. 
^  Paris  the  Embaflkdors  of  t\\t  Smtz  Ca^  ~ 

tMSy  that  came  to  congratulate  the  King  on  his 
hacppY  Acceffion  to  the  Crown  y  and  at  the  fiuM 
time  to  intreat  his  Majefty  to  pacify  his  King- 
dom, by  all  means.  Queen  Elizabeth  inHrad 
likewife  upon  the  fame,  both  by  her  Letters,  and 
by  her  Embai&dors ;  as  did  alio  the  Duke  of 
Savty. 

At  laft,  after  a  Fortnight's  time  fpent  in  Dc- W*  King^s 
bates  and  Altercations  between  the  Deputies  and  ^^^^^^^ 
the  King's  Council,  his  Majefty  declared  to  the 
firft,  by  FiZis  Secretary  of  State,  that  he  would 
grant  the  Reformed  eight  Towns  in  Langm^^ 
of  his  own  chuiing  (  fix  in  Guiinne^  whereof 
Montauian  and  Rocbelk  would  be  reckoned  for 
two  ;  and  two  in  Dauphini^  wherein  tHey  ihoald 
enjoy  the  free  Exercife  of  the  Reformed  Religion, 
provided  they  fhould  reftore  unto  him  all  other 
Towns,  whereof  they  were  in  poiTeflion,  in  the 
fame  Condition  as  they  were  before  the  War. 
As  to  the  Adminiftration  c^  Juftice,  his  Ma* 
jefty  let  them  know,  that  he  would  appoint  four 
new  Counfellors  c^  the  Reformed  Religion, 
which  fhould  be  joined  wkh  fixteen  others  of 
the  F^hament,  to  make  op  together  a  Court 
wherein  their  Law-fuits  fhould  be  finally  decided. 
Ti»t  the  fame  Number  of  Coimfellors,  part  of 
whom  to  be  of  the  Reformed  Religion,  fliould  be 
appointed  at  Mmtpiliir.  That  they  might  chal- 
lenge fbw  Counfellors  in  every  Pariiament  of  the 
Kingdom,  without  being  obliged  to  give  any 
Reafcn  Ibr  it. 

The  Depudes  delired  a  Copy  of  thefe  Concef- 
fions,  but  wei^  refufed  \  whereupon  they  de- 
clared that  their  Principals  would  not  be  fatisfied

Upon    the    Remonftrances 
p^^*^^    they  made  the  next  Day,  about  the  Articles  of 
gwyXIII.^^^  firft  Declaration,  another  was  drawn  up  j 
iNf«-y>»«;  whereby  the  King  granted  the  Reformed  to  live 
cvety  where  in  his  own  Dominions,  without  be- 
ing roolefted  for  any  thing  concerning  their  Con- 
fcience,  provided  they  fhould  behave  themfelves 
modeftly  and  peaceably,  according  to  the  Edifts. 
That  they  might  have  the  free  Exercife  of  their 
Religion  in  all  Cities  and  Places  held  by  them, 
Montpeliery   Caftres^  Aiguemortes^  and  Beaucaire 
excepted.      That  the  Lords  of  a    Tenure. by 
Knights  Service,  fhould  have  the  fame  Liberty 
for  themfelves,  their  Houfhold  and  Vaflals,  in 
their  Jurifdidions.     That  the  Gentlemen  who 
had  no  fuch  Tenure,  fhould  have  that  Liberty 
only  for  their   own    Family,    provided   their 
Homes  fhould    not  be  fituated  in  Towns  or 
Suburbs,  nor  ten  Leagues  round  about  Paris^ 
nor  two  Leagues  from  other  Places  where  the 
Court  fhould  refide  (r).

give,  and  to  receive  new  Inflru<Stions  ;    which 
Requefl  was  at  lail  granted,  on  condition  that 
they  fhould  return  ;  and  they  fet  out  from  Paris 
on  the  1 6th  of  May,  leaving  at  Court  d^Arennes 
one  of  the  Princess  Deputys,  to  keep  always  the 
Negotiation  on  foot.

Parliament  of  ThouloufSy  to  the  Aflembly  of  thcg^xin. 
Reformed,  that  was  to  be  held  at  Nimes^  for  ex-  toi^v***^ 
horting  the  faid  Aifembly  to  confider  whether  a 
folid  Peace  could  not  be  fettled  upon  the  Terimf 
propofed  by  the  King  ;  and  if  thefe  Terms  were 
not  thought  acceptable,  to  encourage  them  to  per- 
fevere  in  the  Defence  of  fo  juft  a  Cause,  not 
againft  his  Majefty,  or  the  States  of  France^  but 
againil    the  wicked  Counfellors,  who,  under  a 
pretence  of  Religion,  aimed  only  at  the  Ruin  and 
Deftrudlion  of  the  Kingdom  ;  whofe  wicked  Dc- 
figns  he  would  oppofe  with  all  hisMight,  and  the 
Afliftance  of  feveral  Princes  Well-wiftiers  to  all 
true  French  men. 

At  Rochelle^  their  Deputies  being  arrived  on     LXI. 
the  25th  of  May,  they  gave  account  the  next^'vi^w 
Day  of  their  Negociations  with  the  Prince   of ''^  ^^^ 
Condcy    and   then   with  the  Court,   and  exhi-.^iXv^, 
bited  the  Articles,  which  the  King  was  willing 
to  grant.     The   Aflembly  were   divided,    and 
great  Debates  arofe  amongft  them.     Indeed  both 
the  Royaliftsand  Confederates  were  tired  with  the 
War,  and  longed  for  a  Peace ;   therefore  many 
there  were  at  Rocbelle  that  approved  of  the  King's 
Conceffions,   and  would  not  have  much  infilled 
againft  them ;  but  others  found  that  Opinion  un- 
reafonable,  inafniuch  as  no  Security  was  given  for 
the  Performance  of  thefe  Articles,  fo  they  refolved 
to    confer    about    that    with    their    Confede- 
rates (j). 

La  Noue  and  the  Vifcount  of  Rohan^  under-

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La  HunmiUaye  fpoke  fo  plain,  that  it  was  voy  BenrxIIL 
«afy  for  the  Rpchellefe  to  fee,  that  the  Court's    "J?^- 
Aim  was  to  difunite  them  from  the  general  Af-^^xni! 
fociation.     However,  they  anfwered,  that  they  v.  p>— iif 
were  very   thankful  to  the  King  for  having ''''^A^''^ 
vouchfafed  to  fend  them  a  Gentleman  fo  much 
deferring  as  he  was  ;   ana  that  he  had  laid  him- 
fidf  the  greateft  Obligations  upon  them  for  the 
many  repeated  Tokens  he  had  given,  and  ftill 
gave  them,  of  his  Friendfhip  and  Good -will: 
But  they  defired  him  not  to  take  amifs,  if  in  a 
Ma^tcer  of  a  general  Concern  with  their  Ailb- 
ciatea,  they  thought  themfelves  obliged  to  do 
nothing    without  their  Advice    and  Confent: 
Thattibiey  will  convince  hb  M^efty  by  their 
Behaviour,  that  he  did  not  beAow  his  Favouis 
upon  ungrateful  People,  and  will  endeavour  by 
all  means,  not  only  to  fhew  themfelves  ready  ta 
obey  his  juft  Commands,  but  by  their  Council^ 
Exhortations  and  Example,  engage  others  to  do 
the  feme. 

With  this  Anfwer,  la  Hunauldaye  was  difmif- 
fed  ^  and  their  Deputies  fet  out  on  the  15th  of 
June  from  R$chelle  for  Langutdoc^  in  order  to 
confer  with  the  Marihal  DMnville.  They  were 
obliged  to  fby  in  that  Province  longer  than  they 
expeded,  the  time  of  their  Fades  being  expireo, 
they  waited  for  another ;  and  du  Chelar^  the 
Fcince's  Deputy  being  dead  at  Nimes^  the  8th  of 
Auguft,  afijQther  was  to  be  put  in  his  flead,  be- 
fore they  could  proceed.  So  they  waited  for 
Rogers^  the  King's  Valet  de  Chambre,  (who  was 
very  bu(y  in  feveral  Mefl^ges  from  the  Marihal 
to  the  Duke  of  Ufsz^  and  des  Gordes^  Govemour 
of  Duupbimy  and  from  them  to  him,)  to  treat 
of  a  Truce  fibr  three  Months,  only  for  Poitau^ 
Xaintongd^  la  Rpcbelle^  jingaunwis,  and  jiuJnix-^ 
bat  the  King  had  altered  his  Mind,  and  would 

not 
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HeniyllLnot  con  fen  t  to  any  Truce,  if  it  was  not  general  ; 
P  *57|-    and  he  fent  back  Rogers  with  full  Power  to  con- 
M^XIII.  ^^^^^  '^  upon  thefe  Terms,  and  even  with  this 
Provifo,    that  the  Towns    of    Beaucaire   and 
Aiguemortes  fhould  be  firft  of  all  reftored  unto 
him.     But  whereas  that  Negociation  was  then  of 
no  Effedt,  and  that  a  Change  happened  at  Court 
which  overturned  the  former  Schemes,   and  for- 
ced the  King  to  come  to  the  Terms  of  the  Con- 
:federates,  I  ihali  not  dwell  any  longer  upon  it ; 
but  after  having  given  a  fhort  Account  of  the 
principal  Events  of  the  War  from  February  to 
the  latter  End  of  September,  I  (hall  relate  that 
great  Revolution  at  Court  as  much  prejudicial  to 
the  King's  Af&irs,  as  it  was  favourable  to  the 
Confederates,  at  leaft  for  the  prefent  (/). 
LXIII.       The  War  raged  in  Languedocy  and  other  Sou- 
Cottfitefis  thern  Provinces  of  France,    yilez  was  furprifed 
^^^Cflff.jjy  Damville^  and  thofe  who  had  a  mind  to  refill 
l^^Jd^^  were  put  to  the  Sword  ;  the  reft  retired  into  the 
Ac  Citadel,  in  hopes  of  being  relieved  by  the  Duke 

of  Vfez  ;  but  being  not  able  to  perform  what  he 
had  promifed  them,  they  were  forced  to  furren- 
der.  Le  Poufin  in  Vivarais  was  furrendered  to 
the  Confederates,  by  the  Garifon  itfelf,  who  had 
killed  their  Governour  on  fufpicion  of  his  hav- 
ing detained  their  Pay.  jB^rV,  another  Place  of 
the  fame  Country,  was  likewife  occupied  by 
them.  Nonnay  was  alfo  recovered  by  them  ; 
but  Rocbegude^  having  intirely  routed  the  Ene- 
mies, died  of  his  Wounds. 

In  Provence^  there  was  an  Infurreftion  at 
MarfeilleSy  againft  the  Excife-men,  who  were 
Italians,  which  was  like  to  have  very  dangerous 
Confequences  -,  for  by  the  Command  of  the 
.Confuls,  the  People  ran  to  the  Cuftom-houfe, 
took  the  Books  of  Accounts,  Regifter-Book, 

other 
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other  Papers,  Weights,  and  Mcafures,  and  threw  Hcnrylll. 
the  whole  into  the  Sea.     Beiides  that,  another  » ''^' 
Troop  of  the  Malecontents,  nicknamed  the  ^rim-  g^xiIL 
med^  appeared,  amongft  whom  many  Reformed  Uify^-J 
were  found ;    they  held  feveral  Places  in  that 
Province,  and   were  headed  by  the  Baron  of 
Allemagne^  Oraifon^  EftaUoftj  and  other  Gentle* 
men.      That   Infurrcftion    was    however  fiip- 
prefled   in  a  little  time,  and  by  the  Divifions 
which  reigned  amongft  the  Nobility,  they  loft 
aknoft  all  the  Places  formerly  in  their  pofleflion, 
De  Vifis^  aAing  in  the  King's  Name,  did  what« 
ever  he  pleafed. 

In  Dauphine^  Montbrun  ftormed  feveral  LXIV, 
Towns  and  Caftles.  Francis  de  Bonne^  Lordj^^f"-.. 
of  DiguiereSj  beficged  by  his  Orders  Cbatillm^  ^/  ,-^^" 
a  fmall  Town  near  2)/>,  ftrong  by  a  Caftle  kept  Dsm^ni. 
by  a  numerous  Garifon.  The  Duke  of  Ufez^  having 
disbanded  his  Army,  the  twenty-two  Companies 
of  Switzers  were  fent  for  by  de  Gordes^  Deputy- 
Govemour  of  Dauphine^  to  oppofe  them  with 
hb  own  Troops  to  les  Difguieres^  Montbrun 
followed  him,  and  attacked  him  three  feveral 
times  :  the  Night  being  come,  he  was  obliged 
to  defift,  Gordes  having  given  fome  Supply  to 
the  Befieged,  marched  the  next  Day  very  early 
in  order  to  go  to  Die.  Montbrun  and  Us  Di^ 
guieres^  were  as  diligent  as  he ;  and  tho*  their 
Forces  were  much  inferior,  having  fent  back 
their  two  Cannons  to  Menglon^  neverthelefs  they 
went  by  the  fide  of  him,  along  the  Banks  of  the 
Dromey  feigning  to  have  no  mind  to  attack  him 
as  long  as  they  were  in  the  Plain :  But  when  they 
xame  near  the  Bridge  of  Oreille^  over  which  they 
were  obliged  to  pafs,  they  made  hafte  to  be 
before  them  witii  their  Infantry,  and  -took  pbf- 
feflion  of  a.  very  advantageous  Poft,  The  Bridge 
being  very  narrow,  the  Switzers  were  obliged 

to 
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HiuyllL  to  break  their  Rank  in  order  to  pafs :  when  about 
"S^S^^c^ht  hundred  had  crofled,  Montbrun^  les  Di^ 
^SLy^Jtfii^^h  and,  other  Captains  M\  upon  them,  with 
%„iyi^  ftich  Pury»  before  they  could  have  time  to  rally, 
tkat  they  were  cut  all  to  pieces.     A  like  Num- 
ber of  Svritxers  hairing,  with  much  ado,  pafled 
tile  Bridge  to  relieve  their  own  Countrymen, 
fhared  almoft  the  fame  Fate  as  the  firft.     Then 
Gardes  advancing  with  his  Launciers,  was  forced 
to  girv  way,  and  to  retire  to  Die ;    having  loft, 
.  beiides  all  his  Switzeis  amounting  to    2200, 
1600  of  whom  were  kiHed  with  ,  their  Colonel 
FreuUcky  and  almoft  all  their  Captains  ;  and  the 
seft  beiag  difivmed,  were  fent  back  into  their 
ewn  Country:   befides  that,  I  fay,  he  bft  a 
whole  Company  of  Harmebufiers  on  horfeback. 
This  happened  by  the  Middle  of  June. 
Jieisma^     De  Goriu  barmig  fet  on  foot  a  new  Army  of 
4d  andtoi^^xnx  5000  Meft,  Hcwfe  and  Foot ;    Manthrun^ 
i«r  Frifo-  |,j^»  much  inferior  in  number,  and  againft  the 
Advios  of  U%  D^uiereSj  and  other  Captains,  re- 
vived to  attack  them  on  the  9th  of  July :  At 
&;ft,  the  Viftory  feemed  to  incline  on  his  fide  ^ 
but  his  Men,  inftead  of  purfuing  their  Advan- 
tage, hsLymg  fell  a  plundering,  he  faw  himfelf 
fwrounded  with   a    new  Troop  of  Enemies, 
whereby  he  was  put  in  diibrder,  and  had  x6 
Gentlemei^  killed  about  htm  :  be  endeavoured  to 
rally  his  Men,  but  as  he  was  leaping  over  a 
Ditch   his  Hbcfe  harafled,  UA  in  upon   him, 
whereby  one  of  his  Thighs  was  bn^cen.    In  that 
CondithMi  he  wast  forced  to  fiarrender  himfetf  to 
Rocbefort  arid  (Mnie^  his  near  Relations^  who 
pomvfird  him  his  Life  &fe  ;  bat  it  was  no€  left 
in  their  power  to  be  as  good  as  d^r  Words  : 
fot  he  was^  brought  to  Crejk,  in  order  to  have 
his  Thigh  dreft.    The  MMirmians  foft  not  in 
tiM  Day  above  27  Men^  and  the  Royalifts^  loft

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200  ;  but  the  taking  of  the  Chief,  was  reckoned  HcnryllL 
as  a  great  Viftory.  pj/ (I* 

The  Joy  for  it  was  immoderate  at  Court ;  gZyXUL 
they  had  in  their  power,  in  the  midft  of  his  v>-i-'/-i^J 
Viftories,  him  who  had  been  the  firft  in  taking 
upon  him  the  Defence  of  Liberty  oppreffed  in  the 
Civil  as  well  as  in  Religion,  and  who  of  late 
had  fenfibly  afFronted  the  King,  (be  had  fitffered 
bis  Troops  to  plunder  tbe  King*s  Baggage^  when 
be  came  to  Lyons  ;  and  in  his  Anfwer  to  his  Ma- 
jeftfs  Letter  be  had  told  bim^  ThatArmsand 
Play  made  every  Man  equal  one 
WITH  ANOTHER.)  Therefore  Orders  were  im- 
mediately fent  from  Court,  to  take  great  care 
that  he  might  be  cured,  and  kept  very  ftriftly  ; 
and  that  nothing  ftiould  be  done  concerning  him, 
without  knowing  previoufly  the  King's  Will. 
And  tho*  the  Prince  of  Conde^  the  Marfhal 
Damville^  and  all  the  Confederates,  infifted,"  that 
he  might  be  treated  as  a  Prifoner  of  War  ;  tho' 
the  Duke  of  Guife,  who  was  all-powerful  at 
Court,  required  eameftly  that  he  fhould  be  ex- 
changed for  BESMEy  the  bafe  Murderer  of  Ad- 
miral Coligniy  who  was  then  Prifoner  at  Bcute- 
villCj  where  he  had  been  arretted  at  his  coming 
back  from  Spain,  and  was  like  to  fufFer  a  con- 
dign Punifhment  for  his  Crimes  ;  the  King  was 
not  at  all  moved  by  thcfe  Intreaties,  but  Orders 
were  fent  to  de  Gordes  to  have  the  Prifoner  tried 
for  High  Treafon  by  the  Parliament  of  the  Pi  o- 
vince.

to  the  Place  of  Execution  ;    he  fhcwed  forth  a 
Conftancy  of  Mind,  far  above  the  Strength  of 
V.III.  PahtII,         G  his 
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Hcwylll.his  Body,  and  .tho*   he  had  been  forbidden  to 
'571-     fpeak  to  the  People,  on  Penalty  of  having  his 
f^XiiLTongue  cut  out ;   yet  he  iaid,  that  he  fuffered 
T__-^— ,_'  not  for  Thieving,  or  for  any  like  Crime^  but  for 
having  born  Arms  for  the  Religion  and  the  Li- 
berty of  the  Kingdom,  againft  the  Difturbers  of 
the   publick  Peace,    and  the  Ufurpers  of  the 
King's  Authority  ;  that  he  was  going  to  Death, 
as  to  the  latter  End  of  all  his  Troubles  and  Mi- 
feries,  and  he  prayed  for  the  King  and  the  King-^ 
dom*s  Welfare.     He  fubmitted  his  Head  to  the 
Executioner's  Sword,  with  the  fame  prefence  of 
Mind ;    his  hard  Fate  being  bewailed  by  moft 
part  of  the  Spedtators,  who  could   not  forbear 
from  Tears. 
HU  Cha-       So  died  the  great  Montbrun,  for  having  been 
racier.      involved,  fays  Thuanus,  in  a  War,  unjuft  in  itfelf, 
if  you  do  confider  only  its  firft  Origin,  (in  Fran- 
cis  IV s  Time)  but  lawful  in  Appearance,  if  you 
confider  fo  many  repeated  Edidls,  {which  bad  been 
violated.)     He  was  a  Man  of  a  ftridi  Virtue,  and 
folid  Piety  ^  as  to  himfelf,  bold,   couragious  be- 
yond meafure,  moderate  in  his  VicSlories,  but  toc^ 
indulgent  to  his  Soldiers  i  the  Licenrioufnefe  and 
Loofenefs  whereof  drew  upon  him  the  Hatred 
of  many  People  in  Dauphine.     They  for  a  tinie 
endeavoured  to  revenge  his  Death,  by  fundry 
Plunders  and  Devaftations,  which  they  commit- 
ted about  Grf«^^/^. 

He  was  fucceeded  in  the  Generalfhip  of  the 
IVoops  of  DauphinCy  by  les  Diguieres,  who  for 
feverai  Months  declined  to  accept  of  that  Office, 
till  at  laft  the  King  of  Navarre  after  h;s  Efcape 
from  Court,  obliged  him  to  it.  We  (hall  have 
.  many  Occafions  of  fpeaking  of  this  great  and 
extraordinary  Man,  who  lived  to  the  84tb  Year 
of  his  Age,  under  the  Reigns  of  feven  Kings 
of  France  j  being  born  in  i543>  un4pr  Francis  I. 

and 
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and  died  ia  1627,  under  Lewis  XIII.  and  fromHenrylll. 
a  fimple  Archer  in  de  Gordes  Company  of  Ord-p  '574j^ 
nance,   having  raifcd  himfelf  by  degree3  to  thegoVyxiit 
Dignity  of  Conftabk  of  France  (v).  ^.^.-v-^n.^ 

In^  the  South- weftern  Countries,  PerfgeuXy 
Brive  la  Gailliarde^  Uzercbe  and  feveral  other 
Place*  in  Perigordy  were  taken  by  Surprize,  or 
xnam  Force,  by  th€  Viicount  of  Turenne.  That 
L6rd  was  ftill  a  Roman-Catholick,  but  having 
now  confented  to  a  Conference  between  a  Mi- 
nifter  and  a  Jacobine,  he  turned  Reformed. 

Th^r©  was  a  great  Infurrefiion  in  th€^  Limou- 
fim^  the  Inhabitants^  of  Tulles  fetting  an  Ex- 
ample to  others,  in  refufing  to  pay  Taxes  toany 
of  the  Parties,  they  aflembled  together  to  the 
.  Number  of  about  five  thoufand  Men,  tolerably 
well  armed  \  but  having  not  courage  enough  to 
withftand  Chouppes^  who,  fince  the  Reddition 
of  Lufig^an^  had  been  elfedbed  to  command  in 
that  Province ;  they  retreated  with  the  Lofs  of 
about  160  Men,  and  hence- forward  they  were 
more  fubmiflive. 

Before  we  leave  this  Province,  we  muft  bring    LXV. 
upon  the  Stage  the  Lady   of  Miraumoitt^  ^^^^^^^m-' 
Heroine  of  that  Age ;  with  whom  very  few,  if raumont!^ 
any  at  all,  of  the  former  Ages  and  of  her  §eK,  ' 

can  b6  parallelled.  That  Lady  had  formed  a 
Troop  of  Horfe  of  fixty  Gentlemen,  following 
her  Standard,  and  that  of  Love  at  the  fame 
time  -,  and  tho*  all.  of  them  burnt  with  the  fame 
'  Flame,  none  of  them  could  ever  brag  of  any 
Favour  from  her  out  of  the  Rules  of  Decency. 
She  had  play'd  many  pranks  upon  Monial^  the 
King's  Lieutenant  of  the  Lower  Attfvergne  •,  and 
of  kte,  flie  had  routed  two  Companies  of  In-?

ged  the  Enemies,  who  were  intirely  routed  :  But 
Montalj  who  defired  no   better  than  to  fee  the 
Lady  in  the  Field,  thinking  to  be  Mafter  of  her 
at  a  cheap  Rate,  furrounded  the  Caftle  of  Mi- 
raumout  with  the  Troops  he  had  brought  with 
him  all  the  Night  long.     Our  Heroine   feeing 
her  own  Caftle  befieged,  came  to  the  Town  of 
fturenne^  where  (he  got  four  Companies  of  Har- 
quebufiers  on  horfeback.    With  this  Supply,  and 
in  hopes  of  a  greater,  (he  attempted  to  introduce 
fifty  Harquebufiers  into  her  Caftle.    Montal  hay- 
ing notice  of  this,  marched  with  about  240  Men 
to  meet  them  between  two  Mountains.

After  the  taking  of  Lufignan^  the  Duke  of  g^yXIir! 
Montpenfier  leaving  the  Province  in  order  to  go  y^^m,^ 
to  the  King's  Coronation,  {Whereat  be  was  not 
pre/ent^.  becaufe  the  Duke  of  Guife  carried  bis 
Point  for  the  Precedency  of  the  fenior  Peers  of 
France  before  the  Princes  of  the  Bloody  whofe 
Peerdom  was  not  of  fo  old  a  I) ate  j   which  Heci^ 
Jion  however  was  reverfed  by  the  States  of  Blois^ 
about  two  Tears  after  y )    fent  the  Reifters  into 
XaintongCy  under  the  Command  of  la  Vauguion^ 
and  the  Jtoron  de  VaillaCy  whereby  the  Reformed 
of  that  and  the  adjacent  Countries  were  put  to  a 
great  ftrefs,  becaufe  of  their  continual  Incurfions, 
and  of  their  frequent  Enterprizes. 

The  Ifle  of  Rbe  was  taken  by  the  Catholicks,  LXVi. 
under  the  Command  oiLandereau\  and  retaken  ^^-^^  ^ 
the  very  fame  Day  by  the  Rochellefe^  under  ^^^andreta- 
Command  of  la  Popeliniere.     The  Catholicks  ken  the 
loft  on  this  occafion  300  Men,  befides  a   great>«'  ^«yi 
Number  of  Prifoners  '  of  Diftinftion  that  were 
brought  to  Rocbellci  the  Rooty  they  took  from 
the  Catholick  Inhabitants  of   Rhe,  and  other 
Foreigners,  was  very  confiderable.     Had  Lan^ 
dereau  fucceeded  according  to  his  Wiihes',  and 
been  able  to  preferve  his  Conqueft,  he  intended 
to  feize  with  the  fame  Rapidity  upon  Qleron^  AU 
levert^  Brouage^    and  other  Iflands  upon  that 
Coaft ;    and  then  to  block  up  Rochelle  with  the 
Ships  he  expedled  from  Brittany^  Bourdeauxy  and 
Bayonne.

Men,  whereby  his  Life  had  been  in   dangers  s 
and  he  had  been  fincp  verj  unworthily  treated. 
For  thefe  Caufes  he  had  left  the  Court,  to  advife 
with  feveral  of  the  Clergy  and  of  the  Nobility 
th^t  were  now  come  to  him,  Iwhat  was  to  be  done 
toward^  the  Reformation  of  the  State  ;  not  that 
he  had   any  Thought  of  leflening  the  King's 
Authority,  which  he  defired  rather  to  increafe, 
but  to  endeavour,  tp  reflore  thp  Laws  to  their 
ancient  Strength  and  Vigour,  and  the  Kingdom 
to  its  ancient  Glory ;    renioving  from  the  t^elm

without  the  leaf):  Shadow   of  Reafon,  and  to 
reftore  them  to  their  former  Dignity  and  Ho- 
nours :  To  releafe  the  People  of  that  intolerable 
Burthen  of  Taxes,  Impofts,  6?r.   loaded  upon 
them,    to   gratify  the  unfatiable  Greedineis  of 
fome  vile  Foreigners :    To  reftore  and  preferve 
the  ancient  Rights,  Privileges,  Immunities,  and 
Liberties  of  all  Orders  of  the  State,  to  keep  in 
the  Religion  of  our  Anceftors,  and  preferve  the

The  Publick  thought  and  talk*d  varioufly  of 
this  Manifefto,  according  ais  they  flood  affedled  : 
Several  ftid,  that  this  was  done  on  purpofe  to 
atiiend  the  dlforderly  Manners  of  the  Court,  to 
-piit  the  bad  Counfellors  from  the  King*s  Pre- 
ferice,  and  td  jirocurc  Liberty  and  Quietnefs  to 
every  one ;  but  the  wifer  fort  of  People  thought 
thit  the  Duke  of  Aktifoh^  naturally  ambitious, 
4bught  nothing  elfe  than  to  be  revenged  of  an 
Affront,  put  lately  upon  hini  by  du  Gftajl^  one  of 
the  King's  Favourites,  attempting   to  affaffinat^ 
hisf  own,  Bujfy  J^Amboife^  for  which  he  could  have 
tio  SatisfadKon  ;  oh  the.  contrary,  du  Guaft  gave 
him  every  day  new  Subjefts  of  Difcontent,  and 
for  that  purpoft  his  Royal  Highnefs  improving 
the  prefent   Opportunity  of  the  War  already 
kindled  in  the  Kingdom,  was  putting  himfelf  at 
;thc  Head  of  the  contrary  Party,  to  the   end 
that  being  fupported  by  fuch  a  powerful  Party 
he  might  obtain  better  Terms  for  himfelf;  and 
then  he  would  forfake,  and  even  betray  the  Par- 
ty,  and  leave  them  in  the  lurch.     There  were 
others  who  thought,   that  this  was  one  of  the 
^  Queen  Mother's  Devices,  who  fuppofed  that  the 
Reformed  Affairs  that  would  profper  under  fuch 
a  ftrenuous  Chief  as  the  Prince  of  Conde  was, 
would  fall  into  decay  und^r  the  Duke  of  Alenfon  ; 
and  that  fhe  might  manage  them  at  her  Plea- 
fure,  by  the  means  of  her  Son.     However,  ma- 
ny of  the  Reformed,  tired  with  the  prefent  Pof- 
l^ure  of  Affuirs,  conceived  great  Hopes  of  this

all  the  French  Mopffers,  and  deliver  them  from 
their  prefent  Miferics  (b). 

The  truth  of  the  matter  is,  that  the  Duke 
bring  highly  affronted  at  duGkqfi^s  Behaviouij 
fupportcd  by  the  King,  and  refenting  the  Injury 
done  to  him  by  keepng  him  Prifoner  fo  long ; 
cfpecially  bcbg  irritated  againft  the  Gui/es^  ^hom 
heconiidered  as  Authors  of  all  his  Misfortunes, 
he  rcfohrcd,  unknown  to  'the  King  and  Queen- 
Mother,  and  even  to  the  King  of  Navarre  him- 
felf,  the  Companion  of  his  Difgraccs,  and  only 
with  few  of  his  Servants,  efpecialfy  J?«/5^  d^Am-^ 
hoife  and  John  de  Simie^  to  run  away,  in  hoped 
that  the  Prince  of  Conde  would  readily  yield 
him  the  Command  of  the  Army,  which  was 
daily  expefted  from  Germany ;  by  which  means 
he  would  be  enabled  to  procure  for  himfelf  bet^ 
ter  Conditions^  and  increafe  his  Authority  and 
Power  in  the  Kingdom  {c).

ftore  them  to  the  King,  when  the  Truce  ftiould 
be  at  an  end,  either  Peace  or  War,  in  the  fame 
Condition  as  they  were  then.  His  Majefty  was 
to  keep  in  his  Pay  two  thoufand  Foot,  for  the 
Garrifon  of  thofe  Towns,  fuch  as  the  Duke  his 
Brother  fhould  think  proper  to  chufe.  The  fald 
Duke,  was  to  have  an  hundred  Gentlemen,  his 
Company  of  Gendarmes,  fifty  Switzers,  and  an 
hundred  Harquebufiers,  for  his  own  Guard,  all 
upon  the  King*s  Pay.  His  Majefty  was  obliged 
to  difband  all  his  Foreign  Troops,  the  S'mtzers 
and  th^Scotcb  Guards  only  excepted  5  and  as  foon 
as  the  abovefaid  cautionary  Towns  fhould  have 
been  delivered,  the  two  Parties  were  to  break 
their  Armies.  Laftly,  whereas  the  Negociations 
for  Peace  that  w^re  on  foot  before,  had  been  in- 
terrupted by  this  new  Event ;  it  was  agreed  that 
in  January  next,  the  Duke,  the  Prince,  and  their 
A(iociates,  fhould  fend  their  Deputies  for  renew- 
ing the  Conferences  {g). 

That  Truce,  tho*  figned  the  2 2d  of  Novembci^, 
was  not  publifhed  till  a  Month  after ;  becaufe  of 
the  mutual  Miftruft  and  Jealoufies,  between  the 
two  contrafting  Parties:  For  the  King,  even 
while  his  Mother  was  treating  with  his  Bro- 
ther, had  been  perfuaded  to  raife  fix  thoufand 
Switzers ;  and  having  fcnt  for  the  Count  of 
Mansfeld^  Gafpard  de  S(;homberg^  and  ChriJlophU 
de  Bajfompierre^  he  had  charged  them  to  make 
new  Levies  in  Germany,  Befides  that,  de  Ruffec^ 
Governor  of  Angoulime^  refufed  flatly  to  deliver 
the  Place  to  the  Duke  of  Akvfon^  as  it  had  been 
ftipulated ;  the  Governor  of  Bourges  did  the 
iame;   fo  that  fome  time  longer  was  required  to

Neverthelefs  there  was  nothing  yet  that  Teemed 

to  tend  CO  it,  the  King  continued  to  raiie  Men 

and  Money;   but  the  City  of  Paris  far  from 

granting  the  Sums  which  he  required  of  them, 

lent  their  Remonftrances  to  him,  which  4vpured 

much  Uke  a  Cenfure,  and  betrayed  openly  how 

little  regard  they  had  for  his  Government,    The 

Duke  of  Never 5^  and  the  Marquis  of  Pienne^ 

having  fold  part  of  their  Eftate  in   Flanders^ 

fupplied  the  Being's  Wants  as  far  as  they  cpyld, 

and  fome  y>f  the  Citizens  paid  fome  Taxes  ;  not 

fo  much  out  of  Good- will,  as  out  of  Fear,  liavr 

ing  been  threatned  with  Reijieu  that  fhould  b^ 

quartered  tipon  them  (J).

On  the  9th  of  January  he  wrote  to  the  Par-  He  tvritet 
liament  of  Paris,  whereby  he  certified  his  Fide-  ^°  ^^  ^^'•- 
Hty  ^nd  Submiffion  to  the  King,  his  AfFe^ion  fj^^j^'  'J" 
and  Zeal  for  the  Kingdom's  Welfare,  and  de- 
.^lared  that  it  was  much  againft  his  Will  that  he 
had  qalled  in  the  Foreigners   to   his  Aififtance  ; 
but  he  hftd  been  forced  to  it  by  the  Wickednefs 
of  his  Enemies,  who  were  always  fetting    the 
King  his  Brother  againft  him, 'and  were  intirely 
averfe  from  Peace  and  the  Kingdom's  Welfare. 
He  defired  the  faid  Parliament  to  make  Remon- 
firances  to  the  King  upon  that  Subjeft. 

The  Negociations  of  Peace  were  ftill  on  foot :  LXXIX.

manded the  Royal  Army,  durft  not  venture  to 
come  nigher  the  Prince's  than  two  Days  March. 
When  the  Queen  perceived  that  the  Prince 
intended  to  march  di^edly  to  PariSy   fhe  recal- 
led the  Army  and  quartered  it  in  the  adjacent 
Towns  and  Villages ;    but  far  from  eafing  the 
Parijians  of  their  Fears,  fhe  provoked  by  thcfe 
means  their  Complaints  and  Murmurs :  ,they 
>  cried  aloud  that  the  King's  own  Brother   ought 
not  to  be  treated  after  fuch  manner,  that  it  was 
.  a  very  cruel  thing  to  expel  the  Child  out  of  the 
Father's  Houfe.     To  thefe  Clamours  were  ad- 
ded the  Duke,  of  Montpenfier's  Refufal   of  the 
Command  of  the  Royal  Army,  the  little  Eager- 
nefs  which  the  Lords  of  the  Court  fhewed   foi 
ferving  the  King  upon  this  Ocqafion  ;    but  the 
worft  of  all  was,  the  King  of  Navarre's  Efcape 
about  the  9th  or  loth  of  February. 
LXXX        That  Prince  was  very  ill  ufed  at  Court,  where 
ne  King  civery  day  fome  new  Affront    was  put  upon 
^  Na-     him ;    he  was  lulled  with  the  Promife  of  the 
^arre  Ef-  General  Lieutenancy  of  the  Kingdom,  but  that 
^^^^'        was  only  one  of  the  Queen's  Devices,    to  keep 
him  from  thinking  of  any  thing  that  could  bet- 
,  ter  his  Condition.     Madam  de  Sauve's  Charms 
were  another   means    whereof  Catherine    made 
ufe,  for  difcovering  all  the  Secrets  of  her  Son-in- 
Law  :  That  Lady,  tho'  married  with  one  of  the 
Secretarys   of  State,  was  not  afhamed  to  fcrve 
for  a  Tool  to  the  Queen-Mother,  even  by  the 
Loft  of  her  own  Honour,  for  creating  Jealoo- 
fies  between  the  Duke  of  Jlenf on  and  the  Kingoj 
Navarre^v/ho  were  Rivals  and  for  diving  into  theii 
rnofl  fecret  Thoughts,  which  fhe  imparted  imme- 
diate!) 
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diatcljr  to  that  Princefs  ;  and  the  faid  King  was  HcniyllL' 
fo  far  inchanted  with  thatWoman,  that  he  was  be-  p  U^q^^ 
come  a  downright  Slave,  and  fpared  not  his  own  goryXlU. 
Safety  nor  his  Friends  or  Servants  for  obtaining 
the  Enjoyment  of  her.  That  curfed  Inclination 
of  his  occaAoned  all  his  Misfortunes  and  Difgra- 
ces  during  the  whole  Courfes  of  his  Life,  fince 
his  Marriage  with  Margaret  of  Valois^  as  we 
Ihall  fee  in  the  Sequel  of  this  Hiftorv. 
However  it  was  through  the  means  of  La  de 
Seuve^  that  the  Queen-Mother  had  been  Ac- 
quainted about  two  or  three  Months  before  with 
Aat  Prince's  Deiign  of  making  his  Efcape ; 
whereupon  he  had  been  ordered  Prifoner  in  his 
own  Apartment,  and  all  his  Servants,  two  ex- 
cepted, had  been  removed,  and  others  trufty  to 
the  Queen-Mother  put  in  their  ftead  ;  and  at 
this  time,  tho*  he  had  full  liberty  of  going  a- 
broad,  and  even  of  taking  the  Divcrfion  of 
Hunting,  he  was  conftantly  attended  by  two  Of- 
ficers of  the  King's  Guards.  Now  having  re-, 
folved  to  make  his  Efcape,  upon  the  Remon- 
ftrances  and  ftrbng  Solicitations  of  the  two  faith- 
fol  Servants  above-mentioned,  Armagnac  and 
fAubigniy  who  ijiamed  him  for  the  voluptuous 
iife  he  led  \  he  diidembled  the  bed  hp  could, 
and  under  pretence  of  a  Hunting-match,  hav-. 
»g  obtained  leave  to  go  fo  far  as  Senlis^  there 
he  found  Horfes  ready,  and  came  to  la  Fere  in 
Vtrmandois^  which  was  a  Place  of  his  own  Ap-. 
panage  •,  then  turning  back,  that  he  might  the 
better  deceive  thofe  who  fhould  purfue  him,  he 
amved  at  Vendome,  He  had  already  difpatched 
one  of  his  Servants  to  Court  to  excufe  his 
flight,  and  to  affure  the  King  and  the  Queen^ 
Mother,  that  he  nor  his  Party  would  undertake 
nothing  againft  the  Royal  Authority,  or  the 
^uhlick  Peace.     (D^Aubigne  fays,  ^bat  the  Kin^

H^ryin.ej/"NAVARRE,Atfvf»f  bad  notice  in  the  Suburb 
p^^^G     ^Senlis,  ibat  Fervaques  bad  declared  his 
gcryXIIF.  ^^M^  ^^  ^^^   Kwgj    be  chofe   to  fend  bis  two 
ii^i»v— J  Guards  one  after  anotber  to  Court  for  retarding 
tbe  Purfuersy  inftead  of  fuffering  them  to  be  kit- 
led  upon  tbe  fpoty   as  be  was  offered.)    J^rom 
thence  he  proceeded  by  long  Journeys  into  Gui^ 
enne^  whereof  he  was'  Governor ;    he  was  met  at 
Vendome  by  two  hundred  Gentlemen,  who  at- 
tended htm  in  his  Journey.    'D'Aubigne,  and  be- 
fore him  an  Author  of  Memoirs^  obferve,  that 
paffing  through  Alengon  before  he  came  to  Ven- 
dome, his  own  Phyfician  {Caillard  by  Name) 
defired  his  Majefty  to  ftand  God-father    for  his 
Child,  which  the  King  gracioufly  granted  ;    and 
without  any  other  Ceremony  was  admitted  into 
the  Reformed  Church.     The  fame  D*Aubigne 
adds  further,  that  being  at  Church,   the  21  ft 
Pfalm,  beginning  with  thefe  Words  (Tbe  Kingj 
O  Lordj  with  Songs  of  PraifCj)  was    fung ;    and 
having  defired   to  know  whether  it  was  done 
on  purpofe,  and  on    his  owr>  account,     he  was 
anfwered  No,  and  that  it  was  a  Pfalm  appointed 
for  the  Service  of  the  Day,  he  took  that  as  a  good 
Omen.  But  we  (hall  fee  in  its  proper  Place  thatthis 
Admitta,nce  into   a  Reformed  Church  was  only 
a  Compliment  paid  unto  him  at   that  time,  for 
Jie  was  obliged  afterwards  to  make  a  publick  Re- 
cantation of   the  Errors  of    the  Church     of 
Home  (k). 

The  whole  Court  was  alarmed  at  that  Prince's 
Efcape,  pnly  the  King  and  the  Queen-Mother 
were  not  very  forty  for  it ;  becaufc  they  were  m 
hopes  that  the  Confederates  having  fo  many 
Chiefs,  it  would  not  be  long  before  Jealouiy

About  this  time  thofe  of  Vivarais,   without  LXXXI. 
any  Diftinftion  of  Religion,  made   a    League  ^.^  ^y]^'^*^^ 
between  themfelves  for  their  common  Defence  ;  rats. 
whereby  they  engaged  to  repel  by  Force  of  Arms 
all  Difturbers  of  the  publick  Tranquillity,  if  they 
coiild  not  be  repreffed  by  fome  other  meJms. 
The   Miferies  whereto  their  Country  was  ex- 
pofed,  forced  them  to  take  fuch  a  ftep:  Nothinj 
was  to  be  feen  every  where  but  Deftrudion  an( 
Ravages  of  the  Soldiery  (/). 

The  Prince's  Army  having  crofled  the  Pro-  LXXXir. 
vince  of  Bourbonnois^  joined  with  the  Duke  of^/P^iruc 
/llenfon*s  near  Moulins  on  the  nth  of  ^^^^^  9  ^"'„ff^ 
and  they  paffed  in  Review  in  the  Plain  of  Souze/i)j^j^g  ^jr 
where  tne  Prince,  after  a  fine  Speech,  delivered  J/enf<m*i, 
up  to  the  Duke  the  Command  of  the  Army.  -  It 
was  above  thirty  thoufand  Men  ftrong,  Hor(e 
and  jpoot,  and  of  the  beft  Troops  that  ever  had 
been  feen  i  and  neverthelefs  with  fuch  Forces  no- 
thing of  moment  was  undertaken.     The  Queen- 
Motncr*s  Devices,  the  whimfical  Deffgns,  and 
the  Ficklenefs  of  AUnfoity  the  frequent  Mutinies 
of  the  Germans  flayed  them  almoft  every  Day  ; 
befides  that,  the  Jeaioufies  of  the  Chiefs  created 
great  Divifions  .amongft  themfelves.     Moft  of 
the  Reformed,  efpecially  the  rigid,   miftrufted 
the  Duke  of  Alenfojfs  Council,  which  for  the  ' 

moft  part  was  compofed  of  fe'lfifli  and  perfidious 
Men,  fuch  as  Bujfy.  The  faid  Duke  was  jea» 
k)us  againft  the  King  of  Navarre^  ^^hom  he  con* 
fidered  as  a  dreadful  Competitor  ;  and  as  to  the 
-Vrinct  of  Conde J  who  had  been  at  the  trouble 
of  raifing  fuch  a  fine  Army  in  Germany^  and  to

l^^j]i^" another  reaping  the  Fruit  of  all  his  Labours  j 
tho*  it  is  certain,  that  never  Prince  had  becQ 
more  ready  to  facrifice  his  own  G)ncems  for 
the  Publick  Good.  As  to  the  Marftial  Dam* 
vtlle^  he  was  afraid  left  his  Authority  fhould  be 
quite  overwhelmed  with  that  of  fo  many  Prin- 
ces ;  and  more  than  that,  left  he  fliould  be  forcecl 
to  difoblige  his,  own  Lady,  by  laying  out  the 
vaft  Sums  of  Money  which  be  had  received  iq 
La^guedoc  for  the  publick  Ufe,  but  which  (he 
kept  clofe  in  her  own  Coffers. 

Had  all  thefe  Chiefs  been  ftridlly  united  to^ 
gether,  they  would  have  obtained  whatever  then 
could  wifh  for.  The  Duke  of  AUnfon  woulc 
have  had  good  part  of  the  Kingdom  for  hii 
Share  -,  the  Princes^  fuch  Governments  and  Pen- 
ii  3ns,  as  they  would  have  a^ked  for ;  and  the 
Reformed  fuch  terms  for  the  free  and  publick 
pxercife  of  their  Religion,  and  fuch  Securities  as 
they  could  defire^  and  a  folid  Peace, 

And,  in  truth,  the  King  was  not  at  all  in  a 
condition  to  refift,  or  to  refufc  any  thing  ;  Hi| 
Troops  were  but  in  a  fmall  Number,  befides  his 
own  Guards,  and  in  very  bad  condition,  being  ver^ 
ill  paid.  His  Exchequer  was  quite  exbaufted, 
and  his  way  of  living  gave  a  general  DifguQ 
of  his  Perfon,  as  well  as  of  his  Government^  tC 
^11  his  Subjefts  of  what  Rank  foever.  And  in,- 
deed,  who  fhould  believe,  that  at  this  very  tlm( 
we  are  now  fpeaking  of,  he  fpent  his  time  ja 
better  than  in  running  from  Church  to  Churd 
in  a  ridiculous  Drefs,  or  through  the  Streets  o 
Paris  with  the  Qiieen  his  Confort,  taking  al 
the  Spaniels  and  other  little  Dogs  they  couk 
finci,  or  caufing  the  Latin  Grammar  to  be  reac 
be*^^re  hiniji  and  learning  h^is  Declenfions  \  ^herc 
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H^myin.     The  Deputies  having  been  admitted  to  the 
p  ^52|'    King's  Audience,  d^Arennes  made  a  long  Speech, 
g^j^ll  tending,  as  ufual,  to  obtain  the  free  Exercife  of 
^.—y-«^  the  Reformed  Religion,  the  dae  Adminiftration 
LXXXIV  of  Juftice,  and  a  thorough  Reformation  of  the 
^pZoi    Goremmertt  in  the  Kingdom. 
ihm  offer-.    Then  iaNocIe  tendered  to  the  King  a  Petition 
ed  to  tbi  of  the  Duke  of  AlenfoUy  containing  the  fame 
^t.^^  Articles  which  had  been  propofed  laft  Year  by 
^deraUs.     ^^  Prince  of  Conde^  and  his  Confederates.     Be- 
fides  which,  the  Duke  required  a  greater  Appa- 
nage, and  for  the  Security  of  the  Countries  which 
fbould  be  allowed  to  him,  befidesthofe  he  poflef^ 
already,  twelve  Mew  Companies,  each  of  fifty  Meo 
at  Arms. 

The  Prince  Wquired,  that  the  Tythes  due  by 
the  Reformed  to  the  Priefts,  ftiould  be  employed 
for  the  Maintenance  of  their  own  Minifters  \ 
that  whatever  he  had  tranfaded  with  Prince  C^- 
Jimir  in  the*  t>ake  of  jHetiforfs  Name  fhould  be 
ratified ;  that'  he  Ihould  be  rcftored  to  his  Go- 
vernment of  Picardy  ;  that  the  Town  of  Boloign 
fhould  be  put  into  his  hands,  and  the  Lieute^ 
,  nant  thereof  be  at  his  choice  •,  that  his  Brother 
the  Marquifs  of  Conti  fliould  have  a  new  Com- 
pany of  fifty  Men  at  Arms  :  As  to  the  reft,  he 
referred  himfelf  to  the  Articles  propofed  laft 
Year. 

Prince  Cafimir  required  that  all  the  Churches 
in  France  fhould  be  free  for  the  Reformed'sUfe, 
as  well  as  for  the  Catholicks  ;  that  the  Duke  of 
'  ^leftfon  ftiould  be  declared  Lieutenant- General 
<jf  the  Kingdom  j  that  the  King  fliould  approve 
of  his  coming  with  his  Army  into  France. 

The  King  of  iViz'y^rri?  required' at  firft,  that 
he  fliould  be  at  liberty  to  retire  into  Beam  with 
his  Confort,  there  to  reftore  his  Affairs ;  that 
the  King  ftiould  ratify  the  Alliance  made  between

jhould  help  bim  tt>  recover  his  Kingdom  of  Nt^  p  '^^jSl^ 
varre  from  the  Hands  of  the  Spaniards^  who  dc-  mL^^ 
t^ned  k  unjuftty  ;   ioA  that  m  the  mean  while  <,^,*v-j 
the  Sum*  promised  to  his  Grand- father  fhould  * 40000 
be  paid  down  unto  him  with  all  the  Arrears,  to-  ^«w-o 
gether  with  the  Dowry  of  the  Queen  ^'«  Wtfe,p''^ 
and  fevcral  other  Privileges  granted  to  his  Ax^  ^^* 
eeftoia    Bat  by  the  fecond  Demfttids  he  r equiredt 
thtt  whatever  thrDuke  efAlenfm^  and  the  Con- 
federates had  done  fince  the  B^nnmg  of  this 
War,  fhottid  be  acknowledged  as  done  for  dte 
King's  Service  5  that  the  Govchime»t  of  Gm^fmt 
fhould  be  intirely  left  unto  him^  the  Lieotenant 
thereof  being  at  his  Choice  and  Nominatioh  ; 
that  none  but  himfelf  (hould  put  Garrifons  m  the 
Lordfhips   and  Places,  which  he  polleflkd  iru 
France  \    that   the  Regale  in  his  Dermiiifons 
fhould  belong  intirely  to  hmi,  as  it  had  dcme  to 
Ks  Predecelwrs  5   that  his  SubfedSt  Vaffab,  ^cl 
ihould  have  a  free  Commeree  in  France^  that  the 
King  ihould  ratify  whatever  the  late  Qtaecn  of 
Navarre  his  Mother,  and  himfelf  had  ordei-ed  at 
Rocbelle^  concerning  the  Chtirch- Lands. 
The  Count  of  Ventadour  fcnt  Kkewife  his  De* 

Eatics  to  Court,  requhing  the  King  to  grant  a 
fting  and  folid  Peace  ;  to  obtain  which,  he  de- 
fired  that  a  National  Council  Should  be  called 
to  fettle  the  Matters  concerning  Religion  ;  that 
the  States-General  fhould  be  aflemblcd  once  e- 
very  two  Years  5  that  for  avoiding  Atheifm  and 
Irrcligion,  every  Frenchman  fhould  be  obliged 
to  chufe  one  of  the  two  Religions  predominant 
in  the  Kingdom,  and  to  make  a  publick  Pro- 
fefTion  of  it ;  that  the  particular  States  of  every 
Province  fhould  be  enabled  to  receive  the  fourth 
Part  of  all  Church-Revenues,  for  the  Mainte- 
fM^ce  of  Schools  and  Hofpitals  \    that  the  Blaf- 

phemers 
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Henry IIL  phcmers  of  thq  holy  Name  of  God  ftiould  be 
p'J^fi.^^feygrely  puniihed,  without  any  Difl:in<aion   of 
g^XIIL  Perfons ;  that  the  Judges  Places  (hould  be  fold 
^■^■^-i  no  longer  ;  that  only  proper  Perfons  fit  for  that 
Office  fhould  be  invefted  with  it,  and  thofe  who, 
were  uncapable  or  unworthy  expelled  ;  that  the 
Number  of  Officers  of  Juftice  and  of  the  Crowa 
ihould  be  regulated  and  moderated  ;    and  as  to 
the  Publick  OBkes  the  Provincial  States  fhould 
be  enabled  to  name  three  for  their  Province,  one 
of  whom  the  Kirigfhguld  chufe.     Not  a  word 
for  his  own  Concerns.     What  a  generous  Soul 
was  that  Lord,  tho*  a  Roman-Catholick !    So 
was  he  much  valued  by  every  wife  and  impar- 
tial Judge,  for  his  &xx&,  Adherence  to  the  pubiicic 
Welfare  (»). 
LXXXV.^    Thefe  Demands  having  been  examined  in  the 
TheKing^s  jCing*s  Council  feveral  times,   were  anfwered  ; 
^Ji^fr.    j^^^  whereas  the  Anfwers  were   not  fatisfaftory, 
the  Efeputies,  who  had  been  received  very  kind- 
ly, were  tojd  that  the  Queen- Mother  would  re- 
pair in  a  very  fhort  time  to  the  Duke  oiAlenfon^ 
with  fixll  Powers  to  conclude  the  Treaty. 
LXXXVI.     Accordingly  the  faid  Queen  came  to  the  Army 
^Edia^^   on  the  27th  of  April,  attended  by  the  Duke  of 
feact.      Montmorancy^  and  a  Squadron,  one  may  fay,  of 
the  fineft  Ladies  of  the  Court ;  and  after  feveral 
Debates  at  lafl  they  came   to  an  Agreement  ia 
the  Abby  of  Beaulieu^  near  Loches  in  Xouraine  \ 
and  the  fifth  Edid  of  Peace  was  di:^wn  up  in 
fixty-three  Articles.     It   would  be  needlels  to 
give  it  here  in  its  full  length,  fince  it  was  no(; 
kept,  and  confequently  was  of  no  long  duration  : 
therefore  we  fhall  give  here  only   a  fhort  Ac- 
couiiit  of  it.

Ikis  Son,  for  His  good  Friends  and  faithful  Cou-^ 
fins,  and  was  perfuaded  that  whatever  they  had 
done,  had  been  done  for  the  Defence  of  his 
Kingdom :  That  likewife  he  acknowledged  that 
the  Xxvies  made  in  Switzerland  and  the  Counties 
of  Vallanpn  and  Neufchaiel  had  been  made  hj 
his  Orders  (o) :  He  foi^ave  whatever  the  Vi- 
dame  of  Cbartres^  and  Beauvais  la  Nocle^  had 
tran&Aed  in  England  with  Queen  Elizab^tb^ 
fince  his  Acceffion  to  the  Crown ;  and  for  a 
Fledge  of  his  good  Intentions,  he  gave  the  fol- 
lowing cautionary  Towns  to  the  Reformed,  viz. 
Bcaucaire  and  Aiguemortes  in  Lar^uedoc^  Peri^ 
.gnewcsaid  Mas  du  Verdun  in  Guiennc^  Nions  and 
^erres  in  Dauphinij  Iffme  in  Auvergne^  Senes  la 
^rand  Tour  in  Prca^ence^  upon  condition  that 
the  Duke  QSAlenfun^  the  King  of  Navarre^  the 
prince  of  Conde^  and  the  Marihal  Damvillej 
who  were  intruftod  with  thefe  Towns,  fhould  be 
.aflfwertble  for  thcm^    . 

.  Prince  Cajimir  negleding  npt  the  Concerns  of 
'the  Reformed  in  the  Places,  which,  as  he  pre- 
tended, belonged  to  the  £mpire,ihad  required  t^e 
free  Exercife  of  the  Reformed  Religion  for  the 
Cities  of  Melz^  Toul^  and  Verdun  5  befides  that, 
he  required  that  the  va(t  Sums,  amounting  to 
four  Millions  of  Cra]^ns,  due  to   the  Germafi

Reformed  in  the  former  Wars,  fhould  be  p^ifl  pJ/^^L. 
down.     However  ihe  was  content  with  a  Cpm-  gp^xm;. 
pany  of  an  hundred  Men  at  Arms,  the  Com-  !^/— iit 
mand  of  four  thouiancl  Reifters  maintained  ^ 
the  .  King's  Charge^  forty  thouiand  Livires  oi 
Yearly  Penfion,  two  thoufand  Clowns  for  kero- 
log  on  foot  fome  Hof  ie,  and  |ie  did  not  inuj^ 
upon  the  Article  of   the  three  Cities  above-     1 
named.  As  to  the  PaymQQt  of  the.fbar  Millions  qf 
Crowns  of  Arrear,  he  was  promiilib^  to  reoe^i^ 
two  Millions  of  Liyres  in  fix  Weeks  time,  and 
for  the  Remainder   he  fhould  have  a  fuffictfioit 
Quantity  of  Jewels  pawned  to  him :  BeAdes  thaf>  . . 
the  Duke  of  AUnfan  gave  him  Ci^^eau^Tiierfy^ 
with  all  its  Revenues  (p). 

The  Prince  of  G«if/^f^as,promifcd. the  Govern-  i'xxxvtu 
ment  of  Picardy^  the  Town  of  Peronne  for  2us  ^f^'*^'  -^ 
Refi4et|ce,  and  two  hundred  Men  '•  in  GarJlbn.  ^^^^*' 
The  Marquis  of  Conti  a  Company  of  fifty  Men 
at  Arms.     The  -Duke  oS  AUnfon'^s  Appanftge 
was  augmented  with  the  PrpyincJ^  of  Anj^^^ 
Tumrainf^  and  Berry^  the  heft  in  f'raHCf  '^  sdsd 
thence-forward  to  have  the  Title  ftf  Duke  Hi 
An  jou,  (and  fo  we  fhall  call  him  for  the  futufft^) 
Bf^fidqs  that,  the  Town  of  Cbarili  Was  granted 
to  him  for  two  Ye^rs  time,  and  an  hundred 
thoufand  Crowns  yearly  Penfion.;   and  by  a  &- 
cret  Article  it  was  ftipuiated  that  he  ihouldhave- 
.the  Nomination  to  the  Biihopricks;  Abbeys,  CAr. 
in  all  the  Provinces  of  his  Appanage. 

ThatEdidl,  which  the  Kiqg  qaTlcd  Irrevo- 
cable, was  read,  publifhed,  andregiftered  ia 
the  Parliament  of  Paris^  prefect  his  Majefty,  on 
the  14th  of  May,  with  great  outward  Rejoicing 
tho'  feveral  Placards  were  ai&ced  in  the  Streets,

When  the  EdicSk  was  regiftered,  the  two  Ar- 
mies parted  ;  that  of  Prince  Cajimir  having  per- 
formed nothing  notice* worthy,  only  the  taking 
of  St.  Vefin^  a  fmall  Town  which  was  obliged 
to  furrender  after  three  fcveral  Aflaults  :  The 
Beiiegers  made  a  great  Slaughter  of  the  Inha- 
bitants. 

A  little  before  the  Concliifion  of  the  Treaty, 
the  Rochellefe  befieged  and  took  the  Caftle  and 
Town  of  Marans,  abqut  four  Leagues  off  their 
City,  which  could  not  be  relieved  by  the  Royal 
.  Officers  la  Roche  Baritaudy  Pui  Gaillard^  and  o- 
thers(rj. 

The  German  Army  marched  into  Burgundy^ 
and  the  neighbouring  Provinces  •,  where  they 
ftayed,  till  the  Articles  agreed  with  Cajimir^  had 
been  performed.  The  Duke  went  into  Berry^ 
having  obtained  what  had  been  promifed  him. 
And  whereas  the  King  of  Navarre  had  been  the

Kcks  heavy  Complaints  againft  the  late  Peace,  ^/^,  '* 
improved  that  Opportunity  for  renewing  the^  * 
Troubles,  and  ftid  every  where  that  fuch  things 
were  not  to  Bie  borne  with ;  and  boafted  of  their 
Forces,  Friends  and  Intereft  :  They  condemned 
the  too  great  hurry  of  the  Queen,  who  out  of  a 
too  eager  Defire  of  getting  her  Son  out  of  the 
Confederates  hands,  had  made,  as  they  faid,  fuch 
a  fhanieful  and  unjuft  Peace,  whereby  the  Condi- 
tion of  the  Catholicks  was  much  worfe  than  the 
Hereticks.  The  King,  out  of  a  prepofterous 
Prudence,  connived  at  thefe  Complaints ;  he  was 
in  hopes  that  having  fever'd  his  Brother  oiAvjoii 
from  the  Confederates,  he  would  eafily  find  aa 
opportunity  for  breaking  the  Treaty  lately  con- 
cluded. Therefore  thofe  Incendiaries  thought 
that  they  ought  to  improve  thefe  favourable  Dif- 
pofitions  of  the  King,  and  having  won  the  Fa- 
vour and  Good- will  of  the  People  in  the  Cities; 
and  by  thefe  means  having  increafed  their  Au- 
thority and  Credit,  at  laft  they  concluded  a 
League  amongft  themfelvcs  (j).  Before  we 
proceed  any  farther,  let  us  Confider  this  dread- 
ful Monfter  in  his  firft  Embryo-,  who  was 
its  Father,  who  its  God-fathers,  the  Place  of  its 
Conception,  and  of  its  Birth.

-after  his  Maftcr's  Death,  brought  abng  withHcmyllL 
him  all  his  fecrct  Papers,  and  was  received  in  j,^576- 
the  Prince  of  Eboli^s  Service,  whofe  Creature  g^xilll 
he  was.  The  King  of  Spain  being  muchv 
taken  with  Love  for  the  beautiful  Princefs  of 
EboJi^  the  only  Woman  in  the  World,  of  which 
one  may  fay,  that  (he  had  loft  one  of  her  Eyes 
without  any  Prejudice  to  her  Charms,  made  ufe 
of  Antonio  Perez  tp  carry  his  Love-letters  to  this 
Prince^ ;  and  this  Gentleman  difcharged  his 
Conmiiflion  with  a  greater  Satis&ftion  than  Fi- 
delity, and  was  fo  daring  as  to  become  a  Rival 
to  a  Mafter  fo  dangerous  in  his  Refentments. 
That  could  not  be  long  a  Secret  for  Efcovedo^ 
he  upbraided  Perez  with  Infidelity  to  his  Mafter  j 
whereupon  Perez  refolved  to  difpatch  him  im*- 
mediately  out  of  the  way :  for  that  end  he  told 
his  Majefty,  that  Efcovedo  was  the  Man  who 
thwarted  him  in  his  Paffion,  and  that  he  was  an 
Accomplice  of  the  late  Don  Juan's  Plots,  who 
deferved  juftly  to  be  undone  ;  that  his  Majefty 
even  might  reap  great  Advantages  by  it,  for  the 
Lights  that  might  be  procured  by  the  Memoirs 
whereof  he  was  in  poffeflipn.  The  King  ap- 
proving Perezes  Opinio^,  gave  immediately  a 
written  Order  to  puenUSy  to  kill  Efcovedoj  which 
was  executed  •,  and  his  Papers  having  been 
feized,  his  Matter's  Treaty  with  the  Duke  of 
Guife  was  found  an\ongft  them,  with  a  Memo-» 
randum  of  the  Means  and  Friends  whereof  the 
fa^d  Duke  intended  to  make  ufe,  for  fucceedm^ 
in  bis  E)eiigns» 

A  little  after.  King  PbUip  feeing  that  France 
took  part  in  the  Affairs  of  the  LoWrCountries^ 
and  that  King  flenry  conjointly  with  Queen 
Elizabeth  undertook  the  Proteftion  of  tha^ 
Dulcby  he  fent  Mendoza  into  France  on  pre- 
tpnge  of  an  Embafly ;    b>ut  really  for  renewing 

I  3  tl\* 
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Hmryin.  the  Treaty  with  the  Duke  of  Guife.  He  woul4 
P^^^G  'have  wilhed  that  PM/j)  had  not  been  in  fuch 
owyXIH.h^^»  and  that  he  would  have  waited  till  the 
-  King's  Death,  or  the  Duke  of  Anjou*s  Depofi- 
tion ;  which  he  was  working  underhand  with  all 
the  Craft  and  Diligence  poflible,  on  pretence  of 
that  Prince's  Irreligion,  and  his  ill  Behaviour. 
But  the  King  of  Spam  was  deaf  to  all  thefe  Pro- 
poiitions  ;  and  he  let  the  Duke  know,  that  if 
he  delayed  any  longer,  he  would  reconcile  him- 
felf  widl  the  King  of  France  at  his  Coft,  and 
deliver  into  his  Hands  all  his  Treaties  with  Don 
Juatiy  and  the  Schemes  of  his  De<ign3  ;  but  if 
Ibe  would  declare  himfelf  at  prefent^  he  might 
(lepend  upon  his  Protection  and  AiTiftance,  and 
proniifed  him  a  Peniion  of  two  hundred  thou- 
&nd  livres  a  Year  :  So  was  the  Duke  wheed- 
led againft  his  Will  to  pull  ofF  the  Mask,  ibonec 
than  he  had  a.  mind.  But  this  happened  only 
after  the  Duke  of  Anjou\  Death.  We  have  beeri 
obliged  to  anticipate  a  little  upon  the  times,  to 
give  all  at  once  a  true  Notion  of  the  Beginning, 
Jlife  and  Pr6grefs  of  that  monftrous  League, 
which  dcftroyed  fo  many  Thoufands  of  People 
fcr  the  fpacc  of  twenty  Year^,  or  thereabouts, 
and  was  like  to  overthrow  the  French  Monar^^ 
j:hy(«). 

.  Now  the  Duktf  of  Guife^  well  informed  of 
the  Gatholicks  Difpofitions  and  Difcontents  on 
account  of  the'  late  Edift,  lent  his  Emiflaries 
ipvery-where  to  bjow  the  coals,  thinking  this  to 
be  a  fair  Opportunity  for  beginning  his  game. 
James  Lord  of  Humiem,  a  Man  vaftly  rich,  and 
)vho  had  the  greateft  Ihtereft  in  Picardy^  was 
governor  of  Peronne^  Roye^  and  Mondidier\  he 
bore  a  grudge  againft  the  Montmorancians^  be-

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caufe  of  a  Suit  at  Law  which  he  had  loft  agalnft  Henfylll. 
There  *9  whereby  he  had  been  deprived  of  a  large  p  '5^- 
Succeffion^  which  he  thought  to  be  devolved  tOg^xiS] 
him  by  the  Death  of  Eleonora  of  Humieres^ 
fb(^e*s  Wife,  and  of  her  only  Daughter  de- 
ceaibd  after  her ;    beiides  that,  he  was  \  a  grea( 
Enemy  to  the  Reformed.    Upon  all  thefe  ac- 
counts, he  had  adhered   to  Francis  Duke  of 
GBi/ij  Father  of  this,  who  in  order  to  indear  hini 
the  better  to  his  Houfe,  caufed  him  to  be  created 
Knight  of  the  King's  Order  in  the  femous  Pro<^ 
motion  made  by  Francis  II.  in  the  Year  1560. 
So  the  ipefent  Duke  of  Guife  queftioned  not  but 
Aat  that  Lord  was  narrowly  concerned  in  main- 
taining him&lf  at  Peronne ;    and  that  the  Obli- 
gation  he  had  to   his  Father,  joined  together 
with  his  Zeal  for  the  Catholick  Religion,  would 
eag^e  him  to  aflift  him  with  all  his  Might  in 
tke  &cecution  of  his  wicked  Designs,  and  he  was 
not  deceived  in  his  £xpe<5i:ation. 

For  d^Humieres^  who  had  almoft  at  hb  Com-» 
maad  the  Nobility  of  Picardy^  and  had  a  great 
Intereft  in  the  Towns ;  having  convened  an 
Ailembly  at  Peronne^  he  fet  forth  the  great  dan- 
ger the  Catholick  Religion  was  threatned  with, 
fliould  the  Prince  of  Conde  be  admitted  in  the 
Province,  and  propofed  to  make  a  League  where- 
by the  Nobility,  Gentry,  and  Commons,  fhould 
engage  themfelves  by  a  folemn  Oath  to  re- 
ftorc  intirely  the  Law  of  God,  to  preferve  his 
moft  holy  Worfhip,  according  to  the  Form  of 
the  Roman  Catholick  and  Apdftolick  Church, 
abjuring  and  rejeding  all  Tenets  contrary  tp  it  \ 
to  proted  King  Henry  III.  and  his  SucceiTors, 
in  the  State,  Splendor,  Authority,  Service  aild 
Obedience  due  to  his  Majefty,  as  it  (hall  be  fet- 
tled by  the  Articles  to  be  prefented  to  the  Get 
neraj  States  i  tomaint^in  the  Rights,  Privileges,

Whofoever  fhall  do  g^xiIL 
my  thing  contrary  to  this  Agreement,  fhall  be  u 
puniflied  at  the  difcretipn  of  the  Chief.  They 
adjoined  a  Form  of  an  Oath  to  be  taken  by  every 
one  entering  into  that  League,  putting  his  Handi 
upon  the  Gofpels. 

Such  were  the  Beginnings  of  that  moft  exe* 
cnible  and  deteftat^le  League,  which  under  the 
iacred  Veil  of  Relieipn  covered  the  moft  hideout 
and  abominable  Vices  of  Ambition,  Avarice, 
Lewdnefs,  Revenge,  Cruelty,  Barbarity,  and 
i^hat  not }  for  I  don't  kqow  of  any  Vice  or 
.Crime,  how  execrable  foever,  that  has  not  been 
pcrp^ted  by  thofe  HOLT  COVENANTERS^ 
l^pecially  their  Abettors  and  Inftigators,  as  we 
•ihall  fee  in  their  proper  Plaices  (x). 

Before  this,  the  Guifians  had  fent  their  Agenti 
)o  Rme^   with   Inftrudlion^,    importing,    that 
tlyx>ug^  the  Connivance  of  th^  late  Kings  of  the 
Vakfian  Hoiife  delcended   from  Hugues  Capei^ 
.the  Roman  Catholicl):  lieligion  was  fallen  into 
^K^  decay  in  Fra^ff  ;    while  the  Carlovingiau 
Sace,  f4vovire4  by  the  Bleiling  of  the  Holy  See^ 
which  had  been  fettled  and  raifed  by  Charle* 
mign  an4  ^is  SjuccefTors,  was  defpifed.     That 
fcr  the  laft  fixteen  Tears,  the  Wars  and  other 
Meai^  vuidertaken  for  the  Defence  of  the  Ca- 
)ick  Church,  had  not  at  all  fucceeded,  nor  would 
^ver  fucceed  as  long  as  the  Qapetians    fhould 
fway  the  Scepter  \  becaufe  the  Princes  of  that 
|Uce  were  ftupid,  mad,  or  Hereticks:    but  on 
.the  contrary,  thofe  of  the   Carlavingian   Race 
Were  commendable  for  their  bright  Virtues,  efpe- 
fially  for  their  Zeal  to  the  Prefervation  and 

Qreatneis, 
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BdujIIl;  Greatneft  of  the  Hcly  See^  and  always  ready  to 
■  57|*    undertake  its  Defence. 

myXUI*     Therefore  they  befought  the  Confiftory  to 
r  approve  and  countenance  their  Deftgns  to  ex- 
tirpate the  HeraticfeSy  and  firmly  to  fettle  the 
JRoman  See. 

For  wh|$h  purpo(ei  they  promifed  to  endea- 
vour to  raife  the  People   in   all  the  Cities  and 
Towns   at    their  devotion,    by   the  means  of 
jS^nks  and  other   Preachers,  to  the  end  that 
the  Hereticks  fhould  be  deprived  of  Sermons, 
Itheir  Mbtfters  being   fileneed.      They  would 
kdvife  the  King  not  to  trouble  himfel/  with  the 
C3ommot|ons,  but  to  give  charge  fecretly  to  the 
ithike  of  Guife  about  them  \    who  being  fo  au- 
thorized would  form  an   holy  League  between 
tdie  Nobility  and  others,  which  he  would  win 
very  eafily  to  the  Church's  Intereft.     That  for 
tkat  end  he  would  make  ufe  of  the  Curates  in 
|ifais  Cities  and  in  the  Country,  who  fliould  make 
^  lift  of  ail  the  Pari(hioners  able  to  bear  Arms, 
.which  they  would  iend  to  him  ;   then  he  would 
achufe  (bene  Captains,  who  (hould  give  them  no- 
*ti€c  by  their  Curates  of  what  they  were  to  do,  on 
rpiKfei»ce  of  their  own  Defence.     Mean  while  the 
'King  would  mind  the  General  States,  the  Queen 
:  k^  Mother  would  bring  back  the  Duke  his  Bro- 
jiher  ibo  Couvt,  endeavouring  to  bring  back  top 
the  King  of  ifm^rre  and  the  Prince  of  Condi ; 
and  for  eafing  them  from  ^11  Fears  and  Suipi- 
inons   the  Duke  qf   Guife  and   his  Adherents 
lyrould  abfent  themfelves  from  Court,  feigning 
■feme  Di£x>ntent,  and  the  King  coming  out  or 
J^aris  would  retire  to  a  Place  of  a  freer  Accefe, 
As  the  time  appointed  for  the  Aflembly  of  the 
General  States  ftiall  draw  near,  the  Captains  of 
the  Parilhes  would  hold  themfelves  in  readinefs, 
Vith  their  inlifte4  Men,. to  njaiich  vhere  they 

fhould 
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ihould  be  fent.  The  States  being  aflemblcd,  Hcmylir. 
would  fwear  before  beginning  their  Seffiohs,p'57^' 
every  one  of  them  from  the  Chief  to  the  laft  of  g^VyXIft! 
the  Members,  to  keep  and  obferve  whatever 
ifhould  be  decided  and  ordered  by  the  iaid  States  5 
which  ftipuld  enjoin  the  Corporations  and  Comir 
monalities  to  contribute  towards  the  neceflarv 
Expences  for  executing  their  Scheme  and  bring- 
ing it  to  an  happy  Iffue.  The  Pope  fhould  be 
required  to  authorize,  ratify,  and  approve  of  the 
Articles  and  Deciiions  of  the  faid  States,  and- to 
make  of  them  a  pragmatical  Sandion  betwedot 
Ac  Roman  See  and  France,  fuch  as  the  Concoi^ 
dates  have  been  ;  and  in  order  to  make  void  the 
ordinary  Succeffion  fettled  by  Ht^ues  Capety  and 
to  render  the  Declaration  thereof  fabjeft  to  the 
Diipofition  of  the  States,  as  it  was  in  the  form^ 
times,  it  fhould  be  enafted,  that  if  any  Prince 
of  the  Blood,  Lord,  Gentleman,  or  other,  fhould 
be  fb  daring  as  to  oppofe  the  Execution  of  what 
fhould  be  ordered  by  the  States,  the  laid  Prince 
fhould  be  immediately  declared  unable  to  (ucceed 
to  the  Crown  j  the  Lords,  Gentlemen,  or  others^ 
declared  Ignoble,  and  forfeit  their  Goods  anct 
Eflates  \  which  Forfeitures  fhal!  be  employed 
for  the  Charges  of  the  War,  and  their  Bodieisf 
expofed  to  Eteftrudion :  A  Reward  fhall  be  pub- 
)ifhed  for  him,  who  fhall  kill  thofe  that  catinot 
be  apprehended.  Furthermore  the  States  fhdl 
renew  the  Oath  of  Fidelity  to  the  Pope,  fwear- 
ing  to  live  and  die  in  the  Faith  propofed  by  the 
Council  of  Trent ;  which  fhall  be  received,  and 
fubfcribed  to  by  the  States  in  a  Body.  They 
fhall  declare,  that  what  Edidls  foever,  publiftiea 
in  the  Kingdom  for  fome  Years  paft,  contrary  to 
the  Deciiions  of  the  Councils,  are  abrogated 
as  void  and  null.  That  the  Edifts,  publifhed  by 
jthe  former- Kings  againft  Hereticksy   are  in  full

and  AfTociates ;  to  whom  a  certain  time  fliall  be 

5 ranted    for  coming  before  the   Ecclefiaftical 
udges,  there  to  make  an  humble  Confeffion  of 
their  Sins,  in  order  to  be  abfolved ;    then  fent 
'     back  to  the  King,  in  order  to  obtain  Pardon 
lor  the  Crimes  committed  againft  his  Majefty. 
And  whereas  the  Execution  of  that  Article  might 
be  ftaycd  and  delayed  by  fome  rebellious  Prin- 
tes,  the   King  ihould  be  requefted  to  appoint 
Und  conftitute  for  }iis  Lieutenant-General,  fome 
prince  who  has  the  rcquifite  Qualifications  for 
fuch  an  Office,  and  the  Duke  otCuife  (hall  be 
'.  tuuned  to  him  as  the  fitted:  Perfon.     Then  the 
.States  fliall  remonftrate  to  the  Duke  of  ^njouj 
what  great  Crime  he  has  committed,  in  forfak- 
ing  the  King  his  Brother,  and  joining  himfelf 
with  Hereticks,  declaring  himfelf  their  Chief, 
and  obliging  his  Brother  to  authorize  the  pub- 
Uck  Excrcife  of  Herefy.     And  becaufe  fuch  a 
:d:ime  is  High-Treafon  before  God^  as  well  as 
before  Man,  his  Majefty  fhajl  not  be  at  liberty 
to  forgive  it  5  but  they  will  require  the  General 
States  to  bring  the  faid  Duke  to  his  Trial  before 
Judges  appointed  by  themfelves,  after  the  moft 
holy  and  pious  Example  of  the  moft  Catholick 
King,  who  had  caufed  his  own  only  Son  to  he 
tried  by  the  Court  of  Inquijition^   and  had  exe- 
cuted the  Sentence  pafled  againft  him.     When 
fuch  a  Refolution  fhall  be  taken,  the  Troops  in* 
lifted  in  the  Parifhes,  as  above  faid,  fliall  march 
diredlly  to  execute  it,  and  arreft  the  faid  Duke 
pf  Anjou^  and  all   Princes,  Lords,  Gentlemen, 
and  others,  his  Adherents ;   and  part  of  thefe 
JFprces  (hall   fall  upon  the  Hereticjks  wherever 

thejf 
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thejr  may  be  found,  kill  them,  and  feize  upontt«"7lI^ 
their  Goods  and  Eftates,  which  fliall  be  forfeited p-A^Q^^ 
for   the  Ufe  of  the  Military  Cheft.     By  thefe  gQryXiIl^ 
means  the  Duke  of  Guifej  being  at  the  head  of' 
a  ftrotig  Army,  will  be  enabled  to  enter  into  the 
rebellious  Provinces,  which  he  will  eafily  fubduc^ 
deftroying  by  Fire   arid  Sword  whatever  fliaU 
offer  to  refift :    He  would  take  by  Famine  th* 
ftrongeft  Cities,   laying  wafte  all   the  adjacent 
Countries,  and  blocking  them  up  by  fome  fmaU 
Forts  built  upon  the  Avenues.    By  fuch  Vi6fa- 
ries  having  won  the  Hearts  and  Affeftions  of 
the  Cathohck  Nobility,  then  he  will  bring  liift 
iaid  Duke  of  Jnjou  and  his  Accomplices  to  a 
condign  Punifhment.     Finally,  by  the-Pope^ 
Advice,  and  with  his  good  Leave,  he  will  mvb 
the  King  and  the  Queen  his  Confort  (hut  rip 
clofe  in  a  Cioifttr^  as  it  was  done  with  Cbilderic^ . : 
Then  having '  jput.  the  Crown  and  Kingdbm  of 
France   into   the  Hands  of  their  law^l  Heirii^ 
who^    at  prefent  enjoy  none  other  Advantage 
but  the  Apoftolical  Blcfltng  ;  he  will  order  mat- 
ters fo  well,  that  the  Holy  See  fhall  be  fully  aiJ- 
knowledged  by  the  General  States  of  the  King- 
dom without  any  Reftridtion  or  Modification  ^ 
ever.     All  the  Privileges   and  pretended  Li- 
berties of  the  Gallican  Church,  ihall  be 
made  void.     Whereupon  the  faid  Duke  offered 
to  oblige  himfelf  in  the  moft  (blemn  manner,  ^ 
Che  Confifiory  of  Rome  (hould  think  moft  prch- 
pcr  {y).  > 

This  Scheme,  how  wicked  and  odious  foeVcir 
it  is  iriitfelf,  is  however  a  matter  of  faft  j  it 
has  not  only  been  followed  almoft  in  every 
particular  by  the  Leaguers,  but  it  wa^  fauna 
idmoft  Word  for  word  amongft  the  Papers  of  one 

David^ 
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HearyllhDaviJ  an  Attorney,  who  had  attended  the  Bi- 
j/576.^fliop  of  Paris  J  Brother  to  the  Marfhal  of  Retz 
iSyXm.^^  Rome  ;  when  at  his  Return  his  Trunk  was 
opened  and  fearched  before  feVeral  Witnefles, 
«nd.it  has  been  inferted  in  the  CoUedion  of  Me^ 
tnoirs  of  the  League  {z). 

That  dreadful  Scheme  was  received,  approved 
4Uid  countenanced  at  the  Court  of  Rome,  and  Do- 
ing more  was  wanting  but  to  find  proper  means 
)r  putting  it  in  execution  ;   and  tho'  they  were 
.obliged  from  tinie  to  time  to  make  fome  Alte- 
i^tipns  in  it  according  to  the  Circumftances,  ne- 
^vprthelefs  the  Intention,  Matter  and  Inftrument% 
Were  always  the  iaaie  ;   and  if  they  did  not  foc- 
:a»Bd  according  to  their  Wiihes,  it  was  not  for 
4my  want  of  human  Prudence,  Sagacity  or  Means» 
,but  by  a  fpecial  Providence  of  the  King  of  Kings^ 
yp^v.u**^  difappomt£th  ,tlfe  Devices  of  the  crafiy^  fo 
'  that  their  Hands  ^cmnot  perf-orm  their  Enter- 
prize. 

Before  the  u/^f/ii  had  engaged  d^Humieres  in 
.their  Intereft,  they  had  begun  the  Work  at 
Paris,  where,  at  the  inftigation  of  La  Brt^eresj  a 
Perfumer,  and  Matthias  his  Son,  Lieuten^t  to 
t^eProvcril,  many  disorderly  People,  who  had 
.wafted  their  Fortunes  by  Gfaming,  (^c.  fubfcribed 
4»  the  League,  being  very  eager  to  renew  the 
Civil  Wars,  either  for  repairing  their  Fortimes 
•or  gratifying  their  Ambition  and  unfatiable  A- 
vance.  Many  ^of  the  Jnoft  fubfbntial  Citizefiis^ 
out  of  a  blind  Zeal  againfl  the  Reformed,  and 
•not  forefeeing  the  dangerous  Confequences  of' 
iiich  an  Union,  had  likewife  fubfcribed  to  it. 
•But  whereas  they  were  obliged  to  have  every* 
^Uay  feveral  private  Meetings  together  for  that 
.{)urpofe,  bec»ife  it  was  dangerous  to  meet  afl 

at 
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ftt  once  at  the  iame  place ;    that  raifed  Sufpi^  HeiurylB. 
ctons  in  many,  that  it  was  done  without  a  law- p* 576. 
fol  Authority,  and  unknown  to  the  King  an4  *2yXIu[ 
the  firft  Magiftrate  of  the  City.   Therefore  When^  * 

fome  of  them  were  required  to  fubfcribc  the  Ar- 
ticles exhibited  unto  them,  they  aiked,  why  the 
the  firft  Prefident  de  ^ou  was  not  prefent  ?  To 
which  they  were  anfwered,  that  this  Ailair  was 
of  fuch  a  nature,  that  the  King  defired  it  (HouM 
)at  fecret  \  and  therefore  he  would  not  have  the 
firft  Prefident  prefent   at  thefe  Tranfadlions : 
That  tho'  the  firft  Prefident  himfelf  counteaanceal 
it  uiiderhandi  neverthelefs  he  had  defired  them  to 
aA  ad  if .  be  knew  nothing  of  it    WhereupcHi 
liavitfg  defired  fome  time  to  confider  of  it.  bcS- 
fi^e  they  fliould  refolve,  they  went  to  the  firft 
Prefident,  and  acquainted   him  with  what  the/ 
hbd  feen  and  been  told.     Then  they  aflced  him, 
whether  it  was  true  that  he  approved  of  thdc 
Dealings,  and  that  it  was  done  with  the  Kin^$ 
Conient  and  his  own  Knowledge,  but  that  he 
defired  to  lie  concealed  ?  At  this,  the  firft  Prefi- 
•dent  was  ftruck  with  the  Horrour  of  the  Fad ; 
and  told  them  that  he  knew  nothing  of  this,  and 
that  he  thought  that  it  was  likewife  unknown  to 
the  I^ng  :  Therefore  that  they  would  do  wifely  ta 
forb^  thofe  private  Meetings,  which  could  not 
but  give  great  ofience  to  his  Majefty,  and  aii^- 
^  only  at  the  Difturbance  of  the  puUick  Peace* 
They  having  imparted  that  Anfwer  to   their 
Friends  and  Acquaintances,  many  took  a  Difgbft 
to  thefe  Meetings ;  and  they  were  fuppreiTed,  %t 
leaft  lefs  frequent,  for  a  time.     Whereupon  the 
Ciri/!rx  refi>lv€d  to  try  whether  they  ih^uld  not 
beUer  fucceed  in  the  Provinces,  and  they  begun 
.  fey  Pic/H'dy.     A  little  time   after,  d*HumUres^% 
Example  was  followed  by  the  Lord  Lewis  of  la 
.  frifnouilUy  who  was  at  variance  with  the  Count

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tkxaflll.Qi  Jjude^  a  faithful  Servant  to  the  King;  that 
p^^^Lord  having  a  great  Intereft  in  Poitou  and  2w- 
rXIII.  T^i^^i  prevailed  with  moft  part  of  the  Cities  and 
the  Nobility  of  thefe  !Provinces  to  fubfcrrbe  th6 
League  {a).  . 

Now  (PHumieres  having;  fo  well  fuccieeded  ini 
'Picardy^  Haplincour^  a  young  Lord  of  great  In- 
tereft in  that  Countryv  was  charged  whh  engag- 
ing into  the  League  the  Inhabitants  of  Peronne^ 
with  a  foleinn  Oath  to  deny  Admittance  to  the 
Prince  of  Cond6.  The  King  was  not  very  fori^ 
at  this  Denial,  tho'  it  was  a  Breach  of  his  Au^- 
thority,  and  an  Affront  put  upon  him,  but  h^ 
thought  that  by  thefe  means  he  would  be  re"- 
leafed  from  his  Promifes  5  however,  in  order  ta 
appeafe  the  Prince,  he  gave  him  Sf.  John  of  An^ 
gely  in  Xaintangey  and  Cognac  in  Angoumois. 
XCI.  Now  the  Tidings  of  the  League  fpreading  it- 
neRefor^{^f  every  where,  the  Reformed  were  ill  oied  in 
Ired  in^  ^l  ^^^  Provinces  about  Paris  ^  Pamphlets  written  a- 
4ty  Places. '  gainft  them  were  difperfed  in  every  Place  ;  and 
whereas  they  were  allowed  by  the  late  Edift  to 
mctt  together  for  divine  Worfhip  at  Places  two 
Leagues  diftant  from  that  City,  they  were  often- 
times aflaulted  by  the  Mob  as  they  came  froth 
Church ;  and  at  laft  frightened  by  the  terrible 
Threatnings  of  their  Enemies,  they  could  nc* 
enjoy  the  Privileges  granted  them. 

At  Rouen^  the  King  prefent,  Cardinal  of  BoUf'- 
hoHy  Archbiftiop  of  the  City,  came  into  the  Puf- 
pit,  being  attended  by  fome  Bifhops,  and  (poke 
to  the  People  there  affembled  to  hear  a  Sermon  5 
he  exhorted  them  to  receive  him  as  their  true  and 
lawful  Paftor,  otherwife  they  would  find  at  their 
own  cofts  how  dangerous  it  was  to  adhere  to 
Sedtaries,  and  forfake  the  ]R.oman  Catholick 
Church, 

The 
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The  KlKop  of  Paris ^  Peter  of  Condi's  Embafly  Hchrrlir.' 
to  Rome^  was  llkewife  very  iJl  relilhcd  by  thCpA^?^-  ^ 
Reformed.     He  was  fent  thither  to  obtain  leave  g^XIIL 
of   the  Pope  for     mortgaging    fifty  thoufand  ^-^v^ 
Crowns    of  the   Church-Rents,  in   the  King's 
Name.     For  they  faid.  To*  what  purpofe  fiich 
an  Alienation  ?  Or  how  the  Pope  would  confent 
to  it,  if  it  was  not  upon  Condition  and  Promife 
that  that  Money  fhoijld  be  laid  out  for  difcharg- 
ing  the  Expences  of  the  War,  to  be  carried  on 
againft  us(^)  ?  Befides  ^hicbj  tbefelret  Commiffion 
of  that  Embaffador  wasfoon  difcovered,  as  above -^ 
faid. 

Now  the  Reformed  being  forewarned  by  all    XCII; 
thefe  Steps,  they  betook  themfelves  to  look  moxt  King  of 
narrowly  into  their  Aflrairs  ;    and  the  King  ^^^^^^^^ 
Navarre^  who  had  of  late  made  a  publick  Re- 
cantation at  Niort^  protefting   that  whatever  he 
had  done  at  Paris  at   the  time  of  the  M^flacre, 
he  had  done  it  out  of  Fear  and  through  Con- 
ftraint,  and  againft  the  Conviftion  of  his  -own 
Confcience,  refolved  to  go  to  Rocbelle^  having  He  comet 
(Qnt  &r&  Fervaques  to  Court  to  bring  h^ick  his  *oRocheIUl 
own  Sifter  Catheriney  which   he  had  left  behind 
him  ;  whereto   the  King  having  confented,  fhe 
came,  and   met  her  Royal  Brother  in  PoiSou. 
Then  he  fet  out,  and  after  many  Debates  at  Ro^ 
cbelle^  and  with  great  ado,   he  was  admitted  into 
the  City,  on  the  28th  of  June,  with  His  Sifter^ 
attended  only  by  fifty  Horfe  j  and  was  received 
outwardly  with  great  Honours,  tho'  the  Rochel- 
lefe  entertained  ftill  groat  Sufpicions  againft  him. 
Fervaques,  who  attended  the  King,  was  refufed 
Admittance,  being  fufpeded  of  having  been  one 
of  the  Butchers  of  Paris  on  Bartholomew's  Day, 
which  Affront  he  highly  refented  ;    and  a  little 
time  after  he  laid  down  his  Office  in   the  faid

Services  to  the  RocbeUefe^  in  the  moft  obliging 
manner  ;  having  ftayed  in  the  City  for  nine  or 
ten  Days,  he  went  to  St.  John  of  Angely^  and 
•  from  thence  to  Cognac. 
XCIV.       The  jyuk-z  of  Anjou  wrote  likewife  to  the  Ro-' 
"^'jh^m    ^^^M''^  and  to  fhew  them  his  GREAT AFFEC^ 
ZoritiTto  5f*/0iNr  and  how  freely  he  intended  to  deal  with 
JRochelle.   them,  he'  defired  them  to  fend  him  the  Cannons 
they  had  taken  lately  at  Marans  to  put  them  in 
his  Caftle  of  Angers^  and  to  lend  him  a  certain 
Sum  of  Money.     But  the  Rochellefe  excufed 
themfelves  from  either,  and  let  his  Royal  High- 
nefs  know,   that  as  to  the  Cannons,   they  had 
bought  them  at  fuch  a  Rate ;  and  as  to  the  Mo- 
ney, their  Mifery  was  fuch  that  they  could  fparc 
none.

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Some  time  after  la  Boiffiere^  Brother  to  de  Hcnrylir. 
Briilbn^  mentioned  before  in  the  Year  1574,  .,^57^. 
flattering  himfelf  that  being  born  at  Fontenai  in  g^xril" 
the  Neighbourhood  of  Rochelle,  he  was  neither  ^^^'^Ji 
unknown  to,  or  hated  by  the  Inhabitants,  came    Xcy. 
into 'that  City.     He  made  the  Queen- Mother  to^^^^^^ 
hope,  that  having  fown  Jealoufies  amongft  th^toRnhiAt. 
Citizens,  he  would  improve  that  Opportunity 
for  embroiling  ;  but  the  Magiftrates,  miftrufting 
that  crafty  Man's  Vanity,  fruftrated   his  Expec- 
tations.    However,  that  he  might  boaff  that  he 
had  done  fomething,  he  obtained  Leave  to  have 
the  Exercife  of  the  Roman  Religion  reftored ; 
which  had  been  intermitted  fince  the  laft  Siege, 
and  by  the  Mayor's  Authority,  he  caufed  Mafs 
to  be  (aid  in  a  Church  which  ferved  for  a  Cafting- 
Houfe  for  Cannons ;  but  very  few  befides  him- 
felf and   Servants  attended  it.     This  happened 
on  the  1 6th  of  September  (c).

Ying  him  off  with  fair  Words  -,  and  that  he  would  J^^^^^"*^** 
be  deprived  too  of  the  Government  of  5/.  John 
ifAngely^  by  the  fame  means  as  he  had  been  of 
the  'n)Wn  of  Peronne^  viz.  by  the  Faftion  of  the 
Inhiabitants ;  and  it  was  rumoured  thu  Biron  was 
to  come  very  foon,  under  pretence  of  making  up 
the  Differences,  but  indeed  for  ftrengthening  the 
Efidion  by  his  Prefence.

Months  before,  of  the  Non-pay- 
ment of  the  Sums  due  to  him,  fe?^.  Then  he  fets 
forth  in  full  length  the  many  Grievances  of  the 
Reformed,   who   could   not  enjoy  the  Benefit 
granted  them  by  the  late  Edift  ;  being  deprived 
in  many  Places  of  the  Liberty   of  meeting  to- 
gether for  divine  Worfhip,  and  in  other  Places 
fuch  as  Lyonsy  Gien^  Havre  de  Grace,  Rouen^ 
MelZy  Paris,  &c.  being  aflaulted  by  the  Mob, 
countenanced  by  the  Governors,  and  other  Ma- 
giftrates:  That  the  Preachers   were  continually 
bawling  from  the  Pulpits,  and  exafperating  the 
People  againft  them  ;  that  they  were  bragging, 
that  the  Peace  would  not  laft  long  :    That  Jug- 
glers were  not  wanting,  running  from  place  to 
'  place,  who  faid,  that  Don  Juan  of  Aiijiria  would 
extirpate,  very  foon,  all  Hereticks  in  France.

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That  the  Edift  was  made  void,  by   new  and  Henryllf. 
cavillatorious  Interpretations :  That  in  Normandy^  pJJ^q^^ 
the  Englijh  were  deprived  of  the  Liberty  of  Re-  goryXlllj 
ligion  :  That  Judges  of  the  Reformed  Reh'gion  ^--*^r'»w^ 
had  not  been  fettled  as  yet  in  the  Parliaments  of 
the  Kingdom,  as  it  had  been  enafted  i  That  the 
Chancellor  had  refufed  to  admit  feveral  in  their 
Offices,  on  account  of  their  Religion  \   and  fe- 
veral other  like  Complaints  were  exhibited  by  the 
Deputy  of  the  faid  Prince  to  the  King,  requiring 
in  his  Name  a  fpeedy  Redrefs  of  them  all. 

The  King  anlwered,  that  he  was  vexed  to  the    XCIX. 
heart  that  his  Edid  was  not  executed  as   yet,  ^'VJ^)^^'* 
thro*  the  Heats  and  Animofities  of  the  Parties  ;  ^' 

hut  that  he  would  take  care,  that  his  Reformed 
Subjeds,  as  well  as  himfelf,  Ihould  receive  a  due 
Satisfaftion  upon  the  Articles  agreed  with  them. 
And  indeed,*  a%  it  was  the  King's  Intereft  not  to 
keep  any  longer  fuch  a  Gueft  in  his  own  Domi-"^ 
nions,  left  he  fliould  join  again  his  Forces  with 
the  Reformed,  he  dilpatched  Pompone  de  BeU 
lievre  with  a  Sum  of  Money,  and  many  Jewels 
of  great  Value,  and  Hoftages  to  engage  the  Prince 
to  march  out  of  the  Kingdom  with  his  Army ; 
which  he  executed  at  laft,  and  Cafimir  brought 
him  as  in  Triumph  to  Heidelberg  ( d).     At  the 
lame  time  Pibrac  was  fent  to  the  Duke  of'L^r- 
rain^  to  defire  him  in  the  King'^  and  the  Duke 
oi  Anjou^^  Name,  that  befides  the  Sureties  hia 
Majefty  was  to  give  to  the  Germans,  he  would 
be  pleafed  to  enter  himfelfa  Surety  for  the  Pay- 
ment of  five  thoufand  Crowns  of  Penfion  pro-? 
mifed  to  Cafimir^  and  take  care  that  the  Money 
fliould  be  pundually  paid  at  Francfort  Fairs.

The 
King  anfwered  very  kindly  to  all  thefe  DemandSi 
and  fent  back  Monlagut  loaded  with  many  fine 
Promifes  to  the  Prince  on  the  2€th  of  Sep- 
tember.

7he  King  of  ^^e  Queen-Mother,  that  flie  would  coYne  verj 
%arride-  ^^^^  ^"^^  Guicntie  to  Confer  with  him,  and  brin§ 
fiied  at     Margaret  his  Con  fort  with  her,  advanced  a3  fara: 
Bourdeaux  Mo^f err  and, not  far  froxnBcurdeatix,  to  try  whethc 
the  Parliament  and  the  Con/iils  of  the  City  woulc 
admit  him  in  it ;  but  he  mifled  his  aim,  9X\d  h 
order  to  prevent  a  Tumult,  he  thought  propc 
to  retire  to  Agen^  diflembliug  the  AiFront  he  ha< 
received.     The  Prince  had  received  an  AflFror 
like  this  fome  time  before,  as   he    came  froi 
-        Nerac  into  Xaintonge  ;   and  had  likewife  diften 
bled  it.     But  henceforward  that  Prince  refolvc 
to  provide  for  his  own  Safety  ;  and  whereas  1 
thought  himfelf  not   fafe  enough  at  Cognac^    < 
St^John  of  Angely,  becaufe  they  are  fituated 
the  middle  of  the  Lands,  he  undertook  to  mal 
CII.     himfelf  Mafter  of  Brouage,   a  Sea-Port  moft  r 
^^Pr/W^r  no wned  for  its  Salt-}:)ans. 
^^fton  ^of      F^a"cis  de  Mirambeau  was  Lord  of  that  Plac 
Blouage.    James  his  Father,  for  ieveral  good  Reafons,  b^ 
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caufed  it  thirty  Years  ^o  to  be  flirrounded  with  Henryllt. 
a  ftrong  W^ll,  and  had  named  it  James-Town  :  ©^'q' 
JMany  had  oSered  him  and  his  Son  to  buy  itg^xin! 
from  them,  but  till  then  he  had  excufed  himfelf ;  Uf^-y-««J 
^nd  Francis  had  of  late  received  Orders  from 
the  King,  by  LanfaCy  either  to  keep  it  himfelf, 
or  if  he  had  a  mind  to  diipofe  of  it,  not  to  do  it 
without  giving  him  notice  of  it.    Now  the  Prince 
of   Condi   underft^ding    that  Mirambeau  ^aa 
ready  to  fet  out  for  Blots ^  where  ^e  States  were; 
to  be  held  by  the  middle  of  November ;  and  that 
the  great  £:!cpences  he  had  been  at  for  putting 
that  Place  in  good  Repair,  \vould  oblige  him  to 
(ell  or  mortgage  it ;  he  fent  for  him,  and  partly  by 
Xhreats  and  partly  by  fair  Words,  he  obliged  him 
to  yield,  it  to  him  for  three  Months.     This  wa^ 
tranfadted  on  the  i  ith  of  November ; .  at  the  end 
of  which  time  the  Frince  was  obliged  to  reftoVe 
to  him  the  Place,  with  the  Cannon   and  all  the 
Ammunition.

Such  were  thp  Terms  whereto 
Mirambeau  confented,  not  fo  much  out  of  his 
Qwn  free  Will,    as  out  of  Fear  and  Neceffity  ; 
for  he  knew  that  the  Rocbellefey  and  thofe  or 
Marans^  had  fent  Troops  clandeftinely,  which^ 
by  the  Connivance  of  the  Inhabitants  with  the 
I^npe  o^f  Condi^  had  been  admitted  into  Brouage  i 
fo»  had  he  refufed  to  fubftribe  to  thefe  Terms, 
he  was  in  danger  of  being  fhamefuUy  deprive^ 
of  that  Place.     For  which  caufe  he  bore  hence- 
forward a  grudge  to  the  Rochelle/Cy  and  thofe 
oi  Marans. 

The  Prince,  being  in  pofleffion  of  Brouage^    CIII. 
had  a  mind  to  take  a  turn  to  fiocbelle  ;   but  the  ^^^'"'•^^ 
M[ayor  and  his  Council  wrote  to  his  Highn^fe,^^^.^'^/^ 
^efiring  tp  be  excufed  from  admitting  him,  ^--.mUudiiUii, 

K  4  ledgingi^^^^ 
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Hcnrylll.  Jcdging  the  prefcnt  Poflnre  of  Affairs,  that  every 
^5^-    one  expected  the  Confirmation  of  Peace  by  the 
g^XIlf  Stateis  General,  therefore  they  durft  not  do  any 
Wii  ^m»,mt  thing  that  might  create  Jealoufies.     Thefe  things 
they  faid  in  publick ;  but  the  truth  of  the  mat- 
ter was,  that  the  Mayor  and  his  Party  repented 
heartily,  for  having  helped  the  Prince  •  to  the 
Pofleffion  of  Brouage ;    and   were  afraid,  left  he 
•  (hould  be  thereby  encouraged  to  attempt  things 
of    greater  moment,   even  againft  themfelves. 
He  refented  highly  that  Affront,  and  upbraided 
them  with  Ingratitude  \    having  no  Regard  for 
the  Prince  his  Father's  Memory,  who  loft  his

to  make  no  Alteration  in  their  Privileges,  one  of 
the  principal  of  which  was,  to  have  no  Governor. 
In  purfuance  whereof,  Odet  de  Nort  and  Peter 
Bobineati  were  deputed  to  his  Highnefs,  to  make 
excufe   for  whatever  was  paft  ;    and  to   in  treat 
him  to   come  into  the  City  with  his  Houfhold 
only,  and  the  fmalleft  Attendance  poffible.  Accor- 
;  dingly  he  with  Montgommery^  Mouy^  Montagut^ 
and  a  few  others,  failed  from  Brouage^  arid  with 
a  frelh  Gale  he  arrived  in  fix  Hours  at  Rochelle  ; 
being  not  expefted  fo  foon,  he  was  received  in  a 
grea,t  hurry,  the  Captains  running  to  the  Port, 
while  the  Mayor  attended  by  the  Officers  of  the 
Corporation  met  him  in  the  Streets. 
His  Speech      I'he  i\^y.t  Day,  the  Council  being  affembled, 
and  Com-  ^g  made  a  very  fine  Speech  unto  them,  and   let 
^heCwncU,^'^^^  know,  that  tho*  he  was  willing  to  forgive 

iutireiy 
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Sntirely  the  late  AfFront  they  had  put  upon  him^  Henry IIL 
neverthelefs  he  dcfired  them  for  his  own  Satif^  pl^Om. 
faftion  to  declare  plainly  what  Reafons  they  h^  g^xill. 
had  for  being  fo  rude  with  him.  To  which  the? 
Mayor,  after  many  ref)eated  Affurances  of  Re-*- 
fpe<5t  and  Duty  to  his  Highnefs,  told  him,  that 
he  had  been  hirpfelf  for  what  had  been  done,  be- 
cause they  had  been  forewarned  by  their  Corre- 
spondents of  Poitiers y  Niort^  Pontenai^  and  other 
Flaces  of  Lower  Poitou^  that  if  the  Prince  was  ad'r 
mitted  the  CathoHck  Leaguers  would  take  this 
opportunity  for  renewing  Hoftilities,  being  much 
exafperated  at  his  Highnefs's  late  Tranfaftion 
with  Mirambeau  for  Brouage  ;  and  that  they  had 
been  put  into  fuch  a  miferable  Condition  by  the 
late  Wars,  that  the  very  Name  of  War  was 
dreadful  to  them ;  therefore  he  humbly  deiired 
fais  Highnefs  to  forgive  whatever  waS  p^ft,  and 
to  receive  him  into  his  Favour. 

Then  the  Prince  afked  again,   whether  the 

Letters  he  had  received  of  the  Mayor  had  been 

iBvritten  with   the  Citizens  Confent  ?    Being  an- 

fwered  in  the  Negative,  he  replied,  that  he  was. 

very  glad  that  fuch  things  had  been  done  only 

by  four  or  five  Confpirators,  whereof  God  would 

be  the  Avenger.     Whereto  he  added,   that  he 

was  come  amongft  them,  to  confult  about  their 

pwn  Safety  ;  and  that  there  were  three  Things 

which  deferred  their  mature  Confideration,  firft 

the  Dwke  of  Anjoifs  Reunion   with  the  Courts 

then  the  Queen- Mother's  Journey  into  Guienne^ 

and  laftly  the  League  of  the  Catholicks,  who. 

were  making  great  Preparations  for  War  in  fe- 

veral  Places,  and  held  fecret  Aflemblies  for  di* 

fturbing   the  publick  Tranquillity.     That  as  to 

the  two  firft  Points>  his  Opinion   was,    to  fend

Retired  jto  JSagnols^  he  wrote  to  his  Brother  Dam- 
vilkj  whatever  had  happened  at  the  Bridge  tf 
Holy  Gbofi.    That  Marihal's  Lady  was  at  this 
tiQie  at  Court,  where  ihe  was  much  cajoled  by . 
Jjie  QueeurMother ;  ihe  wrote  every  Day  to  her 
Husband,  and  her  Letters  were  always  full  qf 
ExpreffioDS  of  the  King's  Good-will   towards 
him,  whereof  he  was  to'feel  the  EiFe6ls  as  foon 
.as  fhe  ihould  be  come  back  into  Languedoc ;  and 
;ndeed  till  now  he  had  been  deceived  by  thefe 
Letters,  but  being  amazed  at  Ijuynefs  bold  Be^ 
haviour,   he  altered  his  mind,  judging  rightly, 
Jbat  if  it  had  not  been  for  the  Court's  fecret  Or- 
ders, he  would  never  have  been  {o  daring  as  to 
attempt  any  fuch   things   of   his  own   accord. 
Therefore  he  wrote  immediately  to  the  King 
pf  Navarre y  to  acquaint  him  with  the  Faifl,  and 

to 
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Hcnrylll.  to  defire  him  to  join  his  Endeavours  with  his 
'57^  own,  to  obtain  from  Court  a  reafonable  Satif- 
^^j^jjf^faftion  and  Liberty  of  punifhing  exemplaiiljr 
Luynes^  and  his  Adherents ;  but  he  perfcver^ 
not  long  in  that  Humour,  being  foon  appeafcd 
by  his  Lady's  Letters,  whereby  (he  excufed  the 
Faft,  and  renewed  the  King's  fair  Promifes.  Sd 
that  a  little  time  after,  fearing  left  his  laft  Letters 
to  the  King  of  Navarre  fhould  occafion  fome 
Difturbance  in  Guienne^  he  wrote  again  to  him, 
and  told  him,  that  every  thing  was  now  paci- 
fied in  Languedoc  y  and  that  it  was  'not  worth 
the  while  to  cart-y  things  any  further,  for  the 
temerity  of  fuch  a  Man  as  di  Luynes.  But- it 
was  too  hte ;  for  the  Rumour  of  that  Event 
having  been  fpread  in  Xaintonge  and  Poit(M^ 
both  Parties  took  up  their  Arms :  Pons^  Roj' 
ans^  Jifferpin^  ^almond^  Marans^  aild  fome  othersi 
were  feized  and  garifoned  by  the  Reformed^ 
The  Catholicks  on  their  fide  were  not  idle, 
Landereau  and  others  feized  upqn  Montagut% 
Tilmoni  upon  Jouare^  &c.  (/) 
CV.  The  King  of  Navarre  acquainted  the  Prince 

^i^g  c/  ^  of  Conde  with  the  laft  Letters  of  DamviHe,  dc- 
^^Jf^^^ '  firing  him  to  reftore   everything,  as  muchai 
meftt  on     poflible,  in  the  fame  Condition  they  were  in  be-. 
t^is  occa-   fore  the  firft  Letters ;  whereto  the  Prince  cpm- 
/toM,         plied,  as  much  as  he  *could ;   whereof  he  fent 
Notice  to  Court  by  la  Popeliniere^  who  fet  out 
for  that  Purpofe  on  the  27th  of  January,  I577> 
and  was  gracioufly  received. 

On  the  2ift  of  December  the  King  of  iVi- 
varre  direcfted  circular  Letters  to  the  Nobility  01 
his  own  Government  of  Guienne^  to  acquaint 
them  of  the  fad  Condition  they  were  in  through 
the  Wickednefs  of  their  Enemies,  and  exhorting 
them  to  perform  their  Duties  on  this  Occafio» ' 

thai 
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tbat  Letter  deferves,  for  feveral  Rcafons,  to  be  HcmyllL 
Jtidten  notice  of;  therefore  I  have  tranfcribed  ^^  p^^^^ 
here  Word  for  Word.  '  g^XIll. 

Gentlemen, 

Since  it  has  pleafed  God,   after  (b  many  His  Utter 
.Calamities,  Confufions  and  Devaftations, '*'. '.^^  ^•^ 
occafioned  by  the  Civil  Wars  in  this  Kingdom,  Qj^f^^ 
to  move   his  Majefty  my  Sovereign  Lord^s 
Heart  with  Compaflion  for  fo  long  and  con- 
tinual Miferies,  and  incline  him  to  publifh  his 
late  Edift  of  Peace,  every  one  may  have  feen 
plainly  that  my  Adlions  and  whole  Comport- 
ment aimed  at  nothing  elfe  but  to  have  the 
laid  Edid  fettled  and  executed   in  my  own 
Government,  to  oblige  the  Nobility,  and  the 
Cities  through  which  I  have  pafled,  to  promife 
publickly  to  obferve  and  keep  it,    to  treat 
qually   all  his  Majefty's  Subjects,  either  Ca- 
tholicks  or  Reformed,  and  adminifter  Juftice 
unto  them,  without  any  Partiality  5  in  a  word, 
to  make  them  enjoy  the  Benefits  of  the  Peace, 
fofar,  that  I  have  obliged  fome  of  the  Re- 
fonnai  to  reftore  to   the  Catholicks  certain 
Houfes  and  Places  which  were  ftill  in   their 
pofleflion,  tho'  fome  of  them  (Catholicks)  de- 
tuned ftill  my  own.     This  I  have  done,  in 
order  to   fet   an    Example  to    others    of  a 
fincere  and  thorough  Reunion  amongft  our- 
felves,   whereto    a    general    Difpofition  was 
perceived   in    this    Country,    till    the   Lord 
Admiral,  {the  Count  of  Villars)  mcenfed  with 
Hatred  and  Paffion,    and  charged  with  In- 
ftruftions  from  thofe  who  think  not  themfelves   • 
able  to  compafs  their  Ends  better  than  by  the 
Continuation  and  renewing  of.  Troubles  and 
Confufions,  and  by   kindling  again   the  Civil 
Wars,  isconie'on  purpofe  to   fow  Divifipns

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and  to  create  Jealoufies  amongft  us.  He,  A 
his  coming,  having  Q>rrefpbfldence  with  fiyi 
or  fix  turbulent  Spirits  of  Bourdeawij  the  chief 
City  of  my  Government^  has  been  the  Advifci 
and  Author  of  their  conftanc  keeping  a  Guard 
much  ftronger  than  in  time  of  War,  and  (A 
their  denying  me  Admittance,  when  I  pafled 
hard  by,  on  my  Way  to  Cognacj  to  meet 
the  Queen  Mother,  becaufe  they  had  been 
given  to  linderftand,  that  I  intended  to  feizii 
upon  their  City  ;  which  is  utterly  falfe,  and 
an  impudent  Calumny  and  Impoiition:  tit 
if  I  ever  had  fuch  a  Defign,  I  could  not  defire 
a  better  Opportunity  for  executing  it,  than 
when  I  was  invited  by  the  Deputies  of  the 
Parliament,  and  of  the  Corporation^  to  coifie 
into  it ;  which  I  delayed  to  do,  feeing  thqf 
had  chearfiilly  received  and  accepted  the  Edift 
of  Peace,  whereby  I  thought  that  my  Prefcncc 
was  not  requifite  for  that  Purpofe.  Bcfidd 
which,  being  attended,  at  the  very  time  df 
their  Denial,  by  the  Marfhal,  and  Lords  6l 
MontluCj  Biron^  de  Lauzun^  de  Gondriny  ii 
St.  Ormis^  and  feveral  other  Catholick  UwA 
and  Gentlemen,  and  the  Admiral  himfelf,  iku 
likely  that  I  would  or  could  attempt  any  focp 
thing,  or  that  the  above-faid  Lords  wotjl8 
have  lent  me  a  helping  hand  for  the  Exciu- 
tion?  But  it  is  more  credible  and  ccrtaini 
that  tho(e  Calumniators  have  no  (uch  Zeal 
and  AfFeAion  for  the  King  my  Lord's  Servift 
the  Prefenration  of  his  Royal  Authority,  thi 
Stability  of  his  Crown,  as  I  have,  who  ad 
more  concerned  in  thefe  things  than  they 
Since  that,  the  faid  Admiral,  not  content  with 
thefe  firft  Broils,  has  fent  Notice  to  feveral  ol 
the  Catholick  Nobility  in  this  Country,  ti 
keep  themfelves  in  Readtnefs,  with  their  Arxii 
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and  Horfe.  And,  on  the  other  hand,  the  Hcmylit. 
Town  of  Holy  Ghoft  has  been  lately  feiioi,  p  '57$- 
with  the  Lord  of  thori^  and  the  Gentlemen  g^xiS^ 
of  his  Retinue,  by  Captain  de  Luynes.  Which 
had  obliged  me,  to  my  great  Grief,  and  a- 
gainft  my  firft  Refolution,  to  alter  my  Mca- 
fures,  and  to  provide  in  this  City  {Agen)  for 
the  Safety  of  my  own  Perfon,  left  I  ftiould  be 
cxpofed  to  the  fame  Danger.  And  whereas. 
Gentlemen^  thefe  Things  might  be  confidered 
as  the  Beginnings  and  Fore-runners  of  fome 
Alteration  in  the  publick  Peace,  and  that  we 
have  too  often  tried,  at  our  own  Cofts,  that 
all  our  Wars  and  Divifions  have  fervid  only 
to  reduce  us  oftentimes  to  this  fad  Extremity 
of  feeing  the  whole  Kingdom  brought  to  the 
Brink  of  its  utter  Ruin :  Do  we  but  begin 
again,  we  muft  expecft  nothing  lefs  than  to  fee 
an  inextinguiftiable  Fire,  and  an  irreconcilable 
War  kindled  again  all  over  France^  and  con- 
fequently  an  unavoidable  Ruin.  It  is  time  to 
open  our  Eyes,  and  ^ot  let  ourfelves  be  de- 
ceived by  the  ufual  Artifices ;  it  is  time  to 
'fcrefee  the  dreadful  Hurricane  which  already 
threatens  us,  and  to  prevent  it  by  all  honeft 
and  lawful  Means,  as  it  will  be  eafy  for  us, 
were  we  but  willing  and  well  intentioned : 
For  fince  the  King  my  Lord  hath  fufficiently 
declared,  that  he  defires  the  Obfervatioh  of 
his  Edift,  which  is  a  Law  of  Union  folemnly 
made  upon  the  publick  Faith  and  Authority, 
and  that  his  Intention  is,  that  every  one 
(hould  live  in  Peace  and  Trarfcjuillity,  it  is 
rcquifite  that  you  all  of  the  Nobility,  Gentry, 
Clergy,  and  Commoners,  fhould  come  to  an 
Agreement  to  have  his  Majefty  obeyed,  and 
to  fee  that  his  Intention  artd  Declaration  fhould 
be  followed  and  executed.    And  whereas  the 
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People's  Prcfcrvatbn,  Quiet  and  Safety,  is 
the  moft  juft  and  equitable  of  all  Laws  ap-» 
proved  by  God  and  Men^  we  muft  employ 
ourfelves  with  all  our  Might  to  fo  ufefiil  and 
neceflary  a  Work,  oppofc  ourfelves  to  whatever 
might  be  contrary  to  the  I^ubliclf:  Peace,  and 
redft  unanimouily  all  thofe  who  ihall  en» 
deavour  to  create  Jealoufies  and  Miftrufts  a- 
mongft  ourfelves,  without  letting  ourfelves 
be  prepoffeflcd  by  a  falfe  Shew  and  Pretence 
of  Religion/  of  the  King's  Service,  of  the 
Publick  Good,  wherewith  they  have  covered 
too  often  their  wicked  Defigns  :  for  Religion 
is  implanted  in  Mens  Hearts  by  the  Strength 
of  Argument,  by  Perfuafion,  and  is  confirmed 
by  good  Examples  of  a  fober  Life,  not  by  the 
Sword,  nor  by  Force  of  Arms.  We  are  French- 
men all  of  us,  all  Country-men  5  therefore  we 
muft  agree  together  in  a  friendly  way,  and  not 
by  Rigour  and  Cruelty,  which  ferve  but  to  exas- 
perate Men.  As  to  the  Service  to  the  King  my 
Lord,  we  cannot  do  any  thing  better  nor  mor^ 
feafonable  at  thb  Time,  than  by  fettling  ia 
his  own  Kingdom  a  folid  and  lafting  Peace, 
and  reuniting  together  the  Hearts  and  Wills 
of  his  Subjefts;  by  which  means  the  full 
Obedience  due  unto  him  fhall  be  p^d ;  which 
Obedience  is  the  Glory  of  hi^  Crown,  where- 
by he  (hall  be  refpeded  by  us  all,  efteemed  by 
his  Allies  and  Friends,  and  dreaded  by  his 
Enemies.  Every  one  might  have  feen  that 
the  greateft  Efforts  made  till  now  by  the 
Civil  Wars,  and  with  fuch  exceffive  Expences^ 
that  the  King's  Exchequer  is  quite  exhaufted, 
and  the  Kingdom  reduced  to  the  utmoft  Po- 
verty, together  with  all  the  Means  lawful  and 
unlawful  put  in  ufe  for  extirpating  the  Re- 
*  formed,   have  had  no   other  EflFe<a  but  of

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drowning  the  Kingdom  in  its  own  Blood,  of  HcnryllL 
filling  it  with  Fire,  Cruelties,  and  Inju^M,  pJ/ q^^, 
of  expofing  the  King's  Subjefts  to  be  a'trey  g^xilL 
to  the  Liccntioufnefs  of  Thieves  and  Robbers, ' 
and  of  kindling  more  and  more  the  Wrath 'of 
Almighty  God  againft  us ;   and   f he  wHcft 
fort  of  Men  do  acknowledge  at  this  day;  that 
they  (the  Reformed)  cannot  be  ruined  but  by 
the  total  Ruin  of  the  whole  Kingdom.     As  tp 
th^  Publick  Good,  after  fo  many  Ruins  and 
Devaftations,  it  cannot  be  procured,-  according 
to  the  wifeft,  but  by  a  long  and  lading  Peace, 
which  only  can  reftote  the  Kingdom  to  its' 
ancient   Luftre  and   Splendor,    Wealth  and 
Profperity,  (^c.

This  Letter  had   its  defired  EfFedt     Th^t 

Prince,  by  his  whole  Deportment,  had  fo  fer 
g^ned  the  Nobility  and  the  i*eople*s  AfFeftiorts, 
that  every  one  ftroVe  to  obey  his  Orders, ''attd 
deenied  thcmfelves  happy  under  his  Govern- 
inent.  And  indeed  his  Equity  and  Impartiality 
went  fo  far,  that  he  altered  many  Things  in  his 
own  Dominions  of  6earn  and  Low  Navarre^  in 
the  Catholicks  behalf,  which  had  been  ordered 
other  wife  by  Queen  Jane  his  Mother. 

I  (hall  mention  here  a  remarkable  Thing  which

way,  was  done  clandeftinely  through  the  Wicked-' 
nefs  of  fome  Magiftrates  -,    fummoning  only  at 
the  Prones  or  Mafles  thofe  of  the  Catholick  Re- 
ligion, knowing  very   well  that  the  Reformed 
were  not  prefent  in  thofe  Places  :  They  were  not 
only  not  fummoned  as  they  ought  to  have  been, 
fince  they  were  Members  of  the  Society,  and' 
moft  concerned  in  whatever  was  to  be  refolved 
in  the  General  States,  but  they  were  roughly  de- 
nied Admittance   in  thefe  private  States  when- 
ever they  offered  to  come  in. 

2°.  The  three  Orders  were  aflembled  at  the 
fame  place,  whereas  in  the  former  times  each 
Order,  Nobility,  Clergy  and  Commons,  had  its 
feparate  PJace,  where  they  met  together  to  con-

Tho*  at  ftrft  the  States  Intentions  feemcd  to 
agree  with  the  King's,  neverthelefs  they  were 
very  diflferent ;  moft  of  the  Deputies  had  fub- 
fcribed  the  League^  and  confequently  afted  by 
the  Duke  of  Guife*s  Counfcl  or  Orders,  who  be-  ' 
ing  abfent  had  fent  in  hi^  ilead  the  Duke  of 
Mjyf9iHe^  Peter  d\Efpinac  Archbifliop  of  hyons.^ 
thcBaron  pf  Seneffay^  and  feveral  others  his  De- 

K^ndants.  Therefor?  the  Deputies,  who  had  the 
ight  of  propofing  theQueftion?,  and  of  delibera- 
ting upon  them,  were  refolved  for  the  jupft  part, 
not  only  to  moderate  the  Articles  of  the  late 
Edift  of  Peace,  whereto  they  knew  the  King 
would  readily  confent,  but  to  repeal  it  intirely, 
and  to  renew  more  vigproufly  than  ever  the  War 
li^ainfl:  the  Reformed.  But  whereas  fuch  wa? 
not  the  King's  Intention,*  the  Deputies  who  had 
underftood  it  by  his  Majefty's  Speech,  and  who 
were  afraid,  left  by  his  Authority  and  Power 
he  wpuld  fruftrate  their  Defign?  and  Endea- 
vours, as  often  as  he  ftiould  have  occafion  to  d^ 
liberate  upon  and  decide  what  would  be  propofed 
unto  himj  they  t)ethought  themfelves  of  a  De- 
vice, whereby  they  intended  to  deprive  him  of 
the  Right  of  deciding  ;  and  to  reduce  the  Jud- 
ges to  a  certain  Number  of  Perfons  impowere^ 
to  decide  the  Matters  definitively  and  without 
Appeal.

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lick,  whether  the  King  was  above  the  States,  or  HfenrylH. 
the  States  above  the  King  ;    but  they  befought  p^^^p^ 
his  Majefty,  that  for  the  greater  Difpatch  of  Bufi-r  g^jcnt. 
oefs,  he  would  be  pleafed  to  appoint  a  certain  C 
Number  of  Judges,  not  fufpefted  by  the  Sftates, 
for  hearing,  with  twelve  Deputies  of  the  faid. 
States,  the  Propofitions  of   each  Order,  with 
Power  and  Authority  to  decide  ;  and  whatever 
ihould  be  unanimouQy  decided  by  them,  ihould 
have  force  of  Law  without  being  fubjeft  to  be 
repealed.     His  Majefty  was  feniible  enough  oC 
the  Importance  of  fuch  a  Dema^d,  and  tho'  h^ 
was  vexed  to  the  heart  to  fee  that  they  aime4 
at  depriving  him  of  his  Authority,  and  that  of » 
free  King  they  had  a  mind  to  render  him  aVaflal 
of  his  own  Subjedls ;   neverthelefs,  diflembling 
his  Refentment,  he  told  them  very  gravely,  that 
whenever  the  States  fhould  make  their  Propo- 
sitions  or  Demands,    he  would  give  audience 
>vithout  any  delay  to  the  twelve  Deputies  which 
he  gave  them  leave  to  appoint ;    and  that  whca 
pheir  Reafons  ftiould  have  been  debated  in  his 
own  Council,  he  would  not  fail  to  anfwer  them» 
and  to  do  whatever  might  be  conducive  to  the 
general  Satisfaftion  of  his  Subjefts :  for  the  reft, 
that   every   one  niight  be  fatisfied,    he  would 
name   to  the  States  thofe  wjierec^f  his  Council 
ftiould  be  compofed.     But  as  to  the  laft  Article, 
of   holding  as    an    irrevocable  Law  whatever 
ihould  be  determined  by  them,  without  know- 
ing previoufly  what  it  was  j  that   he  would  by 
no  means  confent  to,  as  being   contrary  to  the 
Right  of  his  Crown.

Amts  which  was  deemed  a  fhameful  thing 
ib  thai  ParlijMnent>  and  amongft  the  Lawyers. 
That  havings  rtpeived^  fome  Damage  of  the  Re- 
fermed  iti  the  Gvil  Wars,  being  not  able  to 
wofeeute  thembecaufe  of  the  Edids  published 
mf^tmc  Oihal^  and  being  full  of  Revenge  he 
•flfered  hifi  Ser^-es  to  the  Authors  of  the  League^ 
it' he  could  do-iK>  worfe,  and  was  accepted^  ^nd 
ifMt  to  Romi  about  the  fame  time  that  Gondy 
BUbop  of  Paris  was  lent  Embaffador  to  the  P{?p€ ; 
digjb  having  conferred  there  with  Cardinal  Pel- 
te^9  one  of  the  Guifes  Creatures,  and  delivered 
tol^m  his  Commi^n,  he  fell  fick  and  died  upon 
die  Road  as  he  came  back, ;  and  that  the  above- 
fiicntioned  Papers  were  found  ampngft  his  own, 
bdiig'  &llen  one  way  or  other  into  the  hands  of 
the  Reformed,  who  took  care  to  have  it  pub- 
]Bt(Ked.  Me  adds,  that  at  firft  very  little  Credit 
%n»  given  to  it^  becaufe  of  the  great  Fondnefe 
ifee  King  had  for  the  L»orrain  Princefe  ;  but  that 
•  Copy  of  them  having  been  fent  into  Spain  to 
King  Philips  to  have  his  Approbation,  John  de 
Viheme  tfe  5/.  Gcari^  French  Embaflador  at  that 
Court,  a  Man  renowned  for  his  warlike  Virtues, 
•Jiia  Fidelity  to  the  King's  Service,  as  well  as  for 
his  Nol^ility,  and  befides  that  much  inveterated 
;ainft  the  Reformed,  having  had  a  Copy  of 
lem,  he  fent  it  to  the  King :  This,  Tbuanus 
Iiad  from  the  Embaflador  himfelf.  Tho'  his 
Majefty  was  not  at  firft  brought  to  deftroy  that 
Bemicious  League^  and  to  punifh  exemplarily 
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its- Authors,  at  leaft  hfe  defigncd  to  weaken  it,HeiiqrIiri{

Queen-Mother  not  oppofing  his  Refolution»  hav-  g^xiHi 

ing  experienced  what  it  was  to  have  the  Houfe 

qxGuife  too  powerful,  tho*  at  this  time  (he  1^ 

a  mind  to  make  ufe  of  them  fbt  the  Executioa 

of  her  Defigns,  but  ihe  thought  however  that  it 

i;tra6  propter  to  bridle  their  Power,    Wherein  ll» 

followed  Morvilliers's  Advice,  ^bo  underftarKl^ 

ing  that  the  States  were  eagerijr  purfuing  the 

Reftbration  of  the  Gatholick  Religion  to  the  Ex- 

clufioii  of  any  qther  in  the  Kingdom,  thought 

iStax  it   was  not  fafe  to  oppote  that  League^ 

t^hich    in  appearance    tended    to    the  Settkr^ 

inent  of  that  Religion,    or    to  profccute  iSst 

Authors  bf  it.     Therefore  the  King,  unw3tbig 

either  to  aboliih  that  League^  or  to  keep  no  ac- 

c6nnt  of  his  Embaflador*s  Advice  concemii^r 

the  threatning  Danger  he  was  in,  took  a  middle 

way  by  Morvillier's  Counfel,  and  declared  faim^ 

fell  Chief  of  that  League,   which  Honour  di6 

Leaguers  dfeftined  to  the  0uke  of  Gutfe  ;  and 

give  Orders  to  the  Duke  of  Mayenne  to  dc- 

iplare  his  Intentions  upon  that  point  to  the  Stated 

which  was,  that  every  one  fhould  fubfcribe  to  it; 

as  Well  as  himfelf.     Then  he  fent  a  Copy  t6 

PariSy  and  into  Burgundy y  to  have  it  like  wife  fub- 

fcribed  by  every  one. 

As  to  the  Apoftolical  Bleffing,  mentioned 
three  or  four  times  in  David^s  Memoirs,  TZw^r- 
ms  tells  us,  that  it  owed  its  Origin  to  the  Dreani 
of  an  old  decrepid  fick  Man,  viz.  the  Pope 
Siepben  11.  related  by  Rhegino^  Abbot  of  Prum^ 
in  his  Chronicles  under  the  Year  753,  who  fays, 
that  that  Pope  being  come  into  France  to  defire 
the  Afliftance  of  Peptn^  againft  Aiftulphe  King  of 
the  Lombards^  fell  dangeroufly  fick,  and  either 
ixi  a  Dreaim  or  Delirium  he  thought  to  have  had 
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Htmylll-a  Vifion  of  the  Apoftles  5/.  Peter  and  St.  Pauly 
pW^  wip,  in  prefence  of  5/.  Z)<?»/V,  had  cured  him;. 
m^XIII.^^  by  their  Advice,  as  he  was  confecrating  an 
•  Altar,  he  anointed  Pepin  and  his  two  Sons  Charles^ 
and  Carloman^  for  being  Kings  of  France  ;  then 
he  nad  obliged  the  Lords  and  great  Men  of  the 
Franks^  by  the  Authgrity  of  St.  Peter,  to  pro- 
iniie;  with  a  folemn  Oath,  never  to  ele<5t  for 
^keir  King  any  one  who  fhould  not  be  of  Pepin"^ 
Family,  or  defcended  from  it ;  that  they  were 
thofe  only,  which  God's  Providence  had  elefted 
for  maintaining  the  Apoftolical  Faith,  and  had 
vduchfafed  to  raife  them  to  the  jR^oyal  Dignity^ 
and  by  the  Vicar  of  St.  Peter  to  cbnfecrate  them 
with  an  heavenly  Undion.  Sigebert  fays  the 
iaime!  thing,  and  adds,  that  all  Foreigners  are 
forbidden  from  invading  the  Crown  of  France 
by  the  Apoftolical  Anathema  f /)  {fVhicb  however 
tendered  not  Hugh  Capet y  and  Henry  Vtb  ofEng^ 
hndj  from  taking  pojfeffwn  of  it ;  and  the  firjt 
from  tranfmitting  it  to  his  Pofterity^  which  enjoys 
it  till  this  Day).  To  that  Dream  or  Impofture 
it  is,  that  the  Guifes  referred  themfelves,  when 
they  faid,  that  they  had  no  other  Advantage  but 
^tbat  of  enjoying  the  Apoftolical  Bleffing,  And 
liow  ruftv  foever  that  Fable  was,  it  ferved  ne- 
verthelefs  as  the  Bafis  of  their  ambitious  Pre- 
tenfions,  and  whereby  they  abufed  the  Credu- 
lity of  the  People,  and  overturned  the  King- 
dom topfy-turvy. 

On  the  1 5th  of  December,  Verforis  Deputy  of 
Paris  for  the  Commons  reported  to  the  Aflembly, 
that  they  had  examined  the  Article  concerning 
Religion,  and  that  after  feveral  Debates^  it  had 
been  r^folved,  that  every  one  of  the  King*s 
Subjeds    all    over    his    Dominions  fhould   be 

brougljt 
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brought  to  the  Unity  of  the  Roman  Church,  and  Hcnryllt 
that  none  other  ftiould  be  tolerated;  that  at  ^^pI^^q^^ 
that  Claufe  had  been  added,  provided  that  Coidd^^xiTL 
be  done  without  War^  or  Dijlurbance  of  the  puh-  \       -^ 
lick  Tranquillity  \  but  that  it  had  been  thought 
proper  to  blot  out  that  Claufe,  and  to  have  the 
true  Religion   reftored  by  what  means  foever. 
When  John  Bodin^  Deputy  for  the  Vermandois^ 
heard  this,  he  exclaimed  that  fuch  a  Propofition 
annulled  the  Edifts  ;   that  the  Edifts  being  vio- 
lated, a  new  Civil  War,  fo  many  times  fatal  to 
the  Kingdom,  would  enfue  of  courfe.     WMch 
Preedom  drew  upon  that  Gentleman  the  Hatred 
of  the  Ringleaders,  and  feeing  that  it  was  ncdl- 
lefs  for  him  to  oppofe,  the  Stream  being  too 
rapid   for  him,    he    forbore  for  the  future  to 
make   any  Remonftrances.     The  next  day  ap- 
peared fome  Wretches  bribed   by  the  F^dion, 
coming  from  Rheims^  Cbaalons  and  Soijfons^  which 
were  in  the  Government  of  Vermandois\  thdy 
charged  Bodin  with  having  afted  againft  his  Iti* 
ftruftions ;  but  the  King's  Privy  Council  declared 
that  whatever  he  had  done  was  right. 

Then  on  the  next  day,  17th  of  December^ 
St.  Genys  and  Chauvin  d^Jix  or  ^Acqs^  Deputies 
of  the  King  of  Navarre^  la  Popeliniere  of  the 
Prince  of  Conde^  with  fome  Minifters  arrived  at 
Blois^  defiring  Audience  of  the  States,  but  were 
put  off  till  three  Days  after  ;  and  they  gave  ov^r 
their  faid  Audience,  at  the  perfuafion  of  Mi* 
ramheau^  who  fhewed  forth  to  them  that  after 
what  pafled  in  the  faid  States  againft  the  Intereft 
of  Religion,  it  was  not  proper  for  them  to  be 
prefent  there,  left  they  ftiould  be  thought  to  ap- 
prove or  have  approved  of  the  faid  Aflcmbly, 
They  had  Orders  of  thefe  two  Princes  to  reclaim 
the  Faith  of  the  Edicfts,  and  to  proteft  againft 
the  faid  States  as  unduly  called  and  aflembled,

Tho^  the  King,  outof  hatrei<againft  tht  Jie-^ 
formed,  had  readily  cdnfented  to  whatever^the 
States -had  required  in  -Behalf  of  the  Gathotick 
Religion  and  agaioft:  the  Reformed,  nevbrthelefs 
"  forefecing  the  great  Evils  confequcnt  to^the  re- 
pealing of  the  Edift,  and  the  War  once  kihdkd, 
deftrcd  to  know  the  Opinioh  of 'his  chief  Coun- 

fellors 
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1Ieiiryltl.fe]lors  of  State ;  to  have,  as  one  may  fay,  a  kind 

^S^^-    of  Guaranty  for  an  Enterprize  fo  dangerous,  and 

«2yXIlir^  much  out  of  feaibn.     They  fet  down   their 

J  Opinion   in  Writing,  whereby  (they  feeing  that 

it  was  needleis  and  even  dangerous  to  gainiay  a 

-  thing  already  agreed  upon)  extolled  to  the  Skies 

•  the  pious  Refolutions  of  the  States  whereto  the 

•  King  had  confented,  and  difcourfed  of  the  ways 
•told  means  of  carrying  the  War.     The  Queen- 

Mother  and  the  Duke  oiAnjou^  had  ordered  them 
to  fpeak  fo  at  random.  That  Writing  was  fiib- 
fcribed  by  the  Cardinal  of  Bourbon^  that  of  Guifej 
the  Duke  of  Mmtpenfier  and  his  Son,  the  Dukes 
of  Guife^  MayennCy  Ufez^  and  thirteen  others. 
This  was  done  a  day  or  two  before  the  Depu- 
ties to  the  King  of  Navarre ^  &fr.  fet  out. 

The  Guiiians  did  not  fo  much  approve  of  the 
thing,  as  they  did  hurry  it  5  befides  that,  they 
'  were  defirous  the  King  ftiould  employ  in  that 
War  not  only  his  own  Troops,  but  alfo  thoie 
mentioned  in  David's  Memoirs,  raifed  in  the 
Parifties,  which  they  called  the  Leagued,  and 
the  Queen-Mother  confented  to  it.  By  her  Ad- 
vice Biron  had  been  charged  with  the  Commiflion 
of  engaging  the  King  of  Navarre  to  come  tcr 
Court,  on  pretence  of  a  Match  between  his  own 
V  Sifter  Catherine  and  the  Duke  of  Anjou^\  for 
which  purpofe  Biron  was  to  feign  to  pay  a  Vifit 
to  that  Princefs,  whom  they  took  to  be  more 
credulous  and  eafy  to  be  deceived  than  fhe  was 
indeed,  and  to  infinuate  to  her  that  if  fhe  came 
to  Court,  it  might  be  that  a  Marriage  between 
her  and  the  Duke  would  be  the  Confequence  of 
that  Step.  But  the  Bait  was  too  coarfe  to  be 
catch'd  at. 

Now  the  King,  whofe  Inclinations  dmed  at 
nothing  elfe  but  a  lazy  and  diffolute  Life,  began 
to  dread  the  reftlefs  Ambition-  of  the  Gutfes. 

He 
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He  had  for  fome  time  paft  taken  notice,  that  HcmylJt 
they  aflPedted  to  multiply  their  Titles  and  Diff-  o  i?^L 
nities  with  a  view  of  improving  the  nrft  Op-  goryXIIL 
()ortunity  of  renewing  the  Debates  about  the  Pre-*  ^1*^*%^-^ 
cedtocy  of  the  oldeft  Peers ;  the  Duke  of  Guifei 
had  carried  the  Point  againft  the  Duke  of  Mont^ 
f'mfier^  in  the  King's  late  Coronation,  as  obferv- 
dd  ^ve.     But  his  Majefty  thought  proper  to 
taortify  him  a  little  now  •,   for  which  purpofc  he 
publiflied  an  Edidat  the  Beginning  ot  this  Year^ 
tirhefeby  the  Precedency  of  the  Princes  of  the 
Blood  before  the  Peers  of  the  Realm,  how  old 
foever  the  Date  of  their  Creation  ihould  be,  waa 
ttaded  »    which  £di£b  was  regiftered  in  Parlia* 
ment  on  the  8th  of  January. 

Then  it  was  propofed  by  the  Archbifhops  and 
Bifhoips  prefent  at  the  States,  to  receive  without 
keftndion  the  Council  of  Trent ;  and  at  firft 
the  Deans  of  the  Collegiate  Churches  did  not 
op^ofe  the  Motion,  but  then  they  required  to 
K  exempted  from  Epifcopal  Jurifdiftion,  and 
thar  the  Privileges  and  Immunities  of  the  Gal- 
K<iari  Church*  ihould  be  preferved,  and  declared 
tWit  unlefs  thefe  Terms  were  granted  them^ 
thay  Would  never  confent  to  the  (aid  Receptioa 
6f^  the  Council.  Atlaft,  the  Bifhops  Endeavours 
Wfer^b'  fruftrated  by  the  Management  of  the  De-^ 
puties  of  Burgundy^  Vuariyy.Poitou  and  Xaitii 

On  the  17th  of  January,  the  King  came  to 
the' States  and  heard  the  Speeches  of  tne  Archw. 
bifhop  of  Lyons  J  Speaker  for  the  Clergy  '^  ot 
Claude  de  Beaufremnt  Baron  of  Seneffay^  Speaker. 
f6ti!ht  Nobility  ;  and  of  Peief'  Verforis^  Advo-r 
date  in  the  Parliament  of  Paris^  Speaker  for  thje; 
Commons,  fending  all  to  oblige  the  King  toj 
jliffer  rib  other  Rfeligioh  in  His  Dominions  buj^ 
tHe  CathoHckr,  to  caufe  Juftice  to  Be" equally  ad-' 
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l^eArylll.mmiilred  toall  his  Subjeds,  to  hinder  his  £x« 
»577-    chequer  from  being  plundered  by  the  Rapacity 
cwyXin!^^  his  Favourites  and  others,  fc?r. 

The  King  told  them  that  he  was  very  glad  to  find 
fuch  a  general  Agreement  in  the  States  concern- 
ing Religion  and  the  true  Worfhlp  of  God  ;  as 
for  the  reft  he  would  take  care  to  have  their 
Petitions  and  Grievances  examined  byhis  Council, 
tod  give  them  all  the  Satisfadion  pofTible.  Mean 
while  he  forbad,  that  any  body  fhquld  abfent 
before  the  ending  of  the  Seilions,  without  his 
fpccial  Leave. 

All  this  time  the  King  of  Navarre j  well  in- 
formed of  every  thing  tranfaded  in  the  States, 
and  forefeeing  the  violent  Storm  that  threatned 
tim,  improved  all  Opportunities  for  putting  him^ 
ielf  in  a  Condition  to  withftand  its  Efforts ;  aiKl 
while  they  fpun  out  the  time  at  Blois  in  Diiputes 
and  hot  Debates,  he  was  levying  Men  every 
where,  and  feizing  upon  Places  the  moft  proper 
and  commodious  for  his  Deiigns :  He  had  fb 
well  fucceeded,  that  he  was  Mafter  of  Bazas^ 
PerigueuXy  5/.  Macaire^  in  Guienne ;  of  Cbivri^ 
in  Poitoui  and  of  ^impede  y  in  Brit  any  \  and 
now  he  was  befieging  Marmande  on  the  Garonne^ 
4nd  very  near  to  Bcurdeaux,  with  an  Army 
kfs  ftrong  in  Number  than  by  the  Courage  of 
the  Troops.  *  But  receiving  notice  of  the  Com- 
ing of  the  States  Deputies,  he  raifed  the  Siege 
and  came  to  ^^en. 

^  The  iaid  Deputies  having  been  moft  honour- 
ably received  by  du  Faur^  Lord  of  Grateins^ 
Chancellor  to  the  King  of  Navarre^  were  intro^ 
duced  to  his  Majefty's  Audience.  The  Arch-*, 
bi/hop  of  Vienna  made  a  long  Speech  to  the  King, 
about  the  great  refpeA  that  the  States  had  for 
him  as  firft  Prince  of  the  Blood,  and  invited  him 
in  tiieir  Name  to  come  to  Blois^  and  to  join  him- 

felf 
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■fclf  with  the  King  for  the  Reunion  of  the  twoHoiiyllf. 
Religions;    he  (hewed  forth  the  great  Dangers  .i^ 577- 
and  Calamifits  which  would  arife  from  the  Civil  g^xil^ 
War»  if  he  perfitted  in  hisDifuniori :  for  things 
were  now  come  to  that  Crifis,  that  the  States 
would  unanimoufly  lay  out  their  Fortunes  and 
lives,  for  having  all  his  Majefty's  SubjeAs  all 
over  his  Dominions  brought  over  to  a  perfed 
Conformity  in  Religion. 

It  wa&  obferved,  that  the  King  of  Nararnt 
hearing  that  Prelate  diicourfing  upon  the  Cala- 
mities of  the  Civil  Wars,  he  could  riot  forbear 
from  Tears :  He  anfwered  in  few  words,  that 
he  took  in  good  part  their  Admonitions.  Then 
he  wrote  to  the  States  very  kindly  ;  and  having 
thanked  them  for  their  honourable  Deputation, 
and  commended  their  Zeal  for  their  Religion 
and  their  Love  to*  the'iV  Country,  he  (aid,  that 
they  ought  to  confider  well,  whether  what  they 
had  required  of  the  King  that  there  fhould  ^at 
but  one  Religion  in  the  Kingdom,  anfwered  their 
Deiire  and  Expeftation ;  tno*  it  was  very  dan- 
gerous to  pronounce  that  the  King  was  not  pb« 
Gged  by  the  Promifes  he  had  folemnly  made  to 
the  Reformed.  For  it  wpuld  follow  from  thence, 
that  when  any  Party  fhall  be  tired  with  War, 
they  will  never  be  perfuaded  however  to  come 
to  an  Agreement  for  want  of  a  proper  Security, 
Therefore  he  defired  them  to  confider  better  the 
matter,  and  not  to  let  flip  out  of  their  hands 
that  ineftimable  Good,  fo  much  wifhed  for  by 
every  true  Frenchman,  viz.  Peace  ;  by  the  on- 
ly Settlement  whereof ,  their  wholcfpme  Laws  and 
Decrees  could  be  put  in  execution. 

He  joined  tothefe  Letters  more  ample  Inftruc- 
tions,  whereby  he  ftiewcd  the  abfolute  Neceflity 
of  Peace ;  and  as  to  the  Point  concerning  the 
i^tit|iQlick  Reli^on,  whereto  he  was  reouired  to 

Ma  lubfcribe. 
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]|^9U7l(i.fubfcribe»  hf  iaid,  thjithehad  dways  beibughr 
^S7X  Gpcl,apddkl  ftiU,  that  if  the  Religion  which 
ImXUL  ^^  proMfeJ  W^  true,  as  he  believed  &uxxtij  it 
'  was,  ^  h^ye  liberty  of  perfevcring  in  it  all  the 
P^ys  of  his  Life ;  hut  if  it  was  not  true»  he  was 
rea^y  tf>  fo^iakc  it  when  he  ihoold  be  better  in^ 
formed,  and  not  only  to  follow  a  better  ot^  but 
to  live  ^fid,  die  in  the  Pfofeffion  thereof;  and 
having  renounced  all  Errors^  endeavoured  to  the 
^tmoft  of  his  p0Wer»  to  baniih  not  only  out  of 
th^e  Kipgdpin,  but  likewife  out  of'the  World^ 
if  It  was  poj^ible,  all  fglie  Religion  :  which  laft 
Words  having  been  blotted  out  by  fome  Mini- 
fters,  he  earned  them,  to  be  reftoi^d  between 
the  Lines.  As  fpr  thereft,  if  the  States  required 
any  thing  fiirther  of  him^  he  defireda  Ibnget 
tune  to  coniider  and.  afk  Advice  of  an  Aflembly 
of  Reformed  and  Confederate  which  was  to  be 
held  at  A^njauian  i{i  &w  Days  with  the  King^ 
Licence. 

The  P];ini:e  of  Condi  anfwered  the  Deputies 
that  can^9  to  him  at  St.  John  of  Jngely^  in  a  quite 
d^er^nt.  ipanner  i  for  he  told  them,  that  he  did 
not  acknowledge  them  for  States  of  theRealm^and 
looked  uppp  them,  no  better  than  as  a  pack  of 
corrupted  Men,  bfibed  to  ferve'a  turn  :  He  re- 
ifufed  to  o|)Qn  their  Letters,  and  even  to.  reed ve 
the  Deputies  ^  iiich  ;  he  added,  that  that  Ai^ 
fembly  h^4  fpiicited  the  King  tx>  repeal*  the  kte 
Edid,  xo  the  gre^t  Detriment  of  the  Kingdom^ 
die  Fate  whereof  he  heartily  bewailed,  and  would 
ipill  the  laft  drop  of-  his,  Blood  for  its  Di(live« 
nmce.}  wherefore  he  had  oftentimes,  and  ft^ 
wiihed  that  fome  of  theXhiefa  of  botb.£art^ 
woijld  decide  thafe  Quarreli  by  a  DoeJv  to  fkvc 
the  Biopd  of  thfi.  pootLPeople.  and  o£  To  mani^ 
Nobkmen.  Neyeitheleis,  if  thejL  had  any  pw-» 
vate  Mf[0iige,  t^.d^iiver^uqta.Juml  fi-on.  tlit

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King,  lie  wdujd  readily  hear  fhcm.    St^  the  Ete-  tieiafltU

.  The  Depaties  having  made  their  Report,  the 
Commons  infifted  a-new  upon  repreitnting  t^ 
the  Kmg  the  Neceilhy  of  Peace  ;  but  were  a- 
»]Ar  oteofed  by  the  Clergy  and  the  Nobility; 
The  I^  Day  of  Februafy  *he  Duke  of  MoHt^ 
petifiir  arrived  at  Blois^  coming  from  the  Kifi^ 
of  Nu^(mrei  to  whoift  he  had  teen  fent  by  tlrt 
King  upon  the  fame  Errand  i^  the  D^putieis  i 
he  tryed  to  perfuade  tihte  States  tb  keep  the  kti 
£di&  granted  to  ihe  R?eformed,  which  encoura-^ 
ged  the  Commons  ;  mid  ziitt  feveral  hot  D$-^ 
mtts\  it'wto  refolvM^  f6  befeech  the  Kingtd 
grant  Pdace  witbdiit  ^  Reftriftidn,  ^  t6  Re4 
iSgtdti.  .The  Petition /liras d^awn up  aM  prefented 
to  tiiitf  Kihg  in  the  Name  of  the  CSommons,  tend- 
ing to  defire  hi§  Majcfly  to  endedvour  the  Re- 
iim6ri  6f  the  Reformed  to  the  GathoKck  Reli^ 
gion,  by  all  fair  and  peaceable 'means  and  withcfui

ck  the  2d  of  Mdrch,  the  King  held' si  CbUti^ 
cil,  wherein  it  v(ras  rcfolvM  to  lend  fohie  Dc* 
pifties  to  the  RiAg  of  Navarre^  with  iufficient 
Inftru&Sons  and  Powers  to  treat  of  i  Peace ;  arid 
Bir6n  fet  out  again  the  next  Day  for  that  purpofe. 
About  this  time  the  Deputies  of  the  L(«^- 
Countrits  arAved  at  Cout:t,  deiiring  the  King  to

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HfiyylH.  grant  them  his  AflMiancc,  and  the  Duke  of  yf»- 
P  '  5Z7*  jw,  for  Protcftor  of  their  I^iberties  and  Privi- 
g^Xlll.l^«s  againft  the  Tyranny  of  the  Spaniards. 
And  on  the  other  h^d,  the  Deputies  of  the  Re« 
formed  prefented  a  Pedtbn  to  his  Majefty^ 
whereby,  without  acknowledging  the  Aflcmbly 
of  Bloi$'for  being  Genieral  States^  they  beibught 
the  King  to  forbid  the  (aid  Aflembly  to  take  any 
Cognis^ance  of  ReJigtous  Matters^  which  were 
to  he  decided  by  a  Free,  General,  or  National 
Council,)  and  that  he  would  be  pleafedto  main- 
tain his  laft  Edid  of  Peace. 

'  To  this  the  King  anfwercd,  that  the  Reformed 
had  reqiured  themf<;lves  with  great  Importunity 
to  have  the  States-General,  aflembled,  as  they 
were  now  ;  to  have  them  ^ free,  which  they 
wot  Id  not  be,  (hould  he  make  unto  them  any 
like  Prohibition.  But  a^  they  were  at  Kberty 
to  require  whatever  they  thought  ffroper,  fo  they 
(the  Reformed)  had  the  feme  liberty  to  pe^tion 
for  whatever  they  thought  to  be  conducive  to 
their  own.Intereft  ;  and  that'  he  promifed  them 
upqn  his  Royal  Word  (and  rtmtmber^fays  be^ 
$bai  I  do  give  you  my  Word  this  day)  that  I  will 
give  filch  an  Ajifwer  to  both  Parties,  which  will 
tend,  to  the  Good  and  Welfare  of  all  my  Subjeds 
in  general.;  for  now  I  ^m  of  age,  jmd  I  wiU  that 
whatever  ftiall  be  ordered  by  me,  ftiould  be  exe- 
cuted ;  and  I  hope,  that  as  good  and.  faithfulr 
Subjeds  you  will  obey  my  Commands. 

It  would  be  endleft  to  relate  every  thing  tranC- 
aded  at  Bbis,  either  in  the  States  or  in  the  Privy 
Council,  during' the  Seflions.

Srive  the  Reformed  of  the  free  Exercife  of  their 
leiigion :  Prince  CaJImir^s  Generofity  in  yield-, 
ing  to  the  King  the  Lanci3»  Territories,  Penflons, 
£^.  which  ht  had  beftowed  upon  him  by  the, 
late  Treaty,  to  engage  hiis  Majefly  not  to  moleft* 
his  Reformed  SubjeAs,  or  to  do  any  thing  to 
their  Prejudice  :  The  Rebuke  which  FillequUr 
received  from  the  Courts  of  Heidelberg  and 
Cajfel^  where  he  had  been  fent  by  the  Court  of 
France  in  order  to  deter  thefe  two  Powers  from 
lending  any  Ailifbnce  or  Relief  to  the  Reformed  of 
France^  while  the  King  was  now  obliged  to  bring. 
them  by  Force  of  Arms  to  adhere  (o  the  Catholick 
Religion :  His  Majefty 's  Letters  to  the  Governx>ur8  ^ 
of  his  Provinces,  for  notifying  to  them,  that  he 
was  refdlved  at  the  3tates  Inftances,  to  fufFer  na 
other  Religion  in  his  .own  Dominions  but  the 
Cktholick  :  The  Letters  of  the  Reformed  to 
the  faid  Govemour,  to  let  them  know  their  Re- 
folution  of  repelling  Force  by  Force ;  and  many  • 
ether  Occurrences  lefs  eflential,  and  which  I  do 
purpofely  omit  for  brevity  fake  (/) . 

The  War  was  immediately  kindled  In  Guienney  qvill. 
where  the  Duke  of  Mayenne  was  fent,  who  took  7^^  fixth 
Br^uagCj  after  a  Siege  of  ten  or  eleven  Weeks ;  CivUff^ar 
then  he  ftormed  and  plundered  Tonne  Charante^

No  Books  (hall  be  allowed  tor  be  fold 
in  our  Eangdbnr,  Countries,  Territories,  and 
Lordihtps  under  our  Obedience,  without  being 
firft  examined  by  our  Officers  refiding  riiete  ^ 
and  fiich  as  are  written  in  relation  to  the  faid 
pretended^  Reibrm'd  Religion,  by  the  Chamber* 
hcreaftcf  by  trs  ordainM  in  every  Parliament^ 
tojudgeof  the- Gaufes  and  Differences  of  thbf^ 
ef  the  {aid  Fteiigion  ;  prohibiting  moft  cxprdF^ 
the  Impreffion,'  rublication,  and  Sale  of  ali  d6- 
fcmatory  Books*, .  Libek,  and  Writings,  on  the 
Fains  contained  in  our  Ordinances  ;  injoining  all 
our  Juc^es- and*  Officers  to  have  anEyeupoa 
the  feme.

fcever,  fhall  be  bound  and  conftrainM^  by  all 
due  ahd  ireafonable  Ways,  and  under  the  Penal- 
tics  cpntain'd  in  our  precedent  Edifts  ttiade  upon 
this  Subjedl,  to  pay  and  acquit  the  Tithe$  due  to

XIX.  Aftd  in  order  the  better  to  reunite  the 
Wills  of  our  Suhjefts,  which  is  our  rotention^ 
^nd  to  remove  all  Caufe  of  Complaint  for  the  fu- 
ture, we  do  declare  all  thofe  of  the  faid  pretended 
Reformed  Religion,  and  others  our  aforefaid  Sub- 
jedls  that  have  been  ingaged  in  their  Party, 
Capable  to  hold  and  exercife  all  Eftates^  Dignities^ 
V.m.  Part  11.        N  Offices^ 
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Hcnrylll  O^r^j,  and puhlick  Employments  whatever j  Royal- 
p!^57|-    ties  and  Lordfhips,  and   fuch   as  belong  to  the 
go^XIII.  Cities  of  our  Kingdoms,  Countries,  Territories 
and  Lordfhips  under  our  Obedience,  and  to  be 
admitted  and  received  into  the  fame,  without 
Diftinftion,  and  without  being  obliged  to  take 
any  Oath,  or  lie  under  any  Obligation,  but  well 
and  faithfully  to  difcharge  their  Employments, 
Dignities,  Places  and  Offices,    and   to  obferve 
the  Ordinances.     And  when  any  Vacancy  of 
the  Employments,  Places,   and  Offices  within 
our  Difpofal  fhall  happen,  they  fhall  be  by  us 
reimplaced,  without  Diltindtion  of  Religion,  by 
able  Perfons,  as  we  fhall  think  proper  for  the 
good  of  our  Service.

XXII.  And  as  for  the  Courts  of  Parliament 
of  Bourdeaux^  Grenoble  and  Aix^  a  Chamber  fhall 
alfobe  eftablifti'd  in  every  one  of  them,  corapos*d 
of  two  Preiidents,  the  one  a  Catholick,  a,rid  the 
other ^of  the  faid  pretended  Reformed  Religion  \ 
Qod  twelve  Counfellors,  of  which  eight  fhall  be 
Catbclicksj  and  the  other  four  of  the  faid  Reli- 
gion. Which  Catholick  Prefidents  and  Coun- 
cilors ihall  be  by  us  ele<%ed>  and  nonpinated  out 
nf  the  Number  of  the  Pjrefidents  and  Counfellors 
qf  the  faid  Courts.

XXIV.  The  faid  'Chambers  composed  as  a- 
bovefaid,  and  eftabli(h*d  ih  all  our  faid  Parlia- 
ments, fhall  take  cognizance,  and  judge  fovereign- 
\y  and  definittvelys  by  Decree,  exclufively  to  all 
others,  of  Suits  and  Differences  mov*d  or  to  be 
mov*d :  In  which  Suits  thofe  of  the  faid  pretend- 
ed Reformed  Religion,  and  others  that  have  been 
engag'd  in  their  Party^  fhall  be  Principals  or 
Warrantees,  either  Plaintiffs  or  Defendants  in 
all  Caufe^i  Civil  or  Criminatl,  whether  the  faid 
ProcefTes  be  by  Writ  or  Verbal  Appeals,  in  cafe 
the  faid  Parties  like  it  fo,  and  one  of  them  re- 
quires it  before  any  Plea  in  the  Caufe,  in  refpeft 
to  Suits  to  be  commenced. 

XXV,  It  is  alfo  our  Pleafure  by  way  of  Pro- 
vifion,  iintil  we  have  otherwife  ordained  it,  that 
in  all  ProcefTes  mov*d,  or  to  be  mov*d,  in  which 
thofe  of  the  faid  Religion  fhall  fland  as  Plaintiffe 
or  Defendants,  Principals  or  Warrantees  in  Ci- 
vil Caufes,  in  which  our  Officers  of  Prefidial 
Seats  have  power  to  judge  fovereignly,  and  de- 
finitively ;  they  fhall  be  allowed  to  demand  that 
two  of  thofe  of  the  Chamber,  where  the  feid 
Caufe  is  to  be  try*d,  fhall  abflain  from  the  Judg- 
ment of  the  fame  ;  who,  without  afking  for  any 
reafon,  fhall  be  obliged  to  abflain  in  this  cafe :

XXVI.  It  is  farther  our  Will  and  Pleafurc, 
t}iat  our  moft  dearly  beloved  Brother  the  King 
of  Navarre^  our  moft  dearly  beloved  Coufin  the 
Prince  of  Cpnde,  as  well  as  all  other  Lords, 
Knights,  Gentlemen,  and  others,  of  what  Qua- 
lity and  Condition  foever  of  the  faid  Religion, 
and  others  that  have  been  ensag'd  in  their  Party, 
(hall  be  reftor'd  and  efFedluany  preferv'd  in  the 
Po(reflion  of  their  Governments,  Places,  Eftates, 
and  Royal  0(fices,  which  they  enjoy'd  before 
the  24thof^Ar^^^  1572.  the  (aid  to  hold  and 
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Hicnrylll.  to  ufe  in  the  (aid  form  and  manner,  as  other 
"577-  Grovernors  and  Officers  of  this  our  fame  King -

IPatent ;  all  Decreed  and  Judgments  given  a- 
gainft  them,  and  Letters  Patent  obtainM  by  o- 
thers  for  the  faid  Employments  notwithftanding.

Not  intending  however  that  thofeof 
the  faid  Religion,  and  others  that  have  been  en- 
gag'd  in  their  Party,  who  have  rejign*d  their 
Employhients  and  Offices  by  virtue  of  our  Let- 
ters Patent,  or  of  the  late  King  our  moft  honoured 
Lord  and  Brother,  whom  »Xjod  abfolVe,  fhould 
recover  the  fame,  and  re-ertter  into  the  Pof- 
feffion thereof;  referving  to  them  however  all 
Aftions  againft  the  Po/Teflbrs  and  Titularies  of 
the  faid  Offices,  for  the  Payment  of  the  Price 
agreed  on  between  them,  upon  the  account  of 
tlie  faid  Refignations.  And  &s  for  thofe  who 
have  been  conftrain'd  by  particular  Perfons,  by 
Fad:  and  Force  to  refign  their  faid  Employments 
and  Offices,  we  do  grant'  them  and  their  Heirs 
to  fue  for  the  fame  by  Law,  in  a  civil  manner, 
both  againft  thofe  that  have  ufed  the  faid  Force, 
and  againft  their  Heirs  and  Succeflbrs.

recpiv^d  into  the  feme  :    It  is  our  Will  and  Plea-

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ments^  ztiA  that  all  neccflary  Patents  fhould  be  Henry  HI.

^  XXIX.  ItisalfoourWillandPleafure,That^ijft 
111  Cafe  any  Commander -Jhips  of  the  Order  of  Si.  < 
John  of  Jerufalemj  belonging  to  thofe  of  the  faid 
pretended   Refornfd  Religion,  and  others  who 
have  been  engaged  in  their  Party,  Ihall  be  found 
feiz*d  by   Authority   of  Juftice,    or  otherwife,

ing.     The  which  to  that  end  we  have   canceM 
and  revoked  as  null,  faving  a  Redrefs  to  the  Fur- 
chafers,  againft  fuch  as  it  may  concern.     And  in 
order  to  the  Reimburfement  of  the  Purchafers  of 
the  faid  Lands,  for  the  Money  by  them  really 
and  truly  disburs*d,  we   will   grant  our  Letters 
Patent  for  Leave  to  thofe  of  the  faid  Religion, 
to  impofe  and  equal  upon  themfelves  the  Sums 
to  which  the  faid  Sales  may  amount,  without  the 
Purchaier^  being  allpw'd  to  pretend  any  Adion 
of  Damage  or  Jntereft,  for  want  of  enjoyment,^ 
but  fhall  reft  fatisfy'd  with  the  Reimburfement 
of  the  Money  laid  out  by  them,  for  the  Price  of 
the  faid  Acquifitions,  abating  upon  ^he  laid  Price, 
the  Fruits  gathered  and  receiv*d  by  them,  in  cafe 
the  faid  Sale  be  adjudg'd  to  have  been  made  at 
an  unrcafonable  and  too  low  ra^e. 

XX3^II.  All  DiJinberilationSy  or  Privatiensy 
either  bv  way  of  difpofing  among  living  Ferfbns,^ 
or  by  Wills,  barely  out  of  hatred,  or  upon  ac-v 
count  of  Religion,  fhall  not  be  allow'd,  neither 
for  the  time  paft,  nor  for  the  future,  amongour 
Subjedbs.

XXXIV.  We  likewife  declare  all  Sentences^ 
Judgments,  Decrees,  Proceedings,  Seizures,  Sales 
and  Orders,  made  and  given  againft  thofe  of  the 
laid  pretended  Reformed  Religion,  whether  alive 
or  dead,  fince  the  Death  of  the  late  King  Henry, 
our  mod  honoured  Lord  and  Father,  upon  the 
account  of  the  faid  Religion,  3  umults,  and 
Troubles  happened  fince,  together  with  the  Exe- 
cution of  the  faid  Judgments  and  Sentences  from 
this  very  time  to  be  raz'd,  void  and  null,  as  we 
do  hereby  raze,  revoke  and  annul  the  fame.  And 
order  the  fame  to  be  raz'd  and  taken  out  of  the 
Regifters  of  the  Rolls  of  the  Courts,  as  well  fo- 
vereign  as  inferior :  As  alfo  our  Pleafure  is,  that 
all  Marks,  Signs  and  Monuments  of  the  faid 
Executions,  Books  and  Ads,  defamatory  to  their 
Perfons,  Memories,  and  Pofterities,  fhould  be 
remov'd  and  defic'd.  And  that  all  Places  de- 
molifhed  or  raifed  on  (hat  account,  (hall  be  re- 
ftor'd  fuch  as  they  are,  to  the  true  Owners  there- 
of, to  enjoy  the  fame,  and  difpofe  of  them  as 
they  fhall  think  fit.  And  we  have  generally 
cancel*d,  revok'd,  and  annul*d  all  Proceedings 
and  Informations  made  for  any  Enterprizes,  pre* 
tended  Crimes  of  ^igh-Treafon,  or  others  v  the 
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Htnrylll  £iid  Proceedings,  Decrees  and  Judgments  con« 
p^7^  taining  Reunion,  Inccnrporation  and  Confifcation ; 
gwyXIir. '^^twithftanding,  willing  that  thofc  of  the  faid 
Religion,  and  others  who  have  been  engag*d  in 
their  Party,  (hould  be  reftored  to  the  real  and 
•(ftual  Pofleflion  of  all  and  every  their  Eftates. 

XXXV.  And  whereas  by  virtue  of  our  afore* 
f^d  Declaration,  all  Decrees  and  Judgments  gi<^ 
yen  againft  the  late  Lord  of  Cbatillonj  Admiral 
of  France^  and  the  Execution  of  the  fame,  remain 
void  and  of  no  efFed:,^  as  things  never  done  nor 
happened :  We,  in  confequence  of  the  faid  De- 
claration, order  that  all  the  faid  Decrees,  Judg- 
ments, Proceedii^s  and  Ad§  made  againft  the 
faid  Lord  of  ChatiUon^  be  cancelled  and  takeo 
out  of  the  Rolls,  as  well  of  our  Courts  of  Par- 
liament, as  of  aU  other  JurifdiiStions  :  And  that 
the  Memory  of  the  faid  Admiral  fhall  be  un- 
tainted ;  and  that  his  Children  (hall  remain  in 
full  Pofleflion  of  their  Honours  and  Eftates,  in 
that  refpeft,  notwithftanding  the  faid  Decrees, 
importing  Reunion  and  Incorporation  of  the  faid 
Eftates,  to  the  demefne  of  our  Crown,  of  which  we 
will  caufe  a  larger  and  more  particular  Declaration 
to  be  given  to  the  faid  Children,  if  ncceflary. 

XXXVL  We  will  have  the  fame  done  in  re^ 
lation  to  the  Sieurs  de  Monig^mmeryy  MontbruHj 
Briquemaut  and  Cavaignes. 

KXXVIL  We  forbid  the  making  of  any  Pro- 
ceffions^  either  for  the  Death  of  our  late  Coufin 
the  Printe  of  Conde^  or  for  what  happen*d  on  Sfe 
Bartholomew^^  Day,  1572.  and  all  other  Ads 
•  that  might  refrefti  the  Memory  of  the  Troubles. 
XXXVIII.  All  Proceedings  made.  Judgments 
and  Decrees  given  againft  thofe  of  the  faid  Re- 
ligion bearing  Arms,  either  abfent  from  bur  faid 
JCingdom,  or  retir*d  into  any  Cities  and  Countries 
of  the  .fame,  held  by  them,  but  not  upon  ac^ 

count 
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t:ount  of  Religion  and  the  Troubles ;  together  Henryllt; 
with  all  Nonfuits,  Prefcriptions,  as  well  ^^^^9  pll^Q^ 
conventional,  as  cuftomary  ;    all  feodal  Seizures  g^XilL 
accrued  during  the  prefent  or  precedent  Troubles,  i 
(hall  be  deemed  as  not  perform*d,  happened,  nor 
granted,  and  as  fuch  we  have  and  do  declare 
them  to  be ;  have  and  do  annihilate  them,  with- 
out any  Redrefs  to  the  Parties,  but  they  ftiall  be* 
reflor*d  to  the  fame   Condition  in  which  they 
were  before,  notwithftanding  the   faid  Decrees,* 
aYid  the  Execution  thereof;    and  the  Pofleflioit 
of  the  fame,  fhail  be  reftor'd  to  them  as  they  had' 
it  on  the  (aid  24th  of  Auguji^  ^57'^-     What  is^ 
above-written,    (hall  alfo  hold  good   for  others 
who  have  been  engaged  in  the  Party  of  thofe  of 
the  faid  Religion,  fince  the  laft  taking  up  of  Arms, 
or  that  have  abfented  from   our  laid  Kingdom 
upon  the  account  of  the  Troubles,  and  for  the 
minor  Children  of  thofe  of  the  Quality  above- 
faid,  who  died  during  the  faid  Troubles.     Re- 
ftoring  the  Parties  to   the    fame  Condition,  iri 
which  they  were  before,  without  paying  Charges 
or  being  oblig'd  to  confign  the  Fines. 

XXXIX.  All  Prifoners  that  are  detained,  either 
by  Authority  of  Juftice,  or  otherwife,  even  upoii 
the  Galleys,  on  account  of  the  prefent  or  prece- 
dent Troubles,  fhall  be  freed  and  fet  at  liberty* 
on  both  fides,  without  paying  any  Ranfom : 
Cancelling  and  annulling  all  pafl  Obligations  on 
that  Subjeft,  difcharging  the  Securities  thereof  j 
exhibiting  and  forbidding  mofl  exprefly  all  fuch, 
in  whofe  keeping  the  faid  Prifoners  are,  to  ufe 
any  Force  or  Violence  againft  them,  to  abufe  6r 
mifufe  them  any  wife  in  their  Perfons,  on  paint 
of  being  feverely  puni/h*d  and  chaftis'd.  How- 
ever not  meaning  that  the  Ranfbms  that  have  al- 
ready been  disbursed  and  paid  by  thofe  who  were 
J^rifoners  of  War  onlyj  fiiould'  be  re-demanded 

of 
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Henry  III.  of  thofe  that  have  received  them.  And  as  to 
*577-  what  relates  to  the  DifFerences  concerning  the 
fi^XIII.  ^^^^  Ranfoms  of  thofe  that  have  been  made  Prj-r 
foners  on  both  fides,  during  the  faid  Troubles, 
the  Cognizance  and  Judgment  thereof  is  it" 
lerv*d,  as  we  do  referve  it  to  us,  and  to  our 
Perfon,  forbidding  the  Parties  to  fue  for  the  fame 
any  where  elfe,  but  before  us:  And  all  our  Of- 
£k:ers  and  Magiftrates  to  take  the  leaft  cognizance 
thereof.

befides  fuch  as  (hall  be  committed  for  the  Guard 
of  the  faid  Cities  and  Caftles,  ihall  fwear  and 
promife,  one  and  for  the  whole,  for  themfelves, 
and  for  thofe  of  the  faid  Religion,  and  others 
of  their  Party,  well  and  faithfully  for  us  to  keep 
them  \    ana  at  the  Expiration   of  the  aforefaid 
Term  of  fix  Years,  to  reckon  from  the  Day  and

XX.II.  Whereas,  if  all  that  has  been  done  a- 
gainft  the  Regulations  on  both  fides,  were  indif-

XLIV.  As  for  the  City  of  Avignon^  and 
VenoiJf%n  County,  his  Majefty  defiring  that  the

£udHolinefs  to  allow  the  Subjeds  of  this  King- 
dom, who  have  Eftates  in  the  (aid  City  ofAvig- 
nofiy  and  County,  as  alfo  to  the  Subjecfts  of  the 
laid  City  and  County,  who  are  of  the  faid  Reli- 
gion, to  be  reftor*d  and  re-eftablifh*d  into  the  en- 
tire and  peaceable  Enjoyments  of  their  Eftateg, 
which  they  have  been  deprived  of  on  account  oF 
the  Troubles  paft,    and  of  the  (aid  Religion, 
without  their  being  liable  to  be  troubled  in  thq 
faid  Pofleflron  upon  the  faid  account.

XLVII.  And  as  to  the  fix  hundred  thoufefld  l^xm. 
Livres  which  *thofe  of  the  faid  Religion  fay  were  v. 
allow'd  them  by  the  kft  Peace,  to  impofe  upon^ 
and  raife  among  themfehres,  in  order  to  pxf 
feme  Sum  due  by  them :  It  ha&  been  granted 
by  them.  That  in  cafe  they  can  produce  tKc 
iaid  Permiffion,  and  make  it  appear,  that  no^ 
thing  has  been  rais*d  by  them  by  virtue  there- 
of, and  that  th«  Sums  for  which  it  had  been 
granted  are  ftill  due,  the  faid  Permiffion  ihaU 
be  confirmed  by  his  faid  Majefty.

That  Ediift  was  read,  publifhed  and  r^iftered 
in  the  Parliament  of  Paris,  only  on  the  8th  of 
Oftober,  at  the  Inftance  of  the  King's  Attorney- 
General.  As  to  the  Secret  Articles,  whereas 
they  refpeded  for  th«  moft  part  the  Provinces 
of  the  Kingdom,  not  of  the  faid  Parliament's 
Jurifdidion,  they  were  only  regiftered  in  the 
Fublick  Ads.  The  King,  his  Mbther,  and  the 
DMru  of  Anjou,  had  folemnly  iworn  at  Poitiers^, 
on  the  5th  of  the  fame  Month  to  the  ftrid  Ob- 
servation of  whatever  had  been  enaded,  either 
by  l^e  Edid,  or  by  the  Secret  Articles,  whereof 
the  King  fent  an  Inftrument  to  the  King  of  Na- 
varre at  Bergerac ;  and  the  two  Parties  were 
.  equally  well  pleded  with  the  Contents  of  it,  and 
the  King  ufed  to  call  it  his  own  Edict,  by 
way  of  &cceliency. 

Bei^re  we  proceed  to  the  Execution  thereof, 
whii?h  we  npay  refer  more  conveniently  to  the 
next  Year,  I  thinlt  it  very  proper  to  give  hero 
fome,gea^  Nation  ot  thefe  who  had  the 
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chieJF  Management  of  AlFairs  in  the  Court  of  Hewylll.

We  have  already  infinuated  in  feveral  Placest  g^xHL 
that  King  Henry  III.  was  quite  altered  for  th?  Vg?v?srf 
worfe  at  his  Return  from  Poland^  and  entirely  ^,  ^^• 
•given  up  to  his  Favourites  and  Minions  y  it  Vgf^^if^ 
worth  our  while  to  enquire  into  their  Charadcr,  xifig^s  Fa- 
fince  they  have  had  fo  great  a  {hare  in  the  Mif-  'vourius. 
management  and  the  Misfortunes  of  this  Prince. 

Fillequier,  Bellegarde,  Le  Guaft^  and  Cbivemi^ 
had  the  greateft  fhare  in  that  Prince's  Favour  ; 
while  he  was  Duke  of  Anjou^  afterwards  King 
of  Poland^  and  when  at  firft  he  came  back  tp 
Prance.  The  two  firft  attended  him  in  Poland^ 
the  two  others  took  care  of  his  Affairs  in  France  \ 
during  his  Abfence,  le  Guaft  as  a  Spy,  and  Cbi^ 
verni  as  his  Chancellor  as  Duke  of  Anjou. 

Tho*  Rene  of  Villequier^  Baron  of  CUrvau^^OfViUe- 

Was  youngeft  Brother  to  Claudius  Baron  of  ViU  ^"^• 

lequier^  and  had  no  Ihare  in  Villequierh  Land,  he 

took  neverthelefe  the  Name  of  that  Place,  be- 

Caufe  of  its  ancient  and  illuftrious  Nobility,  and 

^hat  he  might  be  thought  more  worthy  of  that 

<jreatncfs  to  which  he  aipired.     He  was  a  Man 

of  a  great  Wit,  but  of  that  fort  of  Wit  that 

"^as  then  in  fafhion  at  Court,   he  was  entirely 

devoted  to  his  Mafter^s  Inclinations  and  Piesi'* 

4ures ;  and  as  he  was  the  moft  forward  in  his 

Pavour,  fo  he  plunged  himfelf  deeper  than  gny 

in  all  manner  of  Vices,  Libertinifm  and  Piflp* 

lutenefs,  fetting  afide  the  Glory  of  his  Anceftora, 

his  own  Honour,  Probity,  Conscience  and  Reli« 

gion,   as  fo  many  Obftac}es  to  his  Ambitioiu 

Henry  being  King  of  Poland^  made  him  Great' 

Mafter  of  his  Houfhold;  and  when  he  return -d 

into  France  he  made  him  Captain  of  his  Guards, 

firft  Gentlem^a  of  the  Bed-chamber,  Governor 

of  Pari^  and  the  IJk  of  Prance  after  the  Duke 

of 
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Henry  III.  of  Jkfo»//»^r^«r/s  Death,  and  Knight  of  his  Or- 
'577-    ders.    Befides  his  Barony  of  Clervaux  in  PoitoU^ 

2^X111.  ^^  %^^  thofe  of  Aubigny  and  la  Faye  in  the  fame 
Country,  the  Lordfhips  of  Eftableau  and  Chan^ 
ieaux  in  Touraine^  thofe  of  Evry  in  jBr/>,  and  F^- 
verolles  in  Picardy ;   he  knew  very  well  how  to 
make   his  prdfit  of  the  lavifh  Temper  of  his 
Mafter^  with  whom  no  body  was  greater  than 
thofe  who  were  infatiable  of  Riches,  and  fquan- 
dered  away  their  Money   in  Clothes,   Ballets, 
Feafts  and  other  Debaucheries  of  all  kinds^  ibr 
Whofe  Gratification  the  People  groaned   under 
heavy  Taxes  and  Subfidies  ;    and  no  wonder  if 
Villequiefi  as  well  as  other  Minions,  drew  upon 
himfelf  the  publick  Hatred  ^  and  was  fo  much 
cenfured  by   the  Publick  when   he   murdered 
in  cool  Blood  his  own  Lady  Frances  de  la  Mark^ 
in  the  King's  Houfe  at  Poitiers^  where  his  Ma- 
jefty  was  in  Perfon^    in  order,!   as  *tis  faid,  to 
pleafe  his  Matter,  who  had  been  denied  fome 
ravour  by  that  unfortunate  Lady,  or  as  fome 
others  fay,  becaufe  fhe  had  fpoken  too  freely  of 
his  M^efty.     Howbeit^  that  tragical  Event  hap^ 
pened  this  Year^   1577.     He  had  a  Daughter 
by  her,   named   Charlotte  Caih^rine,  who  was 
Jnarried  firft  to  Francis  Lor4  of  0,  anqther  of 
Henry  Illd's  Favourites,^  Matter  of  his  Wardrobe, 
firft  Gentleman  of  his  Chamber,   Goy^nior  of 
Caen^   Lieiitenant-General    \tx   Jbysb- Normandy ^ 
and  Super-Intcndant  of  his  Exchequer.    As  to 
himfelf,  he  married  in  H586.,  Loutfa  of  Savon-- 
niere^  one  of  the  Queen-Mothef *s  Maids  of  Ho- 
nour.    He  died  at  Evry^  in  the  Year  1 590,  leav- 
ing a  Son  by  his  fecond  Wife,  who  died  at  Fon-, 
tainileau,  without  Iflue  iaged  19  Years  (0).

^ellegarde^    Marftial    of  France^    was  born  ^^  pll^^\^ 
an  ancient  and  moft   illuftrious  Houfe  in  Ltf»-goryXIII. 
guedoc  ;  he  was  a  moft  accomplifh'd  Gentleman,  v*«^v'--^ 
but  vaftly  ambitious  and  revengeful,  he  "^^^^ u%i 
ufe  of  all  his  Wit,  Dexterity  and  Valour,  to  ^^^arit:' 
into  the  King's  Favour,  to  improve  it  as  he  did, 
and  to   maintain  himfelf  in  the  Government  of 
the  IWarquifate   of  Saluces^    even  when  he  was 
fallen  into  the  King's  Disfavour.     The  Marflial 
of  Termes,   his  Uncle,  had  married  a  Daughteif 
of  the  Houfe  of  Salu/:£s^   a  beautiful  and   crafty 
Lady.     Bellegarde  became  enamour'd  with  her> 
and  ftie  managed  his  Paffion  fo  dexterouQy,  that 
after  the  MarfhaPs  Death  ftie  married  him  by  the. 
Pope^s  Difpenfation,  procured  by  the  Duke  of  5j-, 
^^'s  Intereft;  and  fo  fhe  had  the  good  luck  to- 
reign  again  in  the  faid  Marquifate,  juft  as  if  (he 
had  been  the  lawful  Heirefs  thereof,  and  as  (he 
had  transferred  her  own  Rights  to  her  faid  Huf- 
band,  who  confirmed  his  Authprity  fo  well  in 
that  Country,    that  the  Queen-Mother,   whofc 
irreconcileable    Hatre^d   fupply'd  the  King   her 
Son*s  Pufillanimity,  found  no  better   means   of 
fubd^ing  that  fecret  Enemy,   than  by   caufing 
him  .to  be  poifonM  hi  the  Year  1579^  j^''^  ^^  ^^' 
Was  upon  the  point  of  executing  a  Pefign,  where- 
of we  ihall  be  obliged   f o  fpeak   in   its  proper 
Place,    He   had   incurred  the  Queen-Mother*9. 
Difgrace^  by  advifing  the  King  her  Son  not  to 
fet  out  from  P/)land,  without  taking  his  leave  of 
the  States  of  the  Kingdom  :  and  then  becaufe.he 
infifted  with  the  farid  King  upon  the  neceflity  of 
pacifying  his  Kingdom  at  the  beginning  of  his 
Reign.     Fi/lequier  thwarted  his  Counfel,  and  by 
iittle  and  little  at  the  Queen-Mother's  Inftiga^ 
gation,   rendered    him    fu^peded   to  the  King* 
He  left  but  one  Son,  C^far  of  Bellegarde^  Go- 
vernor 
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wyXril.      ^^'Wiw  Sereftger^  Lord  <^«  (7«4^,  was  a  Man  of 
!sasyC»ail  aifpirihg  Genius  above  his  Condition,  and  who 
y*  ^      teid  riiiich  Wit ;  he  carried  his  Arrogance  (b  far 
"^^       3s  to  attempt  to  cope  with  the  Princes  of  the 
1^6od,  and  the  firft  Lords  of  the  Court,  and  by 
thfc   ^ucinefs   of    his    Language    he  defamed 
^rShg  or  right  the  Ladies  of  the  Court,  blacken- 
ing their  Reputalibn  in  the  King's  prefcnce,  who 
took  a  delight  in  thofe  things.     Nay,  he  fpared 
riot  the  King's  own  Sifter,  who  being  grievoufly 
offended  at  it,  fdlight  all  means  to  be  revenged  ; 
^  and  at  laft  caufed  hint  to  be  murdered  in  his  own 

Bed,  by  du  Prat  Baron  de  Viteaux ;  this  hap- 
p^iled  in  the  Year  1575.  Tbudnus  obferves,  that 
the  fcing  tho'  fcnfible  of  thaft  Affront,  the  Fad 
hatting  been  perpetrated  juft  by  the  Louvre^ 
U^hcre  dU  Gmjt  had  his  Houfe,  neverthelefs  he 
wks  not  very  forry  to  be  freed  of  him  -,  begin- 
iling  to  fufpeQ:  his  haughty  and  afph*ing  Genius, 
sJnd  tb  drotti  him  as  a  fevere  Genfor,  who  en- 
cfeiVouircd  to  reclaim  him  out  of  his  lazy  Life^ 
and  to  bring  hihi  to  aiS:  as  a  Prince  (y). 
Of  Chi-  Philip  HUrault  Coixnt  of  Cbiverniy  was  a  Man 
^^^^*  df  an  extehfive  Capacity,  which  added  to  a 
gfdw:  Dexterity  in  the  ManagertiiEfnt  of  Aifeit^, 
ahd  a  lorijg  Expcnehee  in  the  {ame,  made  him 
one  of  the  greateft  Men  of  his  Age;  bdfides  that 
he  was  i-emarfcable  for  his  Kindnefe,  Affability, 
and  Meekrtefs,  on  which  account  no  body  went 
frotn  him  diflafisfy'd.  He  had  been  Chancellor 
to  'King  H^ty  while  he  wais  Duke  of  jinj^yHhd 
vferas  raiied  by  d^ree^  to  thie  Dignity  of  Chancel- 
lor of  irtf»r^,  a^r  the  Rtfighatioii  oi  Biraguss^

fhip  in  1579.     I  can't  fay  that  Cbtverni  was  ^^pi^^Gre- 
a  Time-ferver,  and  even  too  great  a  Flatterer  of  g^xiIL 
the  High  Powers,  before  he  was  raifed  to  the ^.i^^ySg 
firft  Magiftracy   of  the  Kingdom ;    but  irideiei 
his  great  Services  to  the  King  and  the  Kingdbhk 
fince  he  was  promoted  to  that  high  Office  Fot 
twenty  Years  together  in   the  moft  hard    and 
troublefome  times,   delerve  the  greateft  Encd- 
miumfi.      He   died   of  a    Mortffication  in  h» 
Bowels,  at  the  Caftle  of  Chiv^rni^  \n  the  73d 
Year  of  his  Age,  on  the  29th  of  June,  1599- 
Had  King  Henry  III.  never  had  any  other  Mi- 
nifter,  <yt  followed  any  other  Colinfel  than  Chi- 
•vcfnils,  he  Would  ha^e  reigned  gl6riotkfly,  and 
been  the  Delight  of  Ws  People  (r). 

But  to  that  Prince's  and  the  Kingdom 'S  Mff- 
fbftune  he  was  become  a  pcrfe<5t  Slave .  to  his 
Minions,  young  Men  remarkable  only  for  the 
fiaauty  of  their  Face  and  Shape,  for  their  Ripts, 
Diflblutenefs,  aiid  extravagant  E'xpehces;  for  the 
CrfattficatiGft  of  which,  the  King  made  no  fcnr^ 
of  empty ir^  his  Exchequer,  and  of  bverloading 
his  Subje6ts  with  new  Taxes  and  Imports,  ^e- 
2usj  AiaugiroHy  St.  Megrin  and  Livarot^  were 
his  firft  Minions,  who  ended  their  Lives  mi- 
dferaWy ;  to  thdm  fbcceeded  Joyeufe^  St.  Lucy  ta 
P^letu^  £0^  and  fome  others. 

Annas  Son  to  William  Vifcdunt  of  Joyeufe^OfJoyeufp 
Marfhal  of  Ffance^  was  of  a  Family  very  confi- 
^ler^ble  by  its  Nobility,  and  the  great  Eftates 
they  were  poffefled  of  in  Languedoc ;  he  was 
the  eldeft  of  fix  Brethren,  all  of  them  enjoyed 
the  greateft  Dignities  and  Preferments,  either  of 
•Court  Or  Church,  by  the  Favour  of  Henry  III. 
J^rancis,  the  fecond  Son,  wis  Cardinal  Duke  of 
^cj^fufCy  Archbilhop  of  Ndrbanne^  ^houloufe  and

was  the  third  Son,  and  fucceflivjely  Count  of 
Boucba^e^  Favourite  jto  King  H^nry  IJI.  married 
if>  Catherine  of  Nogarety  the  Duke  of  Efpernon^s 
Sifter,  after  whofe  Death  he  turned  a  Capu- 
dne,  and  a  Prieft  i  then  he  was  Governor  of 
LunguedoCy  Duke  of  ^oyettfey  Peer  of  France^ 
Marihal  of  Fran^e^  tind  at  laft  he  died  a  Capu- 
qine.  His  only  Daiightex  Henrietta  Gather ina^ 
Duchefs  of  joyeufey  was  jmarrie4  ^t  firft  to  Henry 
of  Bourhon  Duke  of  Montpen/ieri  by.  whom  ftie 
had  Mary  Duchcis  of  Orleans  5  and  fecondJy  to 
Charles  of  Lorrain  Duk^  pf  Guife.  Antony 
ocipio  of  JoyeufCy  the  fourth  Son  ofJVillianty 
was  Knight  oi  Maltay  and  Great.  Prior  oi^hou- 
Ipufe ;  he  fucceeded  h^is  Brother  in  the  Duchy 
^i'joyeuje  and  Governmient  of  J^nguedoCy  and, 
took  the  Party  of  the  League^  with  a  View  of 
rkifing  himfelf  to  the  Sovereignty  of  his  Pro- 
vjbce;  but  all  his  ambitious  Projedls  were 
drpwned  with  himielf  in  the  River  Tarfi^  after 
the  Fight  oi  Villemury  in  1592.  George  de  Joy-^ 
eufSy  his  Brother,  was  dead  of  an  ,apopleftick 
Fit  at  Paris,  in  1585.  a  few  Days  feefore  the  Gon- 
fummation  jpf  his  Marriage  with  tile  Heirefs  of  , 
Mouy.  Claudius  de  Joyeufe  Lord  of  St.  SativeuPi. 
was  the  youngeft  of  all,  and  confidered  as  the 
prefumptive  Heir  of  the  whole  Greatn^fs  of  that 
illuftrious  Houfe  ;  but  was  killed  with  the  eldeft* 
at  the  Baf  tie  of  Coutras.  Of  all  that  Number  o( 
Sons,  all  of  whom  were  generousy  valiant,  potent 
in  ^ftates,  great  in  Titles  and  Foryjne,  three 
only  remained  to  their  Father  •,  one  of  them  a 
Cardinal,  another  a  Capucine,  Father  of  one 
only  Daughter,  and  another  a  Knight  of  Malta-y 
who  by  the  Inftitutes  of  his  Ordjer  could  not 

con;traft 
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crontraa  a  lawful  Marriage.     Sahfe  could  corti- H«ftryHli 
jplaih  at  hl^  Death,  which  happened  in  1592,  thitp  ^^77* 
Jie  had  feeii  hie;  Poftcrity  only  like  an  Apj^ri-  g^xilL 
-^on^  whef€i>f  he  had  ertjoycd  only  a«  of  a  plea* 
iuint  Dream^  and  whereof  nothing  was  left  to  hini* 
but  thdr  PidureS)  and  the  fdd  and  dbleful  Re- 
imembrance  Th  ATTttEy  HAi5BfeEi^.    There 
is  fomething  fo  extmbrdinary  in  the  Rife  and 
Pall  of  that  Houfe,  that  I  hope  the  Reader  will 
forgive  me  the  Difgreffion. 

AnH0s  de  Jcyeufi  Wasi  then  the  eldeft  of  it, 
Jie  raifed  his  Houfe  to  the  higheft  pitch  of  Gran- 
cJeur  and  Glory  whereto  a  Subjeft  could  attain,. 
thro*  th^  Prodigafity  oi  thfe  Kitig ;  who  found 
no  Delight  mofe  wprthy  of  a  Prince  than  when 
ie  enteiftained  his  Favourite^  with  the  Scorn  he 
did  (hew  for  all  the  Remohftfaric^  made  unto 
^  him  concerning  the  DiiilpACipn  of  his  Finances, 
and  the  Ruin  and  Defpair  of  his  poor  People. 
He  liked  to  have  feveral  Favourites  together, 
ind  was  mightily  well  pleafed  with  their  Jea- 
ioufies  •,  he  would  have  them  valiant,  but  they 
ought  to  be  rafhj  witty,  dnd  vicious  :  He  de- 
nied them  nothing,  if  they  were  magnificent  and 
extravagant,  and  that  he  could  give  a  Spight  to' 
thofe  who  had  a  ^ater  Right  to  Ws  Favour, 
either  by  their  Birth  or  their  great  Services. 
True  it  is>  that  Joy^ufr^  good  Luck  was  lefs  eur 
vy'dj  becattfe  he  vva&of  anaoft  illuftribus  Houfe, 
&nd  that' he  had^U  t^^  mod  exquifite  Parts  of  a 
^ifedl  Courtiei" :  He  \Va$  generous,  more  inclin- 
ing to  true  Gi^tneft;  th^n  to  gathering  of  Riches^ 
which  he  received  only  for  fcattering  them  with 
Prdfufenefs  i  an  Inftauce  of  this  he  gave  one 
Day,  when  coming.  oylK  of  the  King's  Apart- 
ment and  meeting  the  four  Secretaries  of  State 
in  the  Anti-chamber(»  Which  had  Wmted  -  a  long 
time /or  hipi)  he  aocomp^nied  hia  Exoufes  with 
Y,HI.  Part  II.       C^  a 
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He^III.  a  Gift  of  an  handred  thbtifand  Crowns,   to  ber 
^77-    divided  amon^ft  them;  Which  he  had  juft  therf 

gofyXin^^ccived  of  his  Majefty.  And  the  League  be- 
"  ing  upon  the  pomt  of  breaking  out,-  with  (o  much 
the  greater  danger  fot  the  King,  that  all  thd 
great  Lords  were  either  dSfcontented  or  divided, 
and  the  People  fo  much  difaiFeded  that  no  fur- 
ther Supply  of  Money  could  be  expeftcd  from 
them  in  the  moft  ufgent  Neceflity  the  Court  was 
in  }  he  offered  his  All  to  his  Majefty,  which  he 
would  not  accept,  but  could  not  refufe  without 
the  greateft  Tokens  of  Gratitude  and  Acknow- 
ledgment. 

AH  thefe  Qualifications  would  have  Ihelter'd 
him  againft  the  Publick  Hatred,  and  he  would 
have  had  lefs  Enemies  than  Enviers,  had  not  his 
Mafter  offended  the  Eyes  of  his  Subjefts,  by  the 
exorbitant  Expences  he  m^de  foi*  this  Favourite's 
Nuptials,  which  amounted  to  Three  hun- 
dred   THOUSAND    PotJNDS   STERLING:   An 

intolerable  thing  at  any  time !  but  a  thing  which 
hath  no  Name  under  an  unhappy  Reign,  nuned 
•  by  Wars  and  divided  into  two  PartieSj  always  in 
Arms  and  ready  to  cut  one  another's  Throats, 
The  Embafladors  of  the  8witz  Cantons  were 
then  at  Paris^  to  demand  the  Payment  of  the 
Arrears  due  unto  them ;  but  being  told  by  the 
Treafurers,  that  there  was  no  Money  in  the  Ex- 
chequer :  How  fo,  fay  they,  fince  your  Maftcf 
laid  out  fuch  yaft  Sums  for  the  Nuptial  Feafts  of 
one  of  his  Subjeds,  can  he  not  fatisfy  the  juft 
Demands  of  his  Allies  ?  The  King  gave  him 
his  own  Sifter- in-law,  Margaret  of  Lorraine^  for 
his  Wife,  in  1581.  Few  Days  before  he  had 
created  him  Duke  of  Joyeufe^  with  a  Diftinc- 
tion  worthy  of  a  Prince,  who  did  not  care  whe- 
ther the  Deeds  of  his  Reign  Ihould  be  cancelled 
after  his  Death,  or  not  \  to  wit^  he  ordered,  and 
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It  was  fo  regiftered,  l*hat  in  Conjideration  of  bisUenryllL 
future  Marriage  be  Jhould  precede  all  other  Dukes ^  p^^^^' 
tbo*  tbeir  Creation  were  of  an  older  Date^   ihe^^xiil. 
Princes  of  tbe  Blood  and  the  fovereign  Houfes  ex- 
cepted.    Damville  at  this  time  Duke  of  Afont*- 
fnorancy^  tho*  abfent  from   Court,  entered    his 
Proteft  againft  that  Novelty  ;  and  caufed  after- 
Wards  fuch  a  Pretenfion  to  be  declared  abufive 
by  the  Parliament  of  Paris. 

At  this  time  there  were  at  Paris  fome  Preach- 
fer^  Very  free,  who  did  not  except  from  the  Ca- 
tegory of  the  greateft  Sins,  the  cruel  or  liber- 
tine Maxims  of  the  Cabinet.  Ibo&xyv  Ponce t  a- 
mongft  others,  a  Man  eloquent  and  vehement, 
ipared  not  the  King  ^nd  the  Lords  of  the  Court 
in  his  Sermons  ;  and  Brantome  obferves,  that 
bne  dav  he  carried  his  Heat  fo  far  againft  that 
political  Axiom,   Who  knows   not  how  to 

DISSEMBLE,  KNOWS  NOT  HOW  TO  REIOll,  that 

he  made  no  Scruple  to  fay  from  the  Pulpit,  ^hat 
this  was  a  Saying  of  a  thorough  Atheiji^  which  O" 
ptned  the  BroUd-way  to  the  Kings  and  Princes  ta 
go  hll  to  the  Bevil^  and  ta  render  them  thorough 
tyrants  in  this  World.  One  Day^  adds  Brantome, 
Af.  de  Joyeufe  met  him  in  the  Street^  during  tbe 
great  Feafts  for  bis  Marriage^  and  told  bim^ 
Dr.  Poncety  I  have  never  feen  you  before ^  and  am 
^ery  glad  to  meet  you  now  \  for  I  have  often 
beard  of  you^  and  bow  you  provoke  your  Hear-- 
ers  to  laughing  when  you  preach.  Whereto 
Poncet  replyed  with  gfcat  -coolnefs,  5/r,  //  is  but 
redfon  that  t  fhould  provoke  the  People  to  laugh 
t^hen  I  preach,  Jlnce  you  do  provoke  them  to 
Jbed  abundance  of  Tears  by  the  I'axes  and  Sub-- 
fidies  loaded  upon  them  to  find  out  the  Expences 
of  your  Nuptials.  Joyeufe  had  a  good  mind  to 
ftrike  him  for  that  Freedom,  but  he  forbore,  be-*

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Henrylll.  ing  afraid  of  the  People  there  prefent,  who  had 
'57^*    a  great  value  and  refped  for  P'oncet. 

eoryXIIL  ^7  ^^^  Favour  of  this  Lord,  his  own  Father 
was  created  Marlhal  of  France^  and  he  himfeJf 
Admiral  of  France^  Governor  of  Normandy^ 
fitft  Gentleman  of  the  Bed- Chamber,  and  Knight 
of  the  King*s  Orders ;  he  was  fo  far  beloved  by 
the  King,  that  after  having  invefted  him  with 
his  own  Authority,  it  was  but  his  own  fault  if 
he  did  not  partake  of  all  his  other  Goods,  and 
'even  of  his  own  Honour ;  *  but  his  Generofity 
made  hilm  to  be  contented  with  Titles. 

At  laft  John  Lewis  of  Nogaret^  aftei-wards 
Duke  of  Efpernon^  his  Ally,  who  partook  with 
him  in  the  King's  Favour,  but  was  willing  to 
poflefs  it  whole  and  entire,  that  he  might  raife 
nimfelf  to  the  fame  Degree  of  Grandeur  as  he 
Was,  caufed  his  Courage  to  be  tickled  for  accept- 
ing tfie  Command  of  the  Army  which  the  King 
fent  into  Guienne  againft  the  Reformed,  in  order 
to  blot  out  the  Sufpicions  entertained  againft 
him  on  account  of  his  Religion.  The  Duke 
catch'd  at  the  Bait,  and  his  Creatures  who  faw 
him  refolved  on  that  Expedition  did  not  inM 
enough  to  difluade  him  from  it;  on  the  con- 
trary they  flatter'd  his  Ariibition,  and  he  left 
the  Court  with  a  brilliant  Retinue.  He  made 
feveral  great  Exploits,  and  tpok  feveral  Places ; 
but  he  was  no  fooner  gone  from  Court,  than 
his  Enemies  began  to  fpeak  difadvantageoufly  of 
him :  He  had  notice  too  late  of  the  Intereft  he 
loft  every  Day  in  the  King's  AfFeJStions  ;  and 
being  returned  to  Court,  on  pretence  of  pro- 
viding for  the  Wants  of  his  Army,  he  was  fen- 
fible  of  the  Fault  he  had  done  in  quitting  his 
Game.  It  \s  {kid,  that  out  of  fpite  againft  his 
Competitor  JVijg^r^/,  who  had  faid  that  he  was 
fired  with  the  War>  and  that  he  durft  not  give 
-  Battle 
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Battle  to  the  King  of  Navarre^  he  took  fecretly  Hcnrylll. 
Party  with  the  League^  fully  refolved  to  revenge  pA^^^*,c- 
as  fpon  as  he  fhould  have  increafed  his  Reputa-  g^xill. 
tion  by  fome  great  Feat.     For  which  caufe  \it  Vi*^«*^il 
afked  the  King*s  Leave  to  give  Battle,  which  wai 
readily  granted  -,    that  Prince  defiring   that  h? 
might  do   fomething,  which   might  juftify  tho 
Value  he  had    had  for  him.     Being  reduced  to 
a  kind  of  Defpair,  he  neglefted  the  AdVant^e 
he  had  of  keeping  the  King  o{  Navarre  (hut  up 
dofe  between  two  Rivers,  to  give  him  Battle  at 
Coutras  \  where  he  was  routed  and  wounded^ 
then  killed  in  cool  Blood  on  the  20th  of  Oftpber^ 
1587.     Brantome  fays,   that    feeing  his  Army 
routfed  he  ^nfwered   St.  Luke^  who   afked  him 
what  was  to  be  done  in  the  prefent  Emergency, 
To  die  after  this,  Monfieur  de  St.  Luke^  fays  he, 
and  to  live  no  longer.     Turenne  took  care  to  have 
him  put  up  in  a  Leaden  Coffin,  and  carried  to 
Tours ;  from  whence  he  was  brought  to  Paris^ 
where  he  was  buried  at  the  King's  Charge,  with 
.  a  Royal  Funeral  Pomp,  in  the  Church  of  Auftin 
Fryars  {s). 

John  Lewis  Nogaret  de  la   Valet te  Caumont^  o/u  Va- 
fo  much  renowned  in  our  Hiftory  ty  the  Name  ^<f'''« 
ff  Duke  of  Efpernon^   was  born   in  the  Year 
1554,  of  a  moft  ancient  and  noble  Family  in 
Guienne  \  his  Father  was  Colonel  of  the  Light- 
Horfe  of  France^  and  the  King's  Lieutenant- 
General  in  Guienne^  and   his  Mother  was  Sifter 
to  the  Marflial  of  Bellegarde.     Caumont  being 
extraordinary  well  fhaped,  pf  a  quick  Genius, 
and  endowed  with  all  other  Parts  requifite  to 
make  a  great  Man  and  a  Hero,  came  for  the  .  '         : 
third  time  to  Paris,  and  for  the  fecond  time  to

(sj  Addit.  aux  Mem-  de  Caft.   Tom.  IL  liv.  4.    ch.  3. 
jag.  S'-"5S«    Vie  d*Efpemon,  Tom.  I.  liv,  i,  &  2. 
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Henry  III.  Court,  in  the  Year  1577,  and  in  the  twenty- 
Pot'^h  ^^^^^  ^^  ^^^  ^8^"  ^^  ^^^  known  by  the  King, 
go^Xin]  ^^°  ^^  ^^^'^  h^"^  ^^  ^^^  Siege  of  la  Rochelle  in 
"J 573,  (where  he  fervcd  as  Voluntier,  tho*  he 
was  but  18  or  19  Years  of  Age,  and  diftin- 
guiihed  himfelf  on  that  occafion  by  his  great 
Courage  -,)  and  he  had  feen  him  iince  in  the  lie- 
tinue  of  the  King  of  Navarre^  while  he  was  z,\ 
Court.  It  was  upon  that  little  Ac^quaintance, 
that  he  refolvcd  to  apply  and  addift  himfelf  di- 
redlly  to  the  King  ;  therefore  as  the  War  was 
about  to  be  kindled  in  the  Kingdom,  he  thought 
that  he  could  not  better  recommend  himfelf,  tlian 
by  doing  the  King  fome  iService.  For  which 
purpofe  he  took  his  way  through  Bourdeaux^ 
and  paid  a  vifit  to  the  Marquis'  of  Villars  one  of 
his  Father's  Friends,  who  was  then  very  bufy 
in  putting  the  Province  of  C(iienne  in  a  State  of 
pefence  (  he  told  him  what  w^s  the  Defign  of 
his  Journey,  and  offered  him  his  Services,  which 
Tvere  readily  accepted  by  Villars^  who  informed 
bim  of  the  moft  eflential  and  particular  Things 
concerning  the  faid  Province,  that  he  might  re- 
ceive the  necefl^ry  Orders  from  Court.  I^'roni 
Bourdeaux  he  came  to  Angoulime^  where  the 
Marquis  of  Ruffe c^  Governor  of  the  City  and 
Country,  informed  him  likewife  of  tjie  State  of 
his  Government,  and  of  the  Reafons  he  had  had 
for  refufing  to  deliver  the  City  into  the  hands  p( 
the  Duke  of  4Unfon  :  So  continuing  his  Journey 
he  arrived  at  Blots,  where  the  Court  was  thep. 
He  was  admitted  to  the  King,  to  whom  he  de- 
livered his  Mefiages  from  Villars  and  Ruffec. 
His  Majefty  was  much  taken  with  CaumoHi*$ 
fine  Perion  ;  he  fent  him  to  the  Queen-Mo-! 
ther,  who  was  likewife  rnuch  pleafed  with  his 
good  Senfe  and  found  Judgment,  as  much  as 
with  his  Mien.     In  the  Evening   the  Ring  paid 
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a  vifit  to  the  Queen  his  Mother,  as  he  was  ufed  Hcnrylir. 
to  do  every  day  5    he  afked  her  whether  (he  had  « '^77- 
leen  Caumont^  and  what  flie  thought  of  him  ?  g^xiIL 
She  told  hini)  that  fhe  had  feen  and  fpoke  with  u 
him,  and  that  he  was  a  Man  who  deferved  his 
Confidence  and  Truft.  (It  was  the  policy  of  that . 
Princefs,  to  engage  the  King  her  Son  to  have  fe- 
veral  Favourites,  in   order  that   his  AfFedions 
'being  divided  amongft  many,  (he  might  govern 
him   more   eafily.)     His  Majefty  replied,  that 
he   had  had  the  very  fame  Thought,  and  was 
very  glad  of  her  Approbation.    Such  were  the 
Beginnings  of  this  Favourite's  Fortune,  who  by 
degrees  rai&d  himfelf  to  the  higheft  pitch  of 
Grandeur  that  a  Subjedl  can  deiire.     The  firft 
6ift  he  receivefi  of  the  King  this  fame  Year  was 
|2op  Crowns,  to  make   his  Equipage  for  this 
Campaign.     jEIe  was  declared    Favourite  with 
Jtrfeufcy  UQy  and  St.  huc^   at  the  Beginning  of 
?579.  At  the  Ceremony  of  the  Inftitution  of  his 
Order  of  the  Hoh  Qhofi^  walking  in  the  Proccf-f 
uon  with  the  King,  wearing  Clothes  of  the  fame 
Colour,  and  having  the  fame  Livery  as  his  Ma- 
jefty. In  1580  he  was  made  Governor  of /^  ^ere^ 
and  created  Duke    of  Efpernon  and  Peer   of 
France^  at  the  fame  time  as  the  Duke  of  Joyeufe, 
and  with  the  fame  Prerogative.     In   1582  he 
was  made  GQvernor  of  Metz^  and  of  the  Mef- 
fine  Country ;   and  was  alfo  Governor  pf  Dau^ 
f bine  J  Bologne^  Calaisy  Locbej  and  the  Citadel  of 
Lyons ^  and  fome  othcc  Places.     In  ii585,  the 
Duke  of  Guife  having    refufed  to  reiign   his 
Charge  of  Great  Mafter  of  the  King's  Houfhold, . 
his  Majefty  created  a  new  one,  viz.  that  of  Colo- 
nel-General of  the  In&ntry  of  France  \  which 
pharge  had  been  formerly  always  divided  in  two, 
pne  for  beyond  xhtAlp^  and  the  other  for  this  fide, 
^ut  we^e  now  in  one  in  his  behalf.    The  Kinj

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Hienrylll.  carried  ott  idiis  occafion  his  Fondn^6  for  his  Fa- 
'S/Z*    vooirite  to  the  higheft  degree  of  f^xtr^vagancy ; 
MhrXlS^^^  htirxg  not  fatisfied  with  t^e  exorbitant  Power 
Lthat  he.anjieKed  to    that  Charge,  he  told  him, 
that  he  was  very  forry  that  it  had  not  been  in 
his  power  to   make  his  Charge  more   indepen- 
dent, and  to  annex  unto  it  fome  part  more  con- 
fiderable  of  the  Royal  Dignity  ;  and  it  is  certafe, 
that  when  he  beftowed  upon  him  the  Govern' 
ment  pf  Metz^  Toul  and  Verdun^  he  would  give 
them  imto.him  in  foil  Sovereignty,  without  any 
Bisdewance  to  the  Crown '^    mit  4he  Duk^  de- 
clined  it  modeftly.      After  the  Death  of  the 
Duke  of  Josf&ri^fr^  the  Riiig  gratified  him  with  all 
the  Changes  and  Governments  of  the  faid  Lord, 
and  made  him  Admiral  of />'/a»r^,  Governor  olf 
Jiormundy^  .of  Caen  and  Havre -der^Grace^ ;    and 
his  Coufin  the  Duke  of  Bellegardi^  being  dead 
at  the  &m^  time,  he  was  likewife  gratified  with 
the  Governments  of  Xaintongiy  jing<iumoi5^  wA 
Country,  of  Aidnix.    tfe  declined  the  Offer  the 
Kija^  snade  him  of  o^e  of  his  Sifters-in-law,  at 
the  fame  time  when  the  Di^^  of  Joyeufe  fnar 
tied  anotiber.     He  declined  likewiie  the  06&r 
inade  him  at  the  Court  of  Navarr^^  of  Catie- 
rijfe^  Sifter  to  the  faid  King,  and  rejedted  that; 
wjiich  the  Duke  of  Quiie  made    of  his  own 
Plugbt^,  married   afterwards  to  th^  f^rince  of 
Con^  ^nijhut  he  marri^  in   1587,  Margaret  of 
Foix  Cbtintcis  of  QandalU^  Daughter  to  Henry 
de  Foix^  ,<jk)unt  of  Candalic^  killed  at  the  Siege 
of  Sowwiieresy  in  the  Ycat  1569  ;    and  of  Mary 
pf  Monmorancy^    Daughter    of   the  Confiable. 
We  fhall  have  feveral  occafions  to  fpe^  of  this 
Favourite,  who  died  under  Lewis  III.  at  the  Be- 
ginning of  the  Year   1642,    and  in  the  88th 
year  of  his  Age.     It  is  ikid,  that  he  died  worth 
|pur  hundred  and  twenty-five  thoufend  Pounds"

It  muft  be  obferved,  that  }ie  was  a  very  proud 
Man,  and  an  irreconcileabk  Enemy. 

As  to  F^^HKis  Lefpinay  Loid  of  5/.  Luc^  we  Of  St.  Utc. 
have  little  to  fay  of  him,  he  enjoyed  n6t  long 
the  Favour  of  his  Mafter ;  for  we  find  him  ob- 
liged to  run  away  from  Court  a  few  Years  after,  the 
Occafion  of  his  Flight  is  varioufly  reported  by 
the  Hiftorians :  UAubigne  pretends  that  it  wa? 
becaufe,  having  difeovered  to  the  Duchefs  of 
Retz  the  Criminal  Converfation  ip^hich  the  King 
had  with  his  Minions,  they  both,  and  theDiike 
of  J<iyeufe^  frightened  that  Prince  by  the  me^ns 
of  a  Copper-Pipe,which  they  put^hrough  a  Hole 
in  the  Wall  behind  the  Bed,  making  an  horrid 
Noife  with  it  as  he  was  upon  the  Faft  ;  which 
the  King  taking  for  a  Thre^tmng  from  Heaven 
fell  into  a  deep  Melaneholly,  which  endangered 
his  Life  5  whereupon  the  Duke  of  Joytufe  re- 
vealed the  Secret,  and  charged  $t.  Luke  with  the 
FaA.  But  Gir^rdy  Biographer  of  the  Duke  of 
Efperndn^  denies  that  as  a  thorough  Calumny*, 
and  fays,  that  5/.  Luk^s  Difgrace  came  from  his 
own  Indifcretion ;  for  having  revealed  to  his 
Lady,  Coufin  to  the  Duke  of  Guifey  that  the 
King  had  made  his  Addrefs  to  a  certain  Lady 
of  the  Court,  with  whom  he  was  in  love,  and 
Lady5/.L«/^^  having  told  the  Queen-Mother  of  it, 
Ihe  rebuked  the  King  her  Son  for  it ;  That  his 
Majefty  being  peplex'd    to  know  who  was  the

So  TieMid  nothing  for  his  Advancement  {v). 
Pff  ^9:       Francis  Barou  2'Q,  was  one  of  King  Henrfs 
Favourites,  Maftej:  of  his  Wardrobe,  firft  Gen- 
tleman of   his  Chamber,  Governor  of  Ca'en^ 
Lieutenant-Geperal  in  Lower-Norpfandy^  and  Su- 

Eerintendant  of  his  finances,  wherein  he  ruined 
imfelf,^  as  well  as  the  King  and  the  pQpr  Peo- 
ple, b^ufe  of  h\%  extravagant  Expences.  As 
to  his  Morals,  it  will  be  enougji  \q  fay,  that  he 
was  Son-in-law  to  ViHequier^  hayipg  inarried 
Cbarlotte-Catberine^  his  Daughter  by  his  firfi 
Wife.  D'©  was  made  Governpf  of  Paris  by 
King  llenry  JV.  and  Kjiight  of  his  Orders  («). 
Such  were  thofe  ijrho  governed  tjie  King  in  th^ 
Years  1577,  to  the  year  1580  ;  and  fome  of 
them  to  the  End  of  his  Life. 

The  King  of  Navarre^ s  Court  was  not  much 
better  governed,  tho'  that  Prince  made  an  out- 
ward Profeflion  of  fhe  Reformeii  Keligiopj  he  was 
ftiil  ftained  with  the  Corruption^  of  t^e  Louvre. 
Befides  that,  the  Lorc^  of  hjs  Court  could  not 
agree  between  themfplyes,  nof  ys^jth  him,  be- 
caufe  LavardiHy  whom  they  kne\?r  to  he  one  of 
the  Queen-l^other's  Spies,  w^  very  great  with 
him.    Therefore  f^a  Noue  \th  Y\\s  Court,  and

Pn  the  other  hand  there  was  an  irreppncileable  g^XIIL 
Divifion  between  the  Prince  of  Conde  and  theiH<^v«^ 
Lord  of  MiramheaUy  on  account  of  Brouage^  a^ 
above  faid  ;  and  a  f^  Miiiinderft^ing  between 
the  faid  Prince  ^nd  the  Rocbflkfe^  about  th^ 
Nomination  of  a  Mayor,  apd  other  Points  con* 
earning  the  Liberties  of  that  Ci|:y.  In  general, 
the  Affairs  of  the  Reformed  were  in  a  very  bad 
Condition,  that  Body  being  jfuU  of  Divifions, 
JealouAes  and  Cabals  \  and  had  it  not  been  for 
the  dread  the  King  was  in,  left  his  Brother  fhould 
f  ome  to  fome  Agreeinent  to  his  Prgudice  with 
the  Duke  of  Guifi^  with  whom  he  was  ftriftly 
united  after  the  taking  of  h  Cbariti  and  IJfoire^ 
very  likely  he  would  not  have  made*fuch  an  ad- 
vantageous Peace  with  them  as  he  did,  and 
would  have  ratjier  purfued  his  Viftory  \  but  very 
luckily  for  them,  the  King  took  a  Jealoufy  a- 
gainft  his  Brother,  and  nqt  without  good  Rea* 
fon,  which  faved  them  from  Deftru^ion  at  this 
time.  I  defer  to  fpeak  of  the  chief  Perfbns  of 
the  Court  of  Navarre  till  the  Year  1581, 

The  ambitious  and  wicked  Projefts  of  the 
Quifes  proved  abortive  by  this  late  Edift,  zt 
Jeaft  they   were  retarded  for  a  few  Years,  tilt 
they  were  revived     by  the  Duke  of  Anjoi^s 
Death,  but  to  the  Confufion  of  their  Authors. 
^^   Now  the;  Kingdom  enjoying  greater  Qyicli-j,9^|^' 
^han  it  had  done  fmce  the  Year  1572,  the  9^jf^^ai 
National  Synod  pf  the  Reformed  Churches  ofSjmd.  ' 
France,  was  held  at  Sj.  Ippy  the  Great  in  Perigord^ 
qn  the  2d  pay  of  February,  and  ended  the  14th 
of  the  fame  Month.     Peter  Merlin^  formerly 
Chaplain  to  the  late  Admiral,  and  then  to  the  Right

^our^  (afterwards  Duke  of  Bouillon^  and  Marfhal 
of  France)  Vifcount  of  ^urerine^  Baron  of  Moti- 
htgue.Scc^  &c.  affifted  in  that  Aflembly  in  the 
Name  of  the  King  vf  Navarre.  There  fate  alfo 
in  tliis  Synod  the  Judges,  Magiftrates  and  Con- 
ftils  of  the  faid  City  of  67.  Pby. 

A  PubKck  i^aft  was  ordered  to  be  kept  by  alf 
tlie  Reformed  Chtii-chesin  the  Kingdom,  on  the 
25th  of  March  next:  Several  Cafes  of  Con- 
fcicnce  were  dcciddj^^  as  about  marrying  the 
Atmt  of  a  d^'^^cd  "Wife,  about  Temporalities 
of  Benefices,  -about  Modes  and  Fafhions  of  Dref- 
iing*,  and  It  was  xieclared,  that  a  Minifter  can- 
not together  with  his  Miniltry  praftife  Phyfick. 

Upon  Perufal  of  the  Memoirsand  Inftruftions: 
produced  in  a  Isite  Aflembly  of  many  Divines, 
from  fundry  Parts  of  the  Protcftant  States  of 
Europe^  who  met  at  Francfort,  being  invited 
fliither  by  J-ohn  Cajimir  Prince-Palatine  and 
EHike  of  Bavaria  \  wherein  fev^ral  ways  and 
means  were  propofed  for  uniting  together  all  the 
Reformed  and  Proteftant  Churches  of  Chriften- 
dom,  and  for  compofing  the  Differences  amongft 
tiiem  fomented  by  their  convnon  Enemy,  and 
for  hindering  fome  hot-headed  bigotted  Divines 
from  condemning  and  *  anathematizing  the 
Churches  that  differed  from.tilem  in  fome  Points,, 
not  material,  as  they  threatned  to  do  :  Now 
tliat  fuch  imprudent  and  wicked  Defigns  might 
be  obviated  and  prevented,  they  did,  after  ma- 
ture Deliberation,  unanimoufly  refolve  and  agree 
lip  draw  uo  a  Petition  unto  the  Princes  of  the 

I  Empirey 
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Empire^  adhering  to  the  Confeffion  oiAugfhourg*  Henryllis 
Moreover  they  had  given  a  ftrid  Charge  to  draw  pJ/^4" 
vp  an  umform  Confeffion  of  Faith,  to  be  taken  mS^XlIt 
and  accounted  as  the  general  and  common  Con*  v 
iRdlion  of  all  Proteftants  and  Reformed*;  and  to 
fend  feveral  Copies  of  it  unto  all  thofe  King- 
doms and  States  wh«!?ein  thofe  Churches  were  fi-* 
tuated,  to  be  examined  and  approved  by  them^ 
And  they  had  alfo  agreed  upon,  the  time  when, 
and   the    place  where,  the  Deputies  of   thoft 
Kingdoms  and  States  might  be  aHembled;  and 
efpeciklly  they  had  invited  the  Churches  of  thefe 
Kingdoms  to  fend  thither  fome  prudent,  fkilfulf 
and  experienced  Perfbns,  well  approved  of  fbr 
their  Piety  and  Integrity,  and  impowered  by  ail 
the  Churches  with  full  Authority  to  treat,  agrees 
and  decide  all  Points  of  Dodiriae,  and  other 
Matters  concerning  the  Union,  Peace,  and  Pre- 
fervation  of  the  Church,  and  of  the  pure  Wor* 
(hip  of  God, 

This  prefent  National  Synod,  bldfing  God 
for  f«?  good  a  Motion,  and  applaudii^  the  Care» 
Diligence,  and  good  Counfel  of  tne  worthy 
Deputies  in  the  fore-mentioned  AlTeciflblifi^,  an4 
approving  the  ways  and  means  propounded  and 
prefcribed  by  them,  doth  now  order^  that  if 
the  Copy  of  the  fald  Confeflion  be  fent  timeljf 
unto  us,  it  fhflll.be  examined  in  ea^h.of  our  pro^ 
vifiicial  Synods,  or  in  fome  other  Place  a^id  Man- 
ner, as  will  beft  fuit  with  the  Cottvenieiices  of 
our  refpedive  Provinces;  and  in  the  mean 
while  four  Minifters  well  versed  in  all  Ecckfi^ 
aftical  Matters,  are  appointed  as  a  Committee  to 
examine  that  Affair,  viz.  Meffieurs  Anibony  I^ 
Chandieti^  and  JohnBeLefire^  Miniftors  of  P^/5i 
Feter  Merlin^  Minifter  of  Vitre^,  and  Gai^sr^ 
late  Minifter  of  the  French  Churcli  at  Frandor^  % 
and  they  are  ftrii^Iy  charged  and,  commanded  tQ 
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Henrylll.  meet  at  the  Day  and  Place  appointed,  with  theif 
pJ/"^*  Letters  of  Deputation',  and  with  a  moft  full  and 
g^X  in]  ample  Commiflion  froiff  all  the  Miniilers  and 
)  Elders  deputed  by  the  Ptovinces  of  the  King^ 
dom,  and  there  would  acccmipany  them  the  moft 
illuftrious  Lbrd  Vifcount  oi  ,^urenne^  that  fa 
they  may  proceed  to  the  Difpktch  of  Biifinefs 
fet  oefdre  them. 

But  in  cafe  the  Provinces  Ihould  neither  have 
Opportunity  nor  Conveniency  to  examine  the 
faid  G)nfeffion  in  their  refpeftive  Synods,  it  is 
left  unto  their  Prudence  arid  foundeft  Judgment 
to  agree  and  come  to  a  Cdnclufion  about  all  thofe 
Matters  which  Ihall  be  debated  by  them,  whe- 
ther they  be  Points  of  Dodrine,  or  any  other 
Articles  relating  to  the  Peace,  Union,  and  Hap* 
pinefs  of  all  the  Churches. 

However  that  Refolution  and  their  Endea- 
vours came  to  nothing  *,  and  tho'  the  fame  thing 
has  been  attempted  ieveral  times  fince,  it  hath 
never  met  with  the  defired  Succefe,  through  the 
proud  StifFnefs  of  fome  Divines,  who  could 
never  be  brought  to  yield  a  Tittle  towards  fo  ne- 
ceflary  an  Union. 

The  fame  Commiflarles  deputed,  as  abovefatd, 
unto  the  faid  Conference  in  Germany j  were  or- 
dered to  perufe  Mr.  de  Cbandiei^s  Treatife,  en- 
tituled.  La  Confirmation  de  la  Difcifline  des 
Eglifes  Franfoifesy  and  to  approve  it  by  fubfcrib-' 
ing  to  it  with  their  own  Iiands,  and  to  hafterf 
as  much  as  pofiible  the  Publication  of  it,  with  an' 
Epiftle  Dedicatory  To  the  Churc^i  of  God. 

Mr.  Efnard  having  given  an  account  to  this^ 
Aflcmbly  of  whatever  had  beeA  tranfafted  in  the 
Synodical  Aflembly,  held  at  Francfort  in  Sep- 
tember, 1577 ;  where  he  had  been  deputed  by 
feveral  Churches  of  France^  according  to  his 
Commiflion  and  InftruAions,  bearing  Date  of 
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the  .  .  ^  •  of  June,  157^.   ihe  prefent  Synod  Henrylft 
were  very  well  pleafed  with  his  whole  Negocia-  p^^'^f: 
tion,  and  approved  of  his  whole  Conduft  during  g^xiM" 
the  tinie  of  his  faid  Deputation,  and  they  ho- 
nourably difcharged  him    of    the   faid    Com* 
miifion. 

Another  Affair  of  very  great  moment  canM5 
under  the  Confideration  of  this  Synods  The 
Prince  of  Cande  having  accepted  the  Edift  of 
Peac6  with  great  Demonftrations  of  Joy,  as  a- 
bove  {aid,  k  happened  that  fom«  of  his  Shipi 
made  a  Prize,  which  was  brought  into  Rocbelle  i 
whereupon  the  Rdehellefe  feking  this  for  an  In* 
fradlion  of  the  late  Treaty,  made  proper  Remoii^ 
ftrances  to  his  Bighnefs  upon  that  Subjedt,  dc- 
firing  him  not  to  Countcnancfe  fueh  things,  but 
the  Prince  infifted  on  it;  then  theConfiftofy  took 
Cognizance  of  the  matter,  and  the  Prince  per'- 
fifting  in  his  firft  Refolution,  they  went  fo  hr 
as  to  fufpend  him  from  the  Communion,  which 
Order  they  notify'd  unto  him  by  fome  Deputies 
of  their  Body.  But  the  Prince,  unwilling  to  fub- 
mit,  appealed  from  their  Sentence  to  the  next  Na-* 
tional  Synod,  telling  them.  That  the  faid  Prize 
was  taken  before  the  forty  Dap^  allowed  by  the 
Ediil  for  the  publijhing  of  it  every  wherfy  were 
expired ;  and  that  it  had  been  made  upon  the 
[worn  Enemies  of  the  King  (jf  N  a  v  A  r  r  e  ,  and 
of  himfelf  too  :  T!hat  it  being  a  mere  civil  State-- 
Matter y  the  Confiftory  had  nothing  to  do  with 
it.  Whereupon  he  was  anfwered,  That  the 
whole  Ckurei>  and  City  of  Rochjbllb  were 
greatly  offended  thereat^  becaufe  they  would  be  ac^ 
counted  InftaSfors  of  the  publick  Peace  •,  and  that 
they  were  commonly  charged  and  reproached  for 
fuch  Prizes^  as  Harbourers  and  Concealers  of 
Pirates ;  that  for  their  part  they  could  forefee 
nothing  elfe^  but  that  God*s  Vengeance  would  light 
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lAtasyl\h4own  Upon  tbemi  if  tbey  did  n9t  oppcfe  fucb  un^ 
"57?-    lawful  Pratiices^  proceedlttg  frm  certain  Perf<ms^ 

ffwyXIII.^^^  ^^^i^i^Hfly  oimfed  the  Name  and  Authority  of 
his  Highnefs.  "Therefore  they  could  do  no  lefs  in 
JOuiy  and  ConfciencCj  (confidering  the  Office  they 
held  in  the  Church)  than  to  efideavour  hy  all 
^oper  means  to  extingui/h  the  Fire  of  fucK  a 
blazing  Scan^jal ;  and  they  m(fi  humbly  iefou^t 
his  Excellency  the  Prince  to  receive  kindly  this 
their  Admonition^  as  proceeding  net  out  of  any  iH 
iVill^  or-  bad  Difign  againfi  him ;  and  that  he 
'would  be  pleafed  to  exert  his  Authority^  fo  that 
the  Peace  fworn  by  bimfelf^  might  be  kept  and 
eiifferved. 

Now  the  Synod  having  matutely  c6nfidered 
the  whole  Afi^r,  owned  and  approved  of  the 
Zeal  and  good  Affection  of  the  Church  and 
Cbnfiftory  of  Rochelle^  in  oppodng  themfelves 
agSinfl:  fcandalous  Sins,  and  declared  that  \tL 
this  refpeft  they  had  not  exceeded  their  Daty, 
and  that  they  were  authorized  for  doing  fo  by 
the  Word  of  God,  which  pught  to  be  the  Rult 
of  all  our  Adions,  and  which  curfed  all  thbfe 
that  gave  fcandal  to  the  mod  iiti(:oniiderable  of 
all  Men ;  to  which  divine  Word  all  of  us  muff 
yield  Obedience,  in  order  to  have  Communicm 
with  our  Lord  fefus.  However  they  added, 
that  they  could  have  wifhed  that  the  faid  Co»- 
fiftory  lud  not  been  in  fuch  hafte,  and  had  de*- 
ferred  their  Judgment  in  an  Affair  of  that  Im- 
portance, for  avoiding  all  Sufpicion  of  Animo- 
uties  on  both  fides.  And  they  befought  hid 
Excellency  the  Prince  not  to  mifconfbue  the  faid 
Remonflrances  which  they  judged  but  jufl  and 
needful,  grounded  upon  the  Word  of  God; 
therefore  they  defired  him  to  be  pleafed  to  re- 
move the  Occafion  of  the  faid  Scandal,  and  to 
take  in  good  part  the  Admonitions  ftf  the  Chbrch,^ 
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and  be  reconciled  to  it ;   and  they  named  Mef-  Henry  III. 
jieurs  Merlin^  Bouquet^  de  la  Ti?ur^  and  5/.  -^^-p^^i- 
//»,  as  their  Deputies,  to  acauaint  the  Prince  g^XIIL 
with  this  their  Requeft,  as  well  as  the  faid  Con-  ^-i i-y^-^^J 
fiftory,   and  to  let  him  know  that  they  had  no 
other  view  but  the  per/e<5t  Union  of  their  Mem-^ 
bers,  to  ferve  God  in  Holineis  and  Righteoufnefs 
not  giving  any  oiFence  to  thofe  that  are  withiti 
or  without ;  which  done,  they  took  off  the  Sut- 
penfion,  and  declared  the  (aid  Prince  to  be  re*    x 
ftored  to  the  Communion  of  the  Lord's  Table. 

They  made  fome  other  Regulations,  and  put 
an  end  to  their  Seffions  on  the  14th  of  February^ 
as  abovefaid  (j^). 

Great  Difficulties  arofe  every  where  in  the  fixe-    CXII. 
cution  of  the  late  Edid ;  it  had  been  publiftiM  in  OreatDi/ic 
Daupbine  mdLanguedoc^  in  the  laft  Month  of  Oc-J^^'^^jl^ 
tober  J   but  the  Animofities  of  the  Parties  were  tion  of  M 
greater  one  againfl:  another  in  thefe  Provinces,  Edi^. 
than  any  where  elfe.     Several  Meflages  pafled 
for  the  two  or  three  laft  Months  of  1577,   be- 
tween  Des  Gordes  Deputy-Governor  of  Daupbine^ 
and  Les  Diguieres  Chief  of  the  Reformed  in  that 
Province,  to  find  ways  and  means  of  removing 
thefe  Jealoufies  and  Animofities.     At  laft,  by  th^ 
Interpofition   of  Marflial  de  Bellegarde^  they  a-^ 
greed  to  meet  together  at  le  Buys,  to  confult  a  - 
bout  the  means  of  putting  the  faid  Edidt  in  exe^ 
cution. 

That  Marfhal  bad  contrafted  a  ftrift  Union 
with  the  Duke  of  Savoyj  who  fupported  him  with 
all  his  Might  in  his  Government  of  Saluces. 
That  Prince  had  engaged  him  to  attempt  things 
of  a  much  higher  Nature,  than  whatever  he  had 
done  before  ;  they  had  agreed  together,  that  he 
fhould  demaod  the  CommifiSon  for  executing  the 
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Hcnryfll.  Edia  m  tlic  Provinces  of  Provence^  Vaupbinc^ 
plte^G  ^^  Lyefnnois^  which  could  not  be  denied  to  his 
^oryXIILQ*^^  of  Marftial  of  France ;  upon  which  pe- 
1  tencc  he  fhould  fill  up  the  ftrong  Places  which 
the  Refbrmed  would  deliver  up  into  his  hands, 
(according  to  the  EdiSt)  with  Garifons  and  Com- 
manders at  his  own  Devotion ;  and  by  theie 
taeans  he  would  reduce  under  his  Power  thofe 
"Provinces  boidering  upon  the  Frontiers  of  Itafy 
and  the  Sfdnifh  Dominions.  The  Marfhal  fore&w 
.  no  great  Difficulty  in  the  Execution  of  that 
Scheme,  efpecially  if  the  Reformed  would  coun- 
tenance it,  ^or  at  leaft  not  oppofe  it ;  and  he 
thought,  that  he  fhould  eaiily  win  them  to  his 
Intereft.  With  this  Confidence  he  b^n  to 
treat  with  Les  Diguieres,  and  let  him  k;np  w,  that 
he  had  received  the  King's  Commiffion  for 
traufing  the  Edid  to  be  executed  in  the  above* 
iaid  Provinces ;  but  that  he  had  been  unwilling 
to  undertake  any  thing,  without  firft  knowing 
of  him  whether  die  Reformed  would  fubmit  to 
The  laid  Edidt,  and  reftore  the  Towns  and  For- 
trefles  to  the  King,  becaufeif  he  knew  any  thing 
to  the  conftary,  he  chofe  rather  to  deliver  ttp 
his  Commiflion  to  another,  than  be  expofed  to 
the  Ihame  of  being  refufed. 

Les  Diguieres  being  fenfible  that  the  Friendll^) 
of  the  Marftial  could  be  but  tifeftil  to  him  and 
his  Party,  but  thinking  that  it  was  not  proper  to 
open  as  yet  his  mind  with  liim,  anfwercd  am- 
.  biguoufly,  and  told  Anfelme  the  Marftial^  Con- 
fident, and  le  Molar  Secretary  to  the  'Duke  of 
Savoy ^  that  if  thofe  who  hjtd  the  Kitfgfs  Ccfn- 
"^fidence  would  deal  fincerely  with  him,  no  dwitbt 
kut  the  Reformed  would  execute'  faithfully -eveiy 
Article  of  the  late  Edift;  but  otherwiffe  .6icy 
woiild  not  reftore  the  faid  Places,  till  they  had 
provided   f6r  their  own  Safety^  if  they  could

fiercelVe  dtiy  Ihfincerity  in  thdfe  who  were  Henryltr. 
chirgtid  with  the  Execution  tff  the  Edidt :  There-  ^  *  5 7^.  ^ 
fore  it  wis  his  own  Bufinefs  to  fee  what  were  g^Xjjj] 
Kis  Majefty*s  and  his  MihiflSer's  Intentions,  before  \ 
ht  fhould  uhdertake  tb  execute  his  Commiflioh ; 
for  the  reft,  that  he  and  the  Reformed  would 
be  always  very  glad  to  keep  a  good  Correfpoh- 
^4nce  with  a  retfon  of  his  Quality  and  fo  much 
^ifef^irtg,  even  tht>*  to  provide  for  their  own 
Safi*y  they  fhorild  be  obliged  not  to  fubriiit  to 
all  the  Articles  of  the  faid  Edift  (z). 

Sil/e^arde  feeing  by  this  Anfvi^'er,  that  Les  Di- 
^eris  did  not  care  to  open  himfelf  as  far  as  he 
had  expeiSbfed,  hd  delayed  his  pefign  till  k  better 
Ojp^iftuhity  ;  and  went  to  VitUnekve  d*  Avignotii 
Umi^xk  comnig  tb  the  Place  appointed  for  the 
Cdriferencd,  raehtidndd  abbVe. 

At  fhis  ftpfe  time  John  of  MontlUc,  j'ifhop  oi 
.  Ftilehci  in  Dduphihi^  received  CommifTibri  to  rei- 
p&t  to  Lafigueddc  to  execute  the  Edidl :  Accor-. 
difigly  hti  fet  out  from  Valepce  on  the  1 4th  o^ 
Febtimfy,  and  canie  to,  Ufiz^  wh^re  he  found 
flit  Rldformed  in  a  great  Ujiroar,  on  account  of^ 
the  Borough  of  St.  Anaftafe  feized  of  Jate  by  the 
Cktholidcs,  but  by  his  great  Moderation  he 
found  means  of  appe^fing  them  5  and  a  Copy 
of  his  Speech,  maae  on  that  occafioiij  was  fent 
by  a  if^otary  to  tJimes  and  Montpellier. 

.  A4:  laft,  after  the  Return  of  Mariet  Daverano; 
diepiifed  by  thd  States  of  Languedoe  to  Courts 
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/  j(ft)  Thuan.  iib.  66.  But  the  Biographer  of  tht  Conflable 
die  lifd  Diguieres  diffeh  a  little  from  Tnuahus,.efpecially  he 
iMerves^  thit  Kifig  Philip  had  the  chief  hand  in  this 
Tranfa£lionof  Bellegarde.  by  the  means  of  the  Dokc  of 
Savoy,  who  was  entirely,  in  the  Interef):  of  Spain  ;   and  this^ 
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Henrylll.who  aflured  them  of  the  King*s  Good-will  and 
^'57j!;  Intention  to  maintain  his  Edift,  it  was  agreed 
^l^^jjj' unanimoufly  between  the  Catholicks  and  the 
Reformed  on  the  5th  of  April,  to  keep  and  ob- 
ferve  rellgioufly  the  fame ;  to  ailift  mutually  one 
iinother  for  oppoling  thofe  who  would  not  fub- 
bilt,  or  who  (hould  difturb  for  the  future  the 
publick  Peace,  and  bring  them  to  a  condign 
runiftiment,  t?^.  Which  Agreement  was  fwom 
to  and  fubfcribed  by  the  Deputies  of  the  States 
there  prefent 

In  the  mean  while,  the  time  appointed  for  the 
Conference  of  le  Bttys  being  near  an  end,  des 
GordeSj  Deputy-Governor  of  Dauphiniy  fet  out 
for  that  Place  -,  but  being  feized  with  a  violent 
Sicknefs  at  Montelimarj  he  died  there  a  few  Days 
after }  and  was  fucceeded  by  Lawrence  Father 
to  Francis  de  Maugiron^  who  was  in  great  fa- 
vour with  the  King,  and  who  readily  obtained 
•that  Place  for  his  Father.  He  was  no  fooner 
named  than  he  was  obliged  to  fet  out  for  his 
Government,  with  James  Faye^  Lord  d'Efpefle^ 
joined  with  him  for  compounding  the  Alatters 
in  Dauphine. 

The  Conferences  were  opened  at  le  Buys, 
where  after  feveral  Debates,  Maugiron  being  wil- 
ling to  blot  out  of  People*s  Minds  the  Prejudices 
which  his  former  Condud:  in  Francis  II.  and 
Charles  IXth's  Reigns  had  raifed  againft  him, 
agreed  with  Les  Biguieres,  that  the  Reformed 
might  keep  the  ftrong  Places  that  were  then  in 
their  hand?,  till  all  the  Articles  of  the  late  E- 
diA  ftioirid  be  performed ;  and  that  the  King 
would  pay  two  thoufand  Crowns  a  Month  for 
maintaining  their  Garifbns. 

This  Agreement  was  no  fooner  kndwn  ti 
Court  by  his  own  Letters,  but  the  Queen- Mo- 
ther, who  was  upon  her  Departure  for  GwV»»^

was  very  angry  at  it  5    and  made  very  heavy  HcnrylUV 
Complaints  of  it    to  the  King,  as   of  a  thing  p'^^Q 
which  would  be   of  vaft  prejudice   to  what  ftieg^^xiIL 
was  going  to  undertake  in  Guienne. 

Every  one  thought  that  Maugiron  would  be 
utterly  undone,  if  his  Son^s  Favour  with  the 
King  did  not  fhelter  him  againft  his  Majefty's 
juft  Indignation,;  and  nothing  but  the  faid  Fa- 
vour was  able  to  fave  him,  which  however  hin- 
dered not  his  Majefty  from  upbraiding  him  fe- 
verely  by  his  Letters,  for  what  he  had  done  5 
and  indeed  it  was  to  be  feared,  left  other  Pro- 
vinces fliould  foMow  the  Example  of  Dauphme^ 
and  require  the  fame  Terms,  whereby  there 
would  be  no  end  of  the  Troubles. 

At  kft,  being  advifed  by  his  Son  to  do  the 
King  fome  fervice,  whereby  the  Odium  of  hia 
late  Tranfaftion  fhould  be  blotted  out,  and  the 
Queen's  Hatred  againft  him  mollified  ;  he  en- 
deavoured to  perfuade  the  Daupbinefe  to  treat 
with  the  King  feparately  from  other  Provinces, 
whereby  they  would  obtain  much  better  Terms  ^ 
but  they  excufed  themfelves,  and  faid,  that  they 
could  not  treat  without  the  King  of  Navarre^^ 
Confent,  nor  feparate  their  Caufe  from  that  of 
the  Reformed  Churches  of  the  Kingdom.  Ne-, 
verthelefs,  either  by  Authority  or  Favour,  he 
obtained,  that  they  would  fet  down  in  Writing 
the  Articles  which  they  required,  which  hav- 
ing been  (hewn  firft  unto  him,  they  *  would 
fend  them  to  the  King  of  Navarre  by  a  De|)uty 
of  their  own,  who  fhould  know  of  him  whe- 
ther he  approved  of  thefe  Tdrms,  and  would 
confent  that  they  fhould  treat  with  the  King  fe- 
parately ;  that  if  he  was  fo  pleafed,  then  they 
would  treat  with  his  Majefty. 

Accordingly  Calignon   was  deputed    to   thq 
King  of  Navarre^  then  at  Nerac  v  and  his  Ma- 
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flfjirylll.  jcfty,  who  ^neyr  very  well  the  Probity  pf  thU 
'578-     Deputy,  and  Les  T>htitere9  vho  had  fer^t  l^jpfi, 
go^XilL  confented  that  he  l^oyjd  tr^^t  abovit  tba,t  Af- 
J  fair  with  the  Queen-MotHer,  >f^l^o  was  then  ju^ 
"*  arrived    at  Ner^c.      Fpr   that  Princp  judged 
rightly,  that  Jiis  Mother- in-layr,  in  Qr4er  to  fe- 
parate  tht  Dauphinefi'^  ^^^  ^^^^  ^'^^  pwn,woul4 
readily  grarjt  them  better  Terms  than  Qth^nvif?  s, 
which  would  make  a  Precedent  for  pther  Pro- 
vinces,  to  require  the  fanae  things,     ^nd  if  (bje 
denied  the  pauphirif^fe^  they  could  lofe  nqthing  hy 
i[h4t  Denial,  fince  they  would  be  always  at  liberty 
to  join  their  Caufe  Y^ith  tl\at  <^^h^y  prayijnc^. 
It  happened  juft  a^  thai  wife  "prince  1^^  fo?^ 
feen,  for  the  Queen   granted  feyeral  tiling^  to 
(^alignon^  whereof  tt^e  Deputies  of  othqr TPro- 
yinces  made  ufe,  and  required  th^  fame  things 
for  themfelves ;    and  as  to  other  things,  which 
the  pepyty  of    I>auphini    declared    he  could 
pot  agree   to,    the  Queen  dire(5ted  him  to  tb^ 
King,  \;^ith  Promife  that  he  ftxould  receive  Sa- 
tisfaaion. 

Therefore  Cdignon  having  obtained  leave  of 
the  King  of  Navarre^  fet  out  for  Court,  with 
Letters  of  Reconimendatio;i  from  the  Queen- 
Mother.  He  was  very  kipdly  received  by  the 
King,  and  obtained  fuqh  Terms  of  his  Majefty 
^hat  he  himfelf  queftioped  not  but  his  Country- 
men would  be  fatisfied  with  them.  ^Ieverthelcfs, 
y/hen  the  King  ihfifted  with  him  to  certify  under 
his  hai^d,  that  ^he  Reforijned  of  Dauphine  would 
be  fatisfied  with  theie  terms,  he  declined  to  do 
^t,  (aying,  that  he  had  no  In{lru(5tipns  to  pro- 
.mife  any  fuch  things,;  but  that  he  would  giv^  a 
faithful  Account  of  whatever  his  Majefty  would 
^  pleafed  to  command  him,  and  of  whatever 
he  had  heard  in  his  Council,  and  do  his  beft 
Endeavours  to  engage  his  own  Countrymen  to 
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accept  of  the  Conditions  his  Majcfliy  tendered  to  HcnrylU; 
them,  which  he  deemed  himlelf  very  reafon- „  *578.

Bat  bemg  returned  to  his  Country,  he  wasv 

much  furprized  to  firjd  People's  Minds  difpofed 
quite  otherwife  than  he  expelled  ;  for  they 
thought  that  they  could  not  be  in  fafety,  did 
they  lay  down  their  Arms  and  reftore  tl^e  Pla- 
ces, wherem  they  kept  Garifons.  And  thp* 
they  were  willing  to  obferve  the  Edjd;,  never- 
thelefs  they  defired  to  have  the  King  intreate4 
to  make  fome  further  Provifion  for  their  own 
Safety  i  being  afraid  left  they  (hould  b^  epcpofed 
to  the  mercilefe  Reveng?  and  Fury  0/  the  Ca- 
tholicks,  as  foon  as  th^y  fhould  have  kid  dowa 
their  Arms. 

And  indeed  all  the  Inhabil^n^t^  of  that  Prq^ 
vince  were  then  in  Arms,  and  in  a  furious  Dii^ 
pofitipn  to  revenge  ojie  upon  another  the  Out^ 
rages  they  had  received  during  the  Ute  X^^u- 
bles  ;  ana  wanted  lefa  of  Courage  than  a  Chie4 
to  execute  their  Defigns. 

There  was  at  this  time  one  Captain  la  Prade^ 
who  kept  Chateaudouble  in  Diois^  a  violent  s^nd 
rapacious  Man ;  who,  with  his  Men,  never 
hearkening  to  what  bis  Commanders  could  fay, 
fcorned  to  obey  their  Orders,  railing  Taxes  at 
his  own  Will,  and  never  forbearing  from  Incur- 
itons  tho'  Truces  had  been  agreed  between  both 
Parties ;  in  a  word,  a  cruel  and  perfe^  Robber ; 
that  Man  had  drawn  upon  the  Refornied,  to 
whom  he  adhered,  the  Hatred  of  the  whole 
Country.  Therefore  Maugiron  perfwaded  then^ 
and  the  Catholicks  to  join  their  Forces  together 
to  expel  fuch  a  Rogue  out  of  the  Province,  and 
for  that  purpofe  to  attack  him  at  Chateaudouble  '^ 
which  done,  la  Prade,  who  till  now  had  been  fo. 

R  4  prou4i 
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Henry  III.  proud  and  infolent  thro*  Impunity,   furrendered 
'57^-    himfelf  bafely,  and  was  puniflied  accord fng  to 
rotyXlirhis  Deferts. 

Now  Maugiron  afFcding  to  be  more  popular 
than  ufual  to  the  CathoHclcs,  became  more  and  * 
jnore  fufpefted  by  the  Reformed,  with  whom  he 
had  dealt  at  firft  verv  civilly  and  kindly  ;  for 
the  wifer  {brt  amongfl:  them  thought  that  it  did 
not  behove  him,  the  Matters  being  not  as  yet 
fettled,  to  ihew  himfelf  more  inclining  for  one 
Party  than  for  another,  if  he  had  not  fome  lecret 
Defign  in  his  Head. 

At  the  Court  of  Navarre^  the  King  feverely 
punifhed  fome,  who  had  diftinguifhed  tfaemfelves 
by  their  Plunders  and  Robberies ;  and  having 
withdrawn  the  Garrifons  from  feveral  Places,  at 
the  coming  of  Biron  into  Guienne^  who  had 
been  fent  before  by  the  Queen-Mother,  his 
Majefly  was  fenfiWe  but  too  late  of  his  Error, 
having  loft  by  that  means  feveral  valmnt  Men, 
who  took  party  elfewhere ;  and  Biron  put  ftrong 
Garifons  into  the  fame  Places,  from  whence  he 
had  takerr  out  his  own ;  becaufe  the  Reformed 
being  in  much  greater  Number  in  thofe  Places 
than  the  Catholicks,'  he  thought  -that  they  had 
no  want  of  Garifons,  being  able  to  defend  them- 
felves  :  which  Deed  of  Biron  was  quite  contrary 
to  an  Article  of  the  kte  Edid,  whereby  it  was 
-cxprefly  faid,  That  no  Garifon  fliould  be  pat  in 
thofe  Places,  where  there  was  none  in  Henry  IM*^ 
Times. 

Therefore  the  King  of  Navarre  thought  pro- 
per to  be  more  cautious  for  the  future  r  He  was 
inore  indu^ent  for  thofe  of  his  own  Party,  and 
wpon  feveral  pretences  he  retained  the  Places 
^here  he  had  Garifons  {a),  ,

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At  this  time  began  the  Conferences  at  Nerac^'^tnrylll 
between  the  King's  Deputie§,  which  the  Queen-  h'^^* 
Mother  had  brought  along  with  her,  and  thofe  g^xni 
of  the  Reformed  Churches ;  which  lafted  all  the  ^^--v-i.^. 
Winter  of  1578,  and  ended  the  laft  Day  of  Fe-  CXIII. 
bruary,  1579  ;  but  before  we  come  to  the  Con-.^^'^'^* 
clufion  of  thefe  Conferences,  it  will  be  proper  ^^^^^J^^ 
to  relate  fome  reiparkable  Events  of  this  Year. 

While  the  Queen- Mother  was  in  the  South  CXIV. 
of  France^  the  King,  giving  too  much  Crfcdit^^^*^'^ 
to  his  Favourites  Reports,  had  a  mind  to  arrcft^^J^  ^j^ 
his  Brother  the  Duke  of  Anjou  •,  and  Efpernon's  cape. 
Biographer  fays  pofitively,  that  he  was  put  un- 
der Arreft,  and  that  upon  the  third  or  fourth 
Day  he  found  mbans  to  make  his  Efcape :  but 
I  chufe  to  follow  Thuanus's  Relation,  who  tells 
us,  that  the  King,  indulging  too  far  the  Affec- 
tions of  private  Perfons,  eftranged  himfelf  from 
his  Brother^  whom  he  thought  to  plot  fomething 
againft  his  Authority,  and  began  to  dread  him ; 
and  by  his  Behaviour  towards  him,  he  made  him 
to  fufpeft  that  he  intended  to  put  him  under  Ar- 
reft :  Whereupon  the  Duke  having  imparted  his 
Fears  to  his  Favourites,  they  were  far  from  en- 
deavouring to  appeafe  him ;  contrary  wife,  they 
magnified  the  Danger  he  was  in  fo  much,  that 
he  refolved  to  make  hb  Efcape,  which  he  exe- 
cuted one  Evening  after  having  fupp*d  with  the 
King  his  Brother,  and  had  had  with  him  le- 
veral  familiar  Difcourfes,  When  the  King  heard 
of  this,  he  was  in  amaze  \  He  caufed  the  Gates 
of  the  City  to  be  fhut  up,  for  fear  of  the  worft, 
and  ordered  the  Chief  Counfellors  of  his  Brother 
to  be  feized,  and  fent  to  the  BaJHle\  amongft 
whom  was  Claudius  de  la  Cbdtre,  Governor  of 
Berry.  But  he  was  releafed  as  foon  as  the  faid 
Duke  had  written  to  the  King  from  Akncon^  , 
cxcuiing  his  fudden  Departure,  and  promifing  to

T^e  &:{i  challenged  this,  and  having 
appointed  the  time  and  the  place,  they  both  camei^ 
j^uelus  attended   by  Livar4)t  and  Maugiron  the 
younger,  and  de  Dunes  by  Ribeyrae  g^nd  G^qrg^ 
Schomberg,     Tijiey  aU  fought  defperately  ooe  a- 
g^inft  another,  Maugiron  was  killed  upon  thf 
^t  by  Ribeyra£y^  Scbomkerg  wa^  thruft  through 
9nd   through  by  Livarot^   and  this  was  daa-: 
geroufly  wounded  ix\  the  Head  by  his  Adver-i 
ilary.    S^uelus  and  Rib^yrac  were  mortally  wound- 
ed ;  Ribeyrac  died  ifi  Guife^s  Houfc>  and  ^elus 
who  had    his  Lung?  thruft  through,  languiihed 
for  feme  Weeks.     The  King's  AiHiftion  cannot 
be  exprefled  :  He  attended  him  conftantly  at  hi*

Promifes,    even    of    two    h^n4n$d    thou&nd  s^  %— J 
Crowns  to  the  Surgeons,  availed  nothing,  d£  a  a 
QuELus  died.      His  Grief  wept,  bey qM  all 
bounds :  He  would  have  him  lie  in  3tj|te,  which 
Honqur  was  then  paid  only  to  P^rfons  of  the 
6r&  Rank,  and  ordered  him  to  ht^  buried  widi 
a  folenm  Funeral  Pomp,  the  whole  Court  zi> 
tending  at  St.  Paul's  Church  with  Maugiron.    It 
is  obferved,  that  after  ^eks's  D^tth,  the  King 
did  things  very  unbecoming  to  hif  Majefty ;  for 
he  embraced  him  a  long  while,  and  then  he 
took  off  his  Ears  the  Rings  which  he  had  put  on 
himf^lf  the  Day  bisfor^.  he  was  wouodfidp  and 
cut  off  fome  of  his  Hajr^which  he  fcepc  precioufly 
as  a  Relick.   St.  Megrin  having  been  killed  a  littte 
after   by  the  Duke  of  Ailayennt^s  Oi^dera,  for 
fome  Indiicretion  of  his,  he  caufed  him  to  be 
buried  in  the  fame  Vault  with  Mfiu^giron  and 
SiueluSy  and  ered^  three  Statues    of  N&rble 
upon  their  Tomb,  which  made  the  People  very 
uneafy,   feeing  their  King  fo  far  for^tful  of 
his  Dignity  ;  and  thofe  Statues  were  afterwards, 
in  the  great  Rebellion^  pulled  out  of  the  Churchy 
they  h^d  the^^  Nofes  and  Ears  cut  off,  and  were 
dragged  in  the  Mud  through  the  Streetsji). 

The  King,  about  the  fame  time,  laid'the  &9t 
Stone  of  the  New  Bridge,  at  Paris. 

The  States  of  Burgundy  bdng  afiembled  at  J?^^^^ 
Dy>»,  in  the  Month  of  November,  wfohrcd  ^^^ j^^"

the  King  thought  proper  to  diflemble,  and  to,

of  the  Ihi^in^  hetn  beftowcd  promifcuoufly  on  every  one 
Gb$ft.  ^ho  had  a  mind  for  it,  that  it  was  called  the 
Collar  for  all  fert»  of  Beafts.  Therefore  the 
King  executed  now  the  Scheme^  which  he  had 
laid  down  four  Years  before  with  the  Cardinal 
of  Lorrain.  But  tho*  he  pretended  that  he  was 
the  Author  ©f  this  Inftitution,  and  for  keeping 
ft  grateful  Remembrance  of  the  Favours  God 
had  beftowed  upon  him  on  Whitfunday^  being 
bom  and  having  been  clcfted  King  of  Poland 
and  being  come  to  the  Crown  of  France  upon 
that  Day,  it  is.  certain  that  it  had  been  firft  inftitut- 
ed by  Lewis  ofyhjoUj  King  of  Jerufalem  and  5/^ 
c/7y,  andin  the  Year  1352;  and  that  the  Republick 
of  Venice  had  made  a  prefent  of  the  Original'  of 
the  Rules  and  Inftitutes  of  that  Order.  King 
Henry  finding  fome  Conformity  between  liimfelf 
and  Lewis  ox  jinjoUy  alias  of  Tarenie,  who  had 
received  the  two  Crowns  of  Jerufalem  and  Sicily 
upon  the  fame  day  as  he  did  thofe  of  Poland 
and  France^  took  it  as  a  good  Omen,  and  re- 
folved  to  afcribe  to  himfelf  the  Honour  of  be- 
ing the  firft  Inftitutor  of  that  noble  Order ;. 
and  after  having  tranfcribed  and  commented  the 
Statutes,  he  gave  orders  to  Chivemi  to  bum 
the  Original  -,  which  Orders  however  Cbiverni 
made  a  fcruple  to  obey,  and  to  deftroy  fuch  a 
rare  Monument,  which,  befides  the  Merit  of 
the  Subjeft  and  of  its  Antiquity,  was  moft  valuable 
for  the  beautiful  Miniatures  in  Velum,  which 
reprefent  the  Hiftory  of  whatever  is  contained 
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in  every  Canon  or  Statute.     That  Book  cameK^WT^I^ 
afterwards  into  the  poffeffion  of  Philip  Hurault^  p^^rc- 
Bifliop  of  CbartreSj  Son  to  Chancellor  de  Chi- J^xill. 
verni ;  from  him  it  came  to  Meffire  Rene  ofv»-*v*^ 
JLongeuily  Lord  de  MaifonSj  and  Prefident  of  the 
Parliament  of  Pmi ;  but  I  can*t  tell  who  has  it 
now.     Howbeit,   by   Henry's     Inftitution    the 
Number  of  Knights  were  fixed  to  an  hundred^ 
-and  none  but  Catholicks  could  be  admitted  a- 
mongft  them :  Thej  were  obliged  to  fwear  to  the 
Maintenance  of  the  Catholick  Religion,  and  to 
the  Extirpation  of  all  Heretical  Sc<ftarics.(^). 

Now  the  Queen- Mother  having  been  all  this  CXIX, 
while  af  Nerac^  to  hear  the  Complaints  of  the^^^j^^*^ 
Reformed,  of   Guienne^  Languedoc^  and  6ther^4»f«^eir 
Provinces ;   and  to  apply  proper  Remedies,  and^>r«c, 
pacify  the  Troubles  :   After  leveral  Debates  they 
agreed  at  laft^upon  the  following  Articles,  on 
the  28  th  of  JFebruary,  which   I  fhall  tianlcribe 
here. 

The  Articles  of  the  Conference  of  Nerac  agreed  t9 
between  the  ^een- Mother^  the  King  of  JVi- 
varre^  and  the  Deputies  of  the  Reformed. 

IN  order  to  facilitate  the  laft  Edidl  of  Pacifi- 
cation, made  in  September  1577,  and  to 
clear  and  refolve  the  Difficulties  that  have  inter- 
pofed,  and  that  might  retard  the  good  eflFeft  x£ 
the  faid  Edidt,  k  ha$  been  Fefolved  at  the  Re-^ 
quefk  and  Supplications  of  thofe  of  the  faid  pre- 
tended Reformed  Religion,  and  agreed  upon,  as 
followeth,  in  the  Conference  held  at  Nerac^  in 
this  prefent  Month  of  February,  .1579.  between 
ihe  Queen-Mother,  aflifted  by  fome  Princes  and 
Lords  of  the  King's  Privy- Council,    and  th& 

King 
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Henry  III.  relates  to  the  King's  Council,  the  fecret  Articles 
p*57^'^  of  the  Year  1577,  ftiali  be  obfcrved  both  as  to 
e^XIII.  ^^t  relates  to  the  Chamber  of  iMtiguedoc^  and 
Wti-J"^iii^  that  of  Guienne.     Neverthelefs,  the  faid  King's 
Council  fliall  be  continued  in  their  Places,  with- 
out being   h'able  to   Revocation,  unir*^^  in  the 
cafes  of  the  Ordinance,  although  tlv;) 
Title  of  Subftitutes,  of  Advocates  j- 
neys-Gencral  in  the  fiid  Courts  of  Parliament. 
The  Committees  of  the  Regifters  Civil  and  Cri- 
minal in  the  faid  Chamber,  ihall  exercife  their 
Places  by  the  King's  Commiffion,  and  ftiall  be 
•InFrencbaXlfd  Committees  of  the  *  Regiftry  Civil  and 
Greffi.     Criminal,  and  therefore  fhall  not  be  liable  to  be 
tum*d  out,  or  to  be  revoked  by  the  faid  Regifters 
of  Parliament,  and  that  they  (hall  be  bound  to 
yield  the  Emolument  or  Profit  of  the  faid  Re- 
giftries    to    the  faid  Regifters,    and  the   &id 
Committee  fliall  receive  Salaries  from  the  faid 
Regifters,    according    as    it  fliall  be  thought 
fit,    and  ^reed    upon    by    the    faid    Cham- 
bers.    And  as  for  the  Meflengers,  befides  thofe 
that  fliall   be  taken  out  of  the    faid   Parlia- 
ment,   who  fliall    be    Catholicks,   two  more 
ftiall  be  erefted  in  every  Chamber,  who  fliall  be 
of  the  faid  Religion.     And  the  faid  Meflengers 
.fliall  be  direded  by  the  faid  Chambers,  both  as 
•to  the  Execution  of  their  Places,  their  Diftrid, 
:and  the  Fees  they  fliall  take.     In  the  Qties 
-where  the  faid  Chambers  fliall  be  ereded,  there 
jihall  alfo  be  two  Offices  of  Serjeants,  to  be  kept 
^by  thofe  of  the  faid  Religion.     And  as  to  At- 
.tomeys,  the  Attorneys  of  the  faid  Parliament 
fliall  be  allowed  to  plead  in  the  faid  Chambers. 
JVnd  in  cafe  their  Number  fliould  not  be  fuflScient, 
the  King  fliall  create   fome  without  paying  of 
JFees,  who  fliall  be  nominated  by  the  faid  Chara- 
J>ei:s,  la  iuch  a  Number  as  they  ihall  think  fit, 

provided 
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provided  it  does  not  exceed  ten ;  of  which  they  Henryllfi 
fhall  fend  a  Roll,  according  to  which  their  Pa-^  '^^?la 
tents   fhall  be  made  and  feal*d.     The  Expedi-v^XIII, 
tions  of  the  Chanceries,  or  Seal-OfBceffe,  ftiall  be  ' 

made  in  prefence  of  two  Counfellors  pf  the 
faid  Chambers,  of  which  the  one  fhall  be  a  Ca- 
tholick,  and  the  other  one  of  the  aforfefaid  Reli- 
gion :  In  the  abfence  of  one  of  the  Matters  of 
Requefts  belonging  to  the  King's  Hoftel,  one  of 
the  Notaries  and  Secretaries  of  the  faid  Courts 
of  Parliament  fhall  refide  in  the  Places  where 
the  faid  Chambers  fhall  be  eflablifh'd,  or  one  of 
the  Secretaries  in  ordinary  of  the  Chancery,  to 
iign  the  Expeditions  of  the  feid  Chancery. 
And  it  has  been  agreed  that  the  Chamber  of 
Languedoc  fhall  be  fettled  in  the  City  of  DIJU 
in  Albigeom 

As  to  the  Decrees  given  in  the  Courts  of  Par* 
liament  fihce  the  faid  Edift,  in  which  Courts 
the  Parties  have  not  proceeded  voluntarily,  that 
is,  have  alledgM  and  propounded  Ends  declina- 
tory ;  or  that  have  been  denounced  thi-Ough  de- 
feult,  both  in  matters  Civil  and  Criminal,  not- 
withflanding  which  the  faid  Parties  have  beert 
conftrain'd  to  go  forward  ;  they  fhall  be  deem'd 
and  reputed  as  thofe  that  have  been  given  be- 
fore the  Edidt,  and  revoked  by  the  fame.  The 
fame  is  ordain'd  for  the  prefidial  Judgments 
given  ftnce  the  Edidl,  and  for  the  Cafes  abolifh'd 
by  the  faid  Edid,  and  by  the  prefent  Conference. 
And  as  for  the  Decrees  given  againfl  thofe  of 
the  faid  pretended  Reformed  Religi^n^  who  have 
proceeded  voluntarilyj  without  propofing  Ends 
declinatory,  the  faid  Decrees  fhall  remain  in 
force.  Yet  neverthelefs  without  Prejudice  to 
the  Execution  of  the  fame,  they  fhall  be  allow*d^ 
if  they  think  fit,  to  take  fome  courfc  by  way  of 
Civil  Rcqucft  before  the  faid  Chambers.     And 
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Henry  III.  until  the  faid  Chambers  and  their  Chanceries  are 
F^^^  eftablifh'd.  Verbal  Appeals,  and  thofe  in  Writing 
mryXUl}^^^^^^^^y  ^^^^^  o^  the  faid  Religion,  before 
Judges,  Regifters  or  Committees,  Executors  of 
Judgments  and  Decrees,  (hall  have  the  fame 
efFeift  as  if  they  had  been  fued  out  by  Letters- 
Patent.  And  as  for  ProcefTes  not  yet  deter- 
mined, depending  in  the  faid  Courts  of  Parlia- 
ment, of  the  Quality  abovefaid,  they  ihall  be 
returned,  whatever  Condition  they  are  in,  into 
the  iaid  Chambers  to  which  they  have  their  re- 
ference, if  required  by  one  of  the  Parties,  and 
according  to  the  Edi<ft,  within  four  Months,  irt 
foch  Provinces  where  the  Chambers  are  eftablifh- 
cd,  after  the  regiftring  of  thefe  prefent  Articles  : 
And  as  for  the  other  Provinces  in  which  they  are 
not  yet  eftablifh*d,  four  Months  after  the  Efta- 
blifhment  thereof,  before  the  Regifters  of  the  (aid 
Courts  of  Parliament,  and  that  ror  Suits  that  are 
ready  for  tryal.  And  as  for  fuch  as  fhall  be  difcon- 
tinu'd,  and  are  not  ready  to  be Judg'd,  the  above- 
mcntionM  of  the  pretendedi2^rmV  Religion  fhall 
be  obliged  to  make  the  fidd  Declaration,  at  the 
iirft  intimation  and  (ignification  that  fhall  be  made 
unto  them  of  the  Purfuit ;  and  the  faid  term 
being  expired,  they  fhall  no  more  be  admitted 
to  demand  the  faid  Returns.  And  as  for  the 
Suits  removed  either  in  the  Courts  of  Parliament, 
Great  Council,  or  elfewhere,  thofe  of  the  faid 
Religion  giving  a  particular  account  of  the  faid 
Suits,  Provifion  fhall  be  made  for  the  fame. 

VIl.  All  Sovereign  Courts  and  others,  within 
this  Kingdom,  are  prohibited  and  forbidden, 
(before  the  fetting  up  of  the  faid  Chambers)  to 
take  cognizance  of,  and  to  judge  the  ProcefTes 
either  Civil  or  Criminal  of  thofe  of  the  faid 
Religion,  and  others  who  have  been  engaged 
in  their  Party,  the  Cognizance  whereof  bv  the 

laft 
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laft  Edift  of  Peace  is  referr'd  to  the  faid  Cham«  Hcnrrlff, 
l)ers.     The  Prohibitions  contained  in  the  tWcnty-  p^^^S; 
fixth  Article  of  the  faid   Edid  of  PaCifieation  ^xnt 
about  th*  Cognizance  of  Matters  relating  to  the 
Troubles    until  now,   fhall  alfo  be  reiterated: 
And  generally  all  Judgments  and  Dec:rees  given 
to  the  contrary,  and  to  the  prejudice  of  the  E-t 
dicSb,  Khali  be  annihilated  and  revok'd,  together 
inth  all  that  has  followed  thereupon. 

VIlI.  That  henceforward  in  all  InftruSlUns^ 
dther  than  Infbnnations  of  Criminal  Procefles  iii 
the  Senefchalfhips  of  Thouloufe^  Carcaffonnii 
Rmergucj  Lauragaisy  Be^ers^  MmtpeUier^  and 
Nimesj  the  Magiftrate  or  Comtniflarjr  deputed 
for  thd  faid  Inftruaion,  if  he  be  a  CathoKdi^ 
ihall  be  obliged  to  take  an  AfTociate  of  the  faid 
pretended  Reformed  Religion,  which  the  Parties 
ihall  approve  of :  And  in  cafe  they  cannof  agree 
abcMut  it,  the  above-ri&m'd  Magiftrate  or  Corti- 
ftiiffary  {hall  take  one  of  the  faid  Religion  out 
of  the  Office  ;  as  in  like  manner  if  the  faid 
Magiftrate  or  Commiflary  be  of  the  faid  Religion^ 
he  ftall  be  obliged  in  the  Form  abovefaid  to  take 
a  Catholick  Affiftant.  And  when  any  occafioti 
of  Criminal  Trials  (hall  occur  before  the  Provod 
Marfhals,  or  their  Lieutenants  againft  any  one  of 
the  faid  Religion,  being  art  Houftiolder,  who  fhall 
be  charR'd  and  accused  of  any  publick  Crime, 
the  faid  PrCvofts,  or  their  Lieutenants,  if  they  be 
Catholicfcs,  ftiall  be  bound  to  call  to  the  hearing 
of  fuch  a  matter  an  Affiftant  of  the  faid  Reli- 
pipn :  The  which  Aflbciate  fhall  affift  alfo  at 
the  Judgment  of  the  Competency  or  Validity 
of  the  Indiftment,  as  well  as  at  the  definitive 
Judgment  of  the  Procefe.  The  Validity  of 
which  Indiftment,  fhall  only  be  judg'd  at  the 
nt areft  prefidial  Seat  or  Tribunal  in  an  Aflcmbly, 
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Henry  III.  before  the  principal  Officers  of  the  faid  Tribunal  j 
*5^-    who  ftiall  be  found  there,  on  pain  of  Nullity. 

g^XIIL  '^'  ^^  putting  the  &id  Edift  of  Pacification 
in  execution,  the  Seats  of  Juftice  ihall  be  re^ 
cftablifti*d  at  Montauban^  Montpellierj  Nitnes^ 
and  in  all  other  Places  whefe  they  ufed  to  be 
before  the  Troubles. 

X.  The  Mint  ftiall  be  re-eftablifti'd  in  the 
City  of  Montpelliery  as  it  ufed  to  be  before  the 
Troubles. 

XI.  The  King  in  order  to  remove  all  occaiion 
of  Diflenfions  that  might  create  the  leaft:  Divi- 
fion  among  his  Subje<9bs,  ordains  that  whatever 
has  happened  fince  the  Publication  of  the  faid 
laft  Edi^,  until  now,  againft,  and  to  the  preju- 
dice of  the  (aid  Edid,  on  either  fide,  ihall  re- 
main extinguifh'd,  and  be  forgotten  as  if  no 
fuch  thing  had  ever  been.  And  that  no  body 
ftiall 't)e  profecuted  upon  the  account  of  the  le- 
vying and  gathering  of  Soldiers  in  Cities,  or  in 
open  Fields,  eftablifhing  and  maintaining  of  Ga- 
rifons,  Eriterprizes  upon  and  Seizures  of  Cities, 
Places^  Caftles  and  Houfes,  Murders,  Impifon- 
ments,  Ranfoms,  or  any  other  Excefs ;  neither 
for  deftroying  of  Churches,  Houfes  and  Build- 
ings belonging  to  £ccle(iafticks  and  others  ^  of 
all  which,  the  faid  Subjedbs  on  both  fides  ftiall 
be  and  remain  acquitted  and  difcharg'd  :  Nei- 
ther ftiall  his  Majefty*s  Attorney -General,  or 
any  other  Perfons  publick  or  private,  at  any 
time,  or  on  any  account  foever,  be  allowed  to 
make  any  Profecutions  of  the  fame  in  any  Court 
of  Jurifdiftion,  nor  in  any  wife  whatever.  The 
whole  in  the  fame  Form  and  Manner  as  it  is  ex- 
prefs'd  by  the  fifty-fifth  Article  of  the  lafl:  Edift 
of  Pacification  ;    excepting  Raviftiments  of  Wo- 

•  men,   i^c.    Incendiaries,     Robberies,    Murders 
^  committed  treacherouJdy  and  with  Premeditation, 

and 
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and  not  by  way  of  Hoftility,  on  account  ofHenrylli; 
private  Revenge,  and  other  Crimes  and  Mifde-  p  ^^'^^' 
jneanours  referv'd  by  the  laft  Edidt  of  Pacifica-  g<^yXirL 
tion,which  fhall  be  profecuted  according  to  Law, 
and  punifh*d  according  to  the  Nature  of  the 
fame.  And  as  to  what  relates  to  the  Money 
that  has  been  taken,  eitha-  out  of  his  Majefty's 
Exchequers,  or  out  of  Cities  and  Commonalties, 
and  from  other  private  Perfons  j  and  the  Sums 
that  have  been  impos*d  and  rais'd  of  any  kind 
whatever,  and  howfbever  rais*d  by  thofe  of  the 
faid  Religion,  and  others  who  have  been  en- 
gaged in  their  Party  fince  the  faid  Edift  of  Pa- 
cification, they  are  and  fhall  remain  abfolutely 
difcharg'd  for  the  fame,  without  their  being  any 
wife  liable  to  be  profecuted  upon  the  faid  account  ^ 
nor  thofe  who  ftiall  have  order'd  it,  Corporatiopa 
of  Cities  and  Commonalties,  nor  yet  their 
Clerks.  Neverthelcfs  thofe  of  the  faid  Religion 
Ihall  be  obliged  to  aflemble  with  the  Corpora- 
tions of  thofe  Cities  ;  to  make  a  true  ^ftimate 
among  them,  on  the  laft  Day  of  April  next  at 
fartheft,  both  of  their  Receipts  and  Expences  : 
The  which  Eftimate  they  ftiall  be  oblig'd  to  fign 
and  jointly  to  affirm,  and  to  deliver  the  fame 
within  the  faid  time  of  two  Months,  into  the 
hands  of  thofe  that  are  appointed  to  execute 
the  faid  Edidt  of  Pacification  in  LanguedoCj  ta 
t;he  end  that  upon  the  faid  Eftimate  the  Cham- 
bcr  of  Accounts  niay  pafs  into  Receipt,  and  al-. 
low  in  expence  what  ftiall  be  contained  in  the 
£iid  Eftimate,  and  no  more.  And  in  order  td 
check  the  Infolence  of  feveral,  and  to  prevent 
thofe  Evils  for  the  future,  the;  Ki^ng  declares 
that  hereafter  he  will  no  more  grant  any  Par-t 
dops  for  the  abovefaid,  or  the  like  Tranfgref* 
fions  of  the  Edid :  And  forbids  his.  Chancellor 
91;  Lord- Keeper  tQ  feal  any  .{ucb,„^g  hljS  Judgea 
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Henrylll.  to  havc  the  leaft  regard  for  the  fame.     And  in 
'579     c:afe  any  of  thofe  to  whom  this  Pardon  is  grant- 
SjwXin  ^    (hpuld    relapfe   into   the  fame  Fault,  they 
Si>V— J  ftiall  not  only  be  puni(h?d  for  the  new  Fault, 
-    •'^'     but  (hap  alfo  b^  deprivM  of  the  Fruit  and  Be- 
nefit which  i3  granted  them  by  this  Article. 

XII.  That  all  Proceffes  and  Caufes  concerning 
'^  cafe  of  the  faid  Troubles  that  have  bfen  re- 
^rnfd  by  the  Commiffioners  Executors  of    the 
jprecediog  Edi<ft  of  Pacification,   before  the  pre* 
fidial  Judges  or  other  Judges,  (hall  be  return-d 
jn  the  ftate  they  now  ftand  to  the  faid  Cham- 
bers of  the  Edilt ;   the  King  not  intending  that 
any  of  his  SubjeAs   (hould    be  profecuted  for 
what  has  been  donefince  the  laft  Troubles,  ac- 
corditfg  to  the  fifty-fifth  Article  of  the  faid  laft 
]|Edid :  And  in   cafe  any  of  the   faid  Procefles 
fhould  already  be^judg-d,  the  Parties  (hall  be 
allowed  to  apply  themfelves  for  Redrefs,  by  the 
ivays  of  Right,  to  the  faid  Chambers  of  the  Edidt. 
aIII.  Whereas  at  the  beginning  of  the  fortyr 
fecond  Article  of  the  faid  laft  Ed  id  of  Pacifica- 
tion, in  (cveral  common  Impre(rions  that  havc 
been  made  of  ^he  fame,  thefe  Words  are  found ; 
jlnd  thai  Jhall  have  been  taken  by  way  ofHoJiility^ 
by  way  of  affirmation  ;  altho'  it  (hould  be  con- 
•    cciv*d  hegatiVely,  and  in  thi?  manner,  yind  than 
Jhall  not  have  been  taken  by  way  of  Hojiility  :  As 
it  is  written*  in  the  Original  agreed  on  and  (ign'd 
it  Bergerac^  oh  the  Vyth  of  September,  1577.    I^ 
19  oridainM,  that  it  (hall  be  correfted  by  the  faid 
Oriainal  ;   and  all  Judges  are  enjoin'd  to  judge 
conformably  to  this  prelent  Corredion. 

XIV.  That  all  Afle(rments,  Impofitions,  Ga- 
therings, raifing  of  Money  and  new  Subli dies, 
by  whomfoever,  and  on  any  account  whatever, 
unlefs  by  the  King's  exprefs  CommifTion,  (hall 
ceafe,  and  that  none  (hall  be  made  otherwife 
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hereafter,    on  the   Penalties  mentioned   in  the  Henry  III. 
Ordinances.  p^^'^^ 

XV.  The  General  Aflemblies  of  Cities  and  g<^xil^ 
Corporations,  fliall  be  made  according  to  the 
ancient  Cuftoms,  and  fuch  Inhabitants  as  ufed  to 
come  to  the  fame,  fhall  be  fummon*d  thither 
without  diftindlion  of  Religion,  according  to 
the  laft  Edidl  of  Pacification,  Article  nineteenth. 

XVI.  That  the  Edift  of  Pacification,  and 
what  has  been  refolv'd  in  this  Conference,  fhall 
be  executed  in  every  Article,  according  to  its 
Form  and  Tenor,  and  that  the  faid  Execution 
thereof  fliall  begin  on  the  firft  Day  of  March 
next  coming  at  fartheft,  and  fliall  be  continued 
in  Guienne  without  Interruption  on  either  fide. 
And  as  for  Languedocy  the  faid  Execution  or 
Performance  fliall  begin  on  the  ift  Day  of  A-. 
pril  nty^t  coming  at  farthefl: ;  but  that  in  the 
mean  time  all  Prifoners  of  War  fliall  be  fet  at 
liberty,  without  paying  any  Ranfom :  And  all 
Ads  of  Hoftility,  and  other  Tranfgreflions  of 
the  Edidt  in  general,  fliall  ceafe,  according  to 
the  Commiflions  that  have  been  iflTu'd  out  to 
that  end,  which  fliall  be  fent  every  where  in  the 
Governments  of  Guienne^  LanguedoCy  and  other 
Provinces,  when  it  fliall  be  neceflary. 

XVII.  It  has  alfo  been  agreed  by  the  faid 
Lady  Queen-Mother  to  his  Majefty  the  King 
of  Navarre^  and  all  the  above-mention'd,  that 
all  the  Cities  and  Places  kept  by  thofe  of  the 
{aid  Religion,  fliall  be  reflior'd  in  the  Govern- 
ments of  Guienne^  and  Languedoc^  at  the  time 
declared  by  the  preceding  Article :  And  the  E- 
did:  of  Pacification  fliall  be  put  entirely  in 
execution  in  the  fame;  as  alfo  and  by  the  fame 
means,  in  the  other  Cities  where  the  Catholicks 
are  more  numerous,  neither  Parties  being  allowed 
to  put  Garifons  into  them  :    And  thus  the  In- 
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HcnrylJI.  habitants  of  the  fame,  of  both  Religions  fhall 
•?579-     remain  under  the  fpecial  Safeguard  of  the  King 

goryXIIl'^^^  S^^^^^S^  Lord,  it  being  forbidden  on  pain 
>  of  Death,  to  wrong  them,  or  to  undertake  any 
thing  againft  the  Liberty  and  Safety  of  the  faid 
HCities.     Neverthelefe,    for  furpty  of    what    is 
above- written,  and  for  an  Aflurance  of  the  Exe- 
tuition  of  the  faid  Edidb,  the  King  leaves  and 
gives  in  keeping  to  the  faid  King  of  Navarre 
the  following  Cities :    In  the  Government  of 
Guienne^  Bazas:,  Puymerol  and  Figeac,  until  the 
laft  Day  of.  Auguft  next  enfuing,  and  no  longer : 
And  in  the  Government  of  Languedoc,    Revelj 
.  Briatejley  Aleth^  Santeiy  Agreve^  Baiz  fur  Baiz,

That  tlie  Ecclefiafticks,  and  other 
Catholick  Inhabitants  (hall  be  received  again  into 
the  faid  Cities  without  any  difficulty,  and  fhall 
fully  enjoy  all  their  Eftates,  and  the  Fruits,  or 
the  Revenues  of  the  fame  :  That  they  fhall  per- 
form Divine  Service  in  the  fame,  according  to 
the  Vk  of  the  Catholick  Church  :  That  Juftice 
fhall  alfo  be  freelv  adminiflred  there:  That  the 
King's  Money,  as>  well  ordinary  as  extraordinary, 
fhall  be  rais'd  and  received  there :  And  that  the 
Edi6t  fhall  b?  entirely  kept  ^nd  obferv'd  there. 
And  the  fam.e  fhall  be  done,  according  to  the 
faid  Edi^,  in  relation  to  thofe  of  the  faid  pre- 
tended Reform\d  Religion,  in  the  other  Cities 
where  the  Catholicks  are  more  in  number.

XIX.  That  the  faid  Cities  during  the  time  k 
heretofore  deciar'd,  (hall  be  governed  by  Perfons 
of  Integrity,  Lovers  of  Peace  and  PublickGood, 
who  fhall  be  nominated  by  the  King  ofNavarre^ 
and  approved  by  the  faid  Lady  the  Queen*Mo- 
ther,  who  fhall  engage  and  be  bound  with  fix  in 
the  chief,  and  four  in  the  other  of  the  faid 
Towns,  the  fame  well  to  preferve  in  their  Obe- 
dience to  the  King,  and  to  caufe  the  EdiA  to 
be  well  maintained,  and  what  has  been  now  re- 
folv*d  between  the  faid  Lady  the  Queen-Miother 
and  the  faid  King  of  Navarre^  to  maintain  all

^XUL  XXI.  And  to  avoid  all  manner  of  burthening 
and  oppreffing  of  the  Inhabitants  of  the  faid  Ci- 
ties, and  acijacent  Parts,  the  faid  Lady  has  and 
does  promi/e  to  the  faid  King  of  Navarre^  and 
to  the  iaid  of  the  pretended  Reformed  Religion 
to  furni(h  thirty-fix  thoufand  Livr^s  Tournois^ 
which  fhall  be  delivered  into  the  hands  of  thofe 
the  faid  King  of  Navarre  (hall  nominate  at  the 
banning  of  every  one  of  the  faid  Months,  pro 
rat  a  J  and  by  equal  Portions,  according  to  the 
Divifion  they  fhall  make  of  it. 

XXII.  And  therefore  it  has  been  exprefly  re- 
fplv'd.

Cities,  and  thofe  who  fhall  be  committed  for  the 
Guard  thereof,  fhall  not  be  allow'd  to  quarter 
\n  the  Houfes  of  Catholicks,  as  few  as  poflible ; 
neither  fhall  they  raife,  or  exadt  any  thing  from 
the  Inhabitants  thereof,  or  others,  nor  from  the 
adjacent  Places,  under  any  pretence  foever,  with* 
out  the  King's  Leave.  The  Confuls  of  the  faid 
Cities  fhall  be  oblig*d  during  the  faid  term  of 
fix  Months  to  find  Candles  for  the  Guard  and 
Wood  for  them,  which  cannot  amount  but  to 
very  little,  confidering  the  Summer-feafon  :  Al- 
lowing them  however  at  the  firft  SefficJns  to 
impofe  and  raife  upon  the  Diocefes  and  Senef- 
chalfhips  the  Sums  to  which  the  faid  Candles  and 
Wood  fhall  amount,  without  confequence.  And 
as  for  the  Garifons  lying  at  prefent  in  the  Cities 
of  the  faid  Country  of  Languedoc^  held  by  thofe 
of  the  faid  Religion,  they  are  allowed  to  raife, 
if  it  has  not  been  done  already,  what  is  barely 
necefFary  for  their  Maintenance  until  the  laft 
Day  of  March  next,  and  no  more.

fules^  and  Poftrims^  which  fli^ll  be  fpeedily  dif- 
pnantled  and  quitted.  And  to  that  end,  thoA 
who  detain  them,  fhall  forthwith  deliver  them 
into  the  hands  of  thofe  who  are  fent  to  cau(e  thd 
Ads  of  Hoftility  to  ceafe,  if  they  defign  to  en«r 
joy  the  Benefit  of  the  General  Pardon,  granted  to 
thofe  who  have  been  Infraftors  of  the  Edift  of 
Pacification,  fince  the  Publication  thereof.  AxA 
in  cafe  they  do  not  obey  what  is  above  faid,  thejf 
fhall  be  derived  of  the  Benefit  of  the  fiid  Pw- 
don,  and  punifh'd  as  Difturbers  of  the  common 
Peace,  without  hope  of  any  Favour.  And  a 
l^omination  fhall  alfo  be  made  to  the  Executors 
of  the  Edift,  both  in  Guienne  and  in  Lower  Lanr 
guedocy  of  the  Cities,  Towns,  and  Caftles,  it  will 
be  fit  to^ifmantle,  according  to  the  Advice  of 
the  Inhabitants  of  the  Country  of  both  Religions  ;

That  in  cafe  any 
Attempt  fhould  be  made  on  either  fide,  to  the 
prejudice  of  the  laft  Edid  of  Pacification,  and 
of  all  ttat  is  above  faid,  the  Complainttand  Pro- 
fecutioQ  thereof  fhall  be  made  before  fh6  King's 
Governors  and  Lieutenants-General,  and  by  way 
tgf  Juftice  in  the  Courts  of  Parliament,  or  Cham- 
bers eftabli{h*d,  in  regard  of  both,  according  to 
the  Edift.  And  what  ihall  be  ordain'd  by  them, 
fhall  forthwith  be  put  in  execution^  at  fartheft 
within  a  Month  after  it,  by  the  Piiigence  pf  the 
icing's  Council,  in  relation  to  the  Judgment^ 
that  fliall  intervene,  without  ufing  any  Connie 
yance  oi;  DjflimulatiDn.

*  XXVI.  It  has  alfo  been  tefolv'd,  That  thfc 
Ldtds  deputed  for  the  Execution  of  the  faid  E-

Af  Patifieation,  and  of  all  that  is  above  faidw

Tho*  the  King  ratify'd  whatever  had  beeri 
.  agireed  at  Nerac^  neverthelefs  thrife  AjrticlcS 
were  not  read  nor  regifter'd  in  Parliament ;  but 
about  two  Yeats  after,  when  the  Duke  of  A^^ 
JoUf  in  the  King  hia  Brother's  Name,  came  to  a 
ntw  Agreement  with  the  King  of  Navdrre^  at 
jFlex  in  Perigord. 

It  is  very  obferVablej  as  to  this  Conference  of 
Nerac^  that  the  Queen- Mother  fetting  out  from 
,  Paris  took  care  to  be  attended  by  a  great  Num- 
ber of  the  fineft  young  Ladies  that  could  be 
found,  in  order  to  enfnare  the  Court  of  NeraCy 
and  thofe  who  had  any  credit  ftmongft  the  Re- 
-formed. But  her  Daughter  Margaret  Queen 
of  Navarve  outvyed  her^  and  by  the  Charms 
of  the  Ladies  of  her  own  Retinue,  and  of  her 
Maids  of  Honour,  Ihe  enflaved  moft  of  the 
<^en- Mother's  Minifters,  that  were  come  to 
treat  with  the  Deputies  of  the  Reformed ;  nay, 
her  own  Charms,  which  fhe  knew  very  well  how 
to  difplay,  were  fo  powerful  over  Pibracj  one 
of  the  Queen- Mother's  chief  Confidents  and 
Minifters,  that  by  the  Force  of^  his  Eloquence* 
•  he  engag'd  the  faid  Queen-Mother  to  grant  the 
Reformed  a  great  deal  more  than  Ihe  intended  (f)*

He  was  a  f^r^ate  of  vafJt  Xieahiing,  £loqiience^ 
and*' of  a  great  Capacitor  in  the  Management  of 
fublick  Ailairs  ;  illuftnous  by  fixteen  or  feVen- 
teen  Embailies  in  mod:  of  the  Courts  of  Europe, 
efpecially  in  Poland^  where  he  fucceeded  above 
all  expedation  in  the  N^ociation  he  was  charg- 
ed with,  to  procure  the  Crown  of  that  Kingdom 
for  Henry  Duke  of  Anjou.  He  was  a  Pattern  of 
Moderation,  and  countenanced  fo  openly  the 
Reformed  Dodrine,  that  he  preachcfd  at  Court 
after  their  way,  at  the  beginning  of  Charles 
IXth's  Reign.  He  was  one  of  the  nine  Prelates 
fummoned  to  Rome^  on  account  of  their  Senti- 
ments concerning  Religion.  Happy  would  it 
have  been  for  him  to  die  fome  Years  fboner,  hcf 
would  then  have  died  in  the  Luftre  pf  his  Glory^ 
or  at  leaft,  had  he  known  how  to  renounce  the 
World  when  the  World  began  to  frown  upon 
him,  which  was  above  five  Years  before ;  for 
King  Henrys  who  valued  the  Pleafures  of  the 
Court  of  France  above  all  the  Crowns  of  thC'

However  Bellegarde  reaped  this  Advantage,  that 
going  from.  ynTeneuvetb  Tiedmcnt^  he  Qontraded 
a  ftri(Ser  Union  with  X^J  Diguieres  ;  which  was 
veryuieful  to  himJfr  the  Junfture'We,  are  going 
to  relate. 

A  moft  honourable  Condition  had  been  pro- 
pofed  to  Damville  by  the  Court,  to  difunite 
him  from  his  Aflbciation  with  the  Reformed  -, 
and  at  the  fame  time  to  diveft  him  of  his  Go- 
vernment of  Languedoc^  viz,  to  give  him  the 
Marquifate  of  Saluces^  as  a  Tenure  from  the 

Crown 
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Crown  only  ^  and  that  he'ftiould  refign  his  Go- Henr^Ili. 
vemment,   which  (hould  be  divided   between «  '57^- 
William  de  Joyeufe  and  BeUegdrde^  the  firft  hav-g^xjjj] 
ing  the  Upper  Languedoc  for  his  Share,  Jand  thev^-^y-^ 
other  the  Lowsir^  which  is  a  great  deal  more  con-, 
fiderable.      That  Bellegarde  fliould  ref^ii  the*. 
Marguifate  ofSaluces,  with  the  Towns,  Citadels." 
and  Caftles  thereof  into  Damville's  hands.  'But;' 
this  Lord,  who  was  cunning  enough  to  fiifpea; 

what  was  aim'd  at  by  this  Interchange,/4diflen?-  ^ 
bled  his  real  Intention,  :and  gave  hopes  To  ^  the      '- 
King,  by  Bellegarde^s  means,  that  as  iboii^as  ihe 
War  fbould  be  ended,  fie  would  aceept  of  the- 
Condition  propofed.    Peace  being  made,  ^  fcveral 
fecret  Conferences  were  held,  and  feveral  Mef- 
fages  pafled  between   the  Queen  and  Damvtlle' 
and  Bellegarde.    Many  Difficulties  were  ftarted, 
Damville  efpecially,  who  had  a  mind  to  clpak" 
his  Refufe   with  feme  fair  Pretence,    opppfecl. 
Bellegarde^.  who  was  very  earneft  with  him,  upon, 
the  Hromife  he  had  made  to  comply  witK  the 
Kmg's  Propofition,  that  by  the  Laws  of  the  King* 
dom,  his  Majefty  was  not  allowed  to  alienate  any 
part  of  the  Crown's  Demefh.  Therefore  he  infifted 
upon  the  abfolute  Neceffity  .  of  having  firft  the 
Gonfent  of  the  States  General,  and  that  the  Deed^ 
of  the  faid  Interchange  'or  Conceffion  (hould  b« 
read,  publifti'd  and  regifter*d  in  the  Parliaments. 
of  Paris  and  Grenoble.  But  the  Queen,  who  had. 
Guite   another  Meaning  thatl  what    fhe  fpoke 
forth,   feid,   that   by  luch  a  Method  nothing 
could  be  done,  and  that  it  was  better  to  begin 
with  the  Execution,  and  then  it  would  be  an 
eafy  matter  to  obtain  the  Confent  of  the  States 
and  the  Parliaments  ;    that  the  Execution  itfelf 
would  be  obnoxious  to  the  publick  Cenfure,  if' 
it  was  not  done  with  the  greateft  Nicety;  there- ^ 
fore  fhe  thought  it  very  proper,  thiit  JBellegarde'

Henry  III.  (hould  rfifign  thePlaces  he  was  poflefled  of  imnic- 
p^^^'^diately,  npt  into  D^i«w;/V/<5*5,  hands,  but  into  the 
g^XIII.'^^^  of  one  of  the  King's  chufing,  by  way  of 
~  "         '  Sequeftratibti ;  and  that  udmpilie  flioujd  do  the 
fame  of  bis  Government ->   and  that  both  the 
&id  Marquifate  and  Government  fhould  remain 
fo  fequeftered,  till  the  Approbation. of  the  States 
and  Parliaments  fhoujd  .  oe  obtaiu'd.     Whereby 
the  cunning  Pnncefj  intended  toi -dived,  aU  at 
oncCj  Da'mville  and  IS'ilkgarde  of  their. own  Go- 
ver^nienlts,   that  the'  King  might   be  Mafier, 
afl^irwarcls  to  beftow  them   upon  whomfoevof 
be  pleafed.    Joyeufe  had  already  made  himfelf 
fureof  the  vhole;  Government  of  Languedoc  hr 
William  liis  .FaJ;her,  Jbam'oiUe^s  Deputy-Govcr-    • 
nor;  and  EJpernon  of  the  Marquifate  of  Sabuts^ 
for  Bernard  de  Nogaret  his  Brother. 
'.  Now  J^ellegdra^r  blinded  by  his;  Ambition, 
did  not  perceive  the  Cheat,  whereof  DamviUe 
was  very  fenfible ',  therefore  burning  with  Ambi- 
tion, and  with  an  eager  defire  of  feeing  the  Ac- 
complifhment'ofthat  Tr^fadion,  he  put  readily 
the  Town,  Cattle,  and  the  whole  Marqui&jte  of 
Saluces  into  the    hands  of  Charles  Biragues^ 
whom  the  King  had  named  for  that  purpofb. 
'Davrvilh  refuting  to  do.  the  ^Tame,  till  the  $tata 
General  and  the  Parliaments  had  given   their 
Confent,  as  above.- faid,'  Bdkgarde  faw  plainly. 
then,  but  too  late,  that  he  had  been  cheated  i 
whereat  being  exafperated,  he  contrafted  a  ftn&f 
Union  with  Les  piguieres ;  and  having  croflcd 
the'Jlp^y  he  fortified  CarmanioleSj  and  fcvcral  . 
other  Places,  unkno.wn  to  the  King;  and  bein([. 
/enfible  that  now,  being  gone  fo.  far,  it  was  nrt 
f  fe  for  him  to  defift,  at  the  Inftigation  of  the 
Duke  of  Savoy,  feigning  to  take  the  Defence  pf 
the  Reformed,,  he  treated  fecretly  with  the  Ene- 
mies of  the  State  {Spain  i)   and,  in  order  to 

conceal 
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conceal  the  better  his  Pefigns,  he  levied  Forces  Htorylll. 
in  thd  Valleys  of  Pragelas.  ^ngrogne^  and  Chie-  p  '^-579- 
ra/co  aBas  ^eras^  the  Inhabitants  whereof,  for ^^xilK 
the  moft  part,  proftfled  the  Reformed  Religion  ; 
he  received  likewife  1200  Foot  and  gooHorfe 
of  Les  Diguieres^  commanded  by  De  la  Tour  dc 
Gouvemety  and.  inlifted  part  of  the  Troops  that 
had  fervcd  unrfer  him  at  the  Siege  of  Nimes^  fo 
that  he  had  an  Army  of  6000  Foot  ahd  506 
Horfe,  with  twelve  Cannons,  with  which  he 
marched  direftly  to  Saluces^  and  frightened  Bira* 
gues  fo  much,  that  he  retired  intb  the  Caftle, 
leaving  the  Town  zt  Bellegarde*s  Dikrctiotij  who 
improving  his  Advantages,  forced  the  faid  Caftle 
to  furrender,  knd  Biragues  to  return  itito  France ; 
and  foon  after,  all  the  other  Places  of  the  Mar- 
quiiate  furrender'd  themfelves  tp  Bellezarde  j 
who  after  this  Succefs  wrote  to'  the  Kirig  to 
excufe,  under  fev^ral  Pretences,  what  he  had 
done. 

Now  the  Queen  being  arrived  in  Dauphini^ 
this  Marfhal  durft  not  wait  upon  her  Majefly  at 
Grenoble ;  but,  by  the  Duke  of  Savoy^s  means, 
he  obtain'd  to  have  an  Interview  with  her  at 
Monluelj  in  the  Country  ,of  Breffe^  belonging 
then  to  the  faid  Duke ;  wherein  he  brought 
along  with  him  the  Deputies  of  tte  Reformed 
o£  Dauphine^  that  he  might  condeal  the  better 
his  Union  with  Spain  and  Savoy\  under  his  out- 
Ward  Zeal  for  the  Proteftant  Intereft.  The  Queen 
few  herfelf  obliged  to  feign  being  (atisfied  with 
the  Reafons,  good  or  bad,  he  gave  for  colouring 
what  he  had  done,  to  approve  hisCpnduft,  anq 
confirm  his  Authority ;  then  he  treated  about 
the  Execution  of  the  late  Bdift.  Tliie  Deputie^ 
of  the  Reformed  made  feveral  heavy  Complaints 
of  the  manifold  Infractions  of  the  faid  Edift, 
and  Bellegarde  fupported  them  with  alt  his  Might.

Things  were  left  in  the  fame  State  till 
go^Xlil'^^^  King  fliould  be  thoroughly  informed;  and 
U>-v-««i^the  Queen  underflanding  that  the   Favourites 
Credit  with  the  King  her  Son  increafed  every 
day  during  her  long  Abfence,   made  all  hafte 
(he  could  to  return  to  Court  (g). 
CXXV.       About  the  fame  time  fhe  received  tjie  News 
^f^M^^  of  Fr^«aV  Duke  of  iVf^«/;we?rtf»ry's  Death,  aLorc]r 
^^tp^s  who  deferved .  the   better   the  King-s  Favours, 
bea/k      had  he  lived  m  better  Times,  and  under  a  belter 
Government  i  either  if  one  confiders  his  extraor- 
dinary Love  to  God,  and  to  his  own  Country,  or 
the  Grcatnefs  of  his  Soul,  his  Liberality,  Forti- 
tude, cxquiiite  Judgment,  Conftancy,  ftridl  Ad- 
herence to  whatever  was  right  and  juft,  and, 
what  was  extraordinary  in  his  Time  for  a  Lord 
of  his  Quality,  his  Learning.     The  ancient  Jea- 
louiies  between  his  Houfe  and  Gui/e's  having 
been  renewed  in  the  Civil  Wars,  he  oppofed, 
with  all  his  Might,  at  the  Beginning,  the  ambi- 
tious and  pernicious  Defigns  of  that  Houfe,  and 
fupported  the  Prince  of  Conde,  and  his  Coufins 
the  Coligni^s  Intereft,  whereby  he  became  fuf- 
pefted  of  countenancing  the  Reformed  Religion; 
^  ftrenuous  Affertor  of  the  King's  Authority,  he 
forced  the  Cardinal  of  Lorrain  and  the  Duke  of 
Guife  his  Nephew,    who,    in  defiance   of  the 
King's  Decree,  had  attempted  to  come  into  Paris 
attended   with    a  numerous   Retinue    of  theif 
Friends  and;.Vaflals  in  Arms,    he  forced  them, 
I  fay,    to  fubmit  to  go  out  of  the  City.     But 
tho'   the  Guifes    firice   that   time   had   born   a 
.prudg6  againft  him,  and  mifs*d  no  Opportunity 
of  being  reyenged  upon  him,    nay,  tho'  they 
xiad  fought  to  undo  him  and  his  Family  utterly,

Day  J  neverthelefs  he  was  fo  well  reconciled  with  p^^'^%^ 
that  Houfe,  after  he  was  releafed  from  Prifoh,  g^xiIL 
that  the  Duke  of  Guife  attended  him  conftantly,  s^m^mmj 
even  for  whole   Nights  together,    during  his 
Sicknefs,  feveral  Months  berorc  his  Death.     He' 
died  at  his  Caftle  of  Efcovan^   on  the  6rfx  of 
May,  of  a  lingering  lUnefs  which  had  returned . 
upon  him,  and  which  he  had  contradted  in  the    , ,  . 
Baftile.    He  was  m  the  Fiftieth  Year  of  his 
Age.    His  Death  was  much  lamented,  even  by 
his  Enemies  •,    he  was  judged  worthy  of  that 
Praife,  of  being  the  laft  tnit  Frenchman.  He  was 
fucceeded  in  his  Government  by  the  unworthy 
Villequier  (b). 

Betlegarde^  after  the  Queen's  fctting  out,  took  CXXVI. 
his  way   through  DaufbinSy  in  order  to  confer ''^^^, 
with  Les  DiguiereSy  and  to  ratify  his  "B^n&S^.^Confirenci 
ments  with  the  Reformed  of  that  Province  5  he  mfHif  Les 
fhewed  forth  that  every  thing  tended  to  a  R"R"  ^'^^'''^f* 
ture-,    and  offering  his  Affiftance,  he  prevailed  * 

for  fending  a  Deputation  to  the  King  of  JVi- 
varrey  to  require  that  if  he  accepted  of  his  Of- 
fers, he  would  be  pleafed  to  fend  hini  a  full 
Power  for  afting  in  his  Name,  whenever  the 
Occafion  fhould  require  it.  Montberauh  was 
Bellegarde*$  Deputv  for  that  purpofe,  and  Ca- 
lignon  was  fent  in  tne  Reformed'sf  Name.  Mmt^  . 
herault  was  very  kindly  received  by  the  faid 
King,  and  difmifled  with  fuch  foil  Powers  as 
Bellegarde  defired  to  have  them  ;*  as  to  Calignon^  - 
he  remained  at  the  faid  Prince's  Court. 

Bellegarde  was  arrived  at  Carmaniole  fince  the 
latter  end  of  September,  where  he  kept  a  Retinue 
almoft  Royal.  Several  Meffengers  came  and 
went  every  day  frorn  and  to  Milan,  and  other 
fufpeded  Places  5  the  wifeft  amongft  the  Re- 
formed

That  Prince  ftfiy'd  fome  time  longer  at  Ma- 
zeres^  to  hear  the  Complaints  of  the  Deputies 
of  the  Reformed  Churches,  againft  the  Non-. 
Performance  of  the  Edift,  in  the  Name  of  their 
Principals,  and  to  take  proper  Meafures  accord- 
ing to  the  Circumftances.  The  Opinions  were 
various,  fome  were  for  renewing  the  War,  and 
Others  not,  without  an  abiblute  Neceffity;  at 
laft  it  was  agreed,  that  fince  nothing  had  been 
done  at  the  late  Conference  of  Monluel^  fuice 
the  Articles  of  the  Conference  at  Nerac  were 
chidcd  by  the  Parliaments  and  the  Governqrs  of 
Provinces,  they  ought  to  make  the  neceflljcy 
Preparations  for  War,  and  be  ready  at  all  ^%. 
vents  •,  thif  however  they  would  delay  to  de- 
clare openly,  till  they  had  tried  all  friendly 
Ways  for  nfaking  up  the  Differences  by  their 
peputies  to  the  King  ;  and  if  they  were  diiap-

Then  ^h^  King  of  Navarre  held  a  Council  of 
3yar,  to.  cpnfait  by  what  Place  it  wasimoft.  pro- 
per to  begin  the  War  •,  and  whereas  the  Agenejt 
zndL^ercy  had  been  b^ftowed  of  late  upon  the 
Queen  <A  Nwoarre^  for  f  her  Dowry,  contrary  to 
(he  anqient  Laws  of  the  Kingdom,  whereby  the 
Princeffcs  of  the  Blood  have  their  Dowry  paid 
in  ready  Money  ;  and  that  (he  might  poflefs 
lliem  more  honourably,  the  King  her  Brother, 
who  would  buy  Peace  at  any  rate,  even  to  the 
detriment  of  the  Royal  Authority,  had  granted 
her  by  Zt  private  Charter  all  the  Rights  of  the 
prown  upon  ^hefe  Provinces;,  infomuch  that  ihe 
jiad  t}ie  Prefentatipn  tp  the  vacant  Biihopricks 
§nd  Abbeys,  and  her  own  Chancellor,  Pibrac 
Prefidcpt  in  the  Parliament  of  Paris^  was  the 
firft  who  enjoyed  that  Office. 

.  The  Inhabitants  of  Cabors  amongft  others* 
bore  very  impatiently  that  Innovation ;  and 
whereas  th^y  had  been  always  implacable  Ene- 
mies to  the  Reformed,  whom  they  had  moft 
cruelly  perfecuted  from  the  Beginning  ;  nay, 
rnoft  part  of  ^he  Inhabitants  had  dipt  their  pwn 
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Hands  in  their  Blood,  at  the  Mailacre  of  1572 :  HmryilX, 
therefore,  they  fliewed  themfelves  moft  averfe  to  p^'5- 
the  King  of  Navarre^  dreading  to  receive  the  ft^^yrn' 
defervel  Puniihment  for  their  former  Cruelties  !!Z!-!j 
iindBarbarities,(houId  they  ever  fall  into  the  hands 
of  .that  Prince  and  the  Reformed,  for  which 
caufe  they  had  obilinateily  refufed  (x>  admit  him. ' 
Vezinsj  of  whom  we  h^ve  made  mention  in  the- 
third  Volume,  and  who  faved  Refnier  afteir  fo  ex- 
traordinary a  way  from  the  Mafl^cre,  command- 
ed in  the  City;  keeping  always  on  foot  1500 
Inhabitants,  well  armed  and  difciplined. 

Now  the  King  of  Navarre  thought  proper  Caborstm. 
to  begin  by  this  City,  knowing  very  well  that  ^en  if  ib$ 
the  good  Succefs  of  that  Undertaking  could  but  ^'^  ^f 
confirm  his  Authority  In  Guienne.     Therefore     **''*^^' 
being  intirely  bent  upon  that  Expedition,  he  at^ 
tacked  the  Place  the  firft  Day  of  May,  and  ble^ 
up  two  of  the  Gates  with  a  Petard  (it  was  the 
firft  time  that  that  Piece  of  Ordnance  was  made 
ufe  of  in  France)  in  the  Night-time ;  the  whole 
City  were  terrified  by  fuca  an  unufual  Noife, 
and  ran  with  their  Arms  into  the  publick  Place, 
mo(|^  part  of  them  half  drefs'd,  and  Vezins  ftark- 
nakol  at  their  Head,  who  was  killed  at  the  firft 
jOn-fet ;  but  for  all  that  they  were  not  diflieart- 
ned,  for  they  held  out  for  four  Days  together, 
defending  themfelves  from  one  Street  to  another, 
till  at  laft  being  tired  with  Fatigue,  and  over- 
powered by  the  King  of  Navarre^   the  City 
was  taken,  moft  part  of  the  Inhabitants  put  to 
the  Sword,  and  their  Houfes  given  to  be  plun^*     ^ 
dered  by  the  Soldiery.

Reafops  which   thefe  Province^  had^*  rot-  hot 
(upporting  the  King  of  Nuv^drrt  upon  ^s  occa^ 
iipn,^  there  was  another  which  hmdered  moft 
patt  oi  th^  Reformed  Nobility  dnd  Gentry  in  * 
Dauphin^,    from  joitiing;  Les  Digiiieres,  ^i%i 
their  jealoufies  againft  that  Ciiief ;   every  one^ 
of  them;  thinking  himfelf  nion^  worthy  of  that 
Elmploy,  than  Les  Digulered.    ^ay.,  they  carried  * 
their  Jealoudes  fo  far,  that  moft  of  them  joined 
with   the  t>uke  of  May^nnt^  whto  he  entered 
that  Province,   to  put  a  flop  to  that  General's 
Prog^e&.    No  wonde^  therefore,  if  the  Royal- 
li(b  gpt  the  better  every  where ;  thofc  who^  op- 
posed them  being  fo  weak^  and  -  even  difunited ' 
anlongft  themfelves. 

The  Marfhal  of  Bit  on  ftopJped  (hort  all  the- 
Forces. whicii.  the  Kibg  of  Navarre  oppofed  to' 
hin^  he  routed  three ^thoufstnd  of  his  Men  at 
theSatde  near  MotUerotbel^  wherein  the  twoSon^ 
of  *  the  Mar<iuia  of  ^rans^  a  near  Relation  to  the 
faid.I^!ing,  and  Catholicks,  vrere  killed^  and  pur* 
fued  the  reft  to  the  very  Gated  of  Nerac^  where 
Q^e(^' Margaret  htvttg  upom  the  Walls  to  fe6 
the  Sfamnifti,  'tis  (aid  that  Birm  fired  fome  Vol- 
ley^- againft the  ikid Walls;  whereat  thatPrin-* 
xjtb  was  fo  much  pr()voik'd»  that  ike  never  for* 
gaveliim  afterwards.  The  Count  of  Ijide  tt-' 
tookMonfagut  in  PoUou^  after  a  great  ReMance. 

U  a  The 
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Henrylll.ThcTDukc  of  M?jr^»»^,  with  an  Army  of  feven 
.  «5^-  thoufand  Foot,  one  thoufend  Horfe,  befides  the 
'^^J^Forcesof  D^«pfeW,  and  about  eighteen  Pieces 
v^^tatj  of  Ordnance,  bore  down  whatever  he  met  before 
him  in  Dauphini.  He  took  la  Mure^  a  ftrong 
Place  upon  the  Mountains  by  Capitulation,  after 
forty  Days  Siege.  Then  he  came  to  Grenoble^ 
where  he  was  waited  upon  by  almoft  all  the  Re- 
formed NoblKty  and  Gentry  of  that  Country, 
which  attended  him  every  where  while  he  was 
in  that  City,  and  in  a  little  time  he  pacified  that 
Province  ;  fo  that  what  others  before  him  could 
not  execute  by  feveral  Battles  and  great  Blood- 
fhed,  this  Prince  •  performed  by  his  Prudence 
and  great  Moderation.  Which  being  done,  he 
mffed  away  the  remuning  Fait  of  tne  Year  in 
Feafts,  Balls,  and  Tournaments ;  and  made  him- 
fe)f  fo  popuhr,  that  he  commanded  the  Refpeft 
and  Love  of  every  one.  Les  Diguieres  himielf, 
having  received  the  neceflary  Security  fbr  his 
PerfcMi,  came  to  Grenoble^  and  was  moft  gracioufly 
received  by  the  Duke,  who  had  fo  great  a  value 
for  him  that  tho'  he  was  feveral  times  ftrongly 
folicited^  ^ven  by  the  Archbiihop  of  EmbruHj  to 
improve  that  Opportunity  to  deftroy  an  Enemy 
which  was  the  main  Support  of  the  Rebelli- 
ous HsRETicKS  in  that  Province,  fo  he  ftyled 
them;  he  abhorred  the  Propofition,  and  declared, 
that  he  would  purfue  and  feverely  punifh  whom^ 
foever  (hould  be  bold  enough  to  attempt  any 
thing  agaiiift  a  Gentleman,  ^o  was  come  under 
his  Safeguard.  At  laft,  having  in  vsdn  warned 
his  Allies  not  to  fufier  themfeives  to  be  impofed 
upon  by  Shadows  and  falfe  Appearances,  and 
having  refufed  to  treat  feparately  with  the  Duke, 
Les  Diguieres  fet  out  for  la  S&res^  where  he  re- 
ceived a  Meffenger  from  the  King  of  Navarre^

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who  notified  unto  him  that  a  Treaty  Was  on  foot  Hcnrylll. 

at  Fleix,  ^  P*^g'- 

Birm^  purfuing  hk  Viftorie^  in  Guienne^  fur-  J^xiui, 
prifed  Mont  de  Marfan^  the  chief  Fortrels  of  the 
King  of  Navarre  in  Bearn^  and  granted  art  hb- 
nourable  Compofition  to  the  Gai-ifbn,  whicH 
was  faithfully  kept :  He  took  Hk^wife  federal  o^ 
ther  Towns,  Caftles,  and  Fortrefles,  and  would 
have  carried  his  Viftories  much  farther,  had  i^ 
not  been  for  an  unlucky  Accident  ;•  for  as-  hd 
approached  PJJle  Jourdan^  a  ftrong  Fortrefs  near 
Sthouloufe^  his  Horfe  fell  upon  him,  whereby  he 
had  one  of  his  Legs  (which  was  lame  before) 
fraAured  in  two  Places,  and  was  unable  to  do 
any  fervice  for  fome  time ; .  and  tho*  he  had 
cauied  his  Son  Charles^  a  young  Gentleman  of 
fifteen  Years  of  Age,  to  be  elefted  to  command 
in  his  ftead,  whereby  the  Differences  which  arofe 
amongft  the  chief  Officers  of  the  Army  were  ap-* 
peafed,  never thelefs  he  performed  nothing  no- 
tice-worthy at  this  time,  either  for  his  Father's 
Sickneis,  or  becaufe  an  epidemical  Diftemper 
raged  amongft  his  Troops  and  fwept  away  abun-^ 
dance  of  Men  every  day. 

The  fame  Summer  another  thing  happened, 
very  prejudicial  to  the  King  of  Navarre^s  Af-^ 
ikirs.  La  Rtole  was  one  of  the  cautionary 
Towns  that  had  been  granted  to  the  Reformed^ 
the  King  of  Nofvarre  had  intruftcd  the  Govern- . 
ment  thereof  to  one  d^Uffac^  a  Nobleman  of  the 
Perigord^  a  Reformed,  and  a  learned  Man,  m 
whom  the  King  trufted  mightily,  having  given 
ieveral  Proofs  of  his  Fidelity,  Capacity,  and 
Courage.  Now  this  Gentlemaa  bang  at  the 
Court  of  Neracj  while  the  Queen-Mother  was 
there,  he  fell  mffionately  in  love  with  one  of 
her  Maids  of  Honour ;  but,  whereas  his  Face 
wa^  very  much  homely,   theViibount  of  Tu^' 

U  4  rennef 
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Heniylll.  refine^  whp  was  then  a  young  Lord  of  twenty- 
1  j8o.    two  or  twenty-three  Years,  undertook  with  (bme 
'^^^jV  other  young  Gentlemen  of  his  Age  to  ridicule 
^^^  him.     But  the  worft  was>  that  the  ICing  of  No* 
varrt,  far  from  putting  them  to  filence,  jomedwith 
ijiem;  aiid  being  very  witty*  helped  them  in 
theilr  JeftiAgs  and  Bantings  againft  that  old 
Lover  :  Nothing  is  ipore  feelmg  for  d  Man  of 
Courage,  than  to  fee  himfeif  ridiculed  hf  his 
ownMdler.     Ufac  could  not  bear  to  be  the 
fport  of  the  0>urti  the  King  of  Navarre  ap- 
proving of  it,  he  refolved  to  be  revenged  even 
at  the  Lofs  of  his  own  Honour,  and  Religiom 
He  went  away  into  Reole^  and  delivered  the 
l^lace  into  the  hands  ofDuraSj  who^  outof  fom6 
Difcontent  had  fbriaken  the  King  of  Navarre^ 
and  was  now  in  the  King  of  Franc^^  Scrvke. 

Some  Months  before^  the  fame  Prince  had 
loft  the  City  of  Agen^  much  upon  a  like  account  i 
for  it  happened  at  a  Ball,  that  the  yotmg  Lords 
of  the  Court  put  out  the  Candles,  to  be  more 
freely  faucy  with  the  Ladies^  Whereat  the  Inha^ 
bitants  wef e  fo  much  ofiended^  that  they  delivotd 
tip  their  City  to  the  Marlhal  of  Biron. 

Indeed,  a  Prince  muft  neceffarily  govern  knd 
rate  his  Courtiers,  and  a  Lord  his  Servants ;  be^ 
caufe  their  Vices,  generally  fpeaking,  are  afcribed 
to  their  Matters,  who  are  thought  to  countenance 
them  either  by  their  own  Example,  orothetwife. 
Beiides  that,  th^y  ought  to  refrain  from- railing, 
land  jefting  upon  their  Inferiors.  Such  a  word 
might  be  uttered  by  fome  Inferior  or  Equal, 
which  fhall  not  afFeft  the  Perfon  upon  whom  it 
is  fpoken ;  but  which  will  prove  a  ftab  to  him 
ivhen  it  comes  out  from  his  Prince's  Mouthy  and 
leaves  in  his  Heart  a  mortal  Refentment.  The 
Grandees  muft  not  flatter  themfelves,  that  their 
Subjeds  Qx  M«i©rs  are  obliged  to  bear  all-  their 
•  Frolicks } 
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Frolicks ;   for  whdi  HoDoar  lies  at  the  ftake,  HcnryllL 
the  more  the  Perfon  that  wounds  is  fuperior,  ^^  pj^ 
4arger  and  deeper  is  the  Wound  ;   juft  as  the  gMtxMl' 
Impreflion  of  a  Body  is  ftrongpr,  when  it  is  of  a  C         ' 
great  Weight,  and  fells  from  a  lUgher  Place. 

The  Rince  of  Gonde  fbjourhed  not  long  at 

U  Fere  after  the  taking  of  it;  tho*  the  King  out 

of  policy  feemed  to  approve  of  what  he  haxj 

done;  and  that  the  Queen-Mother  fhould  be 

gone  to  hinv  bringing  along  with  her  the  King*s 

Gonfent  for  living  in  that  Place»  enjoying  the 

Title  of  Governor  of  Picardy^  provided  he  ftiould. 

make  no  further  attempt.     Neverthelefs,  under- 

ftan£ng  that  he  was  not  iafe  in  that  Place,   and 

that  it  would  be  invefted  very  foon  by  the  King's 

Army^  he  deported  immediately  about  the  latter 

erid  of  March,  in   order  to  go  and  folicit  the 

Afliftance  of  the  Reformed  and  Proteftant  Prin* 

ces  of  Europe^     He  had  a  Conference    with 

Queen  Elizabeth ^  here  in  England  %    with  the 

Prince  of  Orat^e^  at  Antwerp  %   wkh  Cafimir^ 

and    other    Proteftant    Princes,     in    Germany^ 

None  but  Cq/Sfnir  promifed  him  any  Aftiftance 

upon  certain  Terms  fttgulated'  between  them:^ 

Fiill  of  thefe  Hopes  he  returned  into  France,, 

through  Switzerland  and  Geneva^  amidft  many 

Dangers  5   for  he  was  arretted  and  ftripped*  of 

every  thing  by  {omt, Banditti  upon  the  Terri- 

'  tories  of  Savpy^  who  did   not  know  him  ;    but 

being  arrived  in  Dauphine^  Les  Diguieres  furniih- 

td  him  with  Money,  and  every  thing  elfe  ne- 

cef&ry^  and  proceeded  into  Languedoc. 

All  the  Hopes  of  the  Reformed  rdied  now 
upon  that  new  Army  of  Gernlans,  which  they 
«3^fted.  The  King  dreaded  it  above  all  thing?,- 
he  had  writteA  to  the  Prince  on  the  26th  of 
May,  and  upbraided  him  with  many  things,' 
fome  indeed  were  too  well  grounded :  He  in- 
treated,, 
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HenrvIII.  treated  him  to  return  fpeedily,  in  which  cafe  he 
1 5  to.    ^ifould  give  him  real  Proofe  of  his  fincere  AfFedi- 

BwyXlIli ^^*  Mean  while  he  caufed  his  Army  to  march  to 
'befiege  la  Fere,  under  the  Command  of  Marfiial 
de  Matignon.  The  two  Favourites  Jcyeufe  and 
d^Efpernon^  with  a  preat  Number  of  Lords, 
came  to  the  Sieee.  with  very  great  Equipages  ; 
and  all  Sorts  of  Provifions  arrived  there  every 
day  in  fuch  plenty,  that  it  was  called.  The 
SiEOE  OF  Velvet.  The  Place  was  invefted 
on  the  7th  of  July,  the  Siege  was  very  hot,  it 
lafted  for  fix  Weeks  together,  and  at  laft  the 
Capitulation  was  figned  on  the  12th  of  Septem- 
ber, which  was  exadUy  obferved.  The  Duke 
oi  Aumale  and  the  Duke  of  Guife  were  arrived 
in  the  Camp,  not  io  much  for  fliaring  the  Ho- 
nour of  taking  that  Place,  as  Marfhal  of  Maiig- 
nan  fancied  to  himfelf,  as  for  watching  over 
§^inquempoix  Count  of  Vignoryy  who  being  in  the 
inmoft  Secret  of  Guife  and  the  League^  and  hav- 
ing been  defperatoly  wounded,  they  were  afraid, 
left  in  his  Agony  he  fhould  reveal  fomething  to 
their  Prqudice. 

The  Reformed  being  imfortimate  every  where, 
the  Duke  of  Anjou,  whb  had  been  the  chief  In- 
ftigator  that  had  perfuaded  his  Sifter  the  Queen 
of  Jiavarre  to  renew  the  War,  was  likewife  the 
firft  who  advifed  the  King  his  Brother  to  grant 
Peace  to  his  Reformed  Subjedb  >  becaufe  he  in- 
tended to  tranfport  the  Forces  of  both  Parties 
into  the  Low  Countries,  the  Sovereignty  where- 
of he  had  accepted ;  whereto  the  King  having^> 
confented,  he  went  Poft  into  GuiennCy  to  ne- 
gotiate; the  Place  of  the  Conferences  was 
appointed  at  FleiXy  a  Caftle  in  Perigordy  belong- 
ing to  the  Marquis  of  Trans.  There,  through 
|;he  Cares  of  that  Prince,  the  Duke  of  Mont-

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pcnfier's,  and  the  Marihal  of  Cofle^   whom  the  Hcnrylll. 
king  had  fent  after  his  Brother.    On  the  26th ^ '5^^-

cxxxiv.       lO.  That  thefe.  Edids  miift  not  be  looked  upon 
r^^£7ec'  ^  ^^^^^^  Laws  prefcribed  by  Sovereigns,  with- 
tionst^n  ^^*  confulting  their  Subjedte,   but  as  fo  many 
a// the  for- Tr^'dtks  drawn  into  a  Form  of  Laws.     Indeed 
mtrEMas.  they  v/cre  Laws  fo  ttuly  named,  tho*  they  con- 
tain nothing  elfe  but  certain  Difpofitions  of  our 
Kings, whereupon  they  had  agreed  with  our  Fore- 
fathers of  the  Reformed  Religion.      Prqjcrly 
fpeaking,  they  are  the  Refult  of  all  thc'Confc- 
rences  held   between  our  Kings  and  our  Chicfi 
and  Proteftors,  for  finding  out  ways  and  means 
how  to  pacify  the  Kingdom.     And  thefe  Trea- 
ties have  been  drawn  in  form  of  Law  for  the 
greater  Sanftion's  fake :    What  I  fay,  is  made 
very  plain  by  experience.     The  Edid  of  January 
1 56 1,  w^as  but  the  Refult  of  a  Conference  held 
between  the  moft  Notables  of  the  Kingdom  and 
the  Prince  of  Conde,  the  Admiral  and  fomeo- 
ther  of  our  Chiefs.     That  of  1563,  was  likewife 
the  Confequence  of  a  Treaty  for  putting  an  end 
to  the  firft  Civil  War.     And,  thofe  that  follow 
in    1568,    1570,    1573,    1576,    1577,   ^579i 
and  1580,   are  of  the  like  nature,  and  intended 
to  pacify   the  Troubles  of  the  Kingdom  5   far

was  requifite  to  oblige  their  Eneniies  to  fwcar 
upon  the  exaft  Obfervation  of  thefe  Edids  grant- 
ed them  by  the  King.

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The  firft  Edift,  which  was  fworn  upon, was  ithat  ^^^^  • 
of  1 570  •,  but  they  required  only  that  the  Gover-  p  *^ 
nors  of  Provinces,  their  Deputies,  the  Bailiffs,  goi-y 
Senefchals,  and  other  ordinary  Officers,  the- 
Mayors  and  Sheriffs,  and  fuch  annual  Officers 
of  the  Towns,  fhould  take  the  faid  Oath.  Then 
the  PerfidiouCiefs  of  1572,  obliged  them  to  re- 
quire for  greater  caution,  that  the  principal  In- 
habitants of  the  Cities  fhould  fwear  to  the  Obfer- 
vation  of  that  granted  in  1-573.  Furthermore 
the  Nobility,  Gentry,  and  Cburts  of  Parliament 
were  obliged  likewife  to  fwear  to  the  Obferva- 
tion  of  that  granted  by  King  Henry  in  1576.

IX.  and  Henry  III.  intended  them  to  be  fb  real- 
ly ;  we  know  that  Charles  IX.  did  nothing 
to  break  through  his  Word  and  mofl  folenui 
Promifes  5  znd  Henry  III.  was  fo  weak  as  to  pro- 
mifc  to  the  Leaguers^  that  whatever  Oath  he 
ihould  take  to  maintain  the  Reformed  in  their 
jufl  Rights,  neverthelefs  his  real  Intention  and 
JMeaning  was  to  fuffer  in  his  Kingdom  but  one 
Religion^  viz.  the  Catholick.

^•v»/ preach  in  fuch  a  place  and  at  fuch  a  time,  piuft 
1  underftand  by  that  a  Prohibition  never  to  pray 
or  to  preach  in  fuch  a  place,  and  at  fuch  a  time  ? 
The  ca(e  is  precifely  the  fame  in  this  refpeA ;  the 
Kings  Charles  and   Henry  made  fuch  and   fuch' 
Conceilions  in  plain  words  to  the  Reformed  by 
their  Edids,   the  Reformed  were  not  obliged  Co 
trouble  themfelves  to  coniider    whether  their 
^  Kings  were  in  earneft  or  not,  -  or  whether  they 

really  intended  to  perform  their  Promiies,  or  on- 
ly to  amufe  them  ;  their  only  Bufinefs  was  firft 
to  fulfil    their  own  Engagements,  and  then  to 
enjoy  the  Conceilions   made  unto  them,  or  to 
force  their  Enemies  to  the  execution  of  the  Ar- 
ticles ftipulated  and  agreed  upon,  when  their 
Complaints  and  Petition  for  Redrefs  of  Grievan- 
ces proved  fruitlefs.    But  more  of  this,  under  the 
Reign  of  Lewis  XIV. 
CXXX  V,     The  Kingdom  was  afflidted  fince  the  middle  of 
V^^^  laft  Year  by  two  different  epidemical  Diftempers, 
sbePlagMi^^i^^^^^^^  and  Plague.    The  firfl  had  its  rife  in 
mma  iii  the  Eaftj  from  whence  it  came  into  lialy  and 
Jtii^dm.  Spain^  and  was  mortal :    for  Anna^  Queen  of 
Spain^  King  Pbilip^s  Confort,  died  with  it,  and 
Pope  Gregory  was  in  the  createft  danger  of  his 
Life ;  then  it  reached  the  rfortb^  and  made  great 
.  havock  every  where.    At  firft  they  knew  not 
in  France  what  Remedy  to  apply  to  that  Diftem- 
per,  which  they  called  Coquelucbe :  A  Word  irf- 
vented  for  it  under  Lewislill.  in  the  Year  151b, 
when  that  Sicknefs  raged  in  the  Kingdom  z£tffc 
the  Plague  and  Bunine  had  defolated  It  for 
two  Years  together.    Tho'  many  Pe(^te  died 
with  it,  it  was  lefs  dreadful  by  its  deadly  £^e6t» 
than  by  its  wonderful  Progcefi^  reachiag  fud- 

denly 
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denly  from  one  Place  into  another ;  great  Pains  Henry iir. 
in  the  Back,  Heavinefs  in  the  Head  and  uponp'5^' 
the  Heart,  Weaknefs  in  dl  the  Parts  of  the  Bo-  g^xin* 
dy  were  the  Symptoms  thereof :  if  the  Patient  w*— y*- ^/ 
was  not  killed  by  it  or  cured  in  four  or  five 
Days,  It  turned  into  a  Fever  which  deftrpyed 
him.  Thofe  who  took  no  Phyfick  or  did  no- 
thing elfe  fared  the  better,  but  it  was  deadly 
almoft  for  all  thofe  who  took  Phyfick  or  were 
let  Blood.  That  Diftemper  lafted  but  6  Months 
in  France^  from.  June  to  the  latter  End  of  the 
Year  \  but  the  Plague  lafted  four  Years,  and 
raged  with  fuch  Fury  in  all  tlie  Provinces^  that 
almoft  the  fourth  Part  of  the  People  were 
fwept  away  :  At  Paris  from  laft  June  to  the 
Jniddle  of  January  it  carried  away  above  forty 
thoufand,  and  it  was  obferved  that  moft  of  them 
"^ere  of  the  meaneft  Sort  of  People.  That 
City  became  almoft  like  a  Defart,  and  the  rich- 
eft  hliving  forfaken  their  own  Houfes,  they 
wefe  plundered  by  Thieves  and  Robbers  which 
Went  armed  in  the  Night-time,  and  carried  a- 
way  whatever  they  met  with,  notwithftanding 
the  Care  of  the  Magifti-ates. 

On  the  19th  of  November  1580  at  9  o'clock  cxxxvt 
in  the  Evening,  a  Fire  broke  out  accidentally  in  The  Ccr- 
the  Cordeliers  Church,  which  confumed  the  fame  ^clicr^ 

in  a  little  Time,  and  their  Convent  was  P^^e*  9|i"''^^ . 
ferved  with  great  iDiflnicuIty.  The  Occafion  by  p^^J 
tlifcrebf  was  unknown  for  feme  Years,  and  the 
good  Friars,  out  of  Hatred  againft  the  Refor- 
med, failed  not  to  charge  them  with  the  Fa<5t  *, 
but  they  were  afterwards  fully  cleared  of  it, 
•when  one  of  their  Nonjices  lying  at  the  Point 
of  Death,  owned  in  his  laft  Will,  that 
at  fuch  an  Evening,  being  much  in  Liquor, 
he  fell  afleep  in  one  of  the  Chapels,  which 
was  all  over  warn fcoateH,  and  wherein  m-my 
V.III.

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Hcnrylll-Wax  Candles  were  lighted  ;  that  bemg  fud- 
P«J/ Grc-^^"'y  awoke,  he  faw  the  Church  all  over  in

<*^-v**i^the  Convent,  but  durft  not  give  any  Notice 
of  the  Matter,  (p) 

sSTof  *  ^^^^  ^^*  ^^^*  granted  to  the  Reformed  was 
the  Refor-  ^^^  much  better  obferved  than  the  former,  eve- 
medinthery  Day  brought  forth  fome  new  Contraventions, 
Kingdom,  and  every  Day  fome  new  Complaints  thereof 
were  brought  to  Court :  but  thp'  the  King  could 
have  wiftied  that  fuch  Things  had  not  happen- 
ed which  interrupted  the  Courfe  he  was  bent  to 
follow,  neverthclefs  very  little  Redrefe  of  thefe 
Grievances  could  be  obtained  of  him,  and  he 
let  them  know  plainly,  that  though  he  intend- 
ed no  harm  againft  them,  yet  they  ought  not 
to  expeft  any  Favour  of  him.  And  indeed  not 
only  all  Places  and  Preferments  either  at  Court, 
or  in  the  Provinces,  either  in  the  Civil  or  in  the 
Military,  were  bellowed  only  upon  Catholicks, 
to  the  utter  Exclufion  of  the  Reformed,  the 
Cautionary  Towns  excepted,  but  they  were  even 
denied  Juftice  as  to  their  juft  Rights. 

Thus  the  Reformed  were  in  a  very  precarious 
'  State  for  4  or  5  Years,  and  their  Religion  fuf- 
fered  much  more  by  thefe  Methods  which  the 
King  followed  with  them,  than  it  had  done  by 
Perfecutions  and  Sword.  For  thofe  amongft 
them  who  were  given  up  to  Avarice  or  Am- 
bition, and  indeed  they  w^re  not  in  fmall 
Number,  feeing  that  their  Perfeverance  was  an 
Obftacle  to  their  Advancement,  did  not  fcruple 
to  renounce  their  Religion  ;  fome  of  them  how- 
ever were  fo  little  fatisfied  in  their  own  Con- 
icience  as  to  the  Truth  of  the  Roman  Religion, 
that  they  were  careful  enough  to  have  their  own 
Children  brought  up  in  the  reformed  Profcflion,

while 
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while  others  were  fo  ridicubufly  tender,  as  to  Hcnrylll 
themfelves,  th^t  they  durft  not  forfake  their  pJ^^^Q^^ 
former  Profeffion,  but  caufed  their  Children  g^XIIf 
to  be  brought  up  in  the  Roman  Religion,  (q) 

The  Court  of  Nerac  generally  fpeaking  wal- 
lowed in  pieafiires,  little  minding  ibbe  Confe** 
quences  of  this  Kind  of  Calmneis.  Queei]^ 
Margar^i  as  abovefaid  was  the  Soul  tjiefieof. 
That  Princefs,  the  very  PIfture  of  h|?r  Md-cxxacvm. 
ther  as  to  J^uxury  and  o Acr  Extravagwcies,  «^ 
W^s  now  about  29  Years  old,  being  bctm  on^fj^^ 
the  14th  of  May  J  552,  l^er  Nuptials  mth  Hen- varrf^ 
Xy  King  of  iJavarre  in  4^gufi;  1572,  were,  w^ 
X^Vi  f^K)  the  Signal  of  that  dreadful  Ma(&crp 
of  the  Reformed.  She  was  an  exquifite  Beau^ 
ty,  and  her  Adorers  extolled  her  fo  far  beyond 
fiuman  Nature,  that  fiie  be^n  to  think  that: 
|-e^ly  (he  was  fpmething  more  than  human» 
and  ftiled  herfelf  Vjsnus  URAKiA,  or  the 
heavenly  Venus.  Her  Wit  was  equal  to  her 
Beauty,  but  her  Lafcivioufhefs  exceeded  thqai 
both.  Her  inceftiious  Converfation  with 
two  of  her  own  Brethren,  King  Henryj  wheii 
Duke  of  AnjoUj  and  Francis  Duke  of  Alenfon^ 
were  notorioufly  known  in  her  own  Times; 
the  Dukes  of  Guife  and  Mayenne^  the  Vifcount 
of  Turenne^  and  thoufands  others  of  all  Rank  and 
Condition,  even  amongft  the  meaneft  Sort  of 
People,  were  Complices  of  her  diforderly  Life. 
The  Hatred  of  the  King  her  Brother  could 
not  fcarce  be  carried  any  further,  tho*  not  fo 
much  out  of  a  Principle  of  Virtue,  aS  out  of 
Jealoufy  and  Revenge,  becaufe  ihe  gave  the 
Preference  to  the  Duke  of  Alenfon ;  he  upbraid- 
ed her  with  her  Diflblutenefs  iiiPrefence  of  the 
whole  Court,  charged  her  with  having  had  a

where  the  King  waited  for  them,  they  were 
fe{)aiated  in  feveral  Chambers,  and  interrogated 
apart  by  his  Majefty  himfelf  about  the  Life  and 
Converfation  of  his  own  Sifter  •,  fome  of  them 
were  fent  to  the  Baftiky  and  others  releafed. 
This  happened  in  1583. 

The  King  of  Navarre  did  not  refent  fuch  a 
great  Affront  put  upon  him  as  he  ought  to  do  ; 
For  either  his  Confort  was  guilty  or  not  guilty  ; 
In  the  firft  Cafe,  his  own  Honour  obliged  him 
hot  to  receive  her  uppn  any  account  foevcr, 
and  to  live  feparated  from  her  till  a  better  Op- 
portunity ftiould  offer  itfelf  for  being  divorced ; 
In  the  fecond  Cafe,he  ought  not  to  defift  by  any 
means,  nor  upon  any  account  foever,  till  he  had 
received  a  fuitable  Safisfaftion.  Neverthelefs 
after  having  fent  Du  Pleffts  Mornay^  and  fome 
others  to  the  King  with  Complaints  of  the 
Faft,  he  faw  himfelf  very  haughtily  treated 
by  Bellievre^  whom  the  King  had  fent  unto 
him  upon  that  Account,  and  who  told  him 
to  his  Face,  that  the  King  of  Navarre  was 
but  a  Subjed:  to  the  King  of  France^  therefore 
he  ought  to  fubmit  to  his  Will  without  prefu' 
ming  to  cope  with  him  ;  he  fwallowed  that  Pill, 
and  without  any  further  Refiftance  he  went  to 
Nerac  to  receive  his  Margaret. 
■  She  lived  there  till  the  faid  King  her  Huf- 
feand  having  been  c^ccommunicated  by  the  Pope 
»'•■•■        -    .  '.  m 
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in   1586,    fhe  took  that  Pretence  for  eloping  Henry  III 
from  him  and  went  to-^f^^  and  declared  her--*5^- 
felf  for  the  League  -,  but  by  her  own  and  La-  g^txiIL 
dy  Duras^s  ill  NJanagement  and   fcandalous  Be-  * 
haviour,    flie  obliged  the   Inhabitants  tp  join 
with  Marihal  dc  Maiignon^  who  feized  that  Ci- 
ty for  the  King,    and  ftie  was  forced  to  fly  in 
the  greateft  Diforder,  having  not  fo  much  as  a 
Smock  for  fhifting  herfelf ;  ftie  rcftired  to  Car^ 
lat  in  Auvergne^    the  Inhabitants   whereof,    at 
the  Inftigation  of  the  King  her  Brother,    being 
ready  to  betray  her,  fhe  made  her  Efcape,    but 
flie  was  overtaken  and  arretted  Prifoner  by  the 
Marquis  de  Canillac^  and  brought  to  the  Cattle 
of  Uffon  in  Auvergne.     Her  Goaler  foon  became 
her  own  Captive,  fhe  prevailed  fo  far  upon  him, 
that  fhe  became  abfolute  Mittrefs  of  that  Place, 
and  expelled  him  out  of  it     There  fhe  remain- 
ed till  the  Year  1605.     She  made  of  that  Cattle 
another  Ifland  of  Caprea^  where  fhe  indulged 
herfelf  in  all  manner  of  Lewdnefs,    fhe  got  a- 
n other  Baftard  by  one  Auhiac  one  of  her  Eque- 
ries,  who  was  hanged  a  little  after  at  Aigueperfe. 
Henry  IV.    her  Husband  having  afcended  the 
Throne,  fhe  conftantly  denied  her  Confent  to 
a  Divorce  as  long  as  the  Duchefs  of  Beaufort 
Jived  ;  but  that  Lady  was  no  fooner  dead,  than 
fhe    confcnted     readily,     and  having   been    a 
great  Help  to  the  faid  King  for  the  Difcovery  of 
the  Duke  of  Biron  and  the  Count  of  Auverg- 
ft^s  Plot,  fhe  was  invited   to   come   to  Court, 
where  fhe  was  moft  honourably   received    by 
Henry  and  Mary  of  Medicis  his  fecond  Wife. 
She  was  lodged  at  firft  in  the  Cattle  of  BologHy 
then  in  Sens^  Houfe^  which  fhe  left  and  went  to 
'live  in  the  Suburb  of  St.  Germain^    where  fhe 
built  a  magnificent  Palace  :  Her  Life   irt    that 
Place  was  a  Mixture  of  Intrigues,    Devotions, 
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Henry  III.  and  Study,  (he  cUed  6n  the  27th  of  March 
_  '5^-  161 5.  She  wrote  fome  Memoirs  of  her  pwi^ 
ij^jQj^Life,  which  fhc  dedicated  to  Brahtome^  but  they 
-donft  reach  any  further  than  the  Year  1582  ; 
and  the  Reader,  to  be  fure^  mud  not  exped 
to  ^d  in  them  a  Confeflion  of  her  Sins,  but 
they  are  written  with  abundance  of  Wit.  (r) 

Such  being  the  Chata^er  of  the  Queen  of 
Navarre^  and  the  King  her  Husband  fiifiering 
her  to  indulge  her  unlawful  Pfcfijes,  nay  for- 
cing her  to  go  ^ther  in  that  refpe6t  than  flie 
!had  a  mind,  as  it  happened  in  the  Vifcount  of 
Xurenn^^  C^fe  ;  it  is  eafy  to  imagine  what  Dif- 
foluteneis  was  to  be  feen  in  a  Court  where  th^ 
Patron3  and  Patterns  were  fo  qualified.  The 
king  of  Navarre  owned  himfelf,  at  the  break- 
ing out  of  the  7th  Qvil  War  in  1585  much  ob- 
liged to  his  Enemies,  for  having  awakened  him 
tout  of  hiis  Slumber ;  for  had  they  left  him  at 
^eft,  as  in  good  Policy  they  ought  to  have 
done,  very  likely  he  would  never  have  been  able 
to  obtain  the  Crown  of  France,  and  would  have 
been  obliged  to  live  in  ibme  Comer  of  Guienne,(i) 
However,  that  Diflblutenefs  was  not  of  a 
long  Duration,  at  leaft  it  hindered  not  thq 
King  of  Navarre  from  hearkening  to  the  good 
Advices  of  bis  moft  faithful  Servants,  fuch  as 
y;  CYC  La  Noue^  Du  Pleffis  Mornay^  De  Clervanty 
and  fome  others  whofe  Names  are  recorded  in 
Hiftory  with  great  Encomiums.  Nay,  thpfq 
young  Lords  of  his  Court  that  indulged  them- 
fclves  fo  far  in  unlawful  Pleafures  at  this  Time, 
were  fo  much  altered  for  the  better,  that  they 
became  very  fenriceable  to  their  Party,  and  a

ready  taken   notice  in  the  former  Volume  of  Si«-<-v-«iJ 
the  moft  renowned  La  Noue^   furnamed  Iron 
Arm  ;     it  will  be  proper  to  fay  nosir  fome- 
>  thing  concerning  Du  Pleffis  Mornay^  who  began 
at  this  Time  to  make  fo  great  a  Figure  in  the 
King  of  Navarre^ s  Council,  and  h^d  fo  great  a 
Share  Henceforward  in  that  Prince's    Condudt 
and  glorious  Succefs. 

Philip  of  Morn  ay.  Lord  of  Plejfts  Mar-^^^* 
hy  Baron  of  La  For  eft  upon  Seure^  one  of  the  p/f^/ 
King's  Privy  Council,  and  State's  Council,  iWir«<j)x. 
Captain  of  a  Band  of  fifty  Men  at  Arms,  Go- 
vernor and  Lieutenant  General  for  his  Majefty 
in  the  City,  and  Senefchalfhip  of  Saumur^ 
(^c.  a  Gentleman  not  only  the  greateft  of  his 
own  Age,  but  who  could  be  parallelled  for  his 
rare  and  requifite  Qualifications  and  Endow- 
ments with  the  greateft  Men  of  Antiquity, 
was  born  early  in  the  Morning  on  the  5th  of 
November  15499  at  the  Caftlc  of  Buby  in  the 
French  Vexine.  His  Father  was  James  of  Mor- 
nay  of  the  moft  noble  and  moft  ancient  Houfe 
of  the  Mornays  that  was  flourifhing  in  France 
even  before  the  loth  Century  ;  Part  of  a  Branch 
thereof  came '  over  into  England  with  JVilltam 
the  Conqueror,  and  fettled  here,  but  was  ex- 
tinft  in  Euftacbius  of  Eliouteville  in  1242,  wha 
was  fucceeded  in  his  Eftates  by  Hugues  Wake  in 
the  Right  of  his  Wife ;  t'other  Part  of  the 
fame  Branch  remained  in  France^  and  was  allied 
to  the  moft  illuftrious  Houfes  of  the  Kingdom3^ 
even  to  the  Priuces  of  the  Blood.  The  other 
Branch  of  Mornay  was  likewife  moft  illuftrious 
by  the  great  Employment  and  Charges  they  were 
poflTeffed  of,    and  by  the  moft  noble  Alliances

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rltarylll.  they  contradcd.  Out  of  this  Branch  came  Jam^s 
PtfJ/ Grc  ^^^^^*'  ^^  ^"^  Philip.     His  Mother  was  of  the 
g^XIILW^oft  iUuftrpus  Houfe  of  Du  Bee    Crefpin  in 
^  Normandy y  defcended  from  Andergoty  Nephew 
to  Rollo  the  Dane  firft  Duke  of   Normandy^ 
which  Family  defervcd  by  their  great  Services 
done  to  William  the  Conqueror^   the  hereditary 
Dignity  of  High  Conftable  of  Normandy^  whicl^ 
fell  afterwards  in  the  Houfe  of  ^ancarville^  and 
then  in  Longuevillt^s.     A  Branch  of  that  ilju- 
ftrious  Houfe  came  over  and  fettled  in  Englandy 
whofe  great  Eftates  fell  by  Inheritance  to  the 
Houfe  of  IFillougbby.      The  Branch  fettled  in 
France  enjoyed  for  a  long  time  fome  of  the 
great.cft  Charges  of  the  Kingdom.    Charles  Du 
Bee  Lord  or  Bourry^  &c.  &c.  Knight  of  the 
King's  Orders,  and    Vice- Admiral  of  France^ 
was  Father  to  Frances  Du  Bec^  &c.  Mother  to 
our   Philip  ;    {he   was  Sifter  to  Peter  Du  Bec^ 
Lord  of  Vardesy    and  Charles  Du  Bee  Baron  of 
Botirry^vfho  fignalized  themfejves  in  the  reformed 
Party  at  the  Battle  of  St.  Denis  in  1567,  having 
"  brought  and  furnifhed  the  beft  Part  of  the  Foot 
of  the  Prince's  Army,  befides  the  vaft   Num- 
ber of  Volunteers  of  the  Fexine  2ini  of  Nor- 
mandy  that  followed  them  on  account  of  the 
hereditary    Reputation   of    their  Houfe  5    they 
had  a  younger  Brother,  Philip  Du  Bee  by  Name, 
fucceffively  Bift^op  of  Vannes  and  Nantz^  then 
Archbifhop  and  Duke  of  Rheims^    one  of  the 
aflbciated  Prelates  of  the  Order  of  the  Holy 
Ghoft,  a  Man  of  great  Learning,  who  enjoy'd 
till  the  Year  1605,  the  Honour  of  having  been 
oneof  the  moft  cbnfiderable  Prelates  of  the  Gal- 
lican  Church  thataiTifted  at  the  Council  oi Trent, 
Such  were  the  Houfe,  Family  and  Parents  of 
Philip  of  Morn  ay  Lord  of  Plejfis.     His  Father 
was  much  addided  to'  the  Superftitions  of  the 

Roman 
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Roman  Church j  and  was  very  careful  to  have  HenrylU, 
bis  Children  brought  up  in  the  fame  "^^/-pJ/Gre- 
Jgut  his  Mother,  a  Lady  of  Cout:^ge  and  Pru- goryxm. 
dencc  far  above  her  Sex,  was  inclined  to  the  v 
Reformed  Religion,  whereof  fhe  made .  a  fe- 
jcret  Profeffion  even  in  her  Husband's  Time^ 
and  took  care,  ^  much  as  ihe  could  do  it, 
without  offending  him,  to  inculcate  it  in  her 
own  Children ;  nay,  fhe  was  {6  courageous  as  to 
venture  to  convert  her  Husband  in  his  laft 
Sicknefs,  which  Attempt  God  Almighty  blef- 
fed  with  a  happy  Succels.  They  intended  at 
firft  to  bring  up  their  Son  to  be  a  Church-man^ 
upon  iome  worldly  Coniideration,  becaufe  Berlin 
de  Mornay  his  Uncle,  Dean  of  Beauvais  and 
Abbot  of  Saumer  near  Bologitj  Vfds  willing,  as 
he  faid,  to  reiign  his  Benefices  to  him ;  but 
thefe  Hopes  vanifhed  away  by  that  Uncle's 
Death,  before  he  could  execute  his  Intentipn* 
Du  Plejfts  was  then  about  eight  Years  old  ; 
his  firfl  Tutor  had  been  Gabriel  Preftat  of  Sefane 
in  Brie^  a  Reformed,  but  unknown  tp  his  Pupil's 
Father,  tho^  his  Mother  was  acquainted  with 
it,  but  who  dared  not  to  fpeak  too  openly  to 
him  concerning  Religion  for  fear  of  the  worft. 
At  nine  Years  old  he  was  brought  to  PariSj 
and  put  by  hisFather  into  the  College  of  Lifieuxy 
where  he  made  but  very  indifferent  Improve- 
ments for  two  Years  together  that  he  was 
there, .  becaufe  of  the  bad  State  of  his  Health. 
He  was  fent  for  by  the  latter  End  of  1560  to 
attend  his  Father's  Funerals.  (*)

Whereto  young  Du  Plef- 
fis  replied,  that  he  was  refottfed  to  heftedfufi  in

rife  ih  bis  Mind  about  fome  Point Si  he  ibdnid 
immediateiy  bi  determined  fy  reading  diligdntfy 
the  Gojpels  and  the  ASs  of  the  Apples.  That 
Aitfwer  from  a  Child  not  quite  eleven  If^is 
crid  gave  gre^at  Sufpicions  to  his  CohduAor^  thdt 
he  was  informed  of  his  Mother's  Difpofitions, 
and  thut  he  had  been  intruded  in  her  Opini- 
ons ;  therefoife  he  told  him,  that  be  took  a  very 
bdd  fFay^  and  that  it  did  nvt  belong  to  every  one 
to  read  the  Holy  Scriptures,  feeing  Arrived  at 
his  Fathers  HbUfe,  little  by  little  he  been^me 
folly  convinced  of  the  Fallhood  of  the  Roman 
tioitrints  by  comparing  them  with  the  Holy 
Bible  ;  and  at  laft  his  Mother  having  declared 
herfelf  0pehly  for  the  Reformed  Religion  in 
the  ktter  End  of  the  Year  1561,  he  ittd  his 
cldeft  Bi^other  de  Buhy  followed  her  Example. 
Then  having  an  earneft  Inclination  for  Study,

Trpc  it  is  tha(  his  eldeft  Son  De  Buhy  took  Party  with  the 
JftefoVmcd,  and  was  Cornet  to  his  Uncle  de  Vardes  in  th< 
2d  Civil  War,  and  that  our  Du  Piejps  was  going  to  join 
ihcih  at  the  Siege  of  Chartres  when  he  had  one  ot  his  Leg?

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ibiyed  a  airhole  Tear,  then  he  went  back  a-  Hcmyiit 
gain  to  Faris^   and  in  four  Years  Time  h^p'^^^i^ 
ihade  fuch  ^  wonderful  Progrefs  in  all  kind  of  ^^^^^ 
ufeful  Learning,    that   he  was  juftly  admired  ^ 
not  only  by  his  Prpfeflbrs,  but  by  all  the  Lear- 
ned that  became  acquainted  with  him.     Theft 
he  refifted  the   Temptations  whereto   he  Wad 
lexpofed  by  his  Uncle  then  Bifhop  of  Nantz  his 
moft  advantageous  Offers,  if  he  would  chahcti 
his  Religion.     In  the  Year    156S  in  the  i8th 
Year  of  his  Age  he  went   upon  his  Ti:avelg 
through  Switzerlandj  Germany^  It^fyj  the  Lom 
Cmintries  and  England^  and  wherever  he  pafSsd 
he  was  the  Objeft  of  the  Admiration,  Efleefii 
and  Love  of  the  feveral  great  and  learned  Men 
with  whom  he  converfed  in  thefe  feveral  Coun- 
tries.  Qneen  Elizabeth  and  the  Prince  of  CJ- 
rai^e   honoured  him  with  peculiar  Marks  oC 
their  real  Eftecm.     He  returned  to  Paris  in 
July  1572,   Admiral  de  Coligny  received   him 
"with  great  Diftindtion;  he   imparted  to    that 
Lord  in  Writing  very  ample  Memoirs  of  every 
thing  material  he  had  obferved  in  Flanders^  aiid 
gave  him  a  Difcourfe  of  his   own  concerning 
the  JufKce  and  Utility  of  waging  War  againft 
!Philip  lid,  King  of  Spain^  which  for  thfc 
Perfpicuity  and  Strength  of   the  Arguments, 
may  be  parallelled  with  any  of  Demq^benefs  O- 
rations  againft  Philip  of  Macedon^  and  deferydB 
to  be  read  by  a  true  Briton^  either  in  Thuanus% 
Book  51.    or  in  D«  Pleffis  Morn^'s  Men^pinr, 
Vol.  I.   he  will  find  in  it  many  Things  agree-- 
ing  with  our  prefent  Circumftances.     The  Ad- 
miral tendered  them  both  to  King  Charles  IX^ 
and  whereas  the  faid  Difcourfe  was  found  a- 
mongfl  the   Admiral's  Papers  after  his  Death, 
it  was  afcribed  unto  him  by  Scaliger^  who  caufed 
It  to  be  printed,  and  dedicated  it  to  the  Prin- 

ceft 
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Henry Dl.cefs  of  Orange^  Daughter  to  the  faid  Admiral, 
pi^^Gre-^^  STif/z^w/'s  Widow  ;  Thuanus  copied  after 
^i^Xia.Scaligerj  and  afcribed  it  like  wife  to  the  Ad- 
;  miral. 

However,  Du  Pleffis  received  the  Commiflion 
of  going  to  treat  with  the  Prince  of  Orange,  but 
the  Maflacre  happening  at  that  fame  time,  his 
Commiffion  was  of  no  EffeA.  It  was  with 
great  Difficulty  that  he  efcaped  the  Danger  of 
thofe  dreadful  Days,  he  came  out  of  Paris  in  a 
Pifguife,  he  was  arretted  at  St.  Denises  Gate, 
but  relcafed  upon  the  written  Teftimony  of  a 
■jScrivener  who  managed  the  Affairs  of  hisHoufe 
at  PariSy  and  who  declared  upon  the  Back  of  a 
Note  he  had  received  from  him,  that  Pbilip 
his  Clerk  was  neither  a  feditious  Perfbn  or  a 
Rebel,  and  fubfcribed  his  own  Name.  Being 
freed  from  that  Danger,  he  came  over  to  Eng- 
land where  he  ftayed  till  the  Year  1574,  and 
^roin  jthat  Time,  though  he  was  not  much  a- 
i)oye  24  Years  old,  to  the  latter  End  of  his 
liife,  he  was  conftantly  employed  in  the  Ma- 
liagement  of  publick  Bufinefs.  And  I  don't 
know  what  to  admire  the  more  in  that  Lord, 
cither  his  political  or  moral  Virtues  or  Chriftian 
Graces,  cither  his  vaft  Learning  in  all  Kinds 
of  Arts  and  Sciences,  or  his  military  Atchieve- 
ments  •,  feeing  that  he  reunited  in  his  own  Per- 
fon  the  Valour  and  Prudence  of  the  greateft 
Captains,  the  Penetration  and  Sagacity  of  the 
quickeft  Politicians,  the  Learning  of  the  fub- 
limeft  Divine,  the  Exadlnefs  of  the  deepeft 
Logician,  the  Virtues  of  the  beft  Moralitts, 
and  the  Graces  of  the  moft  renowned  Saints. 
All  thefe  Qualifications  of  his  Soul  were  joined 
with  a  ftrong  Conftitution  of  his  Body,  where- 
by he  was  enabled  to  bear  with  the  greateft 
P'iitigues  he  had  to  undergo,  and  with  a  con- 
tinual 
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tinual  Application  either  to  Bufinefs  or  to  his  Henrylll. 
Studies,  till  a  few  Years  before  his  Death,  which  ^^^^^-^ 
happened  on  the  nth  of  November  i623,g^yXiir; 
having  begun  the  75th  Year  of  his  Age.  He  w 
died  in  low  Circumftances,  confidering  his  Qua- 
lity, his  long  Services,  and  the  Eftate  he  en- 
joyed by  Inheritance  and  by  his  Marriage  with 
Lady  Charlotte  Arhalefte^  Relift  of  the  Lord 
John  of  PaZy  Baron  of  Fouquieres^  and  which 
he  had  fpent  in  the  Service  of  Henry  IV,  and 
Part  of  Lewis  XIII ;  the  Ungratefulnefs  of  the 
firft,  the  Injuftice  of  the  fecond,  will  caft  a 
fefting  Spot  upon  the  Memory  of  thefe  two 
Princes,  we  will  mention  them  in  their  proper 
Places.  Had  he  lefs  adhered  to  ftrift  Virtue,  he ' 
would  have  been  advanced  by  Henry  IV.  and 
had  he  been  lefs  zealous  for  his  Religion,  Lewis 
XIII  would  have  reftored  him  to  his  Govern- 
ment of  Saumurj  which  he  had  refigned  into 
his  hands  at  the  Beginning  of  the  Civil  War, 
and  paid  him  off  about  four  hundred  thoufand 
Crowns  due  unto  him,  either  for  his  Salaries  of 
46  Years  Services,  or  for  the  neceflary  Repa- 
rations, 6fr.  he  had  made  at  Saumur  at  his  own 
Charge  for  the  King's  Service.  He  left  but 
three  Daughters  married ;  but  he  left  a  nume- 
rous Offspring  of  his  Genius,  which  will  be 
a  lafting  Monument  of  his  true  Zeal  and  Piety, 
as  well  as  of  his  vaft  Learning,  the  Principal 
whereof,  that  I  know  of,  are  a  Treatife  upon 
Life  and  Death ;  a  Treatife  upon  the  Trut|i 
of  Chriftian  Religion;  a  Treatife  upon  the 
Church  ;  the  Myftery  of  Iniquity ;  befides  his 
Meditations  upon  feveral  Subjedbs  of  the  holy 
Scriptures  ;  his  Memoirs  in  five  large  Vols,  in 
<^arto.  (t)

That  if  the   Pope  and 

the  Prelates  of  the  Roman  Communion  fiiould 

oppofe  fuch  a  Convocation,   and   exconununi'* 

cate  thofe  of  their  own  Communion  that  fliQuld 

be  prefent  at  it,  then  they  will  afford   a  juft 

Pretence  to  fay,   that  they  cfchew  the  Light 

left  their  Impofture  fhould  be  difcovered.     But 

if    notwithftanding    thefe    Excommunications 

fome  of   the  Roman  Clergy  were  willing  to 

come,   that   would  open  a  large  Field  to  the 

King  of  Navarre  for  promoting  the  Glory  of 

Godj   and  acquiring  a  great  Reputation  all  over 

Chrijiendom.    In  fuch  a  Cafe  he  muft  open  the 

Conference  himfelf  with  a  fervent  Prayer  to 

God^   followed  with  a  fine  and  moving  Speech 

to   all   his  People,  fetting  forth  the  Care  he 

took  not  only  for  their  temporal,  but  likewifc 

for 
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for    their  eternal  Welfare ;    and  that  he  had  He^MI* 
fummoned   that   Aflembly  to  let  them  knoWp^^Q 
what  Reafons  his  Mother  had  had  for  reforming  g^XlS* 
the  Cburcby^  and  he  himfelf  had  now  for  follow-  V 
ing  her  Steps.     Then  he  might  addrefs  himfelf 
both  to  the  Catholick  and  Reformed  Clergy- 
men, and  ask  them  whether  Jefus  Chrift  is  oot 
come  into  the  World  for  our  Salvation  ?   Whe- 
ther he  hath  not  given  a  certain  written  Hule 
thereof  by  his  Apoftles  ?  Whether  the  Word  of 
God  contained  in  the  Old  and  New  Teftamenf: 
is  not  that  Rule  ?    Whether  Jefus  Chrift  hath 
not  taught  us  in  that  Rule  whatever  is  necei&ry^ 
towards  our  Salvation  ?  Whether  we  are  not  00- 
liged  to  follow  in  the  Church  whatever  is  pre- 
fcribed  in  that  Rule,  and  rejeft  whatever  is  not  t 
Either  the  Catholicks  will  allow  thefe  Points,  or 
not.     In  the  firft  Cafe,  fo  much  the  better  for 
us ;  in   the  fecond,  it  will  be  eafy  to  convicS: 
them  of  Blafphemy . 

Conftantine  the  Great  followed  no  other  Me- 
thod in  the  firft  Council  of  Nice^  for  deciding 
the  Arian  Controverfy  5  he  required  that  both 
Parties  fhould  take  the  Bible  for  their  Judge. 
The  Proteftant  Cantons  of  Switzerland  did  the 
like  when  they  reformed  their  Church,  the  Ma- 
giftrate  asked  the  Priefts  whether  the  Bible  was 
not  the  Rule  of  Salvation  ?  Then  they  bid 
them  to  fhew  in  it  the  Dodrines  they  taught  to 
the  People.  Almoft  the  fame  Thing  was  done 
in  England. 

Such  Proceedings  are  juft  and  lawful,  and 
therefore  blefled  and  favoured  by  God.  The 
raoft  obftinate  remain  ftupified,  being  unable  to 
gainfay  ;  and  there  is  none  among  the  Catho- 
licks themfelves,  howfoever  carelefs  they  be  of 
their  Salvation,  who  feels  not  fome  Scruple  ri- 
fing  in  his  Mind,  efpecially  when  the  Confe- 
rence 
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Henrylll.rence  IS  Well  mariagfcd,  and  bejgan  by  Points 
^^  G*  *^^  ^^^^  difputablc ;  for  when  the  Adverlary  is 
f^XIIl/^^^  to  yield  in  thofe  Points,  the  Hearers  t)e- 
/gin  to  doubt  of  the  others.  Now  that  Method 
depends  intirely  upon  the  Prefident,  which 
muft  be  the  King  of  Navarre  on  this  Occaiioh. 
The  Catholick  Subjefts  of  the  faid  King  fhalf 
have  no  Reafoh  to  be  difcontented,  (eein'g  the 
Care  that  is  taken  f<51r  fati^ying  t^etti.  Thei 
King  of  France  cahnot  take  it  amifs,  f^ihg 
that  the  Queen  his  Mcfther  ordered  a  Conference 
at  Poijfy  on  the  fame  account.  That  littlef 
Council  held  with  fuch  Formalities  would  be  i 
Preparative  for  the  States  General  of  the  Prih- 
^ipaliiy^  who  very  likely  will  confirm  the  true 
.Religion  by  their  Authwity,  every  Member^ 
thereof  being  afhamed  to  fpeak  in  behalf  of 
the  falfe,  convifted  to  be  fuch  by  the  Word  of' 
God.  Furthermore  it  would  fet  a  Pattern  be- 
fore other  Princes  and  States,  how  to  ejttricatci 
themielves  out  of  fuch  like  Difficulties.  In 
fhort,  fuch  folemn  Aft  of  Piety  and  Prudence 
can  but  redound  to  the  immortal  Glory  of  the 
King  of  Navarre. 

And  it  muft  not  be  faid  that  the  fmall  Com- 
pafs  of  his  Dominions  will  not  allow  him  to 
take  fuch  a  Step :  The  lefs  is  his  Power,  and 
the  greater  will  be  his  Virtue  and  Reputation* 
ThcDuke  oi Saxony  who  was  the  firft  in  expelling 
the  Maft  out  of  his  own  Country,  wasfubjed  to 
the  Empire,  which  he  had  almoft  whole  againft 
him  when  he  began,  and  he  had  neither  the 
Forces  and  Means,  nor  the  Alliances  and 
Friends  which  the  King  of  Navarre  has.  And 
Chriftendom  was  at  that  time  quire  otherwife 
difpofed  than  it  is  at  this  Day.  But  the  Fear 
of  God  did  caft  out  of  his  noble  and  generous 
SouJ  all  other  Fear. 

However 
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However,  the  faid  King  of  Navarre  may  ask  Henrylll- 
Advice   upon  .that   Subjedt   of  the  Reformed  pl^^Q^ 
Churches  of  France^  of  the  Queen  of  England^  goryXlu' 
of  the  Duke  Cafimir^  of  the  Prince  of  Orange ^  fc— ^v*-^ 
pf  the  Proteftant  Cantons  of.

.their  Allies,  who  fhall, think  themfelvcs  fo  much

Such  was  Du  Pkffis*s  Anfwer,  but  that  AfFair 
was  dropt  for  that .  Tiroe,  partly  becaufe  the 
Court  of  France  haviQ|.  got  Intelligence  of  this 
Advice,  didnotinfift  with  the  King^of  ^jv^rr^, 
and  partly  becaufe  the  laft  Troubles,  b^an  at 
that  Time,  for  it  was  at  the  beginning  of  1580 
when  DttPleffis  fent  that  Memoir,.

As   to  the  general  Mat- 
ters, they  ratified  what  had  been  decreed  in  the 
former  Synods  with  ibme  fmall  Alterations  and 
Amendments  in  fome  of  the  Articles,    whereto 
they  added  fome  new  ones  of  no  great  Moment, 
fuch  as  thefe.    Thofe  who  having  apoftatized  in

even  in  their  religious  Meetings,  it  was  enafted, 
that  Notice  ftiould  be  given  unto  all  Perfons 
to  bring  with  them  Pfahns  and  G)mmon  Pray- 
er-books into  the  Churches,  and  that  fuch  as 
ihould  hereafter  contemptuoufly  neglecft  to  do 
it,  fhould  be  feverely   cenfured;    and  that  all 
reformed  Printers  fhould  be  advifed  not  to  fe- 
parate  the  Prayers  and  Catechifm  from  thePfalm- 
Books.    They  made  feveral  other  good  and  wife 
'Regulations,    and  ended  their  Seffions  on  the 
29th  of  the  fame  Month,    according  to  Ay- 
tnon^  whereby  it  fhould  feem  that  they  had  fate 
but  two  Days,    which  is  not  likely  ;   but  ac- 
cording to  ^ick^  they  began  their  Seflions  on 
the  2ift  oi  Juney    and  ended  on  the  loth  of 
July.

I^ing  Sebaftian  having  beeft  i-outed  by  the 
Moors  in  the  Year  1578^  and  having  not  been 
feeh  fihce  the  Battle,  whether  that  he  had  been 
kilkd,    or  for  fome  other   keafon^    Cardinal 
Henry^  Archbifhop  of  Evor^^  hi«  great  Undc 
<yn  his  Father's    fide,   (ucceeded    him  as    £rft 
Prince  of  the  Blood.     It  muft  be  known  thai 
Sebdjlian  was  Son  to  Prince  Jobn^  Son  to  King 
John  III.   ^ho  was    Son  to .  King  Emanuel  \ 
tKat  this  Emanuel  h^A  had  three  other  Sons 
bolides  King  John^  Lewis  Duke  of  Beja^  Car- 
dinal Henry ^  and  Edward  Prince  of  Portugal  \ 
and  two  Daughters,   Ifabella^    married  to  Em- 
oeror  Charles  V.  Mother  to  Philip  II.  King  of 
opain^  and  BeatriXy  Mother  to  Philibert  Ema* 
fiuely  Duke  of  Savoy  5  that  Lewis  Duke  of  Be" 
Ja  had  a  natural  Son  named  Don  Anibonyj  Prior 
of  Crato\  that  Edward  Prince  of  Portugal  had 
two  Daughters,    Mary   married  to  Alexander 
Farnefe^   nrft  of  that  Name  Duke  of  Parma^ 
and  Mother  to  Rainuceio^    and  Catherine  mar- 
ried to  John  Duke  of  Braganfa. 

Now  the  Cardinal  King  bding  very  infirm, 
and  almoft  70  Years  old,  all  the  Pretenders  to 
his  Crown  after  his  Death,  began  to  ftir  out 
and  to  publifh  their  Right.  Therefore  with- 
out reckoning  the  Pope  and  the  Abbot  of  Cler'- 
^aux^  who  pretended  by  the  Right  of  fomc 
old  Titles  and  Inftruments,  that  the  Kingdom 
of  Portugal  paid  Homage  unto  them,  Philip 
of  Spain^  Philibert  Emanuel  of  Savoy^  Rai-^ 
nuccio  Farnefe^  Catherine  Wife  of  John  Duke

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Hcnrylll  of  Braganca,  and  Anthony^  Prior  of  Crato^  were 
pJIi^r     ^^  Candidates. 

2r^Xin     The  Duke  of  Savby  yielded  to   the  King  of 
^Spaifij     bccaufe    he    was  Son    to    the    eldeft 
Daughter  of  Emanuel^  he  detired  only  thjit  his 
own  Rights  fhould  be   preferved  in  cafe  Phi- 
lip fhouid  die  before  him.     As  to  Rainuccio^  his 
Mother  being  dead,   it  w^  thought  that  the 
iDuthefe  of  Bragatjfa*s  Right  Was  better  thai! 
his,  becaufe  he  was  a  Degree  more  remote  than 
JBie.      ^o  the  Difpute  remained  between  King 
Philip  and  the  Duchefs  of  Braganfa.    Had  Ifa- 
hella  been  living,  fhe  would  have  been  excluded 
by   Catherine^  but  ftie  being  dead,    Philip  her 
Son  pretended  that  no  Regard  ought  to  be  had 
to  the  Reafohs  that  would  have  excluded  his 
Mother,  becaufe  lie  and  Catharine  being  in  a 
Degree  equal,  he  ought  to  be  preferred  becaufe 
of  his  Sex. 

As  to  the  Right  of  Jnthcfiy^  the  Cardinal 
,  King  did  not  regard  it  all,  becaufe  he  hated 
him,  and  it  was  faid,  that  his  own  Father,  the 
Duke  of  Beja  had  declared  him  illegitimate  by 
his  laft  Will  •,  neverthelefs  he  had  for  him  all 
the  People,  and  the  Monks,  the  Jefuits  ex- 
tepted,  who  fancied  to  themfelves,  that  the 
Greatnefs  of  the  Houfe  of  Auftria  was  the 
main  Support  of  the  Catholick  Religion. 

Now  Queen  Catherine  of  Medicis  thought  pro- 
per to  fet  up  likewife  fot  a  Candidate^  liiay  be,  for 
hiaking  the  World  to  believe,  that  fhe  was  of  an 
Extraftion  noble  ehough  for  pretending  to  the 
Succeflion  of  a  Kingdom.  Her  chimerical 
Right  was  built  upon  a  Foundation  as  much 
chimerical  ;  fhe  pretended  that  Alphonjlus  IIL 
King  of  Portugal  had  beeh  iharried  about  tht 
Year  1235,  with  one  Matilda,  Countefs  of 
Boloign  upon  Sea^  which  he  had  repudiated  for 

marrying 
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marrying  again  with  a  younger  Princcfs ;    ftie  Hcnrylll. 
faid  that  he  had  had  a  Son   by  that  -^^^^'^^^5  ^/^  Gre- 
named  Robert^  but  that  willing  to   favour  thcgoryxill. 
Children  of  his  (econd  Wife  to  the  prejudice  of 
this  Robert  J  he  had  difinherited  him ;  that  from 
that  Robert  dcicended  the  Counts  of  Boloign^ 
of  whom  fhe  pretended  to  be  defcended  herfelf. 
But  beiides  that  fuch  a  Narration  was  very  in- 
jurious to  all  the  Kings  of  Portu^Ml^    who  had 
Succeeded  to  Alphonjtm  III.  fince  tl^ey  could  be 
no  better  than  fo  many  Baftairds  and  Ufurpers, 
it  was  utterly  falfe  in  its  effential  Part ;  for  Ma- 
tilda had  no  Child  by  AlphonJiuSj  and  Roberta 
Count  of  Boloign^  ^wras  Son  to  a  Sifter  of  that 
Qu£en. 

.  Xhe  beft  Right  according  to  all  the  Jurif- 
confults  of  Coimbraj  who  ought  certainly  to  be 
better  acquainted  with  the  Laws  and  Cuftoms 
of  that  Country  than  any  body  elfe,  belonged 
to  the  Duchefs  o<^  Bragatifa^  and  the  Nobility 
and  the  States  of  Portugal  inclined  all  to  her 
Side.  But  the  Cardinal  King  was  fo  weak  that 
he  durft  not  pronounce  in  her  Behalf,  and  en- 
gaged himfelf  with  King  Philips  fo  much  the 
more  eafily  that  he  faw  that  the  Duke  of  Bra- 
ganfa  was  remift  ;  befides  that  his  own  C/fJ7jcf- 
forj  a  Jefuit,  perfuaded  him  that  the  Qlory  of 
God  and  the  Welfare  of  the  Church  required 
that  Matters  fhould  be  fo. 

He  died  thereupon  on  the  laft  Day  of  Janu- 
^ry^  1580,  having  reigned  but  17  Months, 
Philip  who  had  .every  thing  ready,  for  vindica-. 
ting  his  Right  by  Force  of  Arms,  ordered 
immediately  the  Duke  of  Alva  to  invade  the 
Kingdjm  with  a  ftrong  Army.  Anthony  had 
been  already  proclaimed  King,  but  he  could 
not  withftand  him  -,  his  Troops  for  the  moft 
part  were  but  Militia  newly  raifed  and  undifci-

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Jjianrylll.plined,  dicy  were  worfted  at  the  firft  Attack,, 
p^^^Q  and  quite  routed  at  tjic  iecond  ;  fo  that  having 
g^XlU^  Place  upon  Land  left  him,  and  being  (breed 
h^  contrary  Winds  to  land  ag^n  a$  ma^V 
Times  as  ne  took  Sbiipi  at  laft  he.  difguifea 
himfelf  and  took  s^  Monk's  Habit,  and  re: 
znained  conceaied  in  feveml  Places  fox  eighth 
Months  together  i  and  the  Pori^uefe  were  fo 
&ithful  unto  him,^  that  they  never  difcQvered 
him,  tho^  King  Philip  had  promifedt  eighty 
thouiand.  Crowns  tQ  whomfoever  ihoiuld 
(eize  hkn«  At  laft  having  found  an  Opportu- 
nity of  making  his  Efcape  by  Sea,  JS«  weiat 
into  Hollandy  from  whence,  he  was  invited  to 
the  Court  of  France^  the  Queen -Mother 
thinking  to  encreafe  her  own  Right,  or  rather 
to  give  them  a  Shadow  of  Reality,  by  uniting 
AntbonyH  Intereft  with  her  own*  He  was  re- 
ceived with  great  Marks  of  Refped  at  th< 
Court  of  France y  and  the  King  anfwered  brisk- 
ly to  the  Sfanijh  Embaflador,  who  Infifted  up- 
pn  the  expelling  that  Prince  out  of  the 
Kingdom,  France  had  been  always  ^  Sanc- 
TUARY  for  the  unfortunate  Princes ^  and  God 
forbid  that  I  fhould  violate  the  lea^M  the  World 
the  Sacrednefs  of  fuch  an  Asy lvm ffcbich  hath 
been  inviolably  preferved  by  all  my  Predeceffors. 
Such  an  Anfwer  was  indeed  worthy  of  a  King 
of  France^  but  under  a  Prince  more  ftrenuous 
and  magnanimous  than  Henry  was.  He  gave 
Leave  to  the  Queen  his  Mother  to  enlift  Men 
throughout  the  Kingdom  for  fupporting  her 
Rights,  and  to  man  as  many  Ships  as  Ihe 
thought  proper,  in  which  (be  employed,  the 
whole  Year  1581. 

The  Duke  of  Braganfa  was  come  to  an  A* 
greement  with  King  Philips  and  was  to  enjoy 
the  Diunity    of    Conftable   of    the  Kingdom,

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but  in  the  laft  Century  J^bn  bis  Qr^fidfon  re-  Henry  ill 
covered    his  Right,  and  was  reftored  to   thp  -  i^^* 

inrone.  gory  XIII 

The  Aforesy  alias^  TCer ceres  Iflands,  firmly  adr  ^^^y^..-^ 
hered  to  Anthonf^  Party,   by  the  means  of  the 
Monks  that  were  in  great  Number  and  very 
powerful  there,  only  the  Ifland  pf  St.  Michael 
adhered  to  Kbg  Philip, 

Tbefe  Monks  were  grown  fo  proud  of  their 
Power  and  Authority,  that  they  turn'd  every 
thing  u  pfide  down  by  their  Clamours  and  Tu- 
mults, and  caft  the  People  into  Fits  of  Fury  to 
no  piupofe.  The  Governour  fent  by  Anthony 
was  his  Favourite  Emanuel  de  Sylva^  whom  he 
had  created  Count  of  Torres-Fedrasy  a  Man 
much  niore  frentick  and  wicked  than  the 
Monks  themfelves  ;  and  fo  defperately  mad  that 
Lander eauy  who  had  been  ferit  by  the  Queen-* 
Mother  with  800  Men  till  her  Army  fhould  be 
ready,  having  undertook  to  advife  him  and  exr 
hort  him  to  Moderation,  he  was  fo  cpcafperated 
at  it,  that  he  fuborned  fome  Wretches  to  murr 
der  or  poifoi>  him. 

The  naval  Army  of  France  failed  from  Belle  15 83. 
IJle  in  JunCj  Stroffy  was  Admiral  thereof,  Brif-^. 
fac  Vice-Admiral,  St.  Soulene  commanded  a 
Squadron,  Don  Anthony  embarked  with  the 
Count  of  Vimiofey  the  only  Portuguefe  Lord 
who  adhered  to  that  Prince  in  his  Misfortunes, 
He  landed  in  the  Ifland  of  St.  Michel^  holding 
for  the  Spaniards^  and  forced  800  Men  which 
oppofed  his  landing.  Noguera^  the  Spanijb 
Commander,  who  had  aflembled  3000  Men 
-was  routed,  and  Anthony  entered  the  Town  of 
Elgade  ;  but  inflead  of  ftorming  the  CafUe, 
whereby  he  would  have  be^n  Maftcr  of  the 
whole  liland,  and  have  Means  of  intercepting 
the   JVeJt'India  Fleet,  which  would   have  ena- 
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Htorjr  III  bled  him  to  maintain  tHe  War  for  two  or  three 
1582.  Years  toother,  he  trifled  away  the  Time  in 
voryXlII  hearing  the  vain  Acclamations  of  an  inconftant 
Rabble  ;  and  in  the  mean  while  the  naval  Ar- 
my of  Spain,  under  the  Command  of  theMar- 
(niis  of  St,  CrofSj  arrived  and  fheltered  itfelf 
under  the  Cannon  of  JBi^^^i^^s  Caftle,  waiting  for 
an  Opportunity  of  fighting  with  Advant^e. 

The  French  Fleet  was  ftronger  as  to  the*  Num- 
ber of  Ships  and  Men»  but  there  wat  ftd  kfi 
Confufion  and  Mifdnderftanding  ai^ongft  thtjt^i 
than   Jealoufies  and   Quarrels,^  bfecaulc  of  the 
great  Number  of  Volunteers,  and  that  fev^ 
of  the  Captains    had  equipped  themfelvfes  at 
their  own  Charge ;   and  that  the  Ger^erals,  the* 
brave  and  valiant,  were  fo  negledfu J,  that  their 
Commands  were  not  regiarded.    So  that  on  thejp 
Day  of  the  Battle,  which'  was  the  1 6th  of 
July^  there  was  Scarce  12  Ships   that  would  en- 
gage,  the  others  refufed  to  engage,  and  ^/.  Sou- 
Une  went  away  with  cihteen  Sail,  iFor  which  he 
was  tried  in  Ffance^  and  degraded  like  a  Cow- 
ard.    Neverthelefs  the  Engagement  was  very 
blood yj   and  lafted  two  Hours,  the  Ships  grap- 
pling one  with  another.     At  laft  the  Admiral  of 
France  was  furrounded  and  taken,  Strojfy   was 
wounded  at  the  Knee,    the  others  took  the 
Main,  fome   failed  back  to  France,    others  to 
^ercera  Ifknd,  where  Dom  Antonio  had  ihel- 
tered  himfelf  during  the  Fight.  • 

Lo  now  the  barbarous  Pride  of  the  Spaniards, 
puffed  up  with  fome  Advantage !  5/.  Crofi 
feeing  Strij[fy  wounded  upon  the  Deck  of  his 
Ship,  cajifed  him  to  be  murdered  with  Hal- 
herts  in  his  own  PrefeiKe,  and  then  cad  into 
the  Sea;  and  as  to  the  Prifoners,  to  the  Num- 
ber of  300,  fourfcore  whereof  were  Noblemen 
or  Gentlemen  of  Diftinftion,  after  having  fol- 
vi.     *  -     .-       .     .  lowed 
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lowed  his  Triumph  in  Villafranca^    the  chiff«^«yltt  : 
Town   of  5/.  Michael  Ifland ,    he   condemned  p J/  qJ^ 
them  all  to  Death,   the  Gentlemen  had  thci*r  gory  XIU 
Throats  cut,    the  others  were  hanged,  and  the^-'  ■^■4^ 
French  Prieft  who  had  heard  their  Confeffion^ 
fhared  the  fame  Fate. 

Antonio  remained  in  T-ercera  Ifland^  with  the 
Remainder  of  Landereau^s  Troops,  and  ly 
French  Ships  till  OSlober  ;  but  then  fearing  left 
he  (hould  be  befieged  there  by  contrary  Winds 
during  the  Winter,  and  by  the  Spanijfo  Fleet  in 
the  Spring,  he  failed  for  France.  He  enter- 
tained always  fome  Hopes  of  recovering  the  • 
Kingdom,  and  attempted  it  in  1588  with  the 
Help  of  Queen  Elizabeth^  but  without  Suc- 
ceife,  and  from  that  Time  he  lived  in  France 
under  King  Henry  IVth's  Proteftion.  , 

In  the  Month  of  March  the  Queen  Mother  '5^3- 
fent  the  Commander  De  Chafes  with  800  Men 
to  the  Afores  HIands.  But  the  Governor  Tor- 
res-Vedr  as  defeated  all  his  good  Intentions  by 
his  Extravagancies,  whereby  he  drew  Deftruc- 
tion  upon  himfelf  ;  for  being  taken  by  the  Spa^ 
niards^  he  ended  his  Life  by  the  Executioner's 
Hands.  As  to  De  Chafes  and  his  Men,  the 
Spaniards  fpared  them  for  this  Time.  («)  rYTTv 

All  this  While  the  King  of  Navarre  endea-  q^,^' 
voured  to  have  the  late  Edift  executed  noton-^iV^. 
ly  in  Ihis  own  Government  of    Guiehne^    but  wrr^  eti- 
likewife  in   all  other    Provinces    beyond    tht^V'^**''^,  , 
River  Loire.    That  could  not  be  done  without  /^^^  '^EMa 
great  Difficulties  arifing  partly  from  the  Stiff-  executed, 
nefs  of  the  civil  Magiftrate,  who  kept  exadkly 
to  the  Letter  of  the  Law  without  confidering 
the  true  Meaning  thereof,  and  partly  from  the 
Obftinacy  of  the  Gentlemen  and  others  who

He  is  sM-    Ind^  Henry  infifted  very  much  with  him 
^*^^upon  thatSubjeft,  intpeating  him  frequently  to 
^iSwJrl''^®®®  ^  Court   without   any  farther  Delay  ; 
Jhrnfiiiig.  whcreto  the  King  of  Navarre  would  have  com- 
plied, had  he  not  been  diverted  by  Du  Pleffis% 
jRfong  Remonftiances,  fettiog  fort^  the  Panger 
he  was  in,  either  to  be  corrupted  by  bad  Ex- 
ampleSy  or  fcomed  by  the  Favourites,  and  ob- 
liged to  do  Things  very  unbecoming   of  his 
high  Rank  and  Dignity,  or  to  be  betrayed  and 
overpowered  by  the   Guife*s  Fadtion :.   ib  his 
jiourney  was  put  off  till  abetter  Opportunity(;r). 
There  happened   at  this  Time  the  Plot  of 
Antvjerp^    which  occafioned  the  Ruin  of  the 
Duke  of  Anjou  m  the  Low  Countries  ;  I  ihall 
relate  in  a  Series  what  concerns  thefe  Matters  in 
the  Year  1584.

•*  ftrlaly  admoniftied  to  adhere  wholly  to  ^s 
**  Miniftry,.  and  not  to  pradife  Phyfidc  for 
**  Liicre-fyce. 

^'  The  Lord  Du  Plejfts  Mornay  being  coij^e 
^  to  this  Synod,  demanding  from  his  Md^&y 
**  the  King  of  Navarre^  that  fome  Deputi?;, 
^*  Perfons  of  Quality  and  Underftanding,  fhov)^ 
**  be  fent  untohim,  and  be  near  his  Perfoii  tfi 
^^  inform  him  of  the  true  State  of  the  ChuFcn^; 
and  that  he  might  alfo  impart  by  their  meaniS 
*'  to  the  Churches,  all  Matters  of  Importance 
tending  to  their  Welfare  and  Prefcrvation : 
*'  All  the  Churches  were  exhorted  by  this  Sy- 
nod to  comply  with  his  Majefty's  Demand^ 
and  to  name  accordingly  two  or  three  De- 
puties ';  and  the  Province  of  the  I/le  of  France 
was  to  fee  it  done  without  delay. 

A  Motion  being  made  for  an  Union  and 
Agreement  between  the  Churches  of  Germa- 
ny and  thofe  of  France^  it  was  ordered  that 
«'  Mr.  de  CbandieUj  Minifter  of  Part's^  ihould 
^*  be  defired  to  undertake  a  Journey  into  Ger^ 
*'  many  for  that  purpofe  5  but  if  he  had  good- 
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Heniylll.cc  Reafons  for  declining  the  Charge,  Mr.  de  Scire 
pi^%ic-'*  fliould  te  intrcated  to  fupply  his  Place.  ], 
toyXIlI.     "  ^r-  Salniar^  others  read  Halnar^  and  othep 
jLiV-^''  Saluari^  Minifter  of  Caftres,  Author  of /&?- 
**  «w»/<J  Confeffmum^  was  intreated  to  write  jn 
♦*  the  Name  of  this  Synod  to  the  Prince^i  aiyl 
**  Divines  of  Germany^  ahd  to  confer  witH  tlje 
««  Lord  Du  PleJJis  al)out  tfie  Subjeft  Matter  pf 
w  •*  his  Letters;  which  faid  Letters  were  to  fee 

**  fcnt  to  Mr.  de  Chandiiul  to  be  prefentcd  bjr 
«  him. 

"A  Roman- Catholick'  having  efpoufed  hjs 
•*  deceafed  Wife's  Niece  of  the  firiie  Keligipp, 
«•  and  had  feveral  Children  together,  ihey  nay- 
**  bg  embraced  the  Reformed  Religion,  thqr 
^^  Marriage  was  declared  inceftuous  by  this  pi;- 
•*  fent Synod,  and  not  to  be  tolerated;  there- 
**  fore  left  they  jfhould  provoke  the  Wrath  of 
*'  God  more  heavily  againft  them,  they  oug^tto 
^   **  fcparate  one  from  the  other. 

*•  But  whereas  they  had  committed  this  Sn 
•'  in  the  time  of  their  Ignorance,  it  was  or- 
**  dered  that  they  ihould  confeis  it  privately 
•'  unto  the  Confiftory,  where  they  would  bead- 
"  monifhed,  counfelled  and  comforted  by  the 
«  WordofGod.*' 

They  made  feveral  other  Regulations,  and  de- 
cided feveral  other  Points,  which  I  forbear 
to  mention  for  Brevity  fake.  '  Their  Seflions  end- 
ed on  the  27th  of  May  (y).     •

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the  Acceffion  of  the  moft  powerftil  Princes  of  the  Henry Ilf. 
Roman  Communion.  The  King  of  Navarre^  ^^ pU^Gte- 
the  Advice  efpecially  of  Z)«  PleJJis^  negleded  no-g^xill. 
thing  in  order  to  form  fuch  an  Union.  For  that  v 
purpofe  the  faid  D«  Pleffis^  by  his  feid  Majefty's 
Orders,  fenJt  a  Memorial  to  my  hordff^al^ngbam^ 
Secretary  of  State  in  England^  to  be  ftiewed  to 
Queen  Elizabeth -^  to  engage  that  Princefs  to 
enter  into  that  Alliance,  whereof  fhe  fhould  be 
the  Head.  He  fets  forth  in  a  very  lively  man- 
ner the  great  Advantages  her  Majefty  Should 
reap  therefrom,  oppofing  the  Alliances  fhe  could 
make  with  more  powerful  Princes  than  herfelf, 
ot  even  equal  to  herfelf,  with  that  fhe  could 
make  with  her  Inferiors  as  to  Power.  In  the 
firft  cafe,  who  is  allied  to  an  Equal,  and  much 
more  to  a  Superior,  lofes  his  Liberty  and  his 
Advantage ;  becaufe  he  who  hath  a  Companion, 
hath  a  Mafter,  and  the  Greateft  makes  always 
the  Affairs  of  his  Inferior  fubfervient  to  his  own.. 
This  he  proves  by  feveral  Inflances.  But  he 
who  is  allied  with  a  weaker  than  himfelf,  be- 
comes Half- mafter  of  his  Faculties  and  Strength  ; 
and  indeed  France  never  h^d  more  ufeful  Alli- 
ance, and  more  ready  at  hand,  than  that  of 
the  Switzers. 

Befides  that  an  Alliance  of  a  Proteftant 
Power  with  a  Prince  of  the  Catholick  Religion, 
cannot  be  very  fincere,  nor  of  a  very  Jong  con- 
tinuance ;  becaufe  the  Interefls  of  their  Religion 
are  quite  contrary  to  thofe  of  the  other  Party,  as 
Experience  fhews  it. 

Then  he  anfwers  to  an  Objedion  that  could 
be  made,  and  which  is  drawn  from  the  Situation 
of  England^  and  he  owns  that  it  is  not  an  eafy 
matter  to  conquer  it ;  but  then  it  muft  be  own- 
ed, that  it  is  very  eafy  to  raife  Commotions  in 
it.     He  quotes  for  an  Inftance  the  late  Propoii^

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Henrylil.  tion  of  Marriage  between  Queen  Elizabeth  and 
A*/ G  ^^  l^iikc  of  AnjoUy  very  pleafing  to  fome,  but 
g^XIII.  od^us  to  others ;  which  divided  the  Kingdom 
in  Parties,  and  put  the  Court  and  the  Council 
in  a  Combuftion. 

From  all  thefe  Confiderafions*  he  infers,  that 
the  Queen  of  Englandy  beiides  the  Order  flie 
might  put  to  the  Afiairs^  at  home>  could 
ftrengthen  herfelf  with  Alliances  abroad  more 
iincere  and  lifting,  than  lAioft  ihe  had  had  till 
then.  And  he  mentions  the  Alliance  with  the 
Proteftant  Princes  of  Germany^  who  weft  al- 
ready leagued  together  for  aflifting  the  Eledor 
of  Cologn^  who  had  turned  Proteftant  5  and  infi- 
nuatcs,  that  a  Treaty  might  be  concluded  with 
that  League  already  formed,  which  would  be 
much  better  than  to  treat  with  each  Prince  a- 
part.  No  doubt,  but  they  will  accept  of  the 
Proteftbn  of  England^  t6  oppofe  it  to  the  Houfe 
of  Aujlriat%  by  thsrt  means  they  will  be  ena- 
bled to  make  a  King  of  the  Romans  out  of  an- 
other Houfe  than  that  of  Auftria^  which  other- 
wife  will  eaftave  all  Cbrift^ndoniy  becaufe  King 
Philip  hath  but  a  Son,  a  weak  and  iickly 
Prince,  which  if  he  fhould  die  unnaatried,  the 
Emperor  will  reunite  the  Authority  of  the  Enh 
pire,  together  with  the  Power  of  Spaitty  in  vir- 
tue of  his  Marriage  with  the  Infanta  of  Spain. 

Moreover,  her  Majefty  will  be  affifted  in  cafe 
of  Need  with  aH  the  Proteftant  Forces  of  Ger^ 
manyr  from  whence  fhc  might  have  a  ftrong  Ar- 
my of  Re'ijiers  at  her  Devotiony  to  be  fent  when- 
ever and  wherever  ftie  ftiall  think  proper :  Fof 
which  purpofe  it  would  be  reqpifite  that  Ihe 
fhould  depofite  a  round  Sum  of  Money  in 
feme  City  of  Germany^  whereby  her  Friends^ 
ihall  be  encouraged,  :lnd  her  Enemies  kept  iu 
awe.    Such  an  Alliance  /will  be  qq  ftbner  con* 

dudedy 
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doded,  but  feveral   Princes  and  neighbouring  Hrtuylli. 
States  will  be  glad  to  enter  into  it ;   every  one  pj^h 
bciog^  drawn  into  it  by  his  own  private  Intcreft  :  g^xiIL 
The  geneml  Difpofition  of  all  Chriftendom  being  v..  ^■*i>j 
fuch,  that  nothing  more  is  wanting  but  fome  emi* 
nent  Prince  to  give  the  Signal  to  others,  who  will 
be  ready  tojoin  their  Forces  together,  to  prevent 
their  utter  Ruin  and  reftore  the  Balance  in  jEie- 
rope. 

He  ^proves  much  of  the  Alliance  her  Ma-* 
Jefty  has  lately  concluded  with  Scotland  \  but 
then  he  defires,  thai:  fhe  would  be  pleafed  to 
coofider  that  the  Prince  of  that  Country  is  of 
Age  to  be  married  ;  that  all  the  Parties  then  of- 
fered, were  not  fortable  with  the  Intereft  of 
£$tgiandi  therefore  it  would  be  very  prudently 
done,  to  provide  that  he  fhould  marry  in  a 
Houfe  that  flood  well  afieAed  to  England ;  and 
ht  recommends  Gatberine^  Sifter  to  the  King  of 
Nanjorre^  (a  Princcis  every  way  qualified  for 
iuch  a  Match,  as  he  express  himfelf  elfe- 
where^. 

He  adds,  that  as  long  as  the  Reformed  Party 
Aali  be  able  to  fubfifl  in  France^  and  in  the  Lom 
CoufftruSj  the  Kings  of  France  and  Spain  wiH 
not  be  able  to  do  her  Majefty  much  harm  : 
therefore  her  own  Intereft  obliges  her  to  fup 
port  them  mightily. 

He  ihcws  forth,  that  had  her  Majefty  fupport^ 
-cd  diofe  of  the  Low  Countries  at  the  very  bc- 
gmning  of  their  Traibles,  they  would  not  have 
lieen  r^uced-  to  that  fad  Crifis  wherein  fhe  faw 
^m  now,  to  her  great  Grief.  He  bitterly  com- 
plains afterwards  of  the  bad  Ufage  the  King  a£ 
ipfa^arre^  the  Prince  of  Conde^  and  the  whole 
IfLeformed  Party  m  France^  had  received  of  her 
14ajefty  fince  the  Year  1570,  having  been 
m^holly  forfakcn  by  her :  for  as  to  the  Money 
*       •         '  Aa  2  ftxa 
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Fienryin.  flie  lent  in  1576^  it  was  for  the  Duke  oS  Anjmt% 

'S^i'    own  Ufc.     And  he  infifts,  that  her  Ms^eftj  was 

i^XIU.^  far  concerned    in    their    Prefervation,    that 

£VEN  jbe  ought  not  to  bear  without  Jealoufy  that 

they  Jhould  fupport  themfelves  without  her  Con- 

eurrence. 

To  this  he  added  a  View  of  the  King  of  Na- 
varre^ and  of  his  Party's  State  and  Condition, 
and  (hews  forth,  that  as  to  that  Prince's  ReU- 
gioh,  the'  it  may  prove  an  Obftacle  to  the  for- 
warding of  his  Intereft  amongft  the  People,  ne- 
verthelefs  the  wifeft  fort  do  acknowledge^  that  a 
Prince  iincerely  adhering  to  one  Religion,  is 
better  than  orie  who  has  none  at  all ;  and  that 
£ich  is  the  prefent  State  of  the  Kingdom,  that 
Peace  can  never  be  well  fettled  without  tolerat- 
ing the  Reformed.  And  no  doubt,  fays  he,  but 
many  notable  Perfons  would  adhere  to  the  King 
of  Natjorn^s  Religion  and  Party,  (hould  they 
iee  him  fo  well  fupported  abroad  as  he  is  well 
fettled  at  home,  being  vaftly  tired  with  the  Su- 
perftitions  of  the  Church  of  Rome^  and  the  Cor- 
ruption of  the  prefent  Government. 

In  the  Pidure  he  draws  of  the  faid  Prince,  he 
fays,  that  befidcs  the  Comelinefs  of  his  Face,  the 
good  Proportion  of  his  Body,  his  ftrong  Con- 
ftitution,  his  majeftick  Mien,  is^c.  he  was  en- 
dowed with  a  vaft  Quicknefe  of  Spirit;  a  Mag- 
nanimity almoft  unparallelled.  It  is  the  Sub- 
ftance,  fays  he,  whereof  the  greateft  Heroes 
have  been  made ;  he  has  undergone  feveral 
hard  Trials,  and  overcome  feveral  dangerous 
Encounters ;  he  has  glorioufly  finifhed  many  in- 
tricate Treaties,  and  been  always  employed  i|i 
the  moft  important  Affairs  either  of  Peace  ct 
"War.  By  fuch  Exercifes,  a  great  Prince  is 
fafliioned  and  perfeftioned.  Moreover,  for  fome 
Years  paft,  he  is  ufed  to  confult .  the  beft  and 
^  .  wifeft

wifeft  Men  in  the  Kingdom,  which  he  hath  Henryiir. 
calPd  near  hisPerfon:  So  that  every  one  is  ^^p^l^^^^ 
a  great  Expedlation  that  God  will  perfornv  goV^XIII. 
mighty  things  in  our  Age  by  him  and  for  him. 
He  fays,  that  indeed  he  had  )bcen  a  great 
Sufferer,  as  to  his  Hereditary  Doihiaions  and  Er 
ftates,  thro'  the  imprudent  Management  of  his. 
Predeceffors  and  the  Civil  Wars  ;  however  he 
enjoyed  ftill  three  hundred  thoufand  Crowns^ 
yearly  Rent,  and  difcharged  every  Day  his 
Debts  thro*  the  Diligent  and  Care  of  his  Ser- 
vants, and  that  his  Houftiold  was  then  fplendid 
and  in  good  order. 

The  faid  Eftates  confifted  partly  in  Sovereign-r 
ties,  and  partly  not.  He  held  in  Sovereignty 
that  part  of  the  Kingdom,  of  N^varrCy  called 
Low  Navarre^  the  Country  of  the  JSafqueSy  and 
of  Donnezan  -,  Item  the  Principality  of  Bearn^  a 
large  populous  and  fixiitftil  Country^  wherein  the 
Cities  of  0/(fr^»,  P^u^LefcaryOrtbez^  Nav^r  reins 
%  ftrong  Place,  provided  with  an  Arfenal  well 
ftored  of  all  forts  of  Ammunition,,  and  feveral 
other  Towns  are  fituated.  Thefe  Countries  may 
bring  into  the  Field  at  any  time  three  hundred 
Gentlemen  and  fix  thoufand  Harquebuiiers  well 
armed.  At  Orthez  there  is  ^  Univerfity, where- 
in the  King  of  Navarre  keeps  fifty  Students  ]x\ 
Divinity,  each  for  ten  Years  at  his  own  Charge. 
'  As  Homager  to  the  King  of  Frat^ce  th« 
faid  Prince  holds  the  Cpunty  of  Foipf^  which  is 
of  a  large  Extent,  and  wherein  are  fituated  ar 
mongft  others  the  Towns  of  poix^  Pamiers, 
MazereSy  Saverdun^  Madazily  all  ftrong  Places, 
fortified  by  Art  and  Nature ;  moft  part  of  the 
Inhabitants  are  Reformed,  and  may  bring  into 
the  Field  fix  thoufand  Harquebufiers,

Lemy  the  County  of  ArmagnaCy  Upper  and 
Lower,  which  contains  eighteen  hundred  Fees- 
Noble  ;  and^wherein  the  Cities  of  Aueby  Condom^ 
Leitoure,  and  many  others  are  Situated.  ///», 
the  County  of  Reuh'rgue,  of  a  vaft  Extent ;  and 
contains  among  others,  RbodeZy  MillaUy  Vabres. 
Itcmy  the  County  of  Perigord^  the  Vifcounty  of 
Limofiney  many  Cities  and  dftles  whereof  ar^ 
$ubje<5ts  and  Dependants  of  the  King  of  No- 
varrcy  and  all  the  Gentry  are  hereditarily  hi^ 
Vaflals.  In  ihort,  few  Cities  excepted,  he  holds 
whatever  lies  between  $pain  and  the  Dordogne^ 
from  South  to  North  \  and  between  the  Ocean 
and  the  Languedoc  and  Auvergney  Weft  to  Eafty 
a  Diftrift  of  about  one  hundred  and  twenty 
Leagues,  nuich  peopled  with  Nobility  :  And 
thofe  who  h^ve  read  the  Hiftory  of  France  and 
Englandy  efpecially  Froissart,  know  very 
well  what  were  a  Count  of  Foix  or  of  .(irmag* 
nac^  a  Duke  of  Albrety  in  the  timesi  of  King 
Edward  III.  If  they  were  fo  powerful  in 
thofe  Day^,  when  thefe  Countries  ^ere  not  fo 
well  manured  and  fo  rich,  how  powerfiil  muft 
be  a  Prince  who  pofTefles  them  all  in  the  pro-: 
fperous  Condition  they  are  in  now  ? 

Theabovcfeid  Provinces  are  likewife  under 
the  King  of  Navarrs*s  immediate  Jqrifdiftion, 
as  Governor  and  Lieutenant-General  for  the 
King  inGuienne.  Befides  thefe  Countries  in  the 
South  of  France,  the  faid  Prince  hath  alfo  very 
large  Eftates  beyond  the  Loire  (Du  Pleffis  was 

at 
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^/Nerac  when  he  wrote  this)  fuch  as  theHenrylll 
Duchy  of  Vevdome  is;  that  of  Beaumont^  ^^^p^l/Gre- 
Couniy  of  Marle^  the  Vifcounty  of  Cbateauneuf,  goryXIIl" 
and  the  Country  ofThtuneraiSy  i^c.  wherein  moft 
fart  of  the  Nobility  profefe  the  Reformed  Re- 
ligion, and  (land  very  well  afFe6led  for  the  faid 
IVince.  I  don't  mention  here  his  great  Preten- 
iions,  nor  his  great  Kilates  in  the  Low  Coufh 
fries. 

All  his  Eftates  and  Demefnes  are  under  the 
Diredion  of  four  Chambers,  fettled  one  at  Pau 
in  Bearn^  another  at  l^erac^  a  third  at  Ven- 
domCy  and  the  laft  at  la  Fere  ;  and  whereas  all 
thefe  Demefnes  are  fituated  under  the  Jurifdidion 
of  three  feveral  Parliaments,  viz.  PariSj  Thou- 
loufe,  and  Bourdeaux\  he  keeps  a  Council  at 
his  own  Charge  in  each  of  the& .  Courts,  where- 
in one  of  the  chief  Counfellors  thereof  pre* 
fides. 

As  Chief  and  Protcftor  of  the  Reformed  in 
France^  the  faid  Prince  is  fupported  by  feveral 
XiOrds^  Gentlemen,  Captains,  Provinces,  Cities, 
and  Commonalties  of  the  Kingdom,  whofe  Cou- 
rage, Forces  and  Means,  increafe  every  Day. 
firfides,  feveral  ftrong  Places  belonging  to  the 
King,  which*  are  fituated  in  the  Hereditary 
Countries  of  the  King  of  Navarre^  fuch  as  Ba^ 
zas  an  Epifcopal  City,  Puymiroly  Montfegur^  Lt 
Mas  de  Verdun^  Caumont  upon  the  Garonne ^  and 
feveral  others  which  have  always  fided  with  hit 
Navarrefe  Majefly\  going  towards  the  Eq/i^, 
there  is  the  Country  of  ^ercy,  containing  fouir 
Caftiewards,  CahorSj  Montauhn^  Figeacj  and 
IjOuzerte  *,  Figeac  and  Montauban  are  wholly  in 
the  Reformed's  hands  \  as  to  Lauzerte^  it  is 
common  both  to  the  Reformed  and  to  the  Ca-^ 
tholicks  5  Cahors  was  reftored  to  the  King  of 
France  by  the  laft  Treaty.     Under  thefe  four

Hcnrylll.Caftlewards  there  are  fevcral  fmall  Towns  pio- 
■5^3-  fcfling  the  Reformed  Religion,  and  fiding  with 
go^XIlT.  the  fame  Party,  fuch  as  Caujfade^  Realmont^  &, 
jtntonin^  &c.  On  one  fide  there  is  the  Coun- 
try of  Lauragais^  fiding  with  the  Reformed ; 
Puylaurens  is  the  Capital  thereof,  the  IVoad  a 
Plant,  grows  in  that  Country.  On  the  other 
fide  there  is  the  Albigeois^  Cajires  is  the  chief 
City,  a  great  and  well  fortified  Place  ;  and  on 
another  fide  the  Country  of  Foix^  and  Rouergue. 
All  thefe  Countries  are  fo  fituated  that  they  may 
by  the  Help  of  a  little  Diverfion  join  their 
Forces  together  with  thofe  of  the  Churches  of 
LanguedoCj  Daupbiniy  and  Provence. 

In  Lower Languedoc^  the  Reformed  hold iV/iKi^j 
and  its  Senefcbalfbipy  Montpelliery  the  Seat  of  a 
Chamber  of  Accounts  ;  Aiguemortes  with  its  Salt- 
PondSy    UfeZy   Alez^  AlaiSj  Lunely  Aimargues^ 
MarfillargueSj  Baignohy  Sommieres,  and  feveral 
others.     Furthermore,  the  Country  ofCevennes^ 
the  VivaraiSy  the  Vellayy    the  GivaudaHy  &c. 
wherein    feveral   opulent    Cities    are  fituated, 
ftrongly  fortified  even  by  Nature ;    and  which 
being  now  ftriftly  united   with  the    Duke  of 
Montmorancyy  Governor  of  LanguedoCy  who  finds 
his  own  account  in  that  Union,  they  may  be 
fure  of   having  the  whole  Province  for  them, 
which  is  the  richeft  of  the  whole  Kingdom,  two 
or  three  Places  excepted  ;    for  the  faid  Duke  has 
in  his  own  power  Beaucaire  upon   the  RhofnCy 
the  Senefchalftiip  of  BezierSy  Pezenasy  Carcafon- 
ncy  Jfgdcy  Leucatbey  and  feveral  other  Places  of 
great  repute,  in    the  Upper  and  Lower  Lahgue^ 
doc.     That  Province  might  bring  into  the  Field 
fix  thoufand  Harquebufiers,  befides  the  Garifons 
for  all  its  Cities,  Towns,  Caftles,  and  Strong- 
holds ;  this  is  to  be  underftood  only  of  the  Re- 
formed, without  reckoning  the  Catholicks.  The 
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hord  o(  Cbatillon^  with  d'Andelot  his  Brother,  HenryirL 
Sons  to  the  late  Admiral,  have  the  Diredion  ^^  p^Iq^^ 
the  Affairs  of  the  Reformed  in  that  Province.  .  goryXIIL 

In  Provence  the  Reformed  increafe  a-pace, 
at  jirles  and  Aix^  even  at  Marfeitles^  whereT  there 
was  not  a  lingle  Reformed  four  Years  ago,  now ; 
there  is  more  than  two  hundred  Families  of  the 
faid  Religion.  In  that  Province  many  Cities 
held  fecretly  for  the  King  of  Navarre^  though 
ther^  is  but  one  that  could  declare  itfelf  openly 
and  with  the  King's  Approbation  by  the  Edift 
of,  1 577,  viz.  Stine  la  Grand  Tour.  The  Ba- 
rons of  Rieux  and  AUemagne^  have  the  Direc- 
tion of  Affairs  in  that  Country. 

In  Dauphine,  the  Reformed  Intereft  had 
much  declined  in  the  laft  War,  becaufe  they 
were  deftitute  of  all  Affiftancc,  and  were  oblig- 
ed  to  truft  themfelves  upon  the  Duke  of  M5?- 
enne^s  Honour,  whereof  they  have  had  good 
Reafon  to  repent  •,  but  fince  that  time  their  Di- 
vifions  and  Jealoufies  have  ceafed,  thro*  the  pru- 
dent Management  of  the  Lords  Les  Diguieres^ 
Gouvernety  Blafcons^  Morges,  Mirabel^  and  fe- 
veral  others.  There  is  in  that  Province  above 
four  hundred  Lords  and  Gentleman  of  the  Re- 
formed Religion,  ready  to  take  the  Field  on 
horfeback  at  any  Emergency;  and  all  their 
Tiaces  being  well  provided  with  Garifons,  they 
may  bring  four  thoufand  Harquebufiers  into  the 
Field.  Nions  and  Serresy  Upper  znd  Lower ^  are 
the  Cautionary  Towns  granted  by  the  Edicft  ; 
befides  which,  feveral  other  Places  fupport  the 
Reformed  Party,  tho*  fecretly.  The  Principa- 
lity of  Or^/^g*^  lies  in  the  Neighbourhood,  and 
has  always  fided  with  them. . 

So  that  from  the  Pyrenean  to  the  Alps^  that 
is,  from  IVeJi  to  Eaft  of  the  Kingdom,  a  Tra- 
veller will  find  at  every  three  Leagues  forae 
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HoHjIII.  Place  or  other  holding  for  the  Reformed  Partft 
0  '$^'   and  which  are  either  of  the  Patrimony  or.  under 

sntxiIL^^  ^'^'^^^^'^  of  the  Yimg}pf  Navarre  \  and 
jhguemertes  being  at  their  Devx>tion,  they  may 
fit  out  a  Nimiber  of  Frigates  and  Galleys  for 
annoying  the  Trade  of  the  Mediterranean. 

From  Seieib  to  Norths  befides  the  King  of  Na- 
vam^s  Patrimony 9  there  lies  the  Country  cal- 
led Between  the  two  SeaSy  between  the  Rivers 
Garonne  and  Dordogne  ;  the  InhaUtants  where* 
of  are  Reformed,  very  few  excepted,  which  in 
four  Days  time  have  fent  four  thoufand  Har* 
qoebafiers  into  the  Field  in  the  laft  War.  Be* 
yond  that  Country  are  the  Provinces  of  -^«- 
goumoisy  Xaintongey  Poitou^  and  the  Country  of 
Auinisiy  which  ean  afford  five  hundred  Gentle- 
men on  horfeback,  and  fix  thoufand  Harque- 
bufiers,  all  Reformed*  Thefe  Provinces  are 
chiefly  under  the  Prince  of  Conde's  Diredtion  : 
Befides  feveral  fmall  Towns  and  Caftles,  they 
held  Pons^  St.  John  ef  Angely^  where  the  Prince 
refides,  and  La  Rocbelle^  which  is  governed  by 
iti  Mayor  and  SheriflFs.  Through  thefe  Coup- 
tries  one  m?iy  travel  from  the  Pyreneans  to  Bri- 
Sonny y  as  from  fVeft  to  Eaft. 

True  it  is,  that  beyond  the  Loire  (that  is  to 
be  underftood  in  i^g^d  to  the  Situation  of  Ne^ 
raCj  where  Du  Pleffis  was  when  he  wrote  thisji 
the  King  o(Navarre^s  Party  is  Qot  {6  app^urent  i 
tievertheiefs  there  is  not  a  fii^le  Province  in  that 
Northern  Part  of  the  Kingdom,  without  a  good 
Number  of  Nobility  and  Gentry  of  the  Relbr<^ 
med  Religion :  Such  as  the  Vifcount  of  Roban^ 
the  Count  oSLaval^  the  Lord  of  Rienx  hisBxp-r 
tber,  the  Marquis  of  Garlande,  the  Count  of 
Montgommeryj  ^e.  &r.  Befides  a  vafl  Number 
of  People  of  all  Ranks  ready  to  embrace  the 
Reformed  Religion  an4  Party,  whenever  they 
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may  do  it  with  fafety  •,   but  fincc  BartMomew^n  Hcorylll. 
Day  they  have  found  no  other  Security  but  i»p^  q' 
the  Armies  which  they  could  join  but  with  great  g^XIU, 
DiSculty,  unlefs  when  they  came  from  Germany.  \ 
Bat  for  all  that,  they  have  a  certain  Order  fet- 
tled amongft  themfelves,  and  in  every  Place 
there  is  fome  Gentleman  or  other  who  hath  the 
Dire<5tion  of  their  Affairs,  and  who  in  the  occa- 
fion  would  be  obeyed  by  the  others.     They  are 
now  fo  much  the  better  afieded  for  the  King  of 
Navarre^  that  many  of  them  have  feen  them* 
felves  fruftratcd  of  all  the  Hopes  they  had  con- 
ceived of  the  Duke  of  Anjou^  who  hath  intirely 
forfaken  them. 

.  That  Party  compofed  of  the  King  of  Na^ 
varrt^s  Intereft,  and  the  Reformed  Churches 
united  together  for  their  common  Preferva- 
tion  and  Welfare,  is  fo  folid  and  flrong,  that 
the  whole  Power  of  France^  and  even  a  greater 
one,  is  not  capable  to  ruin  it  without  ruining 
themfelves ;  and  indeed  we  have  feen  that  not- 
withflanding  all  their  Efforts,  it  has  recovered 
itfilf  of  all  its  Lofles  ;  nay  the  very  Bartbolc-^ 
mew^s  Day  Mafiacre,  that  dreadful  and  feeming- 
]y  deciding  Stroke,  hath  not  at  all  anfwered  the 
Expeditions  of  our  Enemies :  for,  tho*  fince 
that  Day  we  have  received  but  very  little  Affif- 
lance  from  abroad,  we  have  been  able  to  with^ 
(land  the  Forces  of  France  united  with  part .  of 
thofe  oi  Germany y  Switzerland  and  Italy. 

But  notwithflanding  all  thefe  Advantages,, 
that  Party  lies  vmder  this  great  Inconvenience, 
viz.  that  they  can't  keep  the  Field  long  againft 
foch  a  Power,  and  that  they  are  obliged  to  put 
themfelves  upon  the  Defenfive  the  very  nrfl 
Day,  which  is  very  hard.  That  fame  Party,  for 
want  of  a  good  Army  for  receiving  and  rally* 
log  its  Forcerdifperfcd  in  the  feveral  FroTinces, 
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Henrylll.  hath  been  always  weakened  by  the  former  Wars, 
*S83-    tho*  not  without  great  Lofles  on  their  Enemies 

gwyXin"^^ ;  fo  in  the  Year  1577,  ^^1  '^^  -^^  Cbaritiy 
Iffoire  and  Brouage  %  in  the  laft  War  of  1580  they 
loft  La  Fere  and  La  Mure^  befides  fome  fmall 
Places  of  little  Importance  in  GafcQny.  And  they 
have  been  obliged  to  yield  many  Advantages 
they  were  in  poSeilion  of  by  the  laft  Treaty  of 
Peace.  It  is  certain,  that  in  a  War  whoever 
can  do  nothing  more  than  defend  bimfelf  is  always 
a  Lofer. 

Thefe  are  the  Inconveniences  which  the  King 
of  Navarre  has  been  expofed  to,  for  want  of  a 
good  Army  of  Foreigners,  that  could  put  him  in 
a  condition  of  offending  as  well  as  of  defending 
himfelf.  For  which  Reafon  he  chufes  rather 
to  furrender  the  Cautionary  TownSj  tho*  ftill 
neceflary  to  his  own  and  the  Reformed's  Prefer- 
vation,  than  to  renew  a  War  only  defenfive, 
that  isy  purely  paflive  for  want  of  fuch  an  Army, 
tho*  he  is  very  fenfible  of  all  the  Inconveniences 
that  may  attend  fuch  a  Step  ;  but  in  furrendring 
the  faid  Places  he  lofes  nothing  elfe,  whereas  by 
defending  them  without  Hopes  of  Relief,  he 
hazards  to  lofe  his  Troops  with  them.  More^ 
over,  if  it  happens  that  a  fingle  one  ftiould  be 
taken  by  Storm,  he  may  poffibly  lofe  many  o- 
thers  thro'  the  Confternation  of  the  Inhabi- 
tants. 

Thefe  Cautionary  Towns  are  to  be  furrender^d 
in  September  next ;  but  the  moft  prudent  among 
the  Reformed  find  themfeives  in  great  per-, 
plexity  upon  that  account.  They  have  been  gi- 
ven by  the  King  as  a  Provifion  againft  the  ge- 
neral Diftruft  ;  but  the  Reafons  of  Diftruft  arc 
ftill  the  fame  now  as  they  were  when  granted 
at  firfl:,  becaufe  the  laft  Edidt  is  not  executed  in 
a  fingle  Point:  for  of  all  the  Grievances  which 
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have  been  complained  of,  not  one  has  been  Ire-  Henry IJL 
drefsM,  becaufcof  the  Perfidioufnefs  and  Trea-p\58^-  ^ 
cherics  ufed  againft  the  Reformed ;  laftly,  be-g^XIII* 
caufe  of  the  Preparations  and  Levies  of  Troops^ 
in  Switzerland  and  Germany y  the  Ammunition* 
gathered  at  Lyons  to  fend  them  down  the  Rbone^ 
and  the  Troops  that  are  fent  d^y  into  Gafcohy. 
So  then  fince  the  Gaufes  and  Reafons  of  Diftruft 
do  fubfift  ftill,  and  even  are  increafed,  the  Rea- 
fons for  keeping  thofe  Places  do  alfo  fubfift 
ftirh  : 

But,  as  by  furrendring  them  we  do  diveft  our- 
(elves,  and  by  divefting  our  felvcs  we  do  tempt 
our  Enemies  to  forward  our  Ruin ;  fo  by  not 
furrendring  them  we  draw  upon  our  felves  their 
whole  Forces  which  are  all  ready,  and  by  re- 
fufing  to  furrender  three  or  four  we  hazard  to 
lofe  a  great  Number  of  others. 

Now  if  we  could  be  fure  to  have  a  ftrong  Ar* 
my  of  Reijters  in  the  Kingdom,  able  to  keep 
the  Field,  and  divert  our  Enemies  from  attack- 
ing us  in  the  Center  of  our  Provinces,  we  might 
deby  the  Surrender  of  thofe  Places,  and  perhaps 
our  Enemies  would  hearken  to  Reafon  wheii 
they  .would  fee  us  ftrongly  fupported.  The 
King  of  Navarre  will  fpare  nothing  for  that 
<nd,  -but  indeed  his  Majefly  is  tired  with  the 
Burden  all  alone  ;  and  it  is  high  time  that  thofe 
in  whofe  Behalf  he  bears  it  in  great  part,  fliould 
affift  him,  unlefs  they  would  fee  themfelves  one 
Dky  to  bear  their  and  his  own  together. 

If  his  Majefty  hath  no  better  Profped  of  a 
fpecdy  Relief  for  the  future  than  he  hath  had 
heretofore,  he  will  endeavour  by  the  Advice  of 
the  Reformed  Churches  to  fatisfy  the  King  of 
France^  he  will  truft  to  God  for  the  Iflue  of  the 
Surrendring  of  the  faid  Places,  he  wJU  try  all 
inil4  ways,  how  dangerous  foever,  to  aiTuage  the 
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HouyllLbad  Temper  of  his  Enemies,  he  will  like&» 
^Jif  (I  -^*  ^^'^  Honey  in  the  Lion*6  Throat,  if  he  In 
sn^Xin.hii^^^  foriaken  by  thofe  for  the  PreicrvitioB 
^■■v-^^  whereof  he  don't  labour  lefs  than  for  htsowi, 
.  and  who  ought  to  be  no  lefs  concerned  in  hs 
than  in  their  own  {%). 

I  ihall  not  infift  any  further,  upon  diaf  Afe 
moir  (which  gives  us  fo  true  and  io  clear  an  h* 
iight  into  the  King  of  Navum  and  the  lUfbr- 
med  of  Frances  Affairs)  than  for  making  tb 
Reader  obferve  what  a  great  Number  of  Refor- 
med  there  was  in  that  Kingdom  in  the  Tear 
1 5^  h  comprifing  the  Hereditary  Countrks  of  tk 
King  of  Navarre.  According  to  the  moft  ilkf' 
triousAuthor,  the  Sovereignties  of  the  faid  Kio|^ 
the  County  of  Foix^  Low  Languedoc^  Daufbidt 
the  Country  between  the  two  Seas^  yingoiumSt 
Xaintonge^  PoiSou^  and  Aulnix^  could  bring  to* 
gether  into  the  Field  thirty-thnse  thoufandand 
fix  hundred  Men,  Horfe  and  Foot*  N.  B.  Firfl, 
That  he  don't  mention  what  could  be  drawn  cot 
from  Guienne  and  Upper  LanguedoCy  from  the 
County  o(  Bigorre^  the  Duchy  of  Albret^  tht 
Vifcounty  of  Marfan^  the  G>unty  of  Armagnat^ 
that  of  Roiurguey  that  of  Perigordy  the  Linui' 
fine^  and  part  of  Auvergne^  and  from  Provence } 
neither  doth  he  reckon  thofe  who  inhabited  the 
Provinces  on  this  ftde  the  Loire^  in  r^ard  tx>lM* 
don^  where  I  write  this ;  Britantrf^  Normanify 
Picardy^  Ifle  of  France^  Champaign^  BMrgwtdfy 
Lyonnefe^  and  part  of  OrleannefSy  where  t&  Re- 
formed were  certainly  in  great  Number.  Now 
i  don't  think  I  magnify  at  all,  if  I  (ay  that 
thefe  Provinces  and  Countries,  whereof  he  hath 
not  reckoned  the  Number  of  Men  they  couli 
bring  into  the  Field,  could  afford  as  many  as 
chofe  which  he  hath  reckoned :    So  thefe  two 
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Numbers  put  together,  will  make  up  fixty-fevenHciurylH. 
^houfend  and  two  hundred  Men.    Secondly,  He^  "^^^^^ 
4ays  cxprefly,  that  he  does  not  reckon  the  Ga-  gor7XIIL 
rifons  in  that  Number:  Now,  fuppofc  that  inVi 
-ail  the  Provinces  on  t'other  fide  of  the  Loire  there 
was    an  hundred   Placed  of  the  Reformed  ga- 
rifoncd  in  time  of  War,  and  allow  two  hun- 
dred Men  for  each  Place  one  with  another,  that 
'will  make  twenty  thousand  Men  more.  So  there 
«was  of  the  Reformed  Party  in  France^  and  in, 
-the  Hereditary  Countries  of  the  King  of  No- 
^arre^m  1583,  eighty- feven  thoufand  and  two. 
hundred   Men,    not  only  able  to  bear  Arms, 
but  willing  and  ready  to  take  them  at  the  firft 
warning :  but  we  muft  confider  that  all   thefe 
Troops  were   for  the  moft  part  Voluntiers,  that 
isy  they  inlifted  of  their  own  accord,and  could  not 
be  forced,  few  excepted,  to  march.    Therefore 
we  may  reafonably  fuppofe  that  if  all  the  Re- 
formed that  were  able  to  ferve  in  the  War  had 
been  likewife  willing  to  take  that  Party,  that 
additional  Number  would  have  amounted  atleaft 
to  thirty    thouiand,  which  added  to  the  for- 
mer  would  have  made  up  the  Number  of  one 
hundred  feventeen  thoufand  and  two  hundred 
Men.     Now,  if  we    allow  that  the  Number 
of  old    Men,   Women,     Children,   Servants, 
Ploughmen,  Tradefmen,  Clergymen,  Lawyers, 
i^'c.  was  but  twelve  to  one,  then  the  Total  of 
the  Reformed  in  France  in  1583,  will  amount 
to  one  million  four  hundred  and  fix  thoufand 
and  four  hundred  Souls,  after  fo   many  ruinous 
Wars,  fo  many  bloody  Battles,  fo  many  barba- 
rous Maflacres,  fo  manv  dreadful  Executions  of 
them,  for  the  Space  only  of  twenty-one  Years  ; 
jmd  fure  I  am,  that  I  don't  magnify  the  Ob- 
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Henry  III.     That  Memorial,  whereof  I  have  juft  given  an 
•^^^•^^  AbftraA,  was  lent  to  my  Jjoxd  Waljingbam^  to 
^rfXllL  be  prefented  by  him  to  the  Queen  of  England. 
K^^^^  P  Befides  that,    Mr.  de  Segur^  Superiritendant  of 
CXLVH.  the  King  of  Navarre's  HouAiold,   was   fent  in 
j^lj%,  the  Month  of  July  to  the  faid  Queen,  the  King 
"hat  fur-  ^f  Denmarky  the  States  of  the  Low  Countries^ 
fo/e.         and  the  Proteftant  Princes  of  Germanyy  to  ibl- 
licit  a  League  between  all  the  Proteftant  and  Re- 
formed Powers  of  Europe  v  whereof  the  Queen 
of  England  (hpuld  be  the  Head  as  abovefaid. 
Gis  In-^    He  was  to  fiiew  forth  to  that  Princefs  the  State 
puauMs.  gjjjj  Condition  of  France^  efpecially  of  the  Re- 
formed in  that  Kingdom,  which  was  peaceful, 
and  might  continue  fo  in  all  likelihood,   provid- 
ed they  would  connive  at  the  Mifchiefs  and  Evils 
that  were  preparing  againft    all  Chriftendom, 
and  confequently  againft  them.     But   they  did 
perceive  eafily,  that  the  Defigns  of  the   Pope 
and  the  Princes  his  Adherents  tending  to  their 
utter  Extirpation,  were  never  fo  near  being  exe- 
cuted as  now.  Humanly  /peaking.      Therefore 
they  thought  themfelves  in  Duty  and  Confcience 
bound  to  remonftrate  to  every  one  to  whom  it 
belonged,  that  Bum  finguli  pugnamus^  vincimur^ 
While  we  fight  separately,  we  ar£

Then  he  was  to  infift  upon  the  Reafons  above- 
mentioned  in  the  Memorial,  to  undeceive  her 
Majefty  about  the  Notions  fhe  entertained  of 
her  Alliance  with  France  and  Spain,  and 
to  make  her  fenfible  of  the  great  Advantages  fhe 
would  reap  by  the  jpropofed  Alliance. 

There  was  a  Difficulty  arifing  from  the  StiiF- 
nefs  of  the  Lutheran  Divines,  their  Intolerancy 
was  fuch  that  they  refufed  to  keep  Commu- 
nion with  the  Reformed,  efpecially  the  Calvi- 
nijts^  m  Denmark  and  Saxony  ;    but  thefe  wife 

I  Expedients 
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Expedients  was  propofed  firft  to  fubmit  the  con- Henry IIL 
tro verted  Points   to  the  Declfion  of  a  general  „' 5^*  ^ 
Council  of  all  the  ELeformed   Ghufche3   in  Eu-g^xiIL 
rppe^  to  be  aflenabled  when-  a  folid  Peace  ftiall 
be  fettled :  Secondly,  that  in   the   mean   while 
they    ftiould   live  together   like    Brethreii  and 
Friends  5  and  that  they  fhould   be  exprefly  for- 
bidden till  that  time,  to  fpeak  or  to  write  upoct 
thofe  controverted  Points. 

The  King  of  Denmark  has  already  done  great 
Services  in  tha^t  Caufe^  and  has  prevailed  with 
the  Eledor  of  Saxony  his  Brother-in-Law,  to  be 
more  moderate  towards  the  Calvinifts,  and  to 
countenance  lefs  certain  Divines  that  .were  the 
Incendiaries  of  Germany,     But   the    Queen   of 
England*^  Authority   will   be  of  great  weight 
with  him,  and  there  is  no  doubt  but  that  he 
tvill  enter  into  that  Alliance  as  foon  as  he  fhall 
be  certain   that  her  Majefty  declares  herfelf  thei 
Head  thereof,  being  well  informed  of  the  Plotst 
lyhich  the  Jefuits  Contrive  againft  him,  with  the 
King  of   Swedelandy    and  other   neighbouring 
Pcvwers. 

Moreover,  the  faid  Envoy  was  to  defire  her 
Majefty  to  fend  fome  Perfon  of  the  beft  Qual ity 
Embaflador  to  the  King  of  Denmark  and  the 
Proteftant  Princes  of  Germany^  to  negociate 
thofe  two  Affairs,  viz.  the  Reconciliation  of  the 
Calvinift  Churches  with  the  Lutherans^  and  i 
general  League  between  all  the  Proteftant  and 
Reformed  Powejrs  5  whereof  flie  muft  be  the 
Hjead,  to  oppofc  the  wicked  Defigns  of  the 
P4^e  and  his  Adherents. 

When  the  more  potent  Prince?  of  Germany 
fliaU  have  entered  into  that  Affociation,  it  will 
be  an  eafy  matter  tb  bring  the  Imperial  Cities 
into  it.  The  Switzers  and  their  AUies  will  ac- 
cede, becauie  the  Pope  hath  endeavoured  to  dif- 

yjH.PARTlI,        Bb  .      unitd 
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Henrylll.  unite  them  by  the  means  of  his  Nuncio.     And 
*S^-    the  King  of  N^avarre^  with  the  whole  Body  of 
eoryXIII^^^  Reformed  Churches  mFrancCj  will  certainly 
accede  into  it  upon  fuch  terms  as  (hall  be  thought 
meet,  being  relolvcd  to  fpare  neither  Goods\nor 
Life  for  the  Defence  of  Retigion  and  the  main^ 
taining  of  the   Common  Cause.     The  L^w 
Countries  would  be  likewife  very  glad  to  be  ad- 
mitted into  it,  being  now  in   luch  great  Per- 
plexity 5  (it  was  a  few  Months  after  the  Duke  of 
Anjou^s  wicked  and  treacherous  Attempt  upon 
Antwerp^)  and  indeed  the  Queen  of  England 
is  obliged  in   good  Policy  to  protedt  them  as 
the  Bulwarks  of  her  own  Kingdom,  having  no 
lefs  reafoii  for  fo  doing,  than  Germany  hath  for 
keeping  and  proteding  Hungary    againft    the 
Turk. 

That  League,  which  fhall  be  compofed  of 
the  moft  warlike  Nations  of  all  Chriftendomy 
will  prove  much  ftronger  than  the  Catholick 
League ;  and  much  more  fo,  becaufe  they  will 
all  aim  at  the  fame  End,  viz.  their  common 
Defence  and  Prefervation,  and  (hall  have  no 
Pretenfion  one  againft  another.  Whereas  the 
Kings  of  France  and  Spain  and  their  Confe- 
derates, have  feveral  old  Quarrels  to  decide,  and 
endeavour  always  to  encroach  upon  the  State 
and  Honour  one  of  another )  and  being  or 
thinking  themfelves  far  from  all  danger,  they 
cannot  bear  one  with  another. 

As  to  the  neceflary  Foundation  for  fuppoftrng 
that  League,  each  Party  ought  to  aflefs  itfelf  ac- 
cording to  its  Power  and  Abilities  ;  or  elfe  we 
muft  follow  what  was  done  in  the  time  of  Henry 
VIII.  when  he  treated  of  a  League  with  the 
Proteftant  Princes,  he  offered  to  pay  as  much 
for  himfelf  as  two  of  the  richeft  Electors  of  the 
Empire  could  do  for  themfelves.    It  isf  to  be  ob- 

fcrvcd. 
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ferved,  that  nothing  can  forward  better  the  Henry  III- 
Conclufiop  of  this  Tfeaty,  than  if  the  Queen  p^/^^^. 
willdepofitc  in  Germany  t'^o  or  three  hundred  goJ^  XIII 
thoiifand  Crowns,  to  be  ready  at  any  Emer- 
gency for  the  Defence  of  the  Com  mon  C  a  use. 
The  King  of  Navarre  has  fet  up  himfelf  for  a 
Pattern  ;  for  tho*  he  is  not  as  yet  ftraitncd  by 
any  Evil,  neverthelefs  he  hath  been  wilKng  to 
tranfmit  into  Germany  a  round  Sum  of  Money, 
■with  fevefal  Jewels  of  great  Value,  to  begin  to 
make  the  commbn  Cafti,

The  Ihftrudtions  given  to  the  fa'd  Envoy 
for  the  Court  of  Denmark  and  the  Low-Coun- 
tries y  were  almoft  to  the  fame  efFed:,  .altering 
what  is  to  be  altered  -,  thofe  for  the  Proteftant 
Princes' and  States  of  Germany^  are  more  parti- 
cular upon  the  Articles  of  the  Holy  Supper  con- 
troverted between  the  Calvinijis  and  the  Lu- 
therans •,  he  complains  himfelf  of  the  great 
Heats  and  Animofities  of  the  laft  againft  the.' 
firft,  which  Heats  and  Divifions  gave  a  great 
Offence  to  the  Church  of  God,  expofcd  Reli- 
gion to  the  Scorn  or  profane  Men,  and  put  a 
flop  to  the  Progrefs  of  the  Reforniation. 

Neverthelefs  every  fober  and  conliderate  Man 
was  fenfible,  that  there  was  no  Difference  between 
the  two  Parties,  as  to  the  fundamental  Points  of 
the  Chriftian  Do(5lrlne,  (uch  as  the  free  Forgive- 
nefsof  Sills  obtained  thro' the  Death  oi  Jefus 
Cbrifty  the  eternal  Son  of  God,  the  true  and 
only  Mediator  between  God  and  Man,  for  every 
ofte  who  truly  and  fincerely  believes  in  him. 
Moreover,  we  oppofe  with  the  very  fame  Argu- 
ments the  Cheats  and  Errors  introduced  into  the 
Church  by  the  Pope  and  his  Adherents  :  Nay, 
we  agree  as  to  the  Point  of  the  Holy  Supper, 
(which  is- the  main  Subjeft  of  our  Controverfy) 
in  what  concerns  the  Subftance  of  that  Sacra-

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Hcnrylll  jnent,  every  body  oyvniqg  tl^at  he  receives  truly 
"S83-    in  it  theBody  of  Chrift  ;'\yr^  differ  only  as   to 

g2JrXnF>*i«  ^^^^^^  ^O/T  the  Body  of  Chrift  is  pre- 
fent  in  that  Sacrament.  And  is  it  not  an  into- 
lerable thing,  that  while  we  feek  after  the  Man- 
ner, we  keep  no  bounds  but  exceed  all  Man- 
ners ? 

The  Catholicks  have  been  much  more  pru- 
dent than  we,-  for  before  the  Reformation  they 
were  exceedingly  divided  among  themfelves  up* 
on  that  very  fame  Point ;  and  we  reckon  ten 
or  twelve  feveral  Opinions  about  it  amongft  the 
Schooln.en,  all  different  one  from  another,  and 
even  fome  of  them  contradiftory  -,  the  Heats 
and  Animofities  conld  not  be  carried  any  fur- 
ther than  they  were  then  one  againft  another. 
Neverthelefs,  at  the  firft  Beginning  of  the  Re- 
formation they  found  means  to  fuppreft  their 
own  Quarrel,  to  the  end  that  they  might  unite 
their  Strength  together  and  perfecute  us  with 
greater  Advantage  ;  and  is  it  poffible  that  we 
ftiould  not  have  been  able  as  yet  to  prevail 
upon  our  felves  for  doing  the  fame,  when  the 
Differences  between  us  are  not  by  far  fo  great, 
when  our  own  Prefervation  lies  at  the  ftake? 

Then  he  propofes  the  two  fame  Means  as 
above,  and  the  fame  Reafons  for  engaging  the 
Proteftant  Princes  to  enter  into  a  ftridt  Alliance 
for  the  Support  of  the  Common  Cause,  as 
he  had  done  before  with  the  Queen  of  Eng-^ 
landy  altering  only  what  was  to  be  altered  {a).

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Tb  thefe  Inftru^liotis  wfere  added  a  kind  ofHenrylir. 
Apology  for  the  Kmg  of  Navarre's  Condudl^  "J^-^ 
iince  nis  Marriage,  wherein  the  111  Treatment  g^yXlll" 
hfe  had  deceived  at  Colirt  from  the  Year  1572  to 
I5y6^vr\itn  he  made  his  Efcape,  are  fet  in  a 
fiiH  View ;  then  he  expofes  the  great  Perfidiouf- 
ntk  of  his  and  the  Reformed^s  Enemies,  the 
Violences  of  the  pretended  States-General  held 
ktBIoism  1577^  the  Violations  of  the  feveral 
Trtsatfes,  mbft  of  the  things  which  had  been 
pf^oniifed  to  his  Party  remaining  unperformed, 
ho  Redfefs  of  their  Grievances  being  obtained, 
itld  being  denied  Juftice  as  to  their  civil  as  well 
as  to  their  religious  Rights.  Notwithftanding 
i^hich  the  ^aid  King  of  Navarre  hath  exadly 
and  faithfully  performed  whatever  he  was  en- 
gaged to  by  the  faid  Treaties,  delivering  up  the 
Plices  which  he  had  promifed  to  deliver,  tho* 
his  own  Cities,  Caftles  and  Hdufes  are  ftill 
detained  by  hi$?  Enemies,  contrary  to  the  very 
Words  of  the  Edi6t  •,  he  has  confirmed  by 
his  own  Authority  the  Sentence  of  the  Judges 
againft  thofe  of  his  own  Party,  when  they  have 
dohe  any  thing  contrary  to  the  Treaties,  dif- 
inantling  the  Places  which  they  had  fortified  ; 
nay,  caufing  fome  of  the  Ringleaders  to  be  exe- 
tnted  in  feveral  Places,  tho*  it  was  plain  enough 
that  they  had  been  provoked  by  the  Catholicks 
and  were  not  the  AggrefTors  ;  which,  may  be^ 
he  would  have  purfued  more  vigoroufly,  had 
he  not  been  made  fenfible  at  laft  by  the  Impu- 
nity of  the  Catholick  Infraftors,  that  the  con- 
trary Patty  required  Juftice  not  for  Juftice- fake, 
but  to  make  him^  under  that  pretence,  the

Then  he  fpeaks  of  the  Violences  com- 
p^^^^l:^   mitttd  in  Daupbine  znd  Languedoc J   even  fince 
gory XII  I.  ^^^  Treaty  of  Flex  concluded  with  the  Duke  of 
Anjou.    And  continuing  to  oppofe  his  own  Ac- 
tions to   the  contrary   Party's,    he  relates  the 
xnoft  advantageous  Offers  he  had  made  to  his 
moft  Chriflian  Majefty^i  in  oi?der  tp  aiTu^e  his 
Enemies    and    to   mollify  thqir   Hearts,   viT^ 
feeing  that  the  Duke  of  Anjou  Was  engaged  in  a 
War  againft  Spain^  and   that  his  faid   Maj^ 
was  obliged   to   fupport  his  own  Brother^  he 
offered  of  his  own  accord  to  invade  Spain^  and 
to  carry  the  War  into  the  very  heart  of  that 
Kingdom,  to  lay  ou^  of  hi^  own  five  hundred 
thoufand  Crowns  \    and  tl^at  tHe   King  m^bt 
ailift  him  with  Money  in  cafe  his  Circum^ance^ 
don't  allow  him  to  declare   hipifelf  openly  as 
yet,  his  Navarrefe  Majefty  will  mortgage  unto 
hini  his  own  hereditary  Counties  of  Rouergue 
and  VlJJe^  two  of  t^e  fineft  and  richeft  of  thq 
whole  Kingdom,  valued  at  a  million  of  Crowns; 
Moreover^or  removing  all  Sufpicions  from  hi? 
moft  Chriitian  Majefty,  the  faid  Prince  offers 
to  have  his  Army  compofed  of  Switzers  th^ 
beft  Allies  of  the  Crown,    of    Re^flers  com- 
manded by  the  King's  own  Colonels,  and  other 
French    Subalterns  of  either   Religion,  and  to 
refign  the  Command   of  that  Army  to  a  Mar- 
fhal  of  France   of  known  Fidelity  and  Expe- 
rience, aflifted  by   the  beft  Captains  that  have 
been  conftantly  in  the  King's  Service,  and  by 
the  Chiefs  of  the  Catholick  Nobility  that  live 
upon  the  Frontiers  ;  and  for  a  greater  Security, 
the  faid  Prince  a;id  the  Prince  of  Condi  offq 
to  deliver  into  his  Majefty's  hands,  the  firft  his 
own  Sifter,  and  the  fecond  his  own   Daughter, 
before  the  Beginning  of  the  Campaign,    as  a 
fledge  of  their  Fidelity  5  arid  he  doth  declare, 

"  ^  that 
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that  as  foon  as  that  Enterprizc  (hall  be  on  foot,  Hcnrylll- 
he  will  deliver  up  the  Cautionary  Towns  ^^^  ^I^^q^^^ 
fore  the  End  of  the  Term,  Such  were  thegpryj^in. 
Offers  proffered  to  his  Majefty  in  the  King  of 
Navarreh  Name,  at  the  Beginning  qf  this  Year, 
whereby  all  unprejudiced  Perfbns  might  fee 
that  that  Prince  fought  earneflly  to  remove  all- 
Miftruft,  to  fupprefs  the  Animofities,  to  abolifh 
the  Names  of  Parties,  and  to  reunite  the  Hearts 
of  all  the  Subjeds  into  one  and  the  iame  Will 
^nd  Mind.  But  what  Succefa  had  he?  Who 
will  believe !  at  that  very  fiime  time  when  he 
gave  fiiph  undeniable  Proof  of  his  unfeigne4 
Zeal  for  the  Glory  of  the  King  ^nd  the  Wei- 
fyce  of  the  Kingdom,  hi$  Enemies  were  hard  at 
work  in  contrivii^  ^  his  own  and  the  Refor- 
med's  DcflrudHon,  brewing  a  general  League 
with  the  Pope  and  the  Catholick  Princes  his 
Adherents.  The  Nuncio  infifted  more  than  Ct 
ver  upon  the  Reception  and  Publication  of  the 
Council  of  iTr^/^/,  and  the  Introduftion  of  the 
Inquifition  ;  the  King  fhewed  himfelf  the  Pope's 
Advocate,  notwithftanding  the  Advices  and 
J>ecree^  of  his  Parliaments.  The  Jcfuits,  thofe 
Incendiaries  of  Chriftendom,  have  beerii  raifed  to 
fuch  a  high  pitch  of  Favour  and  Credit,  that  they 
are  become    intolerable   through   their    Pride,

With  thefe  Inftfudions  and  Memoirs  De  Se- 
pIu^G    ^^^'  ^^   whom   Thuantis   adjoins  CalignoHy   fct 
goryXIII  ^^^  from  Rocbelle  at  the  Beginning  of  September, 
Cssm^'ii^  and  arrived  a  few  Days  after  in  England.    From 
whence  they  came  to  Holland^  and  conferred 
with  the  Prince  of  Orange  at  Dordrecht ;    of 
whom  having  received  fome  new  Inftruftions 
they   proceeded   thrc^  Rotterdam^  Leyden  and 
j/ifiiftefdam^  to  Encbuyfen^  where  they  took  {hip- 
ping aftd  arrived  diirifYg  a  moft  feverc  Winter 
at  Hamhurgy  and    frofti    thence   at    Bremen  \ 
from   whence  they  Went  and   delivered    their 
Credentials  to  the  Dukes  of  Lunebourg^    Wol- 
fenhnnl  and  Brunfwick.    The  Relation  erf*  their 
Journey  would  prove  tow  tediotis,  therefore  it 
wrU    he    fufficient    to    fp^k   of   the    SuCcefe 
fhfcreef. 
cxLViii.      It  anfwered  not  aft  all  their  Expeftation,  and 
^'^^'^''^^  ferved  only  to  increafe  the  Jealouhes  of  the  Lu- 
gociation.   therans  againd  the  Reformed,  thro*  the  devilift) 
Wickednefs  of   (bme  Lutheran   Divines.  '  The 
Envoys  had  fome  Conferences  with  the  Duke 
oi  Brnnfwicky  about  fome  Articles  of  Religion  \ 
but  John  Molzius  firft  Counfellor  to  that  Prince 
fceming  to  him  too  partial,  his  Highnefs   re- 
ferred the  Matter  to  the  Eleftor  John  George 
Marquis  of  Brandeburgh^  and  to  IVtUiam  hand- 
grave  of  Hejje^  and  refolved    to    have  their  o- 
pinion  before  he  fhoUld  give  his    own.       Ac- 
cordingly he  wrote  to  the  faid  Landgrave^  to 
the  Adminifirator  of  Hall  Archbifhop  of  Mag- 
debaurgy  and  to  the  Eledor  of  Brandebourg.    This 
laft  Prince,  confidering  that  many  fruitlefs  Con- 
ferences had  been  tried  heretofore  between   the

the  Inftrudions  given  to  Mr.  De  Segur.  And  as  to  the 
Acla  Legacionis  Segurianaj,  quoted  by  Thuanns,  I  did  not 
fee  them :  however,  1  2ixa,  ^.r  from  pretending  to  invali- 
date that  moft  illuitrious  and  learned  Hiilorian*sTeAimony. 
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Divines  of  both  Parties^  was  not  much  inclined  Hetorvlll 
to  try  agdn  the  feme  wif  •,  however,  as  he  ^^^p1;qL 
of  a  meek  Tttnper  and  a  ffntett  Lover  of  Peace,  g^xilR 
he  Wote  tn  the  20th  of  Jaritiary  to  CbemnUius^  " 

a  Divine  df  great  Repute  dmongft  the  Pfotci^ 
tafits,^  and  told  him,  tha(t  <the  RgmembnUK^  <»£ 
thfe  bad  Soccefs  of  parft  Conferences  between  iht 
Lrutherans  and  Catvinifb  nvade  him  very  uneafy 
about  the  Snccefs  qf  a  new  6ne,  fach  as  the' 
King  of  Navarre  defired  to  havfe  it.  NeVdrt he^ 
lefs,  left  he  ihould  fee  thought  too  a^vdrfe 
from  bringing  Matters  to  an  Agreement,  he 
th<!>ijght  very  proper  that  flnce  there  was  no 
gfeat  Difference  between  the  Galvinian  and  the 
Lutheran  Ojrinion  conCfcrning  the  Lord^s  Sup- 
per, a  Conference  might  be  opened  between  a 
few,  fix  or  at  moft  eight,  of  the  French  Re- 
formed Divines,  and  as  nrany  of  the  German 
Proteftants,  all  of  a  pacifick  Temper,  and  fin- 
cerely  feefcing  the  Glory  of  God  and  the  Wel- 
fare of  the  Ghurch  ;  whereby  thePublick  might 
underftand,  that  the  Churches  of  Germany  and 
Ftance  differed  not  fo  far  diie  from  tht  other 
upon  that  Artick,  as  it  was  commonly  believ- 
ed :  The  Letter  was  dated  at  Gologn  upon  the 
SpreWy  the  20th  of  Januaf-y. 

Cbemnititts  approved  much  of  the  Eleiftot*^  1584. 
Opinion,  provided  withal  that  in  the  Explica- 
tion of  tte  Article  of  our  Lord's  Supper,  Where- 
upon they  may  poff.bly  agree,  according  to  the 
manner  it  would  be  propofed,  the  Calvinifts 
ihould  not  repeat  their  ancient  and  fo  many 
times  condemned  Interpretation  ;  that  when  the 
Lutherans  fay,  that  they  receive  with  the  Bread 
and  Wine  in  the  Sacramertt,  the  true  Body  and 
the  true  Blood  of  Chrift  prefent,  according  to 
fits  Inftitution,  they  underftand  thid  of  the  ab- 
fent  Body  of  Chrift,  which  is  circumfcribed  and 

remains 
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HcmyHI.rcrnains  in  a  certain  Place,  and  cannot  be  elfer 
p^^^j^  where:  the  Faithful  only  makes  it  prefent  by 
goryXI  11.  his  Faith,  and  receives  it  in  a  fpiritqal  manner. 
From  whence  they  infer  that  the  unwcwthy 
GMnmunicant  receives  nothing  elfe  befides 
Bread  and  Wine,  sMid  not  the  Body  and  Blood 
of  Chrift  His  Letter  was  dated  from  Brunf^, 
HrickyV^htxt  he  vasftefelTor,  the  24th  of  January. 
He  aqfweved  in  the  iame  ftrain  to  the  Land- 
grave of  Hejfe^s  Letter. 

Tho*  the  Elcdor  of  Saxony  cairied  }iis  Into- 
lerance fo  far  as  to  caufe  his  Counfellor  Crac  to^ 
be  beheaded,  and  Gafpard  Peucer^  Son-in-law 
to  Melancbton^  to  be  caft  into  a  dark  and  loath- 
ibme  Dungeon,  for  their  Moderation  ;  never - 
thelefs  he  received  the  King  of  Navarrfs  Am- 
bafladors  much  more  kindly  th^n  they  ha4 
reafon  to  exped)-,  and  promifed  his  Concur- 
rtnce  for  procuring  the  Conference  between  fome 
Divines  of  the  two  Parties,  and  for  promoting 
the  Union  between  the  Proteftant  and  Refor- 
med Powers. 

With  thefe  Hopes  the  Envoys  took  their  way 
thro*  Magdebourgj  Meckknbourg^  Rojiockj  and  ar- 
rived at  Lubeck ;  from  whence  they  went  to  C^- 
penbagen^  to  confer  there  with  the  King  of 
Denmark.  But  at  their  Return  to  y^rden  they 
^received  Advice,  that  the  Eqiperor  being  much 
exafperated  againft  them,  had  given  Orders  to. 
the  Duke  of  Bavaria  and  to  the  Count  of  5^/w, 
to  arreft  them  -,  whereupon  De  Segur  wrote  to 
his  Imperial  Majefty,  and  juftified  his  Condu<5t 
upon  three  Articles,  wherewith'  he  was  charg- 
ed by  his  Enemies:  i^.  That  being  a  Fo- 
reigner he  had  been  fo  darin'g  as  to  enter  the 
Empire  without  leave,  2^.  That  he  had  treat- 
ed with  the  Princes  of  the  EmpirCy^  without 
having  paid  his  Rcipe<5ls  to  his  Imperial  Ma- 
jefty, 
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jefty.      3^.  That    he  had  attempted   to   raifcHcnryltl, 
Commotions  in  the  Empire.     His  Reafons  were  p  *^  ^^ 
of  fuch  Weight  that  the  Emperor  repealed  hi3  gory xill,' 
Orders  to  arreft  them.     Then  having  confer- w-y**^ 
red  with  Henry  of  Saxony- Lawemburg^    Arch- 
biihop    of  Bremen,  and  Adminiftrator.  of  the 
Biihoprick  of  Paderborn,  whom  they  did  meet 
in  this  laft  City  ;    Segur  returned  into  France 
by    the    feme   way  he    came,    and    Calignon 
took    his  way  through  Strasbourg,   and  vifited 
the  Switz    Cantons>    to  whom    he     gave    an 
Account  of  the  Succefs  of  his  Emljafly  {c). 

The  Rumour  whereof  being  fpread  through- 
put th^  Empire,  Part  of  the  Envoys  Letters  and 
Jnftrudions  were  printed  at  Ingoljtadt^  under 
this  Title,  The  Cahinian  Conflagration  caufed  by 
the  King  of  Navarre* s  Envoys  to  fome  of  the 
Princes  and  States  of  the  Empire^  to  the  Dif-^ 
turbance  of  Religion  and  the  Commonwealth  ;  with 
a  Preface,  and  an  Account  of  the  Matter  -,  and 
befides  that,  an  Anfwer  very  cunningly  contriv- 
ed, and  which  was  then  afcribed  to  fome  Je« 
fuit  {d\ 

One  very  remarkable  thing  had  lately  happened  CXLIXI 
;n  Germany,  which   put  the  Roman- Cath.olicks^^/«^^ 
of  that  Country  much   out  of  humour,   and?^  Ccl^ 
caufed  a  bloody  War  in  the  Elcdorate  of  CoJ^J^f^ 
logn,  and  other  Countries  upon  the  Rhine  ^  to 
wit,  the  Archbifhop  TRuscHEsEledtor  of  Co- 
logn*s  Change  of  Religion. 

In  the  Year  1577,  Salentine  Count  of  Ifem-^

H^ftryllt.  Cohgn,  being  the  laft  of  his  Houfe,  refined 
^  '5^-  thcfe  two  Dioecfes  for  marrying  ff^llelmind  An- 
TOryXlII-'^*^^^'  Daughter  to  jobn  de  Lignes^  Count  of -<^- 
rMbirg,  He  was  fucceeded  in  the  See  of  Pai&- 
horn  by  Henry  of  Saxony  Archbifhop  of  Bremen^ 
and  Biftiop  of  O/nabrughj  upon  Condition  that 
the  faid  Henry  fhould  refide  three  Months  every 
Year  at  Padetborn^  three  at  Ofnabragb^  and  flk 
kt  Bremen.  Gebbard  Truchefius^  Baron  of  V(d' 
bourg^  Son  to  William^  and  Nephew  to  Olb$ 
Cardinal  of  Augsbourgy  was  elefted  Archbifhop 
of  Cologn.  He  had  a  niind  to  follow  the  Ex- 
ample of  his  Predeceflbr,,  and  to  marty  i.  but 
at  the  fame  time  he  would  not  refigh  his  Elec- 
toral and  Archicpifcopal  Dignities.  And  hav- 
ing fallen  paffionately  in  tovc  with  Ao'Niz, 
Daughter  to  Jobn  George^  Count  of  Mansfeldt^ 
a  Nun  in  the  Convent  of  Girrijheimy  furnitned 
for  her  traftfcending  Beauty  The  Fair  Ac- 
ne z  5  he  at  laft  at  the  Ihftances  of  Peter  £r- 
nejlj  of  Mansfeld^  Brother  to  the  Lady,  uiaimcd 
her  in  fecret  at  Bonn^  in  the  Beginning  of  the 
Year  1582.  And  whereas  he  was  not  very 
rich,  he  fought  all  poflible  means  for  retaining 
his  Dighities ;  for  which  end,  at  the  Inftigatlcm 
of  the  Counts  of  Solm  and  Newenar  his  intkriatc 
Friends,  he  ^gaged  the  Reforrtied  of  his  Elec-. 
torate  to  pfetition  the  Magiftrates  for  the  free 
Exercife  of  their  Religion  in  the  Diftrift  of  Co- 
logn.  Their  Petition  was  not  immediately  an- 
fwered,  biit  the  Magiftrates  fent  their  Seijeants 
to  thofe  who  had  fubfcribed  it,  with  Orders  to 
repair  to  Goal,  (for  it  is  the  life  in  that  City, 
that  unlefs  in  Cafes  of  the  greateft  Moment, 
the  Citizens  cannot  be  carried  to  Goal  by  Force). 
The  Petition  was  anfwered  Article  by  Article 
by  MeJchior  Bruin^  and  Aflemblies  and  Confe- 
rences were  ordered  5  but  the  Reformed  think- 
ing 
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ing  to  h*ve  done  enough  by  addrcjETing  them- Hcwv  HI 
felye^  to  the  Civil  Magiftrate,  without  waiting    ?5'|' 
for  ti?ie  Decifion  of  the  Aflembly  held  at  -^^^g^XIM 
b^^urgj  ^t   the  Inftigation  of  the  Coynt  of  Ne^ 
^4nar  ^ffembled  together  on  the   5th  of  June 
1582,  in  the  Borough  o( Mecbleren^'of  the  faid 
Count's  Demefn,  and  heard  a  Sermon  preached 
by  Zachary  Urfin  of  Silefia^  whom  Prince  Ctf- 
Jmir  ha4  Tent  for  that  purpofe.     Whereat  the 
IVIagiftrates  of  Cologn  being  troubled,  and  hav- 
ing commanded  the  Gates  of  the   City  to  be 
(hut  up  on  the  next  Sunday  5  this    their  Pro- 
ceeding was  variouily  taken,   according  as  the 
People  ftood  inclined.    Some  pretended,  that  by 
the  Laws  of  the  Empire ^  Newenar  had  a  right  to 
hold  religious   Aflemblies  in  the  Lands  of  his 
own  Jurifdidion  ;  others  gainfayed,  and  owning 
that  Mecbteren  was  indeed  of  the  faid  Count's 
Jurifdidlion,  they  fay  that  it  depended  of  a  fu- 
perior  one,  to  wit,  the  Archbifhop's.     AH  this 
while  that  Prelate  would   make  the  World  be- 
lieve, that  Newenar  had  aded  unknown  to  him, 
and  the  Count  of  Solms  denied  to  have  been 
privy  to  it.     After  fome  other  Conferences,  the 
Magiftrates  of  Cologn  made  ufe  of  main  Force, 
and  having  caufed  the  Trees  that  hindered  the 
Profpeft  from  that  City  into  Mecbteren  to  be  cut 
down>and  their  great  Guns  to  be  levelled  againft 
that  Place,  they  began  to    play,  whereby   the' 
Ropf  of  the   Caftle   was    pierced  through  and 
through,  and   the  Count  of  Newenar  efcaped . 
very  narrowly  from  being  killed  by  the  Bullet. 
The  Count  of  Solms  was  with  him  at  that  time^ 
feigning  to  bring  him  to  fome  Agreement  with 
the  Magiftrates  ;  wherein  fucceeding  not,  as  in- 
deed he  had  no  mind  to  it,  and  the  Canons   of 
the  Cathedral,  feeing  that  Matters  were  near 
to  be  brought  to   a    Sedition,  they  defired  a

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Hewrlll.  Conference  which  was  appointed  at  Molbeim; 
p^*^  where  G^Aft/if-d  was  prefent  himfelf.     After  k^ 

gwyXIH.^^^^^^^^^ -^^^^^^^»  at  the  Inftances  of  the 
rArchbiihop^  after  having  made  his  Complaints 
of  the  Affront  put  upon  his  Perfon  by  ailault- 
ing  the  Houfe  wherein  he  was,  yielded  at  laft^ 
ikying,  that  he  did  it  not  out  of  any  Regard 
he  had  to  the  Canons,  bx(t  at  the  Archbiihop's 
Requeft.  Then,  as  that  Prelate  was  preparing 
.  to  go  to  the  Diet,  the  Canons  fearing  left  he 
fbould  plot  fomething  there  with  the  Ambafla- 
dors  of  the  Proteftant  Princes  to  their  own  pre- 
judice, they  deputed  thither  Frederick  of  Saxony^ 
One  of  their  own  Body,  to  watch  over  that  Pre- 
late's Steps  ;  whereby  great  Jealoufies  and  Ani- 
mofities  arofe  between  him  and  the  Eleftor,  to 
the  great  detriment  of  both. 

I  (hall  dot  infift  any  farther  upon  that  Affair, 
which  occafioned  a  bloody  War  in  that  Coun- 
try, as  abovefaid  •,  I  ihall  obferve  only  thefe  Par- 
ticulars :  f  ^.  That  the  Eledor  of  Cologn  having 
openly  declared  his  Sentiments  as  to  Religion, 
and  publifhed  his  Marriage  with  the  Princefs 
jignez  in  1583,  he  was  fupported  by  moft  of 
the  Proteftant"  Princes  and  States  of  Germany^ 
efpecially  by  the  Eleftors  of  Brandebourgh^ 
Saxony^  and  Palatini.  1^.  That  notwithftand- 
ing  all  thefe  Princes  Endeavours  and  their  ftrong 
Remonftrances  to  the  Emperor^  he  was  excom- 
municated and  deprived  of  all  his  Dignities  by 
the  Pope's  Bull,  given  at  Rome  on  the  ift  of 
April  1583;  and  a  little  after  Emejt  of  Bavaria^ 
Biihop  of  Liege^  fc?r.  was  elefted  in  his  ftead. 
3°.  That  in  the  Year  1584,  after  having  loft 
feveral  Battles,  and  almoft  all  the  Places  that 
held  for  him,  he  was  forced  to  take  refuge  with 
his  Lady  near  the  Prince  of  Orangey  at  Delft 
in  Holland, 
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I  don*t  know  Ko^  long   he  lived,   nor  whatHenrylll. 
was  his   end;     I   find  only,  that  after  Several p*|g^g^ 
fruitlefs  Attempts   for  recovering  at   leaft  fome  gory  XIII 
Part  of  that  great  Fortune  to  wh|ch   he  had  ^-i-'"i^ 
been  rais'd,  and  from  which  he  was  fallen  down 
thro*  his  Folly,  he  took  a  turn  into   Germany 
in  the  Year  1589.     Tbuanus  gives  him  but  a 
bad  Charadler,    and  indeed  it  id  plain  enough, 
that  his  Change  was  not  the  EfFeft  of  any  Per- 
fuafion  of  his  concerning  the  Truth   of  Cal- 
vinifmy  but  of  his  Luft  after  the  fair  Jgnez,  and 
of  her  own  Relations  Ambition,  which  put  two 
of  thefineft  Circles  of  Germany  into  Combuftion. 
He  was  much  unlike  the  pious  Herman  Count . 
of  Wielden^  who  was  deprived  of  his  Dignities 
by  the  Bull  of  Fofe  Paul  III.  which  was  exe- 
cuted by  Charles  N .  in  1545,  as   we  have  faid 
in  our  Firft  Volume,  and  who  chofe  to  live  a  pri- 
vate Life   rather   than  to   difturb   the  publick 
Peace,  feeing  that  he  could  not   fucc^ed  in  his 
Attempt  by  any  fair  means  {e). 

However,  fuch  being  the  State  of  Affairs  in 
Germany^  no  wonder  if  Monfieur  De  Segur  was 
fo  ill  treated  by  the  Catholicks,  if  he  met  fo 
many  Obftrudlions  in  his  Negociations,  if  he 
carried  with  him  only  Words  from  the  moft 
powerful,  and  if  he  was  denied  Paflage  through 
the  Lands  of  fome  petty  Princes,  fuch  as  th^t  of 
Eajl-Friejlandy  for  fear  of  difobliging  the 'Em- 
peror (/). 

But  a  fad  Accident  happened   on  the  loth     CL 
of  June,  which  occafioned  in  great  meafurc  all  ^^ J^!^ 
the  following  Calamities  which  befel  the  ^^^g'oeatiT' 
dom  of  France^  I  mean  the  Death  of  Francis

HisCba-      He  was  born  on  the   19th  of  March   isSA-i 
iraaer,      and  was  the  youngeft  Son  that  furvived  Henry  IL 
his  Father :    He  was  of  fhott  Stature,  but  Well 
proportioned,    of  a  tftwny  Complexion-;    his 
Face^was  fomething  fwoUen,  and  from  his  Infancy 
fpotted   with  the  Small-Pox  (g ).      As  to  his 
Genius  he   was  fickle  and  changeable,  iharp, 
courteous,  magnanimous^  eloquent,  magnificent,' 
ambitious,  troublefome,  quick.     As  to  his  Mo- 
rals, Jgricola  fays,  that   he   was  very  vicious, 
diffolute  and  lewd  ;  and  indeed  it  is  almoft  im- 
poffible,  that   a  Prince  brought  up  in  fuch  a 
Court  where  the  moft  heinous  Vices  of  all  Sortsf 
reigned  imperioufly,   fhould  be  very  virtuous ; 
and  we  muft  pay  an  Acknowledgment  to  one, 
when  he  is  not  quite  fo  wicked  as  others.

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Ifis  Mother  had  no  great  Regard  for  him,  Henry II L 
either  becaufe  he  was  not  fo  well  fhaped  as  his^  !J^^' 
Bix>thers  Charles  and  Henrys    ov  becaufe  fhcg^^xiIL 
Wjas  for  a  long  time  fo  forid  of  Henry ^    that  j(he  ^^^r'*^ 
Iwd  nO  Eyes  for  others.     However  (he  altered  ^^^^  /^f/"* 
her  Behaviour  towards  hiiti  when  ftie   found-^^  ^ 
that  the  Favourites  prevailed  fo  far  with  her 
darling^  Son,  that  they  had  divefted  her  almoft 
of  all   her  Authority   and   Credit   at    Court 
Therifhe  thought  proper  to  feign  a  greater  In- 
clination foir  him  and'  to  countenance  him  in 
many  things,    even   to  the  prejudice  of  the 
Grown,  the  King^^  and  the.  Kingdom  ;  that  fhe 
might  thereby  render  herfelf  tiecef&ry  for  ad^ 
jufting  the  Differences  which  arofe   between 
the  two  Brothers,  dnd  whereof  (he  was  herfelf 
the  very  firft  Spring.     This  {he  ftieWed  at  the 
Treaty  of  1576,  wherein  fuch  immoderate  Ap- 
panage and  Prerogatives  were  granted  to  the 
Duke  by  her  perfuafiori,  that  nothing  like  had 
been  feen  before  for  the  two  laft  Centuries ;  tho* 
it  was  credibly  reported,  that  fhe  had  advifed 
underhand,  the  faid  Duke  to  make  his  Efcape 
from  Court  and  put  himfelf  at  the  head  of  the 
Confederates  Army. 

Another  thing  which  fhe  did  in  his  behalf^ 
very  prejudicial  to  the  Kingdom,  was  to  ad- 
vife  the  King  to  grant  him  leave  to  accept 
the  Protedlion  of  the  Confederates  in  the  Low 
Countries^  and  then  the  Sovereignty  of  thefe 
Provinces.  In  order  to  underftand  this^  we  mufl: 
l^fume  the  matter  a  little  higher,  and  go  back 
to  the  Year  1574. 

The  Duke  of  Aha^    who  was  <iOt  afhamed  ^ffahi  of 
to  brag  of  his  Extortions,  and  unheard  of  Cru-  the  U^ 
cities,  having  been  recalled,  as  faid  iii  our  for-  ^^*»''^'''» 
mer  Volume^  was  fucceeded  by  Lewis  De  Re^ 
quefens^  great  Commendator  of  Cajiik  i  he  got

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Henrylll.  a  Viftory  over  the  Confederates  at  Mouker-Hey- 
-'^^i'  dennezx  Nimeguen  in  the  Year  1574,  wherem 
goryXin"  Ludowic  of  Najfaw  was  killed.  Then  he  con- 
vened the  States  General  for  getting  Money, 
but  far  from  granting  his  Demand,  they  united 
thcmfelves  more  ftridly  for  the  defence  of  their 
Liberty  ;  and  being  much  encouraged  by  his 
Death,  which  happened  few  Months  after,  they 
feized  upon  the  Government  which  had  re- 
mained in  the  hands  of  the  Council  of  State, 
'till  the  coming  of  a  new  Governour  which  was 
Dom  Juan  of  Aujlria. 

The  Spanijh  Troops  mutinied,  and  plunde- 
red the  rich  City  of  Antwerp ^  which  occafioned 
a  Treaty  of  Union  made  at  Ghent  in  1576  be- 
tween the  Catholick  Provinces  and  thofe  of 
Holland  zxid,  Zealand^  called  The  Pacifica- 
tion OF  Ghent. 

Tho*  Dom  Juan  had  confented  to  the  Terms 
tendered  to  him  by  the  States,  before  he  was 
admitted,  viz.  that  the  Spanijh  Troops  (hould 
go  out  of  the  Country,  and  that  he  fhould  ap- 
prove and  confirm  the  Treaty  of  Ghent ;  ne- 
verthelefs  he  was  no  fooner  confirmed  in  the 
Government,  but  he  began  to  commit  Hofti- 
lities,  and  feized  upon  Namur^  Charlemont  and 
Mariembourg.  For  which  caufe  the  States  fet 
an  Army  on  foot,  and  forced  him  to  retire  into. 
Luxembourg:  then  they  elefted  Arch-Dukc 
Matthias^  Brother  to  the  Emperor,  for  thdr 
Governor,  and  the  Prince  of  Orange  for  his 
Deputy  i  but  thro*  the  Jealoufies  that  reigned 
between  the  Catholick  Lords,-  the  Counfels  and 
Endeavours  of  the  Prince  of  Orange  became 
abortive^  and  Dom  Juan  had  fufficient  time  for 
receiving  the  Troops,  that  were  broi^ht  to  hij 
Affiftance  by  Jlexa?ider  Farnefe  Duke  of  P^- 
may  wherewith  he  got  a  great  Viftory  over  the 
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Army-  of  the  States  at  Gemhlours.  At  the  fameH^rylll. 
time  a  third  Party  was  formed  in  the  ^^'^  p^IqI^^ 
Countries^  at  the  head  whereof  was  thfe  1-ord  gory XIII 
Montigni.  The  news  of  the  Rout  of  GembloursUm ^ir*^ 
being  arrived  in  France^  the  Duke  oiAnjow^  wh6 
had  gaped  a  long  time  after  the  Low  Countries; 
thought  thefe  Cirtumftatices  very  proper  for  forr 
warding  his  Defigns  ;  therefore  he  difpatched 
De  la  Fougeres  to  the  States  to  offer  them  h\i 
fervices.  They  received  him  with  great  marks 
of  Reifped,  and  told  him  that  the  Duke  would 
much  oblige  them,  ^was  he  pleafed  to  fend  fome 
Deputies,  with  whom  they  might  treat  in  com- 
mon. Whereupon  he  fent  the  Count  of  Roche- 
pot  and  Bes  Pruneaux ;  they  were  met  at  5/.. 
Gbijlin  by  the  Count  of  Lalain^  the  Lord  of 
Frezin  and  Do6tor  Liesfeldt.  They  did  not 
enter  almoft  into  any  particulars  as  to  the  Con- 
ditions, which  were  agreed  upon  in  Augujl 
following  ;  only  the  Deputies  wereaflured,  that 
the  Coming  of  the  Duke  into  the  Low  Countries 
would  be  very  agreeable  to  the  States,  and  to 
the  People  in  general.  The  Duke  having  re- 
ceived this  Anfwer,  marched  with  eight  Thou- 
fand  Foot  and  one  Thoufand  Horfe  which  he 
had  already  ralfed  amongft  the  Nobility.  Thefe 
Troops  receiving  no  Pay,  committed  the  great- 
eft  Diforders,  plundering  every  thing,  and  every 
where,  not  fparing  the  Caftles  and  Country- 
Houfes  of  the  Nobility  and  Gentry  which  they 
met  upon  their  March  ;  the  King  fuffering  that^ 
becaufe  he  defired  earneftly  to  fee  his  Brother 
and  his  Adherents  out  of  the  Kingdom  at  any 
Rate ;  and  they  entered  the  Low  Countries  not 
like  Friends,  butrather  like  inveterate  Enemiea 
However,  with  thefe  Troops  he  arrived  at 
Mons^  where  he  was  received  by  the  Count  of 
Lalain  Gov^niour  of  Hainaulty  and  the.Depu'

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Heniylll.  tics  of  the  States  :  From  thence  he  diipatdhed 
P  '^&-*^  Antwerp^  Bu/fy  i'Amboife^  the  Lord  Deyil- 
g^XIlfy^^^'  ^^  Mondoucety  who  traniaAed  with  the 
States  on  the  13th  of  Auguft  1578,  and-  agreed 
upon  the  following  Terms :  That  the*  Duke 
ihould  declare  himielf  openly  an  Enemy  ta 
Bom  Juan  of  Auftriay  and  aU  hb  Adhisrents ; 
that  he  fliould  maint^n  at  his  owh  X^haig«' for 
three  Months,  Ten  thouiand  Foot  and  two 
thoufand  Horfe  ;  and  if  the  War  continued 
dill  after  thefe  three  Months,  he  was  obliged 
to  keep  only  three  thoufand  Foot  and.  five 
hundred  Horfe  t  That  in  order  to  increafe  the 
Forces  of  the  States,  he  fhould  procure  the 
Friendfhip  of  the  Queen  0/  England^  and  make 
an  Alliance  with  the  King  of  Na^oarrej  and 
Prince  Cqfimir  ;  that  he  fliould  not  msdce  War 
againft  any,  on  account  of  their  Religion ; 
that  they  fhould  be  at  liberty  to  make  Peace 
at  their  own  pleafure  in  a  Year's  time  ;  however, 
without  any  Prejudice  to  the  faid  Duke  and  his 
Adherents  or  Allies  -,  and  upon  this  Conditk)D, 
that  before  the  end  of  July  next  Dom  Juan 
fliould  put  into  the  hands  of  the  States,  ImX'^ 
embourg^  Ruremondsj  Daventer  and  all  die 
Towns  on  this  fide  the  Meufe:  That  when  the 
faid  Duke  fliould  be  prefent  in  the  Amiy,  he 
fliould  command  as  General  conjointly  widi 
the  States  Captain- General,  who,  in  his  ab- 
fence,  was  to  command  in  chief,  in  the  name 
of  the  States ;  that  the  Government  of  the  Pro- 
vinces fliall  remain  in  the  hands  of  the  Njobks, 
of  Arch-Duke  Matthias^  and  of  the  States 
Council ;  that  they  will  oblige  themfelves  not 
to  chufe  any  other  for  their  Lord  but  the  faid 
Duke,  if  they  ever  renounce  King  Philip: 
That  they  engage  to  the  faid  Duke  the  Towns 
QfD'Avennes^  ^efnoy^  Landrecy  •,  but  if  Ptn- 
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lipjbaurg^  Bincby  or  Maritmbourg  (hould  be  ta-  HcuryUI, 
ken,  they  will ferve in  the  ftcad  of  jyAvennes \p^^^^ 
then  the  Places  to  be  conquered,  were  parted  g*yXIIl] 
between  the  faid  Duke  and  the  States.    He 
promifed  likewife  to  hinder,    (as  much  as  he 
could,)  the  French  from  coming  to  the  Afliftance 
of  the  Spaniards^  and  to  repute  for  his  Ene- 
mies all  thofe  who  ihould  be  declared  fuch  by 
the  States.    That  Agreement  was  publifhed  at 
jlntwerp  the  20th  of  Auguft  :  whereupon  the 
Duke  took  the  Title  of,  Dzfender  of  the 
Liberty   of   the   Low   Countries,  a-

Notwithftanding  all  this  Buftle,  the  Duke, 
after  having  taken  fome  fmall  Towns  deferted 
by  the  Inhabitants,  inftead  of  making  all  the 
hafte  he  could  to  join  the  Army  of  the  States, 
loft  moft  part  of  his  time  at  Mons^  at  the  per- 
fuafion  of  the  Count  of  Lalain^  Who  had  a 
•  Pique  againft  the  States.     Then  upon  various 

Erctences,  having  put  Garrifons  in  the  Places 
elongiug  to  him,  and  the  reft  of  his  Army 
having  dift)anded,  not  without  his  Knowledge 
and  fecret  Confent,  he  fet  out  himfelf  for  his 
return  into  France  in  the  Month  of  November 
1578,  leaving  behind  him  Des  Pruneaux  to  be 
his  Agent  near  the  States.  They  on  their  fide 
fent  their  Deputies  to  the  Duke,  to  return  their 
Thanks  to  his  Highnefs  and  renew  their  Promi-r 
fes  of  reimburfing  the  changes  he  had  been  at; 
for  their  Relief,  and  to  intreat  him  to  perfevere 
2^  the  good  will  he  had  for  them. 

The  y nip n,  called  of  Utrecht  by  the  name^of 
the  Place,  was  concluded  in  the  Year  1579*  ^^ 
the  23d  of  7tf««^ry,betweentheProvinces  ofHi/- 
landyZelandy  Gueldre^  Zutphen^  Utrecht  ^Fr  if  eland 
OveryJJely  and  others.  The  Contn&xontains  24 

Cc  3  Articles^ 
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Henrylll.  Articles,  and  was  fubfcribed  by  all  the  Deputies 
ij^*-  of  thcfe  Provinces,  and  after  that  at  Ghent ^  by 
gwyXin'  ^^^  Inhabitants,  on  the  4th  of  February  •,  at 
Antwerpj  by  the  Prince  of  Orange  on  the  3d 
of  May^  and  on  the  xith  of  June  by  Lalatn 
Count  of  Rbenebergj  Govemotir  of  Frifeland^ 
Overyfely  Groningen  and  the  Owmelands.  Then 
the  Cities  of  Antwerp^  Bruges^  Breda  and  fc- 
yeral  others  did  the  fame. 

At  iaft  the  Divifions  fubfifting  ftili  iiv$he  Low 
Countries^  obliged  the  States  in  1580,  to  chufe 
the  Duke  of  Anjcu  for  their  Prince  upon  ccrtaip 
conditions,  at  the  inftigation  of  the  Prince  of 
Orange  •,  which  was  done  accordingly  in   the 
Month  of  June,  The  States  of  Brabanty  Flan- 
derSy  Holland^    Zfeland^  Mechlin  and  Frifeland 
being  aflembled  at  Antwerp^  they  deputed  Phi- 
lip de  Marnix  Lord  of  St.  Aldegonde,    with 
CorneliSy    pr  Noel  Car  on   Burgmafter  of  the 
FRA  NC  2Lt  Bruges y  Gafpard  Vojberg^  and  fome 
others,  with  full  Powers  for  treating  with  the 
faid  Duke.     They  met  him  at  Fleffis  Lex  Tours^ 
the  29th  of  September  1580,    and  tranfadted 
upon   the  Terms  agreed  between   the  Parties, 
which  were  ratified  at  Bourdeaux  with  fome  ad- 
ditional Articles,  after  the  Conferences  of  Flex, 
Several  Medals  were  ftruck  in  Brabant^  Flan- 
derSj  Holland^    &c.  upon  that  account.     Then 
the  faid  Duke  perfuaded  the  King  hJs  Brother 
that  the  beft  way  for  fettling  a  folid  and  lafting 
Peace  in  his  Kingdom  was,  to  carry  the  War 
into  fome  foreign  Country,  that  the  Providence 
of  God  offered  him  a  fair  opportunity  for  it ; 
feeing  that  the  Low  Countries^   groaning  un- 
Ger  the  intolerable  Yoke  of  the  Spaniards ^  the 
^lortal  Enemies  of  the  French  Nation,  befought 
Ihoft  e'arneftly  his  Afliftance.     So  his  Majelty, 
who  til]  then  had  declined  to  anfwer  favourably 
^^       •       '         ;•  their 
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their  humble  Petition,  left  he  ftiould  be  oh%ed  Henrylll. 
to  enter  into  an  open  War  with  Spain,  ought  „  '5^' 
not  to  take  amifs,  if  he  himfelf  received  themg^yXIlK 
under  his  Proteftion,  and  undertook  their  De- 
fence •,    therefore  he  intreated  his  Majefty  to 
grant  him  his  Afliftance   for  accomplifhing  fo 
juft,  neceflary  and  honourable  a  Defign.    That 
things  were  now  come  to  fuch  a  Criftsj  that  he 
,  muft  chufe  either  to  have  a  continual  War  at 
home,  or  to  carry  it  abroad  5  that  he  was  rea- 
dy to  ferve  his  Majefty  and  the  Kingdom,  as 
in  Duty  bound  in  either  ;    but  that  he  was  in 
hopes,  that  if  he   afforded  him  the  neceflary 
things  to  carry  it  in  the  Low  Countries^   the 
Chiefs  of  both  Parties  being  imployed  abroad, 
a  folid  Peace  will  be  fettled  at  home. 

The  King,  tho'  he  was  very  averfe  from  a 
War  in  the  Low  Countries^  neverthelefs  as  he 
defired  palTionately  to  live  quietly  at  home,  con- 
sented to  his  Brother's  Propofition  ;  and  at  the 
perfuafion  of  the  Queen  his  Mother,  he  grant- 
ed the  Duke  a  large  Sum  of  Money,  and  pro- 
mifed  that  if  he  inlifted  Men  in  his  Dominions 
for  that  Service,  he  would  take  no  notice  of  it ; 
but  he  added  this  Condition,  that  he  ftiould  not 
be  obliged  to  wage  War  with  Spain  on  the  fide 
oiGuiennCy  and  to  give  the  management  thereof 
to  the  King  oi  Navarre^  (for  he  knew  that  that 
Prince  infifted  upon  that: )  What  he  was  willing 
to  do  for  his  deareft  Brother,  he  would  by  no 
means  do  it  for  one  who  was  a  much  more  re- 
mote Relation  to  him,  and  of  a  Religion  con- 
trary to  his  own :    So  he  confented  that   he 
ihould  treat  with  the  King  of  Navarre  about 
the  Pacification  of  the  prefent  Troubles.     The 
Duke  tranfported  with  Joy  went  poft  into  the 
Perigord,  and  concluded  with  his  Brother-in- 
law  the  Treaty  of  Flex  abovementioned. 

C  c  4  Which 
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Penrylll.     Which  done,   he  wholly  applied  himfelf  to 
1584.    j^js  intended  Expedition  ;  and  whereas  he  knew 
g2yXin'^^^  many  People  oppofed  underhand  his  De- 
ti,-!^.  7  fign,   either  out  of  fear  of  the  Pow^r  of  ' Spain ^ 
or  becaufe  they  dreaded  fome  mifchief  for  him ; 
he  fent  his  Letters  to  feveral  Parliaments  of  the 
Kingdom,  wherein  he  declared  his  undaunted 
Refolution  of    delivering   the  Low  Countries 
from  the  cruel  Bondage  of  their  Oppreflbrs  \ 
pd  that  his  Expedition  wias  not  only  honoura- 
ble, but  would  prove  very  ad vantagepUs  *to  the 
Kingdom.      The  Parliament  of  Patis^  by  the 
advice  of  the'firft  PrefidentDf  Thou^  fent  thefe. 
Letters   to  the  King  Without  opening  them, 
faying,  that  no  Letter  directed  to  the  •  ParHa- 
inent  ought  to  be  opened,  before  the  King  or 
his  Ghancellour  had  perufed  them. 

Having  appointed  Chafeau-Thierry  for  the 
Place  of  Rendezvous  to  his  Troops,  the  Duke 
arived  upon  the  Frontiers  on  the  15th  of  ^«- 
guft  1581  ;  his  Army  was  compofed  of  four 
thoufand  Horfe,  and  ten  thpufand  Fo6t. 

Cambray  had  been  blocked  up  for  a  long  tinae 
before,  and  in  great  want  of  Provifions,  in  fo 
much  that  the  Befieged  were  forced  to  live  up- 
on   Horfes,    Cats    arid    Dormice  j    and     the 
Dearth  was  fuch,  that  a  Cow  fold  for  two  hun- 
dred Florins,    that  is,    about  twgnty  Pounds 
Sterling  •,   a  Sheep  fifty  ;    a  Pound  of  Butter 
four  Shillings ;    of  Cheefe  five  Shillings ;    an 
Egg  a  Groat,  and  an  Ounce  of  Salt  four  Groats. 
The  Duke  of  Anjou  arrived  in  good  time  with 
Jiis  Army  to  their  relief.    The  King  of  Spaiti^^ 
Lieutenant  retreated  immediately,  and  the  two 
Armies  having  been  for  fome  time  in  prefence 
on  the  17th  of  Auguft^    at  laft  he  removed  his 
Camp,  and  retired  to  Valenciennes^  having  left 
part  of  his  Troops  in  the  neighbouring  Garri- 
*   '  fons. 
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fons.  The  "^Duke  bf  jhjm  '  tfntered  CMnbfuy  ffeirylir. 
with  great  Shdutings  of  Joy  of  the  Inhabitants.  jJ/^J.^^ 
Two  Diys  after  he  took  the  Oath  in  5/.  it&^s.^XIII. 
Church,  and  then  in  the  Towh-Houfe,  to'^ 
TOamtain  their  Privileges,  and  to  govern  therh 
according  to  their  Laws. 

The  next  day  he  went  to  Artiux  and  Sl0fs^^ 
(VEfclufe)  the  Enemies  having  been  exf>^tled 
from  thcfe  Places,  and  fome  Days -after  4ie'be- 
ficged  ChateaU'CamhreJis  ;    ^hich  -ifter  fcime 
Cannon-ftiotsfurrendercditfelf,  jwid  theGarriibh 
pame  out  fafe  without  Matches :  fevcral  othfer 
Places,  invited  by  the  Clemency  of  t^e  vidori- 
ous  Duke,  followed  that  example  and  furrende- 
red  themfel ves.     Then  he  was  •  defired  by  the 
Prince  of  Orange  and  the  States  to  get  by  force 
thro*  the  Enemies  Army,  and  come  into  Brd-- 
bant^  and  that  they  had  Trobps  ready  in  Plan- 
'  ders  ;  having  fent  La  Garde  and  Stuart  with 
their   Regiments,  on  purpofc  to  meet  him  in 
the  way.     But  he  excufed  himfelf,  becaufe  moft 
part  of  his  Troops  were  Volunteers,  or  on  the 
King  his  Brother's  pay  5  befidesVhich,  Jealou- 
•  fies  had  arofe  amongft  the  Chiefs,  which  occa- 
iioned  a  great  Defertion :  therefore  he  thought 
that  it  would  be  enough  for  him  before  he  pro- 
ceeded any  farther,  to  take  a  Turn  in  England^ 
to  accompli Ai  as  much  as  it  was  in  his  power 
his  Promifes  pf  Marriage,  and  to  the  end  that 
when  he  fhould  come  back  into  the  Low  Conn- 
tries  it  might  appear,  not  only  that  he  came 
fupported  by  the  Forces  of  fo  great  a  Queen, 
but  even  by  her  Permiffion  and  Confent. 

A  little  before  the  States  General  had  been 
aflembled  at  the  Hague  on  the  26th  of  July^ 
and  had  renounced,  by  a  publick  Inftrument, 
their  Obedience  to  King  Philip  of  Spain^  they 
pi^blifti^cd  a  Manifefto,  wherein  they  declared 

that 
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Henrylll.  that  a  People  were  not  bora  for  the  Prince, 
pJ/(Jrc-  ^"^  ^^^  Prince  for  the  People  ;  for  People  may 
goryXIII.  fubfift  without  Princes,  but  Princes  not :  from 
m0  whence  they  inferred  that  the  Prince  is  in  Duty 
bound  to  love  Ws  People,  as  a  Father  his  own 
Children,  or  as  a  Shepherd  his  own  Sheep, 
and  to  govern  them  according  to  the  known 
Laws  eftabliftied  amongft  them ;  whoever  do 
otherwife,  is  no  longer  a  Prince^  but  a  Tyrant, 
•and  the  People  is  no  longer  obliged  to  keep 
their  Oath  of  Fidelity  and  Allegiance  to  him. 
Which  having  applied  to  King  Philipy  and  e- 
vinced  by  many  Inftances  that  he  had  violated 
.  in  the  moft  unjuft,  cruel  and  barbarous  manner 
all  the  known  Laws  of  the  Country  which  he 
.  had  fworn  to  obferve  and  keep  religioufly,  they 
.  concluded  that  he  had  forfeited  all  his  Rights, 
.  and  that  he  was  no  longer  their  Prince,  that  the 
People  was  freed  from  their  Allegiance  to 
him,  in  cbnfequence  whereof  they  had  eledbed 
Francis  Duke  of  Anjou^  &c.  to  be  their  law- 
ful Sovereig^n,  to  whom  they  promifed  their 
Faith  and  Obedience  according  to  the  Laws, 
&c.  &c.   . 

This  A61  was  much  ccnfured  by  many,  even 
amongft  thofe  who  were  very  averfe  to  the  Spa- 
nijh  Government  •,  for  they  faid,  that  it  was  not 
a  new  thing  to  wage  War  againft  Sovereigns, 
when  all  other  mild  means  for  obtaining  a  Re- 
drefs  of  Grievances  proved  ineffedual,  but  for 
all  that.  People  had  always  perfevered  in  the 
}uft  Obedience  due  to  their  Sovereign,  and  never 
had  a  mind  to  diveft  him  of  his  juft  Rights, 
much  lefs  of  his  Sovereigvity.  Some  of  them 
were  even  fo  tender  upon  that  Point,  and  a- 
.  mongft  them  Ralda,  Deputy  of  Frifeland^ 
that  when  the  Oath  to  the  Duke  of  Anjou  was 
tendered  unto  him,  he  fainted  away,  and  died  a 

few 
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few  Days  after,  without  having  taken  the  faid  Henry  III. 
Oath.  15^- 

However,  the  Duke  of  Jnjou  having  fet  fail  g^{^  xiU 
from  Dover  the  9th  of  February  1582,  arivedat 
Fleffingue  on  the  nth;  he  was  received  in  a 
triumphant  manner,  was  met  by  the  Prince  of 
Orange  and  that  of  Efpinoy^  and  the  noife  of 
the  Artillery  was  fo  great  and  frequent, -that  it 
was  heard  from  Calais.  The  next  Day  he 
went  to  Middelburgh  where  the  States  of  Zeland 
met  him  \  on  the  17th  of  the  fame  Month  he 
fet  out  from  that  Place,  and  arrived  the  next  Day 
at  Lillo^  from  whence  he  proceeded  to  Antwerp^ 
where  the  Ceremonies  of  his  Inauguration  as 
Duke  of  Brabant  and  Marquis  of  the  HoPy 
Empire  were  performed,  having  fworn  to  go- 
vern them  not  after  his  own  will  and  pleafure, 
but  according  to  Juftice  and  their  own  Privi- 
leges. 

About  this  time  the  Prince  of  Orange  being 
at  Antwerp^  was  in   great  danger  of  his  Life. 
One  Jouereguy  s.  Servant  to  Gafpard  Anaftre  a 
Banker  Bankrupt,  who  was  fufpefted  of  hav- 
ing poifoned  Don  Juan  of  Aujiria^   fired    a 
Piltol  at  his   Highnefs  as  he  came  out  from 
Dinner,  the  Bullet  went  thro^  the  right  Ear, 
the  left  Jaw-Bone,  and  came  out  thro'  the  Pa- 
late under  the  upper  Teeth  ;  this  happened  on 
.  the  1 8th  of  March ^     The  Prince  was  cured 
of  that.  Wound  5    but  at  the  firft  inftant  the 
Flemijh  thinking  that  the  Duke  was  privy  to 
that  Attempt,   becaufe  the  French  Lords  who 
had  dined  that  Day  with  the  Prince  of  Orange 
had  killed  the  Villain  upon  the  Spot,  'were  vety 
near  to  aflault  his  own  Perfon  in .  the  Caftle  of 
jintwerp.     But  the  young  Prince  'Maurice  Son 
to   the  wounded  having    of  his  own  accord 
iiarched  the  M  jrderer's  Pockets,  found  Letters 

from 
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Hairy  III.  from  ji/tffir,.tnd  written  in  Spanifb^  which  phin- 
*JH-     ly  difcoviered  the  Author  of  this  tragical  Scene. 

nrXIlT     While  thc-Prince  wis  upon  a  mending  way^ 
I  the  Duke  was  making  his  publick  Entry  at 
Brwgti  and  Ghnt  \  in  this  laft  City  he  reed ved 
the  Rig^mof  his  Dignity  as  Count  of  FUmdtrs. 
Few  Days  after  S^kHi^s  Conf^macy  againft  his 
ftxSoa  and  Goveremeot  was  difeovered  ;  he 
mas  Sort  to  thn.Salccde  who  had  oppoied  the 
Caidkul  of  Lmram^s  Defigns  upon   the  Mef- 
j»t  Vmutry  mentioned  in  our  jd  Volume  ;  he 
eoeamanded  a  Regiment  which  he  had  raiiod  at 
his  own  Charge,  and  was  in  the  Duk^s  jferyice; 
hut  he  kept  fecret  Correfpondence  with  the 
Tkkc. of  Parma  Qovemour  for  Xmg  Pii/ip, 
which  being:difcovered  by  ^e  Prince  of  Qro^vj'^^ 
he  was  arneiled   with  Francis  Bafa  an  Italian^ 
and  a  Banker  named  BaUuin  and  (bme  others. 
The  bottom  of  the  Plot  isyetunknown^  for 
fi^a  having  confeiled  very  fbange  things,  mur- 
dered himielf  in  Prifgn.      As  to  Salcede^  he 
charged  fo  many  Perfons  of  known  Probity  and 
Fidelity,  and  varied  fo  many  times  in  his  Con- 
.'feflions,    that  it   was,  and  is  ftill  impoffible  to 
.know  with  any  certainty  th^  Truth  of  the 
matter.    He  was .  drawa  at  four  Horfes  Tails 
through  Paris. 

Now  the  States  had  but  very  little  Monf  y  to 
.  bear  the  great  Charges  they  were  at  for  k^epi;ag 
Garrifbns  in  fo  rmany  Places.  Therefor^  ihe 
Duke's  Army  was  only  of  l^ve  thoufand  Men 
that  Campaign,  which  even  he  was  obliged  to 
divide  in  three  finail  Bodies  for  covering  the  out- 
fides  of  the  great  Cities.  But  tho*  the  Duke 
of  Parma^s  Army  was  of  thirty  thoufand 
ftrong,  neverthelefs  for  want  of  Provifions,  and 
for  iome  other  Accidents,  he  could  perform 

nothing 
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nothing  elfe  but  the   taking,  of   four  or   five  Henryllfi 
fmall  Caftles  of  very  little  Importance.  « *5^ 

Francis,  Prince  Dauphin,  Son  to  the  Dufcc  of  g^^^xnt 
Mmspenjier,  and  the  Marfhal  of  Biron,  brouglit  \ 
to  the  Duke  of  jinjou  a  Reinforcement  of  {)di^ 
ven  thoufand  Foot  and  twelve  hundred  Horfe^ 
be  himfelf  had  taken  into  his  pay  fome 
Companies  of  Reiftefs :  This  was  his  laft  ihift; 
for  he  had  laid  out  for  this  War  the  whob 
Revenues  of  his  Appanage ;  and  three  hundred 
thoufand  Crowns  befides,  which  he  had  bori- 
rowed  of  his  Friends.  The  four  millions,  of 
Florins,  which  the  States  raifed  for  the  Service 
of  the  Yeair;  had  been  confiimed  in  needleft 
Benflons ;  fo  that  there  remained  not  forty  thout- 
fand  for  himfelf.  He  intreated  in  vain  the 
King  his  Brother  for  fome  new  fupply  ;  but  he 
was  deaf  to  all  his  Intreaties,  either  out  of 
Jealoufy,  or  out  of  Dread  of  the  King  of  Spain, 
or  both  together  (b).  His  Majefty  let  him 
know  by  the  advice  of  his  Favourites^  that  he 
ought  to  undertake  fomething  whereby  he 
might  put  himfelf  in  a  condition  of  fupport- 
ing  his  Dignity.  And  what  his  Enemies  ad*- 
vifed  him  to  do  in  order  to  forward  his  Ruin, 
the  Queen-Mother  advifed  him  the  fame  in 
order  to  confirm  and  ftrengthen  his  Settlement* 

Therefore  being  abfolutdy  governed  by  Peo-*- 
pie  without  Honour  and  Faith,  fuch  as  his 
Secretary  ^infaj,  Fervaquc'S  and  Aurilly  his 
Son  in  Law,  he  was  put  upon  the  defperate 
Attempt  of  feixing  upon  the  Low  Countries,  and 

making 

(h)  Thuanus  tells  us,  that  the  King's  Council  inten- 
ded to  bring  the  Duke  ofJnJou  and  the  States  of  the  Lon¥* 
Countries  to  foch  extremities,  that  they  would  be  glad  to 
fubmit  themfelves  to  any  Terms  which  his  Majefty  would 
be  pleafed  to  impofe,  in  order  to  obtain  his  Afiiftance. 
Lib,  jy.  p.  619,  620, 
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Henrylll.  making  himfelf  abfolute  Sovereign  of  thefe  Pro^ 
ija^    vinces.     Confequently  he  gave  orders  to  his 

ff^XIIL^P^"^  to  feize  all  at  once  upon  (even  or 
I  eight  of  the  Ijeft  Cities,  fuch  z&BrugeSy  Ant- 
werp^ Dunkirk^  &c.  and  the  i8th  of  Janu- 
ary 1583,  was  the  Day  appointed  for  that  Ex- 
ploit. All  this  was  plotted  unknown  to  the 
Duke  of  MontpenJieTy  the  Counl^  of  Lavaly  and 
Rochefoucauld^  to  Avantigny  and  others  who 
certainly  would  have  diverted  his  Royal  High- 
ncfs  from  fuch  a  bafe  Defign. 

The  Attempt  fucceedcd  at  Dunkirk^  Dix- 
mude^  Tendermunde^  fVilworde  and  St.  Vinox^ 
where  the  French  were  fuperior  in  number  :  but 
they  mifcaried  at  Alojl^  Newporty  Oftend  and 
Bruges.  As  to  Antwerp^  they  were  very  near 
fuccecding.  The  Duke  had  taken  upon 
him  the  Execution  of  the  Plot  in  that  City. 
Two  Days  before,  he  had  caufed  all  the  Troops 
to  come  into  the  Suburbs  5  juft  as  if  he  had  a 
mind  to  review  the  Army.  The  chief  Officers 
being  come  to  pay  their  refpefts  to  the  Duke^ 
received  orders  to  feize  by  force  upon  Crone- 
bourg^s  Gate  adjoining  to  the  Prince's  Palace 
on  the  next  night,  and  to  introduce  the  Troops 
through  it  into  the  City.  But  the  Plot  being 
fufpedted,  the  Militia  was  put  under  Arms, 
and  that  Order  could  not  be  executed  that 
Night.  The  next  Day  early  in  the  Morning 
the  Duke  paid  a  vifit  to  the  Prince  of  Orange^ 
and  told  him  that  he  was  going  to  review  his 
Army,  and  defired  his  Company  -,  but  the 
Prince  excufed  himfelf  upon  the  bad  State  of 
his  Health  and  the  bad  Weather,  for  it  was  a 
rainy  Day  :.  then  he  added,  that  they  had  to 
deal  with  a  very  fufpicious  People,  therefore 
he  in  treated  his  Royal  Highnefs  to  defift  and  not 
to  flir  out  of  the  City.     The  Duke  feigned  to 

confent  » 
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confent ;  but  being  gone,  his  Favourites  pre-  Hcnryllf, 
vailed  with  him  again,  and  having  haftened  hiSp  *584« 
Dinner,  he  went  out  of  the  City  with  hisg^xill 
Guards  and  two  hundred  Horfe.  He  ftopt 
upon  the  Bridge,  to  the  end  that  at  the  fignal 
appointed  (which  was  to  murder  the  Officer 
which  was  there  upon  Duty)  his  Guards  might 
feize  upon  CroneburgVs  Gate.  Which  done,  the 
Gentlemen  that  rode  before  him  came  back 
into  the  City,  expelled  the  Burgefles  that  were 
near  the  Gate  under  Arms,  and  fet  the  next 
Houfe  on  fire  as  a  warning  to  the  Army  to  come 
in  all  hafte.  In  lefs  than  an  hour  feventeen 
French  Companies  and  fix  hundred  Launcers 
were  introduced  into  the  City,  crying  aloud. 
Kill,  kill.  Mass  for  ever.  City  con-^ 
Qu  E  R E D.  But  the  Citizens,  who  having  guef- 
fed  at  the  Duke's  defign  beforehand,  had  their 
Arms  ready,  came  out  in  the  Streets  which 
they  barricadoed  with  the  Chains,  they  put 
Corps  de  Garde  in  all  the  Crofs-ways,  and  the 
Women  were  at  the  Windows  with  Stones  and 
huge  pieces  of  Wood.  Fervaques  one  of  the 
Duke*s  Favourites  was  arrefted  at  the  head  of 
one  hundred  Horfe  and  two  Companies  of 
Foot,  by  the  Prince  of  Orange^  and  by  him 
fent  prifoner  into  the  Caftle,  having  his  Hands 
tied  behind  his  Back.  That  happy  Succefs  en- 
couraged the  Citizens.  They  all  joined  toge- 
ther without  any  difference  of  Religion,  Sex, 
or  Condition  for  expelling  the  common  Ene- 
my* wherein  they  fucceeded  fo  well,  that  the 
Duke,  who  was  out  of  the  City,  was  forced  to 
retire  with  the  remainder  of  his  Troops,  having 
loft  fifteen  hundred  Men,  amongft  whom  there 
were  three  hundred  Gentlemen  all  killed  upon 
the  fpot,  and  two  thoufand  Piifoners,  who 
were  ipared  thro'  the  Clemency  of  the  Prince. 

vOf 
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HtarylU.of  Orange  and  the  good-nature  of  the  Inha- 
^^^^bitants,  who  loft  in  the  fray  about  one  hundred 
"^^pXII^  Men,  and  had  many  wounded. 

>  Now  the  Duke  cohered  with  Confufi<m  and 
Shame,  having  mifled  his  aira^  retreated  with 
his  Army  to  the  Gaftle  of  Berken^  from  wheqos 
he  wrote  to  the  Deputies  of  the  States,^  and-  ex- 
tolled to  the  Skies  his  Services  to  the  Gountry,* 
magnified  the  repeated  Injuries  he  had  received 
fince  he  was  arrived  amongft  thefn,  which  had 
put  his  Army  out  of  patience  and  obliged  it  to 
commit  fqch  Diforders  which  he  was  very  ibrry 
for  *,  That  he  had  hot  altered  his  good- will  to- 
wards themi  whereof  he  was  willii:ig  to  inform 
tiiem^  defiring  them  to  let  him  kn6w  their  laf^ 
Refolution^  that -he  might  take  his  own  accord- 

itigly. 

The  States  refolvcd  at  the  Prince  of  Grangers 
Intreaties,  who  infifted  much  upon  bringing 
matters  to  fome  agreement,  to  fend  feme  Depu- 
ties to  the  Duke.  It  would  be  too  tedious  tof 
relate  the  feveral  Meflages  pafled  between  the 
two  Parties,  the  many  Dangers  and  Miferies 
whereto  the  Duke  and  his  Army  were  expo^ 
fed  for  above  five  Months  ;  it  will  be  fufficient 
to  obferve,  that  having  ftayed  in  Vain  for  two 
Months  together  at  Dunkirk^  he  took  Ship 
on  the  28thofyflr«^,  and  came  to  Calais^  from 
whence  he  proceeded  into  the  Cambrefisi  where 
he  pafled  the  remaining  part  of  the  Year  m  a 
very  melancholick  Condition,  being  confoun- 
ded at  the  very  thought  of  his  treacherous  un- 
fortunate Attempts.  He  came  to  Court  in  the 
latter  end  of  February^  where  having  made  an 
humble  Confeflion  of  his  many  grievous  OfFen* 
ces  to  the  King  his  Brother,  and  revealed  fome 
Secrets  of  the  League,  and  the  advantageous  Of-» 
fers  which  the  Duke  of  Guife  had  caufed  to 
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be  made  unto  him,  two  or  three  Weeks  before  Henry  11/. 
he  was  reconciled  to  his  Majefty.    He  flayed  _  '5:^- 
but  few  Days  at  Court,  and  fet  out  at  the  be-«<JfCxiir' 
ginning  of  March  for  Chateau-^Tbierryy  where 
he  languiflied  to  the  day  of  his  Death  (i). 

He  died  unmarried^  tho*he  had  been  betroth- 
ed to  Queen  Elizabeth^  whom  he  had  vifited 
three  feveral  times ;  and  tho'  the  Articks  had 
been  agreed,  and  the  Marriage -Con  trad  drawn 
up  in  form  and  figned^  and  all  other  things 
confented  to'  her  Satisfaftion^  on  the  15th  of 
June  1581  ;  neverthelefs  it  never  came  to  a 
conclufion,  either  becaufe  fhe  had  nothing  elfe 
in  view  by  that  Treaty  but .  of  amufing  the 
Court  of  France^  or  becaufe  ihe  faw  that  fiich 
a  Match  was  very  unpleafing  to  moft  part  of 
her  Subjefts,  and  filled  up  their  minds  with 
Jealoufies,  or  becaufe  fome  natural  Infirmity 
put  her  Life  in  danger  had  fhe  ever  confumma- 
ted  her  Marriage. 

That  Princefs  had  been  promifcd  to  Charles 
of  Angouleme  third  Son  to  Francis  I.  by  her  Fa- 
ther, when  fhe  was  yet  in  the  Cradle  ;  then  in 
^5^5^  Charles  IX.  fent  Caftelnau  Mauvijjitre 
into  England  for  propofing  a  Match  between 
hirtifelf  and  her  Majefly.  A  few  Years  ufter, 
the  fame  EmbafTador  propofed  in  the  King's 
name  the  Duke  Henry  of  Anjou  his  Brother, 
and  at  laft  for  nine  or  ten  Years  together,  the 
Treaty  of  Marriage  was  on  foot  between  her 
Majefty  and  Francis  Duke  of  Alen(on^  &c. 
"which  came  to  nothing.  That  Prince  received 
many  kind  offices  from  Queen  Elizabeth^  ef- 
peciallv  in  the  laft  Voyage  he  made  to  England

He  died  very  penitent,  and  fhewed  an  entire 
Refignation  to  the  Will  of  Almighty  Gdd :  he 
had  earneftly  intreated  the  King  his  Brother,  by 
his  lad  Will,  to  fave  as  much  as  poifible  Upoh 
his  funeral  Pomp  in  order  to  difchafge  his 
Debts,  which  amounted  to  three  hundred  thou- 
fand  Crowns^  but  his  prodigal  Brother  chofe  to 
lay  out  two  hundred  thousand  Crowns  in  his 
Funeral  rather  than  to  pay  a  Farthing  of  the 
Deceafed*s  Debts  (k)* 

.  His  death  was  fufpefted  to  haVe  been  pi'o- 
cured  by  Poifon,  given  him  by  fome  Eiiiifl&ry 
of  Spain ;  the  Surgeons  which  opened  his  Body 
found  fome  fymptoms  thereof;  and  the  Mufd^r 
perpetrated  on  the  Pcrfon  of  fVilliam  I.  Ptirice 
oi  Orange  by  Balthazar  Gerard^  on  the  icjth  ^f 
July  following  5  and  the  Plot  of  ff^illtam  Parry 
againft  Queen  Elizabeth^   difcbvered    in    the 
Month  o{ February  before,  were  Indications  that 
ferved  to  ftrengthen  the  Sufpicions  entertained 
againft  Spain. 
^Lj         The  King  was  overjoyed  when  he  heard  rf 
The  fatal  the  Duke  his  Brother's  deaths  he  reckoned  that 
Cenfequen^tYtnt  amongft  the  moft  profperous  of  bis  Life ; 
ces  of  bis  J5„t  hg  ^as   moft  groflly  miftaken,    fof-  that 
death  gave  a  new  Life  and  Strength  to  the  Inac- 
tions that  tore  the  Kingdom  into  pieces,  and  oc- 
cafioned  at  laft  his  own  Ruin.     Therefore  he

Des  Pruncaux  had  been  left,  as  above  (aid, 
|)y  the  Duke  of  Anjou  to  take  care  of  his  Af- 
fairs in  the  Law-Countries.  This  Gentleman, 
l^pr  his  Matter's  death,  had  employed  himielf 
in  tl^e  Negotiation  for  the  King,  but  tho'  he 
ftood  well  afFeded  to  the  Honour  and  Welfare 
of  his  own  Country,  neverthelefs  feeing  how 
things  went  at  Court,  and  that  the  more  honeft 
was  not  there  the  more  happy*  he  was  not  fo 
fteady  in  his  Virtue  as  he  had  been,  he  prefer- 
red his  own  private  to  the  publick  Intereft.  Paul 
de  Fvix^  and  Pibrac  were  dead ;  and  fuch  other 
great  Lights  of  France^  that  could  advife  the 
King  impartially  and  give  him  a  generous  Coun- 
fel,  had  been  expelled  from  Court ;  there  remain-^ 
ed  almoft  none  that  could  or  durft  advife  him 
to  improve  that  Opportunity  which  Providence 
offered,  of  averting  the  thrcatning  danger  the 
Kingdom  was  in,  and  of  enlarging  thp  Limits 
thereof,  which  two  things  could  have  been  eaiily 
done,  by  undertaking  in  earncft  the  Proteftion 
of  the  Low  Countries,  Contrariwife,  many 
there  were,  who,  either  out  of  a  ftiameful  dread 
of  the  great  power  of  Spain^  or  favouring  its  De- 
iigns  under-hand,  did  not  indeed  deter  openly 
the  King,  but  ftarted  fuch  Difficulties  in  the 
way,  which  they  knew  were  great  enough  for 
difheartniug  a  Prince  of  his  Charader,  and  by 
that  means  they  fpun  out  the  Time,  and  let  flip 
by  an  odious  Prevarication,  the  Occafion  of 
doing  an  important  Service  to  their  King  and 
Country,  as  well  as  to  them  who  befought  their 
Protefftion.  Neverthelefs,  out  of  hatred  a- 
gainft  the  Engli/h  whom  they  knew  would  un- 

*  dertake 
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Iprtake  the  faid  Protedion  if  the  King  ref ufcjl  Henry  III. 
he  Terms  propofed  unto  him^  they  made  ufe  'S^i- 
ifa  bafe  I^iffimulation  ;  for  on  one  hand  they  g^yxnv" 
mufed  the  poor  Dutcb^  and  on  the  other,  they  ^ 
framed  in  fecret  the  King  of  Spain's  Minifters, 
hat  tho*  the  King  feemed  to  hearken  to  the  Pro- 
x)fitions  of  the  Butch^  they  may  be  aflured  that 
3C  was  not  in  earneft,  but  that  he  fought  only 
x>  hinder  them  from  making  an  Alliance  with 
England^  and  to  relent  their  Endeavours  by 
jiving  them  Hopes  of  Relief;  which  Excute 
bpwevcr  the  Spaniards  did  not  receive  as  a 
Truth,  but  rather  as  a  fecret  Confeflion  of  their 
Fears  and  Cowardife.  Whereby  they  conceived 
fuch  an  Opinion  of  the  French  that  they  became 
the  Objeft  of  their  Scorn,  and  henceforward 
were  more  daring  in  their  Attempts  againft  the 
King  and  the  Kingdom. 

Moreover,  the  Queen  Mother  who  bore  very 
impatiently  the  lofs  of  her  Credit  and  Authori- 
ty at  Court,  willing  to  recover  the  fame  at  any 
Kate,  even  at  the  ruin  of  the  Kingdom,  chofe 
^-ather  to  have  War  at  home  than  to  carry  it  a- 
hroad,  becaufe  Ihe  was  Umpire  at  home,  but 
jthe   Generals    had   the  Management  of    the 
War  abroad ;    therefore    (he    was  extreamly 
averfe  to  a  War  with  Spain ;  and  her  Defire 
of  promoting  the  Welfare  of  the  Low  Coun- 
tries had  vanished  away  with  her  Son  Francis 
Duke  of  Anjou's  Life.    And  feeing  that  of  fo 
many  Sons  ftie  had  had,  there  remained  only 
King  Henry  who  was  like  to  die  without  Iffue, 
and  that  the  }SjiY\goi  Navarre^  whom  (he  hated, 
was  prefumptive  Heir  to  the  Crown,  fhe  put 
that  in  her  Head  to  fubvert   the  fundamental 
Laws  of  the  Realm,  whereby  Females  are  ex- 
cluded from  fucceeding  to  the  Crown,  and  be- 
gan to  lay  down  her  Scheme  for  putting  the

mSrXllL^^  to  her  Daughter  Claudia  oi  yai^is  ;  for  loc- 
ceediRg  therein  fhe  thought  proper  to  iide  wirh 
the  Guifesy  in  hopes  that  they  would  (appon 
her  D^^figns,    being    fo  nearly   related  to  the 
Ho'jfc  of  Lorrain.     Therefore  fhe  was    very 
careful  to  extenuate  whatever   was  every  Day 
reported  to  the  King  concerning  the  Enterprizes 
oitkcGui/eSj  and  the  G>niniotions  that  were 
every  where  railed  in  the  Cities  at  their  own 
Inftigation,  and   their   fecret  Correfpondences 
with  foreign  Princes  ;  and  the  principal  Coun- 
fellors  that  were  then  at  Court,  efpecially  the 
infamous   Villequier^    willing  to    gratify    the 
Queen,  diflembled  them  wickedly. 

By  thefe  means  the  Affairs  of  the  Low  Com- 
tries  were  kept  at  a  bay,  and  thofe  Counfellors, 
out  of  Jealoufy  againf):  the  Englijb  rather  than 
out  of  Hatred  againft  the  Spaniards^  did  not 
openly  rejeft  the  Terms  oflFered  by  the  Dutcb^ 
but  they  eluded  them  by  the  Length  of  their 
Proceedings. 

Neverthelefs  Des  Pruneaux  continued  to 
\o  to  and  fro  and  always  kept  the  States  ia 
Jufpenfe,  bringing  them  Words  from  the  King 
more  fpecious  than  true.  Thefe  Secrets  were 
not  hidden  from  Queen  Elizabeth^  fhe  fore&w 
rightly  that  this  fluggifhnefs  of  the  French 
Court  would  procure  unto  her  a  better  Bargain 
with  the  States,  and  enable  her  to  fell  her  Pro- 
teftion  at  a  greater  Rate,  which  indeed  hap- 
pened as  fhe  had  forefeen. 

However  after  fome  Debates  the  Spates  re- 
1585.     folved  to  fend  a  mofl:  honourable  Deputation  to

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La  Brille  at  the  beginning  oi  January  1585,  HenryllL* 
and  landed  in  France  in  the  fame  Month.    They  n^^  (5' 
were  defired  to  ftay  and  wait  fijr  the  King  atg^yxIIL 
Senlisy    ten  Leagues   from   Paris.     Whereby  Ui>>v--J 
the  King's  corrupted  Counfellors  betrayed  their 
Treachery  and  Cowardife,  for  fuch  an  Affair    • 
ought  to  be  treated  publickly  and  not  in  private; 
and  it  was   thought  then,  that  by  that  Step      » 
which  was  a  plain  demonftration  of  their  Fears, 
they  afforded  the^  Spaniards  and  Leaguers  an 
Opportuniry  of  haflcning  the  Execution  of  the 
Enterprizes,  they  had  fo  Jong  ago  plotted  a- 
gainil  the  King  and  the  Kingdom,  which  would 
have  been  at  leaft  retarded  if  not  defeated,  had 
his  Majefty  fhewn  forth  fome  Courage  on  this 
Occafion  and  embraced  with  all  his  Heart  the 
Protedion  of  the  Low  Countries ;  but  that  un- 
fortunate  Prince,   the  Sport  of  his  Favourite, 
uncapable  by  himfelf  of  any  generous  Refolu- 
tion,  having  given  Audience  to  the  States  Em- 
bafladors,  which  he  had  fent  for  to  Paris^  dif- 
mifled  them  with  a  denial,  not  confidering  that 
he  had  been  already  too  far,  not  to  provoke  the 
King  of  Spain  J  and  that  the  beft  and  only  way 
he  had  for  not  dreading  his  Refentment  was  to 
go  on  with  a  greater  Vigour  than  he  had  be- 
gun {p). 

That  the  Civil  War  which  broke  out  this   CLIX, 
Year  and  raged  in   the  Kingdom  for  about  T^*^.^" 
twelve  Years  together,  was  noe  undertaken  on^rar  of 
account  of  Religion,  it  is  very  plain  if  we  zon- the  Leagm 
fider  the  advantageous  Offers  that  had   been 
made  to  the  King  of  Navarre^  for  himfelf  and 
the  Reformed  Party,  by   the  Duke  of  Guife^ 
the  Author  of  that  War  feveral  Years  before, 
and  of  late  in  1583,  by  the  King  of  Spain  him- 
felf, the  great  Abettor  and  /Supporter  of  the 

League.  ^ 
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Henrylil.  Leagae.  And  whereas  theft  TundlS^tM 
>  '  S^i-  mignt  appear  iticredible  to  my  Readers^  I  tkink 
gbryXIIl' P*"^?^^  here  ta  ihfert    the  Particukrs  thereof, 

£i.-^ mj  fuch  as  I  found  tKem  in  Du  Plegis*^  Bit^rapher, 

whofe  Authority  is  undeniable. 
%^-n^/  It  was  in  1582  that  the  King  of  Spain  bear- 
%^V  ^"g  impatiently  the  Duke  of  Anjoifs  Entfei*pfifc 
the  King  upori  the  Ltfib  C'oAnfries,  and  being  refolved  to 
e^Na-  revenge  himfclf  one  way  of  another,  fent  into 
^'^-  Beam  the  Viftount  of  Erchaupc  ancJ  tfie  Vif- 
count  of  Undiano  i  they  were  both  Navamfei 
but  one  of  them  was  fubjeft  to  King  Philip  anJ 
the  other  to  the  King  of  Navarri^  oti  pretence 
of  fettling  the  frontier  between  the  two  Printes : 
they  were  charged  to  treat  with  the  Ring  of 
Navarre^  who  being  informed  thereof  by  Si. 
Geniez  Governour  of  Beam  and  Lata  Navarrii 
he  fent  Du  Pleffis  to  meet  the  Deputies  and  cdft- 
jointly  with  St.  Geniez  to  confer  with  thefti  a- 
bout  the  Subjed:  of  their  Deputation.  They 
told  them,  that  the  King  of  Spain  had  fent  them 
on  purpofe  to  treat  with  the  King  of  Navarre 
concerning  the  welfare  of  both,  and  that  he 
would  afford  him  means  of  becoming  much 
greater  than  he  or  his  Houfe  had  ever  been. 
That  he  could  not  queftion  but  the  King  of 
France  would  redemand  the  cautionary  Towns, 
the  Term  being  near  at  an  End.  That  if  he 
refofed  to  furrender  them,  he  would  force  him 
to  it,  and  if  he  did  it  of  his  own  ac€ord,  he 
would  diveft  him  of  all  the  reft  -,  that  even  fomc 
of  his  Guards  had  been  bribed  to  murder  him. 
That  for  his  own  part  he  had  great  Reafons  to 
complain  of  the  King  of  France,  who  being  at 
peace  with  him,  and  without  any  Provocation, 
had  confented  that  the  Duke  of  yinjou  fhould 
invade  his  Dominions  of  the  Law  Countries^ 
and  had  fuppli^d  him  with  Troops  and  Money, 

therefore 
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thdrcfore  he  wis  rfefblVed  ta  be  eX^n  wkh  hifn  :  HwirylU. 
So  that  if  fhcKing  of  Navarre  Was   willing  .15  ^  5- 
to  undertake  to  wage  War  with  thofe  of  his  g^xi5?I 
own   Party   againft  the  King  of  Franee^    he 
would  pay  to  him  beforehand  thrfce  hundred 
thcmfand  Crowns  already    at  PafBpelune^  aild 
hencefotWar'd    an     hundi*ed    thoufend    every 
Month.     That  he  did  not  intend  to  do  any 
Prgudice  to  his  Reli^on,  that  he  required  only 
of  him  that  he  (hcfuld  reft  fatisfied  with  the  in- 
creafeof  thcTEMPelRALiTiEs^  andas  to'the 
Spiritual  with  the  free  Biy)ym^t  of  what* 
fever  had  been  granted  unfo  him  and  his  Party 
by  the  King's  Edifts :  laftly,  that  he  dcfired  no 
better  Seculity    than   the  King   of  Navarre*9 
Word.     Thefe  *?ere  the  firft  Propofitions  fnad6 
to  that  Prince  in  the  latter  erid  of  1582. 
.    Thofe  of  the  Year  1583,  were  more  ampfe 
and  advantagicous,  King  Philip  being  informed 
of  the  taking  of  Moni  of  Marfan  by  th«  King 
of  Navarre^  and  of  the  Affront  which   had 
been  put  upon  the  Queen  of  Navarre  by  thd 
King  her  Brother,  difpatched  the  fame  Envoys 
to  his  Navarrefe  Majefty,  who  received  tfiem  zA 
Pau  in  Beam ;  and  having  f)refented  th^ir  Cre- 
dentials^ they  infifted  upon  the  fame  Topicks^ 
and  made  the*  fame  Offers ;  to  which  they  added 
that  the  King  of  Spain  without  minding  the 
RcKgion  offered  a  Match  between  the  Infanta 
his  Daughter  and  the  King  of  Navarre^  and 
between  himfelf  and  Princefs  Catharine  Sifter 
to  the  faid  King :  and  as  to  the  Divorce  between 
the  King  of  Navarre  and  his  prefent  Wife,  he- 
ought  not  to  trouble  himfelf  about  it,  for  he 
would  take  upon  him  to  en^gc  the  Pope  to 
grant  it  without  Difficulty. 

All  thefe  fine  Offers  were  received  as  they 
ought  to  be,  the  King  of  Navarre  returned  his

««^3UIL  ^^^P^*^  of  any  fuch  thing,  only  he  offered 
I  to  mortgage  his  own  Demefii  in  the  Low  Coun- 
tries for  the  Sum  of  five  hundred  thoufand 
Crowns.  The  Deputies  feeing  that  they  were 
not  able  to  (hake  the  generous  Refolution  of' 
the  King  of  Navarre^  told  Du  Pleffis  as  they 
parted,  Tou  dotft  know  what  you  do  when  you 
refufe  uSj  for  we  have  our  Merchant  ready  t9 
conlude  with  us ;  but  our  Mafter  was  willing  to 
give  you  the  Preference  (q).  That  Merchant 
was  the  Duke  of  Guife^  whom  the  King  of 
Spain  threatned  to  come  to  an  Agreement  with 
the  King  of  France  at  his  own  Coft,  if  he  de- 
layed any  longer  to  execute  the  Engagements 
he  was  entered  in  forae  Years  before  with  Donii 
Juan  of  Auftria^  when  Governour  of  the  Low 
Countries^  as  we  have  faid  in  another  Place. 

Indeed  Tbuanus  tells  us,  that  the  faid  Duke 
having  been  taught  by  Experience  that  he  and 
his  Houfe  had  drawn  upon  themfelves  the  ha- 
tred of  many,  on  account  of  the  Wars  that  had 
been  fo  often  kindled  in  the  Kingdom  only  for 
their  fake,  and  that  it  was  abfolutely  necefiary 
to  have  fome  of  the  Princes  of  the  Blood  at  the 
head  of  his  Party*  for  dazling  the  People's  Eyes, 
and  for  concealing  the  better  his  own  private 
Ambition^  by  which  means  he  would  likewife 
divide  the  Royal  Family,  which  being  united 
together,  would  have  put  an  infuperable  Obftacle 
to  his  vaft  Defigns ;  he  had,  immediately  after 
King  Charles's  Death,  tampered  with  the  King 
of  Navarre^  who  was  then  Prifoner  at  Court, 
and  endeavoured  to  ftlr  him  up  againft  the  then 
Duke  of  Alenfon^    in  cafe  Henry  his  Brother 

fhould

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Ihould  chance  to  die  without  Male  Iflue,  and  he  Henry Iir.

ten  together.    The  King  of  Navarre  feigned  not  >— v"*^ 
to  diflike  intirely  the  Propofition;  he  was  very 

§lad  to  have  that  Opportunity  of  diving  into  the 
ecrets  of  the  faid  Duke,  whom  he  confidered 
as  an  Enemy  to  the  Royal  Houfe,  and  to  himfelf 
confequently. 

That  Prince  having  made  his  efcape  from 
Court  in  1576,  all  that  Friendfhip  vanifhed 
away,  the  Duke  of  Gui/ey  who  made  a  boaft  of 
his  being  able  to  manage  and  turn  every  one  at 
his  pleafure,  owned  himfelf  that  he  could  not 
bear  to  have  been  outwitted  by  the  King  of 
Navarre ;  from  whence  arofe  great  Jealoufies 
and  Animofities  between  them,  which  were 
ibmething  fupprefled  as  long  as  the  Duke  of 
jlnjou  lived,  but  degenerated  after  his  Death 
into  an  irreconcilable  hatred ;  and  the  Duke  of 
Guife  was  more  than  once  heard  to  fay  to  his 
moft  private  Friends,  that  fince  the  King  of 
Navarre  had  fcomed  his  Friendfhip  and  Inte- 
reft,  fo  far  as  to  refufe  to  have  him  for  a 
Friend,  he  forced  him  to  declare  himfelf  his  £• 
neiny:     So  now   he   oppofed   to  that  Prince, 

'  whom  he  intended  once  to  have  oppofed  to  the 
Duke  of  Anjou^  another  Prince  of  the  Bl®od, 
and  it  was  the  Lot  of  the  Cardinal  of  Bourbon^ 
Uncle  to  the  King  of  Navarre^  to  become  the 

.  Sport  of  the  League^  as  we  fhall  fay  prefently  fr). 
Now  is   it  not  plain,    that  Revenge  arid  a 

.  bowndlefs  Ambition,  and  not  Religion,  were  the 
only  true  Motives  of  the  War  which  was 
kindled  at  this  time?  The  King  of  Spain  of- 
fers;  |^is  AfTiftance,  his  Protedion  and  feveral 
othcir  great  Advantages  to  the  King  of  Navarre

^mm^^^immJ  havc  bccn  very  glad  to  aft  under  the  King  of 
Navarre's  Name,  had  that  Prince  been  aftua- 
ted  by  Principles  lefs  juft  and  noble ;  had  he 
lefs  confulted  what  he  owed  to  the  fundamen- 
tal Laws  of  the  Realm,  to  his  King  and  Coutl- 
try.     Was  Religion  the  Principle  that  aAuated 
thofe  mighty  Sticklers  for  the  Catholick  Reli- 
gion, who  fet  up  themfelves  for  the  Defenders 
thereof?  But  how  could  that  be,  when  they 
carried  the  Profanation  of  every  thing  that  is 
reputed  facred  and  holy  amongft  the  Catholicks 
to   fuch  a  Degree,  that  they  were  a  fcandal 
even  to  the  Hugonots  themfelves,  who  had  no 
fuch  Notions  of  thefe  Things,  fparing  neither 
Nunneries,  nor  their  Churches,  or  Altars,  or 
Pyxes  or   Chalices,  as  their  own   Hiftorians 
have  been  forced  to  own  it  ?

Duke  of  ^^^  ^ho  was  a  Man  of  no  great  Genius  and 
Guifc.  Capacity,  was  eafily  perlliaded  by  the  crafty 
Arguments  of  the  faid  Duke,  that  the  Ctown 
belonged  unto  him  if  King  Henry  chanced  to 
die  without  Male  IfTue ;  rather  than  to  his  Ne^ 
phew  the  King  of  'Navarre.  One  ^^awyer 
tlamed  Matthew  Zampini  of  Racanati^  having 
been  bribed  by  the  Leaguers^  had  publifced 
lately  a  Pamphlet  upon  that  Subjeift,  whcreia 
he  endeavourM  to  evince  the  faid  chimeri- 
cal Right,    and  was  fully  anfwered  by  Fran-

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i"/,;  Hotman.     Had  it  not  been  for  the  KingHenryllL 
of  Navarre^s  Religion,  the  whole  Nation   was  ^  '5^- 

thoroughly  periuaded  that  by  his  Birth-right  g^yXIIL 
he  was  next  Heir  to  the  Crown,  but  his  Reli- 
gion  was  the  Bug- bear  whereof  his  Enemies 
made  ufe  to  fill  up  the  People's  Minds  with 
Panicks,  that  if  he  fucceeded  to  the  Crown,  he 
ivould  pull  down  the  Roman  Church,  and  ex- 
tirpate their  Religion. 

The  Duke  of  G«//?,  the  Author  and  Abetr  CLXL 
tor  of  all  thefe  Troubles  aqd  Commotions,  want-  ^^^!ff> 
edall  thefe  Supports;  and  feeing,  that,  m  order  ^^^^^^^^^^ 
to  improve  them  for  his  own  Intereft,  he  ought 
to  diflemble  with  every  one,  he  never  fpoke 
his  real  Sentiments  to  any  one  of  them,  but 
he  fpoke  one  thing  to  one,  and  quite  the  re- 
verfe  to  another ;  he  imparted  fome  part  of  his* 
Defigns  to  one  whom  he  knew  was  able  to  hel^ 
him,  and  another  part  to  another,   abcording 
to  what  Capacity  he  discovered  in  them  5  fo 
that  no  body  knew  his  whole  Secret.     Ac- 
cording, to  thefe  Maxims  he  fed   Cardinal  of 
Bourbon  with  a  certain  hope  of  fucceedirig  to  the 
Crown,    preferably  to  the  l^mg  of  ^Navarre^- 
and  of  a  Marriage  with  his  Sifter  the  Dowager  of 
Montpenfter^  a  Princefs  of  a  very  haughty  and^ 
turbulent  Spirit.     When  he  fpojce  to  the  §ueen. 
Mother  J  he  gave  her  to  underftand,  that  what, 
he  did  for  Cardinal  oi  Bourbon^  he  did  it  only 
for  facilitating  the  Exclufion  of  the  King  ofNa-. 
njarre^  which  once  being  done,  a^  the  Cardinal. 
was  very  old  and  decrepit  he  could  not  live, 
long,    and  by   one  way  or  other,    the.  other 
Princes  of  that  Houfe  having  loft  their  Credit/ 
the  Right  of  Succeflion  would  be  devolved  to 
tlie  Duke  of  Lorrain^s  Sons,^  and  promifed  all' 
his  Intereft  to  bring  that  important  Affair  to  a 
Conclufign  agreeable  to  her  own  Ihclinaflgns.^

K^m^m^mj  was  not  doing  it  with  any  Prolpeft  of  Success ; 
for  fhould  the  Crown  fall  upon  that  old  Man's 
Head  every  thing  would  fall  to  detay,  and 
that  he  was  not  fuch  a  Fool  as  to  confent  to 
the  transferring  of  the  Crown  into  the  Houfe  of 
Lorrain  as  the  ^een  Mother  flattered  herfelf, 
being  too  weak  for  fiich  a  Weight.  But  that 
he  was  necefllarily  obliged  to  deceive  them 
both  for  fucceeding  more  eafily  in  bis  Defigns ; 
and  that  his  real  Thought  was,  that  the  Order 
of  the  Succeflion  could  not  be  fubverted  with- 
out putting  the  Crown  over  the  Head  of  a 
more  potent  Prince,  able  to  keep  and  de- 
fend it  when  once  gotten,  and  of  whdm  he 
might  expeft  a  Rccompence  fuitable  to  thfc 
greatnefs  of  the  Service.  Nay,  he  did  not  dcd 
plainly  even  with  his  own  Brethren,  the  Duke 
of  Mayennej  and  the  Cardinal  of  Guife  5  this 
laft  being  a  perfeft  Debauchee,  he  was  afraid 
left  he  ftibuld  unravel  his  Secret  to  fbme  Wo- 
man or  other,  and  the  firft  being  much  lefs 
Ambitious,  and  averfe  from  any  ill  gotten 
Fortune,  he  was  fenfible  enough  that  if  he  did 
impart  to  him  his  vaft  Defigns,  far  from  approv- 
ing them  he  would  obftruft  them  as  much  he 
could.  As  to  his  Coufins  the  Dukes  of  Ju* 
male  and  Elbeufy  befides  that  he  defpifed  them 
becaufe  they  were  not  endowed  with  very  great 
Parts,  he  queftioned  not  but  that  they  would 
fide  with  him  and  follow  his  Fortune  whenever 
he  ihould  want  their  A'fliftance.  Remained 
the  ungrateful  Fhilip  Emanuel  Duke  of  Mer- 
cceur  Brother  to  the  reigning  Queen,  whom 
his  Majefty  had  gratified  with  the  Government 
of  Britanny^  having  bought  it  for  a  large  Sum 
^  of 
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of  Money  of  the  Duke   of  Montpenjier^  and  Henry  III., 
the  Prince  of  D^»?^^j;     That  Lord  Xvas  a  cp-p'^^s- 
vert  Man  and  fiuhhorn^  he  had  his  Defigns  a  g^^xill" 
part,  and  was  endeavouring  to  revive  fottie  dale 
Pretenfions  he  had  upon  that  Dukedom  by  his 
Lady's  Right,  who  was   defcended  from  the 
ancient  Houfe  of  the  Counts    of  Pentievrey 
therefore  it  was  thought  that  he  would  not  be 
faithful  to  the  King. 

The  faid  Duke  01  Guife  had  his  own  Emiflaries 
in  the  great  Cities  and  in  the  Country  Towns, 
Men  fallen  to  Poverty,  or  charged  with  Crimes, 
who  defpatred  to  retrieve  their  Fortune,  or  to 
get  their  Abfolution  without  a  Civil  War :  At  ^ 
J^aris  efpecially  where  they  met    together  fre- 
quently, and  he  defiredearneftly  that  the  Sedition 
might  begin  in  that  City,  being  perfuaded  that 
others  wouW  follow  the  Example  of  the  Capital, 
For  that  purpofe  he  had  fome  hireling  Preachers 
ready  to  do  and  to  fay  every  thing  for  a  Spanijh 
Piftole,  and  indeed  without  minding  the  Word 
of  God,  they  entertained  their  Hearers  with  idle 
Tales,    and  filled  their  Minds  with  Panicks  ; 
nay  they  were  not  afhamed  to  revile  the  King 
as  a  Sardanapalusj  or  an  Abettor  of  Hereticks, 
and  extolled  the  Guifes  to  the  Skies.     Befides 
the  Preachers,  the  faid  Duke  made  choice  of  Scrib- 
lers  who  made  ufe  of  their  venomed  Pens  for 
exafperating  the  People  againft  the  prefent  Go- 
vernment,   amongft  whom,    was    one  Lewis 
ff Orleans  an  Attorney,  who  publiftied  at  this 
time  a  long  and  verbole  Declamation,  under  the 
Name  of  a  CathoJick  Englijh  exiled,  who  in  re- 
turn for  the  fafe  Refuge  he  had  met  in  Francey 
warned  the  French  to  beware  the  Sedtaries*  Fer* 
xnent  and   Tyranny,    otherwife    they    would 
fliare  the  fame  Fate  as  the  Catholicks  in  Eng-* 
andy  and  be  expofed  to  the  fame  Tortures,

'  *5^-  nifhments  as  they  were:  from  thence  all  the. 
gwyXIIL  Preachers  in  Paris  and  all  over  the  Kingdom^ 
)i,0m^mmmj  toolc  occaiion,  as  it  were,  of  one  accord,  to 
*  rage  like  drunken  Men  againft  the  Englijh  Per- 

secutions, crying  up  th^t  French  Catholicks  were 
threatned  with  a  like  Danger  from  the  Sedaries. 
^Ai\d  left  any  thing  fhould  be  wanting  to  fill 
the  People's  Minds  with  Horror  and  Dreadi 
the  Guifian?  Eniii&ries  caufed  Cuts  to  \>t  print- 
led,    wjierein,   whatever  they  faid  falfly  conr 
cerning  thefe  Per(ecutions  was  reprefented^  an4 
expofed  to  the  publick  View,  and  proper  P^r- 
fbns  were  appointee^  to  inform  the  Standers-by 
of  what  was  reprefented ;  whereto  they  whif- 
^red  at  firft,  but  at  laft  they  faid  aloud,  fucii 
will  be  the  Fate  of  ike  French,  //  ever  the  King 
i?/ Navarre  cames  to  the  Crown.     Which  plainly 
tending  to  an  open  Sedition,  the  King  com- 
manded the  Lieutenant  Civil  to  take  away  the 
faid  Piftures  wherever  he  could  find  them,  and 
having  fent  Claude  T^orron  Rafter  of  the  Rc- 
quefts,    for  fearchingand  feizing  the  Copper- 
Plates  thereof,  at  laft  they  were  found  in  GuiJtH 
Houfe,  where  they  were  taken  in  his  Abfence, 
and  brought  to  the  King.     Neverthelefs   the 
fame  Cuts  were  afterwards  printed  again,  with 
this  further  Addition  that  the  Figures  were  in  a^ 
greater  length  and  coloured,'  and  expofed  to 
the  publick  View  in   the  Porch  of   St.  ^eve- 
rin*s  Church- Yard ;  till  at  laft,  at  the  reiterated 
Complaints  and  Inftances  of  the  Englijh  Embau 
fader,  the  King  obtained  with  great  ado  of  the 
Seditious  Church-Wardens  to  have  them  re-

ItJjJxiH 
was  agreed  to  acknowledge  C)&^?r/^j  Cardinal 
of  Bourbon  as  King  of  France  after  the  Deceafe 
of  the  prefent  King ;  to   caufe  the  Council  of 
^rent  to  be  publifhed  and  received  in  the  King- 
dom ;  to  reftore  Cambray  to  the  King  of  Spain ; 
to  exclude  all  Hereticks,  and  Relap^  now  and    ' 
in  the  future  froni  the  Succeffion  to  the  Crown; 
to  fufFer  but  the  only  Catholick  Religion  in  the 
Kingdom ;  to  deftroy  all   to  one   thofe   who 
ihoukl  profefs  any  other  Religion ;    to  aflifl;

of  thefe  things  the  King  of  Spain  promifed  to  7).^^^ 
pay  fifty  thoufand  Ducats  per  Month  towards 
the  Charge  of  the  War  as  long  as  it  fhould  laft. 
^That  League  was  to  be  perpetual  between  the 
faid  King  and  his  Heirs,  and  the  Catholick 
Princes  and  their  Heirs,  for  the  Kingdom  of 
France  and  the  Low  Countries^  and   the  faid 
King  engaged   himfelf  to  advance    as  mucjbi 
Money,  a^  fhould  be  requifite  for  the  promoting 
of  Religion,  and  the  Prefervation  of  the   illuf-: 
trious  fjoufes  of  the  Leaguers  ;  no  foreign  Ca- 
tholick Prince  could  be  admitted  in  the  League 
but  by  their  common  Confent;    Philip    nor 
the  Catholick  Princes  could  not  treat  diredly 
or  indiredlly    with    the   Mosr    Christian 
King,  or  do  any  thing  to  the  Prejudice  of  the 
League  without  the  mutual  Confent  of  all.  The 
faid  Treaty  was  to  be  kept  fecret  till  fuch  a 
time,  whqn  they  fhould  think  proper  to  makq 
it  publick.

P  ^^  Gre-'^^^  Copies  were  made  of  thcfaid  Inftrumtnt, 
g^yXiii  one  for  King  Philips  and  another  for  Cardinal 
k— v**"-^  of  Bourbon^  who  were  to  fct  their  Nanxcis  and 
Seals  un(o  them. 

Such  were  the  Caufes  and  the  Beginnings  of 
that  over-haftened  War.     For  while  the  King, 
as  abovefaid,  waited  for  the  Deputies  of  the 
States,  whom  he  had  defired  to  come  fecretly 
to  PariSj    Mendoza  the  Sfihijh   Embaflador, 
did  all  he  could  to  hinder  his  Majefty  froni 
giving  them  Audience,  fparing  not  thrcatnings 
in  the  Speech  he  made  to  the  King  on  that  ptir- 
pofej  wliercat  his   Majefty    being  ppvoked, 
feturned  an  Anfwerfuitableto  his  Dignity,  but 
which  was  not  fupported  by  Aftions  as  it  ought 
to  have  been  ;  whereupon  the  faid  Embaitador 
without  any  lofs  of  time  hurried  the  Duke  of 
Cuife  into  the  Execution  of  thefe  Plots  long  be: 
fore  premeditated  (/). 
^h^^make      The  faid  Duke  difpatched  immediately  to 
jprepara-  his  Aflociatqs,  to  be  ready  to  rife  in  Arms  at 
ihnsfor    a  ftioi  t  Warning ;  the  Jefuit  Matthe*vi\    nick- 
^^^^*        named  The  Courier  of  the   League, 
went   poft  to  RomCy  the  Pope  granted  him  a 
free  Pardon  for  the  Leaguers,  he  had  decided 
already  that  it  is  lawful  to  rife  in  arms  againfi 
cricks  Sovereign  for  the  good   of  the  Catbolick 
Church.     From  Rome  the  Jefuit  went  to  Swit^ 
^erland^  and  Lifter  a  Man*  of  great  Authority 
and  Credit  in  the  Catholick  Cantons   promifed 
fcim  fix  thoufand  Swilzers  for  the  Service  of  the 
Ltazue. 

1  ho'  the  King  was  fully  informed  of  all 
thefe  Demeanonrs,  neverthelefs  he  oppofed  on- 
ly a  bit  of  Parchment  to  the  Sword  of  his  rebel- 
lioiis  Subjefts  ^  he  publilhed  an  E^did:  on  the

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2gth  of  Marcb^  whereby  he  forbad  to  make .Henryiir, 
any  Levies  of  Troops  within  or  without  ^®  p^^^,^ 
Kingdom  without  his  Orders.  g^fyXIJi 

On  the  ^  I  ft  of  the  (ante  Month  Cardinjd  v,  >  ,^ 
pf  Bourbon  publifhed  a  Declaration  or  Manifefto,  CLXIIJ^ 
wherein  he  aflumed  the  Title  of  firft  Prince  of  ^^^^«^^ 
the  Blood :  it  contained  a  Lift  of  the  fordgn  hoxc^^De* 
Princes  who  had  entered  into  the  League,  Tne  clarationl 
Popdy  the  Emperor^  and  all  the  Princes  of  the 
Qerman-Auftrian  Branch,  the  King  of  Spain^ 
the  Eleftors  qf  Memz  and  Cologn,  the  Dukes 
.of  Savoy^  Ferraray  Cleves^  Parma,  the  great 
Matter  of  Maltha,  the  Repubiicks  of  Genoa 
and  Lucca,  and  the  Duke  of  Florence,  to  whom 
ithe  Duke  of  Lorrain  joined  himfelf  afterwards, 
being  flattered  with  the  Hopes  of  recovering  by 
that  means  the  three  Bifhopricks  of  Meiz,  Touf^ 
find  Verdun.  The  Gonclufion  of  that  Manifefto 
was,  that  they  had  fworn  to  ufe  all  forcible 
means  for  reftpring  the  Church  to  its  priftinc 
Dignity,  and  the  only  true  Catholick  Religion ; 
the  Nobility  to  its  ancient  Rights  and  Privile- 
ges ;  to  eafe  the  People  from  all  Taxes  and  Im- 
ports introduced  fince  Charles  IX,.  to  maintain 
the  Parliaments  in  their  Prerogatives;  and  the 
General  States,  when  aflembled,  in  their  Aur 
thority.  Upon  that  feveral  Lords  and  Gentle- 
men left  the  Court  and  went  to  the  Chief  of 
the  League  (v). 

Tho*  the  moft  Chriftlan  King  feem'd  at  firft  cLJaV- 
to  take  vigorous  Meafurcs  for  fupprefling  that  iW^^/ir^/ 
Rebellion,  for  which  purpofc  he  had  given  pro-  ^'^'  ^<- 
per  Orders  for  raifing  Troops  in  Germany  ^^^  p^^ 
Switzerland,    neverthelcfs  the  wifeft    fort    of       • 
People  forefaw  very  well  that  he  would  not  con- 
tinue long  in  the  fame  Rcfolution,  and  that  he 
would  redeem  his  Reft  and  Quictnefs,  even  at

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Henrylllthe  prioc of  his  own  Honour  and  Authority. 
«S^-    Therefore  many  of  the  Reformed  Party  were 
ew  XUI^^  Opinbn  that  they  ought  to  rife  up  in  arms, 
t_  ^iw  ^^"^  to  feize  upon  as  many  Places  as  they  could 
while   the  King  fhould  be  bufied  elfewhere. 
But  Du  Pleffis  oppofed  that  Proportion,    and 
St  was  refolved  in  the  King  of  Nofoarr^s  Coun- 
cil to  delay  to  the  iaft  Extremity  to  begin  Hof- 
tilities  ;  but  in  the  mean  while  to  prepare  them- 
fclvea  againft  any  Surprize,  and  for  that  end  to 
fortify  their  Places,  to  provide  them  with  all 
forts  of  Ammunition,  to-  foliicit  their  Allies, 
to  fend  every  where  fome  proper  Perfons  with- 
in and  without  the  Kingdom,  and  not  to  deflD;

De  Segur  was  difpatched  again  into 
finglanJ^  Scotland^  Denmark  and  to  the  Ger-t 
man  Princes,  with  proper  Inftru(5lions  and  full 
Powers  for  treating  with  the  faid  Potentates, 
J)e  Clervant  was  fent  to  Court  to  offer  the  King 
pf  Navarre^s  and  the   Reformed    their  moft 
humble  and  faithful  Services  to  his  Majefty  a- 
gainft  the  rebellious  Leaguers ;    the  Prince  of 
Conde  and  the  Duke  of  Montmorancyy  former- 
ly Damvilhy  were  defired  to  meet  together  for 
confidering  the  proper  means  of  procuring  their 
mutual  prefervation  («). 
•lXV.       Now  the  Duke  of  Guife  took  the  field  with 
^^Duki  only  4  or  5000  Men.     De  Ludieu  Deputy  Go- 
^••Quifc    vernour  of  Verdun  was  forced  to  furrender,  the 
^^       Mob  having  rifen  in  arms  at  the  Inftigation  of 
*^*       fome  feditious  Leaguers  that  were  in  the  Duke 
of  Lorrain^s  Intereft,    crying  up  through  the 
Town,  that  Religion  was  in  danger,  that  De 
Ludieu  was  about  introducing  the  Hugonots  into 
the  Town  for  deftroying  the  Catholicks  -,  Ti^oul 
was  feized  at  the  fame  time  by  a  like  Stratagem.

of  "Tageanfy  whom  the  Duke  of  Efpernon  had  1—  .y .wj 
ut  Governour  therein.  Being  difappointed, 
e  entered  Champaign  with  an  Army  of  twelve 
thoufand  Men. 

In  Provence^  Devins  caufed  that  Province  to  CLXVI. 
rebel  againft  the  King  in  behalf  of  the  Leaguers ;  Provence 
Daries  fecond  Conful  of  Marfeilles  and  Boniface ^^f^^^' 
Caianes' kiztd  that  City  for  them.    But  they^J/^ 
were  fo  vigoroufly  charged   by  Bouquier^  that 
they  were  routed,  taken  and  hanged  the  very 
fame  Day.     The  City  was  obliged  to  beg  par- 
don of  the  King  and  of  the  Parliament  of  AiXy 
having  been  declared  Rebels  by  the  faid  Parlia- 
ment.   Thefe  things  happened  in  April. 
.    In  the  beginning  of  May,  Mandelot  Gover-  Somfur- 
XiOUT  of  Lyons,  having  cunningly  engaged  2)i^  ^-^^f  ^^- 
Pajfage  to  come  out  of  the  Citadel,  wherepf  ^^^t^^^ 
)vas   Commander,    feized    the    fame    for    they,v,. 
League  and  caufed  it  to  be  pulled  down.     But 
on  the  other  hand,  the  Marfhal   oi  Matignon 
play'd  the  fame  trick  upon  Vailtac  Commander  of 
the  Cajlle  Trompet  at  Bourdeaux,  and  feized  it 
for  the  King.  That  Prince,  inftead  of  attacking 
vigoroufly  the  Rebels,  publifhed  his  Apology, 
daring  not  even  fo  much  as  to  name  them,  he 
promifed  his  Royal  Favour  to  every  one  who 
(hould  renounce  the  League  and  all  other  Aflb* 
ciations. 

At  the  fame  time  the  Duke  of  Guife  had 
brought  Cardinal  of  Bourbon  from  Peronne  to 
Chaalons  upon  Marne  with  a  great  Retinue ;  and 
a  Conference  was  opened  few  Days  after 
between  the  faid  Cardinal,  the  Duke  of 
Quife,  and  the  ^een  Mother  who  was  come 
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Henrylll.  for  that  purpofe  to  Efpernay^  a  few  Miles  dif-

9^X111      '^^^  ^**^  Duke  had   carried  his  Infolence  to 
i^p«^^,«^that  Degree,  as  to  caufe  his  Emiflaaies  at  Court 
CLXVII.  to  whifper  in   the  King's  Ear,  that  he  might 
^^^^^^ treat  with  him   upon  fome  reafqnable  Terms. 
Yeliguen,  Whereupon   his  Majefty    tho'   exafperated  at 
*  that   Infolence,    neverthelefs    poftponing    his 
own  Honour  to  his  Sloth,  intreated  his  Mother 
to  take  that  care  upon  herfelf,  which  Ihe  did 
with  a  great  deal  of  pleafiirc,  tho*  to   rcmpvp 
all  manlier  of  Sufpicion  ftie  feigned  fome  re- 
ludancy   at  firft : '  fhc  was  attended  by  Lewis 
De  Lanfacy  Peter  Brulart  one  of  the  Secreta- 
ries of  State,  and  Peter  d^Efpinac  Archbiftiop 
of  Lyons  who  fupported  the  League  In  (ecret ; 
he  had  pofeffed  in  his  Youth  the  Reformed 
Religion,  but  had  abjured,  and  was   become 
one  of  their  moft  outragious  Enemies :  whether 
he  was  in  earned  or  not,  it  is  not  certain,  but 
he  did  k  to  get  a  Cardinal's  Hat,  whereof  he 
was  exceedingly  ambitious.    As  to  the  reft,  he 
was  learned  and  eloquent,  and  fo  lavifh  and 
profufc  that  he  had  fquandered  away  not  only 
iris  own  Patrimony  but  the  Eftates  of  his  own 
Relations,  and  fought  only  an  Opportunity  of 
retrieving  his  Fortune  and   growing  rich   by 
Ibme  new  Difturbances  and  Commotions  {y). 

The  Conference  Was  attended  with  many 
long  and  tedious  Debates,  during  which  the 
Leaguers  Troops  were  aflembled ;  the  Duke 
did  it  on  purpofe  to  make  a  Shew  of  his  Forces, 
to  the  end  that  the  King  being  frightned  by 
the  Greatnefs  of  the  Danger,  he  fhould  be 
brought  to  a  neceflity  of  coming  to  a  Treaty 
with  him.  For  his  Majefty  was  unwilling  to 
treat  with  them  before  they  had  difarmed,  left

have  been  declared.     Therefore  they  required  "^^'^  De^ 
to  have  an  Edid,  whereby  the  only  Catholick ''^'^* 
Religion   fhould  be  fuffered  in  the  Kingdom, 
exclufivcly    to  all    other-,    that    the  Seftaries 
Jhould  be  deprived  of  their  Dignities  and  pub- 
Jick  Offices,  and  declared  unworthy  to  hold  any 
for  the  future  in  the  Kingdom:  That  the  King 
fliould  caufe  the  faid  Edift  to  be  publifhed  in  all 
the  Parliaments,  and  bind  himfelf  by  a  folemn 
Oath  to  fee  it  executed  In  all  its  Intents  and 
Purpofes ;  that  the  Princes  of  the  Blood,  the 
Peers  of  the  Realm,  the  Officers  of  the  Crown, 
the  Governours  of  Provinces  and  all  others  who 
held  any  publick  Offices  fhould  take  the  fame 
Oath;  that  the  Cautionary  Towns  fhould  be 
taken  by  force  out  of  the  Reformed's  hands,  if 
they    refufed    to    furrender    them ;  that    the 
Kiftg  fhould  renounce  the  Protection  o(  Geneva. 
And  whereas  fo  many  Edife  had  been   made 
heretofore  in  behalf  of  the  Roman  Catholick 
Religion,  and  had  not  been  put  in  execution, 
they  required  that  it  fhould  be  now  enadled  that 
the  King,    without  any    further    delay,    fhall 
niake  ufe  of  the  Forces  of  the  League  and  others 
which  he  fhould  raife  immediately  for  putting 
the  prefent  T£didl  in  execution.     Upon  thefc 
Terms  the  Leaguers  were  ready,  as  they  fay, 
to  defifl  from  the  Cautionary  Towns  which  they 
had  formerly  demanded  for  their  own  Security, 
and  to  refign  of  their  own  accord  their  Govern- 
ments and  Uignities  if  the  King  would  have  it  fo. 
This  they  addfed  to  dazzle  the  People*s  Eyes 
and  make  them  believe  that  they  had  nothing 
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Hcnrylll.  elfe  at  heart  but  the  Glory  of  God  and  the 
1585.    Welfare  of  the  Church;  for  they  knew  very 

^^Xlil  well  before  hand,  that  they  would  not  be  taken 
'at  the  word.  That  Requeft  was  fubfcribed  on- 
ly by  Cardinal  of  Bourbon  and  the  Duke  of 
Guife. 

<2LXvni.       The  next  Day  the  ^ing  of  Navarre  unwill- 

^hiKing  j^g  (Q  yy^j,  ^^y  longer  the  Calumnies  of  his.E- 

%^^t      nemies  the  Leaguers,  who  ftiled  him  in  theii' 
Diclara"  "Writings,  an  Heretick^  Relapfe^  Enemy,  to  the 
Wwf.         Churchy  Perfecutor  of  the  Catholicks^  Dijiuriir 
of  the  Publick  Peace^  publiftied  his  own  Apo- 
logy at  Bergerac ;  wherein  he  fets  forth.  That 
as  to  Religion  he  knew  not  how  he  could  be 
deemed  an  Hereticky    fince  being  void  of  all 
Ambition,  and  only  follicitous  of  his  own  Sal- 
vation,   he  believed    fincerely   whatever  was 
taught  in  the  holy  Scripture,  in  the  ApoftleV 
Creed  and  that  of  the  Ancient  Fathers  whereby 
theOrthodox  were  diftinguifhed  from  Hereticks;* 
that  he  detefted  all  Opinions  condemned  by  the 
Word  of  Gody  by  the  Decrees  of  the  ancient 
Orthodox  Fathers,   and  Councils.     But   that 
for  feveral  Ages  paft  it  had  been  the  general 
Cry  of  many,  that  many  things  there  was  ci- 
ther in  the  Doftrine  or  in  the  Difcipline  of  the 
Church  that  were  corrupted  and  wanted  a  Re- 
formation ;  and  that  thofe  who  by  their  Call 
were  obliged  to  procure  it  having  negledlcd 
their  Duty,  from  thence  proceeded  that  Schifm 
Vrhich  rented  the  Church  for  fo  many  Years. 
That  he  was  born  at  fuch  times  when  Germany 
and  France  were  miferably  torn  into  pieces  by 
the  Civil  Wars  kindled  upon  that   account; 
that  it  had  been  thought  that  no  better  Reme- 
dy could  be  found  for  healing  thefe  Difeafes, 
than  a  lawful  and  free  Council,  wherein  the 
Matters  controverted  fhould  be  fully  debated 
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and  impartially  refohrcd.    That  the  Kings  of  HemylH. 
France  had  granted  feveral  Edids  for  the  Li-  p  '5^- 
berty  of  Confcience,  which  had  procured  Peace  g^XlJj' 
to  the  Kingdom,  when  obferved  and  kept,  but 
their  Violation  had  brought  nothing  elfe  but 
Trouble  and  Confufion.     That  as  to  what  is 
^d  that  thefe  matters  had  been  decided  by  the    * 
Council  of  Trent^  that  was  much  queftioned  by 
himfelf  and  many  others,  who  knew  very^ell 
that  that  Council  was- neither  lawfully  convened, 
nor  proceeded  it  fairly ;  for  which  Caufes  the? 
French  Embafladors  had  Orders  from  the  King 
to  proteft  againft  and  to  withdraw  from  it. 
Therefore  the  King  of  Navarre  could  not  be 
deemed  an  obftinate  Heretick,  iince  he  deiired 
no  better  than  to  be  Aiewn  his  Errors,  and 
was  ready  to  fubmit  himfelf  to  the  Decifion  of 
a  free  Council,  wherein  the  Reformed  Aiould 
be  heard  impartially  and  without  being  mo- 
lefted.     Neither  could  he  beseemed  a  Relapfei^ 
iince  he  had  always  perfevered  in  the  fame  Doc- 
trine for  tho*  he  changed  in  1572  and  fent  an 
EmbaiTy  to  the  Pope  in  order  to  be  reconciled 
to  the  Church,  every  one  knows  by  what  mo- 
tives he  a(5l:ed  then  ;  to  be  fure  it  was  not  hf 
Perfuafion  but  by  Force,  and  for  avoiding  great- 
er temporal  Inconveniences,  therefore  he  had 
no  fooner  recovered  his  Liberty  in  1576,  but 
he  improved  the  firft  Opportunity  for  being  re- 
conciled to  the  reformed  Churcn,  tho*  he  wa» 
very  fen  (ible  of  the  great  Mifchief  he  would  draw 
upon  himfelf  by  taking  fuch  a  Step :  iince  that  ' 

time  he  had  been  ftedfaft  in  his  profeflion^ 
without  being  moved  by  any  coniideratioa 
foever  of  his  private  Intereft  for  deviating  from 
the  fame.  As  to  his  Behaviour  towards  the  . 
Catholicks,  he  appealed  to  the  Duke  of  Mcnt^ 
fenfier  aiid  other  Princes    and  Lords,  great

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HenrxIII.  Sticklers  for  the  Roman  Catholick  Reli^on,  to 
p^k  tcftify  whether  after  their  ftrift  Inquiry  of  his 
go^XItt  ^^'^^^^  in  that  refpeft  at  Agin  ana  elie where, 
^  they  had  heard  of  any  complaint  of  his  being 
partial  and  dealing  unfairly  with  the  CKtholicks  i 
he  appealed  to  his  own  Catholick  Subjedts,  d- 
ther  Ecclefiafticks  or  liaymen  whether  thcjr 
were  in  any  refpeft  loaded  with  heavier  Taxes! 
or  Impofts  than  the  reft  of  his  Sul^edis,  whe- 
ther they  did  not  enjoy  the  feme  Kights,  li- 
berties, and  Privileges  as  granted  by  the  Laws 
of  the  Country  ?  he  appealed  to  his  own  Hoof • 
hold  whether  the  Cathoh'cks  in  his  Service 
could  complain  of  any  Hardfhip  put  upon  them, 
of  any  ill  ufage  received  on  account  of  their 
Religion,  or  any  Injuftice  done  unto  them; 
from  whence  he, rightly  inferred,  that  that 
Charge  brought  againft  him,  of  being  an  Ene- 
my  to  the  Catholick  Church,  and  a  Perfecutor 
of  the  Catholicks  was  a  meer  Calumny.  As 
to  the  other  Charge,  of  being  a  Difhifber  of 
the  publick  Peace,  how  could  that  be,  feeing, 
that  he  had  been  always  ready  to  accept  of  any 
Terms  whenever  there  has  been  fome  reafbnabie 
Provifions  for  L3>erty  of  Confcience  ?  As  to  the 
Conference  ^iMagdebourg  wherein  they  pretend-  I 
cd  that  it  had  been  refolved,  that  the  Kii^  of  | 
'Navarre  ihould  renew  the  War  with  Franct  in 
April  next ;  the  Falfhood  and  Impudence  of  that 
Charge  was  very  plain  and  bbvious  to  every 
one;  fince  they  fuppofed  that  the  faid  Confe- 
rence was  held  in  December  laft,  and  that  the 
EleSior  Palatine  and  the  Prince  of  Orange  were 
prefent  at  it :  Now  every  one  knew  that  the 
^id  Elcftor  and  the  faid  Prince  of  Orange  had 
•been  dead  feveral  Months  before  December  laft 
ttis  Navarrefe  Majefty  don*t  deny  that  he  .fcflt 
^onfieur  Be  Segur  as  his  Embaflador  to  the 
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C{ueen  of  England^  to  the  King  of  Denmark  H^tiryllL 
and  to  the  Proteftant  Princes  of  Germany ;  but  p  ^5^5:  . 
vpon  what  account,  and  what  his  Charge  and  ^  y^" 
InftruAions  were,  it  was  not  a  Secret  to  His  Moji  k 
Cbriftian  Majefty^  whom  he  had  taken  care  to 
inform  before-hand  of  the  Plots  they  were 
hatching  againft  his  Crown  and  Government, 
and  of  the  means  he  thought  the  propereft  for 
defeating  their  picked  aiid  pernicious  Defigns. 
That  he  appealed  to  the  ap6verai4  Potentates^ 
and  ihtreated  them  in  the  Name  pf  God  to  de- 
clare publickly  whether  his  Embal&dqrhad  been 
any  further  with  them  than  ,what  He  fayeth ;  the 
Particulars  whereof  he  Tpecifies,  adding  that  it 
1$  precifely  wl^at  he  had  imparted  by  his  Agents 
^t  Court  to  the  Moid  Chriftian  King.  As  to 
the  Aflembly  held  at  Montaubatiy  th^t  Objec- 
tion, fays  he,  don*t  defcrve  any  Anfwer,  fee- 
ing that  it  was  held,  with  his  Moft  Chriftiati 
Majefty'fi  Leave,  and  that  his  'Dt]^yxtf  Ppmfone 
de  Bellievre  was  prefent  at  their  Confuitationi» 
to  whom  hfi  appealed  to  certify  whatever  was 
tiranfafbd  in  the  (aid  AfTembly.  Then  he  re^ 
iuxns  the  Charge  upon  theni,  and  wonders  at 
(heir  Impudence,  iei^ing  that^  having  fo  many 
Governments  in  their  own  PoHeflion,  having 
already  declared  War  again{(  their  King  with 
terrible  ThreatninK,  they. we^  fo  bold  as  td 
demand  imperiouily  over  and  above  the  Go- 
vernments of  Notman^y^  Pifardy^  Lyonnefe. 
the  Marfuifate  oi  Saluces^  meiz^  7bi^/,^  ana 
Verdun^  to,  be  diftributed  ambngft  their  Rela- 
tions and  Friends, .  and  took  amifs  when  the 
Reformed,  the  Objeds  of  their  utnpoft  Hatred 
and  Violences,  furrounded  every  where  .  witK 
thrqitning  Dangers,  had  mod  htirnbly  petition- 
id  the  King;  to  grant  fhem  a  few  Cautionary 
^bwns  for  i,  little  longer  time  than  had  beea 
VJILPartII.  Ff  il#ed 
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Henry  III.  agreed  to  at  firft.  From  whence  it  was  plaki, 
«'5^|-.  that  the  Accufers  were  themfelves  the  very 
^  y"^"  Perfons  guilty  of  the  Crimes  they  ky  upon  the 
kJ^0^ymmm  change  of  others.  Therefore  he  begs  the  King's 
Leave  to  declare  publickly  that  they  who 
fpread  fuch  Calumnies  againft  him,  lye  falfly 
and  wickedly ;  furthermore  he  befeeches  moft 
humbly  the  King,  that  in  order  to  fpare  the 
ihedding  of  fo  much  innocent  Bloody  and  other 
Miferies  attending  unavoidably  a  Qvil  War,  to 
give  him  leave  to  challenge  the  faid  I)e  Guife 
to  decide  their  Quarrel  by  a  Duel  with  two  or 
more  Tenants,  as  it  fliall  be  agreed  between 
them,  and  at  a  Place  within  the  Kingdom  ap- 
pointed by  the  King  himfelf ;  or  if  they  like 
better  without  the  Kingdom,  at  fome  fecure 
Place  which  he  the  faid  Guife  fliall  chufe  him- 
felf :  That  the  faid  Gmfe  could  not  decline  fuch 
a  Challenge,  fo  honourable  to  himfdf,  confider- 
ing  the  vaft  difproportion  there  was  between 
him  and  a  King  of  Navarre^  a  firft  Prince  of 
the  Blood.  That  for  the  reft  he  trufted  him- 
felf  untQ  God  the  Defender  of  Innocence,  and 
the  juft  Avenger  of  Wrong  and  Calumny  (x). 

The  Moft  Chriftian  King  read  this  Apology 
with  a  great  deal  of  Pleafure,  and  efpeciaJly  the 
generous  Challenge  of  the  Kmgof  Navarre  to  the 
Duke  oi  Guife.  But  notwithftanding  that  Apo- 
logy, and  the  free  and  ftrong  Remonftrances  of 
the  renowned  Francis  of  Ifoailles  Bifliop  of  jiix^ 
whom  the  King  had  defired  to  hear  in  private,  and 
had  bid  him  fpeak  plainly  and  freely  his  own  mind 
concerning  the  ProtedionoftheL^tc;  Countries^ 
whether  he  ad  vifed  him  to  undertake  it  or  not ; 
liotwithftanding  the  Conviftion  of  his  oWii 
Confcience,  neverthelefs  he  fufFered  himfelf  to 
be  carried  away  by  the'  bafe  and  corrupted  Ad- 

vices 
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vices  of  his  Mother  and  of  his  Privy  Council,  HewylH 
vrho  perfuaded  him  to  grant  all  the  diftionour-|>  '5^|: 
able  Terms  which  the  bold  Leaguer  impofed  f^  y^ " 
upon  him.  \^^aiij 

Accordingly  he  publiflied  an  Edift  on  the  CLXIX. 
1 8th  oijuly^  whereby  he  repealed  all  the  for-j^ly^{ 
mer  Edids  granted  in  behalf  of  his  Reformed gainfi  tig 
Subjects,  and  it  was  enacfted  that  the  only  'Ko- Rrformed. 
man  Catholick  Religion  fhould  be  fufFered  in 
the  Kingdom ;  puniming  with  Death  and  For- 
feiture of  Goods  whoever  fhould  profcfs  any 
other  after  a  certain  limited  time  \  ordering  up- 
on the  fame  penalty  all  Minifters  to  leave  the 
Kingdom  in  a  Month's  time  after  the  publifhing 
the  faid  Edift,  and  all  others  after  fix  Months 
in  cafe  they  fhould  refufe  to  change,  granting 
them  however  the  Liberty  of  difpofinff  of  their 
Goods  moveable  or  immoveable ;  declaring  all 
thofe  of  the  faid  Reformed  Religion  of  what 
Rank  or  Quality  foever  unworthy  of  holding 
any  Office  or  Employment;  abrogating  the 
Chambers  parted  in  two  or  three  in  the  Par- 
liaments of  the  Kingdom  inflituted  in  behalf 
of  the  faid  Reformed ;  commanding  that  the 
Cautionary  Towns  fhould  be  furrendered  with- 
out '  any  delay ;  forbidding  all  Perfons  of  the 
faid  Religion  of  what  Rank  or  Condition  fo- 
ever, to  ufe  any  force  on  pretence  of  the  faid 
Edift;  forgiving  whatever  had  been  done  of 
late  by  thcChier  of  the  League  within  or  without 
the  Kingdom,  as  being  done  out  of  a  true  Zeal 
for  the  Good  and  Welfare  of  the  Catholick 
Church;  laftly,  commanding  all  Perfons  to 
fwear  the  Obfervation  of  the  (aid  Edift  which  is 
declared  Perpetual  and  Irrevocable  {a). 

That  Edi£l  extorted  of  the  King  was  read 
and  publiftied  in  Parliament,  prefcnt  his  Ma-

1585.    fQj.  rendering  the  Adtion  more  folemn :  Many 

^  v!*'  fretted  thereat,  faying  that  they  ought  rather 

,  KmmJmmJ  to  be  cloathcd  with  black  as  in  a  publick  Moum- 
ning  -,  but  others  took  that  as  an  Omen  of  the 
Wars  and  other  great  Mifchiefs  wherewith  the 
iaid  EdiA  would  be  attended  in  general.  While 
the  foolifh  Mob  huzzaM  the  King  as  he  came  out 
from  the  Parliament,  the  beft  and  wifeft  fort 
were  fadly  concerned  for  what  he  had  done, 
forefeemg  nothing  elfe  but  the  utmoft  Miferies 
and  dreadfut  Calamities,  and  curfing  in  their 
hearts  the  boundlefs  Ambition  of  De  Guife  and 
die  Bafeiiefs  and[  Perfidioufnefs  of  the  King's 
Privy  GouncH  {b\ 
Secret  Ar-  Befjdes  that  E^iift^  the  King  granted  the 
Hclti.  Lieaguers  fbme  priviaCe  Articles,  viz.  thatfeve- 
lal  Cautionary  TownV  fhould  be  kept  and  enter- 
tained with  Garrifon%  kSc;,  kt  his  own  Chaise ; 
thefe  Towns  were  Chaalons^  and  Sd.  TSidier  in 
Champaign^  Soijfons  mth^ttjle  of  France ^  RBeims 
in  Vermandois^  (a  Province  of  Ciamtaign)  St. 
Efprit  de  Rue  in  Vicar dy^  tiinant  ana  Concquer- 
nau.  in  Brittany^  the  Town  and  Caftle  of  Dijon 
in  Burgundy^  with  the  Caftle  of  Beaune^  Ver-' 
dun^LndTouli  the  Government  of  tAefe  Places 
was  to  be  put  in  their  own  or  their  Adherents 
hands :  beiides  that  the  King  was  to  pay  them 
two  hundred  thoufand  Crowns  for  the  Expen- 
ces  they  had  been  at,  for  raifing  foreign  Troops 
in  their  late  Infurre<5tion  (c). 

During  all  the  Tim^i  from  the  beginning  of 
this  unnatural  Rebellion  to  the  publication  of 
this  Edift,  the  Duke  of  Guife  under  the  name 
of  Cardinal  of  Bourbon^  had  diverted  from  their 
Loyalty  feveral  of  the  beft  Cities,  by  the  means 
,  of  his  EmiiTaries  \  almoft  all  the  Clergy  adhered 

to 
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fiim,  becaufe  Religion  was  thcPtetence,  whereof  Hcnryiii. 
he  made  ufe  for  covering  his  Wickednefs ;  the     'S^S; 
common  People,  much  addided  to  their  old  Su-   ^^  y 
perftitions,  ran  mad  every  where  in  the  Towns  n.— ^^^ 
and  in  the  Country ;  their  Priefts  and  Preachers, 
inoft  part  \irhereof  had  been  bribed  with  theGold 
of  5/^/»,  incenfed  them  by  their  feditious  Speech- 
es. The  Lordsand  Nobility  retained  ftill  a  better 
Senfe  of  their  Duty  ;  neverthelefe  fome  of  them 
dreading  the  punifhment  deferved    for  their 
Crimes,  or  funk  in  Debts  or  led  by  a  Spirit  of 
Party,  followed  the  Guife's  Faftion  •,  but  many 
others  detefted  it  as  a  Plague  and  were  feithful  to 
the  King,  fome  even  who  had  engaged  them- 
felves  inconfidcrately  in  that  Party,  touched  with 
a  Remorfe  of  Confcience,  forfook  it  entirely. 

Such  was  the  Duke  of  Nevers^  who  feeling  CLXX. 
fome  Scruples  about  the  lawfulnefs  of  their  7:^  2>»i^ 
Proceeding,   opened  himf^lf  fo  Father  Afo/-e^Ncvcrs 
tbew  above  mentioned,  defiring  %o  know  whe-  ^^T'"* 
ther  the  Ftype  approved  of  thdfe  Proceedings ;    '  ^^^'' 
to  which  tlie  Jefuit  anfwered  pofitjvely,  that 
the  Pope  did  hot  only  approve  of  them,  but 
that  he  would  publifh  a  Bull  for  confirming  the 
League  with  his  own  Authority  as  foonasthey 
ftiould  have  proceeded  a  little  further.     The 
Duke  requiring  that  he  fhould  give  him  fome 
Evidence  of  what  he  faid,  the  Jejuit  went  poft 
to  Rome^  but  inftead  of  a  Bull  he  brought  no « 
thing  elfe  but  fome  Credentials  direded  to  the 
faid  Duke,  whereby  he  was  exhorted  not  to  be 
over-fcrupulous  in  that  matter  *,  that  he  ought 
to  be  fenfible  that  it  would  be  a  very  improper 
thing  to  publifh  now  a  Bull  in  behalf  of  the 
League,    which  would  afford  the  Proteftants 
and  Reformed  of  Germany  and  Switzerland  a 
juft  Pretence  to  league  themfelves  together  in 
their  common  Defence,  therefore  he  ought  to 
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Henry  III.  take  care  left  for  his  own  iake  the  Affairs  of  the 
^  «S^S:    Catholick  Church  fhould  be  ruined.    Well,  lays 
^  v!^'  ^  Duk^^  if  the  Pope  doth  not  think  proper  to 
confirm  the  League  by  ^  publick  Bull,  at  leaft 
let  him  be  pleafed  to  fend  me  his  Opinio^  in  a 
Letter  written  with  hia  own  ^and,  and  I  do 
promife  upon  my  word  not  to  fhow  the  &id 
Letter  toany  body.    AI^tib(w  furjMrized  at  this 
unexpeded  Anfwer,  went  poft  again  to  R^mfy 
but  at  his  return  be  told  the  Puke  that  he  coijild 
not  obtain  what  he  had  deiired,  becaufe  the 
Pope  (lid  that  (hould  he  grant  his  |(eque(t, 
he  would  be  obliged  to  grant  thf  fame  to  every 
one  w]^o  would  require  itv  by  whiqh  ijaeaos, 
what  he  intended  to  keep  fecret  fqr  9  cert$^B 
time,    would    become    publick    imppM^diately. 
Then  fays  the  Duke,  at  jeaft  let  the  ^ope  f^d 
a  Brief  to  his  Legate  at  Avignon  with  Orders  to 
give  me  the  Reading  of  it,  whereby  my  Scruples 
might  be  rcfolved.     Thereupon  the  jeibit  took 
Foft  again  and  went  to  Rome^  but  as  he  brought 
nothing  from  that  Place  whereby  the  Duke's 
Conference  could  be  fatisfied,  he  began  to  iuf- 
peft  the  Cheat,  and  rcfolved  to  go  himfelf  tq 
Rome ;  he  took  his  way  through  Avignon  in  or- 
der to  confer  with  the  Pope*s  Legate,  of  whom 
receiving  no  pofitive  Anfwer,  he  wrote  to  Car- 
dinal of  Bsurbon^  and  let  ]xin\  know  that  he  re-t 
nounced  the  League^  being  not  at  all  fatisfied  \xk 
his  own  Confcience  as  to  the  Lawfulnefs  there- 
of; then  he  continued  his  Journey. 

He  found  that  Gregory  XIII.  was  deceafed 
fince  the  14th  oi  Aprils  and  the  renowned  Ft-t 
lix  PereUiy  Cardinal  of  MonUlte  was  eleifted  in 
his  ftead,  who  took  the  Name  of  Sixtus  V.  This 
fope  having  been  better  informed  by  him,  of 
the  Nature,  Proceedings,  and  Defigns  of  the 
X^eagu(^^  was  leis  favourable  unto  them  than 

his 
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his  Predeceflbr  had  been,  for  he  would  never  Henry II  I. 
sUJift  them  with   Money  or  Troops  ;  only  he^  '^^l: 
haftened  at  their  Importunities  the  publifhing  of  ^^s  vT 
an  Excommunication,    which  he  fulminated  a-  u^^-^j 
gainft  the  King  of  Navarre  and  the  Prince  of 
Condi  J*  and  cau(ed  it  to  be  affixed  in  the  ufual 
J^hci^  ^t  Rome  on  the  21  ft  oi  Sept  ember  yfuh- 
fcribed  by  25  Cardinals* 

Therein  he  declared  He H'^y  formerly  King  cLXXL 
^ifHAVAiLM^E^  and  Heijky  Prince  of  Co^XiEyTbeKiHgof 
whom  he  ftiled  a  Bastard  and   detest  a- N*)^7^

OifsHovs^oF  Bourbon,  Hereticks^  Abettors Qon^itx- 
0nd  Pt0fe^ors  of  flerefy  ^  and  as  fmb  having  commni- 
incurred  ske  Cenfures  if  the  Churchy  and  the  Pe-  ^"^^^ 
ualty  ordered  by  the  facred  Canons  \  therefore  tb^ 
weri  deprived  of  ail  their  Lord/hipSy  Demefnes 
and  pignities^  and  rendered  inofpable  to  fucceed 
40  any  Principality^  eS>ecially  to  the  Crown  of 
France  y  he  unbound  his  Subjeffs  of  their  Oath 
0/  Allegiance  J  forbidding  them  to  pay  them  any 
Qbediencey  or  elfi  they  would  be  liable  to  the 
fame  Excommunication. 

That  bold  Attempt-  which*  as  it  feemed  at  r«^^ 
firft,  would  prove  fatal  to  the  two  Princes, /il^^. 
proved  to  be   the   reverfe ;  for  not  only  the 
Kcformed,  but  the  Catholicks  therpfelves,  took 
occafion,  from  thence,  to  inquire  ftridly  what 
authority  the  Popes  had  over  the  Sovereigns  5 
and  found  that,  by  the  Councils  and  the  facred 
Canons  of  the  Church,^  it  was  not  fuch  as   the 
'  Court  of  Rome  did  boaft :  Befides  that,,  it  af* 
i^rded  to  thd  two  Princes  an  opportunity  of 
ihewing  their  great  Courage  and  MagnanimityjK 
for  they  or  theii^  Friends  affixed  a  Paper  to.  the 
Statues  oiMarforio  and  Pafquin  and  other  pub- 
l^ck  Places   at  Rome^  whereby  tbey^  gave  the 
lyc  to  Sintus  V.  fetting  up  himfelf  for  Pope,

Hciiry III.  charging  him  with  being  an  Heredck  himfelf; 

p  V5  8^'j^_  and  dccfaring  that  he  was  reachr  to  make  good 
i^^  V,    that  Charge  againft  him  in  a  free  Council  law- 
fully aflembled,  at  which  if  he  don't  appear,  he 
takes  him  for  an  Antj-Chrift  and  a  $chifmatick, 
and  as  fuch  he  declares  an  irreconcileable  War 
againft  him :  That  if  the  Kings  his  Predeceflbrs 
have  always  puniftied  the  Tcn^erity  of  thofe 
Scoundrels,  like  this  SixtusV.  who,  going  be- 
yond their  authority,  have  attempted  any  thing 
upon  them,  he  hopes  that,  with  the  help  of 
God,  he  fhall  not  prove  inferior  to  them  in  any 
fuch  thing,  and  that  he  will  be  the  Avenger  of 
the  injury  done  to  the  King  and  Royal  Family, 
to  the  Princes  of  the  Blockl,  and  the  Parliaments 
of  the  Kingdom,  upon  Hinifelf  and  his  Suc^ 
ceflbrs.     For  which  purpofe  lie  begs  the  Help 
and  Afliftance  of  all  Kings,  Princes, '  Comn;iQn- 
wealtRs  and  Cities,  who  may  be  concemcki  in 
thisAf!uir,  and  may  dread  the  Confluences 
thereof  if  it  goes  unpbnifhed ;  and  he  denresall 
Friends  and  Allies  of  the  Crown  of  France  to 
join  their  Forces  with  his  againft  the  Tyranny 
And  Ufurpatlohs  of  the  Pope  and  of  the  Leaguers, 
the  common  Enemies  of  God,KingandKingdom, 
and  of  all  Chriftendom.     A  like  Writing  was  af- 
fixed at  the  fame  Time  andPlaces,  that  is  the  6th 
of  November^  in  the  Prince  of  CW/'s  Name  {d). 
'  Many  admired  the  Boldnefs  of  the  Under- 
takers, fe Veral  applauded  and  praifed  their  Zeal 
and  Courage ;  the '  Pope  himfelf,    who  was  a 
witty  and  difcerning  Man,  after  having  made 
in  vain,'  all  the'  fe^rch  and  enquiry  after  the 
Authors  thereof,  could  not  refufe  his  Efteem 
^o  the  King  of  Navarre j  and  to  conceive  a  good 
Opinion  of  his  profperous  Succefs  ;  and  after 
<hat  he  was  wont  to  fay,  that  he  knew  but  two 
Perfons  in  the  whole  World  worthy  to   ww 
•  •  the

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the  Crown,  was  it  not  for  their  Herefy,  and  Hcniylir. 
that  he  would  have  imparted  to  them  very  im-  p  '5^- 
portant  Secrets,  had  not  the  fame  Caufe  put  an  ^^y'^ 
mfuperable  Obftacle  to  his  good  Will :  thefe  ^r-^-^ 
two  Perfons  were,  as  he  faid.  Queen  Eliza- 
betb  and  the  King  of  Navarre  (e). 

This  Prmce  had  been  exaftly  informed  ofcLXXir: 
the  Treaty  that  was  on  foot  with  the  Leaguers  Unhtt  ff 
againft  him,  by  his  Agents  at  the  Ccmrt  oV^^H^f 
prance^  ind  having  tried  in  vain  to  ward  offJl^^ 
the  Blow*  by  an  expoftulatory  Letter  he  wrote  ZH^  ^ 
to  the  King  at  the  beginning  of  July^  he  con-  Montmo-. 
eluded  a  Treaty  of  Alliance  with  the  Duke  of '^^• 
Mmtmorancy  Governor  of  Languedoc. 

That  Lord  had  been  ftrongly  follicited  by  the 
Cardinal  of  Bourbon  to  fide  with  the  League, 
and  had  been  ofibred  very  advantageous  Terms. 
Indeed  if  he  had  accepted  them,  I  don't  know 
whether  that  would  not  have  proved  the  total 
ruin  of  the  Royalifts,  confidering  the  Greatnefs, 
Credit,  and  Riches  of  his  Houte,  and  the  vaft 
Extent  of  his  government  \  but  luckily  for  the 
Kingdom,  hi$  Hatred  againft  the  Duke  of 
Guije^  the  HypQcnfy  and  Ambition  whereof 
were  perfeftiy  well  known  unto  him,  prevailed 
above  all  other  Confiderations ;  nay,  he  ex* 
horted  the  Cardinal  to  beware  of  the  Flatteries 
and  bafe  Adulations  of  the  Guifesy  who  made 
life  of  his  Name  for  compafling  the  Ruin  a^d 
Deftruftion  of  the  whole  Royal  Familv. 

So  being  exhorted  by  the  Kine  ot  Navarre 
and  the  Prince  of  Conde  to  join  his  Forces  with 
their  own,  for  the  Defence  and  Support  of  the 
King  and  Kingdom  of  France^  he  met  thefe 
two  Princes  at  Si.  Paul  in  Lauragaii^  after  the 
Publication  of  the  Edidt  above-mentioned,  on 
the  loth  of  Auguft.    They  agreed  to  publifh  a

T^cn,,  after 
having  fettled  what  concerned  the  Management 
of  the  War,  the  Duke  fet  oiit  for  Langiiedoc,\ 
and  the  King  of  Navarre  and  Pr^u;e  of  Qon^ 
returned  in  Guienne  (f). 

CLXXni.  '^^^  ^'^^^  P*y  ^^^  ^  pahliftxing  of  ^is 
^^ISm^V  Declaration,  the  Moft  Christian  iMng*  who 
Difcrnvfi  about  two  Months  before,  had^  ordered  his.  Bfi- 
C^' / W  ^^^^^^  General  in  Hoitou  to  get  together  a  great 
^Isuifc  Quantity  of  Com,  Oats,  and  Wine,  for  •  ihe 
Sm)fiftence  of  an  Army  he  defigned  to  fen^ 
thither,  fent  for  the  two  firft  Presidents  of  the 
Parliament,  the  Provoft  of  the  Merchants,  and 
the  Dean  of  Our  Lady's  Chui^ch,  to  coxne  to. 
the  Louvre  J  and  faid  to  them  fevcrally  in  pre^ 
lence  of  the  Cardinal  of  Guife\  I  am  glad  that, 
by  your  Advice,  I  have  repealed  the  laft  Edift 
of  Pacification,  granted  in  behalf  of  the  Refor- 
med, the*  much  againft  my  Qpinion  ;  not  that 
I  had  lefs  Zeal  for  the  Catholick  Religion  than 
heretofore,  butbecaufe  I  have  learn'd,  by  Ex- 
perience, that  fuch  Things  are  always  attended 
with  almofl:  infuperabk  Difficulties.  Never- 
thelefs,  as  it  is  a  Thins  refolved  and  done,^  I 
hope  that  you  will  enable  me  to  purfue,  with 
fuccefs,  the  end  for  which  it  has  been  refolved  v 
now  I  muft  keep  three  Armies  on  foot,  one 
near  my  Perfon,  another  to  aft  in  Guienne^  and 
the  third  upon  the  Frontiers  for  oppofing  the 
PafTage  of  the  German  Army,  which  is  upon 
march,  or  will  be  certainly  very  foon  ;  and  fincc 
you  did  not  think  proper  to  live  in  Peace  as  t 
advi&d  you,  don't  think  that  I  will  take  upon 

myfelf

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niyfelf  the  whole  Burthen  of  the  War ;  no,  HcnryllL 
but  you  the  Prefidents,    finee  the  Parliament  plf  ||j^^ 
has  fo  heartily  voted  for  the  repealing  of  the  ^8.  y^ 
late  Edift,  and  had  fo  earneftly  intreated  me  to 
take  in  hand  the  Caufe  of  Religion,  I  commend 
your  Zeal ;  but  then  don*t  expeft  that  I  wiH 
ever  hearken  tp  any  of  your  Remonftrances 
about  your  Penfions^  as  long  as  the  War  will 
Itft  ;  they  ftiall  be  fuppreffed  during  the  whole 
time  of  the  War.     You  the  Prov(fi  of  the  M cr* 
chants,  know  and  acquaint  thereof  the  Citi* 
f&ens  to-morrow  morqing,  that  as  to  the  annual 
Rents  paid  out  of  the  publick  Treafury,  iince 
they  have  been  fo  glad  of  the  repealing  of  my 
former  £di6i:s,  I  want  two  hundred  thou&nd 
Crowns  for  the  prefent  Exigencies,  and  expedfc 
that  they  will  pay  them  out  of  hand ;  for  itap- 
pcars,  by  the  Accounts,  that  the  Expences  of 
this  War  amount  to  four  hundred  thoufand 
Crowns  a  Month.    Then,  fpeaking  to  the  Car- 
dinal of  Guife^  with  a  frowning  Countenance, 
I  took  care,  fty s  he,  that  the  fim  Month's  Ex- 
pence  (hould  be  paid  out  of  my  own  and  my 
friends  Purfe ;  but  'tis  your  Bufinefs  to  find  all 
tlie  reft  as  long  as  the  War  fhall  laft,  out  of  the 
Church-Rent,  i^c.  (^c.  (This  is  but  a  faithful 
Abftraft.)  If  that  Prince  had  a  mind  to  frighten 
thefe  Perfons  by  the  Confideration  of  the  vaft 
Expences  they  would  be  at,  on  account  of  the 
War,    he  was  much  miftaken ;    many  found 
fault  with  his  having  repeated  fo  many  times 
that  it  was  againft  his  Will ;  whereby  he  drew 
upon,  himfelfthe  Hatred  of  the  Mob,  always  de- 
firous  of  fome  new  Change,  and  the  Scorn  of 
the  GuifeSj  the  Fire-brands  of  this  War :    for 
having  once  experienced  that  the  King  could  be 
forced  with  Impunity,  to  do  Things  againft  his* 
own  Will,  they  hence- forward  fet  no  bounds

CLXXIV     His  Moft  Chriftian  Majefty  very  fcnfible  that 
^*J^L^f  the  War  hafi been refolved,  not  only  againft h» 
VfrSiovni  Will,  but  alfo  againft  the  pofitiv^  W^jwii 
Kt'j^  ^  and  Promifes  he  had  given  and  made  to  the 
Navarre.  King  oi  Navarre^  thought  proper  to  fend  him  a 
moft  honourable  Embaiiy,  whereof  the  Cardinal 
of  Lenoncmrt  was  the  chief,  for  excuiing  what 
he  had  done :  for  affuring  his  Navarrefe  Ma- 
jefty  of  the  tender  Afiedion  ttie  King  bad  fof 
him  ;  for  tryii^  to  bring  him  over  to  the  Ca- 
tholick  Religion ;  for  demanding  the  Reftituh 
tion  of  the  Cautionary  Towns ;  and  for  prbpo- 
fing  a  Conference  between  him  and  the  Queen- 
Mother,  provided  that  the  German  Auxiliaries 
fhould  delay  their  March. 
CLXXV.      To  thefe  Articles  the  King  of  Navarre  an<r 
^^'*^,^fwered,  that  he  was  very  thankful  for  the  tender 
j^j^f.^ '  Regard  his  Ma^efty  was  pleafed  to  (hew  forth 
for  his  Concerns  ;  that  he  was  very  forry  he  had 
not  accepted  of  his  Offers  of  Services,  whereby 
fo  many  Mifchiefs  would  have  been  prevented ; 
that,  as  to  his  Religion,  his    Majefty   might 
judge  himfelf  whether  it  was  juft  anci  honourable 
for  him  to  renounce  a  Religion  wherein  he  had 
been  brought  up,  and  wherein  he  could  difcera 
no  Error ;  that  however,  he  refufed  not  to  be 
better  inftrufted  in  a  free  Council  lawfully  af- 
fembled  ;  that  as  to  the  Cautionary  Towns,  ' 
it  was  in  vain  to  demand  them  in  the  prefent 
Pofture  of  Affairs,  and  that  it  would  be^  but 
reafonable  for  the  Reformed  to  petition  the

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King  for  (drae  more  j  that  as  to  the  (ponftxencc  Henry I'lL 
with  the  Queen-Mother,  if  their  Majefties  wercf  -  ')5|5- 
in'  earneft  and  would  order  the  Troopi  that  %^y^ 
were  beyond  the  Loire  to  retreat  elfewnere,  he 
would  go  himfelf  as  far  as  Bergerac  where  they 
^ould  agree  about  a  Place  of  Conference  ;  but 
that  he  could  not,  for  all  that,  retard  the  lead 
in  the  World,  the  March  of  the  German  Auxi- 
liaries, that  came  as  much  for  the  Service  of  h^ 
Moft  Chriftian  Majefty,  as  for  affifting  the  in- 
nocent Reformed  under  their  difmal  Circum-^ 
fiances  ;  and  as  to  the  Sufpeniion  of  the  pub- 
lick  Exerciie  of  the  KeforiAed  Religion,  that 
Article  was  quite  contrary  to  the  Ed  ids  freely 
publifhed  in  their  behalf  upon  that  ^ccounti 
which  had  been  repealed  but  by  anothet  fofciblj^ 
extorted  from  his  Majefty,  and  therefore  it 
could  be  granted  by  no  means. 

So  the  Embafladors  went  back  without  Suc- 
ccfe  5  and  whereas  the  Conference  with  the 
Queen- Mother  had  been  propofed  only  .for  pro- 
trading  the  Time,  it  was  put  off  till  another 
Year,  betaufe  they  certainly  knew  that  the 
Auxiliaries  of  Germany  were  not  fo  foon  ready 
to  take  the  Field  as  it  had  been  imagined  (h). 

The  news  being  brought  to  Court'  that  the  CLXXVI 
Reformed  had  begun  Hoftilities  in  Guienne^A  ne^ 
LanguedoCy   Dauphine^   fcf  r.    where  they  had  ^^j^  *• 
feized  feveral  Towns  and  Caftles,  the  Chiefe  of^jgj^ 
the  League  forced  the  King  to  publifh  a  new 
Edift  againft  them  more  fevere  than  the  former^ 
commanding  them  to  renounce  their  Religion 
in  a  Fortnight,  on  pain  of  Death  5  the  Goods 
and  Eftates  of  thofe  who  had  rifen  in  arms 
were  forfeited,  to  difcharge  the  Expences  of  the 
War.     That   Edift   was  ftriftly  executed  in 
many  Places ;  which  unfeafonable  Severity  ferved

leaving  behind  him  mod  part  of  his  Baggage, 
and  many  Soldiers  killed  on  the  fpot.  The 
fame  Prince  beficged  Brouage^  and  would  have 
taken  it  in  a  fhort  time,  had  it  not  been  for  a 
great  Imprudence  whereby  he  deprived  himfclf 
of  a  certain  Vidory  for  running  after  a  Shadow. 
For  while  he  was  before  that  Place,  he  received 
the  News  that  the  Caftle  of  Angers  had 
been  furprized  by  Captain  Rochemorte^  where- 
upon, without  waiting  for  a  Confirmation, 
or  inquiring  any  further  into  that  AfFair,  he 
marched,  on  the  8th  of  O£loher^  with  part  of 
the  Army  to  the  Relief  of  Rocbemorte  \  but 
being  arrived  before  Angers  on  the  20th  of  the 
fame  Month,  he  found,  to  his  great  (urprize, 
that  the  faid  Captain  had  been  killed,  that  the 
Caftle  had  furrendred  itfelf  to  the  Duke  of 
Joyeufe^s  Lieutenant,  and  what  was  more  fad  for 
his  Highnefs,  that  it  was  almoft  impoflible  for 
him  to  efcape,  being  furrounded  every  where  by 
the  Dukes  o^Joyeufe^  EfpernoHyMayenne  and  the 
Marfhal  of  Biroti^s  Troops.  Whereupon  he 
difperfed  his  own  I'roops  by  fmall  Divisions  of 
ten,  fifteen,  or  twenty  Men  at  the  moft,  who 
cfcaped  aimed  miraculoufly,  without  any  flied- 
ding  of  Blood,  and  he  himfelf  went  through 
fbme    By- Ways   into    Low-Normandy^    from 

whence 
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whence  he  came  over  to  Guem/ey.    In  the  mean  He^ryiiL 
while  the  Siege  of  Brouage  was  raifed  at  the  ap-  »  '^^^: 
proach  of  Marfhal  of  Matignon(j).    On  the  o-    ^^g  v!^' 
ther  hand  the  Count  of  Laval  obliged  the  faid  ^^^^-^ 
Marftial  to  raife  the  Siege   of  TaiUebourg.     In 
Dauphine  Les  Diguieres  with  a  handful  of  Men, 
but  all  Soldiers  ftout  and  brave,  carried  Fright 
and  Terror  every  where,  his  only  Name  was  as 
;ood  as  an  Army,  Vidlory  marched  under  his 
Standards,  and  good  Succefs  attended  him  every 
where ;  in  a  few  days  he  befieged  or  affailed  and 
took  D/V,  Embrufij  Monlelimarj  Chorge^   and 
fome  other  Places  of  lefs  moment  (/). 

At  the  beginning  of  this  Year  the  King  had    , -35, 
fix  Armies  on  foot  under  the  Command  of  (ircLxxvui. 
Generals,  the  Dukes  of  G«//^,  of  May enne^  of  ^be  King 
yoyeufe^  of  Efpernon^  and  the  Marfhals  of  ik&-^^^  ^^ 
tignon^  and  of  Biron ;  the  firft  afted  in  Cham- foot, 
paigtt^    Burgundy^   and   other  Provinces  upon       • 
the  Frontier ;  the  fecond  in  Guienne ;  the  third 
in  the  Provinces  upon,  and  on  this  fiae  the  Loire*, 
the  fourth  in  Provence  and  Dauphine^  and  the 
two  laft  in  Poitou.     But  his  Majefty  had  givfti 
fecret  Orders  to  iE^^r»^»  and  A/tf//^»^»  to  op- 
pofe  under  hand  as  much  as  poflible  the  De« 
iigns  and  Progrefs  of  the  League. 

I  don*t  intend  to  give  a  particular  Account  of 
the  Operations  ofthefe  fix  Armies,  their  En- 
counters, Fights,  Sieges,  taking  and  retaking 
of  Places,  6fr.  that  don't  belong  properly  to 
my  Subjeft.  The  Reformed  were  not  concern- 
ed in  this  War,  confidered  as  Reformed,  but  as 
Royalifts  firmly  adhering  to  the  Intereft  of  the 
Royal  Blood.  Therefore  I  Ihall  confine  my 
felf  to  a  brief  Narration  of  the  principal  Events 
cyf  this  War  to  the  latter  end  of  this  Reign.,

They  were  divided  in  three  fevc- 
gnat  Per- rzl  Opinions,,  the  firft  was,  that  that  Prince 
fUxiiies.  fhould  crofs  the  ^  and  come  ovQr  to  ^ngland^ 
from  thence  to  proceed  to  ihl^  Law  Countries 
and  Germany  with  very  few  Attendants,  and 
even  thefe  to  be  fome  of  his  m6&  confident, 
for  folliciting  Queen  Elizabeth  and  the  Pfotc- 
ftant  Princes  of  thofe  Countries  to  haften  the 
powerful  Succours  they  had  promifed  him^ 
that  he  might  come  back  into  Fr^pce  ait  the 
Head  of  a  ftrong  Army  ;  which  Opinion  was 
rcje^ed.  The  fecond  was  propofed  \y^  Kojnj 
(afterwards  Duke  of  Sully)  and  was  to  this  pur- 
port, to  provide  ail  the  ftrong  Places  of  Guienne 
and  of  the  adjacent  Countries  with  able  and  ex- 
perience Conunandants,  and  with  other  things 
neceflary  for  their  defence  y  to  eftabUih  a  De- 
puty Goverriour  over  the  whole,  a  Man  of  a 
Quality  and  Capacity  fufEcient  to  command  the 
Refpeft  and  Submiiiion  of  all  thofe  who  (hould 
be  under  his  Government ;  to  fee  what  Party 
the  Duke  of  Mayenne  will  take,  what  his  firft 
Defigns  might  be,  arid  then  with  a  good  Troop 
of  Horfe  to  retire  into  Rocbelle^  which  woula 
be  a  good  Place  for  fecuring  his  Perfon ;  that  by 
that  means  he  would  give  four  Heads  to  his 
Party,  one  was  himfelf  and  the  Pritice  of  Condi 
at  Rocbelle  and  the  adjacent  Places^  the  fecond 
the  Duke  of  Montmorancy  in  Languedoc^  the 
third  the  Lord  of  Les  I)iguieres  in  Daupbini^ 
and  the  fourth  th^  Vifcount  of  Turenne  in 
Guienne.    Over  and  above  which,  if  the  Auxi- 
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Kary  Army  which  was  expeded,  was  well  com-  Henryflt 
manded  by  a  Chief  of  great  Credit  and  Experi-  «  ^S^^^: 
cnce,  their  Enemies,  who  were  in  hopes  to  com-    "f^s  vT 
paG  their  Ruin  fo  eafily,  will  find  themfelves  ^.—v—i^, 
much  deceived  in  their  Account.     (Indeed  Du 
Plefjis^s  Biographer  has  exceedingly  mifreprefent- 
ed  RofnPs  Opinion.)  The  third  was  Du  Plejfis. 
He  ftfeweth  forth  that  his  Majefty  ought  to  be 
ftedfaft  to  the  Aflbciation  lately  made,  where-r 
of  he  had  promifed  to  be  the  Head,  confidering 
that  he  was  upon  a  juft  Defence,  that  his  own 
Dignity  and  Life,    true  Religion,  Liberty  of 
Confcience,  whatever  is  deareft  to  a  noble  SduI 
licth    at  the  Stake,    Therefore  he    ought  to 
truft  himfelf  in  God  and  expeft  from  him  his 
Deliverance  ;  in  %  Word,  he  voted  for  remain- 
ing in  Guienne  (/). 

BuPleffish  Biographer  pretends  thattheKing, 
rejefting  the  two  former  Advices,  adhered  tq 
this  laft.  That  is  not  true,  but  he  joine^ 
both  together,  as  it  is  plain  enough,  by  his  own 
Relation,  that  Prince  ftayed  fojne  time  longer 
in  Guienne^  he  went  into  Beam  to  pay  a  vifit 
to  the  Princefs  his  Sifter,  he  held  ^  political 
Aflembly  of  the  Reformed  Churches  at 
Montauban^  from  whence  being  come  back  to 
Bergerac  he  went  into  Xaintongej  and  from 
thence  to  Rochelle  by  the  latter  end  o^  Aprils 
having  left  the  VJfcpunt  of  Turenne  his  Lieute- 
nant-General  in  Guienne. 

The  Duke  of  Mayenneh  Progrefs  wag  but  CLXXX. 
very  inQOn/iderable ;  he  took  Caftels^  Monfi-^^"^^^ 
gur  and  St.  Bafeille^  after  having  befieged  them  p^^fi

Navarre  lay  in  his  Bei  All  thefe  things  put 
together  obliged  the  faid  Duke  to  aflc  his  DiA 
charge,  and  to  infift  upon  it,  notwithftanding 
the  ftrong  Remonftrances  of  the  Duke  ofGuifi^ 
which  he  obtained  at  laft,  before  the  end  of 
this  Year  (m).

Politiciarls  of  Auvergnty  Vezelay  and  Givaudan^ 
but  his  Performances  were  but  very  indifferent

having  ruined  part  of  his  Army  in  taking  five 
or  fix  little  petty  TbWris;  he  put  the  Remainder 
Into  Winter-Quartersi  ^nd  carht  back  poft  to

The.DuJce  of  Efpernon  fucceeded  fom^tMng Efpeiwjtfi 
better  in  Pfovencij  the  Government  whereof  ^^"^'A 
he  had  obtained,  after  the  Death  of  the  Great 
Prior  of  Vendomey  natural  Son  to  Kinig  Henry  II. 
who  was  killed  at  Aix  by.  Altoviti  a  Florentine 
Centlenrian,  whom  be  bad  aflaulted  in  his  own 
Chambei-  and  rati  hiirh  throiigh.  There  was 
a  Gentleman  in  Provence  whbfe  Nariie  wai 
Vinsy  a  great  Stickler  for  the  League,;  sfhd  con* 
iequently  a  great  Enerh^  to  the  Kefofmed ;  he 
Kad  with  him  a  Bbdy  6f  ^bout  4600  Men, 
horfe  and  foot ;  With  thefe  Forces  he  went  and 
befieged  the  Caftle  of  Allemagne^  tbe  Lord 
wherecff  was  as  zealous  fb'r  thelteformed  as  Fins 
Was  for  the  Catholicks ;  and  whereas  the  Baroii 
d'Ailemagne  was  not  ftfong  enough  to  cope

the  Month  of  OHober^v^htn  the  King  would  ar- 
rive and  give  them  Audience  (0). 

The  Embafladors  arrived  on  the  5th  of 
jiuguft  \  the  King  had  been  goneiince  the  2^d 
of  July  \  they  were  moft  honourably  received, 
but  few  Days  after,  the  Counts  of  Montbeliard 
and  Ifeinbeurg  thinking  it  to  he  a  Thing  un- 
becoming their  Quality  to  wait  fo  long  for  the 
King,  having  aflced  leave  of  his  Majefty  by 
their  Letters,  on  pretence  o&fome  private  B.i- 
finefs  which  required  their  Prefence,  returned 
into  Germany y  leaving  the  other  Embafladors 
with  their  Inftrudlions  for  executing  their  Com- 
miflion.  At  laft,  after  feveral  debys,  .the 
King  being  arrived  from  Lyons^  gave  them' Au- 
dience ztSt.  Gernmin  \  they  fpared  nothing  in 
their  Speech  in  order  to  move  his  Majcfty ;  nay, 
they  ujAraidedhim  with  Breach  of  his  Faith. 
inafmu(:h  as  having  granted  an  Edi<5t  in  behalf 
of  his  Reformed  Subje(9:s,  which  he  was  ptoafed 
to  call  HIS  OWN  Edict,  he  had  repealed  rt 
without  the  leafl:  Provocation,  *  only  for  in-

Welfare  of  the  Catholick  Religion,  which  he 
had  better  demonftrated  by  his  Anions  than  by 
his  Words.

Mezeray.  True  it  is,  that  Perefixe  fays,  that  the 
Queen  Mother,  having  other  things  in  view 
than  the  King  her  Son,  or  the  King  of  Navarre^ 
or t\it  League^  TOVi  the  Children  or  her 
OWN  Daughter,  married  to  the  Duke  of 
Lorraine  %  promifed  to  the  King  her  Son,  that 
ihe  wouM  find  means  of  queUing  all  thefe  Storms* 
Whereby  he  fcems  to  confirm  jyAvili^z  Rek- 
lion  ;  but  in  truth  that*  Argument  is  too  weak 
to  be  admitted  :  and  had  her  Majefty  proposed 
any  thing  like,  is  it  probable  that  Perefixe 
would  have  omitted  it  when  he  fpeatcs  of  the 
Propofitions  made  in  the  Conference?  This 
I  thought  proper  to  obfervc,  in  order  to  ac- 
count tor  my  not  quoting  D'^Avila ;  it  is  in  a 
word,  becau(e  I  cannot  depend  upon  the  Ve- 
racity of  thatHiftorian,  whom  I  look  upon,  at 
the  beft,  as  an  ingenious  and  exoquent 
Romancer  (j). 

The  Truth  of  the  Matter  is  thus :  the  Queen 
Mother  and  the  King  of  Navarre  met  together 
at  the  Caftle  of  5/.  Brix  near  Coigtiac^  in  the 
Month  of  December^  and  not  before ;  fomc 
Difficulties  were  ftarted  at  firft  about  the  Safety 
of  both  their  Majefties,  efpecially  of  the  Queen 
Mother,  which  were  at  laft  adjufted  to  her  &« 
tisfaftion.  Tht  Queen  Mother  was  attended 
by  the  Duke  of  Montfefijkry  formerly  ftiled 
the  Prince  Dauphin,  the  Abbefs  Catharine  of 
Bourbon>^  Aunt  to  the  King  of  Navarre^  the 
Duke  of  Neversy  the  Marflwl  ofBiron^  Lanfiu^ 
Rambouillet^  and  feveral  other  Lords  of  the 

Court,

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Court,  beiides  a  numerous  Train  of  the  moft  Hcmy ill, 
beautiful  Ladies  that  dould  be  feen ;  in  order  to  p  *5^- 
cnfnare  the  King  her  Son*in-law  and  the  Lords  ^  y*" 
of  his  Court.  A  Sufpcnfion  of  Arms  was  agreed 
on  at  firft  for  fome  Weeks  only,  but  at  laft  tiU 
March  following.  The  firft  Conference  began  by 
reciprocal  G)mplaints  and  Expoftulations ;  the 
Queen  upbraided  the  King  with  Obftinacy  in 
his  Opinions,  and  Reiiftance  to  the  wholefome 
Counfels  of  her  and  the  King  her  Son,  whereby 
his  Moft  Chriftian  Majefty  had  been  obliged  to 
wage  war  againft  him.  To  this  he  oppofed 
his  known  Fidelity,  Obedience,  and  Patience 
whereby  he  had  encouraged  his  Enemies  to  do 
what  they  did  -,  and  that  the  King  ftood  in  no 
i^d  to  repeal  his  Edid  of  Peace  and  declare 
War  againft  him,  had  he  not  been  forced  to 
it  by  the  wicked  Advices  of  his  corrupted 
Councilors.  The  two  firft  Conferences  werd 
employed  in  like  warm  Debates  and  Expoftu^ 
ktions.  The  Vifcount  of  Turenne  paying  a 
vifit  to  the  Queen,  fhe  took  that  Opportunity" 
to  infinuate  unto  him,  that  there  was  no  other 
means  left  for  procuring  the  Peace,  than  the 
King  of  Navarre^s  Converfion  to  the  Religion 
of  his  Anceftors ;  and  ihe  defired  him  to  let 
his  Majefty  know  it.  But  in  a  third  Confe- 
rence, he  r^jefted  abfolutely  that  Condition, 
jewing  forth,  that  it  was  not  only  detrimental 
to  the  King  and  the  Kingdom,  but  likewife 
that  it  would  qaft  a  blemifh  upon  his  own  Cha* 
rafter ;  and  whereas  the  Queen  Infifted  much 
upon  a  Truce  for  a  Year,  during  which  time, 
the  Exercife  of .  the  Reformed  Religion  fhould 
be  fufpended,  and  the  General  States  fummoned 
for  fettling  a  Peace  in  the  Kingdom  ;  the  Kin^ 
told  her  that  he  nor  his  Party  could  not  accept 
of  any  fuch  Terms,  feeing  that  the  matters  of 
'  Religion 
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Henryin.  Religion  could  not  be  otherw^ife  determined  but 
15B6  by  a  free  .Council  lawfully  affembled  ;  that  thcf 
c<>uld  expeA  nothit^g  good  of  the  Staters  Gene- 
ral  kftcr  v/hat  they  had  experienced  in  thofe  of 
Blois  \  that  the  Votes  being  bribed  hv  the 
Leaguers,  they  would  do  violence  to  the  King's 
Will :  That  if  a  free  Council  was  agreed  upon, 
he  was  ready  to  agree  upon  a  Truce,  by  the 
Advice  and  Confent  of  the  Deputies  of  the 
Provinces,  without  which  he  could  nor  would 
do  any  thing. 
icS-.  Whereas  they  could  not  agree  together,  the 
* '  Queen  went  to  Fontenay^  and  Niort^  and  the 
King  of  Navarre  to  Rochelle  ;  and  the  Jealou- 
(ies  increafing  between  them  both,  the  Confe- 
rence could  never  be  renewed :  but  the  Vif,* 
count  of  Turenne  being  fent  to  the  Qiicen,  he 
extolled  the  pro(^rous  Condition  of  the  King 
of  Navarreh  AiFairs,  deprcflirtg  that  of  the 
Lui^erSj  faying^  that  they  had  16ft  much  of 
their  Reputation  in  the  laft  Campaign,  that 
they  couid  expeft  but  very  little  Afliftance 
from  Spain^  which  had  her  hands  full  with  the 
War  in  the  Low  Countries^  that  they  could  rely 
only  upon  their  own  Confpiracies,  and  Cheats, 
and  the  Rebellion  of  the  Cities  procured  by 
their  feditious  and  profligate  Emiflaries  ;  that 
true  it  was  that  the  King  of  Navarre  had  loA 
fbme  weak  paltry  Places,  but  that  inftead  of 
them  he  had  taken  and  fortified  other  Places 
double  the  Number  of  a  far  greater  Confequcnce. 
That  he  was  expeAIng  a  ftrong  and  numerous 
Army  of  his  Allies  in  Germany^  that  he  cared 
very  little  for  the  boafted  Power  of  the  Ene- 
mies of  the  State,  confidering  that  "with  fe  few 
Forces  as  thofe  he  had  at  the  beginning  of  this 
War„  he  had  been' able  to  withftand  the  Efforts 
of  Gx  Armies  and  to  ruin  them.    The  Duke  of 

Nevers 
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Never  5  aflc'd    hira  whether  the  King  of  Na-  Henry  III. 
varre  was  fo  far  engaged  with  the  Germans^     '587- 
that  he  could  not  treat  with  his  Moft  Chriftian  ^'^J^  ^'''• 
Majefty  about  Peace  ?  To  which  the  Vifcount 
replied,  that  h\s  Navarrefe  Majefty  was  at  full 
Liberty  to  treat,  nay,  that  he  would  engage 
his  Word  that  if  the^  King  pleafed  and  gave 
proper  Direftions  for  that  purpofe,  the.  Germans 
would  turn  their  Arms  againll  the  fworn  Ene- 
mies of  the  State  [t). 

We  muft  not  omit  fome  particulars  of  thefe 
Conferences,  which  do  much  honour  to  the  King 
of  Navarre.  A  Sufpenfion  of  Arms  had  been  ■ 
.  agreed  as  abovefaid,  and  it  had  been  ftipulated 
that  the  firft  who  (hould  break  it,  Ihould  be  ar- 
retted by  the  other  Party.  Now  fome  of  the 
King  of  Navarre*s  Servants  feigning  to  be 
Traitors  had  lured  fome  of  the  Queen  Mother's 
Servants,  too  eager  after  J?lunde/,  with  the 
Hopes  of  furprifing  Fontenay  by  fome  Intelli- 
gence. Thereby  the  Catholicks  would  have 
been  convifted  of  Perfidioufnefs,  the  Queea 
Mother  would  have  been  arretted,  and  not  re- 
leafed  without  a  large  Ranfom  bf  fome  Millions 
of  Livres,  which  would  have  amended  the  Af- 
fairs of  the  King  of  Navarre  %  but  that  gene- 
rous Prince  having  had  a  fcent  of  the  Plot,  was 
very  angry,  and  rebuked  the  Plotters,  forbid- 
ding them  to  proceed  any  further. 

As  he  fhewed  forth  his  Generofity  on  this 
Occafion,  fo  did  he  his  Conftancy  and  thc^ 
Strength  of  bb  Mind  during  the  whole  Confe- 
rence. One  day  as  the  Queen  afked  him 
what  it  was  that  be  defired  ?  Hothing^  fays  he, 
Madaniy  of  what  I  fee  before  me ;  looking  upon 
the  fair  Ladies  that  attended  her  Majefty.  Af- 
ter a  long  Conference,  the  Queen  told  him,

But  amongft  his  quick  and 
witty  Replies,  this  was  particularly  taken  no-^ 
tice  of ;  the  Duke  of  Never s  told  him  that  he 
would  be  much  more  honourably  with  the  King, 
than  with  People  among  whom  he  had  no  Au- 
thority, and  that  if  he  wanted  Money  at  Ro* 
cbelle^  he  would  not  have  Credit  enough  to  lay 
an  Impofl  upon  the  Inhabitants  ;  he  anfwered 
ftoutly.  Sir  J  I  do  at  Rochelle  wbatever  I  willi 
beeaufe  I  will  nothing  beyond  my  Duty  (v). 

Thefc  Conferences  of  5/.  Brix  ferved  only  to 
increafe  the  Heats,  Animofities  and  Jealouiies 
between  the  Parties.  I  don't  know  upon  what 
foundation  Perefxe  fays  that  the  Guijians  trying 
all  manner  of  ways  and  means  to  be  revenged 
upon  the  Favourites,  fent  offers  of  their  &r- 
vices  to  the  King  o(  Navarre^  and  that  the 
Duke  of  Mayenne  let  him  know,  that  it  was 
not  impoifible  to  come  to  ibme  Agreement^  if  he 
wouM  only  confent  to  it ;  that  he  would  go  to 
meet  him  with  four  Horfes  only  wherever  he 
fhould  be  pleafed,  and  would  deliver  unto  hini 
his  own  Wife  and  Children  in  Hoftage  (1^, 
It  is  true  that  fuch  an  Offer  was  profrer'd  to 
the  King  of  Navarre  about  two  Years  before, 
but  I  find  no  fuch  thing  at  this  time, 
dxxxvii.  On  the  1 8th  of  February  this  Year,  Mary

TJ'everthelefs  the  Guiftans  made  ufe  of  this  pre-  ^^  ■^^^-^ 
tcnce,  as  well  as  they  had  done  of  the  Queen 
Mother's  Conferences   with  the  King  of  Na- 
^arrey  for  calumniating  his  Majefty  atid  incen- 
ijng  the  People  againft  him,  as  if  he  had  con- 
iTived  with  the  Queen  of  England,  as  if  he  was 
an  Abettor  of  Hereticks ;  and  they  exafperated 
them  fo  much  the  more  againft  the  King  of 
Navarre  and  the  Reformed,  by  the  means  of 
the  feditious  Preachers,  who  told  their  Hear? 
crs   that  they  would   be  trea-ted   worfe  than 
Queen  Mary,  if  the  King  of  Navarre  was  ev^ 
King,  of  France ;  and   the  hatred  againft  theru 
went  fo  far,  that  whoever  fpoke  of  Peace  with 
the  Hugonots,  was  looked  upon  as  guilty  of  high 
Treafon  againft  God  and  Man  {x).  cXkxxyuu 

The  Duke  of  Mayenne  being  arrived  at  Pa-  Plots  and 
risj  took  new  Meafures  with  the  Sixt  e  e  n,  (fo  ^'f^^ 
were  named  the  Heads  of  the  League  at  Paris^  |^^  ^^ 
becaufe  they  had  divided  the  whole  City  into  Paris, 
fixteen  Wards,  each  Ward  had  its  own  Com- 
miflary  or  Overfeer  ;)  thefe  Men  were  for  the 
moft  part  of  the  worft  Charadler,  Murdered,  ot 
Robbers,  or  fraudulent  Bankrupts,  &?r.    There 
was  a  Lord  of  Maynevtlle  a  great  Stickler  for 
the  League,  a  great  Lyar,  if  there  was  any  ia 
the  Kingdom,  who  ufed  to  be  prefcnt  at  their 
Gonfcrcnces  in  the  College  of  Porter et,  (incc 
that  time  called  the  Cradle  of  the  League,  and 
one  Le  Clerc  an  Attorney,  a  bold  Fellow,  they 
both  by  their  falfe  Infinuations  and  feditious 
Speeches  moved  their  Adherents  to  Rebellion ; 
they  told  them  that  the  CathoUck  Religion  was 
going  to  be  undone,  if  it  was  not  fpeedily  fup-

grtcd  the  Caufe,  as  well  in  the  King's 
luncil  as  in  the  Parliament ;  that  it  was  ne- 
ceflary  that  the  good  Catholicks  fliould  arm 
themfelves  fecretly,  that  they  might  be  the 
ftrongeft,  and  able  to  oppofe  fuch  Attempts ;

.  They  deliberated  to  feize  Upon  Jl^/^^,. where 
the  Spanijb  Fleet  ntigbt  land  th^  Forces  they 
brought  to  their  Affiftanee;  and  accordingly  the 
Provoft  Vetus  took  upon  himfelf  to  foiw  uponf 
one  of  the  Gates  with  50.  Archers^  till  the 
Doke  of  Aumale^  who  bad  Troops  near  that 
Town  ready  to  march  at  the  firft  warning,  might 
cone  to  his  Relief.

That  they  fhould  fdze 
tipon  the  Lcmre  and  the  King^s  rerfou,  which 
they  would  fpare  provided  he  would  promife 
them  qot  to  meddle  himfelf  the  lea{£  m  ihfi 
World  With  the  Government  for  the  futim, 
but  fuffer  himfelf  to  be  abfolutely  governed  by 
tf  Council  .of  their  own  chufing.  As  to  the  Ar- 
my which  they  expected  from  Spaittj  they  in- 
tended to  fend  it  into  Guienne  and  Gafcony 
^iiift 'the  King  of  Navarre  and  the  Hereddu 
tul  they  had  utterly  deftroyed  them  all  to  one. 
In  a  Word  every  Member  of  that  execrable 
Body  was  fully  pent  to  murder  and  plunder  ar 
^uch  as  he  could.  The  Plot  was  certainly  to 
be  executed  in  lefs  than  ten  Days,  had  it  not 
been  prevented  by  the  Difcovery  wluch  the 
above  named  Nicholas  Poulain  made  thereof  to 
the  King,  who  thereupon  commanded  the 
Gates  of  the  City  to  be  more  ftridly  guarded, 
a  Garrifon  to  be  fent  to  the  ^eat  and  little 
Cbqftekt^  to  the  Arfenal^  the  Bridge  of  5/.  C/wr, 
Cbarenton  and  St.  Dennis  \  he  fent  Ukewife  for 
.  more  Troops  into  the  City,  whereat  the  Trai- 
tors wefe  frightned  out  of  their  Wits,  -knowing 
not  by  What  means  or  by  whom  they  had  been 
difcovere^. 

Mayenne  feeing  himfelf  difappointed,  was 
bold  enough  to  go  to  the  Louvre  to  pay  his  rc-^ 
fpefts  to  the  King  whom  He  had  feen  but  once 
(ince  his  arrival  from  Guienne^  and  taking  his 
fc^ve  of  fils  Maj^fty,  the  Kipg  faid  to  him,.  How 
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^0  Coufin^  do  you  forfake  your  good  Friends  /^^  HcnrylH. 
J^eagt^ers?  whereto  he  anfwered,  I  donU  knoxv p^^^l:  ^ 
what  your  Majefty  means.     Neverthelefe  he  and  ^^v!^ 
the  Cardinal  of  Guife  his  Brother  had  lodged 
fixty  Officers  in  the  Suburbs  of  St.  Germain^  in 
order  to  feize  upon  the  King  at  the  Fair,  his 
Majefty  having  been  invited  to  dine  at  the  z/^- 
fiyi  but  having  received  notice  thereof  by  Pou- 
lainy  hp  went  not  to  the  Abby,  nor  to  the  Fair. 
But  he  fent  thither  the  Duke  ofE/pernon^  who 
was  expofed  to  great  D^ger,  and  was  obliged 
to  retire  without  dining. 

The  Duke  pf  Guije  having  notice  of  the 
JPuke  pf  I^enn^^  Attempt,  was  very  angry 
with  the  Leaguers  of  Paris  \  he  fent  de  Mayne- 
ViUe  to  expomilate  with  them ;  he  knew  that 
the  Pear  was  not  ripe  enough,  and  was  afraid 
left  by  being  over-hafty  they  fhould  fpoil  al|. 
However,  at  their  moft  humble  Reaueft  H^  forr 
mve  them,  and  Mayneville  got  of  tnem  ^  goldf 
Chain  of  five  hundred  Ducats  value  for  his 
Trouble. 

Though  the  King  had  an  exaft  notice  pf  ali  clxxxlx. 
thefc  private  Tranfaftions  by  the  means  of  iV/-j^^'.-^'V^ 
cholas  Poulain  abovementioned,  ncy^rtjielefe  he  '*'''^'''^; 
was  as  it  were  bewitched^  ^4  ^^o*  ^^  could^  ^ 

not  queftion  in  the  leaft  the  Truth  of  the  Re-: 
ports,  nevcrthelefs  the  Impudence  of  the  pexfiv 
*<iious  and  treacherous  Vilkquiery  who  aiiurei^ 
him  that  he  was  too    much  belovpd  by  th^   ^ 
People  of  Paris  J  to  have  any  thii\g  to  fear  fronx^ 
them,  prevailed  fo  far  upon  him  that  he  continu^^ 
to  live  in  a  wonderful  Sup^nenefs,  debafiiig  the 
Royal  Majefty,  af^fting  as  ufu^  at  his  nodur- 
n^l  and   diurnal    PrpceiTions,    playing  as    he* 
walked  in  the  Streets  with  aBiLBOQUET,  {which 
is  a  Stick  hollowed  at  both  Ends  with  a  LinCy  in 
the  midft  of  which  hangs  a  Bullet  for  Children  /^' 
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Vi€oxj\ll.play  wilbal)  wearing  a  Baflqct  hanging  to  hi« 
1  ?«7-    Neck  with  little  Dogs  in  it  no  bigger  nian  the 
v^y.   ^^^»  ^^^  getting  or  keeping  of  which  h^  iaid 
v^-yp*Lr  out  every  Year  a  hundred  thouiand  Crowns  (y). 
CXC.        Such  were  the  Di(po(itions  and  Indioadoji^ 
^'''^**" ,  of  the  Leaguers  at  the  beginning  of  the  Year 
*Kw9f  '  ^ S^T-The  Conferences  of  Sl.Brix  hi^yihjg  proved 
Kavarre.  fruitlefs,  the  King  of  Navarre  thought  proper 
to  fend  his  Deputies  throughout  the  Ph>viincei 
of  France^  to  acquaint  his  Party  with  whatever 
had  been  tranfa6bed  in  the'Conterences,  an4  that 
in  order  to  avoid  the  Jealou/ies,  and  to  pre- 
vent the  falfe  Infinuations  which   his  Enemies 
could  make  ufe  of  for  cooling  the  Zeal  of  tbp 
Reformed,  as  if  his  Navarrefe  Majefiy  ha4

Guife    upon  the  FrtmiierSj    and    another  in   f^^  y"^ 
jSeauJJe  wherein  he  conunanded  in  Perfon.  The 
firft  having  croiled  the  JLeire  with  a  numerous 
Army,  his  Vanguard  was.ahnoft  routed  by  the 
King  of  iV^x^tfrr^, .  who  after  having  fen t  part 
of  his  Troops  into  Xaintonge  and  another  near 
^t.  Maikant^  went  himfelf  to  RochelU.     Now 
it  happened  that  the  Regiments  of  La  Cbarbotif- 
mere  and  Dejbory  having  been  left  in  Poitvu^ 
and  making  frequent  Incurfions  upon  the  E- 
tiemies,  were  come  to  La  Moihe  St.  Eloy^  where 
they  lodged  without  taking  any  further  Secu- 
rity from  the  Govtmour  of  the  Caftle  than  his 
own  Word :  Therefore  being  unexpedtedly  fur- 
rounded  by  Joyeufe's  Army,  they  were  all  to  a 
Man  cut  to  pieces  by  that  General's  Orders  with 
the  greateft  Cruelties,  notwithftanding  the  In- 
treaties:  of  the  feveral  OlSSicers  of  diftinflrioh  of 
the  iaid  Army,  who  had  engaged  their  Faith 
and  Honour  to'  the  faid  Regiments  that  they 
ihould  have  their  Lives  faved.  Colonel  Dejbory 
was  taken  and  kept  Prifoner ;  as  to  X^  Char-^ 
bonniere^  he  was  abfent  from  his  Regiment  at 
that  time.  After  that  fine  Exploit,^^^  befieg- 
ed  St.  Maixanty  which  after  a  fortnight's  Siege 
.  was  obliged  to  captulat^ ;  but  the  Articles  of 
Capitulation,  thro'  the  Cruelty  of  the  General, 
were:iKX  better  kept  than  the  Pr omiies  made 
to  jthe^  forementioned   two  Regiments,   the 
Towa>va$  given  up  to  Plunder,  and  the  Sol- 
diers committed  the  greateft  Outrages  againft 
the  t)o6r  Inhabitants  without  diftindion  of  Age 
or  Scx.>  The  Reverend  Mi:,  Jarrietft  Minifter 
of  the  Place  being  taken  as  he  endeavoured  to 
eicape,  was  brought  tP  Joyeufi^  who  caufed  him 
to  be  hap^d  upoA  the  fpot.    Fram'Sf'  Maixr 
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Hbnrylll^ii/  ijiat  General  came  to  Niort^  and  feigned 
«  ' 5^7:    to  have  a  defign upon  Marans^  but  atthe  In- 
tos  V  *"  ftanccs  of  St.  Luc  he  eroded  the  Country  of 
Autnix  and  battered  Tonnay  Cbarente^  which  he 
took  by  Compofltion.     Then    underftanding 
that  the  Company  of  Horfe  belonging  to  the 
Lord  Des  Peuilbes  was  at  Crobs  Cbaffpeau^  a 
Place  between  ^onnay  and  Rccbefle^  he '  went 
thither  ^ith  the  choiceft  Men  of  his  Army^ 
they  made  a  brave  Refiftance  for  a  time,  but  at 
laft  being  furrbundedby  the  Enemy,  and  unable 
to  withftand,  they  ftirrendered  themfel vcs  upon 
Terms;  but  here' again  Jcyeufe  ihewed  the  htdc 
Regard  he  had  for  his  Faith  and  Honour,  for 
he  cauied  them  to  be  ftript  ftark  naked  and 
butchered  in  the  moft  cruel  manner.    Which 
done,  he  returned  to  T^fnnay^  and  hearing  that 
the  King  of  Navarre  was  fet  out  fj^m  Rocbelk 
in  order  to  engage  him,  he  went  back  to  Jfiort^ 
the  Prince  of  Conde  retook  Tomtsy^  Which  was 
taken  again  by  Joyeufei   he    took    likewife 
Maillezay^  butdurft  not  attack  A/^r^iii/,  dread- 
ing the  King  of  JVtft;^rr^  and  the  Prince  of 
Condi  who  had  taken  the  Field  ;  nor  Talmont^ 
htczXxk  St.  Stephen^  an  old  brave  experienc'd 
Officer,  had  entered  the  Place  in  order  to  defend 
it.  Now  ][iis  Army  Wasin  a  bad  Condition,  the 
Plague  made  havock    anliongil  his   Troops, 
hiany  deferred,    and  receiving  Advice  fpm 
Court  that  he  loft  ground  in  the  King's  Favour, 
he  went  Poft  to  Parif  about  thfe   middle  of 
Jfuguftj  leaving  his  Army  under  theCbndud 
of  Lavardin.  '  V 

CJXCII*  But  the  King  of  Navarre  who  watched  the 
P^  ^"i  firft  Opportunity,  foltowijd  with*  fohle  Cavalry, 
lf^^'  tod  purfued  them  fo  briflclv,  that  he  entirely 
]^7ar  'routed  three  Companies  of  H0rfe  in  the  llcir, 
^Joyeufe- took  their  Standard«>nd  m^di$  a  g^eat;  Um- 
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bcr  of  Prifoners  of  diftindtion.    Which  done,  Henrylll. 
he  purfued  Lavardin  who  conduded  the  Foot,  pi/^^. 
with  two  Culverines,  and  who  with  great  Dif-   ^  v.* 
ficulty  got  into  the  Hague  in  Touraine  where  he 
befieged  him  1  but  having  no  Cannon  to  batter 
the  Walls,  he  defifted^  croAed  the  Laire^  an4 
built  a  Fort  near  Mohfereau  beyond  SausnuTw 
with  a  Bridge  of  Boats,  waiting  for  the  Troops 
which  the  Gnint  of  Soiffms  and  the  Lord  of 
Colombieres  were  bringing  to  him  from  Ncfr    , 
ffiandyj  Anjou^  Sec. 

The  Count  of  Saiffims  was  youngeft  Brother  CXClir. 
to  the  Prince  of  Cande.  Ife  was  a  magnani-  IfS^^"^ 
mous  Prince,  and  feeing  that  the  j^y  J  MaryVi^j  if^"* 
jefty  was  daily  debafed,  that  the  very  Name  Kfi^^ 
of  Prince  of  the  Blood  was  become  almoft  conr  Nai^arrc. 
temptible  amongft  People  of  all  Ranks,  that 
on  the  contrary  the  Power  and  Credit  of  the 
Guifes  increafed  every  Day  1  befides,  con- 
jfidering  that  this  War  was  not  kindled  for  Re«^ 
ligion  ^e  (be  bad  been  brought  up  in  the  Ro- 
man  Religion)  but  rather  for  the  PeftruAion  of 
the  Royal  Houfe,  he  was  eafily  perfuadedto  take 
the  King  of  Navarrt^s  Party  for  the  Good  and 
Welfare  of  the  Moft  Chriftian  King  and  the 
Kingdom,  efpecially  being  offisred  the  moft 
honourable  Terms;  for  Abbot  d^Elbene  the 
Manager  of  this  Negociation  for  the  King  of 
Navarre^  gave  him  hopes  of  marrying  that 
Prince's  Sifter.  The  fame  Abbot  had  engaged 
the  Earl  of  Stafford  the  Englijh  Embaflador  at 
the  Court  of  France  to  deliver  to  the  faid  Count 
moft  part  of  'the  Money  which  Queen  Eliza-'' 
ketb  had  remitted  for  the  necei&ry  Ufes  of  the 
Reformed  in  the  prefent  War.

J^gmcnt  for  the  Army  ;  Q^  that  the  Duke  » J/^L. 
of  Jcyeufi^  who  had  followed    the  Albanais  tut  V.  * 
with  all  his  Forces,  was  obliged  to  retire  toi 
ftoche-CbalaiSj  and  there  to  continue  all  Night 
Jong,    The  next  Mombg,  the  20th  of  0£lo^ 
her^  the  King  of  Navarre  underftanding  that 
yoyeufe  was  come  and  had  put  his  Army  in 
Array,  he  did  the  (ame,  and  divided  his  Ca« 
valry  in  four  Squadrons ;  one  under  his  G>m- 
mand,   another  under  the  Prince  of  Conde^^ 
at  his  Right,  the  third  under  the  G)unt  of 
SoijffoHs's  at  his  Left,  and  the  fourth  under 
the  Vifcount  of  Turemie.     I  (hail  not  give  any 
further  Defcription  of  this  Battle  ;  I  (hall  ob- 
ierve  only,  Firft,  That  the  Royal  Army  was 
of  about  I2000  Men,  Horfe  and  Foot;  and 
the  King  of  Navarre's  of  6500  Men,  Horfe 
and  Foot ;  the  firft  was  compofed  for  the  moft 
Fart  of  young  Nobility  and  Gentry,  but  truly 
Voluntiers,    raw,   undifciplin'd  young  Cour- 
tiers, that  followed  only,  tlieir  Heat,  and  could 
Qot  fubmit  themfelves  to   any  Rule  of  the 
ipilitary  Difcipline ;  the  General  himfelf  had  but 
Tl5ry  little  Experience,  puiied  up  with  Pride, 
and  kd  by  a  blind  Zeal  for  the  League,  and 
his  own  Religion.    The  other  was  compofed 
of  the  choice  Men  of  the  Party,  the  Rem* 
oants  of  the  Battles  of  Jamac,   and  M^ni^ 
coMScur^  Men  inured  to  the  Labours  and  Fa** 
tigiies  of  the  War,  under  the  Command  of 
three  Princes  of  the  Blood,  the  firft  ^htreaf 
Was  well-beloved  for  his  amiable  Qualifica- 
tions,  obeyed,    and  revered  as  Prefumptive 
Heir  of  the  Crown.

his  own  Right.    Then  direfting  his  Speech  to 
the   two  Princes  of  the  Blood,   Condi  an4 
SoijffbnSj  I  Jhall  tell  you  nothing .  elje^  {ays  he, 
iut  that  you  are  of  the  Houje-  of  Bourbon, 
and  hy  the  help  ofGod^  I  willft>ew  you  this  Daj^ 
that  I  am  your  Eldeft.     Thirdly,    The  Revd. 
Mr.  de  Chandieu  having  remonftrated  to  his 
Navarrefe  Majefty  that  he  had  heavily  o|F^ded 
and  fcandaiized  his  Church,  by  deflb^ring  the 
Daughter  of  a  Magiftrate  at  Rochelle^  whereby 
the   whole  Family  was  difhonoured  ;  and  that 
he  could  not  expeA  that  God  fhould  favour 
his  Arms,  if  before  all  he  did  not  aik  Pardon 
for  his  Offence,  make  Amends  for  it,    and 
reftore  that  Family  to  its  former  Honour  as 
much  as  poflible.     The  King  having  humblf 
hearkened  to  thefe  Remonftrances,  fell  down 
upon  his  Knees,  afking  God  Almighty's  Par- 
don, defiring  all  the  Afliftants  to  bear  wit- 
nefs  to  his  Repentance,    and    to  afliire  the 
GirPs  Father^  that  if  God  preferved  him,  he 
would  give  him  all  proper  SatSsfaAion.    What 
was  more  admirable,  or  Chandieu*s  AfTurances, 
or  the  King's  Humility  ?  True  it  is,  that  be- 
ing {o  good  a  Politician,  underftanding  very 
well  his  own  Intereft,  he  knew  perfcAly^  well, 
that  fuch  a  Step  was  abfolutely  neceflary  for 
preferving   the  Love   and   Affedtion  of  the 
Rochellefej  and  cfpecially  of  his  Troop?  in  the 
prefent  Jundhire.

Mr.  Dt  Cbandiiu,  preached 
an  excellent  Sermon  fuitable  to  the  Occafion.  He  adds,  that 
«vhen  he  did  Penance,  at  Koehilh  the  Revd.  Mr.  Pi 
Im  Jiucht  preached  the  Sermon. 
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Hcnrylll.  and  his  Brother  Si.  Sauveur  \^efe  found  a- 
^S^L  morigft  the  Sfem  in  the  Field.  Sbethly,  The 
5J^  y^' Moderation  and  Cfemcncy  of  the  King  cf 
Navarre  on  this  Occafion,  cannot  be  foffici-' 
ently  exprefled  nor  admired ;  being  come  back 
to  extras  hi  tlie  Evening  to  tcfrefh  himfelf, 
he  fcftmd  hts  Houfe  full  of  Prifoners  and 
Wotinded^  fo  that  he  was  obliged  to  go  into 
JuPltffis^s  Apartment,  ordering  his  Cover  to 
be  laid  there ;  but  fhe  Corpfe  of  Joyeufe  lying 
iipon  the  Table  in  the  fame  Room^  he  was 
obliged  t6  coiht  iip  ^ne  Pair  of  Stairs.

#here  it  was  honpurcd  i^fth  Royd  Funerals 
by  the  King^s  O^dersr.  TJfeit  Lord'  wa6  one 
or  th^e  lAoft  embittered  Enemies  the  K^iiig  of 
Navarre  had< -he  had  obtaned^of^tlie  Pifpe 
the  Forfeiture  of  all  thatt  Prince*s  I)bmfnion$, 
fettering  himfcff  that  thii  BattJe  would  ctfrtaihly 
ptit  him  in  Poflcflion  thereof,  btiftg  pofitive  that 
rt  was  impbffible  foi^  the  King  of  Navarre  to  ef  • 
ctpe^ita  his  Hartds ;  the  Evtnt  provedf  qdite  the

Ajifwer,  that  it  was  unaniitioufly  agreed  in  an  A{-^ 
fembly  held  at  Lunebourg  to  fet  on  foot  a  nume- 
rous Army  to  be  fent  to  the  Relief  of  the  King  of 
Navarre  \  that  Scheme  was  fo  eagerly  purfued 
and  executed,  that  in  a  little  time,  they  had  an 
Army  of  about  3000O  Men,  Hoffe  and  Foot,   . 
with   all  their  Accoutrements :   ufeVer  a  finer 
Army  came  out^cf  Germany  and  Switzerland^ 
and  n^d  they  had  a  Chief  adorned  with  all  the 
tequifite  Qualifications,  Very  likely  they  would 
iiave  been  able  to  fubdue  the  Leaguers  and  all 
their  faAious  Gang,  nay,  they  would  have  been 
able  to  bring  the  King  himfelf  to  their  Terms.

e  Interpreter  and  Agent  of  that  Army,  a  Man 
pf  an  intolerable  Impudence,  bribed  by  the 
Duke  of  Lorain^  with  whom  he  kept  a  iecret 
Correfpondence,  and  fent  him  Notice  of  the 
Refolutions  taken  in  the  Council  of  War.  As 
foon  as  the  Duke  of  Bouillon^  whom  the  Kihg 
oi  Navarre  had  nominated  his  Lieutenant- Ge- 
neral in  that  Army,  had  Notice  of  its  March, 
he  fet  out  from  Sedan  with  the  Count  of  U 
Mark  his  Brother,  and  2000  pyencb  Foot,  with 
300  Horfe^  *3ut  having  joined  the  Arrny,  hfc 
&w  himfelf  obliged  to  yield  to  the  Baron  of 
Jionab^  who  was  older  than  himfelf,  and  had 
in  his  Power  the  main  Force  thereof;  he  was

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Nobility,  brave  Officers  of  great  Expexience,  Hcnrylil.

He  di- 
Tided  all  his  Forces  ihto  tWo  Bodies,  one  where- 
of was  to  be  under  the  0)mmand  of  the  Duke 
of  G«//^, which  <vas  compoftd  of  twenty  Troops 
of  Horfe,  and  four  Regitoentfi  of  Foot.  The 
other  Was  to  be  conimanded  by  the  King  Jiim- 
felf.

wrote  to  the  Duke  of  Parma^  Goyiernor  of  the 
Low  Countries^  who  fent  to  his  AflGiftance  300 
Horfe,  he  received  a  like  Number  iromBalagny 
Governor  of  Cambray ;  with  tbefe  Forces,  at 
the  Duke  oi  Lorajn^s  Intreaties,  he  fct;  out,  and 
arrived  at  Nancy  on  the  27th  of  Augufi,

prized  by  the  Catholicks  on  the  i6th  of  .^i^- 
gufty  Hbaded  by  the  Count  of  la  Suze^  was  re- 
taken by  Les  Diguieres^s  Lieutenants,  on  the 
19th;  they  had  but  1200  Men  againft  above 
3000  ftrongly  retrenched  in  the  Town,  having 
three  Pieces  of  Cannon  at  their  Front ;  never- 
thelefs,.  the  Catholicks  loft  in  that  Day  more 
than  2000  killed  upon  the  ipot,  amonsft  whom 
Were  the  Count  or  la  Suze^  many  t&en  Pri- 
foners,  feveral  wounded^  and  very  few  efcaped 
fafef^;.

Siich  was  the  lamentable  End  of  Henry  Prince  ^^  yj 
of  CpfidSj  adorned  with  all  the  Virtues  of  his  u-yi^ 
Father  without  any  of  his  Blemifhes.  In  this  ^>  Pr/Vrr# 
Prince,  Fortitude  and  Humanity,  Valour  ^^d^^^^^^ 
Courtefy,  Prudence  and  I^iberality,  Eloquence  ^^j^^ 
^nd  Majefty,  vied  one  with  another ;  nothing 
was  wanting  in  him  but  better  Times  and  a  bet  -  * 
ter  Fortune ;  for  he  was  brought  up  and  exer- 
c;ifed  in  Adverfities  during  the  whole  Courfe  of 
his  fhort  Life,  (he  was  but  35  Years  old  when  he 
died)  he  was  near  to  be  undone  as  well  as  his  Fa-^ 
ther  at  the  Afiair  of  Amboife  j  then  expofed  with 
him  to  the  continual  Dangers  of  the  Civil  Wars, 
before  he  was  able  to  bear  Arms.  After  his  Fa- 
tjicr's  Murthcr  he  faw  himfelf  tofled  to  and  fro 
by  the  like  Civil  Wars,  efcaping  narrowly  fron^ 
Sartholomevfs-day  Maflacre,  he  redeemed  his 
Life  by  his  Captivity,  and  his  Liberty  by  his 
Exile :  Then  being  carried  away  by  the  violent 
Stream  of  the  Civil  Wars,  he  returned  from 
Germany  into  France  with  an  Army,  the  Com^

Then  the  Lea-> 
tuers  having  renewed  the  War*  as  he  Was  be-* 
fieging  Brouages  deceived  by  the  Vain  Honest 
of  taking  poflefliqn  of  Jngers*  Caftle^  te  left 
flie  Siege,  crofled  the  LoirCi  waa  in  great 
danger  of  being  routed,  and  had  the  Mortifica- 
fioft  to  fee  the  Difiipation  oi  his  fine  Troops  and 
hfe  himfelf  obliged  to  put  his  Security  in  flight, 
and  to  look  for  a  Retreat  in  the  Ifle  of  Guefn- 
fiy.  Then  having  overcome  that  Calamity,  thro' 
the  generous  Affiftarice'  of  Queeh  Elizabeib^  he 
returned  to  Rochelky  was  prefent  at  the  Battle 
of  CoutraSy  where  he  was  in  great  danger  of  his 
Life,  having  had  his  Horfe  killed  under  him, 
and  being  himfel/  wounded  y  at  laft  he  ended 
his  trdublefome  Life  in  the  lamentable  manner 
V/'e  have  faid.  He  left  two  Daughters  and  a 
Sdn^  pfhlstwoWiVesj  viz.  Catharine 'D^ugh- 
t'Qv  of  Mary  of  C/eves  his  firft  Wife,  and  Eleo^ 
ror  DauQhter  of  Char  lot  t  a  de  la  TrehioUille  his 
fc'cond  Wife  j  his  Son  was  Henry ^  born  fix 
Months  after  his  Deceafe^ 

U  tM  Enemies  of  that  gfeat  Man  and  moft 
iflufti-ious  Prince^  if  the  Duke  of  Gui/e  himfelf^ 
i^ho  had  admired  and  dreaded  his  moft  incom- 
pahible  Virtues  during  his  Life,  could  not  re- 
ffain  /rbm  'fears  when  he  heard  the  News  of 
hi§  iJeath,  what  were  not  the  Anguifties,  Griefs 
arid  Lamentations  of  his  Friends  ?  The  King  of 
J^av'arre  his  firft  Coufin  was  deeply  afFedted 
ivith  that  Lofs,  at  firft  he  fhed  a  Flood  of  Tears, 
liyihgi  that  he  had  lofi  his  own  Right  Arm  -,  h« 
Went  te  5/.  Johni  and  ordered  a  ftrift  Inquiry  to 

be 
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be  made  after  the  Guilty  and  their  Accompli-  Henrylil 
CCS,  and  to  punifh  them  with  the  utmoft  Seve-     ^'^^^: 
rity.     As  ta  the  Reformed  Party,  they  refented  f^^  y^" 
that  Loft  as  the  greateft  that  could  befal  them^ 
the  Truft  they  put  in  him  was  fo  much  the 
greater,  that  they  were  well  fatisfied  as  to  the 
Uprightnefs  of  his  Intentions,  and  his  ftedfeft 
Adherence  to  their  Religion.  And  indeed  confi-- 
dering  that  he  was  not  firft  Prince  of  the  Blood, 
one  may  fafely  depend  upon  this,  that  Am- 
bition nor  any  other  fuch  human  Motive,  but 
a  thorough  PerTuaHon  grounded  upon  a  certain 
Knowledge  of  the  Truths  of  the  Reformed  Re- 
ligion caufed  his  ftridt  Adherence  to  it.

Opportunity  not  only  of  making. his  Efcape^ 
but  alio  a^  publick  Recantation  of  his  Fault  at 
Sirajbourg^  and  let  flip  no  Opportunity  of  fhew- 
ing  forth  his  difinterefted  Attachment  to  the 
Reformed  Party,  no  wonder  if  he  was  fo  much 
regretted  by  them  after  his  Death. 

As  to  the  Parifians^  their  blind  Zeal  made 
them  run  almoft  mad  upon  this  Occafion,  they 
were  overjoyed  at  this  melancholy  News,  think- 
ing and  firmly  believing  that  the  Prince's  Death 
ought  to  be  afcribed  to  their  fervent  Prayers, 
their  Proceffions  and  other  fuperftitious  Acfts  of

K^^^Y'mmj  determined  certainly  whether  he  was  glad  of  or 
ferry  for  that  Death,  toffed  from  the  publick 
Commotions  of  the  Parijians  to  the  private  Af- 
fections and  Paflions  of  his  Favourites,  his  poor 
Soul  always  bent  to  Lazinefs  longed  after  a  Reft 
which  the  feditious  Faction  of  the   Leaguers 
would  not  allow  him  to  enjoy. 
CCIII.       They  had  a  ftrong  Party  even  in  the  King's 
Archhlfljof  Council,  which  was  increafed  by  the  AccefSon 
'ichr^s     ^f  L'Efpinac  Archbifhop  of  Lyons.     We  have 
openly  for  obfervcd  above,  that  that  Prelate  having  profcf- 
tbeLeagu€.{cd  formerly  the  Reformed  Religion  feigned  at

of  Efpernoriy  who  was  then  prefent,  and  known 
to  be  in  the  Intereft  of  that  Prince,  could  not 
refrain  his  Refentment,  but  afk'd  the  Prelate  be- 
fore the  whole  Council,  whether  a  Man   who 
kept  a  criminal  Converfation  with    his    own 
Sifter,  who  fold  every  thing  in  the  Church,  e- 
ven  the  moft  facred,  who  had  wafted  riotoufly, 
and  in  fhameful  and  fcandalous  Debaucheries, 
not  only  his  own,  butalfo  his  Relations  Eftatcs, 
was  a  fit  Man  to  be  invefted  with  the  firft  Dignity 
of  the  Church  ?

II.  and  threatned  him  with  a  like  Fate.  Thence- 
forward that  Lord  went  by  no  other  Name  a- 
mongft  the  Leaguers  but  that  of  Gaverfton^  they 
took  it  to  be  the  Anagram  of  his  Name,  and 
true  it  is  that  by  tranfpofing  the  Letters  of  the 
Name  Noguarest  you  will  find  that  of  Ga- 
ve rston  ;  but   how  will  that  infer  a  Simili- 
tude of  Fate  from  the  Similitude  of  Letters? 
Nothing  but  a  violent  Paffion  can  be  fatisfied 
with  it  (/). 

Now  the  ParifianSj  fenfible  of  the  greatnefs  CCIV. 
of  their  unnatural  Rebellion,  expefting  no  fs,- PHfat  pre* 
vour  from.- the  King,  if  once  awakened  from  his^^'^'^/^^ 
Sloth,  he  undertook  to  dohimfelf  Juftice,  ^^^^  cade! of 
in  the  greateft  Anxieties;  they  dreaded  him,  tho*  Paris, 
they  had  for  him  the  utmoft  Contempt ;  there- 
fore they  infifted  warmly   with  the  Duke  of 
Guife  and  fent  him  every  day  Meflages  one  af- 
ter another  to  haften  his  coming  to  the  City  to 
put  himfelf  at  their  Head.     That  Lord  waver- 
ing between  the  Greatnefs  of  the  Attempt  and 
the  unavoidable  Confcquences  thereof,  and  the 
Danger   wherein    his   Friends    and   Aflbciares 
were  at  Paris  of  being  difcovered  and  puniftied 
after   their  Deferts,  was  at   a  ftand,  confider-  *

by he  would  have  been  weakened  too  much, 
and  to  reduce   likewife  the  Numbec   of  the 
Chiefs.     Then  not  trufting  too  much  in  the 
Trainband  Officers,  he  thought  proper  to  fend 
Urbain  De  Laval  Lord  of  Bois  Dauphin^  Charles 
De  Brijfacj  Meneville^  De  Gomercn^  De  Ricbe- 
bourgj  Guedon  Lord  of  Efclavolles  and-  of  Ch^ 
fnpisy  having  all  a  great  Intereft  either  by  thdr 
Birth  or  their  Offices;  befides  them  he  fent  fome 
others  of  left  Note,  and  500  Horfes  under  the 
Command  of  the  Duke  of  Jumale^  to  be  quar* 
tered  in  the  neighbouring  Villages  of  P^m  (/)• 
In  the  mean  while  La  Cbapelle  MarteatLwA 
Buffy  Le  CUrc^    the  two  Firebrands   of  thc: 
L^gue  in  that  City,p]otted  to  kill  the  King  and 
the  Duke  of  Efpernon  together ;  it  was  an.eafy 
matter  for  them,  as  they  thought,  if  his  Majef- 
ty  and  the  Duke  went  mafked  during  the  Car- 
nival, as  they  ufed  to  do.     But  being  informed 
of  the  Plot  by  the  Chancellor,  who  had  it  from 
Nicholas  Poulain  above  mentioned,  he  did  for- 
bear filch  things.     How  great  foever  Was  the 
Danger  he  had  been  in,  it  was  not  fufficient  to 
awake  him  out  of  his  natural  Sloth,  and  to 
watch  more  narrowly  for  his  own  Prcfervation, 
the  bafe  Fillequier  giving  him  always  to  under- 
ftand  that  he  was  too  well  beloved  by  the  Pa- 
rijiansj  and  that  they  would  never  attempt  any 
thing  againfl:  his  facred  Perfon,  affirming  im- 
pudently that  whatever  was  reported  by  Pou- 
'  lain  and  others  were  but  Calumnies ;  nay,  he 
threatened  P-culain  himfelf  with  Death'  if  he

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Reports,     ha  Chapelle  Marteau  had  already  Henry IIT.

Beftig  grown 
Biore  audacbus  through  Jmpunity,  reckoning 
themfelves  20000  armed  Men  ftrong  in  the 
City,  they  plotted  to  attack  the  Louvre^  and 
having  Hain  the  King's  Guards,  to  feize  hie  M^- 
jefty,  and  murder  the  Puke  of  Efpemon  and 
all  thofe  that  were  fufjucious  unto  them.  The 
Plot  was  declared  to  the  King  by  the  feme  NU 
cholas  Poulain  one  of  the  Accomplices,  who  fet 
down  in  writing  his  Pepo(ition  by  his  Mijefty's 
Command.  T^is  happened  on  the  2 2d  of  ^r 
pril\  the  next  Day  the  King  caafed  ^  gredt 
Number  of  Coats  of  Mail  to  be  brought  pub- 
lickly  into  the  Louvre^  that  Sight  caft  a l>imp 

•  in  the  Confpirators  Minds,  thfey  queftioned  not 
but  that  their  Plot  was  difcovered,  and  thought 
themfelves  undone ;  and  indeed  fd  they  ak^ou14 
have  been,  had  the  King  periifted  in  ex^rtirig 
himfelf  ftrcnuoufly :  it  would  have  been  very 
eafy  for  him  to  take  all  thefe  ArchrRebels  as 
in  a  Net,  had  he  fent  a  main  Force  to  feizethem 
in  the  Houfe  of  Chapelle  Marteau^  where  they

Conference,    having    fent  word   to,  the  King,    ^gyf" 
that  fhe  and  the  Duke  of  Guife  defired  to  con- 
fer with  him,  they  went  to  the  Louvre^   ftie 
beiiig  carried   in  her  Chair,  and    he   walking. 
The  King  received  him  with  a  fad  Countenance^ 
he  alked  him  why  he  was  come  againft  his  Or- 
ders ?  He  anfwered,   that  he  was  come  firft  to 
tender  his  Majefty  his  moft  humble  Duties  and 
Services  ;' then  to  lay  his  Head  at' his  Feet, 
if  he  was  found  guilty  of  the  Crimes  laid  to 
his  Charge ;    laftly,  to  die  with  feveral  of  his 
Friends^  that  were  deftined  to  deftruftion  as  it 
was  publickly  rumoured.

French  entered  the  City,  and  took  pofl^^cm 
of  xh^'Market-Hallsyoi  St.  John's  Church-yard, 
of  Grevis-Place^  of  the  New- Market^  near  the 
Hi  tie  Bridge^  in   order  to  feize  like  wife  M^^' 
herCS'Flace  ;  but  had  the  King  and  the.  Kipg: 
dom  been  adually  fokl  tp  the  Du^eof\G«^ 
by  the  Queen  Mother  and  the  profligate.  ^#/fe- 
quier^  they  could  not  have  betrayed  botl>  into 
his  hands  in  a  more  odious  and  fquidalou; 
Way  than  they  did  on  this  Occafion  ;  for  the 
King  having  taken  that  Step,  ought  to  have 
purfued   his  Meafures  with  Vigour,    that  he 
might  keep  in  awe  his  rebellious  Subjefts,  de- 
feat their  wicked   Defigns,   and  bring   their

;3iand  the  Soldiery  in  the  King's  Name,  not  tp 
(iir,  or  ofFer  ^y  Injury   to  the  Inhabitants, 
which  he  did  ;  but  was  laughed  at  by  the  Rab- 
ble, who  growing  more  and  more  feditious 
and  wicked  through  Impunity,  began  to  chain 
the  Streets,  and  to  fhut  up  the  Avenues  with 
Hpgftieads  full  of  Earth  ;  the  Windows  were 
ibon  furnifhed  with  abundance  of  Stones,  and 
other  like  Materials  for  throwing  upon   the 
Soldiers  or  others  that  would  have  offered  to 
make  any  Refiftance:    This  was  called  the 
Barricadoes,  they  were  carried  fo  far,  and 
with  fuch  Expedition,  that  before  Noon,  they 
were  brought  almoft  to  the  very  Gates  of  the 
LouvrCy  and  thofe  6000  Men,  Switzers  and 
French^  which  had  been  introduced  into  the 
City  the  Night  before,  faw  thcmfelvcs  fliut  up 

fo 
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Hcnryiri.fo  clofely,  tharf  it  Was  impoflible  for  them  to 
'5|?-  cfcape ;  forj  in  purfuance  of  the  Court's  Or- 
^  v"  d^rs,  they  Had  tamely  fufFered  the  Mutineers 
to  chain  up  the  Streets,  and  to  advance  their 
Retrenchments,  without  daring  to  ftir,  no  more 
than  marble  Statups.  The'Dulce  of  Guife  had 
kept  to  his  Houife  moft  part  of  the  Morning, 
with  his  Friends  and  a  few  armed  Men  ;  but 
about  Mid- day  he  went  out  into  the  next  Street, 
having  on  him  a  Riding- j^oat,  and  Ihowirig 
a  ftout  Countenance,  he  walked  with  the  Arch- 
bifhop  of  Lyons^  anfwering'  to  the  Meflages 
dtfpatched  to  him  almoft  every  Minute  by 
the  Confpirators.  He  faw  himfelf  in  a  Con- 
dition of  giving  Law  to  him  of  whom  he 
ought  to  receive  it,  and  impj-dvcd  that  Oppor- 
tunity fo  far,  that  the  Kipg  ftood  as  it  were 
obliged  to  him,  for  his'  haviri^  fufFered'  his 
tjuards  to  retire  fafe,  inftead  ot  cutting  them 
to  pieces,  as  he  might  cafily. have  done.  They 
had  been  furrounded,  as  afoteHiic},  by  the  Se- 
ditious, and  were  in  the  utmoft  danger,  with- 
out any  means  to  efcape,  when  the  Dtike  of 
Guife  coming,  at  his  Perfuafibn,  the  Seditious 
let  them  go  d^farmed,  two  by  two,  with  a 
Stick  in  their  Hands,  and  at  I^ft  at  his  Intrea- 
ties  their  Arms  were  reftored  to  them.  As  to 
'the  Switzers^  that  were  in  the  New-AIarket- 
'Place,  it  fared  not  fo  well  with  them  as  with 
the  French  Guard*?,  for  above  fixty  were  killed 
or  wounded  with  Muiket-Shdts  or  Stones  from 
the  Windows; 

For  ftirring  up  the  Mob,  a  Rumour  had 
been  fpread  by  theDuchefsof  Afo»//>^»^^r*sSug- 
geftion,  that  the  King  intended,  as  foon  as  the 
V'lty  {hould  be  reduced  to  his  Power,  to  have 
th-e  [?ood  Catholicks  who  oppofed  the  pernici- 
ous Di'figns  of  the  Politicians  to  be  hangM  and

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'  ftrangled  before  the  Palace,-  for  which  purpofe Henry m, 
he  had  caufed  fcveral  Gibbers  to  be  ^^edted,  p'^SS.^ 
and  had  fent  for  many  Executioners  which  he    tus  V. 
had  kept  concealed  in  the  faid  Palace  all  the  <  -^v-  ^^ 
Night;    Tho'  the  Falfhood  of  that   Report 

•  was  eafy  to  be  difcovered,  neverthelefs  it  can- 
jiot  be  conceived  how  eafily  that  Tale  got  Cre- 
dit amongft  the  Rabble,  whereby  they  were 
incenfed  to  the  laft  Degree. 

i-  '  In   the  Evening,  feveral   Corps  de  Guard  ^^^' /«'- 
were  fet  in.  the  Crofs-Streets  and  publick  Pla-'|^^'^^' 

<  ces,  and  the  Provoft  of  the  Merchants  having 
fent  unto  them  the  Watch- word  in  the  King!s 

•  Name,  as  ufital,  they  refufed  it,  but  received 
it  from  the  Duke  of  Gutfe^  ■  whrch  was  the  firft 
Tok^n  they  galve  of  an  op>en  Rebellion.    -The 

•Night  was  fpent  in  Troubles,  Anxieties  and 
Fears  On  one  Side,  and  great  Motions  on  the 
other  •,  the  Duke  of  Guife  being  foUicitous  for 
what  the  fofeign' Powers- would  think  and  fay 
of  his  Behaviour,  fent  the  Count  oi BriJJac  to 
the  Earl  of  Stafford^  the  Englijh  Embaffador, 
for  to  fright'him  if  poflible,  confidering  the 
Danger  he  was  in  of  being  forced  and  mur- 
dered in  his  own  Houfe  by  the  Rabble,  ft  ill 
incens'd  againft  Queen  JElizabeth^  for  the 
Execution  of  Mary  Queen  of  Scots  j  there- 
fore he  had  Orders  to  offer  to  the  faid  Em- 
baflador  a  Safe-Guard  from  the  faid  Duke, 
and  at  the  fame  time  to  have  the  Houfe 
fearched  by  fome  of  his  Attendants,  becaufe  it 
had  been  malicioufly  fpread  abroad,  that  the 
Earl  kept  armed  Men  concealed  in  his  own 
Houfe.  But  all  the  fine  Rhetorick  and  Devices 
of  Brijfac  proved  fruitltfe,.  his  Excellency  an- 
fwered  him  in  a  Way  perfedUy  fuitable  to  his 
Quality  and  Charadler,  and  having  fpoke  free- 

ty  his  Mind'  concerning  what  had  been  done,

:^h  was  the  Suocefe  cf  the  Barric^does,  £) 
KMch  itttomaed  in  the  (tiftocy  of  this  Reign  ^ 
%  l>iv»  wherein  the  Royal  Mi^dfty  was  trampled 
ve<ter  toot ;  the  Duke  of  Gm/I^s  Power  and 
Auehority  fettled,  ^d  his  Raflineis,  littended 
with  a  Succefs  far  exceeding  his  Hopes,  at  leaft 
for  a  Time.  It  is  credibly  reported  that  when 
Sixtus  V.  a  Man  of  very  quick  Parts,  never 
forgetting  an  Injury,  and  who  knew  perfedly 
well  how  to  maintain  his  Authority,  was  told 
^f  the  Coming  of  the  Duke  of  Gnife  to  Par 
ris^  and  to  the  Courts  he  exclaimed  fuddeniy. 
Oh!  the  rajb  Man^  who  fo  imprudently  puts 
himfelf  in  the  Claws  of  a  Prince  jujtly  incenfcd 
againji  him.  But  being  told  at  the  fame  time, 
that  he  had  been  kindly  received  by  the  King, 
and  let  go  without  any  Harm  5  Oh!  the  coward- 
ly and  filly  Prince,  fays  he,  who  lets  efcape  an 
Enemy ^  born  for  his  own  Deftrultion^  when  be 
has  a  fair  Opportunity  in  his  own  hands^  of 
being  revenged  of  him.

fiigtrt.  ceding  Day,'  was  attended  this  Day  with  a 
Defign  no  lefs  fliameful,  tho*  more  fafe,  viz.  To

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Years  before  from  Warfan»  \  whether  his  Mo-  Henry  III, 
ther  and  VilUquier  were  privy  to  it,  or  whether     ^  S8|: 
he  confulted  onJy  his  own  Fears,  that  I  can't  f^  y^ ' 
tell  precifely,  tho*  ^buanus  feems  to  infinuate,  v.^^iv'^^j 
that  he  afted   by  his  Mother's  Confent,  but 
Pafquier  denies  it.    However  being  told  that 
the  Seditious    were    about    to  furround   the . 
Louvre   on  all  fidea    with  8000   Men,   and 
would  at  any  rate  feize  him,  he  went  out  a- 
bout  Mid-day,   the  13th  of  May^    thro*  the 
new  Gate  ta  the  Tuilleries  Gardens^  where  he 
xi^as  wont  to  walk,  and  where  having  put  oa 
bis  Boots  in  all  hafte,  he  ran  away  with  thofe 
of  his  Servants  and  Courtiers  that  could  follow 
him,  fome  on  Horfeback  without  Saddle  or 
Stirrups,    others  walking,  all  in  a  miferable 
Condition,  they  having  had  no  Time  to  pre- 
pare themfclvea  for  fuch  a  Journey.     He  lay 
that  Night  at  ^rappes^  and  the  next  Day  he 
arrived  at  Chartres  (m).     A  few  Days  after, 
the  Parifians  (ent  a  (ham  Proceilion  of  CapUi^ 
cinii   feigning-  to  crave  the  King's  Pardon,  and 
that  he  would  return  to  Paris. 

As  Ibon  as  the  King  of  Navarre  received  lie  King 
the  News  of  what  had  been  done  at  Paris^  and?^^*-  _ 
the   fad  Condition  the  Moft  Chriftian  ^^Z^^l^.' 
was  reduced  to,    he  difpatch'd  the  Lord  of 
Monluet  de  Rambouillet  to  his  Majefty,  with 
offers  of  his  and  the  Reformed  Party's  Ser- 
vices, intreating  him  moft  earneftly  to  accept 
of  them  ;  but  tho*   the  King  was   very  well 
pleafed  with  thefe  Offers,  neverthelefs  he  durft . 
not  admit  the  Envoy  to  his  Audience,  left  he 
fhould  increafe  the  jealouiies  of  the  Le^uc. 

That  occafioned  the  feigned  Mifunderftand- 
ing  between  the  King  of  Navarre  and   the 

Count

well-pleafed  with  the  Match.    But  after  eight 
or  nine  Months  Courting,  and  ieveral  great  Ser- 
vices done,  he  faw  himfclf  no  further  forwarded 
as  to  the  Conclufion,  than  the  very  firft  Day, 
which  made  him  uneafy.    Thefe  outward  Ap- 
pearances of  Difcontent  were  very  favourable 
for  the  prefent  Purpcfes,  they  ferved   to  con- 
ceal the  better  the  real  Defigns  of  that  Prince's 
leaving  the  King  ofNavarre^  in  order  to  return 
to  the  King  oi  France  •,  and  it  is  what  moft  part 
of  the  Hiftorians  of  thofe  Days  have  not  been 
acquainted  with,   having  taken  this-  Separation 
as  a  real  Rupture  between  thefe  two  Princes. 
But  the  Truth  is,  that  the  Count  of  Soijfons  was 
fully  enamoured  with  Princefs  Catharine^  and 
would  not  have  defifted  on  any  account  j  that 
however,  firm  to  the  Intereft  of  the  Houfe  of 
Bourbon^  which  was  his  own,  he  yielded  to 
the  Sollicitations  of  his  Friends,  efpecially  the 
Marfhalof  y^«w^«/,  and  fho wing  forth  an  eager 
Defire   of  being    reconciled    v^ith    the    Moft 
Chriftian  King,  he  took  his  Leave  of  the  King 
of  Navarre  at  Rochelle^  in  the  beginning  of 
yuly\  that  duPleffis  improved  this  Opportu- 
nity for   trying  again    to  reconcile  the    two 
Kings;    and  that   the   Count,  of  Soi[fons  was 
charged  with  a  particular  Inflrucftion  from  the 
King  of  Navarre  for  bringing  about  that  Re- 
qonciliation  ;  but  tho'  his  Majcfty  was  iatisfy*d 
in  himfelf.with  the  Solidity  and  Strength  of

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the>Reafons  brought  by  the  King  of  Navarre^  Henrylll^ 
neverthelefs   be  dared  not  to  declare  ^P^^h  pde  Six- 
bis  Mind  ;  on  the  contrary,  he  afted  the  Part    tus  V. 
of  an  irreconcileable  Enemy,  as  we  fhall  fay  ^-^--v-**^ 
prefently  (n).  '  , 

It  was  impoflible  for  the  Duke  of  Guife  to 
diflemble  his  Grief  and  Aftonifhment  when 
he  heard  the  King  was  gone,  At  firft,  he  made 
bitter  Complaints  and  Reproaches  to  the  Queen- 
Mother,  telling  her  fhe  had  deceived  him, 
and  that  his  Enemies  had  advifed  her  to  it, 
to  render  him  odious  and  criminal  in  the  Eyes 
of  all  France^  and  of  all  Sovereign  Powers: 
But  afterwards  he  was  mollified,  and  made' 
humble  Submiffions  to  that  Princefs. 

When  the  News  of  the  Ptfrj/f^«  Revolution  . 
reached  the  Provinces,  Orleans^  BourgeSy  Ami- 
ens^ Abbeville  and  feveral  other  Places  where  • 
t\iQ  Leaguers  were  ftroogeft,  they  declared  them-  .

At  the  fame  Time,  the  News.of  the  li^yi^-  A Jham

Negociating    an   Agreement,     The*Dake  of 
Guife  on  his  pare  defired  the   fame,    that  he 
might  afterwards  play  his  Game  more  furely,  .

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Hcnrylll.  and  have  the  King  in  his  power  ;•  that  he  liripht 
1588.    govern  all,  and  attempt  whatever  he  pleated, 
W8  v!*  Therefore  the  Queen- Mother,  fct  hcrfetf  to 
work,  not  for  feeking  Means  of  making  a  ibiid 
Agreement,  but  rather  for  bringing  Matters  t» 
fuch  a  Point,  that  there  might  be  always  Need 
of  her.     So  the  Dake  oiGuife  drew  up  an 
ample  Petition  in  the  Name  of  the  Princes, 
the  City  of  Paris^  and  of  all   the  Catholicb 
in  the  Kingdom  ;  containing  in  Subftance,  die 
fame  Articles  which  had  been  agreed  in  the 
Conference  of  Nancj^    and  which  had  be- 
fore been  propofed  to  the  King  as  abovefaid. 
The  Queen- Mother  went  to  Chartres^  and 
prefented  the  faid  Petition  to  the  King;  he 
anfwered  that  he  had  always  a  great  DelSre  to 
unite  all  his  Subjeds  in  one  Religion,  to  eafe 
them  of  the  Oppreifions  which  the  Calamities 
of  the  Times  had  brought  upon  them,  to  hear 
all  their  Complaints,  and  to  ffudy  means  to 
fatisfy  them  5  to  which  End  he  was  refolvcd 
to  fummon   the  States  of  the  Kingdom  to 
meet    at  Bloisj    in   Auguft  next,    where    he 
would  eflicacioufly  take  off  the  Fears  the  Ca- 
thoHcks  were  pre  poflefs*d  with,  of  falling  un- 
der the  Dominion  of  Hugonots ;  he  granted  a 
general  Amncfty  for  whatever  had  been  done 
out  of  a  good  Zeal.     But  the  Reconciliation 
was  not  perfe6led  till  the  Spanijh  Armada  ap- 
peared in  the  Channel  which  alarmed  the  Kings 
for  tho'  he  knew  that  it  was  intended  againft 
England y  yet  he  feared  that  they  might  make 
a  Defcent  upon  France ;  and  that  the  League, 
unlefs  he  agreed  timely  with  them,  would  open 
fome  Door  to  the  Spaniands^  and  buy  their  Af- 
fiftance  at  the  Coft  of  the  State,  as  they  had  al- 
ready done.     This  determined  him  to  fign  an 
Agreement   with  the  Chiefs  of  the  I^aguc^ 

cfpeciaJly 
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efpecially  with  the  Duke  of  Guifey  he  granted  .Henry  III. 
him  the  Office  of  Great-Mafter  of  the  French  y^5^^|. 
Gendarmery^  which  in  eiFeA  was  but  a  Peri-     tus  V\** 
phrafis  of  the  word  Conftable,  he  created  him 
Lieutenant-General  of  the  Kingdom  ;  and  pub- 
lifhed  on  the  ^thoijuly  an  Edidt  of  Re-union, 
wherein  the  Reformed  were  handled  very  fe- 
verely.  This  done,  the  King  and  the  Duke  of 
Guife  had  an  Interview  at  CbartreSj    by  the 
Queen-Mother*s  Interpofition, 

All  thefe  Favours  heaped  one  upon  another, 
would  not  however  fatisfy  the  Leaguers y  unlefs 
the  Cardinal  of  Bourbon  was  honoured  with 
fome  new  Pre-eminence,  which  might  flatter 
his  vain  Ambition,  and  give  them  a  plaufible 
Pretence  for  breaking  the  Order  of  the  Suc- 
ceffion.  So  on  the  17th  o(  Auguft^  he  was 
obliged  to  grant  Letters  Patents,  whereby  the 
faid  Cardinal  was  acknowledged  firft  Prince  of 
the  Blood  j  this  theLeaguers  had  the  mofl:  ea- 
gerly purfued. 

But  tho'  the  King  feigned  outwardly  to  hav6 
broken  oflF  all  manner  of  Correfpondence  with 
the  T^mgoi l^avarre^  nevertheless  he  fent  at  this 
very  time  Mr.  de  St.  Cotombe^  Colonel  {MeftreTht  Kang 
de  Camp)  in  the  King's  Guards,    he   was  zf^ndsfomg 
Bearnefe^  and  confequently  a  natural  Subjed  to^'^^J^v^ 
the  King  of  Navarre  ;    under  Pretence  of  a^^Na-' 
Journey  into  his  own  Country  for  fettling  his.varre. 
AiFairs,  he  was  to  pay  his  Refpefts  to  his  Na- 
v^rr^/^  Majefty  then  at  Rochelle,  which  he  did 
accordingly,  and  delivered  fecretly  his  Meflage, 
which  was  to  the  following  Purport ;  That  the 
Moft  Chriftian  King  was  indifpenfibly  obliged 
to  convene  the  States  of  the- Kingdom   and 
there  to  difinherit  his  Navarrefe  Majefty,  unlcfs  . 
by  a  publick  Recantation  he  ftiould  renounce 
the  Reformed  and  adhere  to  the  Catholick  Re-  * 
.V.  III.  Part  II.  LI  ligipnj. 
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^^^^^^•ligion;  That  if  he  would  comply  with  thefc 
p\^  Siic-  Terms  and  return  tO'  Court,  he  was  fure  that 
tus  V.  every  thing  (hould  fucceed  in  the  States,  after 
their  Wifhes,  and  that  their  common  Enemies 
would  be  confounded  ;  That^being  united  to- 
gether, it  would  be  eafy  for  him  to  refume  his 
former  Authority,  and  reftore  Peace  in  the 
Kingdom. 

The  King  of  Navarre  was  exceedingly  mov- 
ed by  St.  Colofnbe*s  Arguments,  and  in  truth 
had  it  not  been  for  Du  Pleffis*s  warm  Remon- 
llrances,  he  would  have  complied  with  every 
thing  which  the  King  required  of  him,  not 
confidering  that  there  was  no  Security  for  him, 
and  that  the  Duke  of  Guife  was  already  gone 
too  far  to  defift,  upon  his  change  of  Re- 
ligion, being  fo  ftrongly  fupported  within 
and  without  the  Kingdom  ;  fo  that  he  ran  the 
Hazard  to  lofe  all  his  Friends,  without  being 
fure  of  conquering  a  fingle  Enemy.  Thefe 
Confiderations  prevailed  at  laft  upon  his  Mind, 
he  difmifled  St.  Colombe  with  a  rcfpeftful  and 
dutiful  Anfwer  to  his  Moft  Chriftian  Majefty, 
excufing  himfelf  for  not  accepting  his  moft 
gracious  Offers,  becaufe  his  Confciencc  did  not 
allow  him  to  yield  to  the  Terms  propofcd 
unto  him  (o).  *     • 

The  Clergy  advanced  five  hundred  thoufand 
Crowns  for  the  making  of  War  againfl  He- 
refy  ;  and  two  Armies  were  raifed  to  be  main- 
tained with  that  Money  :  The  Duke  of  May- 
etjne  had  the  Command  of  one,  and  the  King 
offered  the  other  to  the  Duke  of  Guife ;  but 
thinking  that  it  was  better  for  him  to  keep 
about  the  King's  Perfon,  than  to  be  in  the  Ar* 
mies,  he  declined  it,  and  refolved  to  abide  at 
Court.     The  Duke  of  Nevers  had  then  the 
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Gommand  of  that  Army,  which  was  to  ad  in  Henry  III. 
PoitoUy  Xaintonge^  &c.  '5|?' 

Tho*  the  Leaguers  were  carrjring  on  things  ^^^  y^" 
with  fo  high  a  Hand,  they  had  however  no  u^-vr^ 
great  Reafons  to  bJrag  of  their  Succefs  this  Year.    ^C^- 
Their  Pride  was   extremely  humbled  by  tbe^^^" 
total  Rout  of  the  Spanish  Armada.    Pbi- mada rout- 
lip  II.  the  main  Support  of  the  League,  had  ed  by  the 
taken  for  his  Share,  in  the  general  Scheme  the^"g^^^- 
Catholick  Powers  had  laid,  for  the  Deftrudlion 
of  the  Proteftant  and  Reformed  Religion,  the 
Invafion  of  Great  Britain,  beginning  by  Eng^ 
land  \  for  that  End,  he  made  for  five  or  fix 
YearSj  at  a  prodigious  ExpenCe,  fuch  vaft  Pre- 
parations both  by  Sea   and  Land,    but  efpe- 
cially  by  Sea,  as  feemed  fufficient  to  abforb  the 
whole  World  t  And  indeed  had  he  fucceeded, 
as  it   was  likely,  I  don*t  know  what  -human 
Power  of  the  World  could  have  oppofed  hi^ 
Aim  to  an  univerfal  Monarchy  ?  Great  Britain 
and  Ireland  being  united  to  his  former  Domi- 
nions, the  Low  Countries  would   have  been 
forced  of  courfe  to  yield  to  his  Yoke ;  France 
was  not  in  a  Condition  to  cope  with  him,  the 
Leaguers  would  have  helped  him  to  the  Con- 
queft  thereof,  they  had  already  made  two  At- 
tempts upon   Bologn,    that   his  Land-Forcea 
might  have  a  Sea- Port,  where  they  could  make 
a  Defcent.   But  God  Almighty  was  pleafed  to 
chaftife  their  Pride.  That  dreadful  Ar^m  a- 
t>A   did  not  find  the  Englijh,  either  luU'd  a- 
fleep  by   the  vain  Treaties   of  Peace,    with, 
which  the  Council  of  Spain  fought  to  amufe 
them  5  or  divided  amongft  themfelves  about 
Religion ;  or  terrified  by  that  enormous  Force  ; 
whereof  the  Spaniards-  h^d  made  their  Boaft, 
backed  with  the  Thunders  of  Sixtus  V.  again  11 
Queen  Elizabeth  :   But  all  perfedlly  united  to- 
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Hcnrylll.gethcr,  all  ftoutly  refolute  and  well-prepared  to 
Pat^ixx'  ^^^^"^   ^^^  Honour  of  their  generous  Queen, 
tus  V.   and  the  Liberty  of  their  Native  Country.     I 
K^wm^mmmj  don't  Itttenrf  to  give  any  particular  Account  of 
that  Expedition,  fo  well  known  in  this  Coun- 
try.    I  (hall  obfcrve  only,  that  of  that  vaft 
Number  of  Ships,  moft  part  whereof  were  of  a 
monftrous  Size,  and  which  had  been  Six  Years 
in  preparing  and  equipping,  and  had  coft  above 
twelve  Millions  of  Crowns,  before  they  could 
fail  from  Lijbonne  moft  part  in  lefs  than  three 
Weeks  were  deftroyed    one   way    or   other, 
•   with  the  Lofs   of  ten   thoufand  Men   either 
killed  or  drowned,  and  a  thoufand  Prifoners 
that  were  brought  to  London  j  fome  of  whom 
perceiving  fenfibly  Almighty  God's  Finger  m 
their  Defeat,  were  fo  impious  as  to  (ay  that  for 
certain,  the  Lord  Jefus  had  turned  Lutheran,  or 
elfe  they  Jhould  have  fucceeded  in  their  At- 
tempt (p), 
CCVI.        But  if  the  League  was  fo  unkindly  treated 
7he  Duit  by  the  Englijh^  their  good  Friends  in  France 
o/SKvoy   niade  them  amends  for  it,  as  full  as  they  could. 
'Marqui'    Charles  Emmanuel^    Duke  of  Savoy^    always 
faii  of  ia- ready  to  fifh   in  troubled  Waters,  improved 
luces.       this  Opportunity,  for  feizing  on  moft  part  of 
the  Marquifate  of  Saluces^  upon  very  frivolous 
Pretenfions;    he   took    Carmagnole   the   chief 
Town,  in  the  Month  of  September^  wherein 
he  found  four  hundred  Cannon,  B,ullets  and 
Gun- Powder  in  proportion  ;  then  he  wrote  to 
the  Duke  of  Guife^  offering  his  Affiftance  for 
helping  him  to  execute  his  Defigns,  provided 
he  would   yield   unto   him    the  Provinces  of 
Dauphinin  Provence^    and   the  Marquifate  of 
Saluces.   But  the  Duke  unwilling  to  mare  with 
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any  one^  a  Kingdom  which  he  intended  to  keep  Henry ijr. 
whole  for  himfelf,  declined  at  firft  the  Propofi-  pl^^^- 
tions  of  the  Savoyard^  and  without  rejefting  ab-    tus  V. 
fblutely  the  Offer,  he  put  off  the  Confideratlon  u— v^,^*^ 
thereof  to  a  better  Time,  faying  that  the  Har- 
veft  was  not  as  yet  full  ripe.     Emmanuel  was 
provoked  at  this  Anfwer,  which  he  took  for 
a  flat  Denial,  and  in  order  to  be  revenged,  he 
informed  the  King,  by  the  Marquis  ofLuzinge 
his  Embaflador  at  the  Court  of  Frarue,  of  the 
Guifians  wicked  Defigns  againft  his  Majefty^ 
offering  his  Services  and  Affiftance,  and  beg- 
ging that  what  he  had  done  for  his  own  Secu- 
rity, ftiould  not  be  taken  amifs.     What  the 
Confequences  of  that  Affair  were,  and  how  it 
ended  in  the  Reign  of  Henry  IV,  don*t  belong 
properly  to  this  Hiftory  (q). 

By  the  King's  feigned  Reconciliation  with  the  ccvjf. 
Duke  of  Guife^  the  Duke  of  Efpernon  had  been  Union  he- 
obliged  to  leave  the  Court,  and  to  repair  to  ^^|^*  ^ 
his  Government  oi  Ang;ouleme^  where  he  efcaped  andLtn 
very  near  the  being  affaffinated  by  the  feditious  Diguiew. 
Leaguers ;  and  for  three  or  four  Days  he  had 
to  ftruggle  with  the  greateft  Difficulties,  his 
Lady,  who  was  /alien  into  the  Hands  of  his. 
Enemies,  was  in  the  utmoft  Danger  of  her  Life, 
being  threatned  with  Death  if  her  Hufband  did 
not  furrender  himfelf  j  however,  thro*  his  great 
Courage  and   Prefence  of  Mind  he  got  the 
upper  hand   of  the  Seditious,    and   forgiving 
the  Commoners,  he  obliged  the  Nobility  and 
Gentry  who  had  been  the  Fire-brands  of  that 
Sedition,  to  leave  the  City.  This  Treatment  of 
the  Dtjke,  together  with  the  Edi6t  of  Union, pub- 
lifhed  in  July  before,  afforded  the  Lord  Ber- 
nard de  la  Villette  his  Brother,   Governour  of

tus  V.  ^^  ^^^  Diguieres,  Chief  of  the  Reformed  in 

s.^-^'^^rm^Dauphine^  which  was  not  only  approved  by 

the  Duke  of  Efpernon^  but  wherein  he  entered 

himfelf  a  little  after  (r). 

The  King  o(  Navarre^  at  whom  the  Duke 
of  Guife  aimed  principally,  bravely  oppofed  the 
Efforts  of  the  League,    and  endeavoured  to 
fhcw  his  Enemies,  who  at  the  Bottom  aimed 
more  at  his  Pcrfon  than  his  Religion,  that  he 
knew  very  well  how  to  defend  the  one,  by  the 
means  of  the  other.     He  re-took  the  Ifles  of 
Charcn  and  Marans,  which  the  Royalifts  had 
feized    under   the    Command    of  Lavardin^ 
whereby   he  not  only  confirmed    his  Affairs 
in  Xaintonge,  and  Poitou,  but  (enfibly  obliged 
the  Rochetlefe,  who  faw   themfelves   reiftored, 
as  it  were,  to  their  Liberty,  by  thefe  Con- 
quefts  (j). 
CCVIII.      The  Time  drawing  near  for  the  States  of 
States  of  BloiSy  the  Eledlions  for  Deputies  were  carry- 
■^^'        ing  on  in  the  Provinces  with  great  Heats.  The 
King  flattered    himfelf   with   thefe    Notions, 
that  the   Nobility,    whofe  Luftre   proceeded 
from   the  Crown^s ;    the  Clergy,    who  were 
beholden  to  him  for  their  Benefices  and  Pre- 
ferments ;  and  the  Officers  who  received  their 
Srilarics  from  him,  would  fupport  and  ftrength- 
cn  his  Authority,  and  aflift  him  in  the  Reco- 
very of  that  Part  thereof,    which  the   Guifes 
had  wreiled  from  his  Hands.     Therefore  the 
Duke  of  Guife  reiterated  his  Intrigues  in  the 
Provinces,   to  procure  Deputies  at  his  devoti- 
on :    The  Clergy  exerted  all  their  Credit  over 
tliw  People's  Confciences  ;  and  when  they  had 
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furiouQy  declaimed  againft  the  Government,  Henrylll. 
and  pathetically   defcribed  the  great  Miferies  p  '5^^: 
under  which  the  Kingdom  groaned,  they  ex-    ^fjg  V^ 
tolled  to  the   Skies  the  tranfcendent  Virtues 
of  the  Duke  of  Gutfe^  who   would   deftroy 
Tyranny  and  Herefy,  and  reftore  Liberty  and 
Religion  to  their  former  Splendor.    True  it  is, 
that  the  Memoirs  which  I>u  Pleffis  caufed  to 
be  diftributed  in  all  the  Provinces,  concerning 
the  true  Intereft  of  the  Kingdom,    were  effica- 
cious enough  for  obliging  fome  of  them,  to 
give  proper  Inftrudions  to  their  Reprefenta- 
tives  for  demanding  that  the  King  ihould  make 
Peace  with  the  King  of  Navarre.     But  they 
were  but  few  in  Number,  and  their  Voice  was 
fmothered  by  the  Majority,  all  dependent  on 
the  Guifes :  Indeed  the  Buftjes  for  Eleiftions, 
became  fo  open  and  violent,  that  if  any  one 
offered  to  fpeak  the  leaft  Word  Againft  them, 
he  was  deprived  of  his  Right  of  Voting. 

Soon  after  the  News   pf  the  Defeat  and 
Difperfion  of  the  Invincible  Armada,  the 
King  went  to  Blots  \  he  thought  that  the  League 
being   ftunn'd  with  fuch  a  Blow,  the  States 
would  be  more  tradable:  with  that  Notion,  he 
applied  himfelf  to  win  the  Deputies  to  his  In- 
tereft, as  they  arrived,  by  kind  and  honoura- 
ble Ufage,    by  Promifes,  and  by  pathetick  Ar- 
gimients  drawn  from  the  Confideration  of  the 
publick  Good  and  Welfare  of  the  Kingdom : 
But  the  Chief  Leaguers  had  fo  well  worked 
upon  their  Minds  in  the  Provinces,  that  they 
were  incapable  of  any  other  Impreffion.     He 
fent  Orders  to  the  Chancellor  of  Cbiverny  to 
refign  his  Office,  and   the  Seals  were  given  to 
Montholon^  the  Secretaries  VilUroy^    Brulart^ 
Pmary  with  Bellievre^  were  exiled  from  Court ; 
RuZ3  de  Beaulieu^  and  Lexvis  de  Revol   were 
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Hcnrylll-niide  Secretaries  in  their  ftead.     Then  on  Ae 
p  'S^g.*     1 6th  ofOSlober  the  States  began  their  Seflions, 
tus  V.     which  the  King  opened  with  a  long,  fine,  gra- 
cious and  very  moving  Speech ;  the  niain  Scope 
whereof  was  to  give  them  to  underiiand,  that 
he  fmcerely  forgave  all  paft  Offences  and  Inju- 
ries done  to  his  Royal  Majefty,  but  that  he 
expeded  to  fee  the  Royal  Authority  reftored, 
and  that  the  Duke  of  Guife^  (be  did  not  name  him) 
ftould  be  compelled  to  keep  in  the  Bounds  of 
his  Duty  by  the  States*   Authority  ;    that  he 
was  earneftly  defirous  to  reform  the  State  by 
their  Advice,  and  required  their  Affiftance  for 
that  purpofe.     Renaud  de  Beaune^  Archbifhop 
of  Bourges^  was  Speaker  for  the  Clergy  ;  Clau- 
dius of  Beaufremontj  Baron  of  Senefcay^  fpr  the 
Nobility  ;  and  La  Chapelle  Marteau^  the  fa- 
mous Archi'l^aguer  of  Tarts^  for  the  Com- 
mons. The  King  and  the  States  folemnly  fworc 
to  caufe  the  Edi6l  of  Union  ^bove- mentioned 
to  be  obferved  and  executed :  The  Clergy  pro- 
pofed  that  the  Council  of  *Trent  fhould  be  ap- 
proved and  received  in  the  Kingdom,  a  Point 
they  had  been  continually  driving  at  for  twen- 
ty five  Years  together,   but  which  the  Parlia- 
ment had  always  diligently  and  courageoufly 
oppofed  ;  and  on  this  Occafion,  TfiEfpejfes  At- 
torney-General, fpeaking  for  the  Liberties  of 
the  Galiican  Church,  fet  forth,  ^bat  they  were 
not  exorbitant  Privileges^  but  natural  and  com- 
men   Rights^  which  all  Churches  formerly  en- 
joyed^ and  which  that  ^France  bad  been  care- 
ful to  preferve^  without  fujfering  any  Derogation 
from  them,     That  they  ccnjijied  moft  efpecially  in 
two  Points  ;   !>?,  That  the  Pope  bad  no  Power 
to  orddin  or  judge  in  Matters  relating   to  the 
civil  Adminijt ration  within  the  King^s  Domini- 
on J  ;  that  if  he  did^  the  SubjeSs  were  not  bound 
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to  obey  bim,  not  even  tbofe  of  them  that  were  ^tnrylll, 
in  holy  Orders:  The  2d,  That  altho*  the  French  ^^^^: 
do  allow  that  the  Pope  has  the  fupreme  Autho-    ^  y'^"" 
rity  in  Ecclejiaftical  Affairs^  yet  they  never  al- 
lovfd  his  Power  to  be  abfolute^  but  to  be  confined 
within  the  Limits  of  the  holy  Canons^  and  the 
Rules  frefcribed  by  the  ancient  Councils  received 
in  the  Kingdom.  U  Efpeffes  pufhed  the  Clergy 
fo  home   upon   this  Subjeft,    that   tho'  they 
were  fupported   by  the  Nobility,  neverthelefs 
the  Debate  was  broke  ofF  by  a  confufed  Mur- 
niur,  the  Aflembly  rifing  fuddenjy  without  de- 
termining any  thing  upon  it,  nor  was  it  after- 
wards refumed  while  the  States  continued  at 
Blois  (t). 

As  to  the  reft  of  their  Proceedings,  it  will 
be  enough  to  obferve,  that  two  thirds  of  that 
Aflembly  being  wholly  devoted  to  the  League 
and  the  Duke  of  Guife^  they  demanded  of  the 
King,  That  the  ^bfolute  Command  of  the  Ar- 
mies ihould  be  put  into    the  Hands   of  the 
Duke,  with  *the  Title  of  Conftable  -,  and  that 
the  King  of  Navarre  ftiould  be  declared  in- 
capable of  fucceeding  to  the  Crown :  Which 
Points  they  prefled  upon  him  with  the  utmoft 
Earneftnefs  and  Importunity,    till   the  King 
durft  hardly  either  excufe  or  delay  his  Con- 
fent  •,  but  he  complained  bitterly.  That  they 
were  compelling  him  to  divefi  himfelf  of  his  Au- 
thority ^  and  to  dig  a  Grave  for  himfelf  to  be 
buried  in^  whenever  the  Duke  plea^d.     How- 
ever, the  firft  Point  was  to  be  granted,  but  it 
was  never  enjoyed  by  him  :    The  fecond  was 
likewife  granted  out  of  Condefcenfion,  and  on 
the  4th  oi November  the  States  enafted  the  King 
of  Navarre's  Exclufi6n  from  the  Succeflion  to 
the  Crown.     What  hurried  them  to  do  that

Henry Iir.  piece   of  Injuftice  was  a  Petition  fent    to  the 
p'J^ljj^King,  by  the  King  oi  Navarre^  from  Rocbelk^ 
tus  V.   ^whereby  the  Reformed   required   the  Reftora- 
4  ■^■^■J-tion  of  the  KdiA  of  January  1561  -,    The  Af- 
fembly  of  a  National  Council,  fo  many  times 
defircd,  wherein  their  Divines  might  be  heard, 
the   controverted  Points   freely    debated    and 
modeftly   decided ;    The    Reftitution    of  the 
Goods  and  Eftates  forfeited  fince  the  lafl:  Edift 
of  Peace ;  That  the  States  of  the  Kingdom  af- 
^embled  at  Blots  ftiould  approve  the  faid  Peti- 
tion, which  they  had  caufed  to  be  printed,  or 
«lfe  they  excepted  againft  them  (*).     That  Pe- 
tition was  no  fooner   perufed  by   the   Depu- 
ties, efpecially  thofe  of  the  Guijian    Faftion, 
than  they  flew  out  into  a  violent  Paffion,  and 
executed  what  is  above  faid. 
eciX.        During  the  Seifions  of  the  States  at  Blois^  the 
^jJ^j^'^^Rcformcd  held  a  political  Affembly  at  Rocbelk, 
of  the  Re  ^^  ^^^g  o{  Navarre  being  prefent,  for  confi- 
formed      dering  the  propereft  Ways  and  Means  of  diver- 
Churcbes   ting  cr  v/ithftanding   the  violent  Storm   that 
chellc       ^^^  raifing  againft  them;  the  faid  Prince  open- 
ed  the  Seffions  on  the  i6th  oi  November  with 
a  fhort  Speech  tending  to  exhort  them  to  U- 
nion  and  Concord,  to  perfevere  in  their  Loyal- 
ty to  the  King  who   v  as  kept  captive  by  the 
Enemies,  and  to  confider  that  what  he  had  done 
againft  them  proceeded  not  from  his  own  free 
Will,  but  had  been  extorted  from  him  by  force, 
tind  to  make  new  Efforts  for  oppofing  the  wick- 
ed Defigns  of  the  League,  wherein   he  would 
be  always  ready  to  fet  up   himfelf  as  a  Pattern 
to  others.     It  is  obfervable  that  he  prefided  not

but  that  of  Elecftion :  And  it  is  no  iejTs  obfervable    *  5|?- 
that  in  his  whole  Life  he  was  never  fo  feyere-    \^  y^ 
iy  handled  as  he  was  at  this  Tin>e.    The  De- 
puties of  the  Provinces  were  charged  with  very 
mortifying  Jnftruftions  againft  that  Prince,  he 
was  upbraided  for  his  Uqgratefulnefs  to  his  moft 
faithful    Servants  of  the   Reformed  Religion,. 
while  he  beftowed  freely  his  Favours  upon  the.- 
Catholicks  even  upon  the  Leaguers,  on  account 
of  fome  frivolous  Hopes,  likewife  for  his  ex- 
travagant Expenccs  for  the  Support  of  his  Mif- 
treffes,  and  was  obliged  to  bear  with  the  Re- 
proofs of,  the  Minifters  that  were  deputed   ta 
him  for  that  purpofe  ;  nay,  if  Mezeray  is  to  be 
credited,  they  went  fo  far  in  that  Aflembly  as  to 
Debate  whether  it  would  not  be  proper  to  di- 
veft  him  of  the  Protedlorfhip,  and  to  chufe  in 
his  ftead  Prince  Cafimtr.     But  I  4t)n't  find  any 
like  Propofition  in  the  Hiftorians  pf  thofe  Days ; 
true  it  is  that  jyAubignt  fays  that  Complaints 
were  made  againft  the  Protector  a  l  Ty- 
ranny, as  they  ftiled  it,  and  that  the  Depu- 
ties applied  themfelves  to  bring  tbat  OflSce  into 
the  Compafs  of  its  primitive  Rules.    Du  Plfffis 
in  his  Memoirs,  and   his  Biographer,  fpeak  of 
fome  Heats  and  Jealoufies  which  caufed  at  firft 
fome  divifion  in  that  Aflembly,  but  they  don't 
enter  into  any  Particulars  of  that  kind.     Thuanas 
relates  what  was  enafted  in  that  Aflembly,  with- 
out mentioning  any  Debate,  much  lefeupon  fuch 
aSubjeft.  Howbeit,  through •  the Interpofit ion  of 
the  King  of  iVi^-y^rr^'s  Friends,  thefe  Heats  being 
qualified,  and  Jealoufies  and  Miftrufts  removed, 
they  proceeded  quietly  to  make  very  good  and, 
prudent  Regulations,  againft  S  wearers,  Ravifhers, 
Leacherous,  Robbers,  ordering  that  the  Laws 
made  againft  them  fliould  be  ftriclly  put  in  Ex- 
ecution. 
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Hcnrylll.ecution.    As  for  the  poor  and  needy,  that  they 
p '/  Six-  ^^"^^  ^^  relieved  by    publick  Contributions, 
cus  V.    and  to  admit  none  into  publick  Offices  but  of  a 
^  — v->ii^confpicuous  Capacity,   Probity  and  Piety  ;  they 
made  likewife  feveral  other  Regulations,  con- 
cerning the  Treafury  or  Exchequer,  the  Gifts, 
the  Immunities,    the  military  DIfcipline,    the 
Stipend  of  the  Army,  fc?r.  (^c.    Then  having 
received  the  Sacrament  all  together  with  the 
King  of  Navarre^  they  ended  their  Scflions  on 
the   17th  of  December^  and  parted   feemingly 
reconciled  one  with  another,  tho*  D^jiubigni 
obferves,  that  that  Prince  remembered    after- 
wards the  Treatment  he  had  received  in  that 
Aflembly  {v). 
CCX.        At  Blots  the  Royal  Majefty  funk  every  day 
The  Duke  more  and  more,  the  Duke  of  Guife  and  his  Ad- 
^CarMnal  ^^^^^^^  trampled  it  under    their  Feet.     The 
c/Gmk    King  was  informed  about  this  Time,  by  the 
executed    Republick  of  Venice^  the  Great  Duke   of  Tuf- 
at  Blois.    cany^  and  the  Duke  of  Mantua^  of  the  fecret 
Agreement  pafled  between  Sixtus  V.  and  the 
Duke,  whereby  that  Pope  promifed  to  give  his 
Niece  to  Wife  to  the  Prince  of  Joinville  the 
Duke*s  Son,    and  to  transfer    the  Crown  of 
France  to  the  faid  Duke,  the  King  having  been 
firft  depofed  as  an  unworthy  Prince  (a).     Be- 
fides  that,  the  Affronts  put  upon  his  Attorney 
and  Sollicitor  General  for  having  oppofed  ftre- 
nuoufly  the  Reception  of  the  Council  of  'Trent^ 
touched  him  to  the  quick.    To  this  was  added 
the  Duke  of  Guife^s  great  Impudence  in  the  Af- 
fair of  Orleans^  the  King  denying  that  he  had 
ever  granted  the  Leaguers  fuch  a  Place  as  a  cau- 
tionary Town,  and  Guife  affirming  the  contrary,

Will.  But  what  determined  the  King  to  hur- 
ry  the  Ruin  of  that  proud  Man,  were  the  re- 
peated Advices  fent  to  him  by  the  Duke  of 
Mayenne  himfelf  Brother  to  the  Duke  of  Guife^ 
confirmed  by  the  Dutchefs  of  Elbeuf  his  near 
Relation,  and  by  the  Marfhal  of  Aumht^  by 
Rambouillet  and  feveral  others,  who  advifed 
the  King  to  be  upon  his  guard,  and  to  pre- 
vent his  Enemy,  or  elfe  he  would  be  prevented 
by  him.  The  Carriage  of  the  Dowager  of 
Montpenjier  Sifter  to  the  faid  Duke  was  like- 
wife  a  ftrong  Indication  of  the  great  Mifchief 
that  was  hanging  over  the  King's  Head ;  fhe 
fhewed  her  golden  Sciflars,  and  bragged  in  full 
Court,  That  they  would  ferve  to  give  the  King 
a  third  Crown,  meaning  a  Prieft's  Crown. 
Therefore  his  Majefty  furrounded  with  Fears 
and  overwhelmed  with  Sorrows,  calPd  apart 
the  Marfhal  of  Aumont^  Nicholas  d^Angennes 
Lord  of  Ramhouillety  Anthony  de  Brichanteau 
and  Beauvais  Nangis,  fourof  hismoft  faithful  and 
trufty  Servants,  and  having  commanded  them 
to  fit  down  by  him,  he  unbofomed  himfelf  to 
them,  and  in  a  very  moving  Speech  he  fet  forth 
the  black  Ungratefulnefs  of  the  Duke  of  Guifc 
who  was  beholden  for  all  his  Grandeur  to  the 
Kings  his  Father  and  Brothers  and  to  himfelf, 
and  who  requited  him  fo  unworthily  by  cor- 
rupting the  Cities  and  inticing  away  his  Sub- 
jeds  from  their  lawful  Submiflion  and  Obedi- 
ence to  their  own  Sovereign,  by  plotting  and 
attempting  to  fubvert  the  fundamental  Laws 
of  the  Kingdom  as  to  the  Right  of  Succef- 
fion  to  the  Crown,  by  endeavouring  by  all 
wicked  means  to   deprive  the  lawful  Heirs, 

for 
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Henrylll.  for  getting  himfelf  into  their  Succeflton,  txA 
1588.  'keeping  for  that  end  treafonable  Correfpondcn- 
^^  y  *"ces  with  the  moft  embittered  Enemies  of  the 
State,  the  King  of  Sfain^  the  Duke  of  Savsji 
iSc.  That  his  Defigns  againft  his  own  Perfon 
were  too  obvious  and  too  well  known  even  by 
themfelves;  he  accufed  his  Patience  and  too 
long  Forbearance^whereby  he  had  brought  upon 
the  Kingdom  and  himfelf  the  Misfortunes  and 
Miferies  whereunder  they  did  then  groan,  iSc 
Laftly,  he  commanded  them  to  advife  him  freely 
what-  he  was  to  do  to  avert  the  Danger  where- 
with the  Kingdom  and  he  were  threatened,  and 
afked  them  whether  the  bfeft  Way  at  prefcnt 
would  not  be  to  have  the  Duke  of  Guife  and 
his  Family  arretted  and  brought  to  theif 
Trial  ?  Marftial  d^Aamont  joined  with  the  King 
in  the  fame  Opinion.  It  was  the  moft  honour- 
able, but  not  the  fafeft  Way,  very  far  from  it  j 
for  who  would  have  taken  upon  himfelf  to  ar- 
reft  the  faid  Duke  in  a  City  where  he  was  the 
moft  powerful,  being  ufually  attended  with  a 
numerous  Guard  ?  and  fuppofe  he  could  have 
been  arretted,  who  would  have  tryed  him  ?  not 
the  States  to  be  fure,  more  than  the  two  thirds 
thereof  being  in  his  Interett.  The  Parliament  of 
Paris  were  his  natural  Judges  5  but  how  could 
he  have  been  carried  thither  without  being 
refcued  upon  the  Raad  ?  How  could  the  Par- 
h'ament  pronounce,  how  plain  and  ftrong  foever 
the  Evidences  were  againft  him,  they  being  be- 
fieged,  as  one  may  fay,  by  that  Multitude  of 
factious  Leaguers.  Thefe  Difficulties  were  not 
to  be  eafily  overcome.  Therefore  Rambouilkt, 
Brichanteau^  and  Beaiivais  Nangis^  confidering 
that  his  high  Crimes  and  Mifdenieanours  were 
but  too  certain,  advifed  his  Majefty  to  have 
him  executed  in  a  private  manner,  and  to  ar- 

reft 
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reft  the  Cardinals  of  Bourhon  and  Guife^  the  Henryiij^ 
Archbifliop  of  Lyons^  the  Prince  of  yoinvilk  ^  ^^|?- 
Son  to  the  Duke,  the  Duke  of  Nemours^  and    ^{^^  y" 
feveral  others.     That  Opinion   prevailed,  and 
accordingly  Orders  were  given  to  Larchant^  one 
of  the  Captains  of  his  Guards,  to  get  every  thing 
ready  for  that  Execution  the  Morning  of  the 
Day  after  the  next  which  was  the  23d  of  De- 
cember.     The  King  feigning  to  have  a  mind  to 
difpatch  the  Bufinefs  that  he  might  attend  hia 
Devotions   during  Chriftmafe  Holidays,    de- 
fired   the  Duke  of  Guife^  the  Cardinal  and  o- 
thers  of  his  Privy  Council  to  come  very  early 
that  Morning.     I  fhall  not  enter  into  any  Par- 
ticulars of  this  bloody  Tragedy, any  further  than 
to  obferve  that  the  Duke  being  inebriated  with 
•  the  high  Conceit  of  his  great  Power,  fcorned 
the  wholefome  Advices  he  received  to  beware 
of  the  King,  that  a  Plot  was  laid  againft  his 
Life,  and  would  be  executed  upon  fuch  a  Day 
and  in  fuch  a  manner  ;  he  went  to  Council  at 
the  appointed  time,  and  as  he  was  entering  the 
Chamber  he  was  aflaulted  by  nine  of  the  45^ 
worthieft  whom  the  King  kept  conftantly  in 
in  his  Pay,  and  to  whom  only  he  trufted  the 
guard  of  his  own  Perfon  Night  and  Day  •,  he 
received  15  or  16  Stabs,  and  falling  upon  the 
Floor,    he   died  inftantly.     The  Cardinal  his 
Brother  hearing  the  Noife  from  the  Council- 
Chamber,  and  guefling  what  it  was,  got  up  fud- 
denly  in  order  to  run  away  thro*  another  Door ; 
the  Archbifliop  of  Lyons  ^.conKxoxxs  of  the  Fault 
he  had  done  in  oppofing  thofe  who  advifed  the 
Duke  to  leave  the  Court,  went  to  the  Door  of 
the  King's  Chamber,  as  if  he  had  a  mind  to 
affift  the  Duke  or  to  die  with  him.     But  he  and 
the  Cardinal  were  prevented  by  the  Guards  that 
came  at  that  time  into  the  Council- Chamber, 

and 
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Henry  III.  tod  arretted  them.  The  Marfhal  oi  Aumont^  pri- 
1588.  vy  to  the  Affair,  comforted  them  the  beft  he 
tus  V*"  couW,  and  exhorted  them  to  Patience,  then 
they  were  both  brought  up  into  a  Garret  of  the 
Cattle,  where  they  remained  that  Day  and  the 
next  Night.  Then  the  King  having  admitted 
the  Lords  of  the  Council  to  his  Prefence,  he 
told  them,  direfting  his  Speech  to  the  Cardinal 
oiVendome^  Now  I  am  King,  and  amrefoh- 
id  to  carry  on  the  War  againfi  the  Herttich 
more  vigor oujly  than  ever^  which  was  retarded  by 
thofe  turbulent  Men^  who  had  always  the  facred 
Name  of  Religion  upon  their  Tongues^  but  bad  no 
Senfe  thereof  in  their  Hearts.  Let  ibofe  who 
fhall  continue  to  moleft  me^  learn  by  this  Example 
that  the  fame  Fate  will  attend  tbem^  if  they  dotft 
defift.  Then  he  went  to  thg  Queen  Mother's 
Apartment,  and  told  her  what  he  had  done ; 
fhe  was  much  furprifed  at  it,  however  as  fhe 
knew  perfeftly  well  how  to  diflemble,  ihe  ap- 
proved the  thing,  but  alked  her  Son,  whether 
he  for ef aw  the  Confequences  thereof  and  was  pro- 
vided againji  all  Events  ?  he  having  anfwered 
affirmatively,  fhe  told  him,  that  Jhe  prayed  to 
Godj  that  he  would  make  him  profper  in  his  Un- 
dertakings. At  the  fame  time,  the  Dukes  of 
Nemours  and  Elbceuf  were  arretted  in  their  own 
Chambers,  the  Cardinal  of  Bourbon  and  the 
Prince  o^Joirtville  had  Guards  fet  upon  them, 
Anne  of  Eft  Mother  to  the  Dukes  of  Gutfe  and 
Nemours  was  likewife  arretted.  Then  Richelieu^ 
Provott  of  the  King's  Houftiold,  went  with 
his  Company  of  Guards,  and  arretted  the  Pre- 
lident  de  Neuilly^  Compan^  Cotte- Blanche,  La 
Chapelle  Marteau,  four  Reprefentatives  of  the 
City  of  Paris,  and  very  hot  Leaguers,  with 
Vincent  Le  Roy,  Mayor  of  Amiens.  Laval  de 
Bois-^Daupbin^  the  Count  of  Briffac^  were  like- 
wife 
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wife  afrefted  in  their  own  Houfes,  but  fhcHeniyHI. 
firft  was  rdeafed  upon  Promife  that  he  wcfuld  „  ^5^^- 
never  ^tempt  any  thing  againft  the  King,  and  "^3  y** 
the  Duke  of  Monbazon  and  Larchant  entering 
caution  for  hirti ;  the  Biftiops  of  Cominges^  Bo- 
IpgHj  arid  another  efcaped  Prifon  by  their  Flighf  r 
feverai  others  who  felt  their  Confciences  guilt/,- 
diid  the  (ame.  In  the  mean  while  the  King  fent 
Secretary  Revol  to  Cardinal  Morojini  the  Pope*» 
LiCgatd,  to  notify  unto  him  the  Duke  of  Gui/e*s 
£xecutio[n,  the  Reafons  that  had  induced  him 
to  it,  and  to  let  him  know  that  he  was  firmly  re- 
folved  to  carry  on  the  War  vigoroufly  againft 
the  King  of  Navarre  %  wherewith  the  Legate 
feemed  to  be  fatisfied.  Ornano  was  fent  poft 
to  Lyons  to  arreft  the  Duke  of  Mayenne^  but 
was  prevented  by  the  Courier  which  Mendozit 
the  Spanifo  Embaflador  had  ient  to  that  Prince 
to  inform  him  of  the  Danger  he  w^  in  \  To  that 
he  had  juft  time  enough  for  going  out  of  the 
City  through  one  Gate,  while  Ornano  entered  it 
through  another.  The  next  day  the  King  hav-^ 
ing  coniented  to  the  Cardinal  of  Guife*s  Deaths 
Le  Guaft  Captain  of  his  Guards  went  to  hinlf 
with  four  of  his  Soldiers  armed  with  Hal- 
berds, and  having  told  his  Eminence  that  hid 
Majefty  wanted  to  fpeak  wi^  himy  be  led  hhn 
thro'  fome  dark  places,  defirins  him  to  recom- 
mend himfelf  to  God,  and  having  bid  his  Men 
to  xio  their  Duty,  they  k-ilkd  him  with  their 
Halberds.  The  Rumour  of  that  Executionf 
being  fpread  abro^,  every  one  ftood  in  amaze  ;• 
thofe  who  had  been  almoft  unconcerned  at  the 
Duke*s  Execution,  cenfured  that  of  the  Cardinal 
becaufe  of  his  Charadber.  Morqfini  let  the  King 
know,  that  he  was  fallen  under  the  greater  Ex-^ 
communication,  for  the  Murder  of  a  Prieft  and 
a  Cardinal.    However,  to  hbder  the  People 
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Hcnrylll.from  falling  into  the  groffeft  Superftitidft  to- 
'  5|^  wards  the  Corps  of  the  dccesrfed,  it  was  thought 
Tim  V.  proper  to  deftroy  them  entirely  ?  for  that  end 
K^  ■^— ■;  the  King's  Servants  fent  for  a  fufHcient  quan- 
tity of  Lime,  and  in   the  Night-time  they  let 
them  down  from  the  Window  with  a  Rbpc  ; 
they  were  intirely   confumed  in  it,  and  their 
Afhes  caft  in  the  Wind. 
Charaaer     Such  was  the  untimely  ind  unexpefted  End 
tfthetixjoQf  i\itk  two  mighty  ambitious  Men,  bom  for 
Brotbirs,  ^^^  j^^j^  ^^^  Subverfion  of  the  Kingdom.   Thfe 

Duke  had  all  the  Qualifications  of  Body  and 
Soul  requifite  to  make  a  perfeft  Ufurpfcr.     His 
Body  was  inured  from  his  Youth  to  Fatigue 
and  Hardfhips,  and  coukl  ealily  bear  with  Coldi 
Heat^  Thirft  and  Hunger ;  he  Was  tall^  ftrong 
and  Well  (haped;  he  earned  a  majeftick  Mieki 
and  a  gracefnl  Countenance ;  he  flept  little^  was 
very  diligent^  chcarftii  and  mtrrjr,  arid  '^a  fo 
ready  in  difpatchihg  Buiinefb,  that  he  made  but  a 
playof themoft  feriousand  Weighty;  be  was  ciril 
and  courteous  to  every  one,  arid  very  engaging, 
morfe  eloquent  in  private  than  in  publick  \  he 
h^   made  his  firft  Exercifes  in  the  War  in 
Hungary^  and  had  afterwards  made  himfelf  fe- 
OKiUs  by  the  Defehte  of  PbUiers^  the  Rout  of 
Tbore  T\^r  Chateau-Thierry^  in  which  Places  he 
4iftirigui(hed  himfelf  and  received  moft  hoiidur- 
able  Wounds;  thert  hb  routed  th6  German  Ar- 
my commanded  by  Baron  of  Dhondy  at  Si.  Vin^ 
^£nty  Vimory  and  Juneau.     All  thefe  Exploits^ 
wherein  he  had  given  proof  of  a  Prudence  c- 
<5ual  to  hisCoura^  and  Intrepidity,  procured 
him  the  Favour  of  all,  and  even  thofe  who  did 
not  approve  his  vaift  and  ambitious  Delighs,  and 
did  not  love  him  for  that,  could  not  reftife  him 
tlieir  Admiration.     We   have  reprefented  the 
Diikfc  oiGuife  to  the  Beft  Advantage  :  But  thefe 

good 
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goo(i  Qualifications  were  ftifled  by  Vices  of  theHaayllj, 
^lackcK  ibye.     His  Ambition  was  extravagant -^^; 
and  boundl^efs,  his  Brain  was  perpetually  agi-'^yj  ^'*" 
tated  with  a  thoufand  vaft  and  eabnfafed  ima- 
ginations, and  grew  giddy  with  too  miich  Pro- 
iperity  ;  he  was  of  a  crafty  Genius  tkat  turnetB 
eafily,^  and  while  he  fed  his  Ryes  with  dillant 
Qbjei5b,    he    flighted     the  prefent.     A  great 
Matter  in  the  wicked  Art  of  diflembling  ahci 
cheating,  he  was  npt  afhamed;  of  making  freet 
with  Lyes  to  compafs  his  Ends  5.  they  were  Co 
cuftomary   with  hn»,    that    he  could    hardljl' 
fpeak  without  lying,  which  being  known*  only 
by  his  intimate  Friends^  rendered  him  by  de-» 
gtees  odious  to  them,^  and  (everal  forfbok  hint 
for  it.    He  was;a  thorough  flypocrite  as  to  Re«e 
jigion,,  for  while  he  infifted  fo  warmly  uj)6n  th6 
utter  l>eftru<Sion  of  the  Reformed,,  he  ^as  ndi 
lefs  eager  in  purfuing  ah  Alliance  with  thefri,^ 
for   ot^aining  which^i  he  wrote  with   his  ownk 
Hand  thefe  very  Words  ta  fom^  of  fiife  top- 
ping Men  amongft  them.

have-  fceh  what  Steps  the  Duke  of  Mdyenne 
teofc  with  the  Ring  of  Navafriy  what  Ofifera 
te  tendered  to  him  in  1585  with  his  Brother^i 
Confent ;  ifa  that  Rel^ion  w^  biii  a  ]yEa& 
whereunder  he  hid  the  wicked  Defighs  of  hi& 
Ambition*  and  by  that  feigned  Zeal  for  the 
pubiick  Good  and  the .  Glory  of  the  Qttholiclc 
Church  he  fought  only  to  daile  the  People** 
Eyes^  and  advance  his  own  Inter^.  Theire 
was^a  vaft  difference  betwce'n  hkn  aid.  the^ 
Dul^e  of  Mayenne  his  Brother.  Guife  was  bold 
in  his  Qefigns,  Mayenne jprudmt  ami  moderate  3^ 
in  the  Houfhold  of  thi  fijrft  ev*y  tjhin^  was^  ia 

CottfufKin  arid  DilWsl*^  »  Aia^^emi^^.  all  ^k» 
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HenryIII.fet  in  good  order:  The  firft  did  not'care  hdw 
\S^'    far  he  ran  in  debt,  provided  he  could  find  at 

^m  V  *"  **^y  ^*^^  ^^^^  *^  eitpend,  the  fecond  regulated 
his  Expence  in  fuch  a  manner  that  he  owed  no- 
thing; the  firft  made  very  large  Promifes 
which  he  feldom  kept,  the  fecond  promifed  fcl- 
dom,  but  was  always  faithful;  the  firft  fet 
no  bounds  to  his  Ambition,  exceedingly  greedy 
after  new  Dignities,  new  Preferments,  and  ne- 
ver fatisfied  with  any  things  he  thought  him- 
felf  above  Laws,  and  whatever  came  in  his 
Fancy,  he  would  have  it  right  or  wrong ;  the 
fecond  was  modeft,  and  it  was  pliun  enough 
that  he  liked  better  a  middle  Fortune  with  the 
Peace  of  the  Kingdom,  than  an  unbridled  Au- 
thority with  a  Civil  War.  Pericart^  Guife's  Se- 
cretary, having  been  arrefted  and  his  Papers 
feized,  there  was  found  amongft  them  his 
Treaty  with  the  King  of  Spain^  and  another 
with  the  Duke  of  Savoy.  The  Account  of  the 
Money  he  had  received  of  the  King  of  Spain  at 
different  times  from  the  latter  end  of  1 584, 
having  been  caft  up,  the  Sum  amounted  to  one 
million  five  hundred  thouiand  Crowns.  As  to 
the  Cardinal  of  Guifej  he  was  a  very  profligate 
Fellow,  given  up  to  all  manner  of  Debauchery, 
efpecially  to  Lewdnefs,  which  hindered  his 
Brother  from  trufting  him  with  his  fecrct 
Thoughts  and  Defigns ;  he  was  proud  and  vio* 
lent,  which  occafioned  his  Death.  Such  were 
thefe  two  Men,  the  People's  Idols  while  alive 
and  after  their  Death  :  the  Duke  was  3  8  Years 
old,  wanting  eight  Days,  and  the  Carina!  35 
or  thereabout  (x).

his  former  way  of  managing  Affairs,  and  givr 
ing  way  to  his  Superftitipn,   he  foHowed   the 
moft   imprudent   Counfel  of  the   Marftial  of 
Relzi  he  fent  no  Succour  to  the  Marfhal  of  yin- 
wont  befieged  in  the  Caftle  of  Orleans  by  the 
Inhabitants  of  that  City,    becaufe    he  would 
have  offended  the  good  Catholicks,  h^d  he  re- 
called his  Army  out  of  Poitou  deftinesj  againft 
the  Hugonots  /  for  the  fame  reafon  he  would 
not  confent  for  this  time,  that  Sancy  fhould  gr> 
into  S'^itzerland  and  d^re  the  AfTiftance  of  the 
Proteftant  Caqtqns^  he  liked  better  to  do  the 
Serjeant's  0i$ce  and  to  lead  himfelf  the  Pri-^ 
fbners  of  Blm  to  the  Caflle  of  Amboife. 

Therefore  the  PariJianSy  being  informed  of 
the  king's  Indolence,  ran  into  all  the  ExctfTes 
of  the  mofl  outrageous  Rebellion.  The  Sixteen 
had  ele&ed  the  Duke  of  Aumale  for  their  Gor 
Vjeruour  as  foon  as  they  had  heard  of  the  Exe- 
cution made  at  Blots ^  ancj  gave  the  Cue  to  all 
the  Preachers,  to  cry  up  the  Merits  of  the  two 
Brothers,  and  to  magnify  the  Perfidioqfnefs 
and  Cruelty  of  the  King  5  which  Orders  they 
{hamefuUy  executed,  w|th  all  the  Pafljon  and 
Rage  that  can  be  imagined.  It  would  be  too 
oiFenfive  to  the  chafte  Eyes  of  my  Reader  to 
fee  here  the  many  Inftances  of  the  extravagant 
and  even  blafphenrious  Rants  uttered  from  the 
Pulpit  on  this  pccafion  by  one  Quinafire^  one

The  i?lB0pIe*s  Minds  being  loofed  from  all 
Reftraints  of  Confcience  and  Allegiance    by 
fuch  a  D^ifion,  *tis  no  wonder  they  ran  into 
aU  manner  of  ExceiSes  againft  their  Sovereign, 
elpecially  after  the  Parliament  was  new  model- 
led by  theSi^cTEEN.     That  auguft  Body,  / 
mean  the  Parliament  ^/ Paris,  which  without 
any  other  Force  than  that  of  Juftice,  and  Pru- 
dence, was  never  wanting  to  uphold  the  Royal 
Authority,'  had  often  feved  the  State  when  all 
other  Means  had  failed,  and  was  always  dread- 
ed by   iU-defigning  and  ^ditious  Men,   as  a 
Pbwer  that  could  not  eafily  be  terrified  or  cor- 
rupted, but  was  ufed  to  exert  the  utmoft  Vi- 
gilance and  Virtue  in  tiqies  of  thegreateft  Peril. 
The  Sixteen  therefore' having  in  vain  tryed 
all  forts'ctf.Methods  to  Wing  them  over  to  their 
Intereft,   refolyed  to  feirfe  and  imprifon  the 
principal  Pferfons  amongft  them^  whofe  Names 
they  (ct  down  in  a  Lift.     Buffy  he  Clerc  offei'd . 
himfelf  to  perform  this  Exploit.     He  entered 
the  Palace,  where  the.Parliament  was  affembled, 
with  Sword  in  hand,  attended  by  twenty  other 
Fellows   like    him   armed  with  Swottds  and 
Pif^ols^  and  called  by  *their  Names  thofe  who 
were  fet  down  in  the  Lift  one  after  another,  be- 
ginning with  the  firft-and  f^cond  Prefident;  and 
becaufe  they  afked  him  what  Authority  he  had 
for  fo  doing,  hethreatned  them  to  ufe  Force  if 
they  did  not  obey,  &  then  they  fubmitted  to 
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Henrylll.  their  Fate.    But  when  be  had  called  cut  ibine 
p  *^^     of  them,  the  reft  of  the  Parliament  rofe  op  an4 
^  V.'  '  told  him,  he  need  not  read  on,  for  they  were  alji 
refolv'd  not  to  abandon  their  Chiefe.     So  iky- 
ing, they  followM  them  .courageoufly,  by  two 
and  two  to  the  Baftile,  where  Bujfy  detain'd  as 
many  of  them  as  he  pleas'd.     The  fame  Day 
Bujjy  took  fome  others  in  their  Houfes»  who 
Jiad  gbfented  from  the  Palace,  and  imprifbned 
them ;  but  moil  of  them  were  jrelttibd  that 
Afternoon,    or  within  a  Pay  or  tjiVQ  after ; 
getting  off  by  their  Money  ai^d  Jewels,  or 
by  making  Friends,  and  proipiiii^  to  quit  ^ 
King's  Party.     Thofe  who  h^  more  Cour 
ftancy  remained  Prifoner^.    Some  of  thofe  that 
were  fet   at  liberty  iided  in  earneft  with  the 
l^eague ;  others  fer.yiqg  tjie  Times,  diilembk4 
"their  real  Sentiments. 

7  he  Parliam^t  being  thu«  di^embered  of 
its  nobleft  Limbs,  that  illuftrious  Senate,  or 
rather  its  Shadow,  jemain*d  intirely  at  the  Dif- 
pofal  of  the  Fadligus,  and  a  QouncU  of  forty 
^Perfons  bayjng  bc^i  ejr^ftcd  by  the  Ehike  of

with  any  Certainty,  becaufe  the  Leaves  were

trates,  and  inflamed  them  with  fuch  a  Fury, 
that  as  Duranti  came  out  frpm   the  Palace, 
where  he  had  ftrenuoufly  affected  the  Reve- 
rence, Fidelity  and  Obedience  dtie  to  the  Kiag^ 
againft  thofe  who  were  for  ftrfioving  the  Ex- 
ample of  Parisj  he  was  affaulted  by   the  Po- 
pulace and  efcaped  very  narrowly  \  he  fled  fqr 
Refuge  to  the  Town-Houfe  {QapiiouPsr-Houfi) 
cxpeding  to  be  relieved  by  his  Friends  and 
good  Citizens,  but  out  of  Fear,  n.o|)pdy  pgp^e; 
and  having  ftaid  there  four  Days,  hje  was  t^ep 
out  from  that  Pkce,  and  brought  Prisoner  to 
the  DomnicanS'Convcnty  the  Bifliops  pf  Co- 
minges  and  Cbartret  attendiiig  him ;  where  he 
was  fo  clofely  kept,   that  ^is  only    beloved 
Danghter  was  not  allowed  to  fee  him.    A  few 
P^ys  after,  the  Pqpwlace  ran  to  the  Cpnvenf,

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Marriage,  (he  waS  not  afliamed  to  ihake  ufe  of  Heni-yltL 
the  wtckedeft  Means  for  Alfenaring  his  AfFefti-  ■  5^- 
ons  from  the  Queer!  his  Confort, 'charging  her  ^J^  y 
with  Infidelity  to  him,  becaufe  that  unfortu* 
tiate  but  innocent  Princefs  hearkened  to  the 
Coutifels  and  DireAions  of  the  Duke  of  Guife 
her  Coufin ;  and  Was  not,  as  flie  thought,  com- 
plaifant  enough  to  her.  She  prevailed  fo  far 
with  the  King,  that  for  two  Years  together 
he  treated  her  with  the  greateft  Rigour,  re- 
moving from  her,  her  moft  trufty  and^faithfui 
Servants,  and  behaving  himfelf  in  all  othef 
refpeidb  towards  her,  juft  as  if  (he  had  been 
guilty  of  the  Crimes  laid  to  her  charge.  In  a 
word,  fhe  muft  reign  and  govern,  and  Cared 
not  what  fatal  Confequences  her  unbridled 
Ambition  might  be  attended  with.  Her  Pro- 
fufenefs  was  fuch,  that  her  Debts  amounted  Co 
eight  hundred  thoufand  Crowns,  for  diftharg- 
ing  of  which,  her  houihold  Furniture,  which 
was  exceedingly  rich,  and  part  of  her  perfonat 
Eftate  in  Auvergne  and  Languedoc  were  fold 
by  Port-Sale.  Several  Pafquils  and  other  Ver- 
ies  were  publifhed  againft  her  Fame.  Some 
of  the  bed:  I  have  inferted  here :

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Indeed  k  was  high  time  for  his  Moft  Ghri-  few  v. " 
ftian  Majefty  to  provide  for  himfclf 5  for  on  ort^  ^^^^^^r'^a 
Side,  the  Duke  of  Mayenke  had  got  the  Ad- ^"^ 
vantage  over  him.  That  Pl-inee  being  tifaidy^^^^ 
efeaped  from  Lyons^  went  into  hi«  Go^femmcAt^^r. 
of  Burgundy^  for  fecuririg  that  Province  to  his 
Intercft.  There  he  receivfed  the  King*s  Let- 
tersi  containing  an  Apology  for  what  had  been 
done  at  Blais^  and  a  feribus  Exhortation  to  per- 
fevere  in  his  Loyalty,  accompanied  with  moft 
ample  OiFer^  and  Promifes,if  he  would  exert  hiS 
Credit  for  teftorihg  the  King's  Authority^  vnd 
the  Peace  of  the  Kingdoni.  Mayenne  waJs  wa- 
vering and  irrefolute  for  a  Time,  but  the  Du- 
chefs  of  MontpenJUer^  who  could  not  agrfec  wit& 
the  Duke  ofAumale^  bein^  arrived  ih  BttVgmdy^ 
prevailed  fo  far  with  him^  that  he  totally  re- 
jedted  dli  Overtures  of  a  Reconciliation  with  the 
King.

-vili^Q  his  Prefence  was  required  for  ftrengtben- 
ing  his  Friends  5  from  thence  to  Orleans^  thence 
to  €bartt£s^  where  he  was  received  with  the 
Iciudeft  Acclarharions,  and  proceeded  to  Paris^

He  was  received  with  all  poflible  Marks  of  Ho- 
nb'ur  and  Joy,  and  offered  th*  Title  of  King^ 
and  a  TBirorie  was  adtually  prepared  for  him* 
Bat  he  thought  it  to  be  his  Irttcrefl:  to  rcftife  iti 
for  he  was  very  fenfible  that  the  other  Chie& 
of  the  League,  who  were  willing  to  be  hif 
Friends  and  Cortipanions,  would  not  ieafilf 
confeht  to  become  his  SubjeSrs ;  therefore  itc 
contented  himfelf  to  affume  the  Title  and  Qua- 
lity of  Li^utekant-Gemeral  of  the 
Stat£  AMD  Crown  oi^  Fraiuce.

of  Fm^avce  ;  fuch  was  the  Duke  of 
Mayenn^s  prbiperous  Condition. 

On  the  other  fide/  the  King  of  Navarre 
and  the  Refenned'^s  Aflfairs  had  never  been  inh 
a  better  Pofture  \  that  Prince  was  upon  making< 
an  Agreement  with  the  Duke  of  Efpernon^  not 
only  for  the  matual  Support  one  of  another, 
hat  alio  for  joining  their  Endeavours  together 
fw  the  Defence  of  the  Royal  Authority,  whenr 
he  received  the  News  of  the  Duke  of  Guif/% 
Death  ;  whereupon  he  (kid  to  thofe  who  were 
then  with  him,  ^^  I  fhouldlye  if  I  did  fay  that  I 
^^  am  forry  for  it,  confidering  that  he  was  a  Dif- 
^^  turber  of  the  puUick  Peace,  a  Traitor  to  his- 
^^  King*\  As  for  the  reft,  he  m^ht  affirm  pofi-^' 
tively  that  (everal  Noblemen  had  ofStred  them- 
lelves  to  murder  the  faid  Duke,  but  that  be 
had  always  deterred  them  from  fiich  a  Defign,> 
threatening  them  to  deem  them  wicked,  and 
Foes  to  htmielf  if  they  did  perfift.  So  he  had 
the  good  Luck  to  be  freed  of  a  mortal  Hnemy 
and  dangerous  Competitor,  without  being  in 
any  wife  privy  to  it.  He  and  his  Council 
judged  rightly  that  bis  Moft  Chriftian  Majefty 
would  continue  the  War  againft  them,  if  k 
was  but  out  of  Policy,  that  the  League  fliould 
not  have  Occafion  to  fay  that  the  Duke  of 
Guife  had  forced  him  to  be  a  Catholick  out- 
wardly,  but  that  inwardly  he  was  an  Hcretick, 
countenancing  under-hand  their  Party  :  how- 
ever, it  was  not  fo,  long,  as  Du  Plejfis  imagined 
before  he  concluded  a  Treaty  with  the  King 
o\  Navarre^  as  we  ihall  lay  prefently. 

The  faid  King  of  Navarre  took  at  this  time 
Niorl  by  Surprize;  that  Advantage  was  followed 

by 
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by  the  Surrender  of  St.  Maixant  and  Maille-  Henry  ill. 
izais.  At  this  $ime  the  Duke  of  Never s  be- p'5|9- 
fieged  La  Ganache ;  the  King  of  Navarre  ^  y^* 
marched  to  the  Relief  of  that  Place,  but  he 
was  feized  upon  the  Road  with  a  pleuretlck 
Fever,  and  the  Succours  not  being  able  to  ar- 
rive time  enough,  the  Governor  was  forced  to 
furrender  upon  honourable  Terms.  Moft  part 
of  the  Duke^s  Army  difbanded  themfelves^ 
and  joined  the  Duke  of  Mayenne.  The  King 
of  JNavarre^s  Sicknefs  caufed  a  general  Confter- 
nation  not  only  in  his  Army,  but  in  the  whole 
Party,  to  whom  his  Death  would  halve  proved 
a  fatal  Blow ;  God  Almighty  pitied  their  Fate^ 
and  reftored  that  Prince  to  the  Prayers,  not 
only  of  the  Reformed,  but  of  every  true  French^ 
fnan  :  in  a  few  Days  he  w^s  in  a  Condition  to 
be  carried  to  Rochelle^  and  took  the  Field 
again  in  the  beginning  of  February.  He  had 
an  Enterprize  upon  Saumur^  which  mifcarried 
for  want  of  proper  Secrecy,  and  of  proper 
Meafures,  he  fucceeded  better  at  Loudutii 
which  he  took,  fhouars^  MonAreuily  Bellay^ 
Uljle  Bouchart^  Chatelleraud^  La  Rocbepozayj 
Angle^  Si.  Savin  and  feveral  others  opened  their 
Gates  to  him ;  every  where  he  left  Marks  of 
his  Clemency^  not  permitting  his  Troops  to 
do  any  Outrage  to  the  Vanquiftied,  either  in 
their  Perfons  or  in  their  Goods,  and  allowing 
the  Catholicks  the  free  and  publick  Exercife  of 
their  Religion.  He  march'd  into  Berry ^  and 
took  Jrgenion  \  then,  leaving  his  Infantry  and 
Artillery  behind  him,  he  proceeded  fo  far  as 
La  Haye  in  'Touraine.  There  the  Baron  of 
Rofny  arrived  the  fame  Day,  who  told  his  Ma- 
jefty  that  Mr.  de  Buby^  Brother  to  Du  PleJJis^ 
would  be  with  him  the  next  Day.  He  was 
Major-General  in  King  HeHry  the  Illd's  Ser- 
V.IILPartIL         Nn  vice. 
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Henry  III.  vice,  and  his  Majefty  fent  him  that  he  might,

Hitnat4       ^^  order  to  underftand  this,  one  muft  re- 
nmtb  tbi    member  what  we  have  (aid  above  concerning 
^^H  tf    the  Hard-heartednefs  of  the  Pope^  the  Duke  of 
Nivarrc.  i4^enfn^^  Obftinacy,  and  the  Progreffes  of 
the  League ;  the  King  being  not  very  fafe  a\ 
BhiSj  refolved  to  go  to  Taurs^  where  his  Pre- 
fence  was  requifite  for  the  Support  of  his  Intc- 
reft  in  that  City.     Before  he  left  the  former 
he  had  been  obliged  to  pay  thirty  thou&nd 
Crowns  to  Le  Guaftj  whom  he  had  intrufted 
with  the  Guard  of  the  Cardinal  of  Bourbon^ 
the  Prince  of  Joinville^  the  Duke  of  Elbauf^ 
the  Archbilhop  of  Lyons  and  other  Prifoncrs 
in  the  Caftle  of  Amboife^  for  getting  out  of  his 
Hands  the  three  firft,  becaute  that  perfidious 
Man  was  treating  for  their  Liberty.     He  had 
likewife  publifhed  an  Amnefty   for  all  thofe, 
of  what  Rank  and  Quality  foever,  who  for- 
l&king  all  other  Aflbciation,  fhould  return  to 
their  Allegiance ;  declaring  Rebels   and  Trm- 
tors  to  the  King  and  their  Country,  all  thofe 
who  fhould  refufe  to  obey  before  the  ift  of 
March :  The  Dukes  of  Mayenne  and  Aumale^ 
and  the  Chevalier  of  Aumale^  were  particularly 
taken  Notice  of  in  the  faid  Amnefty.   He  pub- 
lifhed likewife  an  Edift,   whereby  he  trans- 
ferred his  Parliament  of  Paris  and  Chamber  of 
Accounts  to  Tours^  commanding  all  Prefidents, 
Counfellors  and  other  Magiftrates  that  were  at 
Liberty,  to  repair  to  that  City  for  adminifter* 
ing  Juftice,  and  performing  the  Duties  of  their 
Charge.    He  defired  likewife  Cardinal  JliiKr^ 
fini  the  Pope's  Legate  to  write  to  the  Duke  of 

Mayenne^

MayennCy  and  endeavour  to  bring  him  to  fome  Kenrylll. 
Agreement  with  him.    The  Cardinal  complied  p  '5^?-. 
with  that  Requeft,  and  fent  one  of  his  Secreta-  ^(^^  y^' 
ries  to  the  fajd  Duke^  but  all  his  Trouble  and 
Intreaties  were  to  no  purpofe.     In  the  mean 
while  the  Count  of  Soijfonsj  Rambouillet  d^Arj- 
gennes  and  others,  faithful  Servants  to  the  King^ 
left  no  Stone  unturned  to  perfuade  his  Ma- 
jefty  to  make  a  Truce  with  the  King  of  ISIa- 
varrey  and  to  join  their  Forces  together  againft 
their  common  Enemies  ;  but  the  King's  Ha- 
tred againft  the  Reformed  was  fuch,  that  he 
could  not  bear  with  the  thought  of  that  Uni- 
on:   Neverthelefs  when   he   faw  himfelf  de- 
barred from  all  Hopes  of  being  ever  reconciled 
with  the  League^  feeing  himfelf  not  able  to 
withftand  their  Forces,  he  confented,  tho*  with 
the  greateft  ReluAancy,  tp  a  Treaty. 

At  that  Time  the  Baron  of  Rofny^  pafled 
through  Blois  in  his  Way  to  the  King  or  Na-^ 
*varre ;  tho'  he  travelled  incognito^  nevertheless 
he  was  known  in  the  Streets  by  Rambouillet^ 
who  followed  him  to  his  Lodging,  and  after 
fome  Conference  together,  he  introduced  him 
to  the  King,  having  firit  informed  him  of  his 
Coming  and  of  what  had  pafled  between  them 
in  their  Conference.  His  Majefty  opened  his 
Mind  to  him,  and  told  him  that  he  defired 
earneftly  to  be  reconciled  with  the  King  of 
Navarre^  and  to  truft  in  him  for  the  future  ; 
then  he  let  higi  proceed  to  the  King  of  Na- 
varre^  with  Orders  to  let  him  know  his  good 
Intentions  for  him. 

Such  was  the  Court's  Situation,  when  the 
King  having  put  a  ftrong  Garriforuin  £/^/i  itt 
out  for  Tours^  bringing  the  three  State- Prifoners 
aloi^  ^jith  him,  he  fenjt  the  Cardinal  of  ^purbou 
yoder  a  ftcong  Guard  to  Cbiutm  under  the  Care  of 
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Henrylll.  Cbavigny  Commandant  of  the  Caftle,  the  Duke 
'5^9:    of  Elbc^uf  was  fent  to  the  Caftle  of  Loches  un- 

tL  V\  ^^^  ^^^  ^^^  ^^  Sallerm  Governor  thereof,  and 
I  the  Prince  of  Joinville  was  kept  in  the  Caftk 
of  Tours  under  the  Care  of  Rouvray. 

The  King  of  Navarre  having  heard  what 
Rofny  had  to  fay  to  him  in  his  Moft  Chriftfan 
Majefty's  Name,  fent  him  back  to  him,  with 
his  Letters  and  Inftruftions  ;  he  met  the  King 
at  Mont' Richard  in  his  Way  to  Tours^  and 
having  conferred  with  his  Majefty  in  the  Night, 
and  received  his  Anfwer;  he  was  difpatch'd 
back  to  the  King  of  Navarre  that  very  Night, 
and  told  him  that  De  Buhy  was  to  arrive  the 
next  D^y  for  conferring  upon  the  fame  Bufi- 
nefs,  and  Rofny  falling  fick  of  a  Fever,  that 
lafted  twelve  Days,  Du  Pleffis  was  charged 
with  that  Commiffion  (b). 

The  Kings  of  France  and  Navarre  were 
both  befieged  by  their  Courtiers,  who  ftartcd 
every  Moment  fome  new  Difficulties  in  the 
way,  and  filled  up  the  Minds  of  their  Maftcn 
with  Miftrufts,  Fears,  and  Jcaloufies  one  againft 
another :  But  all  theft  Obftruftions  being  hap- 
pily removed,  thro*  the  Induftry,  and  great 
Capacity  of  the  Managers,  at  laft   the  Treaty

port.  tus  V. 

That  there  fliall  be  a  Truce  for  one  Year  ^^^^y^^ 
between  the  two  Kings ;  That  the  King   of  ^9^^^^* 
Navarre  fhall    faithfully  affift  the  King  of^^^l'l^^ 
France  with  all  his    Forces  ;   That  Avignon  King  of 
and  the  Venaiffine  County  (hall  be  comprifed  in  Navarre, 
the  Treaty,  (This  the  King  of  France  required, 
to  pleafe  the  Fope :)    That  the  Bridges  of  Ci 
upon  Loire  fliall  be  deliverecl  up  to  the  King 
or  Navarre y  for  the  free  Paflage  of  his  Troops : 
(But  that  Article  could  not  be  executed,  be- 
caufe  the  Governour  of  that  Place  refufed  to 
furrender  it,  unlefs  the  King  would  pay  him 
an  hundred  thoufend  Crowns ;  and  Thuanus 
fays,  that  this  was  a  Device  of  the  King  ofNa- 
^arrCy  who  not  being  well-pleafed  with  that 
Place,  and  liking  Saumur  much  better,  gave 
that  Governour,  namely  Cojfeins^  to  underftand 
underhand,  that  if  he  infifted  with  the  King, 
he  fliould  have  an  hundred  thoufand  Crowns  ; 
which  fucceeded  to  that  Prince's  Wifhes,  for 
he  got  Saumur  inftead  of  the  Bridges  of  Ce  :) 
That  he  fliall  furrender  to  the  King,  what  Pla- 
ces he    and   his  Party   fliall  take  from  their 
common  Enemy  •,  his  Moft  Chriftian  Majefty 
promifing  not  to  put  into  them  any  Governonr, 
but  thofe  who  fliall  be  acceptable  to  the  King 
of  Navarre.  Befides,  That  the  faid  Prince  fliall 
be  allowed  to  keep  one  of  thefe  Places  in  every 
Bailiwick  or  Senefcalftiip,  for  the  Retreat  of  his. 
own  Sick  and  Wounded,  and  as  a  Pledge  till 
the  Reimburfement  of  the  Expences  he  fliall 
be  at,  for  his  Majefty's  Service  during  the  War, 
provided  the  faid  Place  fliould  not  be  the  Seat 
of  a  Biflioprick,    Bailiwick   or  Senefcalfliip : 
That  both  Parties  fliall   freely  enjoy   their 
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Pfli/s«-  *^^^^  '^  ^^  ftipulatcd,  that  nobody  /hould  be 
^  y,  molefted  on  account  of  his  Religion  in  any 
Place  iii  the  King's  PoiTeffion ;  That  the  free 
Exercife  of  the  Reformed  Religion  fhould  be 
allowed  in  the  Places  granted  to  the  King  of 
Navarre  for  his  Pailage,  in  his  Army,  and  in 
all  Places  where  the  faid  Prince  (hould  fbioum, 
as  well  as  in  the  Towns  which  (hould  be  al- 
lotted to  him  in  every  Bailiwick,  fcfr. 

The  King  of  Franct\  Reludancy  was  fuch, 
that  he  would  have  this  Treaty  to  be  kept  fe^ 
cret,  as  not  willing  to  offend  the  Pope  ;  but  be- 
ing  told  by  the  Legate,  that  it  was  in  vain,  he 
required  to  have  a  Fortnight  longer,  before  it 
(hould  be  delivered  to  the  King  of  Navarre  \ 
being  always  in  hopes  that  by  that  Time,  he 
might  come  to  an  Agreement  with  the  Duke 
ofMayennCy  or  obtain  at  leaft  a  Su(pen(ion  of 
Arms;  either  of  which,  if  he  obtain^,  he  was 
refolved  to  make  War  upon  the  King  of  Na- 
varre more  vigoroufly  than  before.  Several 
Difficulties  ftarted  on  purpofe,  about  the  Ar- 
ticle concerning  the  Place  of  Paflage,  afforded 
to  the  King  the  Pretence  he  defired  for  delay- 
ing. 

But  at  laft,  feeing  all  his  Hopes  fruftrated, 
he  confented  in  eameft  to  be  reconciled  with 
that  Prince,  and  publifihed  an  Edidl  concerning 
the  Treaty  Jie  had  concluded  with  him,  which 
Edift  was  read  and  regiftered  in  the  Parlia- 
ment of  Tours^  on  the  29th  of  ^^ipril^  to  the 
great  Joy  of  every  true  Frenchman^  who  were 
fenfible  that  no  other  ways  remained  for  re- 
ftoring  the  Kingdom,  than  that  Union  mth 
a  Prince  fo  much  renowned  for  his  Prudence, 
Valour,  and  Experience  (c): 

That

of  the  Kingdom ;  wherein,  after  having  lamen-  y  — >v'**ilti 
ted  the  miferable  Fate  of  the  Realm,  he  ex-  CCXIV. 
pofed  the  Juftice  of  his  Caufe,  which  forced  !?Nf '"^ 
him  againft  his  own  Inclination,  to  take  up^re\r 
Arms  for  his  own,  and  his  Party*s  Prefervation /w<?  fFr/- 
and  Liberty  of  their  donfcience  5  then  he  in-  ^^''i^' 
treats  the  King  to  grant  Peace  to  his  Party 
and  the  Leaguers,  as  the  only  Remedy  for  {o 
many  Difeafes ;  and  he  exhorts  thofe  that  were 
about  the  King's  Perfon,  to  advife  him  to  make 
Peace  with  him.     Can  a  fingle  King,  fays  he, 
cope  with  the  Forces  of  fo  many  Enemies,  fur- 
rounded  on  one  fide  by  the  Reformed,  on  the 
other  by  the  Leaguers?  Therefore  Jet  him  ac- 
cept the  Condition ;  let  the  Leaguers  lay  down 
their  Arms,  and  confider  that  they  have  done 
enough  for  gratifying  their  Revenge,  Hatred, 
Jealoufies  and  Ambition,  if  any  remains   in 
them   after  fo   many   Misfortunes.      As   for 
himfelf,    he  will  fet  up  for  an  Example   to 
others ;  and  deem   himfelf  very  happy,  and 
fufficiently  recompenfed  if  he  can  be  reconciled  . 
with   the  King,   and  reconcile  the  Leaguers 
with  his  Majefty.     That,  that  was  the  earneft 
Defire  of  himfelf  and  of  his  Party  ;  the  Sub^ 
jeft  of  their  fervent  Prayers  to  God ;  and  what 
he  moft  humbly  befought  the  King  to  grane, 
what  he  intrcated,  nay,  what  he  commanded, 
as  firft  Prince  of  the  Blood,  the  Leaguers :  If 
they  don't  comply,  if  the  King  denies  his  juft 
Petition,    he  implores  God  Almighty's   Af- 
fiftancc,  and  calls  him  and  all  Men  to  be  Wit- 
ncffes  of  the  Sincerity  of  his  Intention^^  that 
he  will  taktt  upon  him  the  King  and  King* 
dom's  Defence  agatnft  all  Oppofefs,  cten  to

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H^nryllLthe  Peril  of  his  own  Life  j  then  he  ofFers  his 

P«J/suc-  Proteftion  to  the  Cities,  Corporations,    tSc. 

t^  v'  that  (hall  fubmit  themfelves  to  the  King,  and 

to  himfelf,  promifing  them  to  alter  nothing 

either  in  their  Civil  Government  or  in  their 

Religion,  fcff. 

The  fecond  Writing  was  publifhed  on  the 
1 8th  of  April;  whereby  he  declares,  that  he 
will  hold  for  his  Enemies,  thofe  Leaguers  and 
Plotters,  who  having  attacked  the  King,  had 
aboliftied  the  King's  Name,  expelled  the  Par* 
liaments  and  other  Courts  of  Juftice  from  their 
Tribunals,    trod  under  their  feet  all  Rights 
Human  and  Divine,  had  confounded  the  Or- 
der of  all  things,  and  filled  up  the  Kingdom 
with  Blood  and  Horror  ;  letting  them  to  know 
that  he  will  purfue  and  profecute  them  with 
the  utmoft  Rigour.    And  whereas  he  knew 
that  many  either  thro'  Imprudence  or  Fear  had 
engaged  themfelves  with  the  League,  therefore 
he  exhorts  them  to  for&ke,  without  any  fur- 
ther Delay,  thofe  Traitors,  and  to  yield  to  the 
King  the  Submiflion  and  Obedience  whereto 
they  are  bound  by  their  Allegiance  ;  promif- 
ing his  Proteftion   to  thofe  who  fhall  obey, 
and  threatning  with  Deftrudtion  the  RefraAo- 
ries.    Then  he  fet  forth  the  boundlefs  Ambiti* 
on  of  the  Guifian  Houfe,  to  which  only  the  Mi- 
feries  and  Calamities  wherewith  the  Kingdom 
had  been  afflided  for  thirty  Years  paft  were  to 
be  afcribed  ;  whereby  a  total  Deftru<5tion  of  the 
State  muft  follow  of  courfe,  unlefs  thofe  who 
adhere  unto  them  ftiould  timely  repent. 

Six  Days  after  being  at  Saumur^  he  publifhed 
an  Edift  direAed  to  the  Reformed,  and  all 
others  who  were  under  his  Protection,  ac- 
quainting them  with  the  Truce  he  had  con- 
cluded of  late  with  the  King  of  FrancCy  and 

at 
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at  the  fame  time  accounting  for  the  Reafons  Hcuiylir. 
that  had  induced  him  to  coniprife  the  City  ^f  pJ/l^'. 
Avignon  J  and  the  County  of  Venaiffine  in  the    ^^  y! 
faid  Treaty;   and  commanding  them  ro  for-  u ^^J^ 
bear  all  Outrages  to  the  Kin^s  faithful  Sub- 
jeds,  and  the  Pope's,  and  all  manner  of  Dif- 
turbance  to  the  free  Exercife  of  the  Catholick 
Religion  {d). 

At  laft  the  two  Kings  had  an  Interview  at  CCXV, 
Pleffis  Us  Tours  J  to  the  great  Joy  of  the  two^«'«^*^w 
Courts,  the  feithful  Inhabitants,  and  of  all  who^^^'^ 
were  prefent,  who  by  their  repeated  Acclama* 
tions  exprefled  their  high  Satisfaftion ;  and  in- 
deed that  Sight  could  not  but  be  very  moving, 
efpecially  the  King  of  Navarre's  great  Gencro* 
fity,  who  facrificed  to  the  publick  Good  his 
juft  Refentments  for  the  many  Injuries  he  had 
received  of  the  King  his  Brother-in-Law.    He 
fell  upon  his  Knees  as  he  came  near  his  Ma- 
jefty,   about   three  Steps  diftance,    and  faid; 
That  he  reckoned  that  Day  the  happieft  of 
his  Life,  which  procured  to  him  the  Honour 
of  feeing  the  Face  of  his  Moft  Gracious  Lord, 
and  of  tendering  himfelf  his  moft  humble  and 
faithful  Services ;  that  now  Death  itfelf  would 
not  be    bitter   nor  unpleafant  to  him,    fincc 
being  reconciled  with  his  Majefty,  he  could 
give  up  the  Ghoft,  as  one  may  fay,  into  hiB 
Bofom.     Then  the  King  took  him  up  by  the 
Hand  and  embraced  him  moft  tenderly ;  which 
done,  the  King  of  Navarre  faluted  the  Princes 
and  the  Lords  that  were  in  the  King's  Atten- 
dance ;  and  both  their  Majefties  walked  toge- 
ther, amidft  the  Acclamations  of  the  People^ 
who  wifhed  them  all  proiperous  Succefs  in 
their  Undertakings.     Then  they  went  to  the 
Caftle,  and  held  a  Council  about  Ways  and 

Means

t«8  V.  ftiblved  to  fend  ten  thouiand  Crowns  to  Sedan^ 
fov  the  Relief  of  the  diftrefled  Gariibn.  In 
the  mean  while,  thofe  who  waited  in  the  Court- 
Yard  for  their  Majefties,  Roya  lifts  and  Navar- 
tedns  embraced  mutually  one  another,  detefUng 
their  former  Hatred  and  the  fad  Effeds  thereof, 
tnd  promifing  to  behave  for  the  future,  one 
to  another  as  Fellow-Countrymen,  they  walked 
together,  talking  of  the  prefent  State  of  Affairs ; 
fo  that  it  feemed  that  their  former  Ill-will  was 
fo  effeftually,  and  in  a  Minute  fupprefled,  that 
the  Frenchmen  came  to  the  Afliftance  oi  French- 
men^ for  quenching  the  burning  Flame  which 
confumed  their  common  Country.  After  the 
Council  was  over,  the  two  Kings  got  on  Horfe- 
back  to  go  into  the  City.  His  Majefty  find- 
ing the  King  of  Navarre's  Guards  at  the 
C^e-Gate,  was  much  furprized  at  it ;  but 
their  Mafter  diflembling  that  they  were  there 
by  his  own  Orders,  feigned  to  be  angry  againft 
them,  and  aiked  them  in  a  rough  Marnier, 
what  Buiinefs  they  had  there  ?  By  that  means 
the  King  was  appeafed,  and  thinking  that  he 
was  in  earneft,  he  took  their  Part,  and  excufed 
what  they  had  done :  Thefe  Guards  went  be- 
jfore,  and  the  two  Kings  arrived  at  the  Bridge 
of  St.  Anne^  where  the  King  of  Navarre  took 
his  Leave  of  his  Majefty,  and  having  croiled 
the  River  to  pleafe  his  Courders  and  faithfbl 
Servants,  he  lodged  that  Night  in  the  Suburb 
of  St.  Symphorienj  where  bis  own  Troops  had 
their  Quarters. 

The  next  Day,  having  fet  afide  all  Miftruft, 
be  went  into  the  City,  very  early  in  the  Mom- 
lag,  attended  only  with  a  Pagt,  tho*  the  King 
was  not  yet  got  up,  he  was  admitted  to  his 

Bed. 
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Bed-Chamber,  to  the  great  SurpriM  of  all  thofe  HcnrylH 
who  knew  it  afterwards,*  and  who  had  heard  p^!/sa. 
him  faying  that  he  would  never  come  alone  into    tus  V. 
the  King's  Chamber,  unlefs  he  was  attended  <**--y«^w 
by  two  Armies,  one  on  each  fide.  Then  when 
he  had  brought  back  his  Troops  beyond  the 
River,  the  King,  by  his  Advice,  lodged  three 
Regiments  in  the  %burbs.     The  Princes  of 
his  Blbod,  and  his  nSbft  faithftil  and  trufty  S&- 
vants,  amongft  others  the  Ckrdinal  of  Lenon* 
courts  Marfhal  of  Montmcrancy^  the  Dukes  of 
Efpernon  ana  of  Nevers,  with  feveral  others^ 
were  come  to  his  Majefty  at  Blois  and  attended 
him   to  Tours.     Eacli  of  them  had  brought 
fome  Troops  along  with  him.  No#  the  Dukt 
of  Mayenne  knowing  the  iStuation  of  Affairs  at 
Court,  thought  to  have  met  with  a  fair  Op- 
portunity or  forwarding  his  own  Intereft  {e). 

The   King's  Reconciliation    with   Navarre  ^^^^^^ 
gave  the  Leaguers  a  new  Subjed  for  inveighing '^''^1*'' 
againft  him ;  they  cried  out  that  now  it  "^t&fiquenas 
plain  he  was  a  Heretick  in  his  Heart,  or  xzldx^rfthatRs- 
had  no  Religion  lat  all :  And  lipcm  this  Occa-  ^^«^^«- 
fion,    the  Sdrhonifts  decreed,    6iat  his  Name^'^* 
fliould  be  left  out  of  the  Canon  of  the  Mafe,  and 
that  in  the  Prayers  inftead  of  ^^  Rege  noftro^ 
for  our  King,  the  Words  pro  Cbriftianis  Prin^ 
cipibus  noftrisj  for  cfur  Chriftian  Princess,  mean- 
ing the  Fences  of  the  Houfe  of  Lorraiffy  Iho^ 
be  fubftituted.     And  to  fuppoit  aU  then-  Pro- 
ceedings,  together  widi  the  Juftiee  of  degu* 
ding  the  Kmg  from  his  Rovalty,  fevehil  Pwfc- 
phlets  were  publiftied,  no  k^nger  without  ^ 
Author's  Name,  as  it  had  beeh  doM  till  nbw^ 
biit  having  ftifled  all  Remorfe  of  Cbnfi:iende, 
and  fhaken  off  all  Senfe  of  Shame  and  Duty, 
tbey  put  their  Glthy  in  their  Sbeme^  amongft  •

others^ 
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HcBiylll.  others,  Boucher  wrote  his  famous,  or  rather  infa- 
P«J/^-  mous  Book  ie  jufta  Abdicatione  Henri ci  III.  i 
lus  V. '  Francorum  Regno j  of  the  juft  D^radation  of 
Henry  III.  from  being  King  of  France^  which 
was  aftually  in  the  Prefs  when  the  faid  King 
was  murdered.     Beiides  that  Mayenne  and  his 
Partners  made  fuch  an  Uproar  at  Rome  by  their 
Emii&ries,  who  filled  thk -JPope's  and  Cardi- 
nals Ears  with  fo  many  xalihoods  concerning 
that  Reconciliation,  that  Sixlus  V.  publi(hed  a 
Monitory  againfl  the  King,  whereby  he  com- 
manded him  to  releafe  the  Cardinal  of  Bourbon 
and  the  Archbiihop  of  Lyons  in  ten  days  after 
the  publifhing  of  the  faid  Monitory^  and  to  no- 
tify the  faid  Releafement  by  his  Letters,    or 
fom^  other  publick  Inftrument  direAed  to  the 
ApoftoUcal  See,  figned  and  fubfcribed  with  his 
own  Hand,  and  fealed  with  his  Royal  Seal  in 
30  Days  after.     If  he  don't  obey  he  excommu- 
nicates him,  and  fulminates  Anathemas  againft 
him,  declaring  him  obnoxious  (o  all  the  Church* 
Cenfures,  efpecially  thofe  expreiTed  in  the  Bull 
Cana  Domini^  (^c.  And  this  is  to  be  underflood, 
not  only  of  the  King,  but  likewife  of  all  his  Ad- 
herents, and  thofe  who  by  what  means  foever 
do  or  fhall  abet  him.    Furthermore,  he  fum- 
mons  him  to  appear  before  him  in  60  Days 
after  he  fhall  have  received  notice  of    thefe 
Summons's,  either  in  Perfon  or  by  his  Proc- 
tors, in  order  to  fhew  caufe  why  he  had  mur- 
dered the  Cardinal  of  Guife^  and  now  detains 
Prifoners  the  Cardinal  of  Bourbon  and  the  Arch- 
bifhop  of  Lyons  J  and  why  Sentence  fhall  not  be 
pafl^  againft  him,  (^c.    Adding,  that  he  could 
not  be  abfolved  but  by  the  Pope  himfelf,  ex- 
cept at  the  point  of  death,  and  that  too  upon 
Promife  to  fubmit  himfelf  to  whatever   the 
Church  fhould  inflidt  upon  him. 

AU 
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AH  thefe  Proceedings  either  of  the  SorionifisHctirylil, 
againft  their  own  Sovereign,  or  of  the  Pope  a- „  !5?9:^^ 
gainft  the  firft  King  of  Chrijiendom  in  Europe^  Jns  V*" 
were  enough  to  turn  the  People's  Heads,  and  to 
make  them  run  into  ail  manner  of  Excefles  a- 
gainft  Royal  Majefty  ;  and  fo  it  happened,  and 
that  rebcliious  Spirit,  like  an  epidemical  Dif- 
temper,  raged  every  where,  and  caufed  fuch 
ftrange  Convulfion  Fits  upon  Men,  that  any 
thing  like  it  had  never  been  feen  before. 

But  on  the  other  fide,  nothing  could  be  more 
advantageous  to  the  King  in  the  prefent  Circumt- 
ftances,  than  that  Union  with  the  Reformed 
Party,  and  it  was  not  long  before  he  reap'd  the 
Benefit  thereof;  and  indeed  the  Pope's  Moni- 
^tory  againft  him  was  no  fooner  made  publick 
than  the  Senate  of  Venice^  the  Great  Duke  of 
Tufcany^  and  the  Duke  of  Mantua^  fent  notice 
thereof  to  that  Prince  by  the  means  o(  Ifaiab 
Brochard  Lord  of  La  CUelkj  formerly  his  En- 
.voy  to  the  Great  Duke,  and  advifed  his  Ma- 
jefty, to  let  the  Pope  know  as  foon  as  poifible» 
by  the  faid  La  Clielle,  that  he  had  been  inform* 
ed  by  fome  Princes  his  Allies,  of  the  Decree 
publiftied  againft  him  ;  which  feemed  unto  him 
a  new  and  very  unjuft  Proceeding:  that  he  bad 
no  reafon  to  exped  ^ny  fuch  thing  from  the 
Holy  See,  which  was  beholden  to  himfelf  and  to 
his  Anceftors  for  fo  many  Favours  heap'd  one 
over  another  upon  it.  That  he  defired  he  fhould 
know,  that  it  was  in  vain  to  inquire  why  he  had 
caufed  the  Duke  and  the  Cardinal  of  Guife  to  be 
put  to  death,  and  why  he  detiain'd  the  Cardinal 
of  Bourbon  and  the  Archbifhop  oi  Lyons  clofc 
Prifoners,  fincc  the  Reafons  thereof  were  obf 
vious  to  all  the  World,  and  that  all  the  Nat 
tions  were  informed  of  the  Plots  they  had  hatch- 
ed, a^d  very  nearly  ex^cut^d  againft  him  and  the 
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HenrylJ J.  Kingdom ;  that  there  was  no  need  of  any  fur- 
'5^9;  thcr  Arguments  for  evincing  what  he  aflertcd  5 
^3  v!*  *^  ^^^^  fufficient  for  that  purpofe  to  confider  the 
Behaviour  of  the  Duke  oi  Mayenne  and  his  Ac- 
complices, who  perfifted  in  their  unnatural  Rebel- 
lion, and  treading  in  the  Steps  of  the  Duke 
of  Guife^  were  doing  their  utmoft  Efforts  to 
omipleat  openly  what  he  had  begun;  that  if 
he  has  done  any  thing  amifs,  which  however  he 
don't  own,  that  has  been  remitted  unto  him  by 
his  Confc;flbr  in  virtue. of  a  Brief  granted  for 
that  purpofe  by  the  Pope  himfelf ;  and  that  he 
was  not  obliged  to  account  for  any  of  his  Ac- 
tions but  only  to  God ;  and  that  he  was  no 
more  obnoxious  to  the  Church's  Cenfures  than 
his  Predeceflbrs.  Neverthelefs  to  fhew  the 
World  that  he  declined  not  the  Pope's  Authority, 
he  was  refolved  to  go  to  Rome  in  a  fhort  time, 
but  attended  with  a  Coippany  fuitable  to  his  high 
Dignity,  and  ib  ftrong  and  powerful  that  he 
might  not  be  denied  free  Paf&ge.  Trufting 
himfelf  that  having  evinced  the  Juftice  of  his 
Caufe  before  the  World,  the  Decree  (hall  be 
reverfed,  nay  his  Holinefs  will  be  glad  to  grant 
him  Abfolution  if  required  {e). 

The  Senate  of  Venice^  the  Great  Duke,  and 
the  Duke  of  Mantua^  were  likewife  to  interfere, 
and  to  fhew  the  Audacioufnefs,  Pride  and  In- 
juflice  of  his  Proceedings.  They  further  ad- 
vifed  his  Majefty  to  feize  upon  Auignan  and 
the  Venaiffine  County,  by  the  means  of  La  Va- 
Utte  Govemour  of  Provence^  or  of  Alphonjo 
Omano  aflifled  with  Les  Diguiere^s  Forces,  and 
to  give  out  that  he  had  done  it  by  his  Autho- 
rity, to  preferve  for  the  Holy  Sec  thofe  Cbun^ 
tries  that  have  been  always  under  the  Crown*^ 
]^teAion,    from  falling  into  the  Hands  of 

thofe 
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thofe  who  had  a  greater  Regard  for  their  own  HcaryllL 
Intereft  than  for  the  Holy  See,  and  that  he  had  pA]  §^":. 
been  forced  to  do  it,  feeing  that  Sixtus  V.  that    i^  y. 
unworthy  Head  of  the  Church,  did  not  endea- 
vour as  becometh  the  Common  Father  oi  all 
Chriftians,  to  maintain  Peace  and  Concord  be- 
tween the  Chriftian  Princes,  but  rather  foment- 
ed Difcord  amongft  them ;  that  he  has  taken 
pofTeflion  of  thefe  Countries  for  preventing  his 
pernicious  Defigns,  being  ready  to  reftore  them 
as  foon  as  Peace  and  Tranquility  fhall  be  (ettled 
in  his  Kingdom,  and  the  Pope  fhall  be  better 
tempered. 

Such  were  the  Counfels  given  to  the  King  by 
the  Princes  of  Italy  who  knew  perfeftly  well 
that  Sixtus^s  wild  Temper  could  not  be  moved 
by  any  Submiffions  or  Intreaties,  but  only  bjr 
Force  and  hard  Ufage  and  Language.  An4 
had  it  not  been  for  the  King's  fuddcn  death, 
very  likely  that  Pontiff  would  not  have  fared 
better  than  fome  of  his  proud  Predeceflbrs  (/). 

I  can't  tell  whether  Clielle's  Deputation  took 
place,  nor  whether  thofe  States  of  Italy  did  ac- 
tually interfere  with  the  Pope  in  the  King's  be- 
half. I  know  that  there  was  a  Truce  in  Daupbittl 
between  the  King's  Generals  and  Les  Diguieres^ 
and  that  they  united  their  Forces  together  to 
a<9:  conjointly  againft  the  Leaguers  and  the 
Duke  of  Savoy.  But  the  Great  Duke  of  Tuf- 
cany  went  much  further  than  any  other  Priac«, 
for  he  lent  the  King  two  hundred  thouiaad 
Crowns,  which  he  took  care  to  remit  fa£ely  in- 
to Germany. 

Befides  thefe  Advantages,  the  Di^ce  of  MffMi- 
penfier  routed  the  Gaulterian  Army  in  NorwumJ^  5 
tiiey  were  fo  called  from  the  Parifli  of  La  Cha^^ 
pelU  Gaultiir^  where  ^  few  Years  before^  ^tut^ 

had 
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Henrylll.  had  Acir  firft  Aflembly  in  order  to  oppofe  the 
p '  J^:  Incurfions  of  the  Soldiery,  that  went  plundering 
^v!*"  ^^^  committing  many  mtolerable  Outrages 
upon  the  poor  rcafants  and  other  Country- 
Men.  •  That  Example  was  foon  followed  by 
others ;  and  their  Number  being  increafed,  they 
became  more  noxious  to  the  Country  than  the 
Soldiery.  They  were  fometimes  above  (ixteen 
thoufand  Men^  difperfed  in  the  ViUages,  who 
at  a  certain  Signal  were  ufed  to  leave  their 
Work,  to  take  their  Arms,  and  repair  to  the 
Place  appointed  by  their  Captains :  Now  the 
Leaguers  made  ufe  of  them,  for  difturbing  the 
Peace  in  that  Province,  and  forwarding  their 
Intereft  in  it ;  the  Count  of  Brijfac^  whom  the 
Marlhal  of  Aumont  had  lately  caufed  to  fly  from 
Angers^  was  come  into  Normandy^  and  had  of- 
fcxtd  himfelf  to  the  Gualterians  to  be  their 
Chief,  and  had  been  accepted,  but  was  intirely 
routed  at  Argentan^  3000  of  them  were  killed 
upon  the  fpot,  1200  taken  Prifoners,  400 
whereof  were  condemned  to  Slavery,  the  reft 
releafed  5  from  that  time  they  were  fo  well  dif- 
perfed,  that  they  were  never  feen  ^ftcr.Senlis^ 
befieged  by  the  Duke  of  Aumale^  was  relieved 
about  the  feme  time  by  the  moft  renowned  La 
Noue'y  called  Iron-Arm^  under  the  Command  of 
the  Duke  of  Longueville^  and  by  that  Great 
Man's  Prudence  and  Courage,  Aumale^s  Army 
was  intirely  routed,  leaving  more  than  1200 
Men  killed  upon  the  Field.  But  the  Count  of 
Brienne^  a  Royalift,  was  likewife  routed  by  the 
Duke  of  Mayenney  having  been  furprized  near 
Amboife^  he  loft  600  Men,  three  Standards,  and 
was  taken  Prifoner. 

The  King  himfelf  was  in  great  danger  of 
being  killed,  or  at  leaft  taken  Prifoner  at  7W/, 
by  the  Duke  of  Moymnt.  That  General  afiailed 

one 
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ene  of  the  Suburbs  of  that  City,  and  carried  itHcriryllf. 
after  a  long  and  ftout  Refiftance.  His  Majefty  ^J^^ij^^ 
was  riding  that  Morning,  in  that  Suburb,  with  tas  V. 
fome  of  his  Generals  and  Courtier^',  when  oti^ 
k  fudden  the  Duke*s  ScdutS  Were  feen  eoming 
full  Gallop ;  and  fcatce  had  he  Time  enough 
to  retire  into  the  City,  and  order  the  Gates  there- 
of to  be  fhut  Up,  left  the  young  Nobility  (hould 
rufh  incdnfldei-ately  imong  the  Enemies  :  Theri 
he  wrotd  to  the  King  of  Navarre  to  infornl 
him  of  the  Danger  he  was  inj  and  to  defire 
him  to  fend  his  AfquebuH^rs  In  all  hafte  to  hi^ 
Afliftance,  which  he  did,  arid  fent  them  the 
fame  Day,  under  the  Command  of  the  Count 
Coligny  \  they  with  the  King's  Switzers  of  the 
Regiment  of  Galatiy  performed  Wonders ;  the 
brave  Grillon^  who  commanded  the  whole  In- 
fantry in  the  Duke  of  Efpernonh  Abfencfe>  dif- 
tinguifhed  himfelf  ori  this  Occaflon :  but  at  Jaft; 
being  over-powered  by  Numbers,  they  could 
not  hold  out  any  longer,  and  were  obHged  to 
retreat,  aft^f  having  fought  for  nine  Hbiirs  to- 
gether, and  to  leave  that  Suburb  at  the  Difcre- 
tion  of  the  Enemy.  The  Chevalier  Claude  of 
Lorraine  ftained  that  Vidtory  by  thte  moffi 
ftiameful  Jlnd  abominable  Aftions;  not  fparing 
even  the  Churches  nor  Convents,  where  Wo- 
men and  Virgins  had  taken  Refuge  with  theit 
beft  Moveables ;  he  entered  the  Churches^ 
plundered  the  Altars  ;  at  the  foot  of  them  he 
ravifhed  Women  in  prcftnce  of  thdr  Hufband^i 
and  defldul*ed  Virgins  in  ptefence  of  their  Pa- 
rents.Thefe  impious  Leaguers  were  notafbanied 
to  give  out  that  every  thing  was  allowed  and 
forgiven  to  thofe  who  fought  for  Religion's 
fake,  being  fqpported  b;^  the  Pbpe^  and  that! 
the  fame  Things  were  not  allowed  to  Here- 
V.m.  Part  II.        O  o  ticks^ 
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Ji^iwylll.  ticks,  (Jo  they  called  the  Royalijisy)  which  were 

m  V?  ^^  ^^^  ^^^^  ^*y>  *^^  9^^^  ^^  Af^<  they  al* 
tered  their  Language  and  Behaviour;  for  the 
puke  of  Mayenne  underftanding  that  the  King 
o{  Navarre  was  in  full  march  with  the  reft  of  his 
Troops,  and  would  arrive. at  Noon,  he  thought 
proper  to  march  off  privately  and  filently ;  his 
Kear  was  purfued,  and  fome  of  them  killed  or 
taken  Priioners.  The  King  of  Navarre  arrived 
about  Mid-day^  and  was  moft  gracioufly  re- 
ceived by  his  Moft  Chriftian  Majefty.  The 
Royalifts  k)ft  on  that  Occafion  about  300 
Men,  amongft  whom  were  feveral  Pferfons  of 
Note,  the  Lofs  of  the  Enemy  was  not  above 
150,  very  few  Perfptis  of  Note  were  foimd 
amongft  them.  Mayenne  marched  to  Mans^ 
and  caufed  a  Relation  of  his  Exploits  to  be 

Sublifhed,  full  of  Falihoods^  in  order  to  dazzle 
ie  Parifians  Eyes. 

The  King  being  eafed  of  his  Fears,  by  the 
Departure  of  the  Duke,  divided  the  Admini-^ 
firation  of  his  Affairs  in  this  Manner ;  he  charg- 
ed the  King  of  Navarre  with  the  chief  Care  of 
the  War,  and  fent  him  to  Baugencyy  in  order  to 
frighten  Orleans  with  the  Strength  of  the  Ar- 
my. He  kept  by  himfelf  Part  of  the  Troops, 
applying  himfelf  to  Bufinefs,  he  fent  the  Count 
oi  Soijfons  into  Britanny\  and  named  Forget f 
Lord  of  Frefnes^  his  Anjbaflador  to  the  Coiirt 
of  Madrid^  with  Orders  to  require  of  the  King 
of  Spaifii  that  if  he  would  not  ftand  his  Friend; 
at  leaft  he  ftiould  fend  no  Supplies  to  the  Duke 
of  Mayenne.  At  the  fame  time,  having  no. 
News  of  Sancy^  he  difpatched  Gafpar  de  Scbom^ 
ierg^  Count  of  NanteuiU  and  James  Augnjk 
Tbuanus^  for  raifmg  in  Germany  loooo  Hoiifi 
and, 1 6000  Foot.'  Then  he  marched. ia  Peribn 
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tDwards  Poitiersi  in  hopes  tofecure  that  City  in  Henry Ulj 
his  Intercft,  but  moft  part  of  his  Defigns  were,  p^^' 
abortive,  Orleans  periifted  in  its  Rebellion  not-   tw  vl 
withftahding  the  Approach  of  Navntfe%   the  <■■  ■'"y-i^ 
Count  of  Soijfons  was  taken  Prifoner  by  the 
Duke  of^Mercdmr,  and  the  King  did  not  meet 
the  Inhabitants  of  Pointers  fuch  as  he  ekpedted 
to  find  them  (f). 

Therefore  he  carai  back  to  Tours^  where  he 
had  a  good  mind  tp  live  as  idly  as  he  had  done 
before,  ih  the  time  of  his  Profperity,  flattering 
himfelf  with  the  hopes  of  fome  Agreement 
With  the  Leaguers :  But  th^  King  o(  Navarre 
having  viflted  him  at  ten  a  clock  in  the  Eve- 
ning, rouzed  him  up  by  fo  many  Motives,  that 
lie  obliged  him  to  exert  himfelf  in  a  way  fuit- 
able  to  his  Dignity,  giving  him  hopes  that  af- 
ter two  Months  of  hard  Labour  he  would  be  a£ 
reft  ft)r  ^11  the  Days  of  his  Life; 

The  Rout  of  Aumale^^  Army  above  mentiori- 
cd,  and  that  of  De  SaveHfe  a  defperate  Leaguer^ 
by  the  Coimt  of  Ghatilloni  and  the  NeWs  of 
Sancft  coming  with  a  flirong  Army  from  Swit^ 
zeriand'y  thefe  good  Succeffes  helped  much  to 
induce  him  to  tdkd  that  Refdlutionw 

The  two  Kings  refolved  to  march  with  their  CGXVIl, 
united  Forces  to  Paris  \    in  their   w^y   thej  *^tnu9 
ftormed  Gergduy  five  Leagues  diftant  from  Or-  ^^ 
leans^  Jalldnge  was  Commander  thereof,    thej^^'^  • 
Hioft  part  of  the  Garrifon  was  put  to  the  Sword^  Paiii. 
and  the  Commander    was  condemned  to  be 
hang'd  for  his  Obftinacy ;  a  ftrong  Gatifon  was 
put  in  the  Town,  in  order  to  oppofe  the  Incur- 
fions  of  thofe  of  Orleanry  Gien  and  La  Chariti 
furrendered  themfelves,  fo  that  all  the  Bridges  on 
the  Loirey  thofe  of  Orleans  and  Nantz  excepted, 
were  in  poflelfion  of  the  Royalifts.    Pluviefs 
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Henry  III.  in  Beaujfe  was  ftormed  and  plundered  for  hee 
« 589-    Refiftance  by  the  King  of  Navarre^  the  Officers 
tas  V.*^  ®f  ^^^  Garifon  were   likewifc  executed  -,   Ef- 
tampes  fharcd  the  fame  Fate  for  the  fame  Rea- 
fon,  the  Baron  of  St.  Germain  Governor  thereof 
was  beheaded,  Bergeroneau  the  King%  Attor- 
ney and  fome  lother  Citizens  were  hanged  for 
their  Rebellion.     Dourdan  fubmitted  voluntari- 
ly ;  but  Pofffi  not  following  that  good  Example, 
was  ftormed  and  plundcroi.     Pontoife  was  bc- 
fieged  in  form,  UAUncourt  Son  to  Villercj  late 
Secretary  of  State  was  Governor  thereof,  the 
Garifon  was  3000  Men  ftrong,  however  he  ca- 
pitulated when  the  Church  of  the  Suburb  of 
our  Lady  had  been  carried  by  Storm, 
^cxvuf.     While  the  two  Kings  were  before  Pontoifej 
Sancy       they  were  joined  the  Day  before  its  Reddition, 
Ew^^  was  the  26th  or  27th  of  Jtf/jr,  by  Sancj 

my  njuitb    with  his  Auxiliaries,  amounting  to  loooo  Smt- 
bisjfuxi-  zers^  2000  German  Foot,  and   1500  Reifter5\ 
hartei.      jjg  ^^  received  with  the  greateft  marks  of  Joy 
and  Acknowledgement  by  the  King,  and  in- 
deed the  Fidelity  to  his  King  and  Love  for  his 
Country  which  that  generous  Patriot  (hewed 
forth  on  this  Occafion,  cannot   be  fufficiendy 
commended.     His  Name  yidi%  Nicolas  de  Har- 
Great  Ge-hy  Bzton  of  Sancy  \  the  King  having  expofed 
fterofity  0/  in  his  Council  the  fad  Condition  he  was  in,  and 
^^^  ^^^^' finding  in    his  Counfellors    more   Compaffion 
than  real  Affiftance,  Sancy  who  was  then  Maf- 
ter  of  the  Requefts,  but  a 'Man  who  under  the 
Magiftrate  carried  a  Soul  truly  great  and  nobk, 
fpoke  to  the  fame  purpofe,  and  concluded  with 
the  abfolute  Neceffity  *of  having  an  Army  of 
Foreigners,  which  could  not  be  raifed  more 
commodioufly  or  diligently  than  in  SwitTierlani. 
Every  one  agreed  with  him  in  that  Pomt,  not 
without  bantering  lam,  alking  of  one  another, 
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}Fho  Jhall  he  that  happy    or  rather  generous  H^^rylU. 
Frenchman,  who  will  levy  fuch  an  Army^  having  ^  '  5^9- 
no  other  means  than  the  King^s  Letters  ?  I  ought  ^l  y^ 
not  to  be  the  Man^  fays  he>  (detefting  inward- 
Jy  the  Ungratefulnefs  of '  many  of  them  who 
had  exceedingly   enriched  themfelves  by  the 
King's  Favours,  and  at  the  Coft  of  his  Repu- 
tation and  Credit)  hut  however  I  Jhall  be  that 
Man,  And  without  delay  he  accepted  the  Com- 
miflion;  which  he  executed  with  the  lois  of  his 
whole  Eftate,    and  having  overcome    all  \he 
great  Difficulties  which  the  Duke  of  Stavoy  opr 
pofed  to  him,  it  is  almoft  incredible  what  great 
I)angers  and  Obftacles  he  had  to  overcome  ei- 
ther, in  going  to  or  returning  from  Switzerland. 
Being  arrived  in  Burgundy  with  that  Army,  the 
Vifcount  of  La  Guichey  who  had  the  Warrant 
of  Colonel  of  the  Switzers^  went  thither  to 
take  upon  him  the  Command  thereof;  No^  noy 
Sir^  fays  Sancy^  you  may  keep  your  Paper ^  but  I 
jhall  keep  my  Men.    Which  Anfwer  was  much 
approved  in  the  Council  of  War,  and  ferved 
only  to  haften  tjie  neceflary  Provifions  for  fuch 
^n  important  Charge. 

When  he  arrived  at  Tontoifcy  the  King  could 
ijot  refrain  from  Tears,  when  he  embraced  him, 
^nd  §ancy  having  defired  his  Majefty   to  let 
him  know  the  reafon  of  fo  melancholy  a  Re- 
ception when  his  Affairs  were  in  fo  profperous 
a  Conditipn  1^  /  weep^  fays  the  King,  becaufe  I 
have  nothing  better  for  the  ptefent  than  Tears 
dnd  Fromifes  for  recompenftng  fo  important  a  Ser- 
Vtice^  but  if  God  grants,  me  Life  and  Means ^  X 
give  you  my  word  that  I  will  make  you  fo  greats 
that  you  will  be  the  Qbjeff  of  Envy  to  the  great efi 
of  my  Kingdom,     Three  Days  after  the  King 
was  aflaffinated,    and   that  Army  ferved   for 
maintaining  the  Right  of  Henry  IV.  and  fet  J  ng 

Oo  3  the 
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Hcnrylll-  the  Crown  upon  him  \  yrho  continued  hij 
'5|9^  Gratitude  to  him  till  the  time  of  that  free  Anr 
w.  v!"  ^^^^  ^^  gave  to  the  Lady  of  Liancourt  DucKefs 
of  Beaufort  and  Miftrefs  to  the  King.  She  had 
procured  the  Marriage  pf  Sebaftian  Zafnet  with 
magdalcn  Le  CkvCy  by  yrhom  he  had  already 
feveral  Children,  which  had  been  legitimated 
with  great  Ceremony  in  prefence  of  the  whole 
Court ;  that  had  be^n  done  purppfely  in  order  to 

Prepare  the  People's  Minds  and  Eyes  by  that 
decedent,  not  to  be  furprizcd  at  what  fhe  ha4 
a  mind  to  offer  v?ry  foon  to  their  Sight,  in  or- 
der to  obtain  what  ihe  ^nied  at :  And  feigning^ 
to  be  ignorant  upon  this  Point,  (he  aflced  San-- 
cy  whether  that  manner  of  legitimating  Chil- 
dren was  fafe  and  fufficient  ?  Yes  Madam,  fays 
be.  She  thinking  to  have  catch'd  him  in  the 
Trap,  returned.  How  Sir,  and  if  the  King  had 
a  mind  to  marry  me,  would  then  our  Childrei^ 
be  legitimate  ?  No,  no.  Madam,  iays  he  with  In- 
dignation againft  her  Artifices  and  Defigns,  for 
in  France  the  King's  Baftards  are  never  better 

than  Sons  of  a  W e.     That  Freedom   coft 

him  very  dear,  for  he  was  difmiiTed  from  his 
Place  of  Super-Intendant  of  the  King*s  Ex- 
chequer -,  and  he  afforded  the  World  another 
Inftance  of  Princes'  Ungratefulnefs  for  their 
beft  and  moft  faithful  Servants,  as  Belifarius 
had  done  formerly  in  the  Emperor  Juftiniatf% 
Time :  for  that  generous  Gentleman,  to  whom 
King  Henry  IV.  was  beholden,  one  may  fay  for 
his  Crown,  was  quite  forgotten  by  that  un- 
grateful Prince,  and  tho'  he  had  adminiftred 
the  Exchequer  for  three  Years  together,  ne- 
verthelefs  he  had  been  io  faithful  and  con- 
fcientious  in  the  Difcharge  of  his  Truft,  that 
he  had  not  bought  an  Inch  of  Land,  nor.could 
he  pay  any  of  his  Debts,  but  his  own  Lan(^ 

Maxmors, 
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Manors,  and  Lordfhips  remained  mortgaged,  Hcnrylll 
ftnd  his  beautiful  Diamond  that  went  by  hisp'^^<?v 
Name,  The  Sanct,  xemained  pawii'd;  (it  ^'sV^' 
was  bought  afterwards  by  King  James).     So 
he  was  reduced  to  Poverty,  for  his  Trouble  of 
faving   the  State,   by  the  Lofs  of  his  own 
Eftate  (g ).    I  thoudit  myfelf  m  Duty  bound, 
to  fay  fo  much  to  the  Honour  of  that  great 
Man's  Memory,  blafted  too  inconfiderately  by 
Mezeray^  who  has  copied  after  Sullfs  Me- 
moirs, not  minding  that  Ke  was  Sancfs  En^my, 
and  the  Duchefe  of  Beauforfs  Friend. 

Now  the  Royal  Army,  ftrengthened  by  the  CCXIX, 

Junftion  ofSancfs  Auxiliaries,  became  formida-  Pa"^  be* 
le  to  his  Enemies,  being  compofed  of  near-^^^'S:''* 
38000  Men,  K[brfe  and  root.  After  the  Red- 
dition  of  Pmtoife^  it  marched  to  St.  Cloudy 
which  furrendercd  after  a  little  Refiftance,  the 
,  King  took  his  Quarters  in  it,  and  lodged  in 
Gondfs  Houfe  ;  the  King  oi Navarre  took  his 
qwn  at  Meudoi^  his  Troops  extended  from 
Vanvres  to  the  Bridge  of  Cbarentony  the  King's 
from  St.^  Cloud  to  Nuilly*s  Haven. 

At  the  Sight  of  that  Royal  Army,  the  Roy- 
alifts  that  were  in  good  Number  in  Parisj  the 
Timorous  and  the  Wealthy,  declared  them- 
felves  openly  for  an  Agreenient  and  a  Recon-? 
"ciliation  with  the  King ;  they  went  from  Houfe 
to  Houfe  exhorting  their  Friends  to  join  with 
them.  The  Dread  of  a  terrible  but  deferved 
Punifhment,  chilled  the  Blood  of  the  hotteft 
Leaguers,  in  vain  the  feditious  Preachers  did 
their  beft  Endeavours  to  keep  up  their  Spirits 
by  their  Declamations  and  falfe  News  ;  as  they 
had  given  no  Bounds  to  their  unnatural  Rebel- 
lion i  fo-  they  expedbed  no  Mercy.  It  was  to  be

The  puke  pf  Mayenne  had  ali;ea(Jy  taken  ^ 
dcfperate  |lefolutipn,  viz.  to  come  put  with 
4000  Men  ^  deiperate  as  himfe^,  t9  attack 
the  Royalifts,  and  to  yanquifti  or  die.  Such  wa9 
his  Refolution,  when  a  dreadful  Stroke  (aved 
him  from  the  very  B^  of  the  f^recipice. 
CCXX.       Whether  God's  Juftipe  was  npt  yet  fatisfied, 
Aiif  Hen- Qj.  tj^^|.  j^  required  ap  Ei^^ample  of  ^e  firft  Qua- 
VdHf^a^^y^y^  which  might  produce  a  Revplution,  wherc- 
^Monk.      by  the  State  ftiould  be  reformed ;  howbcit,  Go4 
'    Almighty  permitted,  that  a  miferable  Wretci 
pofltfled  with  the  Spirit  of  Superftition,  the 
worft  of  all  the  Spirits,  perpetrated  upon  hi? 
Majefty  the  moft  heinous   of  all   Parricides, 
ftabbing  him  in  the  Belly  with  a  Knife^i  which 
he  kept  concealed  in  his  Sleeve,  when  he  was 
admitted  to  the  King's  Audience  on  pretence 
pf  having  feme  great  Secret  to  reveal.     Hi$ 
Name  was  James  Clement,  a  Dominican 
Fryar,    who   was    in    Prieft's   Orders.      The 
King  feeling  himfelf  wounded,  drew  the  Knif? 
put  of  his  Belly,  and  ftruck  the  Villain  with 
it  over  the  Eye  \  ^hen  being  feized  by  his  Serr 
vants,  that  had  withdrawn  at  his  Command, 
he  was  killed  upon  the  fpot.     The  Surgeons 
having  fearched  the  Wound,  at  firft  were  ii;^ 
iiopes  that  it  would  not  prove  rportal;    but 
having  been  feized  with  a  violent  Fever  the 
next  Night,  and  fuffering  the  bittereft  Pains^ 
all  hopes  of  his  Cure  vaniftied  away,    and  he 
cxjpired  the  next  Morning,  the  fecond  Day  of 
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^uguft^     It  IS  certain,  that  he  fpent  his  Time,  Henr/lii. 
after  he  had  been  wounded,  to  his  Death,  in  n^^^^; 
Reflexions,  and  Preparations  fuitable  to  his  pre--    ^^  ^* 
fent  Condition,   humbling  himfelf  under  the 
mighty  hand  of  God,  giving  Thanks  for  the 
true  Knowledge  he  had  given  him  of  the  Va- 
pity  of  Scepters  and  Crowns  \  his  Sorrows*  for 
the  Sins  of  his  pafl:  Life  were  fb  quick,  and  at- 
tended with  fo  many  Proteftations  of  Amend- 
ment, if  God  was  pleafed  to  prolong  his  Days, 
tho*  he  defired  not  to  live  any  longer  than  it 
was  expedient  for  bringing  forth  Fruits  of  a 
true  Repentance;  that  the  Conflancy  and  Great- 
nefe  of  Soul  wherewith  he  received  Death  muft 
be  intirely  afcribed  to  the  vidorious  Power  of 
the  merciful  Grace  of  God.  He  received  Death, 
pot  as  a  Kii^g  infatuated  with  his  Greatnefs, 
loathing  the  very  thought  of  renouncing  his 
worldly  Advantages,  but  as  a  Criminal  fully 
convinced  of  the  Juftice  of  the  Sentence  pafled 
figainft  him,  and  who  looks  upon  the  Execu^ 
^on  f  hereof  as  an  Attqnement  for  his  Crimes, 
which   might  procure  him   Forgivenefs  and 
Mercy  before  the  dreadful  Tribunal  of  God  : 
Jn  a  word,  as  the  Beginnings  of  his  Life  had 
been  very  glorious,  fo  his  End  was  moft  holy ; 
as  by  the  former  Adions  of  his  Life,  he  had 
been  judg^ed  worthy  to  wear  a  Crown,  before 
he  had  any  \  fo  by  his  laft,  he  made  thofe  that 
were  prefent  to  judge  that  he  exchanged  his 
f  ar.hly  Crown  for  an  heavenly  one. 

After  what  I  have  faid  qf  his  Government,  jj>^  q^^^ 
fiuring  the  i^^rhole  Courfe  of  his  Reign,  I  need  raaer. 
jiot  to  ^nfift  much  upon  his  Charafter.  He 
was  well-ihaped,  he  had  a  majeftic  and  agree- 
able Mien,  no  Man  in  his  Kingdom  fpoke  fo 
gracefully  as  he  did,  he  was  thought  too  curi- 
pus  for  a  great  King  in  the  Choice  of  his 

Ex- 
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Hennrlll.  Expreffions,  he  was  extremely  ftedfaft   in  the 
P^^Suc-  '^^"©^'^  of  his  Anceftors,  and  had  an  exceed-^ 
tasV.'  i^^g  Rcfpcft  for  Church-Men,  Monks,  fc?r.  he 
was  naturally  a  ftridt  Lover  of  Juftice,  of  a 
ibund  Judgment,  and  quick  Appreheniion,  but 
above  all,  he  exceeded  all  his  rredeceflbrs  by 
his  Liberality,  and  in  the  Manner  he  gave :  In  a 
word,  the  Seeds  of  all  thofe   Virtues  which 
adorn  the  Throne,  and  ferve  to  make  a  Frince 
dreaded,    reverenced,    beloved  by  Foreigners 
ais  well  as  by  his  own  Subjedts,  were  to  be 
found  in  Hmry  III,  and  had  they  been  care- 
fully cheriihed  up,  had  he  had  one  Carnavalet 
by  him,   to  inftruA  and  admonifh  him,    he 
would  have  been  aftually  dreaded,  reverenced 
and  beloved,  he  would  have  proved  the  De- 
light of  Mankind  in  general,  and  efpecially  of 
his  Subje6ts.     But  for  his  own,  and  the  Kin^ 
dom's  Misfortune,  Carnavalet  died  too  fbon  ; 
and  the  Queen  his  Mother  exceedingly  thirfty 
after  Dominion,  thought  that  there  was  no  bet- 
ter way  of  gratifying  her  Ambition  than  by 
bringing  her  Son  to  live  a  diffolute  Life.    She 
named  Vilkquier  as  the  moft  proper  to  com- 
pafs  her  Defigns,  being  the  moft  diflblute  and 
profligate  Man  of  the  Kingdom,  and  it  may  be 
of  that  Age  5  he  fucceeded  to  Carnavalet  in 
the  Government  of  that  Prince  5  who   being 
ftill  of  an  Age,  wherein  love  of  Pleafures  pre- 
vails above  any  thing  elfe,  he  proved  foon  a 
great  Proficient  either  in  Idlenefs  or  in  the  moft 
unlawful  Pleafures,  his  Temper  and  Inclinati- 
ons were  quite  altered,  even  his  Virtues  became 
fo  many  Vices,  not  keeping  them   in  a  juft 
Bound,  his  Liberality  degenerated  into  Profufe- 
liefs,  his  Prudence  into  Timoroufnefs,  his  Cle- 
mency into  Pufillanimity  and  even  Cowardice ; 
fuid  he  carried  this  fo  far,  that  after  he  had 

been 
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been  expelled  from  PariSy  he  defired,  he  re-  Hcairylll 
quired,  nay  he  bafely  befought  to  be  reconciled  pl^p' 
V/ith  the  worft  of  his  Enemies  5  ordering  Pray-    Vus  vf 
ers  to  be  put  up  in  all  Churches  for  that  pur- 
pofe.  In  a  worcf,  that  viftoripus  Prince,  inured 
from   his   tender  Years  to  the  Fatigues  and 
Hardfliips  of  the  War,  became  a  Sardanapa* 
iusy  or  an  Hetiogab^hs^  Kving  in  the  Profaf©^ 
nefe  of  an  odious  Luxury,  in  the^Idlenefs  of  a 
fhameful  Retirement ;  fpending  his  Time  away 
cither  in  feeing  of  Dancing,  or  in  ftroaking  of 
Piippies,  whereof  he  had  always  a  great  Num- 
l>er  of  all  Kinds ;  or  in  making  Parrots  to 
fpeak,  or  in  cutting  Paper,  or  in  curling  his 
own  and  his  Minions  Hair ;   and    in  other 
things  no  lefs  unbecoming,  not  only  a  King» 
but  a  Man.     Nay,  he  mad^  but  too  often  hi9 
Paftime  of  the  moft   heinous  Crimes  againft 
Nature.     And  whereas  he  could  not  eafily  in- 
dulge himfelf  in  theft  Things  in  the  time  of 
War,  therefore  he  never  confented  to  it  bufe 
with  the  greateft  Reludancy ;  not  that  he  had 
any  regard  for  the  Reformed,  whom  he  hated 
above  all  things ;  but,  becaufe  he  could  not  put 
them  to  any  Trouble,  without  difturbing  the 
Courfe  of  Life,  which  he  was  refolved  to  pur- 
fue.     Neverthelefs,  as  he  faw  that  he  could 
not  leave  them  in  Peace,  without  rendering 
himfelf  obnoxious  to  the  Cenfure  6f  his,  and 
their  own  Enemies,  as  if  he  did  countenance 
Herefy  5  he  thought  that  he  could  not  better 
blot  out  thefc  Impreflions,  than  by  the  Pradlice 
of  certain  fuperftitious  Afts  of  Devotion ;  fiich 
as  Proceflions,  Pilgrimages,  Off.  whereby  he 
debafcd  the  Royal  Majefty,  and  rendered  himfelf 
defpicable  to  his  Subjedls  ;  who  confidering  his 
conftant  Way  of  Living,  could  not  be  long 
impofcd  upon  by  fuch  outward  Signs  of  Hu- 
miliation 
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Heiirylll.iniJiation  and  Pcnitena?,  but  deemed  them  to 
PffkiV     be  fo  many  Evidences  of  a  thorough  Hypo- 
tos  V.  c"fy-    He  inftltuted  or  rather  reftored  the  Or- 
der of  the  Holy  Ghoft,  for  the  Reafons  men- 
tioned above  :  That  Order  had  been  formerly 
inftituted  in  the  Year  1352,  by  Lewis  q{  Anjou^ 
fumamed  of  I'arente^  King  of  Jerufalem  and 
Sicily \  but  dying  without  Ifrue,that  Order  ended 
with  that  Prince,  and  it  would  have-  been  in- 
tircly  loft,  had  not  the  Original  of  the  Confti- 
tutions  thereof  fallen  into  the  hands  of  the 
Senate  of  Venice^  who  prefented.  King  Henry 
with  it,  when  he  came  into  that  City,  as  he 
returned  from  Poland. 

Befides  that  military  Order,  he  inftituted  fc- 

veral  Societies  or  Fraternities  of  Penitents  of  all 

Sorts,  in  fome  of  them  he  admitted  the  Com- 

moners  of  Paris^  with  whom  he  behaved  him- 

fclf  outwardly   with  great  Devotion  ;  but  in 

others  he  admitted  only  the  Lords  of  his 

Court,   and  in  them  his  Aufterity  was  but      ] 

outward,  and  it  was  publickly  rumoured,  that      [ 

at  Vincennes^  Bologn  and  other  Places,    where       f 

they  were  ufed  to  meet  together,  it  was  rather 

for  indulging  themfclves  m  all  unlawful  Plea- 

fures,  than  for  doing  Penance.    The  Lady  of 

Francis  Lord  of  St.  Luc,  Great  Matter  of  the 

Artillery  was  of  that  Opinion,  when  (he  went 

to  meet  her  Hun)and  in  his  Cell  of  Penitent: 

She  put  him  to  fuch  a  Shame  for  his  Hypo- 

crify,  that  they  both  refolved  to  frighten  the 

King,  who  lodged  in  the  next  Cell,  by  the 

means  of  a  long  Pipe  ftie  herfelf  run  through 

a  little  Hole,  in  the  Dark,  and  counterfeiting 

the  nightly  Ghoft,  ftie  upbraided  him  with  all 

that  her  Huft^andhad   told   her  about    the 

Diflblutencfs  and  Lewdnels  of  the  Court,  and 

threatened  him   with  the  heavieft  Judgments 

of 
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of  God  :  the  King  was  fo  much  terrified,  that  Henry  IIP. 
he  had  much  ado  to  recover  himfelf  from  the  „  "S^Q- 

Butamongfl  other  Fraternities,  there  was  a 
iingular  one,  which  he  had  brought  from 
Poland^  namely,  Th.e  Fraternity  of 
Death,  inftituted  on  account  of  the  Death 
and  Paffion  of  Our  Lord  Jefus ;  he  admitted 
into  this  the  Commoners  of  Paris^  they  met 
together  every  Friday,  and  when  Part  of  the 
Service  was  done,  they  put  out  the  Candles^ 
and  fcourged  themfelves,  finging  or  uttering 
diftinftly  the   51ft  and  130th  Pfalms. 

Such  was  Henry  III,  of  Valois^  the  laft  King 
of  that  Branch,  which  had  fwayed  the  Scepter 
for  two  hundred  and  fixty  one  Years  ;  reckon- 
ing from  Philip  VI^  in  1328.  The  Clergy, 
and  Monks  *for  whom  he  had  had  the  greateft 
Regard,  and  to  whom  he  had  fhewed  the  great- 
eft  Kindnefs,  thefc  very  Men  were  the  moft 
inftrumentd  in  his  Ruin,  and  Deftru&ion. 
And  yet,  had  not  the  Subjeds  been  fo  ill  go- 
verned as  they  were ;  had  not  his  fcandalous 
Way  of  Living,  the  Burden  oF  Impofts^  the 
Infolence  of  Favourites,  given  them  both 
Averfion  and  Contempt  for  the  Government ; 
the  Pope^  the  Sorbonne^  the  JefuitSj  nor  [all 
the  Clergy  of  France^  all  thofe  great  Abettors 
and  Supporters  of  the  League^  would  not  have 
been  able  to  compais  their  Ends  {j). 

He  died  without  any  Iflue  of  his  (^onfort 
Lovifa  of  Lorain^  m  the  thirty  eighth  If  ear  of 
his  Age,  being  born  on  the  nineteenth  of  Sep- 
tember 155X,  and  in  the  fixteenth  of  his  Reign,

Mmm^fmm^  they  ran  almoft  mad  for  Joy^  efpecially  the 
Pireachers,  who  compared  the  heinous  A&ion 
of  James  Clenuntj  to  Judiib^  and  extolled 
him,  to  the  Skies>  as  an  holy  Martyr.     Bat  if 
iuch  mad  Pranks  can  any  ways  he  excufird,  ini 
Ptople  who  thc)iiight  themfelves  undone^  the 
Very  Minute  they  iaw  themfelves  delivered 
from  the  threatening  Danger  ^   how   can  be 
eKcufed  Sixtus  V.  who  being  for  diilant^  and 
hot  perfonally  concerned  in  thefe  Affairs,  was 
ih  a  better  Condition  of  judging   rightly  of 
them  ;  but  neverthelefs  behaved  himfeif  on  this 
Gccafion,  in  a  Way  fo  contrary  to  Ghriftiani- 
ty,  nay  to  the  very  Rules  of  common  Decency? 
For  the  News  of  the  King's  Death  having 
reached  Rome^  he  held  a  Conmlory  on  the  i  itli 
diSeftember^  and  delivered  a  Speech,  vrherein. 
he  moft  impioufly   perverted  the  Meaning  of 
•   the  Scripture,  for  afferting  his  Devililh  Max* 
ims.     I  give  here  an  Abftrad  thereof* 
Sixtus  VV      "  Confidering  oftentimes  ^nd  fcrioufly  with- 
Speech  on  "  in  myfelf^  and  applying  the  utmoft  of  my 
t^  Occa-  4c  Underftanding  to  thefe  Things,  which  now 
**  of  late,  by  the  Will  of  God,  are  come  ttf 
'^  pafs,  I  think  I  may  fitly  ufe  the  Words  of 
the  Prophet  Habbakukj  faying,  /  have  wrought 
a  Work  in  your  Days^  which  no  Man  will  be-i

"  leazar  knew  the  kindof  hisDedth,  and  the 

**  Place  of  his  Burial; ^This  Man   looked 

**  for  a  certain  Death,  and  expedted  nothing

*'  Death:  And  we  truly  (not  without  great  iri- 

**  ward  Grief,)  have  oftentimes  foretold,  thatj 

**  as  he  was  the  laft  of  his  Name  and  Family^ 

**  fo  was  he  like  to    have  and  make    fome 

Itrange  and  fhameful  End  of  his  Life.     Thii 

I  have  faid  feveral  times,  not  only  to  the 

Cardinals  of  Joyeufe^  Lenoncot^^  at)d  Gondii 

but  alfo  to  the  Marquis  of  Bifani  his  Em-* 

**  bafladbr  at  this  Court. His  unhappy 

**  and  unlucky  End  deprives  him  alfo  of  thofe 
'^^  honourable  Offices,  and  Refpeds  which  the 
Holy  See  'is  wont  to  pay  to  Emperors  and 
Kings;  which  we  moft  willingly  would 
*'  likewife  have  beftowed  on  him,  if  the  Holy 
/**  Scriptures  in  this  Cafe  had  not  altogether 
**  forbidden  it.**  Whereupon  he  quotes  the  ift 
Epiftle  of  5/.  John  ch.  v.  v.  16.  and  applies  jt  to 
the  King,  charging  him  with  being  dead  in  H 
thortal  Sin,  becaufe  he  was  dead  in  a  ftriA  U* 
nion  witK  the  King  of  Navarre  and  the  Hugo- 
mi's^  whereof  his  Army  was  for  the  moft  part 
.  -compofdd  !jk).        ' 

Such  were  in  thofe  Days  the  Doftrlne^ 
faught  and  aflerted  at  Rome^  by  no  lefs  a 
Maft^r,  than  THAT  GREAT  AND 
INFALLIBLE  JUDGE  OF  ALL 
CONTROVERSIES,  THEPOPE, 
Whether  he  hath  really  altered  liis  Mind  fince 
that  time,  or  whether  he  wants  pnly  a  propct

cflexion  upon  the  hard  Fate  of  Henry  III.  viz. 
Tho*  fuch  an  unnatural  Rebellion  of  the  Siib- 
je^  againft  their  lawful  Sovereign  could  not 
be  fufficiently  dctefted  by  every  truly  fober  an4 
Jioneft  Mind  v  yet  every  Sovereign-  ought  to 
take  warning  by  this  and  fuch  like  Examples^ 
and  remember  that  tho*  he  derives  his  Power 
and  Authority  from  God  himfelf,  neverthelefit 
the  Subjeftion  and  Obedience  of  the  Subjeds  is 
very  often  but  a  frail  thing,  depending  in  great 
meafure  on  their  Caprice  and  Fancy.     A  So- 
vereign IS  the  living  Image  of  Almighty  God, 
it  is  true,  but  he  muft  mind  the  Duties  which 
fuch  a  Relation  lays  on  him,  he  mufl:  bear  fome 
Refemblance  with  that  Almighty  which  he  re- 
prefents  upon  Earth :   How    can  he    (hew  it 
.  forth  ?  not  always  by  the  Exercife  of  his  Au- 
thority  to  the  utmoft  of  his  power  ;  if  fo,  the 
Caligula*Sy    Nerd's^    Caracalla\  the  worft  of 
the  Tyrants  would  h^ve  proved  the  bed  Images 
of  that  Supreme  Being,    which  is  impious  to 
think;    but  by  his  Juftice,"  Wifdom,  Good- 
nefe,    Tendernefs  to  his  People:   Doing   no- 
thing whereby    he  may  juftly    deferve    and 
draw  upon  himfelf  their  Contempt  and  Hatred. 
For  if  Men  carry  their  Audacioufnefe  fo  far  as 
to  blafpheme  their  own  Creator  and  Confer- 
varor,  and  to  trample  his  divine  and  dreaded 
Mcijefty  under  foot,    as   much  as   they    can, 
why  may  thfcy  not  be  bold  enough,  to  fpeak 

.evil 
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evil    of   his   Image,     and    to  rebel    againft  Heuyilt, 
iiiin?  Of  this  Henry  III.  had  a  very  iad  Ex-^'S«?- 
perience,  which  fhouldferve  as  a  Ldflbn  to  all  J^f.^V^* 
Princes  and  Sovereign  Magiftrates  *. 

*  That  Prince  was  fubjed  every  Winter  to  fack  me^ 
lancholy  Fits/  as  made  him  almoft  mad;  «nd  the 
more  ievere  the  Cold  was,  the  more  he  was  aflUAed^ 
which  to  be  fare  very  much  influenced  his  Condaft« 
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
